SIXTY-EIGHTH  REPORT 

OF  THE 

COMMISSIONERS  IX  LUNACY, 

1914. 


TO  THE  EIGHT  HONOURABLE  THE  LORD  HIGH  CHANCELLOR. 

My  Lord, 

On  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act, 
1913,  on  the  1st  April  1914,  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  as 
such  cease  to  exist.  Under  Section  22  of  the  Act  there  is 
constituted  a  Board  of  Control  of  not  more  than  fifteen  Com¬ 
missioners,  of  whom  not  more  than  twelve  are  to  be  paid 
Commissioners,  four  are  to  be  legal,  i.e.,  practising  barristers 
or  solicitors  of  at  least  five  years’  standing,  and  four  at  least  are 
to  be  medical,  i.e.,  duly  qualified  medical  practitioners  of  at 
least  five  years’  standing,  while  at  least  one  of  the  paid  and 
one  of  the  unpaid  Commissioners  is  to  be  a  woman.  The 
Commissioners  will  be  appointed  by  His  Majesty  on  the 
recommendation,  as  respects  the  Legal  Commissioners,  of  the 
Lord  Chancellor,  and,  as  respects  the  other  Commissioners,  of 
the  Secretary  of  State,  who  must  appoint  one  to  be  Chairman. 
The  Chairman  and  paid  Commissioners  hold  office  during  His 
Majesty’s  pleasure,  the  unpaid  Commissioners  being  appointed 
for  such  term  as  the  Secretary  of  State  may  determine.  While 
the  existing  unpaid  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  go  out  of  office, 
the  existing  paid  Commissioners  become  ex  officio  Commissioners 
of  the  Board  of  Control  upon  the  same  tenure  as  before  the  Act. 

All  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy 
under  the  Lunacy  Acts,  1890-1911,  are  to  be  transferred  to  the 
Board  of  Control,  and  the  existing  staff  of  the  Commissioners 
in  Lunacy  will  become  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Board  of 
Control.  His  Majesty  may  by  Order  in  Council  direct  that 
anything  which  under  the  Lunacy  Acts  is  required  or  authorised 
to  be  done  by,  to,  or  in  respect  of,  any  one  or  more  Commis¬ 
sioners  in  Lunacy  or  any  officer  of  those  Commissioners,  shall 
be  done  by,  to,  or  in  respect  of,  one  or  more  Commissioners  of 
the  Board  of  Control,  or  the  corresponding  officer  of  the  Board  : 
with  the  reservation  that  nothing  by  the  Lunacy  Acts  required 
to  be  done  by  two  Commissioners,  one  a  medical  and  the  other 
a  legal  Commissioner,  shall  be  authorised  by  the  Order  to  be 
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done  otherwise  than  by  a  medical  and  a  legal  Commissioner  of 
the  Board  of  Control. 

From  1st  April  1914,  sections  150-161  of  the  Lunacy  Act, 
1890,  are  repealed.  Upon  the  coining  into  operation  of  the  Act — 
subject  to  the  proviso  that,  save  as  otherwise  expressly  provided 
by  the  Act,  nothing  is  to  affect  any  power  exerciseable  with 
respect  to  lunatics  by  the  Lord  Chancellor  or  the  Commissioners 
in  Lunacy,  or  the  Judge  or  Masters  in  Lunacy,  or  by  any 
visitors,  court,  local  authority,  or  other  persons,  whether  under 
the  Lunacy  Acts,  1890-1911,  or  otherwise — the  Board  of 
Control  stands  charged  with  the  general  superintendence  of  all 
matters  relating  to  the  supervision,  protection,  and  control  of 
all  mentally  defective  persons,  including  both  lunatics  and 
mental  defectives  under  the  Act.  The  definition  of  “defectives” 
contained  in  section  1  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act  includes — 
(a)  idiots,  (b)  imbeciles,  (c)  feebleminded,  (d)  moral  imbeciles  ; 
the  mental  defect  of  all  these  classes  being  primarily  regarded 
as  congenital  in  character.  As,  however,  the  definition  of 
“  lunatic  ”  in  section  341  of  the  Lunacy  Act,  1890,  as  “  an  idiot 
or  person  of  unsound  mind”  is  unrepealed,  there  remain 
certain  classes  of  mental  defectives,  e.g.,  idiots  and  imbeciles, 
who  will  be  liable  to  be  dealt  with  either  under  the  Lunacy 
Acts  or  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act. 

The  constitution  of  one  central,  authority  for  the  general 
protection  and  supervision  of  the  whole  class  of  mentally 
defective  persons,  and  for  the  regulation  of  the  provision  made 
for  their  accommodation,  maintenance,  care,  treatment,  training 
and  control,  and  that  such  central  authority  should  be  called 
the  Board  of  Control  and  the  members  thereof  Commissioners 
of  the  Board  of  Control,  were  specific  recommendations  of  the 
Report  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  the  Care  and  Control  of  the 
Feebleminded  in  1908. 

A  salient  feature  of  the  new  Board  of  Control  is  that 
unlike  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  all  of  whom  were 
appointed  by  the  Lord  Chancellor,  the  new  Commissioners  will 
be  appointed  by  His  Majesty  on  the  recommendation,  as  regards 
the  majority,  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  only  exception  being 
in  the  case  of  the  four  Legal  Commissioners,  who  will  be 
appointed  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Lord  Chancellor. 
Under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act,  the  Board,  subject  to 
regulations  made  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  will  exercise  general 
supervision,  protection,  and  control  over  defectives,  will  certify 
and  inspect  the  various  establishments  in  which  they  are 
placed,  and  will  administer  the  grants  to  be  made  out  of  money 
provided  by  Parliament  under  the  Act.  It  will  thus  have 
more  extensive  powers  in  dealing  with  local  authorities  than 
were  ever  possessed  by  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy.  The 
Secretary  of  State  is  the  Minister  responsible  to  Parliament  for 
the  proper  exercise  of  these  powers  by  the  Board,  and  con¬ 
sequently  he  is  given  under  the  Act  a  preponderating  influence 
in  the  appointment  of  the  new  Commissioners. 


Commissioners  in  Lunacy. 
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The  Board  of  Control  will  be  presided  over  by  a  paid 
Chairman.  While  under  section  22  of  the  Mental  Deficiency 
Act,  the  status  of  the  existing  paid  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  is 
preserved,  the  new  paid  Commissioners  hold  their  office  during 
His  Majesty’s  pleasure,  and  thus  become  for  all  purposes  Civil 
Servants  and  subject  to  the  conditions  prescribed  by  various 
Orders  in  Council  relating  to  Civil  Servants,  one  of  which 
makes  retirement  compulsory  at  the  age  of  65.  The  new 
honorary  Commissioners  will  be  appointed  for  a  specified  period. 
The  addition  of  women  to  the  Board  is  a  new  departure,  from 
which  very  satisfactory  results  are  anticipated.  Solicitors  are 
eligible  as  legal  Commissioners,  and  it  is  not  essential  that  the 
Secretary  should  be  a  barrister-at-law  of  at  least  seven  years’ 
standing,  as  was  required  in  the  case  of  the  Secretary  to  the 
Lunacy  Commissioners  under  the  Lunacy  Acts,  but  it  will 
probably  be  found  inadvisable  in  practice  to  appoint  to  the  post 
anyone  who  has  not  had  a  legal  training.  There  is  also  no 
express  provision  such  as  is  contained  in  section  150  (3)  of  the 
Lunacy  Act,  1890,  that  a  paid  Commissioner  shall  not  accept, 
hold,  or  carry  on  any  other  office  or  situation,  or  any  profession 
or  employment,  from  which  any  profit  is  derived.  Under  section 
24  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act  no  person  can  be  a  Commis¬ 
sioner  or  an  official  of  the  Board  if  he  is  directly  or  indirectly 
interested  in  a  certified  institution  or  house  or  approved  home 
under  the  Act,  or  in  any  house  licensed  under  the  Lunacy  Acts. 

For  the  future  it  is  to  be  taken  for  granted  that  all  persons 
engaged  in  work  of  so  private  and  confidential  a  character  as 
will  have  to  be  carried  on  by  the  Board  of  Control  will  realise 
the  importance  of  keeping  secret  all  matters  coming  to  their 
knowledge  in  the  execution  of  the  duties  of  their  office  except 
when  required  to  divulge  the  same  by  legal  authority,  or  so  far 
as  they  may  feel  themselves  called  upon  to  do  so  for  the  better 
execution  of  such  duties.  The  declarations  as  to  Secrecy  which 
had  to  be  made  by  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  their  Secretary 
and  clerks,  have  been  abandoned. 

The  Mental  Deficiency  Act,  1913,  should,  if  wisely  and 
harmoniously  administered  by  the  central  and  local  autho¬ 
rities,  prove  of  great  value  in  dealing  with  the  mental  defectives 
subject  to  its  provisions.  The  Act  is  a  public  recognition  that 
congenital  mental  defect  is  practically  incurable,  that  it  is 
essential  that  persons  so  suffering  should,  both  in*their  own 
interests  and  in  that  of  the  community,  be  placed  under  proper 
supervision,  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  State  to  contribute 
to  the  cost  of  the  maintenance,  care  and  treatment,  education, 
training,  and  control  of  such  persons,  and  to  the  provision  of 
suitable  accommodation  for  their  detention. 


The  history  of  the  Lunacy  Commission  since  its  foundation 
under  the  Lunacy  Act  of  1845  is,  as  regards  the  care  and 
treatment  of  the  insane,  a  record  of  uninterrupted  progress. 
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The  policy,  initiated  by  Lord  Shaftesbury  and  continuously 
followed  with  but  little  variation,  has  been  productive  of  very 
material  amelioration  in  the  well-being  and  comfort  of  the 
certified  insane,  in  the  conditions  under  which  they  live,  and  in 
the  character  of  the  accommodation  provided  for  them.  That 
this  result  has  been  largely  due  to  the  personal  visitation 
and  supervision  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  is  indisputable, 
and  was  fully  admitted  by  all  witnesses  possessing  knowledge 
of  the  subject  who  gave  evidence  before  the  Royal  Commission 
on  the  Care  and  Control  of  the  Feeble-minded.  Wide  experience 
derived  from  personal  acquaintance  with  all  the  institutions  in 
the  country,  and  the  most  improved  methods  of  treatment  and 
general  administration  has  enabled  the  Commissioners — quite 
apart  from  their  inspectorial  duties  —  to  offer  advice  and 
encouragement  to  medical  superintendents  as  well  as  to  local 
authorities,  which  have  been  productive  of  good  results. 
The  patients  have  derived  satisfaction  from  discussing  matters 
relating  to  their  detention  and  to  their  affairs  generally  with  the 
Commissioners,  who  were  in  an  entirely  independent  position, 
who  always  took  an  interest  in  their  cases  and  who  gave  them 
at  least  a  sympathetic  hearing.  The  comparative  absence  in 
recent  years  of  suggestions  of  illegal  detention  and  similar 
abuses  is  a  very  satisfactory  sign  as  denoting  a  high  degree  of 
public  confidence  in  the  administration  of  the  Lunacy  laws. 

The  Commissioners  trust  that  the  policy  which  has  been  so 
successfully  carried  out  during  the  last  seventy  years  will  be 
adhered  to  by  the  Board  of  Control.  They  are  confident  that 
any  relaxation  of  the  personal  interest  and  attention  of  the 
Commissioners  would  react  most  unfavourably  on  the  patients. 

While  so  much  has  been  effected  to  improve  the  care  and 
treatment  of  patients  in  the  past,  we  hope  that  the  future  will 
show  a  corresponding  advance  in  the  direction  of  the  prevention 
and  cure  of  insanity.  It  is  unfortunate  that  there  still  remains 
a  stigma  attached  to  insanity  which  prevails  in  regard  to  no 
other  disease.  The  popular  conception  of  an  asylum  as  a  place 
of  detention  should  be  replaced  by  the  recognition  of  the  fact 
that  it  is  essentially  a  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  mental 
disease,  and  patients  should  be  encouraged  to  submit  themselves 
for  expert  treatment  at  the  earliest  stage  of  their  disorder. 
Legislation  allowing  the  reception  of  patients  suffering  from 
incipient  insanity  and  their  retention  for  a  limited  period  without 
full  certification  is  urgently  needed.  So  too  every  encourage¬ 
ment  and  assistance — both  material  and  financial — should  be 
given  to  research,  and  high  qualifications  in  Psychiatry  should 
be  expected,  and  indeed  required,  from  all  medical  officers  in 
the  asylum  service,  so  that  everything  which  science  can  suggest 
may  be  done  for  the  medical  treatment  of  the  patient.  Lastly, 
Ave  Avould  urge  that  fuller  use  should  be  made  of  the  provisions 
of  section  55  (2)  of  the  Lunacy  Act,  1890,  Avhich  enables  the 
Visitors  of  an  asylum  to  grant  money  allowances  to  patients 
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on  trial.  If  this  practice  were  universally  adopted  many  of  the 
anxieties  attending  the  return  to  ordinary  life  of  patients  of 
the  poorer  classes  would  be  removed,  and  they  would  not  be 
subjected  to  the  trials  and  difficulties  which  are  so  often 
responsible  for  a  fresh  breakdown. 


The  Care  of  the  Insane,  1845-1914. 

The  Report  of  the  Metropolitan  Commissioners  in  Lunacy 
presented  to  Parliament  in  1844 — dealing  with  the  condition  of 
lunatic  Asylums  in  England  and  Wales  formed,  the  basis  of  the 
legislation  initiated  by  Lord  Ashley,  whereby  in  the  following 
year  (1845)  the  existing  Lunacy  Commission  was  established. 
That  report  contained  for  the  first  time  general  statistical  details 
of  the  insane  in  the  Kingdom — from  a  census  taken  on  January  1, 
1844 : —

The  first  Report  of  the  Lunacy  Commission  merely  gives  the 
numbers  of  patients  in  Asylums,  Hospitals,  and  Licensed  Houses 
at  the  date  of  the  Commissioners5  visits.  More  definite  infor¬ 
mation  is  furnished  in  the  interesting  and  detailed  “  Further 
Report”  made  in  1847,  where  the  total  numbers  in  residence 
on  the  1st  January  are  given  for  each  institution.  In  the  body 
of  the  Report  it  is  estimated  from  these  figures  and  those 
furnished  by  poor-law  authorities  and  others  that  there  were 
upwards  of  26,000  insane  persons  in  England  and  Wales  of 
whom  about  5,000  were  private  patients. 

Since  from  the  returns  only  9,627  pauper  cases  were  then 
under  care  in  special  institutions,  there  must  have  been  about 
12,000  of  this  class  detained  in  workhouses  or  living  with 
relatives  and  others  under  the  Poor  Law. 

One  of  the  first  objects  therefore  of  the  Commission  was  to 
stimulate  local  authorities  to  make  better  Asylum  provision  for

the  pauper  insane,  the  majority  of  whom  were  deprived  of  such 
special  care. 


County  and  Borough  Asylums. 

(v.  Chart  1.) 

In  1847  there  existed  21  public  establishments  foi  the 
reception  of  the  insane  maintained  by  county  and  borough 
authorities,  and  termed  “  County  Asylums.”  They  included 
14  Asylums  in  existence  prior  to  1845,  and  three  opened  in 
1845-46.  These  were— Nottingham  (1812),  Norfolk  (1814) 
Lancaster  (1816),  Stafford  (1816),  West  mding  at  Wakefield 
(1819)  Cornwall  (1820),  Gloucester  (1823),  Chester  (1829), 
Suffolk  (1829),  Middlesex,  Hanwell  (1831),  Dorset:  lorston 
(1832)  Kent,  Banning  Heath  (1833),  and  Surrey,  Wandsworth 
(1841)  To  these  were  added — Salop  (1845),  Devon  (1846),  and 
Oxford  (1846).  There  also  appear  in  the  list  the  Asylum 
at  Springfield,  Bedford,  opened  in  1812;  St.  Peters  Hospital, 
Bristol,  dating  from  1696;  the  Exeter  City  Workhouse,  and  an 
Asylum  at  Haverfordwest,  then  the  only  Asylum  m  Wales, 
opened  in  1824.  This  latter  and  the  Bristol  institution  were 
declared  hv  local  acts  County  Asylums. 

These  21  institutions  contained  on  the  1st  January  1847 
5,486  inmates,  of  whom  239  (or  4  4  per  cent.)  were  private 

patients.  ..  , 

On  the  1st  January  of  the  present  year  (1914)  there  were  in 

England  and  Wales  97  County  and  Borough  Asylums  con¬ 
taining  105,504  inmates,  of  whom  3,785  (or  3' 6  per  cent.)  were 
private  patients. 

In  1847  there  were  in  Hospitals  and  Licensed  Houses  as  many 
as  4  380  pauper  patients  or  45 ' 5  per  cent,  of  the  total  m  insti¬ 
tutions.  In  1914  there  are  1,419  or  1'4  per  cent. 

The  growth  of  Asylum  accommodation  may  he  briefly 
summarised  as  follows  : 

1845-1853. — In  this  period  20  public  Asylums  were  opened, 
including  the  three  above  mentioned,  the  Borough  Asylum  at 
Winson  Green,  Birmingham  (18ol),  and  one  at  Hull  (184  J). 
The  Exeter  City  Workhouse  had  ceased  to  be  an  Asylum  lhe 
additions  comprised  the  Asylums  at  Clifton,  York  184  , 

Denbigh  (1848),  Somerset,  Wells  (1848),  Derby  County  (1851), 

Lancashire,  Rainhill  (1851),  and  P)'e®tJ'Ubl°'JbsdtC klRSA 
Colney  Hatch  (1851),  Monmouth  <1851),  Wilts  (1851)  Hmits 

(1852),  Lincolnshire,  Bracebridge  (1852)  Warwick  tl8o2;, 

Worcester,  Powick  (1852),  Bucks  (1853),  and  Essex  (  <-  )• 

The  37  Countv  and  Borough  Asylums  which  existed  on 
1st  January  1854"  contained  12,669  pauper  patients,  as  com- 
pared  with  2,437  in  Hospitals  and  Licensed  Houses  ;  so  that  the 
proportion  in  the  latter  had  fallen  to  16  1  per  cent. 
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1854-1863. — The  great  activity  on  the  part  of  local  authori¬ 
ties  to  increase  Asylum  accommodation  which  was  manifest  in 
the  first  few  years  of  the  Lunacy  Commission  was  followed  by 
a  period  of  comparative  rest.  For  in  tire  second  decade  only 
five  new  County  Asylums  were  added  to  the  list,  viz.,  Cam¬ 
bridge  (1858)  ;  Durham  (1858) ;  Northumberland  (1859) ; 
Sussex,  Haywards  Heath  (1859)  ;  Cumberland  and  Westmor¬ 
land  (1862).  In  this  period,  also,  the  Bedford  Asylum  was  moved 
from  Springfield  to  Arlesey  (1860) ;  the  borough  of  Bristol  opened 
a  newr  Asylum  (1861)  in  substitution  of  St.  Peter’s  Hospital,  and 
the  Dorset  Asylum  was  moved  from  Forston  to  Charminster 
(1863). 

There  were,  therefore,  on  1st  January  1864,  42  County  and 
Borough  Asylums,  which  contained  21,320  pauper  patients,  the 
number  of  this  class  remaining  in  Hospitals  and  Licensed  Houses 
being  1,638  or  7*1  per  cent. 

1864-1873. — In  this  period  there  were  opened  10  new 
County  Asylums  and  four  new  Borough  Asylums,  the  patients 
in  the  city  of  Norwich  being  lodged  in  the  Infirmary,  which 
was  reckoned  as  a  Borough  Asylum.  The  added  County 
Asylums  were  Glamorgan  (1864),  a  second  Asylum  for 
Staffordshire  at  Burntwood  (1864),  Carmarthen  (1865),  a 
second  Asylum  for  Surrey  at  Brookwood  (1867),  Berks  (1870), 
Hereford  (1871),  Yorks,  East  Riding  (1871),  a  second  Asylum 
for  Cheshire,  at  Parkside  (1871),  a  second  Asylum  for  the  West 
Riding  at  Wadsley  (1872),  and  a  third  Asylum  for  Lancashire 
at  Whittingham  (1873).  The  new  Borough  Asylums  were 
those  at  Leicester  (1869),  Newcastle  (1869),  and  Ipswich 
(1870).  The  City  of  London  Asylum,  near  Dartford,  was 
opened  in  1866.  The  Haverfordwest  Asylum  was  closed,  its 
patients  being  transferred  to  the  new  Asylum  at  Carmarthen. 

On  the  1st  January  1874  there  were,  therefore,  56  County 
and  Borough  Asylums  in  existence.  They  contained  30,956 
pauper  patients,  whilst  there  were  1,733  such  cases  in  Hospitals 
and  Licensed  Houses,  or  5 ‘3  per  cent,  of  the  total  paupers  in 
institutions. 

1874-1883. — The  eight  additional  Asylums  opened  in  this 
decade  include  a  second  Kent  Asylum  at  Cliartham  (1875), 
the  Northants  Asylum  (1876),  a  third  Middlesex  Asylum  at 
Banstead  (1877),  and  a  third  Surrey  Asylum  at  Cane  Hill 
(1883).  Additional  Borough  Asylums  included  Portsmouth 
(1879),  one  for  Norwich  (1880)  to  which  the  patients  were 
transferred  from  the  Infirmary,  for  Nottingham  (1880),  and  a 
second  Asylum  for  Birmingham  at  Rubery  Hill  (1882). 

In  the  then  existing  63  County  and  Borough  Asylums  there 
were  on  the  1st  January  1884,  45,164  pauper  patients,  the 
number  of  such  cases  in  Hospitals  and  Licensed  Houses  being 
1,545  or  3 '3  per  cent,  of  the  total. 

1884-1893. — By  the  passing  of  the  Local  Government  Act 
in  1888,  the  provision  of  Asylums  for  the  care  and  maintenance 
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of  the  pauper  insane  was  transferred  from  county  and  borough 
justices  to  the  newly-formed  county  and  borough  councils. 
The  creation  of  the  County  of  London  led  therefore  to  the 
transference  to  the  new  authority  of  the  three  Middlesex 
Asylums  at  Hanwell,  Colney  Hatch,  and  Banstead,  and  of  the 
two  Surrey  Asylums  at  Wandsworth  and  Cane  Hill.  The 
Wandsworth  Asylum  was,  however,  sold  to  the  Middlesex 
County  Council  in  1889.  The  London  County  Council  added 
a  fifth  Asylum  to  those  taken  over  in  1888,  namely,  Claybury 
(1893),  and  a  third  Asylum  was  provided  for  the  West  Riding 
at  Menston  (1888).  As  regards  boroughs  the  Hull  pauper 
patients  were  removed  from  the  town  to  a  new  Asylum  at 
Willerby  (1884),  and  Asylums  were  opened  at  Exeter  (1886), 
Derby  (1888),  and  Plymouth  (1891). 

The  68  County  and  Borough  Asylums  on  January  1st,  1894, 
contained  59,232  pauper  inmates.  The  number  still  retained  in 
Hospitals  and  Licensed  Houses  was  1,224,  or  2 '0  per  cent,  of  the 
total. 

1894-1903. — The  pressing  need  for  more  accommodation 
led  to  the  provision  during  this  decade  of  19  new  County  and 
Borough  Asylums,  bringing  the  total  number  at  the  close  of  the 
period  up  to  87.  These  additions  include  the  County  Asylum 
for  the  Isle  of  Wight  (1896),  the  second  Asylum  for  Somerset  at 
Cotford  (1897),  West  Sussex  (1897),  four  additional  Asylums 
for  the  County  of  London,  namely,  Bexley  (1898),  Manor  (1899), 
Horton  (1902),  and  the  Epileptic  Colony  (1903) ;  Herts  (1899), 
a  third  Asylum  for  Staffordshire  at  Cheddleton  (1899),  and  a 
fourth  for  the  West  Riding  at  Scalebor  Park  (1902).  In  1902, 
also,  the  Winwick  Asylum  was  opened,  the  Winwick  Hall 
having  been  used  since  1897.  This  made  a  fifth  Asylum  for 
Lancashire.  A  second  Asylum  for  Lincolnshire  at  Kesteven 
(1902)  received  patients  temporarily  accommodated  at  the 
Grantham  Workhouse  since  1897.  In  1902  a  new  Asylum  for 
Nottingham  County  was  opened  at  Radcliffe,  the  old  established 
building  in  Nottingham  being  closed.  In  1903  an  Asylum  was 
opened  for  Brecon  and  Radnor,  and  one  at  Hellingly  for  East 
Sussex,  the  Haywards  Heath  Asylum  being  transferred  to  the 
borough  of  Brighton.  New  Borough  Asylums  were  opened  for 
Sunderland  (1895),  Middlesbrough  (1898),  West  Ham  (1901), 
Canterbury  (1903),  and  Croydon  (1903). 

On  January  1st,  1904,  these  87  Asylums  contained  82,237 
pauper  inmates,  the  number  of  this  class  in  Hospitals  and 
Licensed  Houses  being  1,230,  or  1  *  5  per  cent. 

1904-1913. — The  10  Asylums  opened  in  the  last  10  years 
include  a  fifth  Asylum  for  the  West  Riding  at  Storthes  Hall 
(1904),  a  second  Middlesex  Asylum  at  Napsbury  (1905),  a 
second  Worcester  Asylum,  Barnsley  Hall  (1907),  a  tenth 
London  County  ksylum,  Long  Grove  (1907),  a  second  Surrey 
Asylum  at  Netherne  (1909),  and  a  second  Essex  Asylum, 
Severalls  (1913).  The  Leicester  and  Rutland  Asylum  in 
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Leicester  was  closed,  a  new  one  being  built  at  Narborough 
(1908).  The  added  Borough  Asylums  were  those  at  Newport 
(1906),  York  (1906),  Cardiff  (1908),  and  Gateshead  (1913). 

On  1st  January  1914  the  97  County  and  Borough  Asylums 
contained  101,538  pauper  patients.  If  to  these  be  added  the 
7,299  inmates  of  the  Metropolitan  District  Asylums,  viz., 
Caterham  (1870),  Leavesden  (1870),  Darentli  (1878),  Tooting 
Bee  (1903),  and  the  Fountain  Hospital  (1912) — there  were  on 
this  date  108,837  pauper  patients  receiving  Asylum  care. 


Licensed  Houses. 

(v.  Chart  2.  ) 

Pari  passu  with  the  steadily  increasing  provision  of  Asylum 
accommodation  for  the  pauper  insane,  which,  it  may  be  noted, 
has  seldom  sufficed  to  meet  the  demand,  there  has  been  since 
the  Commission  was  formed  an  equally  steady  diminution  in 
the  number  of  Licensed  Houses.  In  1847  there  were  141  such 
establishments,  45  being  metropolitan  and  licensed  by  the 
Commissioners,  96  provincial  licensed  by  county  justices. 
These  141  houses  at  that  time  contained  more  pauper  than 
private  patients,  viz.,  3,996  of  the  former  to  2,633  of  the  latter, 
but  gradually  as  the  number  of  establishments  has  declined 
the  pauper  element  has  also  dwindled.

In  the  present  year  (1914)  there  are  23  Metropolitan  and 
45  Provincial  Licensed  Houses,  and  only  one  of  each  receives 
pauper  patients,  a  variable  number,  since  they  consist  of  patients 
boarded  out  by  local  authorities  pending  the  provision  of 
adequate  Asylum  accommodation. 


Registered  Hospitals. 

(v.  Chart  2.) 

In  the  table  given  in  the  1844  Report  above  cited,  it  will  be 
seen  that  besides  Bethlem  and  St.  Luke’s  hospitals,  which  on 
January  1st  of  that  year  contained  563  patients,  there  were 
“  nine  other  public  asylums,”  with  879  inmates.  These  “  other 
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public  asylums  ”  appear  in  the  first  list  issued  by  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  in  Lunacy  under  the  heading  “  Hospitals,”  of  which 

11  are  enumerated,  including  St.  Luke’s.  The  list,  however, 
does  not  comprise  the  old  foundation  of  Bethlem,  which  in 
sec.  116  of  the  Act  of  1845  was  specially  excluded,  but  sec.  35 
of  the  Act  of  1853  repealed  this  section,  and  in  1854  Bethlem 
Hospital  became  a  “  registered  hospital  ”  subject  to  the 
supervision  of  the  Commissioners. 

The  Priory  of  St.  Mary  of  Bethlehem,  founded  in  1247  by  a 
London  citizen,  Simon  FitzMary,  on  his  return  from  the  crusades, 
and  erected  outside  Bishop’s  Gate,  is  believed  to  have  first  had 
the  care  of  insane  persons  about  1400.  At  that  time  two  small 
establishments,  one  at  Charing  Cross  and  the  other  at  Barking, 
were  in  existence,  solely  devoted  to  the  reception  of  lunatics ; 
the  former  subsequently  becoming  the  property  of  Bethlem, 
which  eventually  took  over  its  inmates.  In  1546,  Henry  VIII. 
granted  charters  whereby  the  hospitals  of  St.  Bartholomew  and 
of  Bethlem  were  handed  over  to  the  City  authorities  ;  and  to 
them  were  added  by  Edward  VI.  the  institutions  known  as 
Christ’s  Hospital,  Bridewell,  and  St.  Thomas’s  Hospital.  In 
1676  the  Bethlem  Hospital  was  transferred  to  a  building  erected 
in  Moorfields,  and  specially  designed  to  accommodate  about  150 
lunatics.  This  building  was  in  its  turn  succeeded  by  that  which 
still  exists,  which  was  erected  in  St.  George’s  Fields,  Southwark, 
and  opened  in  1815. 

Apart  from  this  ancient  institution  for  the  insane,  there  were 
existing,  in  1845,  eleven  “  hospitals,”  which  were  founded  as 
follows  : — 

1.  Bethel  Hospital,  Norwich,  a  charitable  institution,  founded 
in  1713  by  Mrs.  Mary  Chapman,  widow  of  the  Rev.  S.  Chapman, 
of  Thorpe. 

2.  Guy's  Hospital,  established  in  1724,  received  under  the  will 
of  its  founder,  Thomas  Guy,  insane  patients  “  discharged  from 

the  hospitals  of  St.  Thomas,  St.  Bartholomew  and  others.” 
In  1797  a  special  “  Lunatic  House  ”  was  built ;  and  the  Hospital 
continued  to  receive  into  these  wards  insane  patients  until  1859, 
when  the  wards  were  devoted  to  other  purposes,  the  few  patients 
therein  remaining  being,  by  direction  of  the  governors,  sent  to 
workhouses,  a  measure  against  which  the  Commissioners  in 
Lunacy  protested. 

3.  Manchester  Boy  at  Infirmary  opened  wards  for  the  insane 
in  1766,  and  in  1849  the  Manchester  Royal  Lunatic  Hospital 
was  established  at  Cheadle  to  receive  these  patients. 

4.  York  Lunatic  Hospital  opened  in  1777  and  known  as  the 
“  York  Asylum.”  It  was  rebuilt  at  Bootham  in  1813. 

5.  St.  Lukes  Hospital  was  first  established  in  1751,  in  Moor¬ 
fields,  near  the  Bethlem  Hospital,  which  was  overcrowded.  In 
1782  it  was  transferred  to  its  present  site,  the  building  being- 
erected  on  land  belonging  to  St.  Bartholomew’s  Hospital. 
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6.  Liverpool  Royal  Lunatic  Hospital ,  like  the  institution  at 
Manchester,  was  established  in  connection  with  the  Royal 
Infirmary  of  the  city.  It  was  opened  in  1792,  and  received 
pauper  patients  until  the  opening  of  the  County  Asylums  at 
Rain  hill  and  Prestwicli.  It  was  closed  in  1882,  being  succeeded 
by  a  Licensed  House. 

7.  St.  Thomas  s  Hospital ,  Exeter  was  founded  in  1795.  It 
was  the  forerunner  of  Wonford  House,  to  which  its  patients 
were  transferred  on  the  opening  of  the  latter  in  1869. 

8.  The  Retreat ,  York  was  founded  by  the  Society  of  Friends, 
at  the  instance  of  Mr.  W.  Tuke,  who  first  promulgated  the  idea 
in  1792  that  there  was  great  need  for  an  establishment  in  which 
the  insane  coidd  be  treated  on  more  humane  principles  than 
had  hitherto  prevailed  ;  and  nowhere,  perhaps,  had  restrictive 
methods  been  more  strikingly  exemplified  than  in  the  Lunatic 
Hospital  opened  in  that  city  fifteen  years  previously.  It  was 
a  departure  from  traditional  practice,  which  met  with  much 
opposition,  being  doubtless  regarded  as  a  rash  experiment,  but 
it  inaugurated  an  era  of  rational  and  sympathetic  treatment  of 
the  insane,  and  may  even  be  said  to  have  introduced  a  new 
conception  as  to  the  nature  of  insanity.  The  Retreat  was  opened 
in  1796,  its  first  superintendent  being  the  founder  himself. 

9.  The  Warneford  Hospital,  Oxford,  was  founded  at  the 
instance  of  the  Governors  of  the  Radclilfe  Infirmary,  and  opened 
in  1826  as  the  “  Radclilfe  Lunatic  Asylum.” 

10.  The  Lincoln  Lunatic  Hospital,  now  known  as  the  “  Lawn,” 
was  opened  in  1828.  It  was  here  that  the  practical  abolition  of 
mechanical  restraint  as  a  mode  of  treatment  was  first  advocated 
and  carried  into  effect  by  Hr.  Charlesworth  (with  whom,  in  1835, 
was  associated  the  house  surgeon,  Hr.  Gardiner  Hill),  to  such  an 
extent  that  the  percentage  of  cases  so  treated  was  reduced  from 
54  in  1829  to  1*5  in  1837.  This  principle  of  non-restraint  with 
which  Hr.  Conolly  was  identified  from  his  appointment  as 
medical  superintendent  at  Hanwell  in  1839  onwards,  was 
discussed  at  length  in  the  Final  Report  of  the  Metropolitan 
Commissioners  in  Lunacy  in  1844,  where  opinions  on  each  side 
of  the  question  will  be  found  fully  set  forth. 

11.  The  Northampton  General  Lunatic  Hospital  was  at  its 
inception  intended  to  have  been  connected  with  the  General 
Infirmary.  It  was  established  in  1838,  and  since  1879  known 
as  St.  Andrew’s  Hospital. 

To  these  Hospitals  which  were  in  existence  in  1845  may  be 
added  (12)  the  Abington  Abbey  Retreat,  Northampton,  which 
was  registered  in  the  first  year  of  the  Commission.  It  was 
closed  as  a  Hospital  in  1854,  when  it  became  a  Licensed  House. 

Since  then  five  new  Hospitals  have  been  opened,  the  first  to 
be  established  being  Coton  Hill,  Stafford,  in  1854,  and  to  it 
were  admitted  the  private  patients  for  whom  accommodation  had 
been  found  at  the  County  Asylum  since  1818.  The  Coppice, 
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Nottingham ,  was  opened  in  1859,  and  Barnwood  Rouse , 
Gloucester ,  in  1860.  Wonford  Rouse ,  Exeter,  opened  in  1869, 
took  over  the  patients  of  the  old  Hospital  at  St.  Thomas,  which 
was  closed.  Lastly,  the  Institution  at  Virginia  Water,  founded 
by  the  bequest  of  Mr.  Thomas  Holloway,  and  known  as  the 
Rolloway  Sanatorium,  was  opened  in  1885.  There  are  at 
present  14  of  these  charitable  foundations  for  the  care  of  the 
insane,  six  of  which  were  in  existence  before  any  County  Asylum 
was  built.  Some  of  them,  therefore,  received  pauper  patients, 
but  such  ceased  to  be  admitted  in  1906,  the  last  Hospital 
containing  any  being  that  at  Bootham  Park. 

It  will  be  noted  that  some  of  these  Institutions  for  the  insane 
were  established  in  connection  with  general  hospitals  and 
infirmaries,  e.g.,  the  special  wards  at  Guy’s  Hospital  and  the 
Royal  Infirmary,  Manchester,  and  the  “ lunatic  hospitals”  at 
Liverpool,  Northampton,  and  Oxford.  Although  this  is  of 
interest  as  showing  that  the  conception  of  insanity  as  a  disease 
needing  remedial  treatment  has  long  prevailed,  yet  the  early 
records  show  how  unenlightened,  and,  indeed,  inhumane,  such 
treatment  often  was.  That  these  “  hospitals  ”  have  not  increased 
in  number  as  have  the  County  and  Borough  Asylums  is  possibly 
due  to  the  fact  that  so  many  of  the  latter  have  established  wards 
or  special  buildings  for  the  reception  of  private  patients  of  a 
class  who  otherwise  would  have  sought  admission  into  hospitals  ; 
and  in  one  instance,  that  of  Scalebor  Park  (1902),  a  County 
Asylum  was  wholly  set  apart  for  this  class.  The  “  registered 
hospital,”  founded  and  endowed  by  private  benevolence,  has, 
however,  filled  a  much-needed  place,  and  continues  to  do  a  great 
deal  of  valuable  and  charitable  work. 

Exclusive  of  those  Idiot  Institutions  which  have  become 
u  registered  hospitals,”  the  number  of  the  latter,  and  of  their 
patients,  as  returned  on  the  1st  January  in  each  year,  have  been 
as  follows : —

Institutions  for  Idiots. 

Apart  from  the  provision  made  in  certain  County  Asylums 
(e.g.,  Hampshire,  Wandsworth,  Northants,  Wakefield,  Winwick) 
for  cases  of  idiocy,  in  the  Metropolitan  District  Asylums  of 
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Darentli  and  the  Fountain  Hospital,  and  in  the  three  private 
establishments — which  are  Licensed  Houses — there  exist  at  the 
present  time  six  Institutions  for  this  class  of  patients  which  now 
rank  as  Registered  Hospitals. 

The  first  of  these  to  be  established  is  the  small  charitable 
Institution  at  Bath,  founded  in  1846,  and  maintained  by 
voluntary  subscriptions.  It  was  known  as  “  The  Institution 
for  Idiot  Children  and  those  of  Weak  Intellect.' ’  In  1891,  by 
by  an  order  of  the  Charity  Commissioners,  it  was  amalgamated 
with  the  ancient  foundation  of  Magdalen  Hospital,  and  became 
known  as  the  Magdalen  Hospital  School.  It  is  now  admini¬ 
stered  under  a  scheme  of  the  Charity  Commissioners  of  29th 
January  1894,  at  Rockhall  House,  Coombe  Down,  Bath,  under 
the  management  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Municipal  Charities  of 
the  City  of  Bath.  In  October  1900,  at  the  instance  of  our  Board, 
it  was  registered  under  the  Idiots  Act,  1886,  and  then  first 
appeared  in  our  statistics. 

Park  House,  Highgate ,  was  opened  in  1848  for  the  reception 
of  idiots.  It  was  mainly  a  charitable  foundation,  although 
receiving  a  certain  proportion  of  a  wealthier  class.  In  1851  all 
the  inmates  on  the  charitable  foundation  were  removed  to  Essex 
Rail,  Colchester,  which  was  opened  as  a  branch  of  the  Highgate 
Institution.  In  1854  there  were  176  cases  at  Essex  Hall  and 
74  at  Highgate  ;  and  in  1855,  on  the  opening  of  the  Earlswood 
Asylum ,  the  latter  patients  were  transferred  there,  and  those  at 
Essex  Hall  similarily  removed  to  Earlswood  subsequently. 

Owing  to  this,  Essex  Hall  was  closed  in  1858,  but  the  need 
for  an  Idiot  Asylum  in  the  Eastern  Counties  being  felt,  contri¬ 
butions  were  obtained,  and  Essex  Hall  was  re-opened  in  1859 
under  the  title  of  the  u  Eastern  Counties  AsylumC  In  1864  it 
had  93  patients  ;  in  1914  it  has  388. 

The  Western  Counties  Idiot  Asylum  at  Starcross  was  founded 
in  1864  for  the  reception  and  education  of  idiot  children  of  the 
poorer  classes,  the  principal  founder  being  the  Earl  of  Devon. 
The  question  whether  it  should  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Lunacy  Acts  was  considered  by  our  Board,  which  decided 
that  so  long  as,  like  the  Bath  Institution,  it  was  limited  to  the 
training  of  idiot  children,  of  whom  none  are  permitted  to 
remain  after  the  age  of  15,  it  need  not  come  under  the  Acts. 
But  like  the  Bath  establishment  it  would  be  occasionally  visited 
by  Commissioners.  It  was  not,  therefore,  licensed  until  1875, 
so  we  have  no  statistical  information  concerning  it  during  its 
first  decade. 

The  Royal  Albert  Institution  for  Idiots  and  Imbeciles  of  the 
seven  Northern  Counties,  at  Lancaster,  was  opened  in  1870.  In 
1874  it  had  196  inmates,  16  of  them  being  of  the  pauper  class. 
It  has  now  (Jan.  1,  1914)  697  patients  of  whom  303  are  of  that 
class. 
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The  Midland  Counties  Institution  at  Knowle,  Warwickshire, 
was  opened  in  186(1  as  a  Licensed  House,  which  was  registered 
as  an  idiot  establishment  on  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Idiots 
Act,  1886.  It  ceased  to  be  a  Licensed  House  in  1895. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  number  of  patients  in  all 
these  Institutions  on  the  1st  of  January  of  each  year  specified, 
it  being  understood  that  in  some  eases  the  Institution  had  been 
established  for  some  years  prior  to  its  being  licensed  or  registered 
as  a  hospital.  The  figures  here  recorded  do  not,  therefore, 
include  the  total  number  under  care  in  earlier  years  : —

Naval  and  Military  Hospitals. 

At  the  date  of  the  formation  of  the  Lunacy  Commission, 
insane  sailors  were  accommodated  in  the  Haslar  Hospital.  Some 
of  this  class  were  subsequently  received  into  the  Sussex  County 
Asylum,  but  in  1863  all  were  transferred  to  the  Royal  Naval 
Lunatic  Hospital  at  Great  Yarmouth,  an  Institution  which  had 
hitherto  been  used  as  a  Military  Hospital. 

In  1845  insane  soldiers  were  lodged  in  the  Military  Hospitals 
at  Chatham  and  Shorncliffe,  and  two  years  later  the  Shorncliffe 
cases  were  transferred  to  the  Yarmouth  Hospital.  In  1854  it 
was  decided  to  discontinue  the  use  of  this  building  for  lunatics, 
and  until  it  was  taken  on  by  the  naval  authorities  it  was  used  as 
a  general  Military  Hospital.  On  the  advice  of  the  Commis¬ 
sioners,  the  Secretary  at  War  sanctioned  the  removal  of  69 
soldiers  and  five  women  at  Yarmouth  to  the  Metropolitan 
Licensed  House,  Grove  Hall,  Bow,  the  officers  (19  in  number) 
being  sent  to  Coton  Hill.  The  Commissioners  expressed  the 
hope  that  a  suitable  permanent  Military  Asylum  would  be 
established  in  lieu  of  the  “  very  inadequate  and  unsuitable 
accommodation”  provided  at  Fort  Pitt,  Chatham  (9tli  Report, 

p.  16). 

In  1870,  Netley  Hospital  took  over  some  of  the  Chatham 
cases,  the  remainder  being  sent  to  Grove  Hall,  to  which 
establishment  soldiers  were  being  admitted  as  private  patients. 
On  the  1st  January  1871,  the  military  lunatics  were  thus 
distributed  : —

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Grove  Hall  ceased  to  receive  soldiers  in  1882,  so  that  the 
numbers  under  care  gradually  diminished,  and  when  the  house  was 
closed  in  1905  the  67  remaining  were  removed  to  Bethnall  House. 

In  addition  to  these  cases  provision  had,  from  an  early  date, 
been  made  for  insane  soldiers  of  the  Indian  army  as  well  as 
for  their  wives  and  daughters  who  became  insane.  In  1870  the 
Royal  India  Asylum  at  Ealing  was  opened  for  the  reception  of 
such  cases — which  for  nearly  50  years  previously  had  been 
received  under  contract  into  Pembroke  House,  Hackney,  a 
Metropolitan  Licensed  House.  On  the  1st  January  1871,  the 
patients  at  the  Royal  India  Asylum  numbered  :  males,  108  ; 
females,  15.  The  Asylum  became  a  Registered  Hospital  in 
1885.  It  was  closed  in  1892,  the  male  patients  then  remaining 
being  removed  to  the  Yarmouth  Hospital,  and  the  females  to 
Coton  Hill. 

Criminal  Asylums. 

Prior  to  the  opening  of  the  State  Criminal  Asylum  at 
Broadmoor,  in  1863,  the  criminal  insane  had  been  distributed  in 
various  Asylums,  Hospitals,  and  Licensed  Houses.  Bethlem 
Hospital  and  Fisherton  House,  Salisbury,  being  in  this  respect 
under  the  direct  control  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  number 
of  criminal  lunatics,  which  in  1844  was  257  (males,  202  ;  females, 
55),  had  increased  to  877  (males,  677  ;  females,  200)  in  1863  ; 
the  distribution  on  1st  January  being  as  follows  :  —

In  1912 
the  second  Asylum  at  Rampton  was  opened,  the  distribution  of

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Statistics  of  the  Insane. 

On  the  1st  of  January  1914  the  number  of  notified 
insane  persons  under  care  in  England  and  Wales  was  140,237, 
a  number  exceeding  that  recorded  on  the  1st  January  1913  by 
1,860. 

This  increase  for  the  year  1913  contrasts  with  that  of 
2,716  for  1912,  of  2,504  for  1911,  of  2,604  for  1910,  and  of 
1,766  for  1909.  The  average  annual  increase  for  the  ten  years 
ending  31st  December  1913  was  2,304,  and  that  for  the  five 
years  ending  on  the  same  date  2,290. 

The  increase  for  the  year  1913  was,  therefore,  444  below  that 
of  the  annual  average  of  the  decennium,  and  430  below  that  for 
the  quinquennial  period.  It  was  856  below  that  for  1912. 

The  figures  for  the  1st  January  1914  show  an  increase  of 
1  '3  per  cent,  on  those  for  the  1st  January  1913,  as  compared 
with  an  average  annual  percentage  increase  of  2 ' 0  during  the 
past  10  years. 

The  returns  show  an  increase  for  the  year  in  nearly  all 
groups.  That  in  the  County  and  Borough  Asylums  was  1,662, 
in  Registered  Hospitals  37,  in  Metropolitan  Licensed  Houses  9, 
in  Provincial  Licensed  Houses  23,  in  Naval  and  Military 
Hospitals  7,  and  in  the  State  Criminal  Asylums  50.  The 
numbers  under  care  in  ordinary  Workhouses  have  increased 
by  202,  and  in  the  Metropolitan  District  Asylums  by  27. 
The  private  single  patients  decreased  by  115,  a  decrease 
entirely  due  to  the  fact  that  120  of  them  found  lunatic  by 
inquisition  have,  to  secure  greater  accuracy,  been  excluded 
during  the  past  year  from  our  statistics. 

The  only  other  decrease  during  the  year  was  among  those 
in  receipt  of  poor-law  relief  living  in  the  care  of  friends,  where 
the  decrease  was  42. 

The  percentage  increase  over  the  figures  of  last  year  was, 
therefore,  for  County  and  Borough  Asylums,  1  ’  6  ;  Registered 
Hospitals,  0’8  ;  Metropolitan  Licensed  Houses,  0*5  ;  Provincial 
Licensed  Houses,  1*3;  Naval  and  Military  Plospitals,  4*1; 
Criminal  Asylums,  5’  3;  ordinary  Workhouses,  1*7;  and  for 
Metropolitan  District  Asylums,  0*4.  The  increase  of  the  number 
under  care  in  Criminal  Asylums  was  due  to  the  opening  of 
the  new  State  Asylum  at  Rampton  towards  the  close  of  1912. 
After  remaining  almost  stationary  for  a  year  the  insane  out- door 
paupers  showed  a  further  decline  of  O' 8  per  cent. 

The  appended  summary  shows  the  distribution  of  the  insane 
under  care  on  the  1st  January  1914.  The  proportionate  distri¬ 
bution  is  almost  the  same  as  that  which  obtained  last  year  ;  but 
as  will  be  seen  from  the  table  given  below  there  has  been  a 
considerable  variation  during  the  past  30  years,  mainly  in  the 
relative  rise  in  the  numbers  of  pauper  insane  maintained  in  the 
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County  and  Borough  Asylums,  with  a  corresponding  fall  in  that 
of  those  detained  in  Workhouses  or  cared  for  in  their  own 
homes.

Classificatioji  of  Insane  Patients.  — -  All  certified  insane 
persons  are  ranged  under  the  three  categories  of  “private,” 
“pauper,”  and  “criminal.”  A  “pauper”  patient  is  one  for 
whose  maintenance  the  charges  are  defrayed,  either  wholly  or 
in  part,  out  of  the  rates.  Many  so  classed  are  not,  strictly 
speaking,  paupers  in  the  generally  accepted  sense,  and  a  certain 
number  of  them  are  actually  maintained  by  relatives,  who  refund 
to  the  Poor  Law  Guardians  the  whole  cost  of  maintenance.  In 
some  districts  (notably  London)  it  is  customary  to  class  such  a 
case  as  a  “  private  ”  one  ;  but  the  more  usual  practice  is  for  the 
charge  for  a  private  patient  in  a  County  or  Borough  xksylum  to 
be  fixed  at  a  rate  higher  than  the  bare  cost  of  maintenance,  in 
order  to  include  therein  the  interest  on  capital  sums  expended 
in  the  erection  and  upkeep  of  the  building.  It  may  be  noted 
that  there  are  annually  transferred  to  the  “  private  ”  class  about 
2  per  cent,  of  those  who  have  been  admitted  into  Asylums  as 
paupers. 

The  private  patients  under  care  on  the  1st  January  1914 
numbered  11,245  (males  4,744,  females  6,501),  a  decrease  on 
the  figures  of  the  preceding  year  of  108,  or  1  per  cent.  This 
decrease  requires  no  comment  as  it  was  entirely  due  to  the 
removal  from  our  statistics  of  the  120  single  patients  found 
lunatic  by  inquisition  referred  to  above. 

The  patients  in  the  Naval  and  Military  Hospitals  (Yarmouth 
157,  Netley  20)  are  included  under  this  head,  as  also  are  persons 
found  lunatic  by  inquisition,  who  are  resident  in  institutions. 

The  distribution  of  the  private  patients  and  their  relative 
proportions  during  the  past  30  years  are  as  follows  : —

So  that  whereas  in  1884  less  than  one-tentli  of  all  private 
patients  were  in  the  public  Asylums,  and  more  than  four-fifths 
in  Registered  Hospitals  and  Licensed  Houses,  the  proportion 
now  in  the  former  institutions  is  more  than  one-third,  and  in 
the  latter  about  three-fifths. 

The  increase  over  last  year’s  figures  of  the  numbers  of  such 
patients  in  County  and  Borough  Asylums  was  25,  or  0*7  per 
cent.,  which  was  much  lower  than  the  rate  in  1912-13.  The 
number  in  Registered  Hospitals  increased  by  15,  or  0*4  per 
cent.,  whilst  the  Licensed  Houses  contained  40  patients  less 
than  last  year,  a  decrease  of  1  ’  4  per  cent. 

The  sex  distribution  per  1,000  persons  of  421 '9  males  and 
578'1  females  shows  a  considerable  further  advance  in  the  latter 
beyond  the  figures  of  the  past  three  years. 

The  pauper  patients  under  care  on  1st  January  1914 
amounted  to  127,827  (males  59,604,  females  68,223),  or  91*2 
per  cent,  of  all  the  reported  insane.  This  number  is  1,986  in 
excess  of  that  of  last  year,  or  120  below  the  mean  annual 
increase  of  the  past  10  years.  It  is  455  below  the  increase  for 
1912,  and  104  below  the  average  annual  increase  for  the  five 
years  1909-14.

Although  there  is,  thus,  evidence  of  the  tendency  for  a 
growing  proportion  of  the  pauper  insane  to  be  received  into 
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Asylums,  this  lias  not  proceeded  to  as  marked  an  extent  in  the 
third  as  in  the  two  preceding  decades  of  this  period. 

As  compared  with  the  numbers  of  last  year,  the  increase  of 
this  class  in  County  and  Borough  Asylums  has  been  1 * 7  per 
cent.,  or  0*6  per  cent,  less  than  the  increase  for  1912.  Those 
maintained  in  Registered  Hospitals  increased  by  2' 9  per  cent., 
whilst  those  in  Licensed  Houses  increased  by  12 ' 7  per  cent. 
In  ordinary  Workhouses  they  increased  by  1  *  7  per  cent.,  whilst 
in  the  Metropolitan  District  Asylums  the  numbers  under  care 
showed  an  increase  of  0*4  per  cent.  The  out-door  paupers 
decreased  by  42,  or  0*8  per  cent. 

The  rate  of  increase  for  the  whole  number  of  pauper  patients 
was  1  ’  6  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  a  decrease  of  1  per  cent, 
in  the  private  patients.  The  increase  amongst  the  male  sex 
was  1*9  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  a  female  increase  of 
1*3  percent. — the  relative  percentage  increases  in  the  two 
sexes  being  the  reverse  of  that  obtaining  in  1912,  but  similar 
to  that  of  1911. 

The  proportion  per  1,000  of  males  to  females  (pauper)  under 
care  on  1st  January  1914  was  466*3  :  533*7,  which  shows  the 
proportion  of  the  male  sex  to  be  more  than  44  per  1,000  higher 
than  that  which  obtained  amongst  private  patients. 

The  criminal  patients  (males  889,  females  276)  numbered 
1,165  on  the  1st  January  1914,  or  14  fewer  males  and  4  fewer 
females  than  12  months  previously,  the  males  having  decreased 
by  1*6  per  cent,  and  the  females  by  1*4  per  cent.  Of  the 
whole  number,  181,  or  15*5  per  cent.,  were  under  care  in 
County  and  Borough  Asylums,  as  compared  with  21*0  per  cent, 
a  year  ago,  a  diminution  due  to  the  opening  of  the  new  Criminal 
Asylum  at  Rampton. 


Statistics  of  the  Pauper  Insane  in  Counties  and  Boroughs. 

Increase  or  Decrease  in  1913.— From  returns  made  to  us  by 
the  Clerks  to  the  Guardians,  we  are  enabled  to  collate  the 
numbers  of  the  pauper  insane  in  the  various  Unions  and 
parishes  of  the  administrative  counties  and  boroughs,  and  to 
compare  those  assigned  on  the  1st  January  1913  with  those  of 
the  1st  January  1914.  From  the  figures  thus  obtained  it  would 
appear  that  during  the  year  1913  there  was  a  net  increase  of 
1,990  over  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales,  whereas  in  the 
preceding  year  the  increase  was  2,430. 

The  net  increase  during  the  year  in  the  counties  was  859, 
notwithstanding  loss  of  population  due  to  the  formation  of 
the  three  new  county  boroughs  of  Barnsley,  Dewsbury,  and 
Wallasey.  The  corresponding  increase  in  the  county  boroughs 
for  the  year  was  higher  than  it  would  otherwise  have  been  for 
the  same  reason,  and  reached  1,087.  The  boroughs  named  in 
Schedule  IV.  of  the  Lunacy  Act,  1890  (now  19  in  number), 
showed  a  net  increase  of  44. 
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The  increase  for  the  county  of  London  was  313,  as  against 
488  in  1912,  and  472  in  1911. 

Increase,  or  Decrease  in  190^  -L4. — The  variations  from  year 
to  year  in  the  number  of  the  insane  for  whom  provision  has 
to  he  made  by  counties  and  boroughs  give  less  satisfactory 
information  for  the  purposes  of  comparison  than  when  a  longer 
period  is  taken.  This  is  afforded  by  Table  XI.,  in  which  the 
average  annual  percentage  rate  of  increase  during  the  period 
under  review  is  given,  by  contrasting  in  each  instance  the 
numerical  return  of  1909  with  that  of  1914.  Such  a  com¬ 
parison  is  necessarily  limited  to  those  counties  and  boroughs 
of  which  the  areas  have  remained  unchanged  throughout  the 
period,  and,  consequently,  the  list  is  by  no  means  complete. 
The  calculations  show  that  the  annual  average  percentage 
increase  of  the  pauper  insane  between  the  1st  January  1909 
and  1st  January  1914  has  been — for  the  counties  1*3,  for  the 
county  boroughs  2 '9,  and  for  the  scheduled  boroughs  1*2,  and 
for  all  areas  1 ' 8. 

These  average  rates  have  been  most  markedly  exceeded,  as 
regards  the  counties,  in  Middlesex  (5 ’4),  Derby  (5*1),  Denbigh 
(4*1),  Lincoln  [Kesteven]  (4*0),  Durham  (3*9),  Herts  (3*9), 
Surrey  (3*  9),  Essex  (3*8),  and  Glamorgan  (3*7).  As  regards 
the  county  boroughs,  by  Smethwick  (7*6),  Gateshead  (7*3), 
Southampton  (7  *  0),  Canterbury  (6  *  4),  Coventry  (5  *  9),  Worcester 
(5*8),  and  St.  Helen’s  (5*0);  and  as  regards  the  scheduled 
boroughs,  by  Warwick  (4*8),  Bedford  (4*1),  and  Colchester 
(3*1)/ 

The  instances  are  comparatively  few  where  there  has  been 
an  actual  decrease  of  the  pauper  insane  during  the  five  years, 
save  in  cases  where  there  has  been  a  loss  of  population  due  to 
changes  in  area.  Such  a  decrease  is,  however,  shown — amongst 
the  counties — by  Radnor  (8*7),  Brecknock  (7*1),  Merioneth 
(5*8),  and  Hereford  (3*0).  The  only  county  boroughs  with 
such  a  decrease  are  Cardiff  (7  *  1),  Brighton  [where  a  numerical 
decrease  of  37  during  1911  was  followed  by  one  of  33  during 
1912,  and  34  during  1913]  (6*8),  West  Bromwich  (6*5), 
Swansea  (5*3),  Blackpool  (5*1),  Rotherham  (3*4),  Barrow-in- 
Furness  (2*0),  Rochdale  (1*2),  Nottingham  (1*1),  Dudle}^  (0*9), 
and  Burnley  (0*6).  The  percentage  decreases  in  the  scheduled 
boroughs  are  rather  wider  in  range,  varying  from  Newbury 
(21  •  8),  and  King’s  Lynn  (16  *  4),  to  Hereford  (2  *  0),  and  Wenlock 
(2*0). 


Comparative  Statistics  of  the  Insane  and  General  Population. 

On  the  1st  January  1859,  the  date  at  which  our  lunacy 
statistics  commence,  there  were  known  to  be  under  care  36,762 
insane  persons,  and  on  the  1st  January  1914  the  number  so 
notified  amounted  to  140,237,  an  increase  on  the  figures  of  1859 
of  281  *  5  per  cent.  During  the  same  period  the  estimated 
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population  of  England  and  Wales  lias  increased  by  89 ’5  per 
cent. : —

It  will  be  found  tbat  whilst  the  general  population  is 
estimated  to  grow  by  fairly  regular  increments  year  by  3^ear, 
the  numbers  of  the  insane  show  more  variable  rates  of  increase, 
which  is  exemplified  by  a  comparison  of  these  rates  for  each 
year  in  the  past  decennium  : —

A  clearer  estimate  of  the  apparent  disproportionate  increase 
in  the  numbers  of  the  insane  is  to  be  found  by  contrasting,  at 
different  periods,  the  ratio  which  the  latter  bear  to  the  general 
population. 

On  the  1st  January  1914  the  total  number  of  notified  insane 
persons  in  England  and  Wales  stood  to  the  estimated  population 
in  the  proportion  of  1 :  266,  or  37 ' 59  per  10,000 — an  increase 
on  the  ratio  of  the  preceding  year  of  0*  11 — the  actual  numerical 
increase  being  1  ’  3  per  cent.

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On  the  1st  January  1904  this  ratio  was  34 '84,  so  that  in  the 
10  years  it  has  increased  by  7 '89  per  cent.,  the  proportion  of 
insane  to  population  rising  in  the  same  period  from  1 :  287 
to  1  :  266. 

The  private  patients,  who  in  1904  numbered  9,551,  had 
increased  by  the  1st  January  1914  to  11,245  (i.e.,  17 '7  per 
cent.),  their  ratio  per  10,000  of  population  rising  from  2 '84 
in  the  former  to  3 ' 01  in  the  latter  year.  The  number  of  pauper 
patients  in  the  same  period  increased  from  106,771  to  127,827 
(i.e.,  19 '7  per  cent.),  and  their  ratios  have  risen  continuously 
from  15 '95  in  1859  to  34 '27  on  the  1st  January  1914.  In 
Chart  4  these  changes  are  represented  by  curves,  constructed 
by  taking  as  the  unit  of  the  scale  the  difference  between  the 
maximal  and  minimal  ratios  yielded  by  the  private  class.

The  ratio  for  all  (known)  insane  has  increased  in  the  55  years 
by  101 ' 3  per  cent. 

Figures  dealing  with  the  annual  admissions  to  care,  which 
do  not  include  cases  admitted  into  workhouses  or  treated  as 
outdoor  paupers,  are  only  available  from  1869,  and  the  ratio 
(per  10,000)  they  bore  to  the  population  was  4 '71  in  that  year. 
After  many  fluctuations  (the  ratio  reaching  as  high  as  6 ' 93  in 
1902,  falling  to  6 '06  in  1911,  and  rising  again  in  1912  to  6 '14), 
the  ratio  was  6*04  in  1913. 

Since  1898  numerical  record  has  been  kept  of  the  first 
admissions.  The  ratio  of  these  to  the  population  in  that  year 
was  4 '92  per  10,000,  and  in  1913  it  was  4 '99,  or  0*26  below 
the  average  rate  (5 '15)  during  the  past  decade.  The  proportion 
which  such  cases  bore  to  the  total  admissions  in  the  latter  year 
was  82 '5  per  cent.,  which  implies  that,  for  every  100  admitted, 
between  17  and  18  had  been  previously  under  care  ;  a  proportion 
which  is  identical  with  the  average  for  the  decade. 

The  accompanying  chart  (No.  5)  illustrates  the  growth  of 
the  general  population,  the  numerical  increase  of  the  notified 
insane,  and  of  those  annually  admitted  to  care,  from  the  year 
1869  to  the  end  of  1913,  a  period  of  45  completed  years. 
During  this  period  the  population  is  estimated  to  have  increased 
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67 '9  per  cent.,  and  the  insane  community  (as  known  to  us) 
hv  163 ‘7  per  cent.  The  numbers  admitted  to  care  during  1869 
were  10,472  ;  in  1913  they  were  22,303,  an  increase  on  the 
former  figure  of  113 '0  per  cent.,  which  contrasts  with  that  of 
118*2  attained  in  1902,  when  the  admission  rate  reached  its 
maximum  level  in  the  period  named. 

There  is  also  shown  on  the  chart  the  gradual  rise  in  the 
ratio  of  insane  to  population  during  this  period.  On  1st  January 
1869  it  was  23*93  per  10,000,  and  on  1st  January  1914  it  was 
37  *  59,  an  increase  of  57*1  per  cent.  The  ratio  of  admissions 
to  population  was,  as  stated,  6 ' 04,  or  28 ' 2  per  cent,  increase  on 
the  rate  for  1869,  and  a  decrease  of  1 ' 6  on  the  rate  for  1912. 

It  may  be  added  that  the  yearly  average  of  admissions  in 
the  five  years  1904-8  was  21,936,  and  that  of  1909-13  was 
22,053,  there  being  thus  a  percentage  increase  of  0*5  per  cent, 
in  the  second  as  compared  with  the  first  half  of  the  decade,  or  an 
average  annual  numerical  increase  of  117.  A.  like  calculation 
shows,  as  between  the  same  quinquennial  periods,  an  increase 
of  those  under  care  of  9  *  2  per  cent. 


Statistics  of  Patients  in  Asylums ,  Ac. 

Admissions ,  Discharges ,  and  Deaths  in  1913. — The  number 
of  patients  under  detention  on  the  1st  January  1913  in  all 
institutions  (exclusive  of  idiot  establishments)  and  in  private 
single  care  was  111,405,  being  an  increase  of  24*5  per  cent,  on 
the  number  similarly  detained  on  the  1st  January  1903,  viz., 
89,466.  During  the  ten  years  those  in  County  and  Borough 
Asylums  had  increased  from  79,932  to  .103,842,  or  26*6  per 
cent.  ;  in  Registered  Hospitals  from  2,541  to  2,598,  or  2*2  per 
cent. ;  and  in  the  State  (Criminal)  Asylums  from  738  to  935,  or 
26  *  7  per  cent.  In  the  same  period  there  had  been  a  decrease 
of  4 ' 1  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  those  in  Licensed  Houses,  or 
from  3,462  to  3,321.  The  Naval  and  Military  Hospitals,  which 
had  230  inmates  in  1903,  contained  170  on  the  1st  January  1913. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  remained  113,186  patients 
in  Institutions  and  Single  care.

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The  above  figures  do  not  include  82  patients  who  had  to  be 
recertified  under  the  provisions  of  section  38  of  the  Lunacy  Act, 
1890,  nor  those  who  in  the  course  of  the  year  were  transferred 
from  one  institution  to  another,  numbering  4,467,  who  are 
technically  included  as  “  discharged,  not  recovered  ”  from  one 
institution  and  as  “  admitted  ”  into  the  other. 

The  daily  average  number  resident  had  increased  from  90,517 
in  1903  to  112,453  in  1913 — the  proportion  in  County  and 
Borough  Asylums  being  91 ' 7  per  cent,  in  the  former  year  and 
93 ' 3  in  the  latter. 

The  admissions  were  22,303,  or  129  below  the  number 
recorded  in  1912  ;  and  of  these  18,407  were  first  admissions, 
being  259  above  the  decennial  mean.  These  first  admissions 
form  82 '5  per  cent,  of  the  total.  Of  the  whole  number  20,312, 
or  91*1  per  cent.,  were  admitted  into  County  and  Borough 
Asylums.  The  numbers  show  a  decrease  on  those  admitted  in 
1912  of  O' 6  per  cent.,  the  rate  of  decrease  for  males  being 
1  *  1  per  cent.,  and  for  females  0*  1  per  cent.  The  proportion  of 
male  :  admissions  to  female  was  47  *  5  :  52  *  5,  being  a  slight 
increase  on  the  preceding  year  in  the  female  proportion. 

Of  those  discharged,  7,296  had  recovered,  and  of  these  6,489, 
or  88 '9  per  cent.,  were  discharged  from  County  and  Borough 
Asylums.  The  recovery-rate ,  reckoned  upon  the  total  admissions, 
was  32' 71,  being  2*  58  below  the  percentage  for  the  decade — 
1904-13  inclusive.  The  rate  for  females  (35*08)  was  higher 
than  that  for  males  (30 '09),  the  former  being  1*02  below,  and 
the  latter  1  *  01  above  the  rate  for  1912.  In  Asylums  the  rate 
for  both  sexes  was  31 ' 9  pen.  cent. ;  in  Hospitals,  46 ' 1 ;  in 
Licensed  Houses,  37 ' 4  ;  and  amongst  those  in  single  care,  54 ' 2. 

Those  patients  who  were  absolutely  discharged  as  “  relieved  ” 
or  “  not  recovered  ”  numbered  2,609,  or  11 '7  per  cent,  of  the 
admissions. 

The  deaths  numbered  10,617,  or  264  in  excess  of  the  number 
in  1912.  The  death-rate,  calculated  on  the  daily  average  number 
resident,  was  9  *  44,  or  0  ’  18  below  the  percentage  for  the  decen- 
nium,  and  0’05  above  the  rate  for  1912.  The  rate  for  males 
was  lower  and  that  for  females  higher  than  in  the  preceding 
year,  being  10  *  36  and  8 ' 65  respectively. 

Syphilis  and  Insanity. 

It  is  an  accepted  fact  that  mental  deficiency  or  derangement 
is  not  infrequently  associated  with  forms  of  cerebral  disease 
due  to  the  syphilitic  toxin,  whether  transmitted  by  inheritance 
or  acquired  after  birth.  There  is  already  ample  evidence  of 
this  association  in  the  occurrence  of  cases  of  mental  defect  and 
early  general  paralysis  amongst  the  subjects  of  congenital 
syphilis  ;  whilst  there  is  now  practically  general  acceptance  of 
the  part  played  by  acquired  syphilis  in  general  paralysis  of 
adults,  as  well  as  of  the  insanities  associated  with  indubitable 
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syphilitic  disease  of  the  brain  and  bloodvessels.  It  becomes, 
therefore,  a  question  of  importance  to  determine  if  possible  to 
what  extent  syphilis  is  known  to  have  been  present  in  persons 
who  have  become  insane. 

In  our  31st  Report  (1876)  there  appeared  for  the  first 
time  a  table  of  the  “  Causes  of  Insanity,”  based  on  the  returns 
made  from  institutions  upon  the  cases  admitted  during  that 
year.  It  showed  that  “  venereal  disease  ”  had  been  recorded  as 
a  “  cause  ”  of  the  mental  disorder  in  O' 4  per  cent,  of  the  total 
admissions  ;  the  percentage  for  the  male  sex  being  0*6,  for  the 
female  0 ' 2.  Amongst  the  male  patients  the  rate  was  1 ' 6  per 
cent,  in  those  of  the  “  private  ”  class,  and  0'3  per  cent,  in  those 
of  the  “  pauper  ”  class. 

In  the  44th  Report  the  yearly  average  percentages  for 
the  10  years,  1879-88,  were  given  —  namely,  males  0*8, 
females  O' 2,  the  rate  for  male  private  patients  being  1*8  and 
that  for  male  pauper  patients  0*6.  From  the  48th  to  the 
62nd  Report — quinquennial  yearly  averages  were  giyen — 
commencing  with  the  years  1888-92  and  terminating  with 
1902-6. 

Since  1907,  when  a  more  scientific  schedule  of  the  causes 
and  associated  factors  of  insanity  was  adopted,  a  separation  has 
been  made  between  cases  of  acquired  and  those  of  congenital 
syphilis ;  and  in  recording  the  presence  of  any  etiological  factor 
the  opinion  as  to  whether  it  was  or  was  not  considered  to  be 
the  principal  cause  of  the  attack  of  insanity  or  merely  a  con¬ 
tributory  factor  was  invited.  The  distinction  thus  made  is  not 
always  easy,  depending  on  the  individual  judgment  as  to  the 
apparently  paramount  influence  of  one  out  of  (possibly)  several 
antecedents. 

The  following  figures  give,  in  quinquennial  averages,  from 
1888,  onwards,  the  percentage  proportion  of  cases  admitted 
into  all  institutions  for  the  insane,  in  which  venereal  disease 
and,  after  1906,  acquired  syphilis  was  assigned  as  a  cause  or 
associated  factor  of  insanity  : —

Although  these  figures  show  a  regular  rise  in  the  proportion 
of  syphilitics  amongst  the  patients  admitted  to  care,  it  is 
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probable  that  this  merely  denotes  a  greater  thoroughness  in 
investigation  and  observation,  and  not  an  actual  increase  in 
prevalence  of  the  disorder  amongst  insane  subjects.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  in  the  male  sex  the  proportion  is  higher 
amongst  private  than  amongst  pauper  patients,  whilst,  generally 
speaking,  the  converse  obtains  for  the  female  sex.  Nor  must 
these  figures  be  taken  to  represent  the  actual  facts,  since  it  is 
obvious  that  in  many  cases  the  records  must  be  imperfect.  To 
a  large  extent  this  defect  has  been  removed  by  the  method 
adopted  since  1907  in  respect  to  the  returns  dealing  with  the 
causes  of  insanity.  These  are  now  ranged  under  four  cate¬ 
gories,  two  of  which  deal  with  the  possibility  or  otherwise  of 
regarding  one  of  two  or  more  assigned  causes  as  the  principal, 
and  the  other  two  consist  of  such  cases  as  those  in  which  either 
(1)  “  no  etiological  factor  was  ascertained,  or  the  history  was 
“  too  imperfect  to  allow  of  this,”  or  (2)  “no  such  factor 
could  be  definitely  assigned  in  spite  of  full  history  and 
“  observation.” 

Thus,  dealing  only  with  the  pauper  patients  who  were 
directly  admitted  into  the  95  County  and  Borough.  Asylums 
during  the  five  years  1908-12,  we  find  that  out  of  the  96,060 
admissions  there  were  16,299  whose  cases  in  respect  to  etio¬ 
logical  investigation  fall  into  one  or  other  of  the  last-mentioned 
categories.  There  remain,  therefore,  79,761  pauper  patients, 
concerning  whom,  it  may  be  assumed,  definite  information  on 
this  head  was  recorded.  Of  this  number  38,074  were  males, 
and  amongst  them  3,943,  or  10 '3  per  cent.,  were  ascertained  to 
have  a  history  of  acquired  syphilis  or  to  present  evidence  of 
such  antecedent.  The  female  cases  numbered  41,687,  and 
of  them  673,  or  1 '6  per  cent.,  were  similarly  found  to  have  had 
this  disease.  The  addition  to  these  numbers  of  279  cases 
(127  males,  152  females)  of  congenital  syphilis  would  raise 
these  percentages  to  10*6  and  2'0  respectively. 

There  is  great  variation  in  the  returns  from  individual 
Asylums,  which  no  doubt,  to  a  certain  extent,  indicate  the 
prevalence  of  this  disease  in  the  community  to  which  the 
patients  belong.  Dealing  only  with  male  admissions  and  with 
Asylums  which  did  not  happen  to  have  any  out-county  patients 
of  that  sex,  it  may  be  noted  that  the  percentage  of  cases  with 
a  history  or  evidence  of  acquired  syphilis  was  mostly  higher 
amongst  cases  admitted  into  Asylums  in  urban  than  into  those 
of  rural  districts.  Thus  amongst  those  with  the  highest  pro¬ 
portion  of  syphilis  were  Portsmouth,  28  *  3  per  cent. ;  Plymouth, 
22'5;  Croydon,  20’4;  London  County  Asylums,  20' 0;  New¬ 
castle,  19' 1;  Cardiff,  13 * 2 ;  Middlesex,  12*0.  At  the  other 
end  of  the  scale  were  Salop,  1 ' 1 ;  Denbigh,  1*3;  Derby 
County,  2  0;  Gloucester,  21;  Cumberland  and  Westmor¬ 
land,  2*2;  Suffolk,  3 ' 1 ;  Leicester  and  Rutland,  3  *  2. 

As  regards  the  forms  of  insanity  most  commonly  associated 
with  the  etiological  factor  of  syphilis,  we  may  compare  the 
E  0.27 
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distribution  of  cases  in  which  this  factor  was  ascertained  with 
that  of  those  in  which  no  mention  is  made  of  it.  Out  of  the 
total  number — 96,060— of  pauper  patients  admitted  into  the 
County  and  Borough  Asylums  during  the  five  years  1908-12, 
positive  evidence  of  syphilitic  infection  wTas  obtained  in  4,895, 
congenital  in  279,  acquired  in  4,616. 

Such  a  comparison  is  afforded  in  the  subjoined  table,  where 
the  relative  distribution  of  the  chief  forms  of  insanity  is 
indicated  by  percentages  for  each  sex  in  the  three  categories. 

A.  Cases  with  history  of  evidence  of  Congenital  Syphilis. 

B.  Cases  with  history  or  evidence  of  Acquired  Syphilis. 

C.  Cases  in  which  no  history  or  evidence  of  Syphilis  was

It  will  be  seen  that  as  regards  congenital  syphilis  (A.)  in  each 
sex,  the  cases  of  congenital  imbecility  with  or  without  epilepsy 
as  well  as  of  general  paralysis  notably  preponderate,  accounting 
for  78  per  cent,  of  the  male  cases  and  64  ‘  5  per  cent,  of  the 
female ;  whereas  in  those  subjects  in  which  no  evidence  of 
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syphilis  was  obtained  (including  all  cases  in  which  there  was 
no  reliable  information  at  all)  those  forms  of  defect  were  met 
with  in  only  16*4  per  cent,  of  the  males  and  7 '5  per  cent,  of 
the  females  (C.).  Similarly  in  respect  to  acquired  syphilis  (B.), 
68 ' 3  per  cent,  of  male  patients  and  47  *  5  of  the  female  were 
subjects  of  general  paralysis  or  gross  brain  lesions  ;  whereas 
in  the  third  category  (C.),  only  9 ‘4  per  cent,  of  the  males  and 
2  ‘  6  per  cent,  of  the  females  suffered  from  these  affections. 

Conversely,  the  subj  ects  of  syphilis  show  a  relative^  smaller 
proportion  of  cases  of  mania,  melancholia,  and  delusional  insanity 
than  do  those  in  whom  no  syphilitic  taint  was  recorded. 

No  doubt  had  the  clinical  diagnosis  of  syphilis  been  supple¬ 
mented  by  the  Wassermann  test  applied  to  each  patient  on 
admission,  a  far  higher  incidence  of  this  factor  would  have 
resulted.  For  amongst  the  total  number  of  general  paralytics 
admitted  to  care  a  history  or  evidence  of  syphilis  was  obtained 
in  less  than  one-half ;  whereas  a  positive  Wassermann  reaction 
is  stated  to  be  yielded  by  nearly  every  case  of  that  affection. 

It  is  not  possible  to  affirm  that  syphilis  as  an  etiological 
factor  in  the  production  of  insanity  may  not  play  a  considerable 
part  even  in  those  forms  of  disorder  in  which  such  an  association 
is  comparatively  infrequent.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  syphilis, 
when  it  occurs,  was  in  the  cases  under  review  returned  as  the 
principal  factor  in  60  per  cent,  of  those  who  were  known  to 
have  acquired  syphilis,  and  in  52  per  cent,  of  the  subjects  of 
congenital  syphilis.  It  was  so  regarded  in  76  per  cent,  of  the 
cases  of  general  paralysis,  45  per  cent,  of  those  with  brain 
lesions,  43  per  cent,  of  the  cases  of  secondary  dementia,  34  per 
cent,  of  melancholia,  31  per  cent,  of  mania,  and  21  per  cent,  of 
the  cases  of  primary  dementia  and  of  insanity  with  epilepsy. 

As  pointed  out  in  our  last  report,  the  antecedents  of  the 
attack  of  insanity  most  frequently  met  with  in  association  with 
a  history  of  acquired  syphilis  are  alcoholic  intemperance,  states 
of  destitution  and  privation,  traumatism,  degenerative  changes 
of  blood-vessels  and  gross  cerebral  disease. 

General  Paralysis  of  the  Insane. — The  number  of  cases  of 
general  paralysis  in  the  County  and  Borough  Asylums  may  be 
estimated  as  about  2  *  4  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  patients 
in  residence,  this  being  the  mean  rate  for  the  past  15  years, 
based  on  a  return  made  at  the  end  of  each  year. 

The  average  number  from  these  returns  for  the  three  years 
1910-12  was  2,307,  which  amounts  to  2 ‘3  per  cent,  of  the  daily 
average  number  of  patients,  viz.,  100,488.  Of  this  latter 
number,  46,711  were  males  and  53,797  females;  the  male 
general  paralytics  being  1,775  and  the  female  532.  The 
percentage  of  male  cases  was  therefore  3 ' 8,  and  of  female  1  ‘  0.

The  comity  asylums  in  which  the  mean  ratio  of  general 
paralytics  in  hotli  sexes  (2  19)  was  exceeded,  Mere  those  of 
Brecon  (8 '79),  in  which  the  exceptionally  high  proportion  of 
general  paralytics  was  solely  due  to  the  fact  that  it  uas  receiving 
direct  admissions  of  Swansea  male  patients  during  these  years  ; 
Northumberland  (4 '52),  West  Riding  (3 ’43),  Middlesex  (3 '07), 
Durham  (2*88),  Lancashire  (2  86),  Notts  (2  71),  Oxfoid  (2  61), 
Lines.  (2  *  60),  London  Co.  (2  *  46),  East  Riding  (2  *  39),  Glamorgan 
(2*37),  and  Devon  (2*26). 

The  rate  (2  *  90)  for  Borough  Asylums  was  exceeded  in  those 
of  Cardiff  (4*08),  Middlesbrough  (4 ‘06),  Derby  (4*03),  West 
Ham  (4*01),  Plymouth  (3  *  93),  Nottingham.  (3*77),  Canterbury 
(3’60),  Newcastle  (3*50),  Hull  (3*  11),  and  Portsmouth  (3;  02)  ; 
the  percentages  in  the  two  Birmingham  asylums,  and  in  that  of 
Norwich  being  the  same  as  the  mean  (2*90). 

The  lowest  rates  in  County  Asylums  were  those  of  Leicester 
and  Rutland  (0*31),  Cornwall  (0*52),  Suffolk  (0*71),  Carmar¬ 
then  (0  ‘  73),  and  Northampton  (0 ' 75) ;  and  in  borough  asylums, 
those  of  York  (1  *  39),  Exeter  (1  *  41),  and  Newport  (1  *  04). 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  none  of  the  returns  for  each  of 
the  three  years  was  any  case  of  general  paralysis  in  the  female 
sex  notified  from  the  asylums  of  Hereford,  Denbigh,  Carnbs., 
Salop,  Leicester  and  Rutland,  Canterbury,  Exeter,  and  York ; 
whilst  the  proportion  of  such  cases  was  unduly  high  in  the 
asylums  of  the  "West  Riding  (1  (7),  Noithumbeiland  (1  /o), 
Oxford  (1*74),  Lancashire  (1*57),  Durham  (1*42),  Derby  Boro’ 
(2  ‘  94),  Newcastle  (1  *  96),  West  Ham  (1  *  90),  Ipswich  (1  *  64),  and 

N ottingham  ( 1 ' 30) . 

From  Table  XXY.  (Appendix  A.)  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
yearly  average  proportion  of  geneial  paralytics  amongst  the 
direct  admissions  into  all  Institutions,  othei  than  Idiot  Establish¬ 
ments,  during  the  five  years  1908-12  was  7 '4  per  cent,  for  both 
sexes,  or  13  *  1  for  males,  2  *  2  for  females.  For  private  patients 
these’ rates  were  6 '8,  13 *5,  and  0*9  ;  for  pauper  patients,  7*5, 
13*0,  and  2  *  4,  respectively. 

This  return  may  be  supplemented  as  regards  private  patients 
by  selecting  a  few  of  the  larger  Institutions  receiving  this  class, 
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together  with  the  naval  and  military  hospitals,  whereby  the 
incidence  is  considerably  raised.

The  wide  divergence  between  the  Naval  and  Military 
Hospitals  as  regards  the  proportion  of  admissions  of  cases  of 
general  paralysis,  viz.,  54  per  cent,  of  total  admissions  in  the 
former  and  4  *4  per  cent,  in  the  latter,  is  readily  explained. 
The  Royal  Naval  Hospital  is  limited  to  the  reception  of  officers 
and  men  who  have  served  long  enough  to  be  entitled  to  pensions. 
They,  therefore,  mainly  comprise  men  of  middle  age,  a  period 
of  life  when  general  paralysis  of  the  insane  is  most  liable  to 
manifest  itself.  On  the  other  hand,  the  more  numerous 
admissions  into  the  Netley  Institution  constitute  a  floating 
population  of  men  invalided  for  mental  disorder,  and  include 
a  large  proportion  of  adolescents  and  young  adults.  Their 
detention  in  the  Hospital  is  comparatively  brief,  for  if  they  do 
not  recover  within  a  short  period,  they  are  transferred  to  the 
Asylum  of  the  County  or  Borough  to  which  they  are  chargeable. 
The  majority  of  cases  of  general  paralysis  amongst  those 
who  have  served  in  the  army  are  admitted  into  the  public 
Institutions  long  after  they  have  left  the  Service. 

The  total  number  of  pauper  patients  admitted  into  the 
County  and  Borough  Asylums  during  the  five  years  1908-12 
was  96,060,  and  amongst  them  there  were  7,178  cases  of  general 
paralysis,  or  about  7 '5  per  cent.  These  cases  included  11 
described  as  “  congenital,”  6,449  as  suffering  their  “  first 
attack”  of  insanity;  whilst  in  453  cases  the  attack  was  stated 
to  be  “  not  the  first,”  and  in  265  no  information  was  obtained 
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as  to  whether  it  was  or  was  not  the  first.*  Excluding  from 
the  calculation  the  729  cases  of  general  paralysis,  other  than 
“  first  attack,”  we  have  a  total  number  of  95,331  admissions : 
45,400  males  and  49,931  females.  The  male  general  paralytics 
numbered  5,404,  or  11 '9  per  cent.,  the  female  1,045,  or  2'1  per 
cent.  In  the  County  Asylums  these  rates  were  lower  than  in 
the  Borough  Asylums.

Although  these  Asylum  statistics  might  be  utilised  to 
estimate  the  local  prevalence  of  general  paralysis  in  the 
various  counties  and  boroughs,  such  an  estimate  would  only,  be 
approximate  and  in  some  cases  actually  misleading.  For  owing 
to  the  large  and  increasing  number  of  reception,  contracts  due 
to  lack  of  accommodation  within  their  own  districts,  many 
patients  are  now  being  admitted  into  more  or  less  distant 
Asylums.  A  striking  instance  is  that  of  the  small  Brecon  and 
Radnor  Asylum,  which  during  the  five  years  admitted  192  males 
and  100  females;  but  100  of  the  former  were  “  out-county  ” 
cases,  the  great  majority  being  directly  received  from  the 
borough  of  Swansea.  The  total  number  of  male  general 
paralytics  admitted  was  46,  but  only  seven  ,  of  them,  were  from 
the  rural  district  to  which  the  Asylum  pertains.  It  is  needless 
to  say  that  the  rate  which  the  inclusion  of  such  cases  gives 
would  be  far  in  excess  of  that  calculated  on  the  cases  coming 
only  from  those  two  counties. 

In  the  appended  tables,  therefore,  we  have  separated  the 
Asylums  which,  during  one  or  more  of  the  years  concerned 
received  male  out-county  cases  (Table  A.)  from  those  not  having 
such  contracts  (Table  B),  and  have  shown  the  incidence  of 
general  paralysis  in  each  series  : — 


*  It  is  highly  probable  that  many  “  not  first  attack  ”  cases  were  instances 
of  remission  of  symptoms  of  general  paralysis.  It  is  instructive  to  note 
that  whereas  the  proportion  of  cases  of  “first  attack’  amongst  the 
total  admissions  is  74 -5  per  cent.,  that  of  cases  of  general  paralysis  is 
90  per  cent.

The  salient  fact  established  by  these  figures  is  that  general 
paralysis  of  the  insane  is  more  common  amongst  the  male 
pauper  inmates  of  Borough  Asylums  than  amongst  those  of  the 
County  Asylums  ;  and  that  as  a  rule  its  incidence  is  greater 
in  those  County  Asylums  which  receive  patients  from  large 
industrial  centres,  such  as  Warwick,  Lancashire,  and  Glamorgan, 
and  the  West  Riding  ;  whilst  the  high  rates  yielded  by  Middle¬ 
sex  and  Essex  may  perhaps  be  explained  by  their  proximity  to 
the  metropolis.  Per  cojitra  the  low  percentages  are  nearly  all 
to  be  met  Avith  in  County  Asylums  which  serve  mainly  purely 
agricultural  districts. 
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As  regards  the  Borough  Asylums,  there  is  a  wide  difference 
between  the  high  proportion  of  23 '8  per  cent.,  i.e.,  nearly  one- 
fourth  of  all  the  male  pauper  admissions  during  the  five  years, 
which  is  yielded  by  the  Plymouth  figures,  with  that  of  6 ' 5  per 
cent,  which  obtained  for  the  Exeter  Asylum. 

Cases  of  general  paralysis  in  females  amounted  to  2  per  cent, 
amongst  the  female  pauper  admissions  into  County  Asylums, 
and  2’ 6  per  cent,  of  those  into  Borough  Asylums.  No  such 
case  was  received  during  1908-12  into  the  County  Asylums  of 
Cambridge,  Denbigh,  Cornwall,  Isle  of  Wight,  or  Worcester  (2). 
The  highest  rates  were  met  with  in  the  Asylums  of  Berkshire 
(5 ’3  per  cent.),  East  Riding  (4*0),  Lancashire  (3 ’3),  Northum¬ 
berland  (3  -2),  Notts  (2*9),  West  Riding  (2*7),  and  Warwick 
(2 '7).  The  rate  in  the  London  County  Asylums  was  2 '3.  As 
to  the  Borough  Asylums,  the  smallest,  viz.,  Canterbury,  with 
only  59  female  pauper  admissions  in  the  five  years,  had  the  highest 
incidence  of  general  paralysis,  viz.,  6’ 8  per  cent.;  next  came 
Plymouth,  5’ 7;  Newcastle,  5’0;  City  of  London,  4' 5;  and 
West  Ham,  3  *  6. 

Sex  and  Age  Distribution. — The  proportion  of  males  to 
females  amongst  all  the  direct  admissions  into  institutions  for 
the  insane  (exclusive  of  idiot  establishments)  during  1908-12 
was  48  to  52.  The  proportion  amongst  the  general  paralytics 
in  this  community  was  :  males,  84  ;  females,  16.  These  pro¬ 
portions  obtain  (nearly)  for  all  the  pauper  patients  ;  but  for  the 
private  class  the  males  in  the  total  admissions  were  47  to 
females  53,  and  amongst  the  general  paralytics,  92  to  8.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  number  of  cases  below  20  years  of 
age  show  a  much  higher  female  than  male  incidence.  Probably 
many  of  these  were  subjects  of  congenital  syphilis.

The  appended  table  shows  the  age-distributions  of  the 
8,044  cases  of  general  paralysis  thus  admitted.  It  shows  that 
of  them  3,436,  or  42  *  7  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number,  were  of 
persons  between  the  ages  of  35  and  44.  Between  25  and  34, 
there  were  18*3  per  cent.,  and  between  45  and  54,  29*3  per 
cent.  ;  so  that  90  per  cent,  of  the  cases  come  under  care  within 
the  30  years  of  life  between  25  and  54.  This  obtains  for  each 
sex ;  nor  is  there  any  notable  difference  between  private  and 
pauper  patients  in  this  respect.  In  each  class  from  41  to 
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43  per  cent,  of  female,  as  well  as  of  male,  cases  occurred  in  the 
age  period  35  to  44. 

Again,  about  40  per  cent,  of  tlie  deaths  from  general 
paralysis  are  of  persons  whose  ages  fall  into  the  same  period  of 
middle  life  ;  but,  as  may  be  expected,  the  percentage  of  deaths 
after  44  years  of  age  is  higher  than  that  of  admissions 
(viz.,  43  :  37).

Mortality  from  General  Paralysis. — The  table  of  the  Causes 
of  Death,  published  annually  in  these  Reports  from  1895 
onwards,  shows  that  the  proportion  of  deaths  from  general 
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paralysis  to  the  total  number  of  deaths  has  varied  from  16  to 
20  per  cent,  for  both  sexes :  for  males,  from  24  to  30  per  cent,  ; 
for  females,  6  to  10  per  cent.  [The  table  for  1912  includes  the 
deaths  of  patients  in  single  care  as  well  as  of  those  in  institu¬ 
tions.]  The  death-rate,  on  the  daily  average  of  patients  under 
care,  was  for  males,  10*53  per  cent.  ;  for  females,  8*19.  The 
subtraction  from  the  total  number  of  deaths  of  those  dying 
from  general  paralysis  would  reduce  those  rates  to  7*76  for 
males,  and  7 ' 58  for  females,  an  approximation  in  sex-mortality 
which  has  obtained  in  every  year,  as  the  appended  figures 
show.

County  and  Borough  Asylums. 

We  have  in  almost  all  cases  been  satisfied  with  the  way  in 
which  these  institutions  have  been  managed  ;  and  the  condition 
in  which  we  have  found  them  at  our  annual  visits  of  inspection 
has  been  as  a  rule  creditable.  The  reports  made  at  those  visits 
are  printed  in  full  in  Part  II.  of  this  report,  page  310. 

A  list  of  these  Asylums,  with  the  names  of  the  Medical 
Superintendent  and  of  the  Clerk  to  the  Visiting  Committee  of 
each  one,  is  given  in  Appendix  L.  in  Part  II.,  page  574.  They  are 
97  in  number,  they  provide  accommodation  for  107,141  patients, 
and  the  ground  attached  to  them  covers  a  total  area  of  20,457 
acres,  of  which  18,688  acres  is  freehold  land,  the  rest  being 
rented. 
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Two  new  Asylums  liave  been  opened  for  the  reception  of 
patients  during  the  year,  namely,  the  Second  Essex  Asylum  at 
Severalls,  near  Colchester,  and  the  Gateshead  Asylum. 

Table  VII.  in  Appendix  B.,  Part  II.,  of  this  report  shows  the 
amount  and  cost  of  land,  cost  of  building,  and  accommodation 
for  patients  in  each  Asylum  up  to  1st  January  1914.  Table  IX. 
indicates  the  accommodation  provided  by,  and  the  vacant 
accommodation  existing  in,  each  Asylum  on  the  same  date. 

On  the  1st  January  1914  the  County  and  Borough  Asylums 
contained  105,504  patients,  classified  as  follows : —

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The  above  figures  show  a  percentage  of  recoveries  to 
admissions  of  31 ' 9  as  compared  with  an  average  percentage 
of  35  *  3  for  the  preceding  10  years. 

During  the  year,  10,075  patients  (5,117  males  and  4,958 
females)  died. 

The  proportion  per  cent,  of  deaths  to  the  daily  average 
number  resident  was  9 ' 6,  namely,  10*5  males  and  8 ' 8  females. 
The  average  death-rate  for  the  preceding  10  years,  calculated 
on  the  same  basis,  was  9 '9  per  cent.,  namely,  11 '1  per  cent, 
for  males  and  8 ' 8  per  cent,  for  females. 

The  number  of  post-mortem  examinations  was  7,928,  being 
78 '7  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  deaths. 

In  45  Asylums  a  post-mortem  examination  was  made  in  over 
85  per  cent,  of  the  cases ;  but  in  the  Cornwall,  Lancaster, 
Netherne,  Northumberland,  Rubery  Hill,  Exeter,  and  Portsmouth 
Asylums  the  proportion  of  these  investigations  was  in  each 
instance  below  50  per  cent. 

The  following  appointments  of  Medical  Superintendents 
were  made  during  the  year  : — 

Mr.  William  Stanley  Hughes,  the  Superintendent  of  Denbigh 
Asylum,  was  appointed  to  succeed  Dr.  Rambaut  at  the  Salop 
Asylum  on  the  retirement  of  the  latter  to  fill  the  vacancy  at 
St.  Andrew's  Hospital  caused  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Bayley. 

Dr.  Francis  Grice  Jones,  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer 
at  Denbigh  Asylum,  was  promoted  in  the  place  of  Mr.  Hughes 
as  Superintendent  of  that  Institution. 

Dr.  David  Hunter,  Superintendent  of  West  Ham  Asylum, 
succeeded  the  late  Dr.  Tate  at  The  Coppice,  Nottingham,  and 
his  place  at  West  Ham  Avas  filled  by  the  promotion  of  Mr. 
Langton  Fuller  Hanbury,  who  held  the  post  of  Senior  Assistant 
Medical  Officer  there. 

Dr.  John  Valerian  George  Brosnan  Tighe  was  appointed  the 
first  Superintendent  of  the  new  Gateshead  Asylum.  He  had 
previously  been  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  the  North 
Riding  Asylum. 

Dr.  Nathaniel  Richard  Phillips,  Senior  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  of  the  Monmouth  Asylum,  was  promoted  to  the  office  of 
Superintendent  on  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Glendinning  after 
42  years’  tenure  of  the  post. 

The  dispute  between  the  three  counties  interested  in  the 
Carmarthen  Asylum  was  still  unsettled  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
the  questions  then  at  issue  being  what  proportion  of  future 
capital  expenses  should  be  borne  by,  and  whether  a  certain 
proportion  of  the  beds  in  the  Asylum  should  be  allocated  to, 
each  county. 

The  obligations  of  the  West  Riding  Council  in  regard  to 
the  provision  of  chapels  in  the  Menston,  Scalebor  Park,  and 
Storthes  Hall  Asylums,  with  respect  to  which,  as  mentioned  in 
our  last  Report,  proceedings  had  been  initiated,  but  suspended 
in  consequence  of  the  passing  of  the  West  Riding  of  1  orkshire 
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Asylums  Act,  remained  unperformed  by  tlie  board  to  which 
that  Act  transferred  the  duties  of  the  local  authority  and  its 
visiting  committee  with  respect  to  Asylum  accommodation. 

In  consequence  of  the  opening  of  the  second  Essex  Asylum 
new  general  rules  were  made  by  the  Visiting  Committee 
applicable  to  both  the  institutions  under  their  management. 
Revisions  of  the  general  rules  for  the  Bracebridge  and  East 
Riding  Asylums  also  received  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  during  the  year,  and  some  alterations  of  minor  importance 
were  made  in  those  for  the  London  County  Asylums  and  the 
Cheshire  Asylum,  Parkside. 

A  variation  to  meet  altered  requirements  was  made  in  the 
agreement  to  unite  subsisting  with  regard  to  the  Bracebridge 
Asylum  between  the  parties  interested  therein,  namely,  the 
administrative  counties  of  Lindsey  and  Holland,  the  City  of 
Lincoln,  and  the  County  Borough  of  Grimsby.  The  new 
agreement,  which  was  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State 
on  the  25th  of  October  1913,  changed  the  proportions  of 
contribution  by  the  respective  parties. 

The  total  number  of  day  and  night  attendants  and  nurses, 
exclusive  of  head  attendants  and  assistant  head  attendants, 
employed  in  the  County  and  Borough  Asylums  on  31st  December 
1913  was  12,676  (5,955  males  and  6,721  females).  Of  that 
number,  the  proportion  under  one  year’s  service  (exclusive  of 
two  Asylums  open  less  than  three  years,  at  which  142  attendants 
and  nurses  were  employed)  was  25  per  cent,  (namely,  male 
attendants,  20  per  cent,.,  and  nurses,  31  per  cent.)  ;  and  the 
proportion  over  five  years’  service  (exclusive  of  six  Asylums  open 
less  than  seven  years  where  707  attendants  and  nurses  were 
employed)  was  40  per  cent,  (namely,  male  attendants,  55  per 
cent.,  and  nurses,  26  per  cent.). 

Table  X.,  Appendix  B.,  Part  II.,  supplies  further  informa¬ 
tion  respecting  the  attendants  and  nurses,  and  also  some 
particulars  connected  with  the  care  and  treatment  of  the 
patients. 

The  National  Insurance  Act ,  1911. 

It  was  stated  in  our  last  annual  report  that  the  Visiting 
Committees  of  85  out  of  the  95  County  and  Borough  Asylums 
then  in  existence  had  applied  for  certificates  of  exemption  from 
the  provisions  relating  to  insurance  against  sickness  and  dis¬ 
ablement  in  Part  I.  of  the  National  Insurance  Act,  1911,  and 
that  certificates  had  been  granted  in  all  but  five  cases  which 
were  still  under  consideration.  It  may  now  be  added  that  cer¬ 
tificates  have  been  granted  for  the  remaining  five  Asylums,  and 
also  for  one  other,  the  Committee  of  which  was  stated  in  our 
report  to  have  then  come  to  no  decision  as  to  applying  for 
exemption. 
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Medical  Staff. 

The  increasing  difficulty  wliicli  is  found  in  obtaining  the 
services  of  competent  men  to  fill  the  post  of  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  has  become  a  matter  for  serious  consideration  by  those 
concerned  in  the  administration  of  Asylums.  We  have  frequently 
observed  the  staff  of  an  Institution  to  be  one  or  two  short  of 
its  number — sometimes  for  several  consecutive  months — or 
vacancies  temporarily  filled  by  those  unwilling  to  accept  per¬ 
manent  appointment.  Such  a  condition  of  things  must  be  to 
the  detriment  of  the  patients,  for  whose  sucqessful  treatment  an 
adequate  supply  of  well-qualified  men  willing  to  devote  them¬ 
selves  with  zeal  and  energy  to  the  service  is  essential.  To  the 
problem  of  finding  a  remedy  we  have  given  much  attention  of 
late,  and  as  a  result  desire  to  offer  the  following  observations  : — 
It  is  by  improving  the  future  prospects  of  those  entering  the 
service,  rather  than  by  giving  them  a  higher  initial  salary,  as 
has  been  largely  done  in  recent  years,  that  we  believe  the 
difficulty  may  best  be  overcome.  Only  a  comparatively  small 
proportion  of  their  number  can  hope  to  attain  to  the  position  of 
Medical  Superintendent ;  and  for  those  who  do  not  the  outlook 
at  present  is  not  as  a  rule  such  as  to  encourage  them  to  seek 
in  Asylum  work  an  occupation  for  life.  An  improvement, 
therefore,  in  the  emoluments  and  in  the  conditions  of  service 
of  the  higher  grades  of  the  Staff,  and  in  particular  the  removal 
of  the  restriction  against  marriage  in  the  case  of  the  senior  and 
in  large  Asylums  of  the  second  also  of  the  assistant  officers,  are 
the  means  which  we  suggest  should  be  more  generally  adopted 
for  rendering  the  career  attractive.  The  permission  to  marry 
involves  as  a  necessary  consequence  the  provision  of  suitable 
detached  residences  within  the  grounds  of  the  Institutions,  such 
as  we  are  glad  to  record  have  been  during  the  year,  or  are 
about  to  be,  erected  at  Long  Grove,  Napsbury,  Chester,  and 
Wilts  Asylums.  We  have  on  several  occasions  when  visiting 
called  attention  in  our  reports  to  the  need  for  accommodation  of 
this  sort,  and  shall  welcome  and  support  all  reasonable  plans  for 
supplying  it 

There  are  other  improvements  to  which  in  our  opinion 
Asylum  Committees  would  be  well  advised  to  give  favourable 
consideration.  With  the  advance  which  has  taken  place  in 
medical  knowledge  and  in  modern  methods  of  diagnosis  we 
think  the  time  has  come  when  no  Asylum  ought  to  be  without 
a  laboratory  equipped  at  least  sufficiently  to  allow  of  those 
methods  being  carried  on.  We  should  also  be  glad  to  see 
adopted  by  Asylum  Committees  the  practice,  which  has  been 
introduced  into  other  services,  of  granting  on  generous  terms 
periods  of  “  study-leave  ”  to  members  of  their  medical  staff, 
with  the  objects,  first,  of  affording  facilities,  where  at  present 
through  the  inconvenient  distance  of  the  Asylum  from  an

university  centre  they  clo  not  exist,  to  those  who  so  desire  for 
obtaining  diplomas  in  psychiatry  now  granted  by  several  of 
our  universities ;  and,  secondly,  of  enabling  Medical  Officers 
generally  to  keep  themselves  abreast  with  the  progress  of 
scientific  research.  We  believe  that  action  by  the  Committees 
on  the  lines  above  indicated  would  have  valuable  results  in 
raising  the  standard  of  knowledge  of  mental  disease  attained 
by  holders  of  the  higher  medical  posts. 


Financial  Expenditure  in  connection  with  County  and

The  total  expenditure  on  the  upkeep  of  the  County  and 
Borough  Asylums  in  England  and  Wales,  and  on  the  main¬ 
tenance,  supervision,  and  treatment  of  the  patients  in  them 
during  the  financial  year  ending  31st  March  1913,  amounted  to 
the  sum  of  3, 347,263k,  made  up  as  follows : —

The  above  figures,  details  of  which  will  be  found  in  Part  II., 
Appendix  B.,  Table  VIII. ,  do  not  include  any  expenditure  on 
new  Asylums  as  yet  unoccupied. 

Contrasted  with  the  figures  of  the  preceding  year,  there  is 
an  increase  of  100,881k  in  the  amount  expended  on  maintenance  ; 
a  decrease  of  1,511k  in  the  cost  of  building  and  repairs;  a 
decrease  of  20,357 1 A  in  the  outlay  on  land  ;  and  a  decrease 
of  212k  in  the  amount  paid  for  land  rented,  making  a  total 
net  increase  of  78,801k

The  total  average  weekly  cost  per  head  for  all  Asylums 
shows  a  rise  of  2\d.  on  the  previous  year ;  the  corresponding 
comparison  in  our  last  report  showed  a  rise  of  \d.  The  cost 
of  u  Provisions  ”  and  “  Garden  and  Farm”  together  show  a 
rise  of  l-|h.  in  County  Asylums  and  of  2d.  in  Borough  Asylums, 
as  compared  with  a  reduction  of  \d.  in  County  Asylums  and 
of  | -d.  in  Borough  Asylums  in  the  preceding  year. 

The  total  average  weekly  cost  per  head  of  “Pensions, 
gratuities,  Ac.”  in  the  County  and  Borough  Asylums  during 
the  financial  year  was  2f  d.  Of  this  sum  1  id.  was  chargeable 
to  the  building  and  repairs  account.  The  increased  charge  (id.) 
of  this  item  to  the  maintenance  account  shows  a  continuance  of 
the  tendency  anticipated  in  our  66th  Report  (page  34),  as  the 
result  of  the  Asylums  Officers’  Superannuation  Act,  1909. 

In  reviewing  the  cost  of  pensions  it  should  be  noted  that 
there  was  also  paid  direct  by  county  and  borough  councils  a 
total  sum  of  3 2,6551.  for  pensions  granted  under  the  Lunacy 
Acts  of  1890,  and  previous  years,  which  do  not  appear  as  a 
charge  on  the  accounts  of  the  several  Visiting  Committees,  but 
which  should  be  included  in  the  total  cost  of  pensions,  which 
then  works  out  at  3 id.  per  head  per  week. 
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Buildings. 

Tlie  buildings  of  tlie  various  County  and  Borough  Asylums 
continue  to  be  properly  maintained. 

Alterations,  Additions,  and  Improvements. 

The  schemes  for  alterations,  additions,  and  improvements  to 
existing  Asylums  dealt  with  in  our  Office  and  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  were  117  in  number  and  involved  an  estimated 
expenditure  of  216,2197.  11s.  8 d. 

The  more  important  of  these  will  now  be  briefly  mentioned. 
Those,  the  cost  of  which  will  not  much  exceed  1,500L,  are 
tabulated  in  Appendix  D.  (see  page  489). 

Cheshire  Asylums  :  Upton. — When  the  Bache  Hall  property 
was  acquired  three  years  ago  with  the  object  of  extending  the 
area  of  the  Asylum  estate  (see  66th  Report,  page  37),  it  was 
thought  by  the  Committee  that  the  residence  on  it  might,  with 
alteration,  be  occupied  by  many  of  the  nurses,  and  that  the 
erection  of  the  Nurses’  Home  then  contemplated  might  thus  be 
obviated.  As  we  entertained  doubts  regarding  the  practicability 
of  this  proposal,  on  account  of  the  considerable  distance  the 
house  is  situated  from  the  Asylum  buildings,  we  suggested  to 
the  Committee  that  a  small  number  of  nurses  should,  as  an 
experiment,  for  12  months  make  use  of  the  house  without  any 
great  alterations  being  made  to  it.  To  this  the  Committee 
agreed,  and  the  experiment  having  joroved  successful  the  Com¬ 
mittee  have  now,  with  our  concurrence,  decided. to  spend  2,000L 
on  additions  and  alterations  necessary  to  render  it  suitable  for 
the  accommodation  of  a  matron  and  38  nurses  and  servants. 

Glamorgan  County  Asylum. — The  difficulties  referred  to  in 
our  last  Report  (page  38)  regarding  the  drainage  of  the  proposed 
six  cottages  for  married  attendants  at  the  Angelton  division 
having  proved  insuperable,  the  Committee  have  decided  to  build 
these  cottages  on  another  site,  which  will  permit  of  the  outfall 
drain  being  connected  with  the  Asylum  sewer.  They  are 
estimated  to  cost  1,706L 

Hertfordshire  County  Asylum. — Owing  to  the  rapid  increase 
in  the  number  of  patients  and  the  consequent  need  for  a  further 
enlargement  of  the  Asylum,  and  owing  also  to  the  way  in  which 
the  City  of  St.  Albans  is  extending  towards  the  western  boundary 
of  the  Asylum,  the  Committee  wisely  decided  that,  while  it 
could  be  purchased  at  a  reasonable  price,  more  land  should  be 
added  to  the  Asylum  estate.  About  97  acres  have  therefore 
been  acquired  at  an  average  cost  of  44L  an  acre.  Plans  for  the 
further  enlargement  of  the  Asylum  referred  to  are  already  under 
consideration. 

London  County  Asylums:  Bexley.— A  detached  block  is  to 
be  erected  at  this  Asylum  for  the  accommodation  of  30  male 
E  0.27 
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patients  suffering  from  phthisis  and  dysentery.  The  building, 
which  is  estimated  to  cost  4,500b,  will  provide  facilities  lor 
open-air  treatment,  and  will  he  so  arranged  that  it  can  be 
divided  into  two  or  three  sections,  according  to  the  number  of 
patients  under  treatment,  and  the  disease  from  which  they  are 

suffering. 

Colney  Hatch.— A  further  section  of  the  work  of  rearranging 
and  modernising  the  wards  at  this  Asylum  is  to  be  proceeded 
with,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  3,900b  The  scheme  which  has 
for  its  object  the  improvement  of  the  lighting  and  ventilation 
of  the  rooms,  the  plastering  of  the  internal  walls,  and  the 
rearrangement  of  many  sanitary  conveniences— will  be  .  similar 
to  the  several  schemes  which  have  previously  been  earned  into 
effect  in  other  parts  of  the  Asylum,  and  will,  when  completed, 
leave  but  one  section  of  the  work  of  modernising  the  wards, 
commenced  in  the  year  1892,  to  be  undertaken.  Other  im¬ 
provements  which  are  to  be  carried  out  at  this  Asylum,  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  4,1761.  18s.,  comprise  the  erection  of  a 
detached  residence  for  the  Medical  Superintendent ;  the  con¬ 
version  of  the  houses  and  offices  now  occupied  by  the  Medical 
Superintendent,  house  steward,  and  head  attendants,  into  dor¬ 
mitory  accommodation  for  50  additional  male  patients  ;.  and  the 
provision  of  a  large  messroom  and  a  separate  recreation  room 
for  male  attendants. 

Lincolnshire :  Bracebridge—  Having  regard  to  the  need  for 
enlarging  this  Asylum,  and  for  providing  more  pasture,  the 
Committee  have  decided  to  purchase  some  additional  land, 
36J-  acres  in  extent,  at  a  cost  of  501.  an  acre.  Plans  of  the 
proposed  enlargement  of  the  Asylum  are  now  under  con¬ 
sideration. 

Middlesex:  Napsbury. — A  contract,  amounting  to  6,0591.  10-s., 
has  been  entered  into  for  carrying  out  the  following  additions 
and  alterations  at  this  Asylum 

1.  A  detached  nurses’  home,  containing  single  bedrooms 

and  other  accommodation  sufficient  for  21  nurses. 

2.  A  detached  house  for  a  married  Assistant  Medical  Officer. 

3.  An  enlargement  of  the  upholsterers  shop  and  haii- 

picking  room. 

Middlesex:  Wandsworth —It  has  been  found  necessary  to 
enlarge  the  bakery,  and  to  provide  new  steam  ovens  and  some 
new  machinery  there;  also  to  construct  cold-storage  chambeis 
and,  in  connection  therewith,  to  instal  a  new  engine  and  a 
refrigerating  plant.  Pile  cost  is  estimated  at  1,700b 

Monmouth  County  Asylum. — Certain  additions  and  alterations 
are  to  be  effected  at  the  administrative  buildings  to  provide 
better  accommodation  for  servants  and  others,,  and  to  improve 
the  lighting  and  ventilation  of  existing  rooms,  m  this  portion  o 
the  Asylum.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  work  is  1,8007. 
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Norfolk  County  Asylum. — Four  pairs  of  semi-detached 
cottages  are  to  be  erected  at  this  Asylum  for  the  use  of  married 
attendants,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  2,209 1. 

Notts  County  Asylum. — When  the  Committee  received 
builders’  tenders  for  carrying  out  the  additions  to  the  Asylum 
referred  to  in  our  66tli  Report,  page  39,  it  was  found  that  the 
cost  of  the  six  pairs  of  cottages  for  the  use  of  the  staff  was 
prohibitive.  Accordingly,  on  our  recommendation,  revised 
plans  were  prepared,  and  a  contract,  amounting  to  3,616Z.  16s., 
has  since  been  entered  into. 

Staffordshire  Asylums :  Burntwood. — A  contract  has  been 
agreed  upon  for  the  erection  of  four  pairs  of  cottages  for 
married  members  of  the  staff,  at  a  total  cost  of  2,459b,  or  307b 
per  cottage.  There  were  special  circumstances  which  accounted 
for  this  somewhat  unusually  high  rate. 

Cheddleton. — Further  land,  to  the  extent  of  90J-  acres,  has 
been  added  to  the  estate  in  anticipation  of  the  probable  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  the  Asylum  in  the  near  future  and  in  order  to  provide 
more  agricultural  work  for  male  patients,  of  whom  a  very  large 
number,  we  are  glad  to  know,  are  in  various  ways  employed 
at  this  Asylum.  It  is  also  desired  to  supplement  the  present 
inadequate  supply  and  reserve  of  water  by  drawing  from  other 
local  sources,  and  by  the  construction  of  a  reservoir  on  the 
highest  point  of  the  new  ground,  from  whence  it  would  gravitate 
to  the  Asylum.  The  price  of  the  land,  6,500b,  was  somewhat 
high,  but  we  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  expenditure  was 
justified. 

A  contract,  the  amount  of  which  is  7,200b,  has  been  entered 
into  for  the  erection  at  this  Asylum  of  a  detached  Home  for 
nurses.  It  will  provide  accommodation  for  an  Assistant  matron 
and  47  nurses,  and  will  be  much  on  the  same  lines  as  the 
homes  for  nurses  which,  as  stated  in  our  67th  Report  ( see 
page  41),  are  being  provided  at  the  other  two  Staffordshire 
Asylums. 

East  Sussex  Asylum. — Owing  to  the  corrosive  action  on  iron 
of  water  used  in  this  Asylum,  it  has  been  found  necessary 
to  renew  a  large  portion  of  the  hot-water  pipes,  tanks,  &c.  In 
order  to  obviate  a  recurrence  of  this  trouble  the  Committee  have 
decided  to  instal  a  water  treatment  plant  to  harden  the  water, 
the  building  and  engineering  works  necessary  in  connection  * 
with  which  will,  it  is  estimated,  cost  the  sum  of  1,717b  10s. 

West  Sussex  Asylum. — A  contract  has  been  entered  into  by 
the  Committee  for  the  enlargement  of  the  existing  engine-house 
and  for  the  provision  of  the  additional  power  plant  needed  to 
supply  the  increased  demands  of  the  Institution.  The  cost  is 
estimated  at  3,050b 

Warwick  County  Asylum. . — In  order  that  there  may  be  a 
more  adequate  supply  and  a  larger  reserve  of  water  than  hitherto, 
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the  Committee  have  decided  to  replace  the  existing  dwarf  water 
tower  at  this  Institution  by  a  tower  of  much  larger  dimensions, 
carrying  a  tank  of  36,000  gallons  capacity.  The  cost,  including 
that  of  pumps  and  other  minor  engineering  matters  in 
connection  with  the  scheme,  is  estimated  at  1,962/.  11s.  Qd. 

A  farm,  known  as  the  Hatton  Hill  Farm,  comprising  nearly 
146  acres  of  land  and  some  farm  buildings,  had  been  leased  to 
the  Committee  since  1891,  and  utilised  for  Asylum.  purposes. 
This  lease  having  now  expired,  and  the  Committee  being  unable 
to  agree  upon  terms  and  conditions  for  its  renewal,  have  taken 
advantage  of  their  option  to  purchase  the  property  for  the  sum 
of  6, 700/, 

Wilts  County  Asylum, — With  the  object  of  obtaining  addi¬ 
tional  land  which  could  be  utilised  for  farm  and  sewage  irrigation 
purposes,  the  Committee  have  purchased  25  acres  adjoining  the 
Asylum,  at  a  cost  of  68/.  per  acre. 

*Tliey  are  also  about  to  erect  a  detached  annexe  for  100 
patients  of  each  sex,  who  are  infirm,  demented,  or  otherwise 
chronic,  but  not  violent  cases,  and  a  small  detached  nouse  for 
the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  so  as  to  permit  of  his  being 
married.  The  annexe  and  the  house  together  will  probably  entail 
an  outlay  of  24,512/. 

East  Riding  of  Yorkshire  Asylum.-- Three  pairs  of  cottages, 
for  the  staff,  also’ a  new  dairy  and  detached  residences  for  the 
Clerk  and  Farm  Bailiff,  are  to  be  erected  at  this  Asylum  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  2,890/.  An  opinion  which  we  hold,  and  which 
in  this  instance  we  had  to  press  strongly  on  the  .Committee 
before  we  could  obtain  its  adoption,  is  that,  in  the  interests  of 
the  Asylum  and  of  the  families  of  the  staff  who  may  reside  on 
the  estate,  it  is  most  important  that  the  staff  residences  should 
be  situated  abutting  on  a  high  road  so  that  access  to  them  through 
the  Institution  grounds  may  be  absolutely  prohibited. 

Yorkshire :  West  Riding  Asylums :  Storthes  Hall.  Plans 
have  been  under  consideration  since  1910  for  the  further  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  this  Asylum  by  the  erection  of  four  detached  two-storey 
blocks,  having  accommodation  for  440  additional  patients  of  the 
chronic  class  (220  of  each  sex),  but,  pending  the  passing  of  the 
West  Riding  of  Yorkshire  Asylums  Act  1912  the  carrying  of 
the  scheme  into  effect  was  postponed.  The  Asylums  Board 
have  now  decided  to  proceed  with  it  and  calculate  that  it  will 

entail  an  expenditure  of  53,600 /. 

Eight  additional  cottages,  arranged  in  two  rows,  are  also  to 
be  erected  for  the  use  of  married  members  of  the  staff.  They 
are  estimated  to  cost  the  sum  of  1,820/. 

Wakefield. — The  Committee  have  acquired,  at  a  cost,  of 
4,000/.,  a  property  adjoining  the  Asylum  estate,  comprising 
.  about  11  acres  of  land,  a  residence  and  other  buildings,  The 
residence  is  to  be  occupied,  temporarily,  by  the  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent,  and  ultimately  by  patients.  The  acquisition  of  the 
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property  will  enable  tlie  Committee  to  remove  the  present 
Asylum  farm  buildings,  which  are  most  objectionably  placed 
close  to  some  of  the  wards  and  to  a  portion  of  the  -administrative 
department. 

On  the  13th  December  1907,  the  Secretary  of  State  approved 
plans  of  a  proposed  detached  block  for  the  accommodation  of 
120  female  patients  of  the  chronic  and  quiet  class.  (See  61st 
Report,  page  35.)  The  erection  of  the  building  was,  however, 
postponed  pending  the  formation  of  the  West  Riding  Asylums 
Board,  who  have  now  decided  to  proceed  with  the  scheme, 
estimated  to  cost  10,000b  A  further  approval  by  the  Secretary 
of  State,  rendered  necessary  by  some  minor  variations  in  the 
plans,  has  been  obtained. 

Birmingham  City  Asylums  :  Winson  Green. — The  Committee 
are  providing  open-air  verandahs  in  connection  with  the  male  and 
female  infirmaries,  for  the  isolation  and  treatment  of  patients 
suffering  from  dysentery  and  tuberculosis.  The  contract  for 
the  work,  which  includes  the  cost  of  renewing  the  paving  in 
some  of  the  main  corridors,  amounts  to  1,579b 

Brighton  Borough  Asylum. — Further  accommodation  being 
required  at  this  Asylum,  for  the  female  nursing  staff,  the 
Committee  have  entered  into  a  contract  amounting  to  4,661 1.  for 
the  erection  of  a  detached  home  to  provide  accommodation  for 
28  nurses  and  a  female  officer. 

Derby  Borough  Asylum. — Important  additions  and  altera¬ 
tions  are  being  carried  into  effect  at  this  Asylum.  The  scheme, 
which  is  estimated  to  cost  3,260b,  comprises,  among  other  items, 
(a)  the  enlargement  of  the  visitors’  room  on  the  female  side 
and  the  provision  of  additional  bedrooms  for  nurses ;  ( b )  the 
erection  of  a  new  recreation-room  for  the  nurses,  the  enlargement 
of  their  present  messroom,  and  the  provision  of  bedrooms  above 
these  rooms  for  laundry  maids  and  others  ;  (c)  the  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  the  male  attendants’  messroom ;  (d)  two  glass-roofed 
verandahs  in  connection  with  the  male  and  female  infirmaries  ; 
(e)  additional  cow-byres  at  the  farm  buildings. 

Leicester  Borough  Asylum. — With  a  view  to  economy  in 
working,  the  Committee  propose  to  centralise  the  steam  and 
power  generating  plants  at  the  boiler-house  in  the  male  division. 
The  whole  of  the  work,  including  all  structural  alterations  and 
engineering  matters,  is  estimated  to  cost  3,863 1.  5s. 

Newcastle  City  Asylum. — Additions  to  be  made  at  this 
Asylum,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  19,999b,  comprise :  (1)  a 

detached  home  to  accommodate  56  nurses  and  servants  ;  (2)  two 
detached  villa  blocks,  each  to  accommodate  40  quiet  working 
(chiefly  chronic)  patients  of  the  male  sex ;  (3)  an  isolation 
hospital  for  the  accommodation  of  three  patients  of  each  sex ; 
and  (4)  a  new  greenhouse  for  rearing  plants  for  the  wards. 

York  City  Asylum. — The  Committee  have  purchased,  for 
the  sum  of  7,800b,  about  101  acres  additional  land  with  a 
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dwelling-house  and  farm  buildings  upon  it.  The  property 
adjoins  the  Asylum  estate  and  will  be  a  valuable  addition  to  the 
farm. 


New  Asylums  sanctioned  or  in  course  of  Erection. 

London  County  Asylums  :  The  Maudsley  Hospital. — A  con¬ 
tract,  amounting  to  43,526k,  has  been  agreed  upon,  and  approved 
by  the  Secretary  of  State,  for  the  erection  of  this  Hospital 
(see  66th  Report,  page  41).  The  buildings  will  comprise  the 
administrative,  pathological  and  out-patients’  departments  ;  also 
two  blocks  for  54  patients  of  each  sex.  In  addition  to  the 
accommodation  to  be  provided  in  these  buildings  for  the  staff, 
the  Committee  propose  to  provide  suitable  residences  for  the 
Medical  Superintendent  and  some  of  the  female  day  staff.  The 
design  of  the  wards,  so  far  as  it  affects  the  classification  of  the 
patients,  is  not  altogether  what  we  should  have  preferred,  but,  as 
Dr.  Maudsley  expressed  himself  as  satisfied  with  the  proposed 
arrangement,  wre  thought  it  undesirable  to  press  the  matter 
further. 

London  County  Eleventh  Asylum. — A  contract  has  been 
entered  into  for  the  erection  of  this  Asylum  at  a  cost  of  355,577k 
(see  67th  Report,  page  44).  The  balance  of  the  total  estimated 
cost  of  467,970k  represents  the  sum  set  apart  for  engineering 
and  other  matters  which  will  be  the  subject  of  supplemental 
contracts. 

We  regret  that,  owing  to  the  increasing  number  of  patients 
belonging  to  the  County  of  London,  it  has  become  obvious  that 
still  further  accommodation  will  be  necessary.  We  trust  that 
the  Asjdums  Committee  will  not  defer  to  grapple  with  the 
situation  and  thus  occasion  the  necessity  for  prolonging  the  very 
unsatisfactory  method  which  at  present  has  so  largely  to  be 
adopted  of  boarding  out  patients. 

Gateshead  Borough  Asylum.— Plans  and  a  contract  have 
been  ajaproved  for  the  construction  of  the  main  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  works  at  this  Asylum.  The  scheme,  which 
will  cost  about  2,320 1.,  provides  for  the  treatment  of  the  sewage 
in  three  continuous  flow  precipitation  tanks  and  two  percolating 
filters  having  rotary  spreaders.  From  the  filters  the  effluent 
will  pass  through  sand  filters  into  a  small  stream  which  runs 
through  the  estate.  The  cost  of  this  work  was  included  ir 
the  general  building  estimate  of  114,000k  (See  65th  Report, 
page  42.) 

Essex  Second  Asylum,  Colchester- —The  main  buildings  of 
this  Asylum  (which  is  iiow  to  be  known  as  the  “  Severalls 
Asylum  ”)  were  opened  in  May  last,  and  on  the  occasion  of  the 
first  visit  by  members  of  our  Board,  on  the  7th  November,  there 
were  as  many  as  1,085  patients  (483  males  and  602  females)  in 
residence. 
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An  air  compressor  plant,  for  raising  the  water  from  the 
Asylum  well  to  the  tanks  in  the  tower,  is  to  be  provided  at  a 
cost  of  935b  5s. 

Since  the  approval  by  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  plans  of 
the  detached  buildings  ( see  64th  Report,  page  31),  the  Committee 
have,  with  our  concurrence  and  with  a  view  to  economy,  reduced 
the  seating  capacity  of  the  proposed  chapel  in  the  first  instance 
to  628  sittings,  and  the  estimated  cost  to  6,17 5b.  14s.  9 d.  The 
revised  arrangement  will  permit  of  the  enlargement  of  the 
building  when  necessary  at  a  moderate  cost. 

New  Asylums  in  Contemplation. 

Derby  County  Second  Asylum. — The  Asylums  Committee  of 
the  Derbyshire  County  Council,  after  considering  how  best  the 
present  and  prospective  deficiency  of  Asylum  accommodation 
could  be  met,  were  authorised  by  the  County  Council  to  proceed 
with  the  provision  of  a  second  asylum  in  another  part  of  the 
county:  With  the  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State  a  site  for 
this  purpose,  comprising  333a.  2r.  24p.  of  land,  has  been 
acquired  at  a  cost  of  15,307  b  It  is  situate  in  the  northern  part 
of  the  county,  near  Bamford  Station  on  the  Dore  and  Chinley 
Branch  of  the  Midland  Railway,  and  is  14  miles  from  Sheffield, 
13  miles  from  Buxton,  and  15  miles  from  Chesterfield. 

The  plans  of  the  proposed  asylum  are  now  under  con¬ 
sideration. 


Cornwall  County  Asylum. — The  Committee,  under  the 
erroneous  impression  that  when  action  is  taken  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Section  266  of  the  Lunacy  Act  the  requirements  of 
Section  254  (2)  do  not  apply,  provided  a  new  slaughter-house, 
costing  247b  Os.  5cb,  without  obtaining  the  sanction  of  the 
Secretary  of  State.  On  this  ground  the  Local  Government 
Board  auditor  declared  that  the  payments  made  were  illegal 
and  surcharged  the  Committee  with  the  amount  involved.  The 
Committee  presented  the  facts  to  our  Board  and  were  informed 
that  the  Secretary  of  State  declined  to  give  ex  post  facto 
consent. 

Lancashire  County  Asylum,  Prestwick . — After  prolonged 
consideration  the  Secretary  of  State  has  declined  to  sanction  the 
proposed  erection  of  special  blocks  for  private  patients  at  this 
Institution,  mainly  on  the  ground  of  the  already  excessive  size 
of  the  Asylum. 

Monmouth  County  Asylum. — Owing  to  an  unfortunate  mis¬ 
understanding  on  the  part  of  the  officials  of  the  Local  Authority, 
a  contract  for  the  purchase  of  acres  of  land  at  a  cost  of  2,500b 
has  been  carried  through  without  the  sanction  of  the  Secretary 
of  State,  a  course  of  action  which  is  illegal  and  will  probably 
occasion  difficulties. 
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Suicides  and  some  other  Fatal  Casualties  in  County  and 

Borough  Asylums. 

The  deaths  by  suicide  reported  to  us  as  having  occurred 
during  the  year  amongst  the  patients  of  County  and  Borough 
Asylums  have  numbered  26.  In  five  instances  the  suicidal  act 
was  done  before  admission  to  the  Asylum,  in  four  while  the 
patient  was  out  on  trial,  and  in  one  after  escape.  In  each  of  the 
remaining  16  instances  the  death  resulted  from  an  act  whilst 
the  patient  was  under  the  care  of  the  Asylum  Officers. 

Of  these  16  deaths,  five  were  caused  by  hanging  and  four 
by  strangulation ;  two  were  the  result  of  precipitation,  and  the 
remaining  five  respectively  of  cutting  the  throat,  being  run  over 
by  a  train,  burning,  drinking  boiling  water  and  coal  gas 
poisoning.  Five  of  these  patients,  including  one  who  escaped, 
had  been  regarded  as  actively  suicidal,  and  had  been  ordered  to 
be  kept  under  constant  supervision  ;  the  remainder  were  not 
regarded  as  having  suicidal  tendencies.  Two  of  the  cases 
illustrate  the  necessity  for  the  maintenance  of  an  adequate  staff 
at  all  times  in  those  wards,  where  are  patients  who  are  on 
caution  cards ;  and  in  another,  the  undesirability  of  allowing 
patients  access  to  the  nurses’  rooms  without  the  presence  of  a 
nurse. 

The  following  cases  of  suicide  are  selected  for  special 
mention : — 

Durham  County  Asylum.  —  B.  G.,  a  male  patient  admitted  on  the 
27th  April  1913  in  a  state  of  acute  mania,  had  then  a  superficial  cut  and 
scratch  on  the  left  side  of  the  neck,  which  he  said  he  had  inflicted  on  himself 
when  trying  to  shave. 

He  was  not,  on  admission,  regarded  as  suicidal,  hut  was  placed  in  the 
padded  room  which  opened  out  of  the  Observation  Dormitory,  on  account 
of  his  excited  condition.  A  bandage  was  on  the  patient’s  neck  when 
admitted,  and  this  was  kept  on  for  fixing  a  dressing  over  the  injuries  on  the 
neck.  On  the  morning  of  the  29th  April,  while  three  of  the  six  attendants 
in  this  ward  were  at  breakfast,  and  one  of  the  remaining  three  had  been 
sent  to  fetch  the  patient’s  breakfast,  B.  G.  so  tightened  the  bandage  round 
his  neck  as  to  strangle  himself.  He  was  discovered  when  the  attendant 
went  to  take  him  his  breakfast.  Artificial  respiration  was  resorted  to,  but 
failed  to  revive  him.  At  the  inquest  which  was  subsequently  held,  the  jury 
found  that  the  deceased  died  from  strangulation  wilfully  brought  about  by 
himself  whilst  insane,  and  added  a  rider  to  the  effect  that  the  staff  of 
attendants  was  numerically  defective.  This  case  revealed  the  fact  that  the 
hours  at  which  the  patients  had  their  breakfast  and  the  hours  at  which  one- 
half  of  the  male  attendants  had  theirs,  clashed  in  a  very  undesirable  way. 
We  are  of  opinion  that  the  whole  of  the  attendants  and  nurses  on  duty 
should  give  their  undivided  attention  to  their  patients  at  meal  times. 

Lancaster  Asylum. — E.  R.,  a  female  patient  admitted  on  the  10th  June 
1912,  died  on  the  18th  February  1913  by  throwing  herself  from  the  scullery 
window  of  the  ward  in  which  she  was.  She  was  considered  to  be  suicidal 
and  was  on  a  caution  card.  In  the  window  of  the  scullery  a  pane  of  glass 
had  been  broken  three  days  previously,  and  the  fragments  of  glass  round 
the  edges  knocked  out,  but  it  had  not  been  repaired.  The  clear  opening 
appears  to  have  tempted  the  patient,  and  eluding  the  vigilance  of  the  nurses 
she  succeeded  in  getting  through  the  opening,  which  was  14  inches  by 
9  inches,  and  throwing  herself  to  the  ground.  It  seemed  to  us  that  far 
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too  long  a  time  had  elapsed  between  the  breaking  of  the  window  and  the 
replacing  of  the  pane. 

F.  P.,  a  female  patient,  admitted  on  the  1st  July  1912,  died  from  a 
fractured  skull  caused  by  throwing  herself  from  a  roof  on  the  21st  April 
1913.  The  patient  was  suicidally  disposed  and  was  on  a  caution  card  along 
with  four  others  in  a  ward  of  66  patients  with  three  nurses  on  duty  at  the 
time  of  the  occurrence.  After  the  patients  had  returned  to  the  ward  from 
dinner  F'.  P.  took  advantage  of  an  open  door  from  the  dayroom  to  a  dormi¬ 
tory,  and,  eluding  the  watchfulness  of  the  nurses,  went  into  the  dormitory 
and  climbing  up  by  a  wardrobe,  pushed  open  a  trap  door,  the  lock  of  which 
was  out  of  order,  and  through  a  skylight  got  out  on  the  roof ;  from  there 
she  threw  herself  to  the  ground,  a  distance  of  33  feet.  We  thought  that 
the  circumstances  of  this  case  indicated  some  remissness  on  the  part  of 
the  nurses,  calling  for  a  caution  for  greater  carefulness  in  future,  in  not 
keeping  the  patient  in  question  constantly  under  view  and  in  not  seeing 
that  the  dormitory  door  was  properly  fastened  ;  and  also  on  the  part  of 
the  employee  who  last  had  occasion  to  use  the  trap  door  leading  to  the 
roof  for  not  reporting  that  the  lock  was  defective.  We  also  thought  that 
the  ward  was  understaffed,  particularly  during  the  staff  meal  times. 

Middlesbrough  Asylum. — G-.  S.,  a  male  patient,  admitted  on  the  20th 
February  1912,  was  killed  by  being  run  over  by  a  train  on  the  railway.  He 
was  not  considered  to  be  suicidal,  but  had  on  the  28th  December  1912  escaped. 
On  the  morning  of  the  30th  April  1913  he  was  working  at  the  Asylum  rail¬ 
way  siding  with  a  gang  of  patients  helping  to  unload  trucks  under  the 
charge  of  an  attendant.  He  was  seen  by  the  latter  to  run  round  the  corner 
of  some  standing  trucks  and  to  climb  the  low  railings  which  separated  the 
Asylum  siding  from  the  railway  and  to  run  across  to  a  passing  goods  train. 
Unfortunately,  another  goods  train  coming  in  the  opposite  direction  pre¬ 
vented  the  attendant  from  following,  and  the  patient  was  run  over  by  the 
first  train.  At  the  inquest  the  jury  recommended  that  the  subject  should 
be  brought  before  the  Yisiting  Committee  with  a  view  to  having  something 
done  at  the  siding.  With  the  intention  of  guarding  the  patients  against 
the  railway  in  future  the  Committee  have  fixed  an  unclimbable  iron  fence  in 
the  place  of  the  ordinary  fence. 

Norwich  Asylum. — H.  E.  G-.,  a  female  patient  received  into  this  Asylum 
on  the  19th  of  October  1911,  committed  suicide  by  hanging  on  the  14th 
April  1913  under  the  following  circumstances :  —The  patient,  who  had  never 
given  any  cause  for  suspicion  of  snicidal  tendencies,  was  daily  allowed  to  go 
and  tidy  up  a  nurse’s  room  without  the  latter  being  present  herself.  On 
the  morning  in  question  the  door  of  the  room  was  unlocked,  and  the  patient 
allowed  to  go  into  it.  She  had  cleaned  the  room  as  usual,  and  made  the 
bed,  and  then  must  have  searched  the  nurse’s  box,  which  was  unlocked, 
and  found  a  cord;  this  she  fastened  to  a  bolt  on  the  top  of  the  wardrobe 
and  hanged  herself  therefrom. 

The  case  appeared  to  us  to  indicate  some  laxity  in  the  supervision  of  the 
nurses,  as  well  as  certain  want  of  thought  and  care  on  the  part  of  the 
charge  nurse  and  of  the  nurse  in  whose  room  the  act  took  place.  We  doubt 
the  advisability  of  allowing  a  patient  into  a  nurse’s  private  room,  unless 
when  there  is  special  cleaning  to  be  done,  and  think  that  on  any  such 
occasion  a  nurse  should  be  present,  and  that  the  door  of  a  nurse’s  room 
should  never  be  left  unlocked  unless  the  nurse  to  whom  it  belongs  or  some 
other  nurse  is  there.  Articles  requiring  special  care  should  be  safely  locked 
away. 

Among  the  deaths  during  the  year  caused  or  accelerated  by 
accidents  or  injuries  not  suicidal  in  character  were,  one  where 
the  patient  died  from  the  result  of  an  assault  from  a  fellow 
patient,  one  from  the  result  of  scalds,  two  from  drowning  after 
escape,  and  one  from  drowning  while  on  parole  ;  in  the  last 
three  cases  there  was  no  evidence  as  to  how  the  patients  got  into 
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the  water.  One  woman  was  murdered  by  her  husband  while 
being  visited  by  him,  and  another  woman  died  as  the  result  of 
an  overdose  of  paraldehyde  accidentally  administered. 

Particulars  of  some  of  the  details  of  the  following  cases  of 
accident  or  injury  are  selected  for  record  : — • 

Three  Counties  Asylum. — A.  G-.,  a  male  idiot,  died  at  this  Asylum  on  the 
31st  of  January  1913,  from  shock  following  scalds  sustained  by  either 
getting  into  or  falling  into  a  bath  containing  hot  water.  He  was  with  16 
other  patients  taken  to  the  Observation  Dormitory  on  the  evening  of  the 
30th  January  for  the  purpose  of  being  bathed.  After  being  undressed,  he 
appears  to  have  wandered,  unnoticed  by  the  attendant,  to  the  bathroom,  the 
door  of  which  was  unlocked.  The  bathroom  was  full  of  steam,  and  the  hot- 
water  tap  was  running  ;  although  the  waste  had  not  been  closed  down,  there 
was  some  6  inches  of  water  in  the  bath,  and  into  this  the  patient  got  or  fell, 
and  was  scalded,  dying  the  next  day  from  the  shock.  At  the  inquest  which 
was  held,  the  jury  found  there  was  gross  negligence  on  the  part  of  some 
attendant  in  leaving  the  bathroom  door  unfastened,  and  the  hot  water 
turned  on,  but  that  there  was  no  evidence  to  show  which  attendant  it  was. 
Subsequently  the  Visiting  Committee  held  a  full  and  exhaustive  inquiry, 
and  though  they  were  unable  to  fix  definitely  the  responsibility  for  the 
occurrence,  came  to  the  conclusion  that  certain  neglect  of  duties  were 
attributable  to  one  attendant  as  being  senior  attendant  present  at  the 
bathing  who  should  have  seen  that  all  doors  leading  to  the  dormitory 
were  locked,  and  the  bathroom  tap  key  locked  away.  This  attendant  was 
accordingly  dismissed,  and  an  alteration  has  been  made  in  the  arrangements 
as  to  the  custody  of  the  bath  keys. 

Denbigh  Asylum. — E.  E.,  a  female  patient  admitted  on  the  14th  June 
1913,  died  on  the  25th  July  from  acute  melancholia  and  exhaustion,  From 
the  time  of  admission  she  imagined  her  food  was  poisoned,  refusing  to  take 
any,  and  for  some  days  prior  to  July  10th,  she  was  fed  with  the  stomach 
tube.  From  that  day  she  was  at  times  persuaded  to  take  a  little  nourish¬ 
ment  by  the  mouth,  but  artificial  feeding  was  not  again  resorted  to,  as  it 
was  considered  that  she  was  too  weak  to  be  fed  artificially,  and  she  sank 
and  died  on  the  25th  July.  For  the  guidance  of  the  Medical  Officers,  we 
caused  the  following  communication  to  be  sent  to  the  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent  :  “  The  Commissioners  fully  recognise  that  the  decision  as  to  the 
“  proper  moment  when  resort  should  be  had  to  tube-feeding  must,  of 
“  course,  always  remain  with  the  medical  man  in  whose  care  the  patient  is, 
“  that  each  case  must  be  considered  on  its  merits,  and  that  from  time  to 
“  time  cases  will  arise  in  which  the  risk  attendant  on  tube -feeding  may  be 
“  exceptionally  great.  With  a  view  to  affording  you  support  when  any  such 
“  case  arises,  the  Commissioners  direct  me  to  add  that  they  have  no 
“  hesitation  in  saying  that,  when  the  patient’s  life  is  apparently  in  danger, 
“  on  the  one  hand,  from  the  possibility  of  starvation,  and  on  the  other, 
“  from  some  unusual  risk  involved  in  tube-feeding,  they  are  of  opinion  that, 
“  speaking  generally,  it  is  preferable — as  the  only  means  of  saving  life  and 
“  promoting  recovery — to  incur  the  latter  danger,  and  that,  under  the 
“  circumstances,  the  risk  run  is  justified.” 

Durham  Asylum.- — S.  A.,  a  female  patient  admitted  into  this  Asylum  on 
the  14th  January  1913  suffering  from  senile  dementia,  died  there  on  the 
10th  December  under  the  following  circumstances  : — On  the  afternoon  of 
the  9th  December  it  became  necessary  to  give  her  a  narcotic ;  a  measured 
dose  of  three  drachms  of  paraldehyde  was  therefore  made  up  in  half  a 
tumbler  of  water,  and  handed  to  the  nurse  of  the  ward  to  give  to  the 
patient.  As  she  refused  to  take  it,  the  tumbler  was  put  down  on  a  table  by 
the  bedside  of  the  patient.  Shortly  afterwards  one  of  the  Assistant  Medical 
Officers,  being  on  his  way  from  the  surgery  to  his  room  with  a  measure 
glass  in  his  hand  containing  four  ounces  of  paraldehyde,  with  which  he  was 
going  to  fill  up  a  bottle,  was  informed  by  the  nurse  that  S.  A.  had  not  taken 
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the  dose  given  to  her.  He  thereupon  went  to  the  bedside  of  the  patient, 
and  put  down  on  the  table  the  measure  glass  he  was  carrying  beside  the 
tumbler.  After  passing  the  nasal  tube  he,  by  mistake,  took  up  the  glass 
containing  the  four  ounces  of  paraldehyde,  and  gave  the  contents  to  the 
patient.  At  once  discovering  his  error,  he  washed  out  the  contents  of  the 
stomach,  and  gave  her  a  drachm  of  aromatic  spirits  of  ammonia,  and  a 
hypodermic  injection  of  strychnine.  The  patient  at  first  became  comatose, 
but  after  treatment,  improved  for  a  time.  Strychnine  was  hypodermically 
administered  at  repeated  intervals,  and  everything  was  done  for  the  patient, 
but  at  1  p.m.  the  next  day  she  became  worse  and  gradually  sank,  dying 
at  2.35. 

There  appeared  to  us  to  be  a  very  regrettable  and  unfortunate  want  of 
care  in  this  case,  and  particularly  in  the  manner  in  which  drugs  were 
dispensed,  and  the  Yisiting  Committee  were  so  informed. 

Herts  County  Asylum. — F.  J.,  a  female  patient,  admitted  into  this  Asylum 
on  3rd  of  May  1909,  was  on  the  29th  of  May  1913  killed  by  her  husband. 
On  the  afternoon  of  that  day  he  was  visiting  her  in  one  of  the  wards,  where 
were  also  other  visitors  and  patients.  He  was  noticed  to  be  continually 
putting  his  hand  in  his  coat  pocket,  and,  as  the  visitors  were  leaving,  a  shot 
was  heard,  and  F.  J.  was  seen  to  fall  to  the  ground.  As  she  lay  there  her 
husband  fired  a  second  shot  at  her,  and  then  one  at  himself.  He  subsequently 
died  in  prison,  on  the  9th  June,  from  the  result  of  his  self-inflicted  injury. 
At  the  inquests  which  were  held,  verdicts  of  wilful  murder  and  of  suicide 
were  returned. 

Hast  Riding  Asylum. — A.  L.,  received  into  this  Asylum  on  the  4th  May 
1891,  met  her  death  on  the  3rd  November  1913,  at  the  hands  of  another 
female  patient,  M.  H.  The  two  patients  occupied  adjoining  beds  in  a 
chronic  dormitory  which  was  visited  once  an  hour,  and  was  next  to  an 
observation  dormitory  where  was  a  nurse  on  duty  all  night,  a  door  between 
the  two  dormitories  being  open.  At  9.15  p.m.  of  the  2nd  November  1913, 
the  nurse  on  duty  in  the  observation  dormitory  heard  M.  H.  crying.  On 
going  to  ascertain  the  cause,  M.  H.  complained  of  toothache.  A.  L.  then 
threatened  to  give  her  a  “  hiding  ”  if  she  did  not  cease  making  so  much 
noise.  Soon  after  the  nurse  had  left  the  dormitory  she  heard  some  patients 
shouting  to  her  to  come  back.  When  she  and  another  nurse  entered  the 
dormitory,  they  found  M.  H.  standing  at  the  bedside  of  A.  L.  sobbing, 
and  the  latter  unconscious  and  bleeding  from  the  head  and  face.  She  died 
23  hours  later  from  fracture  of  the  skull.  From  the  account  given  by  three 
patients,  it  appeared  that  M.  H.  suddenly  got  out  of  bed  and  struck  A.  L. 
repeatedly  on  the  head  with  a  chamber  utensil.  At  the  inquest  the  jury 
found  that  there  was  not  sufficient  evidence  to  identify  the  inmate  who 
inflicted  the  injuries,  or  the  circumstances  under  which  they  were  inflicted, 
and  the  police  authorities  took  no  action  with  reference  to  M.  H.,  who, 
although  at  times  impulsive,  had  never  before  shown  homicidal  tendencies. 


Zymotic  Diseases  in  County  and  Borough  Asylums. 

There  has  been  no  great  change  in  the  incidence  of  these 
diseases  in  1913  from  that  which  has  been  recorded  in  most 
previous  years. 

No  deaths  have  been  reported  from  scarlet  fever ,  and  only 
one  from  diphtheria. 

Measles  has  been  a  cause  of  two  deaths. 

German  measles  occurred  among  the  boys  at  W inwick  to  the 
extent  of  rather  more  than  30  cases. 
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Erysipelas  was  a  cause  of  death  in  23  cases,  which  were 
contributed  by  almost  as  many  asylums,  so  that  its  incidence, 
judged  by  its  mortality,  was  mainly  sporadic. 

Enteric  fever  accounted  for  25  deaths  which  were  distributed 
among  13  asylums.  Prestwich  and  Wandsworth  contributed 
2  each,  Bexley  and  Long  Grove  3  each,  and  Gloucester  and 
Storthes  Hall  each  4,  which  was  the  highest  number  that 
occurred  at  any  asylum.  The  incidence  at  both  the  last- 
named  institutions  was  in  the  form  of  small  epidemics,  the 
origin  of  which  was  not  ascertained.  Towards  the  close  of  the 
year  a  somewhat  sharp  outbreak  occurred  at  Long  Grove ;  it 
was  limited  to  a  ground-floor  ward,  on  the  male  side  of  the 
Asylum,  occupied  by  demented  and  epileptic  patients,  mostly  of 
faulty  habits,  and  a  “carrier  ”  was  considered  to  be  its  source. 
At  the  Cotford  Asylum,  during  the  spring,  4  members  of  the 
staff  (a  medical  officer,  2  nurses,  and  an  attendant)  contracted 
the  disease,  exactly  how  was  not  very  clear,  though  there  seemed 
a  possible  connection  with  a  case  that  occurred  during  the 
previous  year. 

Influenza  has  been  returned  as  a  cause  of  death  in  45  cases 
distributed  amongst  21  asylums.  The  mortality  from  this 
disease  is  not  always  easy  to  estimate,  and  is  probably  consider¬ 
ably  higher  than  is  represented  by  the  above  number.  Several 
Asylums  have  been  visited  by  the  disease  in  epidemic  form,  the 
most  marked  example  being  probably  that  of  Hanwell,  where, 
during  the  spring,  it  doubled  the  death-rate  among  the  patients 
and  attacked  a  large  proportion  of  the  staff. 

Dysentery  and  Diarrhoea. — From  the  returns  furnished  to 
us  we  find  that,  during  1913,  besides  4  cases  of  dysentery  and 
20  cases  (9  of  which  were  at  one  Asylum)  of  diarrhoea  amongst 
the  staff,  there  occurred,  amongst  the  patients  in  the  97  County 
and  Borough  Asylums,  1,159  cases  of  dysentery  and  830  of 
infective  enteritis  or  diarrhoea  of  uncertain  origin,  showing  an 
increase  in  the  former  of  4  and  in  the  latter  of  275  on  the 
figures  for  1912. 

Of  the  patients  attacked  by  dysentery,  525  were  males  and 
634  were  females;  there  recovered  819  ;  there  died  270;  and, 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  70  remained  under  treatment.  The  case 
mortality  for  completed  cases  was,  therefore,  24 '8  per  cent., 
that  for  males  being  22*4,  and  that  for  females  26*7  ;  the 
corresponding  percentages  in  the  previous  year  were  25 ' 5, 
21 ' 5,  and  28 ' 5,  respectively. 

The  percentage  distribution  of  each  sex  as  regards  the  cases 
of  dysentery  is  45  males  :  55  females,  and,  as  regards  cases  of 
dysentery  and  diarrhoea  taken  together,  it  is  43  :  57,  which 
proportions  may  be  compared  with  47  :  53,  representing  the 
percentage  numbers  of  males  and  females  in  the  County  and 
Borough  Asylums  on  the  1st  January  1913. 

The  Asylums  in  which  the  incidence  of  dysentery  was  at 
all  epidemic  in  character  were  Chester,  Parkside,  Maidstone, 
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Rainhill,  Kesteven,  Han  well,  Cotford,  Netherne,  Hellingly, 
West  Sussex,  Wakefield,  Wadsley,  Storthes  Hall,  Beverley, 
Winson  Green,  Cardiff,  Croydon,  Exeter,  Leicester  Borough, 
and  Norwich.  These  outbreaks  were  mostly  in  August, 
September,  and  October,  least  frequent  in  June,  and  there 
were  none  in  July. 

Dysentery  prevailed  more  or  less  throughout  the  year  in 
15  Asylums,  viz.,  Three  Counties,  Parkside,  Devon,  Hants, 
Colney  Hatch,  Long  Grove,  Cheddleton,  Hellingly,  Wakefield, 
Wadsley,  Rubery  Hill,  Cardiff,  Claybury,  Han  well,  and  Menston. 
In  all  these,  except  the  last  four,  it  exhibited  a  similar  pre¬ 
valence  during  the  previous  year.  It  is  noteworthy  that,  with 
the  exception  of  2,  all  are  Asylums  in  which  the  number  of 
patients  is  1,000  and  upwards.  They,  together,  contributed 
678  cases  of  dysentery  and  218  of  diarrhoea. 

No  cases  of  dysentery  are  reported  from  25  Asylums,  in  4  of 
which — Cornwall,  Leicester  and  Rutland,  Northants,and  Scalebor 
Park — the  disease  has  not  been  notified  since  1902,  when  such 
returns  were  first  made.  Newport  is  also  included,  whence 
there  has  been  no  case  returned  since  the  Asylum  was  opened 
in  1906.  Nine  of  these  Asylums,  however,  reported  a  total 
of  159  cases  of  diarrhoea,  of  which  31  were  from  Leicester  and 
Rutland  and  8  from  Cornwall. 

It  is  again  surprising  to  observe  that,  in  the  returns,  only 
92  cases  are  recorded  as  having  had  one  or  more  previous  attacks 
of  dysentery.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  these  relapsed 
cases  have  been  recorded  from  only  16  Asylums,  which  together 
contributed  390  cases  of  dysentery. 

The  monthly  incidence,  per  cent,  of  the  total  attacks  of 
dysentery  and  diarrhoea  during  1913,  is  shown  in  the  subjoined 
table  and  diagram —

Monthly  Incidence  per  cent,  of  total  attacks  in  1913. 

The  total  incidence  of  dysentery  in  1913  was  11*1  per  1,000 
inmates,  that  is,  0*2  lower  than  the  rate  for  1912.  The 
diarrhoeal  incidence  was  7*9  per  1,000  as  compared  with  5*4 
in  1912. 

It  will  he  seen  from  Table  XL,  Appendix  B.,  that,  in  each 
of  36  of  the  72  Asylums  in  which  dysentery  occurred,  the  total 
number  of  cases  during  the  year  was  less  than  10,  in  25  it 
ranged  from  10  to  30,  and  in  11  it  was  more  than  30,  the 
highest  number  in  any  one  Asylum  being  100. 

For  purpose  of  further  analysis  of  the  figures,  the  Asylums 
have,  as  in  previous  years,  been  divided  into  three  groups, 
according  to  their  size  :  — 

Group  A. — Asylums  in  which  the  daily  average  resident 
number  of  inmates  during  the  year  was  1,000  and  upwards, 
40  in  number,  with  an  aggregate  population  of  66,583. 
Dysentery  occurred  in  35  of  these  Institutions.  The  total 
number  of  recorded  cases  was  808,  of  whom  549  recovered, 
202  died,  and  57  remained  under  treatment  at  the  close  of  the 
year.  The  case-mortality  was  therefore  26*9  per  cent.  ;  and 
the  incidence  rate  12*1  per  1,000  inmates.  Cases  of  diarrhoea 
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were  reported  from  27  of  these  Asylums,  amounting  in  all  to 
479,  and  representing  an  incidence  rate  of  7 '2  per  1,000. 

Group  B. — Asylums  with  an  average  of  from  500  to  1,000 
inmates — 41  in  number — aggregate  population,  32,699.  Dysen¬ 
tery  occurred  in  33  asylums,  the  cases  amounting  in  all  to  313. 
Of  these,  241  recovered,  59  died,  and  13  remained  under 
treatment  at  the  close  of  the  year.  The  incidence  rate  was, 
therefore,  9*6  per  1,000,  and  the  case-mortality  19 '7  per  cent. 
Oases  of  diarrhoea  were  reported  from  30  of  these  Asylums,  and 
numbered  320,  representing  an  incidence  rate  of  9*8  per  1,000. 

Group  G. — Asylums  with  less  than  500  inmates — 16  in 
number — aggregate  population,  5,586.  Cases  of  dysentery  were 
reported  from  four  of  these  Asylums,  amounting  in  all  to  38, 
of  whom  29  recovered  and  9  died.  The  dysentery  incidence  of 
this  group  was,  therefore,  6 ‘8  per  1,000,  and  the  case-mortality 
23*7  per  cent.  Cases  of  diarrhoea,. numbering  in  all  31,  were 
reported  from  three  of  these  Asylums,  equivalent  to  an  incidence 
rate  of  5*5  per  1,000.

We  append,  as  usual,  a  few  memoranda  of  tlie  experiences, 
kindly  furnislied  to  ns  by  Medical  Superintendents,  of  the 
occurrence  of  dysentery  and  diarrhoea  in  certain  Asylums  : — 

Cheddleton  Asylum. — Of  the  attacks  of  dysentery  3  male  and  15  female, 
total  18,  were  recurrences  among  patients  already  segregated.  Of  these 
4  females  died,  and  in  every  case  the  colitis  was  found  to  be  of  long 
standing,  all  these  4  were  therefore  carriers.  Of  the  8  primary  male 
cases  only  3  can  be  accounted  for  by  infection  from  an  old  soldier  who  had 
dysentery  in  India,  but  all  the  8  arose  in  5  different  wards  about  the  same 
time  during  a  cold  spell  in  1ST ovember-December,  and  one  died.  Among 
the  females  the  7  primary  cases  all  arose  in  one  ward  in  February,  at  the 
same  time  as  three  of  the  recurrences  in  the  dysentery  block ;  there  were 
some  degrees  of  frost  at  the  time.  Two  of  the  primary  cases  died,  but  the 
carrier  was  never  discovered,  although  the  whole  ward  was  kept  in  bed, 
temperatures  taken  and  stools  examined,  for  10  days. 

West  Sussex  County  Asylum. — There  was  an  epidemic  outbreak  in  May 
on  the  male  side — 11  cases  of  colitis  and  one  of  diarrhoea — all  but  one 
confined  to  the  Infirmary,  a  ground  floor  ward,  where  there  are  a  large 
number  of  feeble  and  senile  cases.  One  case  (JAR.)  had  an  attack  of 
diarrhoea  in  February  and  was  one  of  the  first  affected  in  the  outbreak  of 
colitis  in  May,  and  probably  from  the  fact  of  his  having  had  four  previous 
attacks,  was  the  chief  “carrier  of  infection.”  He  died  on  October  5th  from 
congestion  of  the  lungs  ;  no  active  colitis  was  present  at  post-mortem. 
Of  the  cases  attacked  four  were  general  paralytics,  and  all  the  others 
during  the  outbreak  were  old  and  feeble  patients-.  A  case  recorded  in 
December  was  in  another  ground-floor  observation  ward,  and  was  immediately 
isolated  and  no  further  cases  have  ensued.  The  cases  are  treated  in  a 
special  dormitory  in  the  infirmary  block,  and  all  those  who  have  ever  had 
the  disease  remain  here.  The  routine  treatment  is  castor  oil  to  start  with, 
then  mag.  sulph.  daily,  but  not  in  large  doses,  and  creasote  with  cod-liver  oil 
or  petroleum  emulsion.  Dysenteric  lesions  were  found  in  all  six  cases  that 
died,  but  they  all  showed  a  chronic  state,  a  thickened  condition  of  the  large 
bowel  and  healed  ulcers.  There  was  no  active  ulceration  in  any  case. 

Wilts  County  Asylum. — In  September,  October,  and  November,  a  number 
of  cases  occurred  of  brief  illness,  none  fatal,  in  which  prominent  symptoms 
were  vomiting  and  diarrhoea  for  one  or  two  days,  with  some  fever.  These 
appear  to  have  been  cases  of  influenza  of  gastro-intestinal  type.  I  am 
informed  that  similar  cases  occurred  in  considerable  numbers  about  the 
same  time  in  the  town  of  Devizes. 

West  Biding  Asylum. — Dysentery  was  epidemic  in  Ward  5,  on  the  male 
side,  but  was  otherwise  sporadic  throughout  the  Institution.  Ward  incidence 
was  clearly  shown  on  the  male  side  in  the  case  of  Ward  5,  an  upstairs 
(1st  floor)  ward  for  imbeciles,  12  cases  occurring  there  during  November 
and  December.  Ward  35,  a  ground-floor  sick  ward  for  old  and  infirm 
patients,  also  contained  12  cases.  The  remaining  15  cases  occurred 
sporadically  in  six  wards.  On  the  female  side  the  cases  were  more 
scattered,  and  of  the  59  new  cases  during  the  year,  8  was  the  largest 
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number  in  one  ward,  this  being  Ward  23,  a  large  1st  floor  refractory  ward, 
which  has  been  in  isolation  during  the  year  for  the  reception  of  (probably) 
cured  cases  of  dysentery.  The  remaining  51  cases  were  scattered  amongst 
13  separate  wards.  A  special  Isolation  Hospital  is  provided.  In  addition 
to  this,  wards  are  set  apart  for  the  reception  of  cases  of  (probably)  recovered 
dysentery.  Wherever  possible  the  stools  have  been  examined  by  the 
pathologist,  and  he  has  been  able  to  report  upon  80  of  the  100  cases.  The 
remaining  20  cases  were  mild,  and  satisfactory  specimens  of  faeces  were  not 
obtainable.  Dysenteric  lesions  were  found  in  24  cases — 6  males  and 
18  females.  This  year  is  the  worst  of  the  present  epidemic  incidence  of 
dysentery.  This  epidemic  incidence  began  in  1911  with  35  cases.  In  1912 
there  were  78  cases,  and  in  1913  there  were  100.  A  study  of  the  three 
years  of  epidemic  incidence  leads  me  to  the  conclusion  that  the  disease  is 
not  spread  by  means  of  cases  which  exhibit  obvious  symptoms  of  dysentery. 
It  is  quite  clear  that  the  infection  is  handed  on  by  undetected  “carriers” 
of  the  disease.  Until  a  bacteriological  method  for  the  detection  of  these 
is  discovered,  it  will,  I  believe,  be  difficult  to  control  the  epidemic  incidence 
and  impossible  to  eradicate  the  disease.  The  most  important  fact  bearing 
on  this  question  is  the  almost  entirely  sporadic  incidence  throughout  the 
Institution  during  the  past  three  years  of  general  epidemic  incidence  of 
dysentery. 

Nottingham  City  Asylum. — The  later  cases  have  all  been  treated  in  the 
fresh  air  on  the  verandah  with  some  success.  We  start  with  large  doses  of 
calomel  (gr.  x.  at  least),  afterwards  giving  belladona.  Mag.  sulph.  is 
used  afterwards  for  constipation.  When  influenza  is  about,  a  mixture  of 
bismuth  carb.  (3  gr.)  and  sodii  salicylate  (3  gr.)  does  good. 

Tuberculosis . — It  will  be  seen  from  Table  XII.,  Appendix  B., 
that  in  the  97  County  and  Borongli  Asylums,  the  total  number 
of  deaths  ascribed,  during  the  year  1913,  primarily  or  secondarily, 
to  tuberculous  affections  was  1,847,  which  may  be  contrasted 
with  1,740  for  the  previous  year,  and  which  is  in  the  proportion 
of  18 ' 3  per  cent,  of  deaths  from  all  causes,  and  of  17  ‘  6  per  1,000 
of  the  daily  average  number  resident.  The  corresponding 
proportions  for  the  year  1912  were  17  *  7  and  17  *  0.  Of  the  total 
deaths  from  tuberculosis,  79*6  per  cent,  were  due  to  pulmonary 
phthisis,  80 '3  per  cent,  being  the  corresponding  proportion  in 
the  previous  year. 

The  following  table  sets  out  these  proportions  with  respect 
to  the  Asylums  arranged  in  three  groups  according  to  their

Bearing  in  mind  that  this  disease— which,  until  lately  has 
been  thought  to  be  mainly  confined  to  districts  in  the  south  of 
Europe,  and  which  was  said  never  to  occur,  or  to  be  certainly 
not  indigenous  in  this  country — often  produces  seveie  effects  in 
the  central  nervous  system,  including  symptoms  of .  mental 
disorder  sometimes  ending  in  dementia  and  death,  lt^is  o 
importance  to  record  the  fact  that  during  the  year  eight  deaths 
from  this  affection  have  been  reported  from  asylums  m  this 
country — four  from  Napsbury,  three  from  Prestwich,  and  one 
from  Devon.  In  three  instances  the  patient  had  been  less  than 
three  months  continuously  in  an  Asylum,  in  one  instance  just 
18  months,  in  one  nearly  3  years,  in  another  a  little  over  10  years, 
and  in  the  remaining  two  instances  over  20  years.^  In  each  case 
but  one  the  attack  of  mental  disorder  was  said  to  be  the  first. 


Registered  Hospitals. 

The  14  registered  hospitals,  to  the  number  of  which  there  has 
been  no  addition  of  recent  years,  continue  to  be  well  conducted 

and  in  a  liberal  and  progressive  spirit,  . 

They  provide,  in  varying  degrees,  good  accommodation  ancl 
skilled  treatment  as  well  for  patients  whose  means  are  limited 
but  whose  social  position  and  education  unfit  them  for  the 
associations  of  county  asylums,  as  for  those  whose  payments 
command  luxurious  accommodation  at  charges  which  leave  a 
considerable  margin  of  profit. 

It  is  to  be  earnestly  hoped  that  the  due  relation,  between 
these  two  classes  may  be  maintained  and  the  primary  objects 
with  which  these  institutions  were  originally  founded  kept 
carefully  in  the  foreground. 

On  the  1st  of  January  1913,  undergoing  treatment  and  care 
in  the  hospitals  were  2,598  patients  and  110  voluntary  boarders, 
and  on  the  31st  of  December  2,625  and  96  respectively. 

In  the  interval  between  these  dates  9o0  patients  and  -mb 
boarders  were  admitted,  750  patients  and  264  boarders  were 
discharged,  and  153  and  6  respectively  have,  died,  showing  t  le 
satisfactory  results  of  the  treatment  of  patients  m  4b  1  pei 
cent,  of  recoveries  upon  the  admissions  and  5  9  per  cent,  ox 
deaths  on  the  average  numbers  resident  during  the  year. 

Incidental  circumstances  affecting  the  several  hospitals  are 
related  in  the  following  paragraphs  : 

St.  Andrew  s  Hospital,  Northampton. — The  death  of  Mr. 
Joseph  Bayley,  upwards  of  47  years  medical  superintendent,  has 
deprived  this  Hospital  of  services  to  which  its  high  position  and 
success  are  mainly  due.  He  has  been  succeeded  by  Dr.  D.  T . 
Rambaut,  medical  superintendent  of  the  Salop  County  Asyfum. 

Barnwood  House,  Gloucester,— Plans  of  two  new  bathrooms 
and  of  heating  appliances  for  the  Isolation  Hospital  have  been 
approved  by  us  and  earned  into  effect. 
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Bethel  Hospital ,  Norwich. — It  is  worthy  of  record  that  this 
institution  has  j  ust  completed  200  years  of  useful  existence. 

We  have  during  the  year  approved  plans  of  additional 
accommodation  and  improvements  in  the  ladies’  building. 

The  Coppice ,  Nottingham. — This  Hospital  has  sustained  the 
loss  during  the  year  of  Hr.  Tate,  who  had  occupied  with  great 
efficiency  the  post  of  medical  superintendent  from  its  foundation 
in  1859.  Dr.  David  Hunter,  medical  superintendent  of  the 
Asylum  for  the  Borough  of  West  Ham,  has  been  appointed  his 
successor. 

St.  Lukes  Hospital,  London. — A  special  room  for  dentistry 
has  been  provided  at  this  Hospital,  a  new  departure  which  we 
cordially  welcome.  M.  J.  B.,  a  female  patient,  committed 
suicide  by  hanging  herself  in  this  Hospital. 

She  was  known  to  have  had  suicidal  tendencies,  but  had 
improved.  She  slept  in  a  dormitory  with  three  other  patients 
and  succeeded  in  forcing  open  one  of  the  shutters  and  hanging 
herself  by  means  of  a  skein  of  wool  from  the  window  fastener. 
A  special  visit  was  at  once  paid  by  us  to  the  Hospital  and 
suggestions  made  with  the  object  of  preventing  similar  incidents 
by  a  complete  alteration  of  the  windows  and  shutters. 

The  Warneford  Hospital,  Oxford. — Plans  of  a  detached  block 
for  nurses  at  this  Hospital  have  been  approved  by  us  and  the 
buildings  are  in  course  of  erection.  They  will  much  conduce  to 
the  comfort  of  the  staff  and  the  efficient  administration  of  the 
Hospital. 

W on f 07xl  House,  Exeter. — A.  C.,  a  male  patient  in  this  Hos¬ 
pital,  having  given  no  previous  indications  of  being  suicidally 
disposed,  hanged  himself  by  means  of  a  pocket  handkerchief 
from  a  loop  in  the  open  shutter  of  his  bedroom. 

Two  months  later  P.  C.  H.,  a  male  patient  in  the  same  Hospital, 
also  hanged  himself  by  means  of  a  rope  from  the  stage  scenery 
in  the  recreation  room.  He  was  not  considered  to  be  suicidal, 
and  had  free  parole  in  the  Hospital  grounds. 

In  neither  of  these  cases  did  there  appear  to  us  to  have  been 
any  want  of  adequate  supervision  and  care  on  the  part  of  any  of 
the  staff. 

The  Hetreat,  York. — A  department  for  the  supply  of  trained 
male  mental  nurses  has  been  started  at  this  Hospital  on  lines 
similar  to  those  of  the  trained  nurses’  department  for  females, 
which  was  formed  in  1909. 

Institutions  for  Idiots. 

On  the  1st  of  April  1914,  the  Idiots’  Act,  1886,  is  repealed, 
and  all  hospitals,  institutions  and  licensed  houses  which  at  that 
date  are  registered  under  the  Idiots’  Act  will,  without  further 
certification,  become  certified  institutions  under  the  Mental 
Deficiency  Act,  1913,  or  if  carried  on  for  private  profit  certified 
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houses.  The  Board  of  Control,  may  on  application .  make  an 
order  that  the  whole  or  any  part  of  such  hospital,  institution,  or 
house  he  an  approved  home. 

As  mentioned  in  our  last  Report,  two  additions  were  made 
during  1912  to  the  number  of  Idiot  Institutions  by  the  registra¬ 
tion  by  us  of  Heath  House,  Hayward’s  Heath,  for  3,  and  of 
“  AVellington,”  New  Malden,  Surrey,  for  8  patients. 

Subsequently  both  houses  were  given  up,  and  a  fresh  licence 
was  granted  to  the  licensee  of  '£  'Wellington  for.  The  Gables, 
Hampton  Wick,  for  the  reception  of  16  male  patients. 

The  Idiot  Institutions  generally  continue  to  discharge  their 
useful  functions  in  such  away  and  to  be  maintained  in.  such 
good  order  as  to  entitle  them  to  the  confidence  of  the  public. 

The  number  of  patients  resident  in  them  on  the  1st  of 
January  1913  was  2,170,  and  there  have  been  since  admitted, 
273  ;  discharged,  188  ;  and  73  have  died  ;  leaving  in  the  Institu¬ 
tions  at  the  end  of  the  year  2,182  persons,  of  whom  1,437  were 
males,  and  745  females. 

Royal  Albert  Institution ,  Lancaster—  At  the  last  visit  by 
members  of  our  Board,  they  were  gratified  to  find  that  a  pai.t  of 
the  building  which  had  been  commented  on  at  the  previous 
visit  as  unsuitable  for  day  occupation,  had  been  disused  for  that 
purpose  and  devoted  to  dormitory  purposes  only. 

They  suggested  additional  decoration  of  some  parts  of  the 
Asylum  and  the  provision  of  an  isolation  hospital,  and  they  noted 
with  approval  the  approaching  completion  of  the  detached  farm 
block  for  40  male  patients,  and  they  proposed  additions  to  the 

means  of  safe  escape  in  case  of  fire. 

On  October  21st  this  Institution  celebrated  its  ninth  quin¬ 
quennial  festival,  which  was  largely  attended  by  subscribers  and 
well-wishers,  including  two  members  of  our  Board.  The  occasion 
was  especially  noticeable  for  the  opening  by  the  Countess  of 
Derby  of  the  new  farm  colony  referred  to  above,  which  will 
provide  a  very  valuable  addition  to  the  lesouices  of  the 
Institution. 

Earlswood  Asylum,  Redhill. — The  complete  restoration  of 
those  parts  of  the  building  which  had  seriously  suffered  from 
foundation  subsidence  has  been  delayed  from  want  of  funds. 
We  desire  to  renew  the  expression  of  our  hope  that  the  funds 
for  this  purpose  will  be  forthcoming  at  an  early  date.  The 
Asylum  continues  to  do  admirable  public  work. 

Royal  Eastern  Counties  Institution,  Colchester  — When 
visiting  this  Institution  it  was  noted  that  since  the  last  visit  the 
wooden  hospital  had  been  rebuilt  m  brick  and  some  other  small 
structural  and  many  decorative  improvements  made  with  good 
effect.  We  have  had  submitted  to  us,  and  have  approved,  plans 
for  the  erection  at  this  Institution  of  a  detached  hospital  block 
for  male  patients. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  we  received,  with  much  regret, 
information  of  the  death  of  Mr.  John  J.  C.  Turnei,  the  Superin- 
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tendent,  to  whose  active  interest  the  success  and  progress  of  the 
Institution  had  been  so  largely  due  for  many  years  past. 

Midland  Counties  Idiot  Institution,  Knowle,  Warwickshire. — 
*'  Plans  have  been  submitted  to  us,  and  are  now  under  considera¬ 
tion,  for  a  new  infirmary  block  for  both  male  and  female  patients 
at  this  Institution. 

State  and  Criminal  Institutions. 

State  Criminal  Asylum,  Broadmoor. — Visits  to  this  Asylum 
on  the  14th  and  1 5th  of  July  by  members  of  our  Board  showed 
that  it  continues  to  be  conducted  in  a  progressive  and  generally 
satisfactory  manner.  Since  the  previous  visit  there  had  been 
175  admissions,  213  discharges,  199  of  these  to  other  Asylums, 
either  as  criminals  or  ordinary  paupers,  and  35  deaths,  all  of 
them  the  result  of  natural  causes,  ascertained  in  each  case  by  a 
post-mortem  examination. 

Subsequently  to  the  above  visits  two  male  patients  succeeded 
in  committing  suicide,  the  one  on  the  2nd  of  September  by  the 
infliction  of  a  wound  in  the  throat  by  means  of  a  sharpened 
piece  of  steel  busk,  picked  up,  as  far  as  could  be  ascertained, 
while  the  man  was  working  outside,  he  having  never  shown  any 
suicidal  symptoms ;  the  other  on  the  14th  of  November  by 
hanging  himself  from  the  hinge  of  a  shutter  in  his  bedroom. 

This  patient  was  known  to  be  suicidal,  and  placed  under 
careful  supervision  ;  yet,  although  searched  nightly,  he  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  secreting  a  pocket-handkerchief  and  a  piece  of 
tape,  with  which  he  was  able  to  effect  his  purpose  in  one  of 
the  intervals  of  20  minutes  between  the  visits  of  the  night 
attendant. 

At  the  inquests  the  Coroner’s  juries  did  not  attribute  blame 
in  either  of  these  cases  to  any  member  of  the  Asylum  staff. 

At  the  visits  by  Commissioners  already  referred  to  the  num¬ 
ber  of  patients  in  residence  was  780,  as  against  853  in  the 
previous  year,  and  592  were  men  and  1S8  women.  There  were 
vacancies  for  30  patients. 

Only  one  instance  of  mechanical  restraint  had  occurred  in 
the  14  months  since  the  previous  visit,  but  there  had,  of  course, 
been  a  somewhat  extensive  recourse  to  seclusion. 

An  exception  to  the  satisfactory  state  of  the  Asylum  was 
found  in  the  inadequacy  of  means  for  dealing  with  an  outbreak 
of  fire.  This  was  at  once  brought  before  the  Council  of  Super¬ 
vision  and  the  Secretary  of  State,  with  the  result  that  a  complete 
scheme  of  water  supply  and  fire  appliances  is  to  be  provided,  at 
considerable  cost. 

State  Criminal  Asylum,  Ramjpton. — A  second  block  at 
this  Asylum  has  been  erected  for  male  patients,  and  good 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  laying  out  of  the  airing  grounds. 
Ten  additional  cottages  for  the  staff  and  new  farm  buildings 
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were  either  completed  or  in  course  of  erection  at  the  visit  in 
December,  and  the  old  farmhouse  was  being  adapted  to  the 
purposes  of  a  club  and  billiard-room  for  the  staff.  It  was  hoped 
that  a  boundary  wall,  not  less  in  height  than  the  corresponding 
wall  at  Broadmoor,  would  bo  erected  around  a  large  portion  of 
the  estate  so  as  to  allow  of  the  unsightly  airing  court  walls 
being  replaced  by  suitable  open  iron  fencing  of  an  unclimbable 
character.  The  Asylum  was  being  conducted  with  efficiency, 
and  its  general  condition  was  regarded  as  satisfactory.  It  con¬ 
tained  219  patients,  of  whom  166  were  men  and  53  women,  and 
there  were  vacancies  for  32  of  the  former  and  7  of  the  latter. 

There  had  been  no  employment  of  mechanical  restraint,  but 
34  patients  had  been  secluded. 

Royal  Military  Hospital,  Netley. — At  our  visit  to  this  Hospital 
in  June  we  were  able  to  report  very  favourably  as  to  its  condition 
and  management.  Only  8  patients  were  in  residence,  but  since 
the  previous  visit,  in  July  1912,  125  patients  had  been  admitted, 
131  discharged,  43  of  them  on  recovery,  and  2  had  died  from 
natural  causes,  so  that  there  had  been  a  considerable  movement 
among  the  patients.  No  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  had 
been  used. 

A  much-needed  new  house  was  about  to  be  built  for  the 
Sergeant-major  and  Chief  Wardmaster  ;  a  new  sitting-room  had 
been  provided  for  the  officers,  and  proposals  were  under  con¬ 
sideration  for  an  improvement  in  the  still  imperfect  ventilation 
of  the  single  rooms. 

Royal  Naval  Hospital,  Great  Yarmouth. — This  Hospital 
continues  to  be  administered  with  care  and  efficiency.  When 
visited  in  May  157  patients  were  undergoing  treatment,  and 
were  properly  cared  for  and  generally  free  from  complaint. 
Neither  mechanical  restraint  nor  seclusion  had  been  made  use  of 
since  the  previous  visit.  Forty-six  patients  had  been  admitted 
and  8  discharged,  7  of  them  on  recovery,  and  there  had  been 
39  deaths,  all  from  natural  causes.  There  were  vacancies  for 
70  patients. 

In  90  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  the  cause  of  death  was  general 
paralysis,  but  the  Hospital  had  been  able  to  maintain,  as  for  so 
many  years  past,  its  enviable  reputation  for  the  entire  absence 
of  bedsores. 

Much  well-chosen  redecoration  had  been  effected  in  the  rooms 
and  corridors,  with  a  marked  improvement  in  their  appearance, 
and  all  of  them  were  clean,  bright  and  comfortable. 

Licensed  Houses  generally. 

No  changes  have  occurred  during  1913  in  the  number  of 
houses  licensed  for  the  reception  of  lunatics,  but  the  licence 
of  one  of  the  houses  licensed  for  the  reception  of  idiot  or 
imbecile  patients  which  had  been  granted  the  previous  year, 
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was  allowed  to  drop,  and  in  another  case  the  licensee  removed 
her  patients  to  a  house  within  the  Commissioners’  own  juris¬ 
diction,  for  which  a  new  licence  was  granted  under  section  17 
of  8  &  9  Viet.,  cap.  100,  and  which  was  subsequently  registered 
by  our  Board  as  an  idiot  institution  under  the  Idiots  Act,  1886. 

There  were,  therefore,  on  the  1st  of  January  1914,  21  . 
Metropolitan  Houses  licensed  by  us,  and  44  Provincial  Houses 
licensed  by  justices  for  the  reception  of  lunatics  under  the 
Lunacy  Acts,  and  two  Metropolitan  and  one  Provincial  Licensed 
House  registered  under  the  Idiots  Act,  1886. 

The  following  table  gives  the  total  numbers,  classification, 
and  distribution  of  the  patients  detained  in  those  houses  (other 
than  those  in  the  three  registered  as  Institutions  for  Idiots)  on 
the  1st  of  January  1914  : —

These  figures  show  that  there  was  no  change  in  the  total 
number  of  patients  in  the  Metropolitan  Houses,  but  an  increase 
of  30  in  those  in  the  provinces. 


In  addition  to  the  patients  detained  on  reception  orders, 
there  were  71  persons  residing  in  these  Houses  as  voluntary 
boarders,  namely,  15  in  the  Metropolitan  district  and  56  in 
the  Provincial  districts.  The  proportion  of  private  patients  and 
voluntary  boarders  in  these  Houses  is  28  per  cent,  and  43  per 
cent,  respectively  to  the  total  number  of  private  patients 
detained  under  the  Lunacy  Acts  and  of  voluntary  boarders 
residing  in  institutions  for  lunatics. 

During  the  past  year  our  inspection  of  these  Houses  has 
satisfied  us  that  they  continued  to  be  maintained  in  good  order, 
and  so  conducted  as  to  secure  that  proper  care  and  attention 
were  bestowed  upon  their  inmates. 

In  Appendices  A.  and  B.  further  statistics  are  given  with 
regard  to  patients  in  Licensed  Houses ;  in  Appendix  1 .  copies 
of  the  reports  made  upon  them  by  the  Commissioners  visiting 
during  the  year ;  and  Appendix  L.  gives  a  list  of  the  Houses 
and  their  licensees. 

Five  deaths  from  suicide  of  patients  were  brought  to  our 
notice  during  the  year.  In  three  cases  the  death  was  due  to 
strangulation  from  hanging.  In  the  fourth  case,  the  patient 
escaped,  and  threw  himself  in  front  of  a  train  and  was 
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decapitated,  and  in  the  fifth  case  the  act  was  committed  before 
admission.  In  no  instance  was  suicidal  tendency  thought  to 
exist  at  the  time  of  the  act. 

Such  matters  in  connection  with  these  Houses  as  call  for 
special  comment  are  mentioned  in  the  following  paragraphs  : — ■ 


Metropolitan  Licensed  Houses. 

Bethnall  House. — Mr.  Robert  Barra,  for  many  years  one  of 
the  licensees  of  this  House,  died  on  the  12th  of  February  1913, 
and  his  place  as  licensee  was  taken  by  his  son,  Mr.  Robert 
Burra. 

Camberwell  House. — Plans  were  submitted  and  approved  by 
us  for  the  erection  of  detached  kitchens  and  stores,  and  also  for 
the  conversion  of  the  present  kitchen  into  a  chapel. 

Fenstanton.— At  the  Annual  Licensing  Board  the  name  of 
Mrs.  Harriett  White  was  added  in  the  licence  of  this  House  to 
that  of  Dr.  E.  W.  White  and  Dr.  T.  D.  Greenlees,  and  on  the 
21st  May  1913,  the  name  of  Dr.  J.  II.  Earls  was  substituted  for 
the  latter  as  the  resident  licensee,  and  he  took  over  the  charge 
of  the  House  on  the  24th  of  June. 

The  Gables ,  Hampton  Wick. — On  Miss  Frances  M.  Deck 
relinquishing  her  licence  for  Wellington,  New  Malden,  a  new 
licence  for  the  reception  of  16  male  idiots  or  imbeciles  was 
granted  to  her  by  our  Board  under  section  17  of  8  &  9  Viet 
c.  100,  and  The  Gables  was  subsequently  registered  by  us 
under  the  Idiots  Act,  1886.  Miss  Deck  removed  to  Hampton 
Wick  with  her  patients  from  New  Malden  on  the  28th  of  October. 

Hayes  Park. — The  name  of  Dr.  Henry  Frank  Stilwell  has 
been  substituted  for  that  of  Dr.  Reginald  J.  Stilwell  in  the 
licence  of  this  House. 

Hendon  Grove. — In  October  the  name  of  Miss  Sarah  Bridger 
was  added  to  the  licence  of  this  house. 

Mead  House. — The  name  of  Dr.  Henry  Frank  Stilwell  has 
been  substituted  for  that  of  Dr.  Reginald  J.  Stilwell  in  the 
licence  of  this  House. 

Mooreroft. — The  name  of  Dr.  R.  H.  Cole  has  been  withdrawn 
from  the  licence,  but  be  continues  to  take  an  active  management 
in  the  House  as  heretofore. 

N orthumberland  House. — A  conservatory  has  been  erected 
at  this  House  between  the  gentlemen’s  and  ladies’  wing,  which 
serves  as  a  means  of  access  from  one  side  of  the  house  to  the 
other,  and  also  as  an  additional  waiting  lounge  for  visitors. 

Peekham  House. — The  licence  of  this  House  was  varied  in 
October  so  as  to  allow  No.  1,  Lyndhurst  Road,  to  be  used  for  the 
same  purposes  as  the  other  parts  of  the  establishment. 
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Provincial  Licensed  Houses. 

Ashbrook  Hall . — Tlie  name  of  Mr.  Ellis  George  Whateley 
was  substituted  for  that  of  Mr.  Rowland  Beevor  on  the  renewal 
of  this  licence. 

Bishopstone  House.-— The  name  of  Miss  Euphemia  Scott 
Burnet  was  substituted  for  that  of  Miss  Alice  Kirby  when  the 
licence  for  this  House  was  renewed  on  April  8th. 

The  Briars. — The  licence  of  this  House  is  now  in  the  sole 
name  of  Mrs.  Annie  Steward,  her  sister,  Miss  Sarah  E.  Griffiths, 
who  was  for  many  years  associated  with  her  in  the  management 
of  this  House,  having  died  in  1912. 

Brislington  House.— The  names  of  Mr.  Herbert  Francis  Fox 
and  Mr.  Herbert  Nash  were  added  to  the  licence  of  this  House 
when  renewed  on  the  9th  of  April  1913. 

Fisherton  House. — Alterations  and  improvements  have  been 
made  in  this  House  in  order  to  bring  the  older  parts  of  it  up  to 
the  standard  of  modern  recpiirements.  Included  in  these  was 
the  reconstruction  of  Ward  9  on  the  male  side  which  comprised 
the  provision  of  patients’  single  rooms,  new  sanitary  conveniences, 
and  the  improvement  of  the  lighting  of  the  ward. 

Hayclock  Lodge.  —  Dr.  Claud  Norman  Coad  succeeded 
Dr.  A.  E.  Chambers  as  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  this  House, 
and  his  name  was  substituted  for  the  latter’s  in  the  licence  when 
it  was  renewed  on  the  28th  of  October  1913. 

Hay  dock  Lodge. — H.  J.,  a  patient  admitted  into  this  House 
on  the  19th  of  November  1913,  died  there  on  the  3rd  day  of 
December. 

The  coroner  held  an  inquest  on  the  8th  of  December,  when 
the  jury  returned  a  verdict  that  he  died  from  natural  causes, 
and  that  no  undue  violence  was  used  during  treatment.  As 
there  were  found  at  the  post-mortem  examination  fractures  of 
three  ribs  and  some  bruising  of  the  abdominal  walls,  our  Board 
thought  it  desirable  that  an  inquiry  should  be  held  by  two  of 
our  members.  Accordingly  on  the  22nd  of  December  two 
Commissioners  held  a  special  inquiry  into  the  circumstances 
attending  the  death  of  this  patient.  At  this  inquiry  it  was 
ascertained  that  TI.  J.  was  received  into  Haydock  Lodge  on  the 
19th  of  November,  suffering  from  general  paralysis  of  the 
insane ;  during  the  first  ten  days  of  his  residence  he  was 
alternately  excitable  and  manageable  ;  sometimes  the  sleeping 
draughts  which  were  given  to  him  had  no  effect,  and  then  the 
patient  would  become  excitable  and  start  shouting,  or  would 
try  to  get  out  of  bed.  On  the  morning  of  29th  of  November 
the  patient  was  got  up  and  dressed  and  taken  to  the  Great  Hall, 
but  the  attendant  in  charge,  noticing  that  he  was  very  drowsy, 
had  him  conveyed  to  the  hospital,  where  he  was  undressed  and 
put  to  bed.  After  1  p.m.  he  became  wakeful  and  increasingly 
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restless.  As  there  was  another  patient  in  bed  in  the  hospital 
who  required  frequent  attention,  another  attendant  was  sent 
there  to  assist  the  one  already  in  the  ward,  his  instructions 
being  to  prevent  the  patient  throwing  off  the  clothes  and 
attempting  to  get  out  of  bed.  This  happened  frequently  during 
the  afternoon,  and  at  the  inquest  the  attendant  said  :  “  I  was 
“  full}-  occupied  all  the  afternoon  trying  to  keep  him  in  bed, 
u  and  had  great  difficulty  in  doing  so.  I  had  to  hold  him  down 
“  by  the  shoulders,  and  J.  had  to  come  and  help  me  frequently.” 
At  6.30  pan.,  when  both  attendants  were  engaged  with  the 
other  restless  patient,  H.  J.  slid  out  of  bed  on  to  the  floor,  and 
in  doing  so  struck  his  head.  He  was  not  obviously  hurt,  and 
there  was  no  difficulty  in  getting  him  back  to  bed,  where  he 
continued  in  the  same  restless  state  until  7.30  p.m.,  when  he 
was  taken  back  to  the  Observation  Dormitory,  walking  there. 
As  he  was  again  very  noisy  and  restless,  the  sleeping  draught 
not  taking  effect,  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  gave  instructions 
for  his  removal  to  a  single  room  off  the  hospital  ward.  He 
walked  back  there  at  10.45  p.m.  When  first  visited  at  mid¬ 
night  he  was  asleep,  but  at  1  a.m.  he  was  found  crawling  on 
the  floor,  making  a  noise  and  knocking  on  the  door  of  the  room. 

At  each  half-hourly  visit  he  ivas  found  out  of  bed,  which 
was  made  up  on  the  floor,  and  the  restlessness  continued  until 
7.30  am.  on  the  30th,  when  he  was  got  up  and  dressed.  As  he 
was  wearing  his  day  shirt,  into  which  he  had  been  changed 
during  the  night,  this  was  not  removed,  and  so  if  bruises  then 
existed  on  his  body,  they  were  not  discovered.  He  walked  out 
of  the  hospital  ward  to  the  dining  room  for  breakfast,  and 
thence  to  the  Great  Hall,  where  he  remained  quiet  all  the 
morning.  He  refused  his  dinner,  and  the  head  attendant, 
noticing  he  was  sick  and  appeared  very  feeble,  directed  his 
removal  to  the  hospital,  where  he  was  undressed  and  put  to 
bed.  On  being  undressed,  a  small  bruise  on  the  abdomen  was 
noticed,  but  it  was  not  reported  to  the  head  attendant  as  it  was 
regarded  by  the  attendant  as  trivial.  The  patient  was  weaker 
than  on  the  previous  day,  and  was  quieter  and  not  so  restless, 
but  he  did  not  complain  of  any  pain.  That  night  he  again 
occupied  the  single  room,  and  was  quieter  and  much  weaker. 
On  the  morning  of  December  1st  he  was  found  apparently  in 
great  pain  in  the  abdomen,  and  the  abdominal  bruising  was 
more  extensive.  These  conditions  were  reported  verbally  to  the 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  on  the  occasion  of  his  morning  visit. 
The  Assistant  Medical  Officer  found  the  patient  in  a  feeble  state, 
with  a  small  and  rapid  pulse,  and  breathing  mainly  thoracic, 
which  made  him  suspect  some  acute  abdominal  trouble ;  lie  also 
noticed  several  large  bruises  on  the  abdomen.  No  suspicion 
of  the  existence  of  fractured  ribs  was  then  present.  On  the 
morning  of  December  2nd  the  patient  was  again  examined  by 
the  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  who  ihen  found  signs  of  fracture 
of  one  or  more  ribs  on  the  left  side.  This  diagnosis  was 
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confirmed  by  a  local  medical  practitioner  who  was  called  in,  the 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Institution  being  temporarily  absent.  On 
the  latter’s  return  he  confirmed  the  diagnosis  of  -fracture  of  the 
ribs,  and  thought  there  might  be  some  internal  injuries.  The 
•patient  died  suddenly  at  11.5  p.m.  on  the  3rd  of  December. 
The  post-mortem  examination  revealed  two  large  thrombi 
blocking  the  pulmonary  artery  at  its  commencement ;  there  was 
no  injury  of  any  internal  organ.  Three  ribs  on  the  left  side 
were  fractured,  their  ends  not  penetrating  the  pleura.  The 
ribs  were  stated  to  be  very  brittle,  those  on  the  left  side  being 
decidedly  more  so  than  those  on  the  right.  With  regard  to 
the  bruises  on  the  abdomen,  the  discoloration  was  diffuse  and 
there  was  no  distinct  border  to  the  bruises. 

The  inquiry  was  directed  to  determine  if  possible  precisely 
how  the  patient  received  his  injuries.  If  the  explanation  at 
the  inquest  were  the  true  one,  namely,  that  they  were  due  to 
struggles  with  attendants  in  resisting  their  attempts  to  restrain 
him  from  his  persistent  and  energetic  efforts  to  get  out  of  bed, 
it  was  important  to  ascertain  whether  unnecessary  force  was 
used  by  them.  From  the  evidence  it  was  impossible  to  say 
definitely  that  the  injuries  were  caused  by  the  patient’s  struggles 
with  the  attendants,  although  this  seemed  to  be  the  most  pro¬ 
bable  alternative  to  their  being  caused  by  the  patient’s  restless¬ 
ness  in  the  single  room  at  night.  As  a  result  of  the  inquiry 
we  came  to  the  conclusion  that  if  they  were  so  caused  it  was 
not  because  the  attendants  had  consciously  used  more  force  than 
was  necessary  or  been  intentionally  rough  in  their  handling  of 
him.  We  think  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  ward  was  not 
visited  during  the  afternoon  for  supervision  more  frequently 
than  it  was,  and  that  some  relief  was  not  given  to  the  two  men 
in  sole  charge  of  two  extremely  troublesome  and  resistive 
patients. 

It  appeared  that  the  Medical  Officer  was  not  made  aware 
of  the  patients  becoming  so  restless  as  to  require  a  special 
attendant,  and  therefore  did  not  exercise  any  supervision  over 
the  mode  of  restraint. 

We  drink  that  the  duty  of  at  once  reporting  injuries  to 
the  Head  Attendant  and  through  him  to  the  Medical  Officer  was 
not  sufficiently  impressed  on  the  attendants  in  this  House.  We 
also  are  of  opinion  that  all  injuries,  however  trivial,  should 
not  only  be  forthwith  reported,  but  also  definitely  recorded,  and 
that  strict  regulations  to  this  effect  should  be  enforced. 

Heath  House. — The  licence  granted  for  the  reception  of  male 
idiots  or  imbeciles  under  s.  17  of  8  &  9  Viet.,  c.  100,  was  not 
renewed  by  Miss  Quinn,  she  having  to  give  up  her  establishment 
on  account  of  ill-health. 

Laverstock  House. — The  name  of  Dr.  Joseph  Ogdin  March 
was  udded  to  the  licence  of  this  House  when  renewed  on  the 
8th  of  April  1913. 
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Littleton  Hall. — The  name  of  Miss  Martha  Wilson  was  added 
to  the  licence  of  this  House  when  renewed  on  the  15th  of 
October  1913. 

Overdale. — The  name  of  Mrs.  Minnie  Lovatt  was  substituted  # 
for  that  of  Miss  Stapleton  in  the  licence  of  this  House. 

Periteau  House. — The  name  of  Mrs.  Isabella  Mary  Baird  was 
added  to  the  licence  of  this  House,  she  undertaking  to  reside 
therein,  when  it  was  renewed  on  the  1st  of  July  1913. 

The  Pleasaunce.  — The  name  of  Mrs.  Ethel  Kate  Llewelyn 
Jones  was  added  to  the  licence  of  this  House  when  it  was 
renewed  at  the  Michaelmas  Quarter  Sessions. 

Witham  Retreat. — At  the  Easter  Quarter  Sessions  for  the 
county  of  Essex  the  name  of  Dr.  Robert  Greenwood-Penny 
was  substituted  for  that  of  Dr.  J.  P.  Race  as  resident  licensee  of 
this  House,  and  when  the  licence  was  renewed  on  the  15th  of 
October  1913  the  name  of  Mrs.  Greenwood-Penny  was  substituted 
for  that  of  Miss  E.  Davies. 

Single  Patients. 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  following  table  that  the  number 
of  patients  who  have  been  placed  under  certificates  in  single  care 
during  the  year  1913  shows  a  slight  increase  on  the  figures  of  the 
previous  year,  the  actual  increase  being  5  as  against  12  in  1912.

These  patients,  all  of  whom  have  been  seen  at  least  once,  but 
in  many  instances,  and,  whenever  deemed  advisable,  twice  by  a 
member  of  our  Board,  are  exclusive  of  those  who  have  been 
found  lunatic  by  inquisition  and  none  of  whom  have  been 
visited  by  us. 

The  surroundings  and  the  arrangements  for  the  supervision 
and  comfort  of  these  patients  must  of  necessity  vary  according 
to  the  means  available,  but  the  more  homely  conditions  of  single 
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care  are  eminently  suited  to  cases  of  a  mild  and  chronic  type,  and 
we  can,  as  a  result  of  our  visitation,  say  that,  with  few,  if  any, 
exceptions,  the  treatment  of  the  patients  is  considerate  and  kind. 

Two  deaths  by  suicide  have  been  reported  amongst  the  patients 
under  single  care  during  the  past  year,  but  there  were  no  special 
circumstances  in  connection  therewith  nor  were  there  any 
matters  relating  to  the  care  or  the  surroundings  of  the  patients 
who  have  been  dealt  with  in  this  part  of  the  report,  which  in 
any  way  call  for  special  mention. 


Lunatics  in  Workhouses. 

The  pauper  lunatics  detained  in  Workhouses,  Workhouse 
Infirmaries,  and  the  Metropolitan  District  Asylums  on  the 
1st  of  January  1014  numbered  19,559,  showing  an  increase,  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  of  229  patients,  this  increase 
being  principally  in  ordinary  Workhouses  and  Workhouse 
Infirmaries.

During  the  year  we  have  officially  visited  278  of  these 
institutions,  including  the  Metropolitan  District  Asylums,  and 
seen  in  them  a  total  of  17,005  patients. 

The  reports  of  our  visits  to  the  Metropolitan  District  Asylums 
are  set  out  in  Appendix  K.  They  continue  to  be  very  well 
maintained. 

At  Darenth  the  Visiting  Commissioners  were  much  struck 
with  the  progress  that  is  being  made  in  developing  the  institution 
as  an  industrial  colony,  and  with  the  zeal  and  energy  devoted  to 
the  education  and  industrial  training  of  the  patients,  and  the 
introduction  of  every  sort  of  useful  occupation  suitable  for 
individual  cases.  The  “  feeble-minded  ”  patients  (who  number 
about  200  of  each  sex  and  49  per  cent,  of  whom  are  under  16 
years  of  age)  are  still  kept  rigorously  apart  from  the  very  much 
larger  number  of  patients  who  are  detained  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Lunacy  and  Idiots  Acts,  though  in  some  cases  the 
intellectual  difference  between  the  two  classes  is  but  slight. 
Our  colleagues  made  the  suggestion,  in  which  the  Board 
concur,  as  to  the  advisability  of  the  frequent  weighing  of  the 
patients  to  facilitate  the  early  detection  of  tuberculosis,  and  of 
setting  apart  ground  floor  wards  for  the  open-air  treatment 
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of  patients  suffering  from  this  affection.  Dr.  Rotherham,  who, 
as  Medical  Superintendent  has  taken  the  leading  part  in  the 
development  of  the  colony  on  its  present  lines,  has  been 
appointed  a  Commissioner  of  the  Board  of  Control,  and  has  been 
succeeded  as  Medical  Superintendent  by  Dr.  Sherlock,  from 
the  Fountain  Hospital,  Tooting.  Dr.  Leslie  Gordon,  formerly 
Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  at  Caterham,  has  been  appointed 
in  Dr.  Sherlock’s  place  at  the  Fountain  Hospital,  which  is  still 
used  by  the  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board  for  the  housing  of 
unimprovable  imbeciles,  and  where  they  continue  to  receive 
excellent  nursing  and  attention. 

At  the  Tooting  Bee  Asylum,  to  which  all  patients  from  the 
Metropolitan  Asylums  Board’s  area  are  in  the  first  instance 
admitted,  the  Committee  have  recently  purchased  Bushey  Down 
House  and  6f  acres  of  land  adjoining  that  already  owned  by  the 
Asylum,  upon  which  it  is  proposed  to  build  accommodation  for 
1 ,000  additional  patients. 

In  the  new  Poor  Law  Institution  Order  recently  issued  by 
the  Local  Government  Board  we  are  glad  to  notice  the  provision 
that  every  occasion  on  which  a  lunatic  or  alleged  lunatic  is 
placed  in  a  padded  room,  or  otherwise  compulsorily  secluded, 
is  to  be  recorded  in  a  book  which  is  to  be  produced  to  every 
Commissioner  in  Lunacy  inspecting  the  Institution.  The  record, 
in  addition  to  the  duration  of  the  seclusion,  is  to  contain  the 
reasons  for  its  use  signed  or  initialed  by  the  Medical  Officer 
authorising  it.  The  regulation  goes  further  than  the  Com¬ 
missioners’  requisitions  as  to  “  seclusion,”  which  is  limited  to 
the  compulsory  isolation  of  a  patient  by  day  between  the  hours 
of  7  a.m.  and  7  p.m.,  but  the  Commissioners  consider  that  a  full 
record  of  the  use  of  the  padded  room  is  all  to  the  good  of 
patients. 

The  ordinary  workhouses  and  workhouse  institutions  which 
we  have  visited  during  the  year  are  generally  well  maintained. 

With  regard  to  the  overcrowding  of  the  imbecile  wards  of 
many  of  the  Lancashire  workhouses  with  patients  who  in  a  con- 
si  durable  number  urgently  need  asylum  treatment,  the  Local 
Government  Board  has  been  in  communication  with  us,  and  we 
have  suggested  that  it  may  be  well  to  see  what  effect  the  opening 
of  the  new  Asylum  at  Wliallev,  which  is  expected  to  take  place 
in  the  course  of  the  present  year,  will  have  in.  relieving  the 
congestion. 

We  have  had  some  correspondence  with  the  Guardians  of 
the  South  Manchester  Union  with  reference  to  their  failure  to 
visit  patients  chargeable  to  that  Dnion  in  the  Lancashire 
Asylums,  as  they  are  empowered  to  do  under  s.  201  of  the 
Lunacy  Act,  1890.  We  regard  occasional  visits  by  the  Guardians 
under  the  section  as  of  great  importance  to  the  comfort  and 
contentment  of  the  patients  who,  cut  off  from  their  friends  and 
homes  and  suffering  frequently  from  a  sense  of  injustice  at 
their  detention,  derive  pleasure  from  the  visits  of  persons  from 
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tlieir  own  locality  who  bring  tliem  into  some  sort  of  relation 
again  with  their  own  homes.  Contrary  to  universal  experience, 
the  South  Manchester  Guardians  put  forward  the  view  that 
such  visits  are  detrimental  to  the  patients. 

We  have  noticed  during  the  past  year  a  very  considerable 
development  on  the  part  of  Unions  in  various  parts  of  the 
country  to  combine  under  s.  8  of  the  Poor  Law  Act,  1879,  to 
provide  accommodation  for  epileptic  and  feeble-minded  persons, 
a  movement  the  commencement  of  which  was  noticed  in  our 
66th  Report  (1912)  at  p.  65.  In  many  cases  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  has  made  orders  combining  Unions  for  the  purposes 
named  and  for  constituting  Joint  Committees  of  the  Guardians 
of  the  combined  Unions.  The  persons  for  whom  accommodation 
is  to  be  provided  are :  (1)  persons  certified  under  ss.  24  and 
25  of  the  Lunacy  Act,  1890  ;  (2)  epileptics  not  certified  as 
lunatics  ;  (3)  feeble-minded  persons  not  certified  as  lunatics,  but 
(i)  who  by  reason  of  mental  deficiency  are  incapable  of  receiving 
proper  benefit  from  ordinary  instruction  or  are  incapable  of 
protecting  themselves  from  injury  or  improper  treatment  or  are 
incapable  of  maintaining  themselves  by  work,  and  (ii)  other 
persons  in  the  Medical  Officer’s  opinion  suitable  for  treatment. 
The  Joint  Committees  so  constituted  are  given  all  necessary 
power  to  hire  or  purchase  land  or  premises  and  to  erect  and 
alter  buildings  to  carry  on  the  joint  homes.  These  steps  have 
evidently  been  taken  in  some  instances  with  a  view  to  antici¬ 
pating  the  accommodation  which  will  be  required  throughout 
the  country  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act  and  would  appear 
to  be  an  attempt  to  relieve  the  Local  Authorities  to  some  extent 
of  the  obligations  imposed  on  them  by  s.  30  of  the  Act.  How 
far  combinations  of  this  character  will  commend  themseLves  to 
the  Board  of  Control  remains  to  be  seen,  but  it  may  be  pointed 
out  that  in  order  to  receive  mental  defectives  coming  within  the 
provisions  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act,  and  to  participate  in 
the  Government  grant,  premises  specially  fitted  for  the  detention, 
care  and  training  of  defectives  will  have  to  be  provided  and 
must  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Control  for  the  purpose. 
The  application  for  the  approval  of  the  Board  must  be  made  by 
the  Local  Authority  under  the  Act,  and  such  approval  is  unlikely 
to  be  given  for  the  use  of  ordinary  workhouse  accommodation, 
but  only  for  premises  specially  provided  and  properly  equipped 
to  meet  all  the  requirements  of  the  classes  of  defectives  proposed 
to  be  received. 

With  regard  to  the  provision  of  accommodation  for  persons 
certified  under  ss.  24  and  25  of  the  Lunacy  Act,  1890,  we 
should  be  most  averse  to  seeing  the  senile  dements,  whether 
certified  or  not,  removed  from  the  ordinary  workhouses  and 
transferred  to  some  combined  institution  away  from  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood  where  probably  they  were  born  and  bred,  and  with 
which,  although  in  the  workhouse,  they  have  many  of  the  happiest 
associations.  Such  a  step  would  be  almost  as  cruel  as  sending 
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these  old  people,  who  do  no  harm  to  anyone,  to  a  Lunatic  Asylum 
direct. 


Prosecutions. 

The  following  prosecution,  undertaken  on  our  order,  was 
successful : — 

R.  v.  Ridge . — -Ernest  Ridge,  lately  an  attendant  at  the  Newport 
Borough  Asylum,  Caerleon,  was  on  the  Gth  March  1912,  charged 
at  the  Caerleon  Petty  Sessions  with  assaulting  a  patient,  W.  N., 
by  striking  him  on  the  cheek  on  the  31st  of  January,  and  was 
convicted  and  fined  21.  and  costs.  He  had  been  summarily 
dismissed  by  the  Medical  Superintendent  on  the  date  of  the 
alleged  assault,  a  course  whicii  was  subsequently  approved  by 
the  Visiting  Committee. 

The  following  prosecution,  undertaken  at  the  instance  of 
the  Public  Prosecutor,  with  the  approval  of  our  Board,  was 
successful : — 

R.  v.  Gledhill. — Arthur  Gledhill,  an  attendant  at  the  City  of 
London  Workhouse  Infirmary,  Clifden  Road,  Homerton,  was 
charged  before  Mr.  Leycester,  sitting  at  the  North  London  Police 
Court  on  January  31st,  1913,  with  having  assaulted  a  lunatic 
patient,  H.  G.,  aged  18,  on  December  10th,  1912,  by  smacking 
him  on  the  buttocks.  Evidence  was  given  to  the  effect  that 
the  defendant  admitted  to  the  Medical  Officer  having,  under 
provocation,  lost  his  temper  and  smacked  the  patient,  and  that 
the  patient,  on  his  clothes  being  removed,  showed  signs  of 
having  received  severe  chastisement. 

The  defendant  had,  in  consequence,  been  suspended,  and  had 
subsequently  resigned. 

At  the  close  of  the  prosecution,  and  after  hearing  the 
defendant’s  version  of  what  had  taken  place,  the  Magistrate 
said:  “The  truth  of  the  matter  was  that  the  defendant, 
“  exasperated  by  the  lad’s  conduct,  lost  his  temper,  which  was 
“  hardly  to  be  wondered  at.  Still,  it  was  a  criminal  offence  to 
“  assault  a  lunatic.”  The  defendant  was  then  bound  over  in 
the  sum  of  51.  to  come  up  for  judgment  if  called  upon  within 
12  months,  the  Magistrate  stating  that  in  his  opinion  the 
defendant  had  already  received  sufficient  punishment,  and  that 
he  had  taken  into  consideration  the  fact  that  had  the  defendant 
not  resigned  he  would  have  been  dismissed. 

The  following  prosecutions,  undertaken  at  the  instance  of 
Visiting  Committees,  were  successful 

R.  v.  Butterham. — The  defendant,  Ernest  Butterham,  who 
had  been  dismissed  from  his  position  as  an  attendant  at  the 
County  Asylum,  Berrywood,  Northampton,  for  an  alleged  assault 
on  a  patient,  J.  G.  C.,  on  the  25th  December  1912,  was,  on  the 
11th  January  1913,  prosecuted,  and,  on  conviction,  fined  10s. 
and  costs. 
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Commissioners  in  Lunacy. 

E.  v.  Harrison. — Leonora  Harrison,  a  wardmaid  at  the  Staf¬ 
fordshire  County  Asylum,  Cheddleton,  was,  at  the  Leek  Petty 
Sessions,  held  on  March  27th,  1913,  convicted  of  an  assault  upon 
a  female  patient,  C.  C.,  on  the  4th  of  the  same  month,  and  was 
fined  51.,  with  the  alternative  of  one  month’s  hard  labour.  The 
defendant  had,  on  the  date  of  the  alleged  assault,  been  summarily 
dismissed  from  the  Asylum  service.

B. —  Work  ready  for  Press. 

Dr.  L  aura  Forster  after  two  years’  diligent  work  has  completed  an 
examination  by  serial  sections  of  the  ovaries  of  100  cases  of  women 
suffering  with  various  forms  of  insanity  dying  in  the  London  County 
Asylums  during  the  child-bearing  period  of  life.  She  has  compared  the 
results  with  12  cases  dying  in  hospital.  The  following  conclusions  are 
drawn  from  this  work  : — 

It  would  appear  that  where  there  is  disease  of  the  brain  or  some  form 
of  mental  incapacity  associated  with  it,  the  power  of  the  individual  to 
reproduce  her  kind  if  not  absolutely  cut  off  is  at  least  generally  diminished 
to  a  greater  or  lesser  extent.  Certainly  in  a  great  number  of  cases  there 
are  evidences  of  an  early  involution  of  the  ovaries  and  cessation  of 
function.  The  histological  facts  seems  to  show  that  there  may  be  an 
intimate  relation  between  the  reproductive  functions  and  the  brain.  A 
conclusion  which  receives  support  from  Ceni’s  experiments  on  birds. 

Dr.  F  orster  ‘arrives  at  the  conclusion  that  there  is  no  particular 
structure  of  the  human  ovary  which  produces  an  internal  secretion,  unless 
it  be  the  Graafian  follicle  itself,  neither  the  corpus  luteum  verum  nor  the 
corpus  luteum  spurium  show  in  their  composition  anything  resembling 
epithelial  cells  and  it  is  these  two  bodies,  more  especially  the  atretic 
follicle,  which  in  the  lower  animals  are  credited  with  the  function. 
After  a  careful  study  of  all  the  ovaries,  normal  or  otherwise  that  came 
under  her  notice,  she  confirms  the  statement  of  Frankel  that  in  the 
human  ovary  there  are  no  groups  of  epithelial  cells  corresponding  to 
those  found  in  the  rabbit  and  other  animals  representing  the  glaude 
interstitielle  of  Limon.” 

Her  results  have  as  far  as  possible  been  correlated  with  the 
history  of  menstruation  and  pregnancies,  also  with  the  nature  of  the 
insanity,  age  at  onset,  duration  of  mental  disease  and  age  at  death 
Involution  in  normal  women  varies  as  regards  the  age  at  which  it  may 
come  on,  and,  therefore,  allowance  must  be  made  for  this.  But  it  may 
be  noted  that  chronic  bodily  disease  may  produce  early  involution  ;  thus, 
a  comparatively  young  woman  dying  in  hospital  of  chronic  heart  disease 
and  interstitial  nephritis  showed  no  ova  and  much  interstitial  fibrosis. 

However,  Dr.  Forster’s  results  seem  to  show  signs  of  early  involution 
especially  in  dementia  praecox  ;  for  in  this  group  the  ovaries  of  all  those 
who  had  reached  the  age  of  30  showed  signs  of  early  involution  marked 
by  an  increase  of  interestitial  connective  tissue  and  a  great  scarcity  of 
Graafian  follicles.  Even  in  those  much  below  this  age  there  was  a 
distinct  diminution  of  the  follicles  as  compared  with  a  normal  woman  of 
the  same  age.  Congenital  imbecility  with  or  without  epilepsy  varied 
considerably  in  respect  to  fibrosis  and  number  of  follicles. 

C. —  Work  in  Progress. 

Dr.  F.  W.  Mott :  — 

1.  Heredity  and  Insanity. — The  card  system  of  relatives  has  been 
continued  and  more  pedigrees  have  been  collected  tending  to  prove  the 
accuracy  of  conclusions  previously  arrived  at  and  reported  upon. 
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Besides  this  an  investigation  has  been  commenced  at  my  suggestion 
relating  to  the  correlation  of  insanity  in  parents  and  mentally  defective 
children.  Records  have  been  furnished  to  the  Education  Committee  of 
all  parents  admitted  to  the  London  County  Asylums  who  have  children 
in  the  Schools  of  the  London  County  Council.  The  Education  Com¬ 
mittee  has  sent  returns  of  all  children  who  are  at  present  in  the  Defective 
schools.  The  investigation  appears  to  indicate  that  mentally  defective 
children  are  not  nearly  so  often  the  offspring  of  insane  parents  as  was 
thought  probable.  Another  investigation  by  collection  of  pedigrees  of 
families  with  mentally  defective  children  which  I  have  taken  pait  in  and 
directed  indicates  that  the  feeble-minded  are  more  often  the  offspring  of 
feeble-minded,  and  that  if  insanity  does  appear  in  the  pedigrees  it  is  more 
often  in  grandparents  than  parents.  Later,  when  more  numerous  and 
precise  data  are  forthcoming  a  more  definite  statement  regarding  the 
relation  of  insanity  to  feeble-mindedness  will  be  published.  At  present  1 
cannot  do  more  than  give  an  indication  of  the  lines  upon  which  the 
research  has  been  and  is  still  being  carried  on. 

Dr.  F.  W.  Mott : — 

2.  General  Paralysis  of  the  Insane—  The  discovery  by  Noguchi  and 
Moore  of  spirochsetes  in  the  brains  of  12  out  of  (0  cases  of  general 
paralysis  has  forged. the  last  link  in  the  chain  of  circumstantial  evidence 
showing  that  the  essential  cause  of  this  disease  is  syphilis.  I  his 
observation  has  been  confirmed  by  Noguchi  who  found  the  specific 
organism  in  25  per  cent,  of  the  braius  of  240  cases  and  once  in  the  spinal 
cord  of  a  case  of  tabes. 

No  longer  obsessed  with  the  idea  that  this  disease  is  a  post¬ 
syphilitic  manifestation,  it  has  now  become  easy  to  demonstrate  the 
spirochsete  in  the  brains  of  paralytics  by  any  of  the  methods  which  weie 
formerly  adopted  to  demonstrate  them  in  the  primary  sore,  oi  secondary, 
or  tertiary  lesions  provided  smears  and  not  sections  aie  used.  Lire 
difficulty  that  always  confronted  observers  previously  was  the  innumerable 
nerve  fibrils  that  would  be  seen  in  sections.  Now  if  an  emulsion  he  made 
and  examination  by  the  dark  ground  microscope  be  practised,  the 
organisms  can  be  found  in  the  cortex  of  the  brain  in  as  great  numbers 
and  as  typical  in  form  in  many  cases  as  in  the  primary  sore,  provided  the 
little  foci  where  they  are  located  be  hit  upon.  My  assistant,  Mr.  Geary, 
and  I  have  now  examined  a  series  of  100  cases  by  the  ultramicroscope  and 
by  stained  smears.  The  stains  we  have  used  have  been  the  Giemsa, 
Gentian  Violet,  and  the  Fontana  silver  method. 

When  the  brains  are  fresh  the  spirochaetes  can  be  often^  seen  moving 
sluggishly  5  some  continental  observers  have  removed,  by  Neissei -Poliak 
puncture  method  of  diagnosis,  small  portions  of  the  biain  during  life,  and 
found  the  living  spirocliactes  actively  moving. 

The  regions  where  we  most  often  find  these  organisms  are  those 
where  the  earliest  signs  of  cortical  changes  are  met  with,  viz.,  thefronto- 
central  regions  and  the  anterior  part  of  the  tempoial  lobe  ,  they  aie  the 
regions,  indeed,  where  congestive  venous  stasis  is  most  likely  to  occur 
owing  to  the  direction  of  the  venous  current  against  gravity  ;  and  as  I 
pointed  out  fifteen  years  ago  this  stasis  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
veins  draining  this  area  open  into  the  longitudinal  sinus  in  a  dnection 
opposite  to  the  current ;  moreover,  they  are  the  most  remote  from  the 
aspiratory  force  of  the  negative  pressure  in  the  thorax.  In  some  vay 
this  may  favour  the  development  of  the  spirochaetes. 

In  66  per  cent,  of  the  100  cases  we  have  found  spirochmtes  in  the  grey 
matter  of  the  cortex  ;  they  occur  in  little  isolated  foci  scattered  about  in 
different  regions,  possibly  not  more  than  a  lew  millimetres  in  diameter.

The  organisms  vary  in  length  from  5  to  25  coils,  the  average  being  about 
10  ;  apparently  they  divide  by  breaking  into  two  in  the  middle.  I  have 
never  seen  any  certain  evidence  of  longitudinal  division.  I  have  seen 
evidence  by  the  Fontana  method  of  an  apparent  spore  formation  in  their 
interior,  but  this  may  be  merely  the  result  of  degenerative  plasmolysis.  I 
am  inclined  to  put  them  in  an  order  of  Protista  by  themselves,  but  I 
believe  that  Mr.  Clifford  Dobell  is  right  in  saying  that  they  more  nearly 
approach  in  their  morphological  characters  the  bacteria  than  the  protozoa. 
The  lymphocyte  and  plasma  cell  reaction  is  like  that  observed  in  sleeping 
sickness  which  is  due  to  a  protozoon  invading  the  lymphatics  of  the 
central  nervous  system  and  this  fact  has  been  used  as  an  argument  that 
the  spiroclnete  is  a  protozoon.  But  to  my  mind  it  is  not  a  convincing 
proof  because  the  tubercle  bacillus  invades  the  lymphatics  and  causes  a 
perivascular  lymphangitis  with  lymphocytosis  of  the  cerebrospinal  fluid. 
The  malarial  parasite,  a  protozoon  which  multiplies  in  the  blood  stream, 
does  not  invade  the  lymphatics,  and  although  the  vessels  of  the  brain 
may  in  pernicious  malaria  swarm  with  these  organisms,  yet  there  is  no 
lymphocytosis. 

The  brains  which  have  yielded  the  most  satisfactory  results  in  respect 
to  the  numbers  of  spirocliaetes  found  and  the  readiness  with  which  they 
were  discovered,  were  not  those  with  the  most  obvious  naked  eye  lesions — 
far  from  it,  they  were  the  acute  maniacal  cases  and  cases  which  had 
been  recently  admitted  rather  than  those  that  had  sunk  into  a  terminal 
dementia  with  obvions  wasting  and  marked  thickening  and  adherence  of 
the  membranes.  The  grey  matter  which  yielded  the  spirochaetes  was 
generally  reddish  grey  and  softer  than  the  other  tissue  and  this  we  have 
found  served  as  a  guide  in  finding  the  organisms. 

Sometimes  we  found  the  organisms  in  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  or  even 
less  ;  sometimes  only  after  a  day’s  search,  and  in  24  per  cent,  of  the 
cases  not  at  all ;  this,  however,  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  they  were 
not  present,  for  the  search  is  something  like  looking  for  the  proverbial 
needle  in  a  haystack.  We  have  found  them  in  the  subcortical  white 
matter  and  in  the  grey  matter  of  the  aqueduct  of  sylvius  and  we  are 
proceeding  with  the  investigation  of  parts  other  than  the  cortex. 

Can  we  correlate  the  presence  of  these  organisms  with  the  symptoms  ? 
I  think  so  ;  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  acute  mental  and  motor  symptoms 
may  be  explained  by  the  irritation  of  the  toxins  produced  by  the 
multiplication  of  the  spirochaetes,  thus  accounting  for  the  mental  excite¬ 
ment  and  epileptiform  seizures,  the  result  of  cortical  irritation  phenomena  ; 
the  histological  signs  of  irritation  due  to  the  poison  are  the  meningeal 
and  perivascular  infiltration  with  lymphocytes  and  plasma  cells,  venous 
stasis,  and  formation  of  new  capillaries  by  sprouting.  This  meningo¬ 
encephalitis  may  have  two  effects,  the  passage  of  antibodies  from  the 
inflamed  vessels  into  the  tissues  causing  an  arrest  of  development  of  the 
spirochaetes  and  destruction,  but  at  the  same  time  an  ischaemic  necrosis, 
of  the  nervous  elements  with  thickening  and  adherence  of  membranes 
and  substitution  neuroglia  proliferation. 

The  passage  of  antibodies  through  the  inflamed  vessels  is  the  view 
expressed  by  Ehrlich  recently  for  the  cessation  of  symptoms.  He 
considers  the  antibodies  have  a  spirillocidal  action  and  when  a  relapse 
of  acute  symptoms  occurs  it  is  due  to  the  fact  that  some  spirochaetes  have 
resisted  the  action  of  the  antibodies  and  then  commence  a  fresh  active 
pullulation  until  another  specific  antibody  has  been  formed.  He  bases  his 
conclusions  on  experiments  made  on  animals  with  trypanosomes.  If  we 
knew  that  resistant  spores,  intracellular  or  extra  cellular,  existed,  we 
could  assume  that  they  were  responsible  for  a  fresh  pullulation  of 
spirochaetes. 
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As  we  know  so  often  happens,  the  acute  symptoms  haying  passed  the 
patient  has  a  remission  of  symptoms,  in  some  cases  even  he  may  he 
apparently  so  well  as  to  be  discharged  ;  in  the  majority  of  cases,  however, 
the  brain  destruction  has  been  so  great  that  he  is  left  obviously  demented. 
A  relapse  may  occur  not  only  owing  to  a  fresh  development  of  spirochaUes 
but  by  reason  of  secondary  microbial  infection  or  other  devitalizing 
agency.  Supposed  cured  cases  return  to  the  Asylum  or  make  the 
demented  paralytic  inmate  of  the  Asylum  the  subject  of  a  fresh  outburst 
of  irritative  symptoms  followed  by  increased  demential  and  paralytic 
conditions.  My  observations  certainly  support  the  conclusion  that  the 
spirochmtal  pullulation  is  the  cause  of  the  acute  cortical  irritative 
phenomena,  for  abundance  of  spirochaetes  are  nearly  always  found  in  the 
early  acute  cases  and  rarely,  if  ever,  in  the  chronic  demented  cases  that 
have  been  long  in  the  Asylum. 

Seeing,  however,  that  we  have  found  that  the  cerebrospinal  fluid  in 
98  per  cent,  of  cases  of  general  paralyses  yielded  a  positive  Wassermann 
result  and  a  like  percentage  of  cases  yield  a  positive  reaction  of  the 
blood,  it  might  be  asserted  that  the  substance,  which  causes  the  com¬ 
plement  deviation,  upon  which  the  test  depends  passed  through  the 
inflamed  vessels  and  gave  rise  to  the  reaction.  Against  this  assumption, 
however,  is  the  fact  that  the  degree  of  complement  deviation  is  not 
associated  with  the  degree  of  lymphocytosis,  for  the  Wassermann  reaction 
is  less  easily  removed  by  treatment  in  tabes  and  general  paralysis  than  the 
lymphocytosis.  Moreover  we  have  found  that  the  fluid  obtained  by 
lumbar  puncture  and  that  obtained  from  the  ventricles  of  the  brain  in 
thirty-four  post-mortems  on  paralytics  showed  that  the  fluid  obtained 
from  the  ventricles  (presumably  that  which  had  been  latest  secreted  and 
therefore  the  shortest  time  in  contact  with  the  tissues)  exhibited  a  less 
degree  of  complement  fixation  than  that  obtained  by  lumbar  puncture. 
These  facts  seem  to  show  that  the  substance  upon  which  complement 
deviation  depends  is  formed  in  the  tissues. 

So  far  as  I  can  at  present  judge,  the  Wassermann  reaction  of  the 
cerebrospinal  fluid  of  cases  of  general  paralysis  in  which  spirochmtes 
were  found  did  not  yield  a  more  marked  reaction  than  those  in  which  no 
spirochaetes  were  found  after  the  most  diligent  search.  Yet  we  regard  the 
Wassermann  reaction  as  evidence  of  active  proliferation  of  the  spirochaetes. 
May  it  not  also  be  evidence  of  an  increased  reaction  on  the  part  of  the 
tissues  owing  to  the  spirochaetes  having  by  their  presence  in  the  brain 
sensitized  the  cell  elements  to  react,  which  owing  to  this  sensibilisation 
they  continue  to  do  in  spite  of  a  diminishing  number  of  spirochaetes,  or 
even  their  complete  disappearance. 

Iu  my  Gliver-Sharpey  lectures  on  the  cerebrospinal  fluid  I  pointed 
out  that  neither  mercury,  arsenic,  nor  antimony  will  pass  into  the 
cerebrospinal  fluid  ;  I  also  showed  reasons  for  supposing  that  the  cerebro¬ 
spinal  fluid  functions  as  the  lymph  of  the  brain.  Consequently  if 
trypanosomes  or  spirochaetes  invade  the  tissues  of  the  central  nervous 
system  it  is  impossible  to  destroy  them  by  administration  of  these  drugs 
unless  they  can  be  injected  direct  into  the  subarachnoid  space,  but  the 
experiments  of  the  late  Professor  Goldman  and  others  show  that  drugs 
which  can  be  injected  into  the  blood  circulation  in  considerable  doses 
without  harm  cause  death  when  injected  into  the  subarachnoid  space. 
Goldman  moreover  showed  that  if  a  dye  be  used,  such  as  trypan  blue,  the 
whole  of  the  spinal  cord  and  base  of  the  brain  is  stained,  the  neurones 
being  especially  coloured  by  the  dye.  But  introduction  of  the  dye  by 
lumbar  puncture  does  not  cause  staining  of  the  convexity  of  the  brain, 
consequently  it  may  be  assumed  that  salvarsanized  serum  which  has  been 
injected  for  tabes  dorsalis  with  satisfactory  results  cannot  be  successful 
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in  destroying  the  spirochmtes  in  general  paralysis,  for  we  have  seen  that 
they  are  found  especially  in  the  cortex  of  the  hemispheres.  I  therefore 
suggested  that  the  more  efficacious  plan  would  be  to  trephine  and  inject 
directly  the  salvarsanized  serum  over  the  fronto-central  regions  of  the 
brain.  This  has  been  done  abroad  and  in  this  country  ;  it  is  too  early 
yet  to  say  whether  the  results  will  prove  satisfactory  hut  in  such  a  deadly 
disease  all  methods  are  justifiable  to  attempt  to  cure  it.  Still  better  would 
it  be  to  prevent  its  occurrence. 

Now  that  everybody  is  ready  to  recognise  the  principle  which  I  have 
long  advocated  :  “  No  syphilis,  no  general  paralysis  or  tabes,”  we  may 
hope  that  some  prophylactic  measures  will  commend  themselves  to  the 
legislature.  When  we  reflect  that  every  year  15  per  cent,  of  the  male 
admissions  are  suffering  from  this  disease  and  that  the  sufferers  are 
drawn  from  a  good  type  of  individual  in  all  grades  of  society,  fathers  of 
families  in  many  instances  and  without  a  neuropathic  inheritance,  men 
who  were  of  civic  worth  before  this  fatal  disease  attacked  them,  we  may 
well  ask  whether  something  should  not  be  done  to  prevent  the  cause. 

Now,  it  is  probable  that  the  incidence  of  general  paralysis  affords 
an  indication  of  the  incidence  of  syphilis  in  a  civilized  community. 
Pilcz  and  Mattauschek  were  able  to  analyse  the  results  of  4,134  officers 
infected  with  syphilis  between  1880  and  1900  ;  they  found  198  cases  of 
general  paralysis,  116  cases  of  tabes,  and  134  cases  of  cerebral  syphilis 
making,  in  all,  about  ten  per  cent,  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases  of 
syphilitic  origin.  It  will  be  observed  that  this  gives  nearly  five  per 
cent,  of  syphilitic  males  who  subsequently  suffered  with  general 
paralysis. 

I  have  hitherto  confined  my  remarks  to  this  disease  alone,  but  a 
considerable  number  of  cases  of  cerebral  softening,  arterio-selerosis, 
syphilitic  tumours  and  cases  of  congenital  epilepsy  and  feeble-mindedness 
are  due  to  acquired  or  hereditary  syphilis,  so  that  the  Asylum  toll  is  much 
more  than  is  apparent  from  the  15  per  cent,  males  and  3  per  cent, 
females  admitted  to  the  London  County  Asylums  for  general  paralysis. 

A  Wassermaun  reaction  of  all  the  admissions  to  Cane  Hill  Asylum 
carried  out  in  this  laboratory  by  the  assistant  medical  officers  of  that 
Asylum  showed  that  just  over  34  per  cent,  of  the  admissions  gave 
a  positive  Wassermaun  reaction.  So  that  syphilis  as  a  potent  agent  of 
disease  of  the  mind  cannot  in  the  light  of  modern  research  be  any  longer 
neglected. 

Seeing  that  the  London  County  Council  spent  last  year  600,000/.  in 
the  maintenance  of  lunatics — would  it  not  be  more  profitable  from  an 
economic  point  of  view  to  spend  a  fraction  of  this  sum  in  the  attempt  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  syphilitic  infection.  The  mistaken  notion  that 
syphilis  is  an  incurable  disease,  that  it  is  due  to  vice  and  therefore  it  is 
shameful,  and  consequently  sufferers  with  it  should  receive  no  pity  is 
contrary  to  sense  and  reason  until  the  State  affords  protection,  as  it  does 
in  other  infectious  diseases.  Moreover,  a  large  number  of  those  afflicted 
are  innocent  women  and  children. 

First,  let  us  take  the  question  of  its  incurability  ;  we  have  only  to 
turn  to  the  results  obtained  in  the  services,  both  Army  and  Navy,  to 
show  that  if  the  patient  can  be  treated  quite  early,  as  soon  as  the 
primary  sore  appears,  the  specific  organism  can  be  eradicated  by  the  new 
method  of  intravenous  injection  of  salvarsan,  followed  by  mercury 
inunctions  or  injections.  That  people  can  be  so  treated  successfully 
while  the  disease  is  local  and  the  organism  has  not  become  generalized 
in  the  system  has  been  shown  by  facts.  These  facts  are  :  (1)  an 
infinitely  larger  number  of  cases  of  reinjection  have  been  reported  both 
here  and  abroad  since  this  treatment  was  adopted.  (2)  A  large  number 
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of  cases  so  treated  have  never  had  secondary  symptoms  and  have  not 
given  a  Wassermann  reaction  though  watched  for  two  years.  The 
explanation  is  simple  ;  when  the  secondary  rash  comes  out  the  organism 
has  become  generalized  in  the  blood  and  the  spirochastes  are  scattered 
all  over  the  body,  in  the  skin  and  throat,  where  they  give  rise  to  manifest 
signs  or  symptoms,  but  also  in  the  internal  organs  and  the  membranes  of 
the  brain  and  spinal  cord,  where  they  only  rarely  give  rise  to  obvious 
objective  and  subjective  symptoms,  although  a  lymphocytosis  of  the 
cerebrospinal  fluid  obtained  by  lumbar  puncture  shows  that  this  occurrence 
is  much  more  frequent  than  is  generally  supposed.  The  organism  may 
cause  symptoms  in  the  first  six  months,  or  first  few  years,  or  it  may 
remain  latent,  stayed  in  its  action  possibly  by  an  inherent  resistance. 
It  may  be  said  :  “  Yes,  but  why  is  it  that  people  who  suffer  with  general 
“  paralysis  of  the  insane  as  a  rule  have  had  a  very  mild  primary  sore 
“  (or  perhaps  the  seat  of  primary  infection  has  never  been  known),  and 
“  slight  secondary  symptoms  with  no  obvious  tertiary  lesions  should  later 
“  develop  this  terrible  disease  in  so  many  cases  in  spite  of  a  prolonged 
“  course  of  mercury  ?  ”  Again,  the  fact  has  to  be  explained  that  the 
average  time  after  infection  is  about  the  same — 10  years — whether  we  take 
a  number  of  cases  which  have  been  treated  systematically  with  mercury, 
or  a  number  of  cases  which  have  received  only  indifferent  treatment  or 
none  at  all.  At  first  sight  this  looks  as  if  treatment  can  never  be  any 
good,  but  a  little  reflection  will  show  that  there  is  another  explanation. 
The  fact  that  these  cases  had  such  a  mild  primary  infection  as  to  lead 
to  doubt  whether  they  had  been  infected  with  syphilis,  would  lead  to 
delay  in  treatment.  Moreover,  it  was  customary  in  former  times  to  wait 
until  the  roseolar  rash  occurred  before  placing  the  patient  on  mercury. 
Generalization  had  by  that  time  occurred,  and  infection  of  the  central 
nervous  system  would  have  taken  place,  as  the  spirochaetes  were 
scattered  about  by  the  infected  lymph  and  blood  streams. 

The  only  chance  of  preventing  these  later  manifestations,  if  this 
hypothesis  is  true,  is  by  salvarsan  sterilization  of  the  blood  stream  as 
early  as  possible,  followed  by  mercury  injections  and  another  dose  of 
salvarsan.  Repeated  examinations  of  the  blood  by  the  Wassermann  test 
are  necessary,  a  positive  reaction  being  the  indication  for  treatment 
and  the  guide  to  prognosis  and  non-infectivity  in  transmission  to 
offspring. 

If  some  fraction  of  the  money  spent  in  maintaining  and  housing 
lunatics  could  be  spent  in  the  free  early  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
syphilis  I  am  convinced  that  not  only  would  this  terrible  disease,  general 
paralysis,  be  diminished  in  its  frequency,  but  other  forms  of  mental  and 
bodily  disease  would  be  enormously  diminished.  We  must  not  expect, 
however,  to  see  a  drop  in  the  incidence  of  general  paralysis  and  tabes 
for  some  years  to  come,  because  they  are  late  manifestations  of  syphilitic 
infection  and  the  new  treatment  will  not  produce  its  effects  on  diseases 
which  do  not  as  a  rule  appear  till  10  years  after  primary  infection. 

I  have  included  in  this  report  my  observations  on  the  incidence  of 
general  paralysis  in  different  parishes  and  districts  of  London.  If  we 
assume  from  the  Vienna  statistics  quoted  that  4*75  per  cent,  of  males 
infected  with  syphilis  suffer  with  general  paralysis,  then  from  these  data 
may  be  deduced  the  incidence  of  fresh  infections  of  males  in  the  County 
of  London  per  annum ;  for  the  annual  death-rate  from  this  disease 
corresponds  pretty  closely  with  the  admission  rate,  and  now  with  the 
Wassermann  test  the  diagnosis  is  rendered  certain  the  estimated  number 
of  general  paralytics  per  annum  is  a  reliable  indication  of  the  number  of 
infections  which  occurred  ten  years  ago  in  the  population  of  the  County 
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of  London  which  has  been  stationary  at  4,500,000  for  15  years.  I  will 
not  make  a  calculation  as  there  are  so  many  obvious  fallacies,  but  roughly 
speaking  it  seems  to  indicate  about  10,000  fresh  infections  of  adult  males 
every  year. 


The  Incidence  of  General  Paralysis  in  the  Various  Parishes  of  the 

County  of  London. 

I  asked  the  clerk  of  the  Asylums  Committee  to  obtain  for  me  infor¬ 
mation  regarding  the  form  of  insanity  and  occupation  of  all  the  patients 
admitted  to  the  London  County  Asylums.  The  superintendents  were 
good  enough  to  furnish  me  with  the  data  required.  But  I  found  that 
owing  to  the  difference  of  opinion  with  regard  to  the  nomenclature  used 
by  various  superintendents  for  different  forms  of  insanity  that  the 
existence  of  general  paralysis  was  the  only  reliable  information  that 
could  be  obtained  for  the  comparison  of  the  form  of  mental  disease 
of  patients  admitted  from  the  different  parishes.  Moreover,  since  the 
introduction  of  the  Wassermann  test  doubtful  cases  of  this  disease  have 
been  far  less  numerous.

The  number  of  cases  admitted  from  single  parishes  suffering  from 
general  paralysis  are  not  sufficient  to  draw  any  conclusions  from,  yet  I 
cannot  refrain  from  calling  attention  to  the  low  incidence  of  Bethnal 
Green  with  a  population  of  128,282,  viz.,  1*9  per  cent,  of  the  total 
admissions  compared  with  St.  George’s-in-the-West  with  a  population  of 
1 1 7,968,  where  there  is  5  •  2  per  cent,  of  the  total  admissions  due  to  general 
paralysis.  On  account  of  the  numbers  I  have  grouped  parishes  into  east 
and  west  ;  (a)  north,  and  ( b )  south  of  the  Thames.  Table  2  refers  to 
group  ( a ),  Table  3  to  group  (/>).

Table  2  shows  on  the  one  hand  a  relatively  high  percentage  of  male 
general  paralytics  in  the  West-end  parishes  north  of  the  Thames,  viz., 
17 '3  per  cent,  against  13*2  per  cent  for  the  East-end  parishes.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  percentage  of  females  is  higher  in  the  East-end  parishes, 
3*4  per  cent,  compared  with  2*5  per  cent,  in  the  West-end  parishes. 
The  percentage  incidence  of  general  paralysis  of  the  total  admissions  in 
the  West-end  parishes  is  9*7  against  8*2  East-end  parishes. 

The  average  incidence  of  insanity  in  these  two  groups  of  parishes 
north  of  the  Thames  shows  1*75  West-end  group  and  1*49  East-end 
group  per  1,000  resident  population.  Consequently  there  is  a  larger 
incidence  of  insanity  and  general  paralysis  in  the  richer  West-end  parishes 
north  of  the  Thames  than  the  poorer  East-end. 

Table  3  gives  a  comparison  of  east  and  west  parishes  south  of  the 
Thames;  here  we  find  that  the  western  parishes,  Wandsworth  and 
Lambeth  have  a  higher  percentage  of  admissions  with  general  paralysis, 
both  male  and  female,  than  the  eastern  parishes.  The  average  incidence 
of  insanity  in  these  two  groups  of  east  and  west  parishes  is  west  1*51, 
east  1  *46  per  1,000  resident. 

These  two  groups  south  of  the  Thames,  however,  do  not  show  quite 
the  same  results  as  the  two  groups  north  of  the  Thames,  for  the  western 
parishes  of  Lambeth  and  Wandsworth  show  both  a  higher  rate  of 
incidence  in  males  (18*3  per  cent.)  and  females  (3*1  per  cent.)  than 
the  eastern  parishes  (males  13*9,  females  2*7  per  cent.);  this  is  not 
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surprising  when  we  consider  the  class  of  population  living  in  these 
two  western  parishes  south  of  the  Thames. 

We  might  ask  the  question  :  Why  should  general  paralysis  occur 
more  frequently  in  admissions  from  West-end  parishes  than  East-end  ? 
To  answer  this  question  let  us  first  consider  the  fact  that  the  lower  we 
sink  in  the  social  scale  the  greater  is  the  incidence  in  women  of  general 
paralysis  ;  undoubtedly,  the  reason  for  this  is  the  greater  number  of 
women  who  are  exposed  to  infection,  and  poverty  is  the  most  fruitful 
cause  of  prostitution. 

The  incidence  of  general  paralysis  in  the  total  female  admissions  as 
compared  with  the  total  male  admissions  is  one  female  to  seven  males. 
We  have  seen  that  the  West-end  parishes  north  of  the  Thames  have  a 
higher  percentage  of  males  than  the  East-end  parishes,  and  a  lower  per¬ 
centage  of  females.

As  there  are  a  considerable  number  of  better-class  males  who  develop 
every  year  general  paralysis  and  do  not  come  into  the  London  County 
Asylums,  the  incidence  of  seven  males  to  one  female  in  West-end  parishes 
is  probably  considerably  under  the  mark.  The  average  percentage  of 
male  general  paralytic  admissions  annually  to  the  London  County 
Asylums  is  15*6  per  cent.  At  Colney  Hatch  Asylum  all  the  Jews 
are  received,  and  15  per  cent,  of  the  total  admission  of  Jews  are  suffering 
with  general  paralysis,  so  that  this  about  corresponds  with  the  average 
admission  rate.

3.  The  Wassermann  Reaction. — The  Wassermann  reaction  has  been 
extensively  used  in  the  Laboratory  since  the  1st  March  1911,  and  over 
4,000  specimens  have  been  examined.  The  tests  have  been  used  mainly 
(a)  in  the  diagnosis  of  paralytic  dementia  by  the  examination  of  the 
cerebrospinal  fluid  and  serum,  and  (5)  to  ascertain  the  incidence  of 
syphilis  in  cases  of  insanity  other  than  paralytic  dementia. 

The  results  have  been  published  in  the  Archives  of  Neurology  and 
Psychiatry ,  vol.  vi.  Regarding  the  results  obtained  on  the  cerebrospinal 
fluid,  over  200  of  the  cases  examined  have  since  died,  and  the  clinical 
diagnosis  has  been  verified  by  post-mortem  and,  where  necessary,  by 
microscopic  examination.  A  positive  Wassermann  reaction  was  obtained 
with  the  cerebrospinal  fluid  in  98  per  cent,  of  the  cases  of  general 
paralysis  ;  in  no  other  case  has  a  positive  reaction  been  found  other  than 
general  paralysis  or  syphilitic  meningo-encephalitis.  Although  a  marked 
positive  reaction  is  generally  obtained  on  the  cerebrospinal  fluid  in  general 
paralysis,  it  is  shown  that  there  are  cases  giving  slight  and  moderate 
reactions,  and  unless  0-8  to  1  c.c.  of  cerebrospinal  fluid  is  used  in  the  test, 
these  may  be  returned  as  negative. 
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Tlie  serum  of  over  200  cases  of  general  paralysis  lias  been  examined 
and  a  positive  reaction  obtained  in  98  per  cent.  The  reaction  is  generally 
markedly  positive,  but  a  number  of  cases  give  slight  and  moderate 
reactions. 

The  blood  serum  of  177  consecutive  male  admissions  to  Cane  Hill 
Asylum  (Dr.  Wootton)  lias  been  examined  and  a  positive  reaction  obtained 
in  55  cases  (31  per  cent.)  ;  excluding  35  cases  which  were  general 
paralytics,  a  positive  reaction  was  obtained  on  the  serum  of  20  cases  out 
of  142,  he.,  14  per  cent. 

A  considerable  number  of  tests  have  been  made  on  the  blood  serum  in 
cases  of  epilepsy  as  follows  : —

Total,  31  positive  reactions  out  of  418  cases  ;  7*4  per  cent.  This  low 
percentage  may  partially  be  due  to  the  fact  that  all  the  cases  were  adults. 
Congenital  epileptic  imbeciles  might  give  a  higher  percentage. 

Including  all  cases  other  than  general  paralysis  a  positive  reaction  has 
been  obtained  in  39  cases  out  of  571  ;  7  per  cent. 

To  ascertain  the  incidence  of  syphilis  in  various  communities  I  have 
made  arrangements  with  certain  of  the  London  Infirmaries  for  the 
examination  of  the  serum  of  consecutive  admissions.  In  this  direction 
nearly  1,500  specimens  have  already  been  examined  ;  the  work  is  still  in 
progress,  but  the  results  at  present  indicate  a  higher  percentage  of  positi  ve 
results  than  the  asylum  population  if  general  paralytics  be  excluded. 

4.  Dr,  S.  M.  Fisher  is  engaged  upon  the  investigation  of  a  case 
of  motor  aphasia  by  the  examination  of  serial  sections  of  the  whole 
hemisphere. 

Dr.  Fisher,  prior  to  working  at  the  Laboratory,  had  had  experience  of 
the  treatment  of  parenchymatous  syphilis  by  intrathecal  injection  of  various 
forms  of  serum.  With  a  view  of  ascertaining  the  probable  curative  effect 
of  various  sera,  he  has  made,  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  Mann,  experiments 
regarding  the  change  in  intensity  of  the  Wassermann  reaction  effected  by 
the  addition,  in  vitro  of  quantities  of  normal  inactivated  serum,  horse  serum, 
salvarsan,  neosalvarsan,  and  salvarsanized  serum.  It  is  of  interest  to  note 
that  the  results  so  far  obtained  indicate  that  the  addition  of  normal 
inactivated  serum  to  the  test  materially  diminishes  the  intensity  of  the 
W assermann  reaction  on  the  spinal  fluid.  As  a  result  of  these  experi¬ 
ments  the  intrathecal  injections  of  normal  inactivated  serum  in  cases  of 
tabes  dorsalis  and  cerebrospinal  syphilis  has  been  tried,  and  both  clinical 
and  cytological  improvement  noted,  but  it  is  yet  too  early  to  draw  anv 
conclusions  as  to  the  value  of  this  treatment  over  salvarsanized  sera. 
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5.  Dr.  W.  Moodie  is  engaged  upon  the  investigation  of  the  Abder- 
halden  reaction  in  epilepsy.  So  far  the  serum  of  100  epileptics  and 
15  imbeciles  has  been  examined,  using  normal  brain,  and  in  some  cases 
testes,  as  substrate.  The  results  so  far  obtained  do  not  appear  to  show 
the  correlation  of  a  positive  Abderhalden  reaction  with  any  type  of 
mental  affection.  Wassermann  reactions  have  been  made  on  the  serum 
of  every  case,  and  there  is  no  correlation  of  positive  Wassermann  reactions 
with  positive  Abderhalden  reactions. 

6.  Captain  Malcolmson ,  of  the  Indian  Medical  Service,  has  been 
engaged  upon  the  investigation  of  the  blood  and  fasces  of  a  large  number 
of  asylum  cases  to  determine  the  presence  of  typhoid  and  dysentery 
carriers,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  he  discovered  no  typhoid  in 
asylum  cases. 


II. — From  the  London  County  Asylum,  Bexley. 

1.  Dr.  Faulks  : — 

Electrolytic  Chlorine  for  use  in  Asylum  Laundries. — An  investigation 
into  the  practical  value  of  an  apparatus  put  down  in  the  Bexley  Asylum 
Laundry  for  the  production  of  Sodium  Hypochlorite  solution  by  electrolysis 
of  brine.  Numerous  tests  were  made. 

It  was  found  that  : — 

(i)  The  bleaching  fluid  had  a  high  bactericidal  power,  sufficient 
practically  to  sterilise  all  clothing  treated. 

(ii)  That  all  ordinary  stains  were  effectively  removed. 

(iii)  That  no  injury  occurred  to  linen  or  cotton  fabric. 

(iv)  That  a  considerable  amount  of  time  and  labour  was  saved  by 

this  method  of  treating  fouled  clothing. 

2.  Dr.  MacDonald  : — 

The  Cerehro-spinal  Sugar  : 

(i)  A  new  method  for  determining  the  amount  present. 

(ii)  Quantities  found  in  different  mental  conditions.  The  most 

striking  results  were  : — 

(a)  The  decrease  in  general  paralysis. 

(b)  The  increase  in  epilepsy. 

(iii)  The  after  effects  of  withdrawal  of  cerebro-spinal  fluid.  The 

results  showed  that  great  care  must  be  exercised  in  removing 
even  small  quantities  of  fluid  in  cases  where  the  pressure 
is  low. 


3.  Dr.  A.  W.  A.  Petrie  : — 

A  consideration  of  the  effects  of  Vaccine  Therapy  on  organisms  oj 
the  Colon-Typhoid  group. 


A.  Typhoid. 

A  case  from  which  the  bacillus  was  isolated  both  from  the  urine  and 
from  periosteal  abscesses  nearly  a  year  after  the  initial  attack.  Ibis 
bacillus  resembled  typhoid  biologically  on  sixteen  different  media,  but  did 
not  agglutinate  with  stock  serum  in  high  dilutions.  After  injection  with 
an  autogenous  vaccine,  positive  reaction  to  the  Widal  test,  which  had 
been  present  for  about  a  year,  ceased  to  be  obtained. 
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B.  Series  of  Autogenous  Vaccines  in  Chronic  Baccilluria. 

Results  : — 

(i)  One  case  baccilluria  ceased. 

(ii)  Twelve  cases,  transient  improvement  with  relapse. 

(iii)  Three  cases  unimproved. 

(iv)  Mental  stimulation  of  subjects  who  were  mainly  melancholics. 

The  bacteriolytic,  agglutinative  and  opsonic  power  of  the  blood  was 
followed  in  all  cases. 

The  greatly  diminished  toxicity  of  vaccines  sterilised  by  antiseptic 
and  not  by  heat  was  noted. 

4.  Dr.  J.  J.  M.  Share  : — 

An  examination  of  the  morbid  changes  in  the  blood  and  brain  in 
epileptics,  and  an  attempt  to  harmonise  the  clinical  and  therapeutical 
data  with  the  pathology  of  the  disease  in  a  theory  of  causation  dependent 
upon  the  differences  between  normal  blood  and  that  of  epileptics.” 


III. — From  the  London  County  Asylum,  Colney  Hatch. 

Dr.  Gilfillan  reports : — 

Dr.  D.  E.  Stodart,  who  acted  as  locum  tenens  for  several  months 
during  the  past  year,  undertook  an  examination  of  the  blood-serum  and 
cerebro-spinai  fluid  of  a  large  number  of  patients  by  means  of  the 
V\  assermann  and  Nonne-Apelt  tests.  He  examined  in  all  37 1  cases 
including  imbeciles,  primary  dements,  epileptics  and  general  paralytics’ 
and  summarised  his  results  as  follows  : — 

Imbeciles.  — 119  cases  were  examined,  and  of  these  11  (or  9*24  per 
cent.)  gave  a  positive  Wassermann  reaction.  The  cerebro-spinai  fluid  of 
the  1 1  cases  yielded  a  positive  result  in  3. 

Primary  Dements.  Of  26  cases  examined,  one  gave  a  positive  result 
only  so  tar  as  the  serum  was  concerned. 

Epileptics.  186  cases  were  dealt  with  and  the  serum  of  16  gave  a 

positive  result.  Of  the  16,  the  cerebro-spinai  fluid  was  positive  in 
2  cases.  r 


General  Paralytics.— 40  cases  were  tested,  and  38  gave  a  positive 
reaction.  It  was  not  possible  to  obtain  the  cerebro-spinai  fluid  in  all  the 
latter,  but  11  cases  selected  at  random  gave  a  positive  result. 

To  enable  Dr.  Stodart  to  carry  out  his  investigation,  permission  was 
given  to  him  to  work  at  the  laboratory  at  Claybury  Asylum,  and  Dr.  Mott 
kindly  supervised  the  work,  the  results  of  which  will  later  on  be  published 
m  lull  m  the  Archives  of  Neurology.”  r

YX.— From  the  London  County  Colony  for  Epileptics,  Ewell. 

The  following  is  the  text  of  a  paper  read  by  Dr.  M.  Abdy  Collins  at 
the  International  Congress  on  Epilepsy  on  “  The  Hereditary  Transmission 

of  Epilepsy” 

“  The  subject  that  I  propose  to  bring  to  your  notice  to-day,  namely, 
<  The  Hereditary  Transmission  of  Epilepsy,’  is  one  of  extreme  interest 
and  importance  at  the  present  time  in  this  country,  where,  owing  to 
recent  legislation,  public  attention  has  been  strongly  focussed  on  the 
question  of  transmitted  defect.  The  results  that  I  have  obtained  have 
been  a  matter  of  considerable  surprise  to  me,  and  I  am  anxious  to  obtain 

the  experiences  of  others  in  this  matter. 

“I  am  dealing  with  the  subject  from  two  points  of  view — (1)  the 
defects  found  in  the  ancestors  of  my  patients,  and  (2),  the  presence  of 

epilepsy  in  the  descendants.  .  _  • 

“  I  have  confined  myself  entirely  to  epilepsy  in  the  descendants,  as 

that  is  a  disease  in  which  accurate  information  is  more  readily  obtained, 
and  above  all,  chiefly  concerns  us.  I  should  like  to  point  out  that  the 
various  neuroses  and  minor  defects  cannot,  in  my  opinion,  be  accurately 
estimated,  as  so  little  importance  is  attached  to  them  by  relatives,  that 
anything  like  completeness  of  history  is  quite  unobtainable  ;  but, ,  never¬ 
theless,  *no  one  who  frequently  interviews  the  relatives  of  epileptics  can 
fail  to  be  impressed  with  the  many  deficiencies,  both  mental  and  physical, 
that  are  met  with  in  the  relatives.  On  the  other  hand,  howevei,  one 
does  from  time  to  time  meet  with  healthy  families  and  sound  ancestry 
with  the  epileptic  patient  as  the  only  evident  defect.  A  large  proportion 
of  my  cases  are  late  epilepsy,  that  is,  epilepsy  starting  after  25  years  of 
a^e,  and  a  still  larger  proportion  of  cases  starting  after  20,  that  is  when 
we' come  to  consider  the  married,  with  whom  my  figures  are  chiefly 
concerned.  In  these  cases,  alcohol  and  syphilis  have  played  a  prominent 
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part  as  causative  agents,  but  I  cannot  agree  with  the  statement  that  all 
epilepsy  starting  after  35  years  of  age  is  syphilitic  in  origin,  though  often 
it  is  so.  I  bring  before  you  figures  relating  to  two  series  of  cases.  In 
the  first  177  cases  I  have  traced  the  ancestry  only,  and  have  also  divided 
them  into  three  groups,  according  as  to  whether  the  epilepsy  started 
before  10  years  of  age,  between  10  and  25  years  of  age,  or  after 
25  years. 

“  In  the  second  group  of  cases — 420 — I  have  particulars  regarding 
epilepsy  in  the  offspring  also,  and  I  have  separated  males  from  females. 

“(1)  In  177  cases  an  ancestral  history  of  defect  was  obtained  in  101 
cases,  or  57  per  cent.,  but  many  of  the  histories  were  wanting  in  detail, 
and  the  proportion  should  undoubtedly  be  much  higher  : — this  defect  was 
alcoholism  in  the  parent  or  grandparent  in  57  cases,  or  32*2  per  cent,  of 
the  total  ;  it  was  epilepsy  in  the  family  in  37,  or  22  per  cent.  ;  insanity 
in  the  family  in  21,  or  12  per  cent.,  and  neurosis  recorded  in  9. 

“  Dividing  these  cases  into  groups,  we  find —

u  It  is  striking  that  adolescent  or  ordinary  idiopathic  epilepsy  should 
present  the  lowest  percentage  of  epileptic  heredity,  and  attention  will 
be  called  to  this  later. 


“  (2)  To  consider,  now,  the  second  series  of  420  cases — 320  males 
and  100  females  :  of  these  320  males,  a  history  was  obtained  from  the 
friends  in  261  cases,  from  the  patient  only  in  54  cases,  and  not  at  all  in 
5  cases,  owing  to  mental  defect  of  the  patient.  A  defect  in  the  ancestors 
or  collateral  is  recorded  in  162,  or  50  per  cent.  ;  of  these  it  is  parental 
alcoholism,  in  44  per  cent,  or  72  cases  ;  it  is  epilepsy  in  46  per  cent,  or 
76  cases,  parent  or  grandparent  32  times,  brother  or  sister  32  times  ; 
insanity  is  given  in  74  cases,  or  45  per  cent.  There  is  more  than  one  of 
these  factors  in  many  cases,  and  both  parents  were  drunkards  10  times, 
both  parents  epileptic  once  ;  grandparent  and  parent  epileptic  four  times, 
and  grandmother  and  great  grandmother  once.  Of  the  100  females  a 
defective  heredity  is  given  in  52  ;  in  the  parent  or  grandparent  the 
defect  is  present  37  times,  and  in  8  cases  it  is  a  brother  or  sister. 
Epilepsy  in  near  relatives  is  noted  in  27  cases,  in  parent  or  grandparent 
12  times,  and  in  both  parents,  once.  (Here  all  the  children  are  epileptic.) 
In  one  case  the  maternal  greatgrandmother  and  grandmother  are  epileptic, 
the  mother  is  healthy,  and  the  patient  is  the  only  one  of  a  family  of  eight 
who  is  affected  ;  she  has  had  an  illegitimate  child.  Epilepsy  in  three 
generations  is  noted  three  times  ;  alcoholism  occurs  in  the  parents  28 
times;  insane  relatives  are  noted  21  times;  in  24  cases  the  history  is 
deficient  ;  and  in  11,  none  was  obtained  at  all.

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“  With  regard  to  parental  alcoholism,  it  is  noteworthy  that  of  the  72 
male  cases,  the  heredity  is  paternal  only  in  54,  and  of  the  28  females  it 
is  paternal  only  in  22.  This  suggests  that  it  is  not  the  alcohol  itself 
which  is  responsible  as  a  poison,  but  that  the  habit  of  alcoholic  excess  is 
due  to  a  nervous  deficiency  of  which  epilepsy  in  the  child  is  only  another 
manifestation. 

“Next,  as  regards  the  offspring  of  these  420  who  are  the  patients  at 
the  present  time  at  the  Colony,  the  most  striking  point  is  the  small 
proportion  of  epileptics  who  are  married — of  320  males  61,  or  19  pei  cent, 
only,  and  of  the  females  17,  or  17  per  cent,  only  are  married. 

“  A  year’s  admissions  to  all  the  London  County  Asylums,  who  are 
drawn  from  the  same  class,  shows  that  of  1,463  males  863,  or  59  per 
cent.,  and  of  1,650  females  1,045,  or  63  per  cent.,  are  married.  This  is 
a  very  great  difference,  and  further,  of  the  61  married  male  epileptics  in 
only  20,  -or  about  6  per  cent  of  the  total,  did  the  epilepsy  start  before  the 
age  of  25  years,  and  in  only  9  cases  did  it  start  before  the  age  of  20 
years.  Only  4  males,  whose  epilepsy  started  between  10  and  20  yeais  ol 
age,  are  married. 

“  Of  the  females  married,  only  8  had  fits  before  25,  and  7  of  them 
before  20  years. 

u  These  78  married  epileptics  have  at  the  present  time  197  living 
children — 10  have  had  no  children. 

“  In  8  cases  no  information  is  available.  In  44  cases  none  of  the 
children  are  affected.  In  6  cases  fits  are  recorded  in  one  or  more  children, 
and  in  10  cases  deaths  of  children  from  convulsions  are  recorded  (in  some 
cases  many  of  the  children).  Of  offspring  actually  living  who  are  or 
have  been'  affected  with  epilepsy,  only  5  children  are  recorded,  and  I 
have  no  reason  to  doubt  the  accuracy  of  that  figure. 

“  Probably  many  other  defects  are  present,  and  epilepsy  may  occur 
later  in  others,  but  the  present  condition  of  425  patients  with  197 
descendants  onlv,  and  5  epileptics,  seems  to  indicate  that  other  causes 
than  direct  heredity  of  epilepsy  must  be  responsible  for  the  continuance 
of  the  malady.”  (From  “  Epilepsia,”  Vol.  IV.,  Leipzig.) 


VII. — From  the  Cheshire  County  Asylum  at  Chester. 

Dr.  Hamilton  Grills  reports  as  follows  : — 

The  research  work  as  carried  out  in  the  Laboratory  continues  pro¬ 
gressively,  and  the  data  relating  to  the  various  branches  under  investiga¬ 
tion  is  slowly  assuming  proportions  suitable  for  definite  opinions  to  be 
expressed  on  these  subjects. 

The  leucocytic  counts  undoubtedly  favour  the  opinion  that  certain 
states  of  insanity  owe  their  origin  to  a  microbial  invasion.  The  states 
chiefly  worked  upon  are  those  of  confusional  insanity  and  acute  mania. 
In  conjunction  with  the  study  of  the  leucocytic  reaction  in  these  cases, 
a  bacteriological  investigation  of  the  faeces  and  urine  has  also  been  made. 
Unfortunately,  this  branch  of  the  investigation  makes  a  greater  demand 
upon  one’s  time  and  attention  and  is  less  rapidly  productive  of  results 
than  is  the  study  of  the  leucocytes.  Deductions,  therefore,  cannot  be 
drawn  and  possibilities  discussed  with  the  same  freedom  at  present  since 
the  bacteriological  data  has  not  yet  been  obtained  in  sufficient  quantity. 

Work  in  regard  to  the  study  of  dysentery  has  been  slowly  progressing 
whenever  cases  have  made  it  possible. 
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The  tuberculins  are  in  constant  use  in  cases  of  tubercular  infection 
and  undoubtedly  have  a  markedly  favourable  effect  on  many  of  the 
-cases. 

They  are  also  being  used  in  cases  of  general  paralysis  with  the  object 
of  producing  a  lymphocytosis  in  the  hope  that  thereby  a  remission  of 
acute  symptoms  may  be  obtained. 


VIII. — From  the  Hereford  County  Asylum. 

Two  papers  on  work  done  in  the  Laboratory  of  the  Hereford  County 
and  City  Asylum  by  Dr.  E.  Hamilton  Black,  and  published  in — 

1.  “The  British  Medical  Journal”  (January  18th,  1913),  entitled 

“  The  qualitative  and  quantitive  effect  observed  on  polymorph 
“  neutrophile  leucocytes  in  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  by 
“  tuberculin.” 

2.  “The  Journal  of  Clinical  Research,”  entitled,  “The  value  of 

“  polymorph  neutrophile  leucocytes  in  disease  with  special 
“  reference  to  vaccine  treatment  in  tuberculosis.” 

The  following  is  a  brief  resume  of  both  papers.  Firstly,  a  large 
number  of  slides  were  prepared  from  emulsions  of  leucocytes  treated  with 
emulsions  of  tubercle  bacilli  and  freshly  prepared  serums  from  the  blood 
of  several  healthy  noil-tuberculous  sane  subjects,  and  from  insane 
patients  suffering  from  chronic  tuberculous  disease  ;  these  were  incubated 
at  the  body  temperature,  whether  the  tuberculo-opsonic  index  was  high 
or  low.  It  was  found  in  all  cases  that  the  phagocytic  value  of  polymorph 
neutrophile  leucocytes,  or  their  power  for  ingesting  micro-organisms 
increased  in  proportion  as  the  number  of  nuclei  contained  in  them 
increased,  and  that  they  were  more  mature  form,  better  adapted  for  the 
defensive  work  of  the  body  economy.  Secondly,  several  specimens  of 
pus  were  examined  and  the  number  of  neutrophile  leucocytes  with  more 
than  one  nucleus  were  estimated  to  constitute  80  to  95  per  cent,  of  those 
present,  and  50  to  75  per  cent,  had  three  or  more  nuclei.  Specimens 
of  pus  and  blood  were  taken  from  the  same  individual,  in  the  pus 
the  percentages  of  those  neutrophile  leucocytes  were  higher  as  the 
number  of  nuclei  contained  in  them  increased,  as  compared  with  the 
percentages  of  the  same  kind  of  nucleated  leucocytes  in  the  blood  of 
the  same  individual,  hence  it  was  deduced  that  as  the  number  of  nuclei 
contained  in  neutrophile  leucocytes  increased  so  their  power  of  migrating 
from  the  vessels  to  the  attack  increased.  The  average  numbers  of  the 
variously  nucleated  leucocytes  in  normal  blood  were  estimated  to  be  as 
follows  : — Neutrophile  leucocytes  with  one  nucleus  8  per  cent.,  those 
with  two  nuclei  28  per  cent.,  those  with  three  nuclei  42  per  cent.,  and 
those  with  four  nuclei  and  over  22  per  cent. 

When  the  resistance  to  microbic  invasion  was  persistently  lowered, 
•either  as  a  contributory  cause  or  effect,  the  qualitative  value  of  the 
neutrophile  leucocytes  in  the  blood  of  insane  patients  was  found  to  be 
below  the  normal  standard,  both  with  regard  to  their  decreased  capacity 
for  ingesting  micro-organisms,  and  lessened  activity  and  power  of 
advancing  to  attack  the  invader,  both  of  wdiicli  are  dependent  on  and 
determined  by  their  degree  of  development  or  maturity  ;  the  degree  of 
maturity  attained  being  coincident  with  and  determined  by  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  nuclei  contained  in  each  cell.  For  the  same  reason  the 
number  of  leucocytes  per  cubic  millimetre  was  found  to  be  below  the 
normal  standard.  When  the  stimulus  of  the  attack  of  pathogenetic 
bacteria  failed  to  arouse  a  correspondingly  active  increase  in  the  quality 
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and  quantity  of  leucocytes  in  the  blood  of  the  attacked,  this  lack  of 
response  contributed  at  least  one  factor  in  determining  the  chronicity  of 
the  disease.  By  repeated  injections  of  tuberculin  vaccine  administered 
subcutaneously  for  treatment  to  chronic  tuberculous  insane  patients,  and 
by  repeated  injections  of  autogenous  staphylococcal  infection,  it  was 
found  that  the  qualitative  and  quantitative  values  of  the  polymorph 
neutrophile  leucocytes  were  increased  in  those  cases  in  which  these 
values  were  found  to  be  below  the  normal  standard  with  a  marked 
improvement  in  the  physical  signs  and  symptoms  of  the  disease. 

It  was  found  that  the  best  results  in  vaccine  treatment  were  obtained 
with  mild  reactions,  and  a  small  rise  of  temperature.  If  the  reaction  was 
too  severe,  however,  and  the  negative  phase  too  prolonged,  this  caused  a 
temporary  lessened  power  of  resistance  of  the  patient  during  the  negative 
phase  of  the  staphylococcal-opsonic  index  as  was  shown  by  a  fresh 
staphylococcal  activity,  noted  by  the  appearance  of  fresh  furnucles,  these, 
however,  soon  disappeared,  and  none  developed  during  the  positive  phase 
of  the  opsonic-index. 


IX. — From  the  Lancashire  County  Asylum  at  Lancaster. 

We  are  indebted  to  Dr.  R.  G.  Rows  for  the  following  report  of 
original  clinical  and  pathological  investigations  on  the  subject  of 
insanity  : — 

During  the  year  1913  a  fresh  series  of  experiments  have  been 
undertaken  by  Dr.  Orr,  of  Prestwich,  and  myself  in  order  to  investigate 
the  effects  of  bacterial  intoxication  when  the  source  of  the  toxin  was 
placed  in  the  abdominal  cavity.  The  reasons  for  adopting  this  region 
were  : — (1)  This  site  was  most  suitable  for  experiments  in  which  it  was 
desired  to  exclude  infection  of  the  lymph  system  of  the  spinal  nerves  ; 
(2)  In  order  to  reproduce,  as  closely  as  possible,  gastro-intestinal  intoxica¬ 
tion  and  its  effects  on  the  spinal  cord  ;  (3)  To  ascertain  how  far  such 
toxic  infection  influenced  the  sympathetic  ganglion  chain. 

The  inflammatory  reaction  induced,  extended  from  the  neighbourhood 
of  the  capsules  for  a  considerable  distance  along  the  mesentery,  and 
there  was  abundant  evidence  of  reaction  in  connection  with  the 
sympathetic  ganglia.  INo  evidence  of  lymphogenous  invasion  was  found 
in  the  sheath  of  the  spinal  ganglia,  the  perineurium  of  the  spinal  roots, 
or  in  the  dura  mater  or  pia  arachnoid.  But  within  the  spinal  cord  the 
picture  presented  a  remarkable  change,  and  the  proliferation  of  the 
neuroglial  elements  was  very  marked.  It  affected  both  the  grey  and 
white  matter,  but  most  the  outer  layers  of  the  latter.  There  were  also 
scattered  sclerotic  foci  consisting  of  glial  elements.  The  appearances 
in  the  spinal  cord  resembled  closely  those  seen  in  cases  of  cancer  cachexia 
and  pernicious  anaemia.  The  changes  in  the  blood  vessels  varied  much, 
and  in  some  regions  were  the  most  prominent  morbid  phenomenon. 
Many  vessels  contained  hyaline  thrombi. 

Besides  this  investigation  into  the  pathology  of  changes  in  the 
nervous  system  some  attention  has  been  given  to  the  clinical  investigation 
of  cases  of  insanity  by  the  psycho-analytical  method.  This  was  under¬ 
taken  in  order  to  attempt  to  determine  the  importance  of  disturbances  of 
the  personality  in  mental  disorders.  A  paper  on  this  subject  was  read 
by  me  in  January  before  the  Psychiatric  Section  of  the  Royal  Society  of 
Medicine.  , 
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X. — From  the  Lancashire  County  Asylum  at  Prestavich. 

Dr.  J.  L.  Stephenson  furnishes  the  following  Report  of  work  done  in 
the  Pathological  Laboratory  during  the  year  1913  : — 

Sympathetic  ganglia  have  been  examined  from  more  than  50  necropsies. 
The  work  is  not  complete,  but  it  is  possible  to  make  the  following 
summary.  The  cases  have  been  grouped  in  three  divisions 

(1)  Tuberculosis. — Here  changes  were  always  found  whose  distribu¬ 
tion  in  the  sympathetic  chain  depended  on  the  situation  of  the  organs 
affected,  the  intensity  of  infection,  and  the  rapidity  of  evolution  of  the 
tubercular  process.  Two  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  associated 
during  life  with  definite  signs  of  sympathetic  irritation  ;  in  these,  morbid 
processes  were  found  in  the  cervical  ganglia.  In  a  case  of  tubercular 
peritonitis,  with  cutaneous  pigmentation  simulating  Addison’s  disease, 
the  solar  plexus  was  fouud  compressed  by  tubercular  lymph  glands,  and 
showed  advanced  interstitial  and  parenchymatous  inflammatory  changes. 

(2)  Various  Infective  Diseases  ivith  Ulceration  of  the  Bowel,  e.g ., 
tubercular  enteritis,  colitis,  and  enteric  fever.  Inflammatory  changes 
Avere  found  in  the  solar  plexus,  and  micro-organisms  in  the  connective 
tissue  and  sheath  of  the  semilunar  ganglia. 

(3)  Various  Nervous  and  Mental  Disease ,  e.g.,  general  paralysis, 
tabes,  organic  brain  disease,  &c.  In  general  paralysis  of  the  insane  the 
occurrence  of  Avaxy  disease  was  confirmed,  sclerosis  of  interstitial  tissiu 
and  atrophic  pigmentation  of  nerve  cells  were  found.  A  number  of 
ciliary  ganglia  have  been  examined.  Degenerative  changes  were  constant 
in  general  paralysis  of  the  insane,  but  vrere  also  found  in  a  senile  case,  in 
which  there  had  been  no  Argyll  Robertson  phenomenon. 

Material  from  cases  of  pellagra  is  being  examined. 

A  paper  Avas  published  in  the  “  Review  of  Neurology  and  Psychiatry  ” 
on  the  spread  of  infection  from  peripheral  inflammatory  foci  to  the  central 
nervous  system  by  the  lymph  channels  of  nerves.  Six  of  the  seven  cases 
described  showed  diffuse  meniugo-myelitis  of  the  cerebro-spinal  axis,  in 
the  seventh  (a  case  of  empyema)  the  reaction  stopped  at  the  posterior 
root  ganglion,  destruction  of  which  caused  herpes  zoster  and  a  zone  of 
degeneration  in  the  posterior  columns  of  the  cord.  That  part  of  the 
central  nervous  system  which  Avas  directly  connected  with  the  source  of 
infection,  exhibited  the  greatest  degree  of  reaction,  the  tissue  furthest 
removed  showed  the  least  reaction.  An  instructive  case  of  bulbar- 
paralysis  following  mumps,  described  by  Collins  and  Armour,  was 
referred  to. 


XI. — From  the  West  Riding  Asylum  at  Wakefield. 

Dr.  J.  Shaw  Bolton  reports  as  follows  : — 

A. — Educational. 

At  the  outset  of  this  report  1  would  draw  attention  to  the  routine 
educational  Avork  necessitated  by  the  preparation  of  candidates  for  the 
diploma  in  Psychological  Medicine  of  the  University  of  Leeds.  During 
the  year  a  fourth  candidate,  Dr.  Robinson,  like  the  others,  an  Assistant 
Medical  Officer  at  the  Wakefield  Asylum,  passed  both  parts  of  the 
examination  and  obtained  the  diploma.  It  is  unnecessary  to  dwell  on 
the  importance  of  this  educational  work  as  it  is  so  obviously  essential 
that  Asylum  officers  should  be  fitted  for  the  performance  of  skilled 
investigations  within  the  wards  and  in  the  laboratory. 
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Apart  from  a  short  course  of  lectures  in  psychology,  the  whole 
of  the  training  for  the  diploma  is  carried  out  in  Wakefield  Asylum,  and 
I  would  like  to  record  my  indebtedness  to  Dr.  Devine  for  the  help  he  has 
given  me. 

Up  to  the  present  time,  diplomas  in  Psychological  Medicine  have  not 
been  of  any  material  advantage  to  their  holders  ;  and  I  feel  sure  that 
this  disability  is  the  chief  bar  to  the  immediate  success  of  the  diploma 
movement. 


B. — Scientific  Research . 

I  have  been  engaged  throughout  the  year  in  the  completion  of  a  work 
on  u  Cerebral  function — Normal  and  Morbid ,”  which  has  occupied  me  for 
several  years,  and  is  now  in  the  press. 

Dr.  Devine  has  published  (“Journal  of  Mental  Science”)  a  paper 
entitled  u  A  Case  of  Manic  Stupor .”  This  is  an  account  of  a  case  of 
relapsing  insanity  which  has  been  under  observation  for  a  period  of 
20  years.  Each  attack  assumed  a  katatonic  colouring,  and  thus  the 
case  closely  resembled  many  which  follow  a  deteriorating  course.  It  is 
shown  that  no  constant  value  in  a  prognostic  sense  can  be  assigned  to 
katatonic  symptoms. 

The  following  papers  by  Dr.  Devine  will  shortly  be  ready  for 
publication  : — * 

(1)  u  The  Clinical  Significance  of  Katatonic  Symptoms.'1' 

(2)  “  The  Biological  Significance  of  Delusional  States .” 

Dr.  Babington  and  Dr.  Robinson  are  engaged  on  a  research  dealing 
with  the  convolutional  pattern  of  the  frontal  and  parietal  regions  of  the 
brains  of  the  insane. 

Dr.  Robinson  is  engaged  on  the  completion  of  the  systematic  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  visual  cortex  of  a  case  of  long  standing  permanent  blindness 
in  which  central  vision  had  been  largely  regained.  This  case  was  sent 
to  me  some  considerable  time  ago  by  Dr.  Byrom  Bramwell,  and  I  made 
some  preliminary  remarks  on  it  in  my  report  to  the  Commissioners  for  the 
year  1911. 

Dr.  Robinson  is  also  engaged  in  the  study  of  the  various  clinical 
pictures  which  simulate  general  paralysis  of  the  insane.  The  clinical 
features  are  correlated  with  the  naked  eye,  post-mortem,  morbid  changes 
and  the  appearances  found  on  histological  examination.  Dr.  Robinson 
has  prepared  a  preliminary  communication  on  “  Doubtful  cases  of 
General  Paralysis ,”  in  which  he  states  that  87  per  cent,  of  the  cases 
of  general  paralysis  which  have  so  far  been  examined  have  been  found 
to  exhibit  spirocheetes  in  their  brains.  During  life  Wassermann 
reactions  are  performed,  and  at  death  the  brains  are  examined  for 
spiroch tetes.  Up  to  the  present  time  the  search  for  spiroclnetes  has 
been  carried  out  by  Dr.  McIntosh,  of  the  London  Hospital,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  it  will  shortly  be  possible  to  perform  it  in  the  Wakefield 
Laboratory. 

Dr.  Gettings,  the  pathologist,  has,  during  the  year,  published  an 
article  on  “  Dysentery — Past  and  Present  ”  (Journal  of  “  Mental 
Science”)  ;  and  I  append  his  abstract  of  this  communication,  which  led 
to  an  important  discussion  at  the  .  October  meeting  of  the  Medico- 
Psychological  Association  : — 

“  The  discovery  by  Dr.  Bolton  of  records  showing  the  presence  of 
dysentery  at  this  Asylum  over  80  years  ago  led  to  an  investigation  being 
undertaken  of  the  history  of  the  disease  at  Wakefield. 

“Mott  and  Durham,  in  their  report  in  1900,  which  was  the  start  of 
our  modern  ideas  on  the  subject,  stated  that  dysentery  was  first  recog¬ 
nised  as  a  cause  of  death  in  asylums  about  1847.  This  I  find  to  be 
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incorrect.  It  occurred  and  was  fully  recognised  from  the  time  the  first 
asylums  were  opened,  while  there  is  evidence  to  show  that  its  presence 
in  the  old  madhouses  was  taken  as  a  matter  of  course. 

“  A  century  ago  dysentery  was  a  disease  of  the  general  population, 
and  that  being  so,  it  is  easy  to  see  how  it  was  introduced  into  the  early 
asylums.  In  the  case  of  Wakefield  it  was  introduced  within  a  week  of 
the  opening  in  1818,  and  cases  can  be  traced  as  occurring  in  all  but  9 
of  the  96  years  since  then.  And  these  blank  years  do  not  come  together, 
but  are  so  scattered  that  it  is  uulikely  that  the  chain  of  descent  is  broken 
which  connects  the  cases  of  to-day  with  those  early  ones.  Moreover,  in 
many  of  these  years  in  which  it  has  not  been  possible  to  actually  trace 
its  presence  there  are  suspicious  circumstances,  such  as  deaths  from 
chronic  diarrhoea,  inflamed  colons,  and  such  like,  which  suggest  that  it 
may  have  occurred  after  all. 

u  The  years  in  which  it  cannot  be  traced  are  1821,  1823,  1845,  1855, 
1857-8,  and  1891.  In  all  the  others,  from  case  books,  registers,  and 
reports,  evidence  has  been  obtained  of  its  presence,  and  we  can  see  that 
the  Asylum  has  never  been  really  free  since  it  was  opened,  and  that  the 
dysentery  in  Wakefield  to-day  is  probably  the  lineal  descendant  of  that 
introduced  over  90  years  ago,  and  handed  on  from  case  to  case. 

“  Dysentery  is  noted  for  its  epidemicity,  and  this,  too,  has  been 
marked  at  Wakefield.  The  first  outbreak  being  in  1825-30,  when,  at 
toe  height  of  the  epidemic  in  1828,  1  in  5  of  the  patients  were  attacked, 
while  the  case  mortality  was  25  per  cent.,  worse  even  than  the  famous 
outbreak  at  Mill  bank  Prison.  An  account  of  the  epidemic  was  published 
in  the  ‘  North  of  England  Medical  and  Surgical  Journal  '  for  1830,  this 
being,  it  is  believed,  the  first  published  reference  to  asylum  dysentery. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  contagiousness  of  the  disease,  and  the 
fact  that  the  chief  danger  lay  in  the  stools  of  the  infected  persons,  was 
fully  recognised  in  this  first  epidemic,  and  segregation,  together  with 
fumigation  of  the  rooms,  was  practised,  while  one  of  the  visiting 
physicians  in  charge  advised  that  all  dysenteric  stools  should  be  treated 
with  chloride  of  lime. 

“Epidemics  of  a  milder  character  took  place  in  1849,  1866-70, 
1881-4,  1900-3,  and,  beginning  in  1911,  one  is  still  proceeding. 

“  Between  the  epidemics  the  cases  shrank  to  very  small  numbers,  but, 
as  has  been  already  stated,  the  evidence  favours  the  view  that  the 
Asylum  has  never  been  free  from  it.  Sanitary  measures  of  all  kinds 
have  been  undertaken  from  the  earliest  days  for  that  purpose,  ventilation, 
drainage,  water  supply,  and  overcrowding  having  been  dealt  with  time 
after  time  and  without  avail, 

“  The  position  may  be  summed  up  and  conclusions  drawn  as  follows. 
That  dysentery  was  a  disease  of  the  general  population  when  Wakefield 
Asylum  was  opened  in  1818  ;  that  it  was  soon  introduced  into  the 
Asylum,  and  from  certain  reasons  has  been  perpetuated  there  ever  since, 
so  that  the  cases  of  to-day  are  lineally  descended  from  those  known  to 
have  been  introduced  over  90  years  ago. 

u  The  fact  that  it  has  been  present  for  so  long  indicates  that  it  is  not 
a  question  of  sanitation,  nor  can  water,  milk,  or  food  be  the  infecting 
agent,  for  all  these  have  been  dealt  with,  and  the  source  changed  many 
times.  It  must  therefore  be  a  case  infection  passed  on  from  one  infected 
person  to  another.  A  condition  corresponding  to  typhoid  carriers  must 
exist,  and  in  the  interepidemic  periods,  and  between  cases,  the  infection 
must  be  kept  alive  by  healthy  carriers  or  by  mild  or  chronic  cases  giving 
no  signs  of  their  condition  and  yet  being  capable  of  spreading  iufection. 
The  occasional  finding  of  unsuspected  dysentery  post-mortems  shows 
that  this  condition  does  occur. 
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u  This  being  so,  the  disease  can  obviously  not  be  stamped  out  by 
measures  of  sanitation,  but  only  by  the  detection  and  removal  of  these 
infective  persons.  This  is  the  keystone  of  the  problem  of  asylum 
dysentery,  and  until  these  foci  of  the  disease  can  be  detected  it  will  be 
impossible  to  eradicate  it  from  our  asylums.  Clinically  it  cannot  be 
solved,  and  our  hope  lies  in  the  laboratory,  where  it  should  not  be 
impossible  to  discover  some  test  which  would  enable  us  to  detect  those 
persons  harbouring  the  dysentery  bacillus.” 

I  also  append  Dr.  Gettings’s  Laboratory  Report  for  the  year  1913.

Laboratory  Report  for  1913. 

u  During  the  year  an  increasing  amount  of  routine  work  took  place 
by  request,  and  for  the  assistance  of  the  clinical  staff.  Wassermann 
reactions,  Widals,  and  other  blood  examinations,  lumbar  punctures  and 
bacteriological  investigations  of  various  kinds  being  the  main  features. 
But  the  bulk  of  the  work  was  in  connection  with  the  epidemic  of 
dysentery,  of  which  100  cases  occurred  during  the  year.  A  full  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  was  made  of  the  stools  to  determine  and  classify  the 
causal  organism.  This  work  occupied  the  whole  year,  and  is  not  entirely 
finished  yet.  A  preliminary  report  will,  however,  be  made  at  the 
Storthes  Hall  meeting  of  the  Medico-Psychological  Association  on 
February  19th,  1914,  and  it  is  hoped  to  render  a  complete  one  in 
June  1914. 

“  The  technique  was  adopted  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
workers  into  epidemic  diarrhoea  as  being  probably  the  best  standard  at 
present  existing,  while  its  classification  is  clear  and  simple,  and  renders 
the  work  comparable  of  all  who  follow  it.  This  is  especially  needed  in 
dysentery  where  in  the  past  each  worker  has  been  a  law  unto  himself. 

“  During  the  year  82  samples  were  received  from  cases  suspected  of 
dysentery  ;  44  showed  non-lactose  fermenting  bacilli  to  be  present. 

These  non-lactose  fermenting  bacilli  in  39  cases  proved  to  be  dysentery 
bacilli  related  to  the  Flexner  type.  It  is  a  matter  for  further  study  why 
dysentery  bacilli  were  detected  in  only  half  the  cases.  The  excretion  of 
the  bacilli  appears,  however,  to  be  irregular,  and  hence  one  may  receive 
a  sample  free  from  them,  whereas  a  sample  of  the  next  stool  may  contain 
them  in  abundance. 

“  Ten  colonies  of  non-lactose  fermenting  bacilli  were  picked  off  each 
person’s  plates  if  possible,  and  in  this  way  213  strains  were  isolated 
during  the  year  ;  187  of  these,  or  83  per  cent.,  gave  the  cultural  reactions 
of  the  Flexner  type.  Though  agreeing  in  the  main  points,  much  variation 
existed  in  minor  ones. 

“The  remaining  17  per  cent,  of  non-lactose  fermenting  bacilli  did  not 
present  any  features  of  special  interest,  none  of  them  corresponding  to 
standard  varieties.” 


XII. — From  the  West  Riding  Asylum  at  Wadsley. 

Dr.  A.  H.  Firth  has  made  a  careful  investigation  into  the  state  of  the 
pupils  and  their  reaction  in  various  cases  of  insanity. 

His  conclusions  may  be  summarised  as  follows  : — 

Apart  from  general  paralysis,  epilepsy,  and  gross  brain  lesions,  the 
more  evident  pupillary  symptoms  are  found  in  the  toxic  psychoses,  and 
in  senile  dementia. 

In  many  kinds  of  insanity  there  is  a  tendency  towards  variation  in  the 
form,  position,  and  size-relation  of  the  pupils. 
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It  lias  been  claimed  by  certain  writers  that  diminution  and  loss  of  the 
sensory  and  psychical  reactions,  and  cf  “  pupillary  unrest  ”  are  typically 
frequent  in  dementia  priecox.  These  symptoms,  however,  are  not  uncommon 
in  other  types  of  insanity.  No  special  diagnostic  importance  can  be 
attached  to  their  occurrence. 

The  results  of  the  investigation  are  in  course  of  publication  in  the 
Journal  of  Mental  Science,  embodied  in  a  paper  entitled  “  The  Pupil 
and  its  Reflexes  in  Insanity,”  the  first  part  of  which  appeared  in  the  issue 
for  January  1914. 


XIII. — From  the  Cardiff  City  Asylum. 

I.  Report  of  Drs.  Scholl) erg  and  Goodall : 

Doctors  Scholberg  and  Goodall  communicated  to  the  Psychiatric 
Section  of  the  last  International  Congress  of  Medicine  their  results  up  to 
date  with  the  method  of  complement-deviation.  The  following  constitute 
the  main  conclusions  given  at  the  end  of  their  communication. 

1.  We  are  unable  to  agree  with  those  who  state  that  with  0  2  c.c.  (the 
usual  amount)  of  amboceptor-fluid  a  positive  Wassermann  is  obtained  in 
practically  100  ner  cent,  of  cases  of  dementia  paralytica.  This  may  be  true 
of  cases  in  an  early  stage  of  the  disease,  or  of  those  running  a  rapid  course, 
although  extremely  little  authentic  information  is  available  on  the  point. 
Our  experience  shows  that  in  cases  of  long  standing,  such  as  those  we 
worked  with,  and  including  several  in  which  the  disease  was  progressing 
very  slowly,  or  in  which  states  of  partial  remission  or  quiescence 
obtained,  and  in  which  only  complete  absence  of  haemolysis  was  recorded 
as  a  positive  result,  no  more  than  56*4  per  cent,  of  the  cases  gave  a 
positive  reaction  in  the  serum  and  30*8  per  cent,  in  the  c.s.f.  (Cases  of 
retarded  haemolysis  are  very  numerous  ;  resp.  18  per  cent,  and  20*5  per 
cent.) 

2.  The  complement-binding  substance  is  more  active  (stronger)  in 
secondary  than  in  tertiary  syphilis,  and  in  tertiary  syphilis  than  in 
general  paralysis  (Wassermann  +  with  0*2  c.cm.  amboceptor  1  in  10, 
respectively  in  100  per  cent.,  83*4  per  cent.,  and  58  per  cent.). 

3.  Conclusion  No.  4  of  our  previous  paper  (which  is  the  conclusion 
reached  by  the  consensus  of  opinion),  viz.,  that  a  positive  reaction  in 
serum  or  c.s.f.  occurs  very  rarely  in  cases  of  insanity  other  than  dementia 
paralytica,  if  known  cases  of  syphilis  are  excluded,  and  the  test  be 
repeated,  is  confirmed  by  these  further  observations. 

4.  By  increasing  the  amount  of  amboceptor  used  up  to  0*6  c.cm., 
positive  results  in  dementia  paralytica  were  obtained  in  36  per  cent,  in 
the  serum  and  48*6  per  cent,  in  the  c.s.f.  in  cases  which  gave  negative 
or  merely  retarded  results  with  0*2  c.cm.  If  our  table  of  positive  results 
in  dementia  paralytica,  composed  of  cases  in  which  0*2  c.cm.  amboceptor 
was  used,  be  corrected  in  the  light  of  this  information,  the  percentage  of 
positive  results  is  raised  in  the  serum  from  56*4  to  72,  and  in  the  c.s.f. 
from  30*8  to  64. 

5.  The  positive  results  in  other  mental  disorders  (non-G.P.  I.)  were 
increased  by  taking  0*6  c.cm.  amboceptor  instead  of  0*2  c.cm.  in  the 
serum  and  c.s.f.  respectively  by  5  to  6  per  cent,  and  7  per  cent. 

6.  Conclusion  No.  8  of  our  former  paper  is  confirmed,  a4z.,  that  the 
reaction  may  vary  in  serum  and  c.s.f.  at  different  periods  of  the  disease  in 
a  given  case  without  clinical  change.  Atypical  reactions  also  occur  in 
both  fluids  in  pronounced  and  advanced  cases. 
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7.  In  some  phases  of  general  paralysis  a  positive  Wassermann 
reaction  is  not  obtained  until  between  0*2  and  0*1  c.cm.  of  pure  cerebro¬ 
spinal  fluid  is  taken.  But  1  c.cm.  is  the  amount  required  in  some  cases 
of  cerebro-spinal  lues,  a  point  of  resemblance  between  these  conditions 
which  bears  out  the  difficulty,  and  even  impossibility,  of  clinical  diagnosis 
between  them,  and  of  histological  differentiation,  in  some  instances. 

8.  The  reaction  is  often  negative  or  incomplete  in  remission,  but  it 
may  be  positive. 

The  Nonne-Apelt  reaction  during  remission  is  variable,  and  cannot 
be  correlated  with  that  state,  but  is  oftener  positive  than  is  the  Wasser¬ 
mann  test. 

9.  The  Nonne-Apelt  test  is  positive  in  a  higher  percentage  of  cases 
of  known  dementia  paralytica  than  the  Wassermann  in  the  c.s.f.  It  is 
found  more  consistently  throughout  the  disease  than  is  the  Wassermann. 
Wassermann  is  less  frequently  positive  in  non-general  paralytics,  hence 
rather  more  reliable  in  diagnosis. 

10.  As  regards  the  increase  of  cells  in  the  cerebro-spinal  fluid  in 
dementia  paralytica  ;  as  a  test  in  actual  cases  of  the  disease  this  seems 
about  as  constant  and  reliable  as  the  protein  test,  and  therefore  is  more 
frequently  positive  than  the  Wassermann  ;  but  as  a  means  of  diagnosis, 
less  dependable  than  either.  No  correlation  was  found  between  number 
of  cells  and  severity  of  disease. 

11.  There  seems  to  be  no  need,  or  but  occasional  need,  to  perform 
the  Wassermann  test  for  the  diagnosis  of  dementia  paralytica.  In 
psychiatric  practice,  a  positive  protein  test,  a  positive  nitrogen  test 
(Stanford),  and  pleocytosis  in  the  cerebro-spinal  fluid  constitute  evidence 
of  dementia  paralytica.  Exception  need  be  made  only  for  those  cases 
in  which  the  diagnosis  has  to  be  made  from  senile  mania  (Gr.P.  I.  some¬ 
times  occurs  after  60,  and  undoubted  cases  havm  been  described  at 
even  70)  and  from  cerebro-spinal  lues.  In  the  former  Wassermann 
would  be  negative  in  all  strengths  of  the  cerebro-spinal  fluid.  In  the 
latter,  it  would  be  negative  usually  with  0*2  c.cm.  of  1  in  10,  but  it 
is  frequently  negative  with  this  amount  in  dementia  paralytica  also. 

The  question  of  the  production  of  specific  antiserum  in  rabbits  by 
injecting  them  with  serum  from  a  specific  kind  of  insanity  (the  two 
kinds  experimented  with  being  dementia  paralytica  and  dementia 
priecox)  has  been  investigated.  We  injected  a  very  large  number  of 
animals,  but  in  only  four  or  five  did  we  succeed  in  producing  a  preci¬ 
pitin  capable  of  producing  abundant  precipitate  in  the  corresponding 
human  serum  in  a  dilution  of  1  :  1,000.  Such  antiserum  was  used  against 
the  diluted  serum  of  patients  suffering  from  the  two  kinds  of  insanity 
mentioned,  and  all  other  kinds  exemplified  in  the  Asylum,  and  also 
against  normal  serum.  With  all  the  sera  the  precipitate  formed  was 
the  same,  approximately,  in  amount.  The  point  under  examination  was 
further  tested  by  first  precipitating  from  the  patient’s  serum  (which 
provided  the  antiserum)  all  substances  capable  of  being  thrown  down  by 
antiserum  from  a  rabbit  injected  with  normal  serum,  and  then  adding  to 
the  filtrate  the  antiserum  of  the  patient.  [Thus  the  patient’s  serum  was 
first  u  satisfied  ”  as  far  as  its  normal ly-precipitable  substance  was 
concerned.  Theoretically,  his  antiserum  should  likewise  have  been 
“  satisfied  ”  by  the  prior  use  of  normal  serum  ;  but  in  practice  this  failed 
for  unknown  reasons  (no  precipitate  resulting).]  Controls  were  made.  It 
was  found  that  in  all  cases,  of  whatever  kind  of  insanity,  also  in  normal 
individuals,  no  further  precipitate  resulted  on  adding  the  patient’s 
antiserum  to  the  filtrate.  These  two  experiments,  therefore,  show  that 
the  antiserum  produced  by  injection  of  a  rabbit  with  serum  from  a  case 
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of  a  given  kind  of  insauity  is  not  specific  for  that  case,  or  that  kind,  or 
any  kind  of  insanity,  as  far  as  precipitin  formation  is  concerned.  This 
method  will  not,  therefore,  serve  as  a  diagnostic  means. 

The  question  next  arose,  whether  the  serum  of  rabbits  injected  as 
above  contained  a  body  which,  in  conjunction  with  another  body  in  the 
serum  used  for  injection,  had  the  power  to  deviate  complement.  To 
answer  this  question  experiments  were  carried  out  on  the  lines  of  the 
Wassermann  test,  the  constituents  of  the  test  being,  of  course,  titrated  as 
for  that  test.  The  serum  of  the  patients  selected  for  examination  was 
put  up  in  a  series  of  dilutions  from  1  :  1,000  to  1  :  100  million.  The 
titrated  “  antigen  ”  of  the  rabbit  serum  was  used  against  such  diluted 
serum  ;  in  each  experiment  serum  from  an  injected  and  serum  from  an 
uninjected  rabbit  being  employed.  The  last-mentioned  was,  of  course, 
a  control,  and  furnished  positive  haemolysis.  The  superior  delicacy  of 
this  method  compared  with  the  precipitin  method  was  very  apparent. 
Whereas  a  precipitate  resulted  very  rarely  in  dilutions  (of  patient’s 
serum),  over  1  in  10,000,  complement  was  deviated  when  the  serum  was 
used  in  dilutions  of  1  in  10,  and  even  1  in  100  million.  But  here,  as  with 
the  precipitin  test,  no  specificity  was  apparent  ;  there  being  negative 
haemolysis  with  as  high  dilutions  of  the  serum  of  patients  suffering  from 
various  kinds  of  insanity  as  of  the  serum  of  the  patient  with  whose  serum 
the  rabbit  had  been  injected,  and  of  serum  of  patients  with  the  same  kind 
of  insanity  as  such  patient. 

These  results  will  be  published  in  detail  this  year. 

Dr.  Goodall  has  continued  his  observations  upon  the  treatment  of 
patients  (recent  and  acute  cases)  with  leucocytic  extract,  and  these  it  is 
proposed  also  to  publish  this  year. 

Drs.  Scholberg  and  G-oodall  are  at  present  engaged  chiefly  with 
anaerobic  culture — experiments  in  certain  kinds  of  insanity. 


II.  Account  of  Research  carried  out  in  the  Year  1913  in  the  Chemical 
Laboratory ,  Cardiff  City  Mental  Hospital .  By  R.  V.  Stanford, 
M.Sc.,  Ph.D.,  Research  Chemist. 

The  past  year  has  been  devoted  chiefly  to  the  study  of  the  cerebro¬ 
spinal  fluid  in  the  insane  from  the  quantitative  point  of  view.  The 
considerations  which  led  me  to  turn  attention  to  this  problem  were 
referred  to  in  last  year’s  Report.  The  preliminary  experiments  there 
mentioned  yielded  such  interesting  results  that  I  resolved  to  attempt  to 
work  out  a  complete  quantitative  chemical  analysis  of  cerebrospinal  fluid. 
It  must  be  emphasised  that  any  such  quantitative  scheme  is  of  practical 
utility  only  if  it  can  be  applied  to  a  quantity  of  cerebrospinal  fluid 
obtainable  from  the  living  subject.  Since,  however,  the  amount  of  fluid 
so  accessible  is  of  the  order  of  five  to  ten  cubic  centimeters,  and  since  the 
fluid  is  a  very  dilute  solution,  it  is  evident  that  the  quantitative  methods 
employed  will  have  to  be  capable  of  estimating  very  minute  amounts  of 
the  substances  sought  for,  and  of  doing  this  also  with  a  sufficient  and 
known  degree  of  accuracy.  In  practice,  methods  are  required  for 
estimating  quantities  which  are  to  be  reckoned  in  hundredths  of  a 
milligram  with  an  experimental  error  of  about  1  per  cent.  Analytical 
methods  of  this  kind  are  not  known  at  present,  so  that  it  has  been 
necessary  to  devise  suitable  methods  and  test  their  accuracy  before  the 
actual  estimations  could  be  proceeded  with. 

Certain  such  methods  I  have  already  worked  out  and  applied  in  a 
very  large  number  of  cases  of  mental  disease  ;  other  micro-quantitative 
analyses  are  projected,  but  at  present  the  requisite  new  methods  are  not 
quite  perfected.  Those  which  have  already  been  extensively  used 
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include  measurements  of  density,  viscosity,  and  the  estimation  of  the 
total  nitrogen  of  the  fluid. 

From  accurate  measurements  of  the  densities  of  a  large  number  of 
cerebrospinal  fluids,  taken  during  life,  it  was  found  that,  as  a  general 
rule,  the  density  in  all  cases  other  than  those  of  general  paralysis  fell 
below  a  certain  limit,  whilst  in  general  paralysis  the  density  was  always 
above  that  limit.  The  diagnostic  value  of  this  difference  is  obvious,  but 
it  is  somewhat  impaired  by  the  occasional  occurrence  of  high  densities  in 
cases  not  of  general  paralysis.  1  published  a  detailed  account  of  this 
work  during  the  year  ( Zeitschrift  fur  physiologische  C/iemie ,  1913, 
86,  43). 

The  viscosities  of  cerebrospinal  fluids  in  different  mental  diseases 
differ  but  very  slightly,  so  that  the  hope  of  tracing  abnormal  constituents 
by  this  means  was  not  realised. 

The  total  amount  of  nitrogen  contained  in  one  cubic  centimetre  of 
cerebrospinal  fluid  varies  from  15  to  20  hundredths  of  a  milligram 
in  healthy  persons  and  in  insane  patients  not  suffering  from  general 
paralysis,  whilst  in  cases  of  general  paralysis  the  “  nitrogen  number  ” 
(number  of  hundredths  of  a  milligram  of  total  nitrogen  in  one  cubic 
centimetre  of  fluid)  is  much  greater  than  this,  ranging  from  20  to  40 
in  most  cases  and  reaching  even  80  or  90  as  death  approaches. 
The  new  method  by  which  the  estimation  of  the  nitrogen  number  is 
performed  and  an  account  of  the  results  obtained  by  means  of  it  I 
published  during  the  year  ( Zeitschrift  fur  physiologische  Chemie ,  1913, 
86,  219).  Since  that  publication,  a  large  number  of  other  cases  has  been 
examined,  with  results  entirely  confirmatory  of  those  recorded  in  the 
paper,  so  that  it  may  fairly  be  claimed  that  this,  the  first  quantitative 
chemical  method  for  diagnosis  in  insanity,  has  a  real  diagnostic  value,  and 
it  is  now  in  use  in  this  hospital  for  this  purpose.  The  differentiation  of 
cases  of  ordinary  mania  from  cases  of  general  paralysis  showing  maniacal 
symptoms  is  especially  marked. 

As  a  deduction  from  results  obtained  in  this  nitrogen  estimation  I 
have  recently  been  able  to  devise  an  extremely  simple  and  rapid  test  for 
the  most  important  of  the  nitrogenous  constituents  of  cerebrospinal  fluid 
Avliicli  appear  almost  solely  in  general  paralysis.  This  test,  of  which  an 
account  will  be  published  shortly,  can  probably  be  made  the  basis  of  a 
method  for  the  micro-quantitative  estimation  of  these  constituents. 

By  methods  similar  to  those  already  mentioned  in  this  Report,  it  has 
been  proved  that  fresh  cerebrospinal  fluid  contains  practically  no  ammonia 
(less  than  one  hundredth  of  a  milligram  per  cubic  centimetre)  even  in 
general  paralysis.  Cerebrospinal  fluid  probably  contains  also  no  phos¬ 
phorus. 

In  addition  to  the  papers  mentioned  above,  two  papers  on  the  indigo- 
producing  substances  of  urine  ( Zeitschrift  fur  physiologische  Chemie, 
1913,  87,  188  ;  88,  47),  and  a  paper  on  the  principles  of  colorimetry  and 
the  new  dilution  colorimeter  {see  previous  reports)  have  been  published 
during  the  year  {Zeitschrift  fur  physiologische  Chemie,  1913,  87,  159). 

I  am  much  indebted  to  my  colleagues,  the  assistant  medical  officers, 
and  especially  to  Dr.  D.  J.  Jackson,  for  the  collection  of  specimens  and 
for  information  regarding  patients  under  their  care. 

III.  Report  of  Dr.  E.  Barton  White  : — 

Research  Work  done  in  1913. 

1.  The  continuation  of  a  series  of  bacteriological  examinations  of 
intestiual  contents  as  previously  reported. 

2.  The  bacteriological  examination  of  the  urine  in  general  paralysis. 
(Paper  read  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Medico-Psychological  Associa- 
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lion.)  Of  10  cases  observed,  all  had  micro-organisms  in  the  urine,  after 
every  possible  precaution  had  been  taken  to  withdraw  the  urine  aseptically 
per  catheter. 

:  Of  teu  cases  of  other  forms  of  insanity  only  three  showed  infection. 
The  organisms  found  in  general  paralysis  in  order  of  frequency  were  : 

Staphylococcus  -  -  -  -  5 

Diphtheroid  bacillus  -  -  -  -  4 

Bacillus  coli  -  -  -  -  -3 

Streptococcus  -  -  -  2 

Diplococcus  -  -  -  -  -  1 

In  six  cases  two  different  organisms  appeared  together. 

The  cultural  reactions  of  these  organisms  were  demonstrated  on  various 
kinds  of  media,  and  specimens  were  examined  under  the  microscope,  both 
alive  and  stained,  to  identify  them. 

The  action  of  hexamethylenetetramine  taken  internally  was  shown  by 
formaldehyde  appearing  in  the  urine  in  about  six  hours,  and  ceasing  to  be 
excreted  in  from  5  to  10  hours  after  discontinuation. 

The  10  general  paralytics  were  given  a  course  of  hexamethylenetetra¬ 
mine,  and  after  a  period  the  urine  was  again  tested  bacteriologieally,  after 
formaldehyde  ceased  to  be  excreted. 

In  all  cases  but  one  the  urine  was  sterile,  thus  showing  the  value  of 
this  treatment.  The  one  exception  was  the  only  case  that  did  not  show 
formaldehyde  in  the  urine  by  the  Arnold  -Mentz el  reaction. 

The  chief  organism  of  interest  was  the  diphtheroid  bacillus. 

This  organism  coincided  with  the  diphtheroid  bacillus  demonstrated 
in  the  blood  of  general  paralytics  by  other  investigators. 

The  agglutinating  power  of  the  homologous  and  heterologous  sera 
was  tested  against  these  organisms. 

In  some  of  the  cases  a  vaccine  was  prepared  and  administered. 

The  serum  of  those  yielding  organisms  in  the  urine  was  on  six 
occasions  tested  for  the  existence  of  the  corresponding  specific  antibody 
by  the  method  of  complement  deviation. 

The  result  was  uniformly  negative. 


XIY. — From  the  Derby  Borough  Asylum. 

Dr.  Rutherford  Macphail  reports  as  follows 

Further  investigation  has  been  undertaken  into  the  examination  of 
cerebro-spinal  fluid  in  general  paralysis,  and  allied  conditions.  In  the 
enumeration  of  cells  in  the  cerebro-spinal  fluid  the  method  introduced  by 
Cornell  in  America,  but  not  generally  used  to  any  extent  in  this  country, 
has  been  found  to  yield  excellent  results.  The  method  consists  in  the 
use  of  pure  polychrome  methylene  blue  as  a  stain  to  be  mixed  with  the 
fluid,  which  is  then  examined  on  the  Fucho-Rosenthal  counting  stage. 
The  great  advantage  of  the  method  is  that  the  different  varieties  of 
leucocytes  are  easily  recognisable. 

An  almost  unique  case  of  sarcoma  of  the  pituitary  body  was  reported 
by  Dr.  A.  L.  Taylor  of  this  Asylum  in  the  “  Lancet,”  November  22nd, 
1913.  The  mental  condition  of  the  patient  was  progressive  apathetic 
dementia,  due  probably  to  the  pressure  on  the  frontal  portion  of  the 
cerebrum.  Complete  blindness  was  present,  and  death  occurred  from 
cerebral  compression  after  a  series  of  fits.  No  dystrophic  symptoms 
were  present.  A  somewhat  similar  case  has  been  recorded  in  Italian 
literature.

In  the  period  of  one  year  and  nine  months  which  has  elapsed  since 
this  Asylum  was  last  visited  by  Members  of  our  Board,  the  following 
changes  have  occurred  among  the  patients  : —

The  result  is  that  there  are  now  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of 
464  males  and  593  females,  making  a  total  of  1,057. 

Twenty-five  are  classed  as  private,  the  charges  for  whom  vary  from 
15s.  to  20s.  a  week.  There  are  40  out-county  patients,  of  whom  30  males 
are  West  Ham  patients  received  under  contract.  The  weekly  mainten¬ 
ance  rate  for  home  patients  is  10s.  6d.  There  are,  according  to  the 
estimate  of  accommodation  supplied  to  us,  18  vacancies  for  men  ;  but  on 
the  female  side  there  is  overcrowding  to  the  extent  of  21  beds  above  the 
full  allowance.  When  the  question  of  providing  further  accommodation 
comes  before  the  Committee  we  hope  they  will  consider  the  advisability 
of  adding  a  hospital  for  the  reception  and  treatment  on  modern  lines 
of  recent  cases,  for  which  the  means  at  present  available  are  very 
inadequate. 

A  good  deal  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  improvements  during  the 
period  with  which  we  are  here  concerned,  and  we  would  mention,  as  the 
most  important,  the  relaying  of  the  whole  of  the  drainage  system  in  cast- 
iron,  the  laying  on  of  water  and  gas  to  Wilbury  Hill  Farm,  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  new  verandah  to  Female  Ward  9,  and  of  a  padded  room  on  each 
side.  Extra  sanitary  accommodation  has  been  provided  in  four  of  the 
female  wards,  and  improved  fittings  in  other  parts  ;  but  there  are  still 
deficiencies  to  be  made  up,  e.g .,  in  Male  Ward  6,  where  there  are  only 
4  lavatory  basins  for  68  patients.  Alterations  have  been  made  which 
have  the  effect  of  supplying  very  good  quarters  for  the  Senior  Assistant 
Medical  Officer,  who  is  married.  Some  of  the  wards  have  been  redecorated, 
but  a  great  deal  is  still  needed  in  this  respect,  and  the  kitchen  especially 
requires  doing  up.  The  work  of  converting  the  Wilbury  Hill  Farm  House 
into  a  temporary  isolation  hospital  is  now  in  hand. 

We  would  suggest,  as  matters  to  be  considered  by  the  Committee,  the 
substitution,  as  opportunity  offers,  of  silent  locks  for  those  with  which 
the  single  room  doors  are  now  fitted,  the  use  of  which  by  the  patrol  must 
disturb  the  patients  rest  at  night,  and  the  addition  in  the  laundry  of 

another  calender  or  mangle  worked  by  machinery,  and  of  a  foul  linen 
washer. 

The  wards,  dormitories,  and  beds  were  generally  in  good  order,  clean, 
and  well  kept. 
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The  patients  were  neat  and  cleanly  in  their  dress  and  persons.  For 
the  most  part  their  conduct  was  quiet  and  orderly,  but  there  were  a 
certain  number  of  noisy  cases  which  caused  disturbance,  a  condition  of 
things  to  which  the  want  of  small-sized  wards  contributes  by  the  difficulty 

it  places  in  the  way  of  proper  classification. 

We  saw  a  good  and  plentiful  dinner  of  apple  pie  and  rice  served  to 
the  patients  in  the  halls.  To  the  workers,  and  others  for  whom  it  had 
been  ordered  by  the  Medical  Officers,  milk  was  given  for  beverage.  The 
patients  expressed  themselves  as  satisfied  with  their  meal. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  has  been  recorded  during  the  period  ; 

7  patients  have  been  secluded,  on  14  occasions,  for  9q  hours. 

From  the  returns  supplied  to  us  for  1912,  we  learn  that  there  was 
a  satisfactory  average  attendance  of  39  per  cent,  of  the  patients  at  the 
Sunday  morning  service  in  the  Chapel,  that  as  many  as  30  per  cent,  were 
usually  taken  out  for  walks  beyond  the  estate,  and  not  more  than  15  per 
cent.,  exclusive  of  those  unable  to  walk,  were  altogether  confined  to  wards 
and  airing  courts.  The  good  proportion  of  70  per  cent,  of  the  men  were 
nsefully  employed,  and  as  many  as  127  worked  on  the  farm  and  gardens. 

Four  inquests  have  been  held  One  in  a  case  of  death  from  intestinal 
obstruction  ;  another  in  a  case  of  accidental  choking  by  impaction  of  a 
piece  of  meat  in  the  gullet ;  a  third  on  a  male  patient  in  whom,  shortly 
before  death,  a  fractured  rib  was  discovered,  but  how  the  injury  was 
caused  was  not  ascertained  either  at  the  inquest  or  at  the  inquiry 
subsequently  held  by  the  Committee  at  our  request  ,  and  the  fourth,  on 
another  male  patient  who  was  fatally  scalded  by  getting  or  falling  into 
a  bath.  In  connection  with  the  last  case,  an  attendant  was  dismissed, 
and  an  alteration  has  been  made  in  the  arrangements  as  to  the  custody  of 
the  bath  keys. 

With  the  three  exceptions  mentioned  in  the  last  paragraph,  all  the 
90  male  and  99  female  deaths  were  due  to  natural  causes,  which  in  the 
excellent  proportion  of  94  per  cent,  were  verified  by  post-mortem  exami¬ 
nation.  The  chief  causes  of  death  were  senile  decay  in  23  per  cent,  and 
tuberculosis  in  13  per  cent.  It  is  noteworthy  that  cancer,  while  account¬ 
able  for  the  death  of  only  one  male  patient,  was  the  cause  of  8  per  cent, 
of  the  female  deaths.  On  the  other  hand,  general  paralysis  was  the  cause 
of  10  per  cent,  of  the  male,  but  of  5  per  cent,  only  of  the  female,  deaths. 
From  the  returns  furnished  to  us  we  learn  that,  while  only  one  female 
patient  was  considered  to  be  suffering  from  general  paralysis  at  the  end 
of  last  year,  14  per  cent,  of  the  males  were  suffering  from  this  disorder. 
Eleven  per  cent,  of  all  the  patients  are  epileptics. 

We  saw  21  male  and  51  female  patients  in  bed,  that  is  slightly  more 
than  6  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  in  residence.  Only  one  was  suffering 
from  a  bedsore  ;  but  this  complication  was  present  in  7  pei  cent,  of  the 
patients  who  have  died.  Slightly  more  than  one  third  of  those  in  bed 
were  there  as  recent  admissions,  or  otherwise  on  account  of  their  mental 
state  ;  but  the  opportunities  for  this  form  of  treatment,  as  already 
indicated,  are  very  inconvenient,  neither  of  the  admission  wards,  for 
instance,  having  any  ground  floor  dormitory.  We  were  very  glad  to 
observe  the  full  use  that  is  made  of  the  verandahs,  half  of  which,  however, 
are  on  the  first  floor. 

We  observed  in  the  medicine  cupboards  some  of  which  are  not  very 
easy  of  access  and  inspection — large  stock  bottles  of  aperient  mixtures. 
To  avoid  misuse  of  them  we  strongly  recommend  that  not  greater 
quantities  of  these  mixtures  than  have  been  actually  ordered  for  individual 
patients  be  sent  up  to  any  ward. 

The  casualties  of  at  all  a  serious  nature  comprise,  besides  those  to 
which  allusion  has  already  been  made,  5  cases  one  or  a  fractured  arm, 
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the  cause  of  which  could  not  be  ascertained,  and  four  of  fracture  of  the 
leg,  one  of  which  was  caused  by  a  push  from  a  fellow  patient,  while 
the  other  three  were  accidentally  sustained.  In  the  case  of  one  of  these, 
the  patient  died  5^  weeks  later,  but  the  accident,  the  circumstances  of 
which  were  fully  reported  to  the  Coroner,  was  not  considered  to  have 
accelerated  the  patient’s  death. 

We  made  some  suggestions  to  Dr.  Fuller  with  the  object  of  obtaining 
some  improvement  in  the  present  arrangements  for  patients  of  the  excited 
and  turbulent  class,  especially  in  Male  Ward  4  and  Female  Ward  5.  In 
the  day  room,  in  which  are  the  most  excited  patients  of  the  latter  ward, 
the  furniture  consists  only  of  needlessly  large  tables  and  long  forms 
without  backs.  We  should  like  to  see  in  all  the  wards  occupied  by  this 
class  of  patients,  as  liberal  a  supply  of  books,  periodicals,  and  objects  of 
interest  and  amusement  as  is  provided  for  the  more  favourable  class. 

The  nursing  staff  is  of  adequate  strength,  and  their  record  of  service 
is  up  to  the  average  on  the  male  side,  while  of  the  women,  but  14  per 
cent,  had,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  served  less  than  12  months, 
and  as  many  as  45  per  cent,  upwards  of  five  years  in  the  Asylum.  One 
nurse  was,  during  the  period,  dismissed  for  striking  a  patient,  and  3  male 
attendants  for  offences  against  discipline.  The  recreation  rooms  for  the 
staff  are  not  very  satisfactory.  The  men  have  none  which  is  exclusively 
appropriated  for  their  use,  and  that  of  the  female  staff  is  a  cheerless  room. 
W  e  found  in  it  three  or  four  bicycles  ;  we  think  a  shed  should  be  provided 
for  these,  and  the  room  furnished  in  a  way  to  make  it  more  comfortable 
and  attractive. 

The  statutory  registers  and  case  books  are  in  excellent  order,  and  the 
entries  in  the  latter  indicate  careful  medical  work.  We  are  glad  to  learn 
that  there  is  a  prospect  of  a  room  being  fitted  up  as  a  clinical  and 
pathological  laboratory.  Dr.  Fuller  has  the  assistance  of  three  medical 
colleagues,  for  the  senior  of  whom  married  quarters  have,  as  above  stated, 
been  provided.  The  Committee  have  also  given  to  the  Third  Assistant 
Medical  Officer  permission  to  marry.  We  are  in  entire  sympathy  with 
the  policy  of  granting  these  privileges,  and  are  of  opinion  that  if  it  were 
more  generally  adopted  it  would  do  much  to  overcome  the  difficulty 
which  so  widely  prevails  in  obtaining  medical  officers  for  asylums. 


Berkshire  Asylum. 

6  December  1913. 

We  can,  with  satisfaction,  report  that  this  Institution  continues  to  be 
maintained  in  very  good  order.  No  fresh  work  of  any  considerable 
importance  has  been  carried  out  since  the  last  visit,  and  the  question  in 
reference  to  the  construction  of  verandahs  is  still  under  consideration. 

We  found  the  wards  and  dormitories  in  excellent  order,  bright, 
attractive,  and  well  supplied  with  books  ;  the  beds  were  also  well  kept 
and  left  nothing  to  be  desired.  The  patients,  who  are  well  and  suitably 
clothed,  were  without  complaint  and  are  evidently  kindly  and  con¬ 
siderately  treated  by  the  staff,  and  there  was  nothing  approaching 
excitement  or  unrest  even  in  the  wards  where  the  more  acute  cases  are 
under  treatment. 

Since  June  18tli,  1912,  there  have  been  219  admissions,  96  patients 
have  been  discharged  or  removed,  of  whom  78  had  recovered,  and  119 
have  died. 

There  are  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  758  patients,  345 
males  and  413  females,  3  of  whom  are  classed  as  private,  1  is  a  criminal

patient,  and  4  are  out-county  patients,  chargeable  to  Paddington, 
Hastings,  and  Cricklade. 

There  are  none  on  trial  and  all  have  been  seen  by  us. 

There  would  appear  to  be  vacancies  for  25  males  and  19  females. 

The  maintenance  charge  is,  for  home  patients,  9s.  7 \d.  ;  for  out- 
county  patients,  14s.  ;  and  for  those  of  the  private  class,  17s.  6J. 

There  was  a  good  dinner  of  cold  pressed  beef  with  potatoes  and 
bread,  followed  by  stewed  apples,  served  in  the  dining  hall  to  over 
300  patients,  which  appeared  to  give  satisfaction. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  seclusion,  and  but  2  patients  haAre  been 
mechanically  restrained  on  22  occasions,  for  a  total  of  528  hours,  for 
surgical  reasons. 

In  no  instance  lias  a  money  allowance  been  granted  to  any  patients 
on  trial,  and  we  would  ask  the  Committee,  when  occasion  arises,  to  give 
this  matter  their  consideration.  Even  slight  financial  assistance  at  such 
a  time  may  prove  an  important  aid  to  ultimate  recovery. 

A  good  percentage  of  the  inmates  attend  the  Sunday  Church  of 
England  services  arid  the  weekly  entertainments. 

As  many  as  47  per  cent,  walk  out  weekly  beyond  the  estate,  and  but 
8  per  cent,  of  those  who  are  able  to  walk  are  confined  to  the  wards  and 
airing  courts. 

Sixty  per  cent,  are  usually  employed,  91  men  being  occupied  on  the 
farm  and  garden,  and  60  women  in  the  kitchen  and  laundry.  There  is  a 
staff  of  an  attendant  or  nurse  to  every  10*5  of  the  patients,  which,  con¬ 
sidering  the  class  of  inmate,  is  adequate,  and  42*5  per  cent,  of  the  former 
have  over  five  years’  service. 

At  the  time  of  our  visit,  less  than  4  per  cent,  of  the  inmates  were  in 
bed,  and  some  of  these  were  recent  admissions,  whilst  very  few  were 
seriously  ill. 

The  proportion  of  epileptics  to  the  total  in  residence  is  11*9  per  cent, 
(males  14*5  per  cent.,  females  9*7  per  cent.),  and  5*  1  per  cent,  are  under 
observation  as  being  suicidally  disposed.  The  causes  of  death  have 
included  general  paralysis,  19 '3  per  cent.  ;  phthisis,  13*3  per  cent.  ; 
and  senile  decay,  15*1  per  cent.  There  have  been  2  deaths  from  influenza, 
and  1  each  from  enteric  fever,  dysentry,  and  erysipelas  respectively. 
In  8  of  the  patients  who  died,  or  6  •  7  per  cent.,  bedsores  were  present  at 
death,  and  1  of  the  male  patients  now  in  bed  is  the  subject  of  this 
complication. 

In  the  good  proportion  of  87 ’4  per  cent,  of  those  who  died,  post¬ 
mortem  examinations  were  held. 

There  have  been  4  inquests.  In  2  cases,  death  was  due  to  cardiac 
failures,  in  1  it  was  accelerated  by  fracture  of  the  ribs,  accidentally 
sustained,  and  in  1  case  from  meningeal  haemorrhage  caused  by  a  blow 
inflicted  by  a  fellow  patient. 

There  nave  been  13  cases  of  influenza  amongst  the  patients  and 
6  amongst  the  staff.  The  fatal  case  of  enteric  fever  occurred  in  January, 
and  the  only  other  possible  case  of  this  affection  is  that  of  a  female 
patient  whom  we  saw  to-day,  in  which  the  diagnosis  is  at  present 
doubtful.  Of  the  12  cases  of  dysentery  which  have  occurred,  all  but 
4  were  attacked  in  the  autumn  of  last  year,  the  rest  distributed  at  long 
intervals. 

Three  male  and  6  female  patients  have  sustained  fractures  of  bones, 
all  but  2  being  caused  by  accidental  falls.  In  one  of  these  two  cases, 
fracture  of  ribs  occurred  in  a  struggle  with  an  attendant,  and  in  the  other, 
a  fracture  of  the  clavicle,  the  cause  was  not  ascertained. 

Dr.  Murdock  has  the  assistance  of  two  Medical  Colleagues,  by  whom 
the  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  properly  kept. 
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Brecon  and  Radnor  Asylum. 

8  July  1913. 

We  have  found  this  Asylum  to-day  in  very  good  order.  The  wards 
and  dormitories  are  very  bright  and  airy,  and  the  beds  and  bedding  in 
proper  condition.  I  he  patients,  for  whose  amusement  and  benefit  all 
soits  of  objects  of  interest  are  provided,  presented  a  well-cared-for 
appearance  ;  they  were  tidy  in  their  dress  and  orderly  in  their  behaviour  ; 
and,  while  we  received  no  complaints,  many  spoke  gratefully  to  us  of  the 
kindness  they  receive. 

Since  our  Colleagues’  visit  in  November  last,  the  following  changes 
have  occurred  among  the  patients  : —

All  the  patients  on  the  books,  who  number  368  in  the  proportion  of 
204  men  to  164  women,  were  in  residence  and  seen  by  us  as  we  went 
through  the  wards.  Ten  of  them  are  of  the  private  class  and  there  are 
130  out-county  patients,  70  of  whom  are  received  under  contract  from 
Swansea  and  60  from  Rainhill  Asylum.  There  are  to-day  vacancies  for 
10  patients  on  the  male  and  for  18  on  the  female  side. 

The  maintenance  charge  per  head  per  week  is  11s.  6d.  for  home 
patients,  from  15s.  to  21s.  for  private  patients,  while  the  out-county 
patients  are  received  at  rates  varying  from  14s.  to  17s. 

e  should  be  glad  if  the  Committee  could .  see  their  way  to  provide 
verandahs  in  connection  with  the  Infirmary  wards  to  facilitate  the  out¬ 
door  nursing  of  patients.  It  is  true  that  there  were  not  many  active 
cases  of  phthisis  under  care  in  the  Asylum  to-day,  but  this  mode  of 
treatment  has  also  been  beneficial  in  dealing  with  various  forms  of  mental 
disease.  The  ventilation  of  several  of  the  padded  rooms  is  defective  ;  in 
those  at  the  epileptic  wards,  to  which  this  criticism  does  not  apply,  we 
think  that  floor  pads  should  be  provided.  Some  inexpensive  sheds  for 
the  storage  of  the  bicycles  would  be  a  boon  to  the  staff.  In  the  airing 
courts,  which  are  generally  very  well  kept,  we  noticed  places  where  the 
asphalt  needs  making  up,  more  particularly  to  prevent  patients  from 
injuring  themselves  against  projecting  iron  plates. 

I  here  is  no  recorded  use  either  of  seclusion  or  of  mechanical  restraint. 

I  he  patients  generally  are  in  very  good  bodily  health,  only  5  of  them 
being  confined  to  bed  to-day,  including  even  those  that  are  there  for 
mental  reasons  only. 

ISo  inquest  has  been  held,  and  the  deaths  have  all  been  due  to  natural 
causes.  A  post-mortem  examination  was  made  in  only  17  instances,  or 
in  about  53  per  cent.,  an  autopsy,  we  understand,  having  been  refused  by 
the  friends  in  all  the  rest  of  the  cases. 

I  here  has  been  no  serious  casualty,  and,  except  for  measles,  which 
attacked  4  male  patients,  the  Asylum  has  been  free  from  disease  of  an 
infectious  character. 

I  he  dinner  to-day  consisted  of  soup  with  dumplings  and  bread 
followed  by  rice  pudding,  lemonade  being  the  beverage.  We  saw  the 

meal  neatly  served  in  several  of  the  wards,  and  it  seemed  to  be  generally 
popular. 
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The  returns  made  to  our  Board  for  the  year  1912  show  that  while 
the  percentage  of  epileptics,  9*1  per  cent.,  remaining  in  the  Asylum  at 
the  end  of  the  year  was  considerably  below  the  average,  that  of  the 
general  paralytics,  7 '7  per  cent.,  was  very  much  above  it.  As  many  as 
88  per  cent,  of  the  patients  usually  attend  the  Church  of  England 
services  on  Sundays,  and  90  per  cent,  the  weekly  entertainments.  For 
the  Nonconformists  two  services  are  held  weekly,  and  for  the  Roman 
Catholics,  who  only  number  35,  one  service  is  held  in  each  month,  the 
minister  and  priest  being  respectively  paid  for  their  ministrations.  As 
many  as  60  patients  have  their  parole  in  the  grounds,  while  only  10  per 
cent,  of  those  able  to  walk  are  entirely  confined  to  the  wards  and  airing 
courts.  The  large  percentage  of  87  are  usefully  employed. 

A  staff  of  very  fair  strength  is  maintained,  averaging  one  to  every 
9*6  patients.  Their  record  of  service  was  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
excellent. 

In  the  absence  of  Dr.  Pugh,  on  his  holiday,  we  received  all  the 
assistance  we  required  from  Dr.  Drummond,  who,  considering  the  short 
time  he  has  been  in  office,  has  acquired  a  considerable  knowledge  of  the 
patients  and  of  the  administration  of  the  Asylum. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  properly  kept. 


Bucks  Asylum. 

13  March  1913. 

Since  this  Asylum  was  visited  by  two  of  our  Colleagues  last  June 
the  changes  among  the  patients  have  been  as  follows  : —

There  are  to-day  on  the  books  311  of  the  male  and  383  of  the  female 
sex,  a  total  of  694,  being  a  slight  reduction  on  the  figures  at  the  last 
visit.  The  accommodation,  as  estimated  in  accordance  with  our  rules,  is 
for  325  males  and  370  females,  and  upon  this  basis,  while  there  are 
14  vacancies  for  men,  there  is  overcrowding  among  the  women  to  the 
amount  of  13  in  excess  of  the  proper  number.  This  being  so,  it  is 
satisfactory  that  the  contract  for  the  reception  of  Reading  patients  has 
expired,  and  that  the  20  women  from  that  borough  are  to  be  removed 
by  the  end  of  this  month.  The  contract  has  been  renewed  with  regard 
to  the  10  male  Reading  patients.  The  result  will  be  to  leave  a  small 
margin  of  accommodation  on  the  female  side,  but  though  the  admission 
rate,  which  showed  a  considerable  rise  two  years  ago,  has  since  fallen  off, 
the  position  with  only  7  vacancies  for  women  points  to  the  necessity 
arising  at  no  distant  date  of  extensions  to  the  buildings.  In  connection 
with  this  question,  we  would  commend  to  the  Committee  the  plan  of 
providing  a  good  Nurses’  Home,  and  utilising  for  patients  some  of  the 
rooms  now  occupied  by  nurses.  In  several  wards,  notably  Wards  6 
and  14,  there  is  a  deficiency  of  lavatory  accommodation,  and  water  has  to 
be  carried  to  basins  in  the  dormitories.  We  think,  that  here  nurses’ 
rooms  might  be  converted  into  lavatories. 

The  weekly  rate  of  maintenance  is — for  patients  chargeable  to  home 
unions  9s.  4c/.,  and  for  private  patients  10s.  6d.  to  21s. 

The  work  of  plastering  and  redecorating  the  wards  in  the  older  parts 
of  the  building  lias  been  further  proceeded  with  ;  Ward  11  has  been 
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completed,  and  Ward  2  is  now  in  hand.  Judging  from  that  part  of  the 
ward  which  has  been  done  we  should  say  that  a  great  improvement  in 
the  brightness  and  general  appearance  of  the  ward  will  be  effected  by  the 
operations  now  in  progress. 

The  wards  were  generally  in  good  order,  clean,  and  well  kept,  and 
the  beds  and  bedding  were  in  all  respects  properly  attended  to.  The 
radiators,  however,  especially  on  the  female  side,  require  attention  from 
the  engineer  to  clear  away  the  dirt  which  has  accumulated  in  them  ;  for 
those  on  the  male  side  metal  covers  would  be  useful  to  protect  them  from 
patients  given  to  spitting. 

In  the  laundry  a  wire  guard  should  be  placed  over  the  five  rollers  of 
the  calender,  which,  in  their  present  unprotected  state,  may  well  prove 
a  source  of  danger.  We  noticed,  too,  that  the  wringers  were  provided 
with  lids  which  had  nothing  to  fix  them  down,  and  could  be  lifted  by 
patients  while  the  machine  was  in  motion.  This  is  a  defect  which 
should  be  made  good.  Two  men  are  employed  in  the  laundry  where  the 
women  work,  an  arrangement  which  we  cannot  but  deprecate. 

The  patients  generally  were  very  quiet  and  orderly  in  their  conduct, 
entirely  so  on  the  male  side  ;  but  there  was  a  good  deal  of  noisy  excite¬ 
ment  in  Female  Ward  6.  In  this  ward  there  was  a  great  deficiency  in 
bound  illustrated  periodicals,  a  good  supply  of  which  would,  we  feel  sure, 
by  occupying  the  patients’  attention  and  interesting  them,  have  great 
effect  in  allaying  the  excitement  that  prevails.  Very  little  expense 
would  be  involved  in  roughly  binding  such  periodicals  in  collections  of 
about  four  weeks  together,  and  renewing  them  when  required.  The 
patients  were,  in  general,  neatly  dressed  and  personally  tidy  ;  they 
appeared  to  be  contented  with  their  treatment,  and  made  hardly  any 
complaints. 

A  substantial  dinner  of  plum  and  currant  pudding  was  served  in  the 
wards  during  our  visit,  and  evidently  gave  satisfaction  to  the  patients, 
none  of  whom  had  anything  to  say  against  the  diet  provided  for  them. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  has  been  recorded  since  the  last  visit  ; 
seclusion  has  been  employed  for  8  patients  on  39  occasions  for  a  total  of 
185  hours.  We  observed  in  one  of  the  padded  rooms,  that  of  Ward  10, 
that  the  iron  in  connection  with  the  inspection  hole  had  its  edge  exposed 
in  such  a  way  that  it  might  cause  damage  to  a  violent  patient. 

In  the  statistical  returns  for  1912  we  notice  that  no  allowances  were 
made  during  the  year  to  patients  on  trial,  the  usual  practice  in  the 
Institution  being,  it  seems,  to  send  patients  out  on  recovery  without  any 
preliminary  trial.  We  would  urge  on  the  Committee  the  advantage  that 
accrues  in  diminishing  the  probability  of  early  relapse  from  sending 
patients  out  in  the  first  instance  for  a  period  of  probation  with  a  money 
allowance  under  section  55  of  the  Lunacy  Act,  1890.  We  observe  that 
there  was  at  the  end  of  the  year  a  decidedly  low  proportion  of  the 
patients  suffering  from  epilepsy  and  general  paralysis,  and  that  less  than 
1  per  cent,  were  under  constant  supervision  on  account  of  suicidal 
tendency.  The  proportion  of  patients  to-day  treated  as  actively  suicidal 
was  even  lower,  only  1  man  and  3  women. 

The  percentages  usually  attending  the  Sunday  services  in  the  Chapel 
were  good  ;  but  there  was  again  a  poor  average  attendance  at  the  weekly 
entertainments.  The  proportion  of  those  usefully  employed  was  71  per 
cent,  of  the  men  and  76  per  cent,  of  the  women,  but  it  is  to  be  observed 
that  49  per  cent,  of  the  men  and  33  per  cent,  of  the  women  worked  only 
in  the  wards,  while  no  more  than  11  per  cent,  worked  on  the  farms  and 
gardens,  and  a  like  percentage  of  the  women  in  the  laundry. 

I  he  42  deaths  were  equally  divided  between  the  two  sexes,  and  were 
all  due  to  natural  causes,  which  were  verified  by  post-mortem  exami- 
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Dation  in  the  excellent  proportion  of  90  per  cent.  The  certified  cause 
was  in  21  per  cent,  senile  decay,  and  in  19  per  cent,  tuberculosis  in  one 
form  or  another.  That  the  latter  percentage  probably  by  no  means 
represents  the  full  extent  to  which  tuberculosis  entered  into  the  cause  of 
death,  is  apparently  borne  out  by  a  reference  to  the  post-mortem  book  ; 
and  in  this  connection  we  would  suggest  that  it  would  be  possible  to 
summarise  a  truer  account  of  the  causes  of  death  if  the  columu  headed 
“  Contributory  ”  in  the  Register  of  Deaths  were  used  more  freely.  Only 
1  patient  of  each  sex  died  of  epilepsy,  but  2  males  and  1  female  of 
general  paralysis. 

The  patients  whom  we  saw  in  bed  numbered  10  on  the  male  and 
36  on  the  female  side,  which  figures  represents  a  proportion  of  6  *  6  per 
cent,  of  the  total.  Of  those  in  bed,  5  females  were  there  by  reason  of 
their  mental  condition  ;  the  others  of  both  sexes  on  account  of  the 
infirmities  of  old  age  or  other  bodily  affection.  None  of  them  had  any 
bedsore,  and  such  existed  in  only  two  instances  among  the  deaths,  facts 
which  help  to  indicate  that  the  sick  and  infirm  receive  careful  and  skilful 
nursing.  We  thought  that  many  of  those  in  bed  would  appreciate  the 
comfort  of  the  use  of  bed-tables,  if  provided,  as  is  now  so  customary. 
With  respect  to  the  aperient  mixtures  and  pills  which  are  at  present 
given  on  the  verbal  authority  of  a  medical  officer,  we  are  of  opinion  that 
means  should  be  devised  for  ensuring  that  such  authority  should  always 
be  in  writing. 

The  early  treatment  of  newly  admitted  cases  would,  we  feel  sure,  be 
much  facilitated  if  it  could  be  found  possible  to  receive  all  fresh  cases 
into  one  ward  on  each  side,  where  they  might  be  allowed  to  remain  in 
bed  for  a  week  or  more  according  to  the  nature  of  the  case,  during  which 
period  each  case  could  be  the  subject  of  extended  examination  and  study. 
Such  wards  ought  each  to  be  provided  with  an  adequately  equipped 
clinical  room.  The  resources  for  treatment  of  these  new  cases  and  of 
cases  of  tuberculosis  would  be  much  enhanced  if  the  Committee  would 
favourably  consider  the  question  of  the  provision  of  verandahs  to  certain 
of  the  wards,  as  previously  suggested  by  our  Colleagues. 

We  notice  in  the  annual  returns  that  the  proportion  of  beds  nightly 
wetted  is  high,  namely,  4  per  cent.  We  believe  that  this  may  be  in  part 
due  to  the  number  of  patients  of  dirty  habits  who  at  night  occupy  single 
rooms.  We  would  urge  that  such  patients  should  sleep  under  constant 
supervision,  even  though  this  may  entail  an  addition  to  the  staff  on  duty 
at  night,  which  on  the  female  side  is  low  in  comparison  with  the  average 
of  Asylums. 

The  number  of  attendants  and  nurses  employed  on  day  duty  is  also 
low,  being  in  the  proportion  of  1  to  every  11*8  patients.  Their  record 
of  service  is  about  up  to  the  average  for  the  men  and  better  for  the 
nurses,  as  many  as  35  per  cent,  of  whom  have  served  in  the  Asylum 
upwards  of  five  years.  With  regard  to  the  diet  of  the  staff,  we  notice 
that  the  weekly  allowance  of  bacon  is  low,  the  more  so  that  the  dietary 
does  not  include  any  weekly  allowance  of  dried  fish. 

The  statutory  registers  and  case  books  are  carefully  posted  up  to 
date,  and  the  entries  in  the  latter  are  creditable,  when  the  numerical 
weakness  of  the  medical  staff  is  borne  in  mind,  the  augmentation  of 
which  is  a  matter  which  we  would  commend  to  the  early  and  serious 
consideration  of  the  Committee. 
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Cambridgeshire  and  Isle  of  Ely  Asylum. 

27  May  1913. 

Since  the  visit  paid  by  our  Colleagues  last  ;vear,  rather  more  than 
15  months  ago,  135  patients  have  been  admitted  ;  49  have  been 
discharged  or  removed,  of  whom  20  had  recovered  ;  and  81  have  died. 
These  changes  leave  to-day  on  the  books  the  names  of  617,  223  being  of 
the  male  and  394  of  the  female  sex.  With  the  exception  of  one  criminal 
lunatic,  all  are  of  the  pauper  class  ;  and  only  two  are  chargeable  to 
out-county  unions.  The  whole  number  were  to-day  in  residence  and 
were  seen  by  us  in  the  course  of  our  inspection.  The  return  of  accom¬ 
modation  furnished  to  us  shows  vacancies  for  37  men  and  a  deficiency  of 
four  for  women  as  regards  bed  space,  but  in  day  space  there  is  a  more 
serious  deficiency,  the  day  rooms  on  the  female  side  being  adequate  to 
accommodate  only  332  ;  and  though  on  the  male  side  there  is  a  slight 
amount  of  surplus  room,  it  should  be  observed  that  the  calculation  allows 
no  extra  space  for  refractory  cases,  none  of  which  are  at  present  to  be 
found  among  the  men! 

The  scheme  referred  to  in  our  Colleague’s  report  last  year,  for  the 
reorganisation  and  enlargement  of  the  administrative  departments  and 
increased  accommodation  for  the  staff,  was  considered  by  the  Committee, 
and  plans  were  prepared  in  connection  therewith,  and  a  report  by  the 
Architect  and  Medical  Superintendent  was  made  containing  their 
recommendations  on  the  matter.  The  Committee  in  December  resolved 
to  take  no  further  steps  for  six  months  in  view  of  the  possibility  of  a 
Mental  Deficiency  Bill  being  passed  by  the  Legislature.  The  time  is 
drawing  near  when  the  matter  will  come  up  again,  and  we  hope  that  it 
will  be  taken  seriously  in  hand. 

We  were  satisfied  with  the  dress  and  personal  condition  of  the 
patients.  They  were  as  a  rule  contented  and  made  but  few  complaints. 
One  woman  alleged  that  she  was  insufficiently  fed  ;  but  on  inquiring  we 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  her  allegations  were  not  in  accordance  with 
the  facts.  The  patients  were  for  the  most  part  quiet  and  orderly  ; 
entirely  so  on  the  male  side,  but  with  the  exception  of  Wards  2  and  5  of  the 
females,  where  there  were  several  noisy  cases.  We  observed  in  that  part 
of  Ward  5,  where  the  turbulent  patients  were  congregated,  that  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  pictures  on  the  walls  there  was  an  entire  absence  of 
objects  to  distract  the  attention  of  the  inmates  and  keep  their  minds  off 
exciting  thoughts. 

The  wards  throughout  were  clean  and  well  kept,  and  the  same  maybe 
said  of  the  beds.  Dr.  Thompson  has  introduced  dry  rubbing  of  the  floors 
in  place  of  washing  them,  an  improvement  which  we  welcome  on  sanitary 
grounds.  We  should  like  to  see  more  pianos  on  the  male  side,  and  the 
following  are  matters  which  should  receive  attention  : — There  is  still  no 
washing  machine  for  foul  linen  ;  we  recommend  that  one  should  be 
provided  and  placed  either  in  the  foul  laundry  or  in  the  verandah  outside. 
In  one  of  the  male  airing  courts  the  paving  is  out  of  repair,  and  will  have 
to  be  renewed.  The  opportunity  might  with  advantage  be  taken  to  lay 
out  some  beds  with  flowers  or  flowering  shrubs  which  would  improve  the 
appearance  of  the  court,  and  might  result  in  some  economy  as  compared 
with  the  expense  of  asphalting  the  whole.  There  is  a  belt  in  connection 
with  the  machinery  of  the  carpenter’s  shop  which  should,  we  think,  be 
guarded.  Some  complaints  were  made  by  patients  of  the  enamelled  iron 
plates  and  mugs  used  in  the  dining  halls  ;  it  would,  we  think,  be  a  good 
thing  to  substitute  for  these  crockery  plates  and  glass  tumblers. 

.  Much  good  work  is  done  in  the  workshops,  and  all  the  men’s  clothing 
and  shoes  for  both  sexes  are  made  there. 
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W  e  saw  dinner  served  in  the  dining  halls  to  patients  of  both  sexes. 
It  consisted  of  meat  pie  and  potatoes,  and  was  well  spoken  of  by  most  of 
those  whom  we  asked  for  their  opinion  of  it. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded  during 
the  period  covered  by  this  report. 

The  statistical  returns  for  1912  show  that  a  satisfactory  proportion, 
60  per  cent.,  were  usefully  employed  during  the  year.  We  should  be 
glad,  however,  to  see  more  of  the  men  employed  on  the  land  and  of  the 
women  in  the  laundry. 

The  44  male  aud  37  female  deaths  were  all  from  natural  causes,  which 
were  verified  by  post-mortem  examination  in  the  good  proportion  of 
/  5  per  cent.  Tuberculosis  in  one  form  or  another  was  returned  as  the 
cause  of  death  in  16  per  cent.  Reference,  however,  to  the  Post-Mortem 
Book  shows  that  this  by  no  means  represents  the  full  number  of  instances 
in  which  tuberculosis  is  present  at  death.  We  saw  one  case  of  the 
disease  in  active  form  under  treatment  in  bed  in  the  dormitory  of  the 
Male  Infirmary,  and  it  was  not  difficult  to  pick  out  several  others 
scattered  through  the  wards  and  seated  next  patients  presumably  free 
from  the  infection.  To  the  urgent  importance  of  effectively  segregating 
such  cases  Dr.  Ihompson  is  fully  alive;  and  among  the  improvements 
which  the  Committee  are  contemplating  we  would  suggest,  as  recom¬ 
mended  by  our  Colleagues  last  year,  the  provision  for  these  cases  of  a 
verandah  on  each  side  of  the  Asylum,  part  of  which  could  easily  be 
arranged  for  the  use  during  the  daytime  of  tubercular  patients  not 
confined  to  bed.  General  paralysis  was  the  cause  of  death  in  13  per 
cent,  of  the  male  deaths,  but  no  female  died  of  it  during  the  15  months 
under  review  ;  that  the  disease  is  comparatively  infrequent  here  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that,  when  the  annual  statistics  were  last  made  up,  there  was 
no  case  on  the  female  side  of  the  Asylum  and  only  1*7  per  cent,  among 
the  males. 

The  patients  whom  we  saw  in  bed  were  5  males  and  10  females, 
which  figures  represent  a  proportion  of  2*4  per  cent,  of  the  patients  in 
residence.  Rather  less  than  one  half  of  those  in  bed  were  there  by  reason 
of  their  mental  state.  In  Female  Ward  2,  in  which  there  were  93 
patients,  for  whose  use  by  day  there  is  only  one  day-room,  which 
gave  us  the  impression  of  being  very  overcrowded,  we  noticed  a  young 
girl  under  observation  in  bed  in  a  single  room  opening  directly  from  this 
large  day-room.  She  was  a  patient  very  recently  admitted,  whose  case 
was  one  of  acute  delirium — a  condition  demanding  the  maximum  amount 
of  skilled  nursing  which  obviously  it  must  be  totally  impossible  to  bestow 
under  such  circumstances.  We  cannot  but  feel  that  the  arrangements 
here  for  the  admission  and  early  treatment  of  recent  cases  leave  much  to 
he  desired  ;  and  we  were  therefore  very  glad  to  learn  that  the  provision 
of  better  facilities  for  these  purposes  will  probably  shortly  receive  the 
attention  of  the  Committee. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  by  no  means  a  strong  one, 
especially  on  the  female  side,  where  the  proportion  is  only  1  nurse  to 
11*9  patients;  and  it  is  to  be  observed  that  to  this  shortage  is  to  be 
attributed  the  fact  that  none  of  the  female  patients  are  taken  for  daily 
walks  on  the  estate.  The  record  of  service  of  the  staff  is  below  the 
average.  We  are  glad  to  find  that  permission  is  readily  given  for 
attendants  to  marry  ;  but  on  the  other  hand  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  no 
lodging  allowance  is  given  to  those  who  live  out. 

The  statutory  registers  and  case  books  are  all  regularly  posted  up  to 
date.  The  latter  in  the  absence  of  any  camera  in  the  Institution  are  still 
without  photographs.  We  noticed  with  pleasure  that  good  work  was  in 
progress  in  the  laboratory,  some  of  which  was  demonstrated  to  us.

AY  e  veiy  much  regret  to  have  to  report  that,  in  spite  of  all  our  remon¬ 
strances  m  the  past,  and  our  urgent  endeavours  to  point  out  to  the  local 
authorities  their  responsibilities  in  the  matter,  no  progress  has  been  made 
since  the  last  visit  in  arriving  at  a  settlement  of  the  differences  that  have 
so  long  existed  between  them.  The  position  disclosed  at  our  visit  to-day 
is  most  serious.  There  are  74  male  and  46  female  patients  in  the  Asylum 
in  excess  of  the  proper  accommodation,  tbe  result  being  that  the  dormi¬ 
tories  are  most  improperly  overcrowded— we  would  mention  one  in 
particular,  the  epileptic  dormitory  on  the  female  side,  where  the  bed¬ 
steads  are  much  closer  together  than  they  ought  to  be,  while  there  are 
also  18  patients  sleeping  on  the  floor — and  in  the  day-rooms  allotted  to 
the  more  troublesome  male  patients,  some  of  whom  are  of  a  very  dangerous 
fype>  there  are  far  too  many  for  proper  and  effectual  supervision,  care,  and 
safety.  Meanwhile  none  of  the  matters  of  great  importance  which  have 
been  pointed  out  time  after  time  by  Commissioners  on  the  occasions  of 
their  visits  have  received  attention,  e.g.,  the  laundry  which  is  entirely 
unprovided  with  washing  machinery,  all  the  washing  having  to  be  done 
by  hand,  and  most  inadequately  supplied  with  drying  apparatus  ;  the 
insufficient  sanitary  arrangements,  the  once  contemplated  sewage  scheme 
being  still  in  abeyance  \  the  absence  of  anything  like  adequate  storage 
rooms  in  the  wards.  The  ordinary  repair  work  caused  by  wear  and  tear 
and  the  inroads  of  damp  has  considerably  increased,  and  much  necessary 
renovation  and  redecoration  is  in  arrear  owing  to  lack  of  funds  to  carry 
them  out.  I  he  maintenance  account  has  been  utilised  to  finance  the 
building  and  repair  account,  the  debit  balance  at  the  end  of  the  last 
financial  year  standing  at  9G0/.  and  on  December  31st,  1912,  at  over 


We  know  that  the  Secretary  of  State  has  been  asked  whether  he  will 
be  prepared  to  decide  authoritatively  all  the  matters  in  dispute  between 
the  three  authorities,  and  has  replied  that  he  would  he  prepared  to  do  so 
provided  that  all  matters  of  difference  are  submitted  to  him  and  that  his 
decision  will  be  taken  as  absolutely  final  and  binding  on  all  parties  to  the 
submission.  Whether  any  more  tangible  result  than  has  hitherto  been 
reached  will  now  be  arrived  at  it  would  be  idle  to  speculate  ;  but.  if 
failure  should  again  ensue,  we  can  see  no  solution  of  the  present  difficulties 
short  of  a  dissolution  of  the  agreement  to  unite. 

It  must  be  clearly  understood  that  the  foregoing  remarks  are  in  no 
way  to  be  taken  as  strictures  on  Dr.  Richards  and  his  staff  in  the  manage¬ 
ment  and  caie  of  the  patients,  whom  we  found,  so  far  as  their  mental 
state  would  allow,  contented  and  properly  looked  after  in  all  respects. 
Many  of  them  are  of  a  very  hopeless  and  demented  class,  needing  a  great 
deal  of  attention,  but  there  was  no  one  who  presented  anything  but  a  tidy 
and  cleanly  appearance.  They  were  well  nourished  and  generally  healthy, 

only  5  men  and  20  women,  or  but  3*5  of  the  total  numbers,  being;  confined 
to  bed.  &

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On  the  books  in  residence  to-day  there  were  361  men  and  359  women, 
making  a  total  of  720  patients. 

The  wards  and  dormitories  are  well  kept,  and  the  beds  and  bedding- 
good  and  sufficient,  and  we  were  surprised  that  the  bed  linen  was  as 
satisfactory  as  it  was  in  view  of  the  total  inadequacy  of  the  laundry 
equipment. 

There  is  no  recorded  use  of  either  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion. 

The  dinner  to-day  consisted  of  a  well-cooked  meat  pie  with  bread. 
It  was  served  to  260  patients  of  both  sexes  in  the  dining  hall,  and  was 
evidently  appreciated. 

The  maintenance  charge  per  head  per  week  is  95.  7 ^d.  for  home 
patients,  the  private  patients,  of  whom  there  are  46,  paying  from  10s.  to 
32s.  per  week,  and  the  solitary  out-county  patient,  14s. 

No  inquest  has  been  held,  all  the  deaths  having  been  due  to  natural 
and  ordinary  causes,  which  we  should  have  liked  to  have  found  had  in  a 
higher  proportion  than  57  per  cent,  been  verified  by  post-mortem  exami¬ 
nation.  Dr.  Richards,  however,  tells  us  that  in  many  instances  he 
experiences  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  consent  of  the  relatives  to  an 
autopsy. 

A  scald  of  the  thigh,  owing  to  the  accidental  upsetting  of  a  tea  urn, 
and  an  intra-capsular  fracture  of  the  femur,  and  a  Colies’s  fracture,  both 
the  result  of  accidental  falls,  are  the  only  serious  injuries  that  have 
occurred. 

I  he  annual  returns  sent  to  our  Board  are  very  satisfactory  ;  the  per¬ 
centages  attending  the  Sunday  services,  45  per  cent,  in  the  morning  and 
42  per  cent,  in  the  afternoon,  and  the  weekly  entertainments,  45  per  cent., 
being  extremely  good  ;  only  9  per  cent,  of  those  able  to  walk  are  entirely 
confined  to  the  wards  and  airing  courts — in  this  connection  we  may  point 
out  that  there  is  practically  only  one  airing  court  available  for  the  use  of 
the  patients  of  each  sex,  the  aged  and  feeble,  the  turbulent,  and  the 
convalescing  patients  having  all  to  exercise  together — in  our  opinion  a 
serious  defect. 

I  he  staff  averages  one  to  every  11  patients  for  day  duty,  and  is 
adequate  considering  the  type  of  the  majority  of  the  patients,  but  the 
night  staff,  having  regard  to  the  large  number  of  cases  that  require  raising, 
is  numerically  too  weak.  The  record  of  service,  particularly  that  of  the 
nurses,  is  very  good. 

The  case  books  and  medical  records  have  been  well  kept,  especially 
considering  that  the  Asylum  was  for  many  months,  owing  to  the  lack  of 
a  suitable  candidate,  without  the  services  of  a  second  Assistant  Medical 
Officer.

Appendix  C.  to  Sixty-eighth  Report 


There  are  to-day  on  the  books  and  in  residence  1,096  patients  in  the 
proportion  of  515  men  to  581  women.  The  Asylum  is  full  on  the  male 
side,  but  there  are  vacancies  for  37  women. 

Since  the  last  visit  good  progress,  in  spite  of  some  minor  strikes 
amongst  workmen,  has  been  made  with  the  new  annexe,  and  a  start  has 
been  made  in  connection  with  the  alterations  at  the  laundry.  Amongst 
work  completed  we  may  mention  the  outside  painting  of  the  whole  of  the 
buildings,  while  a  very  considerable  amount  of  internal  redecoration  has 
been  carried  out  and  is  at  present  being  taken  in  hand.  The  alterations 
to  the  male  attendants’  block  and  main  kitchen  have  also  been  com¬ 
pleted.  Plans  have  been  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State  of  an 
additional  engine-house  and  pumping  station,  of  a  detached  isolation 
hospital,  a  mortuary,  six  pairs  of  cottages  for  the  staff,  new  workshop 
buildings,  a  central  dining-room  for  the  nurses,  an  extension  of  the  airing 
courts  and  enlargement  of  the  chapel,  and  for  very  considerable  additions 
and  alterations  to  Bache  Hall.  From  the  above  list  it  is  evident  that 
the  Committee  are  fully  alive  to  the  necessity  of  keeping  abreast  with 
the  increasing  requirements  of  the  county. 

We  were  well  satisfied  with  the  condition  in  which  we  found  the 
Asylum  at  our  inspection  yesterday  and  to-day.  The  wards  were  bright 
and  comfortable,  especially  those  which  have  been  recently  painted  in 
light  and  attractive  colours  ;  the  furniture  has  been  repolished  by  patients 
and  looked  in  very  good  condition.  There  was  an  adequate  supply  of 
objects  to  interest  and  amuse  the  patients,  including  a  liberal  assortment 
of  novels  ;  we  should,  however,  like  to  see  a  far  greater  number  of 
illustrated  papers  and  magazines  cheaply  bound  in  handy  volumes 
scattered  throughout  the  wards,  particularly  in  those  occupied  by  the 
more  unfavourable  class  of  patients.  The  dormitories  were  very  clean 
and  well  kept.  Some  of  them  are  without  blinds  to  the  windows,  which 
must  be  a  great  source  of  irritation  to  those  of  the  patients  who  are  light 
sleepers,  especially  during  the  summer  months.  The  position  and  character 
of  the  electric  light  brackets  in  some  of  the  single  rooms  appeared  to  be 
dangerous  as  offering  opportunity  for  suspension.  We  are  glad  to  know 
that  the  smaller  airing  courts  are  to  be  extended  ;  in  the  large  male 
airing  court  the  worn  condition  of  the  grass  plots  suggested  some  lack  of 
supervision  on  the  part  of  the  staff. 

The  patients  were  tidy  in  dress  and  personal  appearance,  very  quiet 
and  orderly  in  their  behaviour,  and  generally  free  from  complaints.  An 
unusually  large  number  asked  us  why  they  could  not  see  members  of  the 
Committee,  and  though  no  doubt  in  some  instances  it  was  evident  that 
they  desired  to  appear  before  the  whole  Committee  in  the  Board  Room, 
we  could  not  but  feel  that  in  some  cases  there  was  ground  of  grievance. 
While  we  have  no  doubt  that  the  patients  are  treated  with  every  kindness 
and  consideration,  we  should  like  to  see  some  small  matters,  such  as  the 
provision  of  sanitary  papers  in  the  lavatories  and  of  tooth  brushes  for 
those  who  are  capable  of  using  them,  small  points  which  largely  increase 
the  general  comfort  and  are  becoming  usual  in  asylums,  supplied  to  the 
patients. 

We  noticed  about  a  dozen  boys  of  the  idiot  and  imbecile  type,  but  who 
are  more  suitable  for  an  asylum  than  for  an  institution  under  the  Mental 
Deficiency  Act,  scattered  about  the  wards  on  the  male  side.  As  in  all 
probability  there  are  several  patients  of  the  same  type  at  Parkside,  we 
would  suggest  the  advisability  of  making  provision  at  one  or  other  of  the 
asylums  for  such  cases  either  in  a  cottage  or  a  small  villa  where  they 
could  be  segregated  and  get  more  individual  attention. 

We  thought  the  Engineer’s  house,  which  is  situated  in  the  centre  of 
the  Establishment,  is  not  a  very  suitable  residence  for  an  official  of  this 
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■class.  The  post  is  about  to  be  filled  up,  and  the  occasion  is  therefore 
a  favourable  one  for  making  a  more  suitable  arrangement.  We  hope,  too, 
that  the  Committee  will  give  consideration  to  the  advisability  of  providing 
a  separate  bouse  for  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer.  When  the 
extension  works  now  in  progress  are  completed,  we  think  a  small  shed 
might  be  provided  on  each  side  where  the  attendants  and  nurses  could 
store  their  bicycles. 

The  dinner  yesterday  consisted  of  Irish  stew  and  bread  ;  we  had  na 
complaints  on  the  subject  of  the  dietary,  which  appears  to  be  of  good 
quality  aud  sufficient. 

The  maintenance  charge  per  head  per  week  is  9s.  0 \d.  ;  out-county 
patients  and  private  patients,  who  together  only  number  8,  at  the  present 
time  are  charged  14s. 

There  is  no  recorded  use  of  mechanical  restraint,  but  57  patients  haves 
been  secluded  on  359  occasions  for  a  total  duration  of  1,915  hours. 

With  the  exception  of  the  case  of  a  male  patient  who  fractured  his 
skull  in  an  accidental  fall,  the  circumstances  of  which  were  fully  reported 
to  our  Board  at  the  time,  all  the  deaths  were  from  natural  causes. 

Pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  senile  decay  were  returned  as  the 
principal  causes  of  death,  each  in  15  per  cent.,  taking  both  sexes  together  ; 
general  paralysis  was  returned  in  31  per  cent,  of  the  males,  in  contrast 
with  2  per  cent,  of  the  females.  In  the  case  of  the  male  patient  men¬ 
tioned  above,  and  in  that  of  a  female  who  died  during  an  epileptic  fit, 
inquests  were  held.  In  only  one  instance  did  a  bedsore  exist  at  death, 
and  there  was  an  entire  freedom  from  this  complication  among  the 
32  male  and  86  female  patients  who  were  in  bed  at  the  time  of  our  visit, 
a  circumstance  which  is  strong  testimony  to  the  efficiency  of  the  nursing 
which  the  patients  receive  and  of  which  we  observed  many  other 
evidences.  Of  those  in  bed  about  a  fifth  of  the  men  and  rather  less  than 
one  half  of  the  women  were  there  by  reason  of  their  mental  state,  several 
of  whom  were  recently  admitted  patients  ;  including  surgical  forms  of 
the  disease  about  a  dozen  patients  in  bed  were  the  subjects  of  tuber¬ 
culosis,  those  suffering  from  the  pulmonary  form  being  in  single  rooms, 
the  only  means  at  present  available  for  their  isolation.  With  respect  to 
the  early  diagnosis  of  this  affection  we  were  pleased  to  find  that  systematic 
weighing  of  the  patients  has  been  instituted,  and  we  hope  that  in  the 
many  improvements  which  the  Committee  are  contemplating,  facilities 
will  be  given  to  the  medical  staff  for  the  treating  by  rest  in  bed  in  the 
open  air  cases  of  tuberculosis,  new  admissions,  and  others  in  which  this 
mode  of  treatment  is  found  so  beneficial. 

In  the  medicine  cupboards  were  observed  some  stock  of  epsom  salts. 
Very  properly  no  dose  is  given,  we  were  told,  except  under  medical  order  ; 
but  as  there  is  a  dispenser  on  the  staff  we  trust  it  may  be  arranged  that 
only  sufficient  is  sent  up  to  any  ward  for  those  patients  in  whose  cases 
the  Medical  Officer  has  given  instructions  for  them  to  receive  it. 

The  casualties  of  at  all  a  serious  nature  have  been  very  few,  and  have 
been  confined  to  four  cases  of  fractured  bones  ;  in  three  instances  the 
injury  was  sustained  in  an  accidental  fall,  while  in  one  case  it  occurred 
during  an  attempt  by  the  patient  to  escape. 

The  annual  returns  made  to  our  Board  are  satisfactory.  We  should 
like  to  see  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  patients  able  to  walk  who  are 
entirely  confined  to  the  wards  and  airing  courts,  who  are  returned  in  the 
large  proportion  of  32  per  cent.  We  hope,  too,  that  every  effort  will  be 
made  to  increase  the  number  of  the  men  usefully  employed  during  the 
year,  who  are  only  46  per  cent,  of  the  total  number. 

The  staff  is  maintained  at  adequate  strength,  averaging  one  to  every 
10- 1  patients.  The  duration  of  service  is  very  satisfactory. 
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The  statutory  registers  and  medical  records  are  all  in  first  rate  order. 
The  only  suggestion  we  would  make  in  respect  of  them  is  that  more 
extended  use  might  be  made  of  the  column  headed  “Contributory”  in 
the  medical  and  death  registers.  The  entries  in  the  case  books  are 
careful  and  illuminating,  and  we  are  glad  to  observe  that  good  use  is 
being  made  of  the  existing  laboratory. 


Cheshire  Asylums. — 2.  Parkside. 

8  February  1913. 

In  the  comparatively  short  time  that  has  elapsed  since  this  Asylum 
was  last  visited  by  members  of  our  Board  there  have  not  been  many 
opportunities  for  substantial  improvements,  but  we  noticed  that  additions 
are  in  progress  to  the  Sanitary  Blocks  Male  2  and  4,  while  electric 
lighting  is  being  extended  to  various  parts  of  the  main  building. 

We  found  the  Asylum  in  very  good  order  throughout.  We  were 
most  favourably  impressed  with  the  amenities  of  “Uplands” — the  new 
detached  building  for  the  accommodation  of  private  patients. of  both 
sexes  at  low  charges,  where  to-day  31  ladies  and  24  gentlemen  are 
residing  in  very  attractive  and  comfortable  surroundings.  The  wards 
and  dormitories  generally  are  well  kept,  the  former  being  supplied  with 
many  objects  of  interest  and  amusement  for  the  patients.  The  beds  and 
bedding  were  clean  throughout,  but  many  of  the  sheets  on  the  beds  on 
the  male  side  of  the  main  building  were  in  holes,  and  appeared  to  require 
closer  attention  from  those  in  authority.  We  noticed  an  almost  entire 
absence  of  blinds  in  the  dormitories,  a  want  which  we  think  should  be 
met  at  once.  There  are  some  other  points  to  which  we  desire  to  draw 
attention  :  there  was  a  distinct  shortage  of  towels  in  the  lavatories  for 
the  use  of  the  patients,  those  supplied  being  uniformly  on  rollers  and  very 
small  in  size  ;  the  provision  of  more  roller  towels  or,  preferably,  of  small 
separate  towels,  would  be  a  useful  sanitary  reform  and  conduce  to  the 
comfort  of  the  patients,  as  would  also  cheap  toilet  paper,  such  as  is  now 
very  generally  used  in  asylums.  The  radiators  in  various  parts  of  the 
building  are  unprotected,  and  where  protection  is  supplied  it  in  some 
cases  consists  of  gauze  wire  on  the  tops,  through  which  it  is  possible  for 
patients  to  spit  ;  for  this  we  think  slate  or  stone  slabs  should  be  substi¬ 
tuted  on  the  tops.  The  mixing  of  the  sexes  in  the  kitchen  is,  we  think, 
undesirable,  even  though  care  is  taken  in  their  selection.  The  dormitory 
of  Female  Ward  9  at  the  annexe  is  not  supplied  with  any  second  exit  for 
use  in  case  of  fire  ;  although  it  is  on  the  ground  floor,  the  stopping  of 
the  windows  would  render  escape  to  the  outside,  in  the  panic  of  a  fire,  a 
matter  of  difficulty.  We  were  glad  to  hear  that  it  is  intended  to  provide 
a  recreation  room  for  male  attendants  at  the  main  building. 

The  changes  among  the  patients  since  the  last  visit  of  our  Colleagues, 
in  October  1912  have  been  the  following  : —

There  are  now  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  1,232  patients  in 
the  proportion  of  590  men  to  642  women.  Seven  patients  were  out  on 
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trial,  and  in  this  connection  we  may  say  that  we  should  like  to  see  the 
principle  of  granting  money  allowances  to  patients  while  on  trial  very 
much  extended  ;  last  year  they  were  only  made  in  two  cases.  The 
patients  in  residence  were  all  seen  and  given  the  opportunity  of  speaking 
to  us  ;  they  were  very  quiet  and  orderly  in  their  behaviour,  tidy  in  their 
dress  and  appearance,  especially  on  the  female  side,  and  singularly  free 
from  complaints  except  on  the  subject  of  detention.  The  Asylum  is 
to-day  overcrowded  to  the  extent  of  21  patients  on  the  male,  while  there 
are  only  vacancies  for  4  on  the  female,  side. 

The  maintenance  charges  per  week  for  home  patients  are  9s.  7 \d., 
for  out-county  patients  (who  number  37  and  are  almost  entirely  chargeable 
to  Lancashire  unions),  14s.,  and  for  private  patients  (who  number  to-day 
88,  consisting  of  38  of  the  male  and  50  of  the  female  sex),  from  12s.  to 
2  guineas,  though  some  few  pay  more  for  special  accommodation  at 
“  Uplands.” 

There  is  no  recorded  use  of  either  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion. 

The  dinner  to-day  consisted  of  roast  beef  with  bread  and  two  vege¬ 
tables  ;  it  was  neatly  served  on  hot  plates  and  seemed  to  be  generally 
popular. 

There  is  but  little  in  the  annual  returns  that  calls  for  special  mention, 
but  we  are  glad  to  notice  that  while  most  of  the  returns  are  well  up  to 
the  average,  the  numbers  of  patients  able  to  walk,  but  confined  to  the 
wards  and  airing  courts,  show  the;  excellently  low  percentage  of  8  as 
compared  with  the  average  of  19  in  Asylums  generally. 

A  strong  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  maintained,  averaging 
1  to  every  9  *  3  patients,  while  the  duration  of  their  service  is  on  the 
whole  satisfactory.  One  attendant  has  been  dismissed  for  a  particularly 
revolting  form  of  ill-treatment  of  a  patient. 

Two  inquests  have  been  held,  one  in  the  case  of  a  male  general 
paralytic  in  whom  a  self-inflicted  fracture  of  the  jaw  existed  at  the  time 
of  death  and  to  whose  case  reference  was  made  in  the  last  entry,  and 
another  in  the  case  of  a  woman  who  had  accidentally  fallen  from  her 
chair  when  asleep  and  had  thereby  sustained  a  fracture  of  the  right 
thigh. 

With  the  exception  of  these  cases,  the  deaths,  which  have  numbered 
23  of  each  sex,  were  all  due  to  natural  causes.  From  the  figures  supplied 
to  us,  general  paralysis  was  the  cause  in  30  per  cent,  of  the  males,  but 
only  one  female  died  from  that  disease  ;  and  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that 
at  the  end  of  last  year,  while  2  *  7  per  cent,  of  the  patients  on  the  male 
side  were  general  paralytics,  there  Avere  only  2  females  so  affected. 
According  to  the  register  of  deaths,  in  13  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  colitis 
was  present  and  in  2  cases  acute  tuberculosis  existed  at  the  time  of  death, 
but  as  regards  the  latter  disease  a  reference  to  the  post-mortem  book 
sIioavs  that  these  cases  do  not  represent  the  only  ones  in  which  it  was 
present  in  active  form  at  death.  In  the  very  commendable  proportion 
of  91  per  cent,  a  post-mortem  examination  Avas  held. 

At  the  time  of  our  visit  there  were  3  per  cent,  of  the  male  and 
5*6  per  cent,  of  the  female  patients  under  treatment  in  bed,  not  quite 
half  of  them  being  there  by  reason  of  their  mental  state.  In  this 
connection  we  should  like  to  see  greater  use  made  of  the  verandahs  for 
the  treatment  in  bed  of  recent  admissions  and  for  tuberculous  cases.  We 
however  saw  numerous  evidences  that  those  in  bed  are  carefully  and 
skilfully  treated,  and  it  is  creditable  to  the  nursing  staff  on  both  sides 
to  record  that  no  patient  was  suffering  from  a  bedsore,  nor  Avas  this 
complication  present  at  death  in  any  of  the  cases  that  died  in  the  period 
under  review. 
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The  medical  registers  and  case  books  are  all  posted  to  date.  The 
entries  in  the  former,  however,  might  with  advantage  be  fuller. 


Cornwall  Asylum,  Bodmin. 

6  June  1913. 

A  considerable  amount  of  general  redecoration  has  been  taken  in 
hand  during  the  interval  that  has  elapsed  since  this  Asylum  was  last 
visited  ;  some  of  the  wards  are  at  present  undergoing  reparation,  and 
further  work  is  in  contemplation.  When  the  work  of  renovation  has 
been  thoroughly  overtaken,  it  would,  we  think,  be  well  were  an  annual 
sum  expended  on  work  of  this  character  so  as  to  maintain  the  buildings 
at  all  times  in  a  satisfactory  state  of  repair.  There  has  been  a  reinstal¬ 
lation  of  the  hot- water  service  in  the  Rashleigh  and  Kendall  buildings, 
and  a  padded  room  on  the  female  side  in  the  last-mentioned  building  has 
been  completely  refitted  ;  we  hope  that  before  long  padded  floors  will  be 
laid  in  the  padded  rooms  throughout  the  Asylum. 

The  question  of  the  reconstruction  of  the  High  Buildings  is  at 
present  receiving  serious  consideration  at  the  hands  of  the  Committee, 
and  we  understand  that  plans  will  shortly  be  laid  before  our  Board  for 
carrying  out  very  considerable  alterations  and  improvements  in  the 
laundry,  and  that  some  of  the  old  machinery  in  that  department  is  to  be 
replaced  by  that  of  modern  and  up-to-date  types. 

The  wards  and  dormitories  were  in  good  order,  and  the  former  well 
supplied  with  literature,  but  we  suggest  to  the  Committee  that  a  further 
supply  of  cheap,  serviceable  pianos,  would  prove  a  great  boon  to  the 
patients,  and  would  greatly  help  in  keeping  them  amused  and  attracted. 
The  bedding  we  found  throughout  to  be  clean  and  in  good  order.  We 
saw  all  the  patients  in  residence,  they  were  well  and  suitably  dressed, 
with  but  few  exceptions  quiet  and  orderly,  and  from  their  appearance  and 
remarks,  in  many  instances  volunteered,  we  have  every  reason  to  believe 
they  are  kindly  and  considerately  treated.  The  diet  appeared  to  us  to  be 
good,  and  the  dinner,  consisting  of  meat  and  vegetable  soup,  followed  by 
boiled  or  baked  currant  pudding,  was  very  palatable,  and  was  well  served 
on  hot  plates. 

The  wards  are  evidently  visited  regularly  by  members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  but  in  view  of  some  remarks  made  to  us  to-day,  we  hope  the 
Committee  do  not  omit  to  see  those  patients  who  on  the  occasions  of  their 
visits  are  absent  from  the  wards  and  at  work  either  on  the  grounds  or  in 
other  parts  of  the  Asylum. 

Since  March  18th,  1912,  234  patients  have  been  admitted,  109  have 
been  discharged  or  removed,  89  on  recovery  ;  and  126  have  died. 

The  general  health  is  good.  There  were  only  25  patients  in  bed 
to-day,  or  about  2 *6  per  cent,  of  the  total  in  residence,  and  none  of  them 
seriously  ill.  The  proportion  of  epileptics  under  care  is  10*2  per  cent, 
(males,  13*5  per  cent.  ;  females,  7'1  per  cent.),  whilst  those  regarded  as 
actively  suicidal  do  not  amount  to  1  per  cent.,  there  being  only  2  such 
cases  on  the  male  side  and  7  on  the  female. 

The  causes  of  death,  verified  by  post-mortem  examination  in  only  43 
per  cent.,  have  included  senile  decay,  15  per  cent.,  phthisis,  14*3  percent., 
and  general  paralysis,  0’3  per  cent.  As  many  as  10  patients,  or  nearly 
8  per  cent.,  died  from  cerebral  haemorrhage.  Three  inquests  have  been 
held,  all  on  male  patients,  one  of  whom  died  from  heart  disease,  another 
from  senile  decay,  possibly  accelerated  by  an  accidental  fracture  of  the 
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femur,  and  in  the  third  case  death  occurred  from  haemorrhage  due  to  the 
Abounding  of  the  carotid  artery  by  a  piece  of  metal  which  had  been 
impacted  in  the  guliet. 

Apart  from  some  sporadic  cases  of  influenza  last  spring,  the  Asylum 
has  been  free  from  zymotic  disease.  In  addition  to  the  cases  above 
mentioned,  2  patients  have  sustained  fractures  from  accidental  falls. 

There  are  now  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  470  males  and 
511  females — in  all,  981 — of  whom  53 — 26  males  and  27  females  are 
private  patients,  and  27  are  out-county  patients,  chargeable  as  to  2  the 
Isles  of  Scilly  and  25  to  the  county  of  London. 

Seven  patients  are  out  on  trial,  leaving  974  in  residence  and  seen 

by  us. 

We  are  pleased  to  observe  that  money  allowances  have  been  granted 
to  24  patients  whilst  on  trial. 

Three  wards  in  the  Old  Building  on  the  female  side  are  unoccupied, 
and  there  are,  according  to  the  returns  made  to  us,  vacancies  for  47  males 
and  72  females. 

The  maintenance  charge  per  head  per  week  is  for  home  patients,  10.9., 
for  out-county,  14s.  to  15s.,  and  for  private  patients,  from  12s.  6 d.  to  63s. 

Five  patients  have  been  mechanically  restrained  by  straight  jacket 
on  33  occasions  for  a  total  of  6501,  hours  ;  there  is  no  record  of  any 
seclusion. 

Church  of  England  services  are  held  on  Sunday  in  the  morning  and 
afternoon,  but  the  record  of  attendance  is  very  low.  Other  services  are 
also  held  twice  in  every  week. 

More  than  the  average  number  of  patients  are  usually  present  at  the 
weekly  entertainments,  and  a  good  percentage  is  generally  employed,  120 
men  being  at  work  on  the  farm  and  gardens,  but  only  30  women  in  the 
laundry.  As  many  as  33  per  cent,  walk  weekly  beyond  the  estate,  but 
34  per  cent,  of  those  able  to  walk  are  confined  to  the  wards  and  airing 
courts. 

There  is  a  good  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses,  in  the  proportion  of  1 
to  every  8 ' 9  patients  for  day  duty,  and  65  per  cent,  of  the  former  can 
show  over  five  years’  service  ;  the  record  amongst  the  nurses  in  this 
respect  is  not  so  good,  being  25  per  cent. 

Two  nurses  have  been  dismissed  for  striking  patients. 

The  medical  records  and  case  books  are  posted  to  date,  but  in  several 
cases  the  clinical  notes  might  be  more  detailed  than  they  are.  It  should 
he  added  that  at  present  the  post  of  third  Assistant  Medical  Officer  is 
vacant. 


Cumberland  and  Westmorland  Asylum. 

16  October  1913. 

Visiting  this  Asylum  to-day  I  have  gone  through  all  the  buildings, 
including  Cumberland  and  Westmorland  Houses,  and  am  pleased  to  report 
that  I  found  everything  in  capital  order.  The  wards  and  dormitories 
were  clean  and  well  kept  and  comfortable  and  bright  in  appearance,  and 
the  patients,  ail  of  whom  I  have  seen,  are  well  and  suitably  clad.  They 
were,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  quiet  and  free  from  any  excitement, 
and  although  I  naturally  received  some  appeals  for  discharge,  there  were 
no  complaints  of  any  kind  as  to  treatment,  diet,  or  surroundings.  The 
beds  were  in  excellent  order.  There  is  a  good  supply  of  general  litera¬ 
ture  and  papers,  but,  especially  for  the  use  of  the  demented  and  restless 
patients,  I  would  suggest  that  a  more  plentiful  supply  of  cheaply-bound 
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picture  papers  would  be  found  attractive  and  tend  to  keep  them  occupied. 
I  also  think  that  it  would  be  well  as  a  further  protection  against  fire  if 
covered  tins  were  provided  for  the  floor-polishing  mixture. 

Since  May  14th,  1912,  there  have  been  278  admissions,  152  patients 
have  been  discharged  or  removed,  of  whom  104  had  recovered,  and  99 
have  died. 

With  one  exception  the  deaths  were  all  from  natural  causes  and  a 
post-mortem  examination  was  held  in  every  case  of  death.  The  one 
exception  referred  to  was  that  of  a  female  patient  who  escaped  and  was 
killed  whilst  crossing  the  railway  line  by  a  passing  train  under  circum¬ 
stances  which  were  fully  reported  to  our  Board  at  the  time.  An  inquest 
was  held  in  this  case  and  a  verdict  of  accidental  death  was  returned. 

The  only  instances  of  epidemic  or  zymotic  disease  have  been  that  of 
colitis,  which  attacked  two  patients,  both  of  whom  died. 

General  paralysis  was  the  cause  of  death  in  7*07  per  cent.,  phthisis  in 
13-13  per  cent.,  and  senile  decay  in  12*12  per  cent,  of  those  who  died. 

Bedsores  existed  in  the  case  of  4  patients  at  the  time  of  death,  and 
one  of  the  78  whom  I  to-day  saw  in  bed— -34  males  and  44  females — was 
suffering  from  that  complication.  The  general  health  is  good. 

1  here  has  been  only  one  non-fatal  casualty,  that  of  an  inmate  who 
sustained  a  dislocation  of  the  right  hip,  through  being  knocked  down  by 
a  fellow  patient. 

Ihere  are  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  866  patients,  438  males 
and  428  females  ;  of  whom  65  are  private  patients,  26  males  and  39  females  ; 
and  35  are  out-county  patients,  chargeable  to  the  boroughs  of  Gateshead 
and  South  Shields. 

According  to  the  returns  there  are  at  present  vacancies  for  5  men  and 
8  women.  The  maintenance  charge  per  head  per  week  is,  for  home 
patients,  9s.  0 \d.,  for  out-county,  14s.,  and  for  private  patients,  from  14s. 
to  31s.  6d.  per  Aveek. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  seclusion  or  mechanical  restraint. 

There  is  an  average  attendance  at  the  Sunday  Church  of  England 
services,  and  there  is  a  fortnightly  service  for  those  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
faith. 

At  the  weekly  entertainments  39  per  cent,  of  the  patients  are  present, 
as  many  as  29  per  cent,  walk  out  Aveekly  beyond  the  estate,  and  but 
13  per  cent,  of  those  able  to  walk  are  confined  to  the  \Arards  and  airing 
courts.  On  an  average  61  per  cent,  of  the  patients  are  employed  daily 
throughout  the  year,  of  whom  180  are  engaged  on  the  farm  and  gardens, 
21  in  the  laundry.  1  would  ask  if  it  be  not  possible  to  increase  these 
numbers. 

Ihere  is  a  staff  of  one  attendant  and  nurse  to  every  11*2  of  the 
patients,  which,  though  not  erring  on  the  side  of  strength,  appears  to  be 
sufficient  considering  the  class  and  character  of  the  patients.  Their 
record  of  service  is,  however,  not  so  good  as  I  should  like  to  see  it. 

In  the  wards  and  recreation  hall  I  saAV  a  very  good  dinner  of  stewed 
rabbit,  with  bread,  potatoes,  and  cabbage.  It  Avas  nicely  served  and 
evidently  gave  every  satisfaction. 

I  he  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  very  well  kept  and 
posted  up  to  date. 
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North  Wales  Lunatic  Asylum,  Denbigh. 

27  October  1913. 

Since  our  Colleagues’  visit  to  this  Asylum  in  April  1912,  Dr.  Stanley 
Hughes,  the  then  Medical  Superintendent,  has  accepted  the  same  position 
at  the  Salop  Asylum.  Dr.  Herbert,  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Office]-, 
has  resigned  owing  to  ill-health,  and  Dr.  Frank  Gr.  Jones,  the  Second 
Assistant  Medical  Officer,  has  been  appointed  Medical  Superintendent. 
From  what  we  have  seen  at  our  visit,  we  have  no  doubt  that  Dr.  Jones 
will  bring  energy  and  tact  to  assist  him  in  the  performance  of  his  onerous 
and  responsible  duties. 

Much  has  in  recent  years  been-  done  to  improve  the  general  accommo¬ 
dation  on  the  female  side,  and  the  Committee  are  evidently  impressed 
with  the  necessity  of  carrying  out  some  corresponding  improvements  for 
the  men,  as  shown  by  the  plans  which  we  have  seen  and  which  will 
shortly  be  submitted  to  our  Board  for  the  reconstruction  of  Male  Wards  1, 
2  and  6.  The  Asylum,  however,  as  a  whole  remains  unprovided  with 
any  means  for  the  effective  treatment,  on  modern  lines,  of  recent 
admissions.  We  very  much  doubt  whether  any  really  satisfactory 
scheme  for  this  purpose  could  be  evolved  by  mere  alterations  of  the 
present  structure,  and  we  hope  that,  if  there  is  any  idea  of  extending  the 
Asylum  accommodation,  as  appears  to  be  really  necessary,  the  attaining 
of  this  most  desirable  result  will  be  the  Committee’s  first  consideration. 
In  the  meantime  we  would  urge  the  erection  of  verandahs  to  the  Male 
and  Female  Hospital  Wards,  which  would  be  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 

We  must  again  mention  the  very  poor  w.c.  and  lavatory  accommoda¬ 
tion  in  Female  Ward  1,  and  can  see  no  reason  why  a  new  sanitary  spur 
should  not  be  erected  on  the  north  side  of  the  building,  similar  to  that 
which  it  is  proposed  to  erect  in  connection  with  Male  Wards  1 ,  2  and  6. 
In  some  of  the  other  wards,  where  the  seats  of  the  w.c.’s  face  each  other, 
decency  would  be  promoted  by  putting  up  some  sort  of  central  screen, 
for  which  there  appears  te  be  ample  room. 

Amongst  improvements  carried  out  or  in  progress  during  the  period 
under  review,  we  may  mention  the  conversion  of  the  old  Female  Work¬ 
room  into  Female  Ward  5.  This  ward  now  consists  of  a  large  day  room 
and  dormitory  for  73  patients,  with  proper  lavatory  accommodation,  and 
is  entirely  self-contained.  While  thoroughly  approving  of  the  alteration 
we  wish  that  means  could  be  found  to  improve  the  cross  ventilation  of 
the  dormitory.  The  new  post-mortem  room  and  mortuary  are  now  in 
use.  In  the  latter  more  shelves  are  required  and  better  provision  for  the 
differentiation  of  the  sexes.  The  last  of  the  old  temporary  buildings 
have  now  been  cleared  away,  and  work  is  in  progress  for  adapting  the 
land  for  airing  courts  on  the  female  side.  We  can  speak  with  the  utmost 
approval  of  the  change.  When  the  airing  courts  are  completed  they  will 
form  a  valuable  addition  to  the  female  side,  as  they  are  most  picturesquely 
situated. 

Some  minor  points  require  attention.  In  Male  Wards  3  and  4  the 
metal  protection  of  the  electric  light  at  present  affords  easy  opportunity 
for  suspension — they  should  be  cased  in  with  the  usual  glass  fitting.  In 
several  places  the  steam  radiators  are  entirely  unprotected  ;  we  would 
also  suggest  that  over  them  should  be  placed  a  slab  of  slate  or  other 
material  to  prevent  patients  spitting  on  to  them.  In  Male  Ward  7, 
where  13  boys,  chiefly  epileptic  idiots,  were  segregated,  more  might  be 
done  in  the  way  of  supplying  them  with  amusements  and  some  sort  of 
mechanical  musical  instruments.  In  Male  Ward  9  a  piano  and  a  small 
billiard  table  such  as  there  is  in  Male  Ward  1,  and  which  could  be 
purchased  very  cheaply,  would  be  much  appreciated.  Male  Ward  5, 
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where  145  patients  are  warded,  is  badly  in  need  of  redecoration,  which 
we  should  like  to  see  carried  out  in  light  colours — at  present  the  ward  is 
dingy  and  gloomy.,  We  observed  that  in  certain  dormitories  not  under 
night  observation  there  are  no  attendants’  rooms  either  adjoining  or  in 
close  proximity  ;  there  would  be  little  difficulty  in  remedying  this  by  a 
slight  rearrangement  of  some  of  the  small  rooms  now  used  for  othei 
purposes. 

The  suggestions  of  the  Factory  Inspector  in  his  Report  of  November 
1912  have  received  attention  ;  we  think  that  a  really  automatic  guard 
should  be  supplied  to  the  Tomlinson  calender  in  the  laundry. 

In  the  kitchen,  where  16  females  and  2  male  patients  are  employed, 
we  should  like  to  see  the  services  of  the  men  dispensed  with  altogether. 

The  following  changes  have  occurred  amongst  the  patients  since  the

There  were  to-day  on  the  books  the  names  of  1,004  patients  in  the 
proportion  of  509  men  to  495  women.  There  are  63  private  patients, 
2  of  the  criminal  class  and  2  chargeable  to  out-county  unions.  Twenty 
patients  were  out  on  trial,  and  we  are  glad  to  see  that  in  the  year  ending 
January  1st  last  as  many  as  54  patients  on  trial  were  in  receipt  of  money 
allowances. 

The  Asylum  is  overcrowed  to  the  extent  of  45  patients  upon  the 
male  and  of  19  on  the  female  side. 

The  wards  are  well  kept,  and  in  view  of  what  was  said  by  our 
Colleagues  last  year  it  was  gratifying  to  notice  that  a  plentiful  supply  of 
illustrated  papers  and  magazines  is  now  distributed  throughout,  including 
those  wards  occupied  by  the  worst  class  of  patients.  The  dormitories 
were  clean,  and  the  beds  and  bedding  in  proper  condition  ;  the  absence 
of  blinds  in  a  great  many  of  the  dormitories  must  be  very  trying  to  light 
sleepers,  especially  in  the  spring  and  summer. 

The  patients  are  quiet  and  orderly  in  their  behaviour,  and  apart  from 
expressions  of  the  desire  to  be  discharged,  entirely  free  from  complaints. 
They  are  evidently  treated  with  kindness  and  consideration  by  the 
medical  and  nursing  staff;  their  dress  and  personal  appearance  was  also 
satisfactory. 

The  dinner  on  Saturday  consisted  of  thick  soup,  followed  by  bread 
and  cheese,  and  to-day  of  boiled  meat  and  vegetables  and  bread,  followed 
by  currant  pudding. 

The  maintenance  charge  per  head  per  week  is  8s.  2d.  for  home, 
14s.  for  out-county,  and  from  10s.  6d.  to  42s.  for  private  patients. 

One  man  has  been  mechanically  restrained  on  three  occasions  for 
8|-  hours,  while  27  patients  have  been  secluded  on  53  occasions  for 
a  total  duration  of  307  hours. 

With  the  exception  of  the  case  of  a  male  patient,  whose  death  was 
the  subject  of  the  only  inquest  held,  and  was  due  to  pulmonary  con¬ 
gestion  sequential  to  a  fracture  of  the  thigh  sustained  in  aD  epileptic  tit, 
all  the  70  male  and  57  female  deaths  were  due  to  natural  causes.  General 
paralysis  was  returned  as  the  principal  cause  in  7  per  cent,  of  the  male 
deaths  but  in  none  of  the  females  ;  and  with  respect  to  this  disorder  it  is 
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of  interest  to  note  that  at  the  end  of  last  year  only  2  per  cent,  of  the  male 
and  none  of  the  female  patients  were  suffering  from  it.  Heart  disease 
was  the  cause  returned  in  20  per  cent.,  pneumonia  and  bronchitis,  26  per 
cent.,  and  maniacal  or  melancholic  exhaustion  in  7  per  cent.  Phthisis  as 
a  cause  of  death  appears  in  only  5  per  cent,  of  the  cases  ;  but  from  the 
numbers  of  patients  we  saw  under  observation  for  this  affection,  we  feel 
sure  that  this  unusually  small  proportion  far  from  represents  its  real 
incidence.  In  this  connection  we  would  point  to  the  small  proportion — 
namely,  56  per  cent. — of*the  deaths  that  are  followed  by  post-mortem 
examinations,  the  number  of  which,  having  regard  to  their  protective  as 
well  as  scientific  value,  we  trust  it  will  be  found  possible  to  augment 
considerably. 

We  were  pleased  to  find  that  arrangements  have  been  made  enabling 
the  female  hospital  as  well  as  the  male  one  to  be  a  ground  floor  ward. 
In  these  hospitals  we  saw  21  patients  (6  men  and  15  women)  in  bed, 
that  is  slightly  more  than  2  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  in  residence. 
All  with  the  exception  of  one  of  each  sex  were  there  by  reason  of  their 
physical  condition.  On  the  male  side  all  the  known  tuberculous  cases 
(none  of  whom  were  in  bed)  are  segregated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
but  in  the  female  hospital,  of  those  in  bed  and  in  the  open  dormitory, 
more  than  half  were  tubercular — a  fact  strongly  emphasising  the  urgent 
need  for  verandahs  already  referred  to. 

We  were  struck  with  the  remarkably  large  proportion  of  the  patients 
here  who  are  the  subject  of  goitre.  The  condition  seemed  rather  less 
common  among  the  patients  of  the  more  favourable  class,  and  we  suggest 
that  its  incidence  may  be  a  subject  worthy  of  medical  investigation,  the 
opportunities  for  which  are  however  hampered  by  the  absence  of  any 
laboratorv.

The  incidence  of  infective  disease,  apart  from  tuberculosis,  comprises 

8  cases  of  dysentery  (with  one  exception  all  on  the  male  side),  10  cases 
of  measles  (4  of  whom  were  members  of  the  staff),  and  one  case,  a  nurse, 
of  typhoid  fever. 

In  addition  to  the  case  of  fracture  already  mentioned,  six  instances  of 
a  fractured  bone  and  one  of  a  dislocation  have  occurred,  these  in  four 
instances  were  sustained  in  falls,  the  result  of  a  push  by  another  patient, 
one  during  a  struggle  with  staff  while  the  patient  was  being  removed  to 
a  single  room,  and  one  was  the  result  of  precipitation  from  a  bridge  during 
suicidal  impulse. 

There  is  little  calling  for  comment  in  the  annual  returns  made  to  our 
Board.  While  61  per  cent,  of  the  patients  were  returned  as  employed, 
we  observe  that  more  than  one  half  are  only  employed  in  ward  work, 
while  only  12  per  cent,  of  the  men  work  on  the  land. 

The  staff  consists  of  1  attendant  or  nurse  to  every  12  patients,  a 
proportion  which  is  below  that  usually  found  in  asylums.  The  duration 
of  service  continues  to  be  satisfactory. 

Dr.  Jones  has  the  assistance  of  two  medical  colleagues,  none  too  many 
having  regard  to  the  number  of  patients.  The  present  condition  of  the 
medical  records  indicates  that  both  these  gentlemen,  neither  of  whom 
have  been  here  long,  are  applying  themselves  with  energy  to  this  work. 
It  is  within  our  knowledge  that  the  prevailing  difficulty  of  obtaining 
candidates  for  these  posts  was  acutely  felt  here,  and  we  hope  that  the 
Committee,  among  the  improvements  they  contemplate,  will  take  into 
favourable  consideration  the  provision  of  a  separate  house  for  the  Senior 
Assistant,  together  with  some  rearrangement  of  the  present  officers’ 
quarters,  which  we  think  are  open  to  criticism  and  not  altogether  fair  to 
their  occupants. 
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Since  writing  the  above  we  have  had  the  opportunity  of  an  interview 
with  the  Committee,  to  whom  we  expressed  some  of  the  above  views, 
and  to  whom  we  promised  at  their  request  to  send  some  further  details  of 
oiu  suggestions. 


Derbyshire  Asylum. 

*  17  April  1913. 

The  following  changes  have  occurred  among  the  patients  in  this 
Asylum  since  the  visit  paid  to  it  by  two  of  our  Colleagues  in  May  of  last 
year  : —

There  remain  to-day  on  the  books  the  names  of  378  male  and  361 
female  patients,  a  total  of  739.  There  are  none  of  the  private  class  ;  one 
man  is  a  criminal  lunatic  ;  and  all  the  rest  are  pauper  patients  chargeable 
to  home  unions.  Fifty-four  men  and  97  women  are  for  lack  of  room 
boarded  out  in  other  institutions,  namely,  the  Borough  Asylum, 
Leicestershire  and  Rutland  Asylum,  Stortlies  Hall,  and  Cardiff*  Asylum. 
14ie  numbers  in  the  Asylum  to-day  show  an  excess  of  7  males  beyond 
the  estimated  complement,  and  vacancies  for  8  females.  In  these 
circumstances  we  hope  that  before  long  the  difficulties  connected  with 
rights  of  way  which  have  delayed  the  purchase  of  the  site  selected  for 
the  second  asylum  for  the  county  will  be  removed. 

We  found  the  Asylum  to-day  in  very  good  order,  the  wards  generally 
bright  and  well  provided  with  objects  of  interest  ;  and  the  beds  and 
bedding  were  clean  and  sufficient.  We  examined  the  site  of  the  proposed 
verandah  for  the  female  hospital  ward.  The  objection  to  it  is  that  it  is 
too  far  from  the  hospital  dormitory  to  be  conveniently  used  in  connection 
therewith.  An  alternative  site  was  suggested  by  Dr.  Legge,  at  the  south 
end  of  the  dormitory,  which  is,  we  think,  worthy  of  consideration.  We 
desire  to  express  our  gratification  that  the  Committee  have  taken  this 
matter  in  hand,  the  open-air  treatment  being  in  our  opinion  of  great 
importance  not  only  for  tubercular  patients  but  also  for  certain  forms  of 
mental  disease.  We  hope  to  see  the  verandah  system  extended  to  other 
wards,  particularly  those  for  newly  admitted  cases. 

In  the  course  of  our  visit  we  saw  all  the  patients  whose  names  are  on 
the  books,  and  talked  with  such  of  them  as  were  capable  of  conversation, 
with  the  result  that  apart  from  appeals  for  discharge  we  had  very  few 
complaints,  and  formed  the  impression  that  they  were  generally  contented. 
Their  dress  and  personal  condition  was  satisfactory.  As  a  rule  their 
conduct  was  quiet  and  orderly,  though  there  were  a  few  very  troublesome 
and  noisy  patients. 

We  saw  a  good  dinner  of  boiled  mutton  and  beef  served  in  the  wards. 
Since  the  last  visit  plate-warmers  have  been  fixed  in  the  sculleries  of  all 
the  wards. 

No  employment  of  mechanical  restraint  has  been  recorded  during  the 
period  under  review  ;  6  patients  have  been  secluded  on  13  occasions  for  a 
total  duration  of  72  hours. 

According  to  the  returns  for  the  Asylum  for  1912  the  attendance  at 
the  chapel  services  on  Sundays  was  somewhat  below,  and  that  at  the 
weekly  entertainments  was  up  to,  the  average.  The  patients  were  still 
not  taken  for  walks  beyond  the  estate,  but  45  per  cent,  usually  went  for 
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weekly  walks  on  the  estate,  and  not  more  than  10  per  cent,  exclusive  of 
those  unable  to  walk  were  wholly  confined  to  the  wards  and  airing 
courts.  Sixty-one  per  cent,  of  the  men  and  as  many  as  76  per  cent,  of 
the  women  were  usefully  employed. 

The  geueral  health  is  good.  At  the  time  of  our  visit  there  were  only 
22  patients  confined  to  bed — or  not  quite  3  per  cent,  of  the  total  in 
residence.  The  epileptics  amount  to  nearly  12  per  cent,  (males  14*9, 
females  8  *  8),  and  those  under  observation  as  actively  suicidal  to  5  per 
cent. 

The  proportion  of  deaths  from  general  paralysis  was  16 -5  per  cent., 
and  of  those  from  phthisis  15*4  per  cent.  In  only  one  of  those  who  died 
did  a  bedsore  exist,  which  in  this  case  was  present  on  admission  ;  and 
none  of  those  we  saw  in  bed  to-day  are  suffering  from  this  lesion. 

There  have  been  three  inquests.  One  was  held  in  the  case  of  a  male 
patient  who  committed  suicide  by  strangulation  in  circumstances  which 
were  reported  to  our  Board  at  the  time.  In  the  two  other  cases  death 
followed  upon  injuries,  in  one  being  caused  by  pyaemia  supervening  on 
fracture  of  the  jaw  caused  by  an  accidental  fall,  and  in  the  other  by  a 
fracture  of  the  thigh  due  to  the  patient  being  pushed  down  by  a  fellow 
patient. 

There  have  been  12  cases  of  dysentery,  six  of  which  occurred  in  the 
month  of  August.  Nine  of  those  attacked  were  females  ;  whilst  during 
the  present  year  there  have  been  only  two  cases,  both  males.  I  our 
deaths  were  due  to  this  cause.  No  other  zymotic  disease  has  occurred. 

Apart  from  the  two  fatalities  above  mentioned,  7  male  and  3  female 
patients  have  sustained  fractures,  caused  in  four  cases  by  accidental  falls, 
and  in  two  by  struggles  with  fellow  patients.  The  list  includes  four  cases 
of  fracture  of  the  thigh,  and  two  of  fracture  of  the  jaw.  In  the  latter 
instances  the  injury  was  caused,  in  the  one  case  by  a  blow  with  a  shoe, 
struck  by  a  fellow  patient,  in  the  other  (still  under  treatment)  by  a  fall 
when  a  patient  was  making  an  attack  upon  an  attendant. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  appears  to  be  of  adequate  strength. 
Their  record  of  service  is  somewhat  below  the  average  for  the  men,  but 
good  for  the  nurses,  of  whom  only  1 8  per  cent,  have  served  less  than  a 
year,  while  39  percent,  can  reckon  over  five  years  in  the  Asylum. 

The  medical  records  are  kept  up  to  date,  but  the  notes  in  the  case 
books  are  meagre. 


Devon  Asylum. 

13  June  1913. 

The  plastering  and  renovation  of  the  wards  has  been  steadily  carried 
on,  and  there  is  now  little  more  left  to  be  done  so  far  as  work  of  this 
nature  is  concerned.  The  sanitary  blocks  and  lavatories  in  connection 
with  Male  Wards  1  and  2  have  been  entirely  reconstructed  and  are  a 
great  contrast  to  those  which  they  have  replaced  ;  the  new  Pathological 
Laboratory  has  been  constructed  but  not  yet  fitted  up,  and  a  new  refuse 
destructor  has  been  erected. 

Much  decoration  of  a  general  character  has  been  effected  and  the 
Asylum  is  throughout  well  maintained.  The  wards,  dormitories,  beds 
and  bedding  we  found  in  good  order,  and  the  patients,  all  of  whom  in 
residence  have  been  seen  by  us  during  our  inspection  to-day,  were  suitably 
clad,  and  even  in  those  wards  where  the  most  troublesome  ones  are  located 
there  was  an  entire  freedom  from  noise  or  confusion.  We  had,  as  might 
be  expected,  not  a  few  requests  made  to  us  in  reference  to  discharge,  but 
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apart  from  this  subject  no  complaints  were  made,  and  we  thought  the 
patients  were  contented  and  tactfully  managed. 

In  some  of  the  lavatories  there  were  unprotected  towel  rollers  and 
racks  which  need  attention,  and  we  should  like  the  system  of  ventilation, 
by  means  of  small  meshed  wire  gauze  panels  in  the  shutters  in  use  in 
some  of  the  single  rooms,  extended  to  all  similar  rooms  where  better 
ventilation  is  required. 

Since  March  11th,  1912,  381  patients  have  been  admitted,  152  have 
been  discharged  or  removed,  of  whom  114  had  recovered,  and  186  have 
died.  There  are  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  1,354  patients, 
587  males  and  767  females,  one  of  each  sex  being  private  patients, 
and  127  out-county  patients  chargeable  to  Devonport  Corporation  and 
Plymouth,  Tunbridge  and  Fordingbridge  Unions. 

Eight  patients  are  absent  on  trial,  leaving  1,346  in  residence.  We  are 
glad  to  think  that  money  allowances  are  made  to  patients  on  trial  in  those 
cases  which  are  deemed  suitable.  There  appears  to  be  overcrowding  on 
the  male  side  to  the  number  of  15,  but  vacancies  on  the  female  side  for 
22  patients. 

The  maintenance  charge  per  head  per  week  is,  for  home  patients, 
95.  9c?.,  for  out-county  patients  from  145.  to  165.,  and  for  private  patients 
from  11 5.  6d.  to  215. 

Dinner  was  served  in  several  of  the  wards  to-day  during  our  visit.  It 
consisted  of  boiled  corned  beef  with  potatoes,  greens,  and  bread,  and  was 
well  cooked.  The  portions  seemed  to  be  ample,  but  the  plates  were  cold, 
a  defect  to  which  we  drew  attention,  and  one  which  we  hope  means  will 
be  found  to  remedy. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  mechanical  restraint,  and  but  two  patients 
have  been  secluded  on  two  occasions  for  one  hour  and  five  minutes  in  all. 

The  Sunday  Church  of  England  services  are  attended  by  a  very  fair 
proportion  of  the  patients,  and  for  those  of  the  Roman  Catholic  faith,  of 
whom  there  are  but  21,  Mass  is  celebrated  once  a  month  in  addition  to 
visitation  of  the  wards  by  a  priest.  As  many  as  37  per  cent,  of  the 
inmates  are  taken  for  weekly  walks  beyond  the  estate  and  67  per  cent, 
are  usually  engaged  in  some  employment,  90  men  working  on  the  land 
and  50  women  in  the  laundry. 

There  is  an  adequate  staff,  there  being  for  day  duty  an  attendant  or 
nurse  to  every  nine  patients.  Those  who  can  show  over  five  years’  service 
amount  to  47  per  cent,  of  the  attendants  and  22  per  cent,  of  the  nurses. 
Two  nurses  have  been  allowed  to  resign  to  escape  dismissal. 

We  understand  that  the  proposal  to  erect  a  two-storey  block  for  the 
accommodation  of  attendants  has  been  abandoned,  but  that  it  is  now  in 
contemplation  to  erect  18  cottages  for  married  attendants,  a  lodging 
allowance  being  made  them  in  the  meantime. 

The  number  of  patients  confined  to  bed  to-day  amounts  to  5  per  cent,  of 
all  in  residence  ;  they  include  many  aged  and  feeble  subjects  and  some 
recent  admissions,  there  being  comparatively  few  critically  ill.  The  pro¬ 
portion  of  epileptics  under  care  is  11*9  per  cent,  (males,  12*8  per  cent., 
females,  11*1  per  cent.)  and  those  under  special  supervision  on  account 
of  suicidal  tendency,  3*3  per  cent. 

The  causes  of  death,  which  were  verified  in  72  per  cent,  by  post¬ 
mortem  examination,  have  included  phthisis,  23 ' 1  per  cent.  ;  senile 
decay,  14*5  per  cent.  ;  dysentery,  11*3  per  cent.  ;  and  general  paralysis, 
10*2  per  cent.  Bedsores  were  present  at  the  time  of  death  in  three  of 
those  who  died. 

There  has  been  one  inquest,  namely,  in  the  case  of  a  male  patient, 
who  committed  suicide  by  hanging  under  circumstances  fully  reported  to 
our  Board  at  the  time.  Arising  out  of  this  case,  and  in  accordance  with 
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our  recommendation,  all  window  fasteners  in  the  single  rooms  of  Block  7 
have  been  renewed,  and  it  is  proposed  to  continue  the  process  where  any 
suicidally  inclined  patients  are  located. 

Dysentery  still  continued  to  prevail  in  the  Asylum,  no  month  being 
free  from  fresh  cases,  which  have  amounted  in  all  to  96  during  the  period 
under  review,  21  of  which  were  fatal.  To-day,  however,  there  were  only 
two  patients,  both  males,  isolated  in  the  Sanatorium  for  this  affection,  one 
of  whom  was  in  bed,  the  other  being  convalescent  from  his  attack.  Last 
year  in  April  and  May  two  female  patients  suffered  from  typhoid  fever, 
aud  in  September  and  October  two  nurses  were  similarly  attacked.  There 
have  been  only  17  cases  of  influenza,  11  of  which  occurred  in  the  present 
year,  all  but  one  being  on  the  female  side. 

Four  patients  have  sustained  fractures  of  bones  from  accidental  falls , 
and  one  (a  female)  had  the  bones  of  the  leg  broken  by  a  kick  from  a 
fellow  patient. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  well  and  properly  kept 
up  to  date,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  securing 
candidates  for  the  two  vacancies  at  present  existing  in  the  medical  staff', 
an  additional  and  undue  amount  of  labour  has  devolved  upon  Drs.  Eager 
and  Bainbridge. 

We  trust  it  may  not  be  long  before  it  will  be  possible  to  maintain  this 
branch  of  the  Asylum  service  at  its  adequate  strength. 


Dorset  Asylum. 

29  October  1913. 

During  the  period  that  has  elapsed  since  this  Institution  was  last 
visited,  the  cemetery  has  been  extended  and  awaits  consecration,  a  new 
mortuary  has  been  erected  and  is  now  in  use,  and  the  block  for  50  female 
patients  with  bedrooms  for  12  nurses  has  made  very  good  progress.  We 
saw  this  building  to-day,  and  it  will,  when  finished,  afford  excellent 
accommodation  and  be  a  most  useful  addition  to  the  Asylum.  Com¬ 
mencing  our  inspection  yesterday  we  have  been  over  the  whole  of  the 
main  building  and  the  block  for  private  patients.  We  found  the  wards 
and  dormitories  in  admirable  order,  and  the  beds  and  bedding  all  that 
could  be  desired.  We  spent  a  considerable  time  in  talking  to  such  patients 
as  showed  the  least  inclination  to  enter  into  conversation,  and  although 
we  received  not  a  few  appeals  for  discharge,  we  received  no  complaint  of 
any  kind  other  than  such  as  were  undoubtedly  based  on  delusion  and  an 
unsound  mental  state.  So  far  as  we  could  judge  the  patients  are  kindly 
and  considerately  treated,  they  are  well  dressed,  and  there  was  a  total 
absence  of  noise  and  excitement  in  the  wards. 

Since  March  9th,  1912,  there  have  been  303  admissions  :  139  patients 
have  been  discharged,  of  whom  93  had  recovered,  and  118  have  died. 
There  are  to-day  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  946  patients,  445 
males  and  501  females,  of  whom  90  males  and  144  females  are  private 
patients,  and  58  are  out-county  patients,  chargeable  to  Wilts  and  Hants. 

Four  patients  are  out  on  trial,  leaving  942  in  residence,  all  of  whom 
we  have  seen.  There  appear  to  be  vacancies  fori  15  of  each  sex  according 
to  the  returns  furnished  to  us.  The  maintenance  charge  per  head  per 
week  is,  for  home  patients,  8s.  9(7.,  for  out  county  patients,  14s.,  and  for 
those  of  the  privite  class  from  10s.  to  42s. 

We  saw  a  very  good  and  substantial  dinner  served  in  the  genera 
wards  and  dining  hall,  of  boiled  beef,  steak  pudding,  with  cabbage  and 
bread.  The  tables  were  nicely  laid,  and  each  patient  had  a  separate  glass 
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of  water.  For  those  of  the  private  class  in  the  main  building  there  was 
a  well  served  dinner  of  boiled  mutton  with  caper  sauce,  potatoes,  carrofs, 
and  bread,  followed  by  plum  pudding. 

One  patient  has  been  mechanically  restrained  on  30  occasions  for  a 
total  of  378  hours,  and  one  patient  has  been  in  seclusion  on  32  occasions 
for  32  hours  in  all. 

The  attendance  at  the  Sunday  services  and  the  weekly  entertainments 
is  not  up  to  the  average,  but  as  many  as  38  per  cent,  of  the  patients  walk 
out  weekly  beyond  the  Asylum  estate,  and  only  2  per  cent,  of  those  able 
to  walk  are  confined  to  the  wards  and  airing  courts. 

The  very  good  proportion  of  65  per  cent,  of  the  patients  are  daily 
engaged  in  some  form  of  employment  throughout  the  year,  of  whom  115 
work  on  the  farm  and  gardens  and  81  in  the  laundry  and  kitchens. 

A  strong  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  maintained,  there  being  one 
to  every  nine  patients,  and  the  record  of  service  amongst  the  former 
shows  as  many  as  64  per  cent,  with  over  five  years’  service. 

The  causes  of  death,  verified  in  71  per  cent,  by  post-mortem  exami¬ 
nation,  have  included  senile  decay,  20iper  cent.  ;  phthisis,  17  per  cent.  ;  and 
general  paralysis,  12  per  cent.  In  five  instances  bedsores  existed  at  the 
time  of  death. 

There  has  been  no  inquest.  Three  cases  of  typhoid  fever  occurred 
on  the  female  side  in  the  months  of  December  and  January,  these  being 
the  only  instances  of  zymotic  disease  recorded  since  the  last  visit.  There 
are  to-day  only  9  patients  confined  to  bed,  including  2  at  Herrison. 

The  only  serious  casualties  reported  have  been  to  3  male  patients  ;  one 
of  whom  fractured  his  humerus  in  an  accidental  fall. 

In  the  other  cases  injuries  to  ribs  and  jaw  respectively  were  caused  by 
fellow  patients. 

The  books  and  medical  records  are  properly  kept. 


Durham  Asylum. 

12  May  1913. 

We  regret  to  have  to  record  the  death  on  the  13th  November  last  of 
Dr.  William  St.  J.  Skeen,  on  the  eve  of  his  retirement  from  the  post  of 
Medical  Superintendent  on  a  pension. 

He  has  been  succeeded  by  Dr.  H.  G.  Cribb,  who  was  for  some  years 
Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  at  the  London  County  Asylum  at  Cane 
Hill,  and  was  very  favourably  known  to  us  in  that  position.  We  have 
every  reason  to  believe  that  under  his  management  the  Institution  will 
be  very  ably  conducted.  It  will  be  essential,  however,  that  he  should  be 
seconded  in  his  efforts  by  a  numerically  adequate  staff  of  Assistant 
Medical  Officers,  and  we  agree  with  our  Colleagues  in  their  last  report 
in  thinking  that  a  fourth  Medical  Officer  should  be  appointed. 

We  learn  that  Dr.  Cribb  has  been  entrusted  with  paramount  authority 
over  all  the  departments,  and  that  the  office  of  Business  Manager  has 
been  abolished,  a  change  which,  as  the  Visiting  Committee  are  no  doubt 
well  aware,  will  have  the  unqualified  approval  of  our  Board. 

On  the  score  of  economy,  and  from  other  points  of  view,  we  again 
urge  on  the  Committee  the  necessity  of  appointing  an  outside  stocktaker 
to  take  stock  at  intervals  in  the  stores  and  also  on  the  farms,  and,  as 
pointed  out  by  the  District  Auditor,  there  should  be  a  complete  inventory 
of  all  furniture,  fittings,  &c.  in  the  Asylum. 

We  have  devoted  the  whole  of  Saturday  and  part  of  to-day  in 
inspecting  all  parts  of  the  Institution  and  its  dependencies.

We  saw  all  the  patients  in  residence  to  the  number  of  1,550,  and  gave 
them  all  an  opportunity  of  speaking  with  us.  We  received  no  complaints 
from  patients  of  rough  usage  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the  staff, 
except  from  one  male  patient,  u  E.  T.,”  whom  we  specially  interviewed, 
and  whose  case  the  Visiting  Committee  have  lately  had  under  considera¬ 
tion,  and,  as  the  result,  2  male  attendants  have  been  dismissed,  and  the 
only  complaint  which  we  had,  and  which  needs  mention  here,  was  one 
from  a  woman  who  spoke  of  the  very  careless  way  the  soup  at  dinner 
was  prepared,  a  complaint  which  we  subsequently  found  to  be  well- 
grounded  from  what  we  ourselves  saw  of  the  soup  which  was  being 
served  to  the  women  in  the  dining  hall  on  Saturday  ;  it  contained  large, 
lumps  of  gristle  and  liver,  which  made  it  look  very  distasteful,  and  some 
of  the  vegetables  in  it  appeared  not  to  be  properly  cooked. 

The  patients  presented  a  very  neat  and  tidy  appearance  in  their  dress 
and  persons,  and  all  the  men  throughout  the  Institution,  and  the  women 
in  the  detached  blocks  and  at  Winterton,  were  very  quiet  and  orderly  ; 
but  among  the  women  in  the  main  building  there  were  several  who  were 
excited  and  noisy,  a  condition  of  things  which  was  aggravated  by  the 
obvious  overcrowding  of  the  day  rooms  there,  notably  in  Ward  13. 

The  changes  that  have  taken  place  during  the  last  14  months 
amongst  the  patient  population  are  as  follows  —

There  are  now  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  793  men  and 
774  women,  a  total  of  1,567  ;  of  these,  9  are  classed  as  private  patients 
and  106  are  out-county  patients,  1  chargeable  to  the  Union  of  Newcastle, 
41  to  the  Borough  of  Gateshead,  and  64  to  the  Borough  of  South  Shields. 
The  patients  of  these  two  latter  boroughs  are  received  under  contracts  at 
weekly  maintenance  rates  of  14s.,  15s.  9 d.,  and  17s.  6d.,  according  to  the 
class  of  patient. 

The  weekly  maintenance  rate  for  the  home  patients  is  11s.  Id.,  and 
for  the  private  ones,  12s.,  14s.,  and  17s. 

Having  due  regard  to  the  proper  day-space  available  for  each  patient, 
there  are  only  vacancies  for  3  males,  and  on  the  female  side  there  is 
overcrowding  to  the  extent  of  71  women.  We  found  that  the  Isolation 
Hospital  was  occupied  by  10  male  patients,  who  are  farm- workers  ;  we 
think  it  inadvisable  that  this  building  should  be  so  used,  as,  in  our 
opinion,  it  should  be  kept  vacant  for  the  immediate  isolation  of  any 
doubtful  case  of  infection. 

The  wards  and  dormitories  were  generally  in  a  satisfactory  condition 
and  clean  and  comfortable,  being  well  supplied  with  plants,  newspapers, 
and  other  things  to  interest  and  amuse  the  patients. 

The  beds  and  bedding  were  good,  but  we  noticed  that  some  of  the 
hair  mattresses  are  becoming  injured  by  the  rusting  of  the  wire  mattresses. 
There  are  several  matters  which  need  alteration,  to  which  we  have  drawn 
Dr.  Cribb’s  attention,  and  which,  no  doubt,  he  will  rectify  when  he  has 
been  longer  settled  in  office. 

One  improvement  which  is  much  needed  is  the  division  of  the  airing 
courts  on  both  sides  at  the  main  building,  which,  though  kept  in  admirable 
order,  now  afford  no  means  of  separating  the  feeble  and  infirm  cases 
E  0.28 
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from  those  wlio  arc  excited  and.  troublesome,  ancl  from  those  who  are 
convalescing. 

We  were  much  pleased  with  the  two  padded  rooms  which  have  been 
provided  in  each  division  of  the  main  building,  and  they  have  already 
proved  to  be  of  great  assistance  in  the  treatment  of  the  patients. 
Shutters,  with  panels  of  perforated  iron  wire  gauze,  should  be  provided 
for  these  rooms  for  the  safety  of  the  patients  and  for  better  ventilation. 

It  is  proposed  to  improve  the  dormitory  of  the  receiving  ward  on  the 
female  side  by  the  removal  of  the  dividing  wall. 

We  saw,  in  course  of  erection,  the  general  bathroom  on  the  male  side 
in  the  main  building  ;  this  will  prove  a  valuable  adjunct. 

We  mention  with  satisfaction  the  disuse  of  the  temporary  buildings 
on  the  male  side,  and  the  removal  of  the  boys  who  were  there  to  a  ward 
off  the  Male  Infirmary,  where  they  are  in  bright  surroundings  under  the 
charge  of  a  male  attendant  and  his  wife.  We  hope  that  these  iron 
buildings  will  be  altogether  removed  from  their  present  position,  and  the 
space  they  occupy  utilised  as  airing  court.  They  must  never  be 
used  again  as  accommodation  for  patients.  We  visited  Lizard  Farm  and 
saw  the  new  piggeries  which  have  been  constructed  there,  and  we  also 
went  to  Weterton  Farm,  where  it  is  proposed  to  put  up  a  shed  for  young 
store  pigs,  as  to  which  the  design  is  as  yet  not  quite  satisfactory. 

From  the  returns  for  last  year  furnished  to  our  Board,  we  learn  that 
no  money  allowances  were  granted  to  any  of  the  patients  while  out  on 
trial,  and  we  are  informed  that  to  none  of  the  17  patients  who  are  now 
out  on  trial  have  any  allowances  been  given.  We  think  it  important  that 
when  a  patient  is  convalescing  he  or  she  should  be  relieved  from  financial 
anxiety,  and  that  a  money  allowance  should  be  given. 

The  percentage  of  patients  who  usually  attend  the  Church  of  England 
service  in  the  chapel  on  Sundays  was  low,  and  has  fallen  back  again. 

A  good  proportion  of  those  patients  professing  the  Roman  Catholic 
faith,  however,  attended  the  monthly  services  provided  for  them. 

The  number  of  patients  who  were  usually  present  at  the  weekly 
entertainments  which  were  held  at  Winterton  and  the  main  building 
each  week,  was  very  low,  and  should  be  better. 

Forty-four  per  cent,  of  the  patients  walked  out  weekly  on  the 
extensive  walks  on  the  Asylum  estate. 

The  number  of  men  who  were  daily  employed  was  very  good,  as 
many  as  223  working  on  the  farm  and  gardens,  while  of  the  women  but 
39  were  employed  in  the  laundry.  We  are  glad  to  hear  that  this  lat  ter 
number  has  been  increased. 

The  general  health  of  the  Asylum  is  good,  and  during  the  period 
under  review  the  only  instances  of  infectious  or  contagious  diseases  have 
been  one  case  of  scarlet  fever,  two  cases  of  erysipelas,  two  of  dysentery, 
and  a  few  cases  of  scabies,  some  of  the  latter  being  still  under  treatment. 

We  found  79  patients,  or  5  per  cent,  of  the  total  number,  in  bed,  but 
some  of  them,  recently  admitted  cases,  were  there  only  for  rest.  1  hose 
that  were  in  bed  on  account  of  sickness  or  physical  infirmity  appeared  to 
be  well  attended  to,  and  we  were  glad  to  hear  that  no  one  had  a  bedsore. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  while  the  patients  resident  are  in  nearly  equal 
proportion  of  the  sexes,  the  number  of  deaths  on  the  male  side  has  been 
nearly  twice  that  on  the  female  side.  In  only  60  per  cent,  was  the  cause 
verified  by  post-mortem  examination. 

The  coroner  held  21  inquests,  but  the  following  are  the  only  ones 
to  which  we  need  refer.  One  related  to  a  man  who  died  six  days  after 
admission,  from  fractures  of  the  skull  occasioned  by  an  accidental  fall 
downstairs  a  few  weeks  before  he  became  insane  ;  two  others  concerned 
a  man  and  a  woman  who  had  respectively  sustained  a  fracture  of  the 
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humerus  and  an  intra-caps ular  fracture  of  the  femur  in  the  Asylum,  a 
fourth  was  on  a  man  who  died  from  heart  failure  14  hours  after  admission, 
and  a  fifth  was  on  a  man  who,  recently,  three  days  after  admission 
strangled  himself  about  7  a.m.  with  a  piece  of  bandage  in  a  padded  room 
opening  on  to  the  observation  dormitory,  one  half  of  the  six  attendants 
in  the  ward  being,  at  the  time,  away  at  breakfast.  This  unfortunate  case 
has  revealed  to  us  the  fact  that  the  hours  at  which  the  patients  have  their 
breakfast  and  the  hours  at  which  one  half  of  the  male  attendants  have 
theirs,  clash  in  a  very  undesirable  way.  We  feel  strongly  that  the  whole 
of  the  attendants  and  nurses  on  duty  should  give  their  undivided  attention 
to  their  patients  at  their  meal  times,  and  we  trust  that  such  alterations  as 
may  be  necessary  to  meet  this  view  will  be  made. 

The  noil-fatal  casualties  that  have  occurred  comprise  three  dislocations 
and  four  fractures.  None  of  them  require  any  detailed  reference. 

During  the  period  under  review  mechanical  restraint  has  been 
employed  on  8  patients  on  34  occasions  for  a  period  of  37 If  hours,  and 
one  woman  has  once  been  secluded  for  four  hours. 

Some  of  the  wards  struck  us  as  being  rather  understaffed,  for  example, 
in  No.  2  on  the  female  side  in  the  main  building,  where  there  were 
40  troublesome  women,  some  of  them  very  dangerous,  there  were  only 
four  nurses. 

The  record  of  service  of  the  staff  is  excellent,  91  per  cent,  of  the 
men  and  55  per  cent,  of  the  nurses  being  able  to  count  over  five  years’ 
service. 

We  are  glad  to  see  that  steps  are  being  taken  to  reduce  the  large 
number  of  case  books,  and  to  overtake  the  arrears  which  to  some  extent 
have  arisen  through  illness  and  changes  among  the  medical  staff. 

We  think  that  summaries  of  the  daily  reports  of  the  charge  attendants 
and  charge  nurses  should  be  made  by  the  chief  male  attendant  and  the 
matron  respectively,  and  that  these  summaries  should  be  presented  the 
following  morning  to  the  Medical  Superintendent.

Since  the  last  visit  of  members  of  our  Board,  21  months  affo, 
the  following  changes  have  taken  place  among  the  patients  in  this

The  patients  whose  names  are  on  the  books  to-day  number  1,713, 
675  being  of  the  male  and  1,038  of  the  female  sex.  Twenty-six  are  of 
the  private  class,  and  12  are  out-county  paupers.  The  weekly  mainten¬ 
ance  charge  for  those  chargeable  to  home  unions  is  1  Is.  8d.  There  is 
now  estimated  accommodation  for  128  more  men  ;  but  on  the  female  side 
there  are  as  many  as  62  patients  in  excess  of  the  complement.  Relief 
will  be  given  when  the  villas  which  are  to  form  part  of  the  Severalls 
Asylum  are  opened  ;  and  it  will  then  become  possible  to  pull  down 
M.  1  Ward,  the  temporary  building  still  in  use,  on  the  female  side.  As 
regards  the  temporary  Ward  15  on  the  male  side  there  is  no  longer  any 
need  lor  its  retention,  and  it  should  be  removed  without  delay.  The 
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materials  might  perhaps  be  utilised  for  the  erection  elsewhere  of  workshops 
where  the  male  patients  could  be  employed  with  advantage. 

Among  the  alterations  and  improvements  carried  out  since  the  last 
visit  we  may  mention  the  erection  of  a  verandah  for  the  infirmary  in 
D.  Block,  and  the  alterations  at  F.  Block  converting  the  old  kitchen  into 
a  messroom,  reading  room  and  billiard  room  for  attendants  with  dormitories 
for  patients  overhead.  The  following  are  matters  which  we  commend  to 
the  attention  of  the  Committee  :  the  ward  kitchens  of  some  wards  are 
inconveniently  dark,  a  defect  which  could  be  easily  remedied  by  opening 
windows  into  the  adjoining  staircases  ;  and  some  of  the  single  rooms  now 
floored  with  plain  boards,  which  are  cleaned  by  scrubbing,  would  be 
improved  by  the  substitution  of  polished  floors. 

We  found  the  wards  in  good  order  thronghout,  and,  as  well  as  the 

beds,  clean  and  well  kept. 

All  the  patients  were  in  residence,  and  in  the  course  of  our  two  days’ 
inspection  we  saw  each  of  them  and  gave  full  opportunity,  to  such  as 
desired  it,  of  speaking  to  us  and  making  complaints.  General  content¬ 
ment,  however,  prevailed,  and  the  only  matter  of  complaint  which  we 
think  worthy  of  mention  here  is  that  of  obtaining  speech  with  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  of  infrequency  of  visitation  by  the  guardians  of  one  Union, 
that  of  West  Ham.  For  the  latter  complaint  there  seems  to  be  some 
cause  so  far  as  concerns  the  male  patients,  though  the  females  have  been 
regularly  visited  by  lady  guardians.  As  to  the  visits  of  the  Committee 
the  entries  in  this  book  show  that  they  are  frequently  paid,  but  it  may 
be  that  some  wards  receive  less  attention  than  others,  and  we  Avould 
suggest  that  some  arrangement  should  be  made  for  ensuring  that  every 
part  receives  a  visit  once  in  every  two  months. 

We  saw  a  good  dinner  served  yesterday,  consisting  of  excellent 
pea  soup,  followed  by  suet  pudding  with  jam.  We  received  ample  testi¬ 
mony  from  the  patients  that  the  diet,  which  has  been  improved  within  the 
last  few  years,  has  their  entire  approval. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  has  been  recorded  during  the  period 
with  which  this  report  is  concerned  ;  61  patients  have  been  secluded  on 
100  occasions  for  a  total  duration  of  2,192  hours. 

From  the  returns  for  1912  we  are  sorry  to  learn  that  in  only  three 
cases  were  money  allowances  granted  to  patients’ while  out  on  trial  ;  and 
Dr.  Turner  informed  us  that  the  practice  of  sending  on  trial  has  fallen 
into  desuetude.  We  would  urge  that  it  should  be  resumed,  and  allowances 
granted  where  necessary  to  patients  who  have  friends  willing  to  receive 
them,  as  we  regard  this  as  a  valuable  preparation  for  complete  discharge. 
The  proportion  of  patients  attending  the  Sunday  services  in  the  chapel 
was  still  very  low  ;  we  hope,  now  that  the  patients  boarded  out  have 
returned,  there  will  be  an  improvement  in  the  attendances.  The  propor¬ 
tion  usefully  employed  was  also  low,  especially  in  the  case  of  the  women, 
though  it  should  be  said  that  there  was  a  marked  improvement  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year. 

With  the  exception  of  the  case  of  a  female  patient,  the  subject  of 
chronic  Bright’s  disease,  whose  death  was  in  part  due  to  shock  following 
fracture  of  the  arm  sustained  in  an  accidental  fall,  all  the  292  male 
and  301  female  deaths  were  due  to  natural  causes.  In  the  case  just  men¬ 
tioned  and  in  six  others  inquests  were  held,  full  particulars  of  which  were 
in  each  case  forwarded  to  our  Board  at  the  time.  In  9  per  cent,  of  the 
deaths  the  cause  was  phthisis.  General  paralysis  was  the  cause  in  31  per 
cent,  of  the  male  and  6  per  cent,  of  the  female  deaths,  which  proportions 
are  fairly  in  harmony  with  those,  namely,  4*8  per  cent,  and  0'7  per  cent., 
in  which  this  disorder  prevailed  among  the  patients  in  residence  at  the  end 
of  last  year.  At  the  same  period  the  proportion  of  epileptics  to  the  total 
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number  of  patients  was  12  per  cent.  ;  but,  though  its  incidence  as  respects 
the  sexes  was  about  equal,  it  is  somewhat  remarkable  that,  as  a  principal 
cause  of  death,  epilepsy  was  returned  in  16  per  cent,  of  the  male  as  con¬ 
trasted  with  only  2  per  cent,  of  the  female  deaths — a  disparity  which 
perhaps  would  not  be  so  marked  if  more  use  were  made  of  the  column 
headed  “  Contributory  ”  in  the  register  of  deaths. 

A  post-mortem  examination  was  made  in  the  very  good  proportion  of 
81  per  cent,  of  the  deaths,  and  the  records  of  these  examinations  indicate 
that  research  work  of  much  value  and  interest  is  in  progress. 

A  point  upon  which  the  nursing  staff  may  be  warmly  commended  is 
the  fact  that  in  close  upon  600  deaths  there  were  only  two  instances  in 
which  a  bedsore  existed,  and  that  not  a  single  patient  of  the  35  men  and 
78  women  whom  we  saw  in  bed  was  the  subject  of  this  complication. 

The  number  of  patients  in  bed  was  equivalent  to  66  per  cent,  of 
those  in  residence.  Rather  more  than  one-tliird  were  there  by  reason  of 
their  mental  state  ;  and  of  these,  on  the  female  side,  one-third  were  there 
as  being  newly-admitted  cases,  a  principle  of  which  we  fully  approve.  We 
were  glad  to  notice  a  well-equipped  clinical  room  in  connection  with  the 
female  admission  ward,  and  would  like  to  see,  if  practicable,  a  similar 
arrangement  on  the  male  side. 

The  serious  casualties,  besides  that  mentioned  above,  were  1  dis¬ 
location  and  11  fractures  of  bones,  the  circumstances  of  which  do  not  call 
for  farther  remark  here.  During  the  second  day  of  our  visit  a  newly- 
admitted  patient  who  was  in  bed  in  a  single  room,  opening  off  the 
dormitory  of  the  male  admission  ward,  suddenly  broke  his  dinner  plate 
and  succeeded  in  severely  cutting  his  throat  with  one  of  the  fragments. 

Infective  diseases,  apart  from  tuberculosis,  have  been  limited  to  2  cases 
of  mumps,  9  of  erysipelas,  2  of  typhoid  fever,  3  of  chicken-pox,  and  5  of 
dysentery  ;  besides  which  there  have  been  23  cases  of  diarrhoea  of  doubtful 
nature. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  of  fairly  good  strength,  and 
their  record  of  service  is  satisfactory.  Since  the  last  visit  five  of  the  men 
and  four  nurses  have  been  dismissed  or  required  to  resign  for  misconduct 
which  in  no  instance  consisted  of  ill-treating  patients. 

The  statutory  registers  and  case  books  are  all  in  very  good  order  and 
carefully  posted  to  date.  We  could  wish  that  the  entries  in  the  latter,  as 
respects  the  more  chronic  cases,  might  be  fuller  and  indicate  more  frequent 
physical  examination  of  the  patients,  though  we  observed  with  satis¬ 
faction  that  they  include  a  systematic  record  of  the  body  weight  of  the 
patients  ;  but  we  realise  that  with  the  very  large  numbers  of  admissions 
that  have  occurred  the  medical  work  has  been  exceptionally  heavy. 
Dr.  Turner  has  the  assistance  of  four  Medical  Colleagues — none  too  many 
for  the  work  that  has  to  be  undertaken.  While  we  were  glad  to  see  that 
facilities  are  given  for  the  senior  of  these  being  married,  we  could  not 
help  thinking  that  the  quarters  provided  for  the  use  of  himself  and  his 
family  were  inconvenient  and  the  number  of  rooms  too  small.  We  would 
commend  to  the  favourable  consideration  of  the  Committee,  several  of 
whom  we  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  yesterday,  the  erection  of  a  detached 
house  for  this  officer,  and  we  believe  that  were  this  plan  more  frequently 
adopted,  the  difficulty  which  so  widely  prevails  of  obtaining  medical 
officers  for  asylums  would  be  sensibly  diminished.

2  December  1913. 

At  our  visit  to  this  braucli  house  of  the  Brentwood  Asylum  we  found 
all  in  good  order.  There  are  to-day  73  male  patients  in  residence,  all  of 
whom  we  saw.  Their  dress  and  personal  condition  were  satisfactory, 
their  health  was  good,  and  they  appeared  contented. 

The  staff  consists  of  the  head  attendant  and  his  wife  and  four  other 
attendants. 


The  Chestnuts,  Walthamstow. 

4  December  1913. 

Visiting  the  Chestnuts  this  afternoon,  I  have  seen  all  the  64  female 
patients  at  present  in  residence,  which  is  the  maximum  number  that  it  is 
calculated  the  house  can  accommodate.  I  gave  to  each  patient  a  full 
opportunity  of  speaking  to  me,  of  which  many  availed  themselves.  None 
had  any  complaint  to  make,  and  it  was  apparent  that  most  of  them  are 
well  contented  with  what  is  being  done  for  them.  Their  general  health 
seems  good,  and  no  one  was  confined  to  bed.  Their  clothing  was  neat  and 
tidy  and  their  bedding  left  nothing  to  be  desired. 

From  inquiry  I  made  I  learnt  that  the  door  at  the  top  of  the  staircase, 
opening  on  to  the  second-floor  landing,  is  not  now  kept  shut  at  night,  and 
that  this  has  been  the  case  since  the  services  of  a  night-nurse  were 
discontinued — the  door  being  left  open  in  order  that  a  nurse  on  one 
landing  may  the  more  easily  make  another  hear  on  the  other  landing  in 
case  of  emergency.  I  would  suggest  that  arrangements  be  made,  such, 
for  instance,  as  the  fixing  of  a  call-bell,  which  will  again  enable  the  door 
to  be  kept  shut  at  night. 

About  35  per  cent,  of  the  patients  are  usefully  employed.  About  a 
dozen  go  weekly  to  one  of  the  “  picture  palaces,”  and  a  similar  number  to 
the  neighbouring  church.  For  the  rest,  Divine  Service  is  held  every 
Sunday  in  the  House  by  the  Vicar  or  one  of  his  curates.  I  saw  a  liberal 
supply  of  books  and  illustrated  periodicals.  There  is  a  piano  of  which,  I 
was  told,  the  patients  made  good  use  every  evening. 

The  staff  consists  of  three  nurses  besides  the  gardener,  cook,  and  a 
paid  hand  in  the  laundry. 

The  house  throughout  was  in  very  good  order  and,  while  the  day  was 
cold,  the  rooms  in  use  by  the  patients  were  comfortably  warm. 


Essex  and  Colchester  Asylums. — 2.  Severalls  Asylum. 

8  November  1913. 

This  Asylum,  erected  to  provide  additional  accommodation  for  the 
pauper  lunatics  of  the  County  of  Essex  and  the  Borough  of  Colchester, 
was  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients  on  the  27th  of  May  last.  We 
have  paid  yesterday  and  to-day  the  first  official  visit  on  behalf  of  our 
Board,  and  made  a  complete  inspection  of  the  buildings. 

The  Institution  stands  on  an  estate  of  about  300  acres,  of  which  some 
180  are  intended  to  be  cultivated  as  a  farm,  providing  suitable  and 
salutary  employment  for  male  patients.  The  main  building,  which  is 
completed,  and,  with  the  exception  of  one  ward  on  each  side,  occupied  by 
patients,  is  capable  of  accommodating  563  males  and  669  females  ;  and 
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the  detached  buildings,  now  approaching  completion,  will  provide  room 
in  addition  for  124  males  and  196  females.  The  detached  buildings 
referred  to  are  as  follows  : — 

(1)  A  hospital  on  each  side  for  the  reception  and  treatment  on  modern 
lines  of  newly  admitted  cases  ;  (2)  a  sanatorium  for  open-air  treatment 
of  patients  suffering  from  phthisis  ;  (3)  a  block  for  private  patients  ; 
(4)  a  children’s  block.  There  are  also  in  the  same  advanced  stage  an 
Isolation  Hospital,  and  a  detached  home  for  male  attendants.  Plans 
have  been  submitted  to  our  Board  for  the  conversion  of  the  last-mentioned 
building,  which  is  not  required  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  designed, 
into  a  villa  for  male  working  patients,  who  will  be  accorded  a  large 
measure  of  freedom.  The  erection  of  other  detached  buildings  is  in 
contemplation,  and  we  hope  that  among  the  first  to  be  added  will  be 
small  villas  for  the  use  of  convalescent  patients  as  adjuncts  to  the 
admission  hospitals. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  with  the  building  of  the  chapel.  Tne 
grounds  are  necessarily  in  a  very  unfinished  state,  but  much  work  has 
been  done  in  the  laying  out  of  asphalte  paths,  sowing  of  grass,  and 
preparing  beds  for  flowers  and  shrubs  ;  the  result  of  which  will  appear  in 
due  time.  The  farm  is  not  as  yet  supplied  with  the  requisite  buildings. 

Our  inspection  has  given  us  a  very  favourable  impression  of  all  parts 
of  the  Asylum.  Some  modifications  of  details  will  probably  be  required, 
but  in  all  matters  of  importance  it  is  well  designed,  and,  as  it  appears 
to  us,  without  extravagance  in  regard  to  cost.  The  arrangement  is  good, 
and  the  rooms  are  bright  and  airy  and  decorated  in  light  and  pleasant 
colours.  The  furniture  with  which  they  are  supplied  is  of  a  suitable 
kind,  and  good  judgment  has  been  shown  in  its  selection.  There  are 
as  vet  no  pictures  on  the  walls,  but  a  stock  has  been  obtained,  the 
framing  of  which  is  at  present  giving  employment  to  the  workshops. 
Pianos  have  been  provided  for  the  female  wards,  and  billiard  and  bagatelle 
tables,  cards,  and  other  games  for  the  men.  Some  of  the  wards  have  a 
good  supply  of  newspapers  and  illustrated  periodicals  ;  we  should  like  to 
see  a  like  supply  in  the  other  wards. 

Much  care  has  been  taken  in  the  protection  of  looped  pipes  in  the 
lavatories  and  w.c.’s,  but  some  attention  is  needed  in  this  direction  in  the 
sluice  cupboards. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  Asylum,  1,129  patients  have  been  admitted, 
of  whom  25  have  been  discharged  or  removed — 10  on  recovery,  and 
19  have  died.  There  are  to-day  on  the  books  the  names  of  483  males 
and  602  females,  a  total  of  1,085.  One  of  the  latter  is  of  the  private 
class,  for  whom  a  weekly  charge  of  21  s.  is  made.  Two  men  and  three 
women  are  out-county  cases,  chargeable  respectively  to  Greenwich, 
Brentford,  and  Islington.  The  maintenance  rate  for  home  paupers  is 
11  s.  8 d.  per  week.  There  are  at  the  present  time  vacancies,  if  the 
two  unoccupied  wards  are  included,  for  80  men  and  97  women. 

Three  women  are  absent  on  trial  ;  we  have  seen  all  the  other  patients 
and  found  them  throughout  orderly  and  quiet  in  their  behaviour,  and 
appearing  to  be  contented  with  their  treatment,  of  which  there  were  no 
complaints,  though  all  had  full  opportunity  of  speaking  to  us.  Their 
clothing  was  good  and  suitable,  and  their  personal  condition  satisfactory. 

We  saw  a  good  dinner  consisting  of  fish,  which  looked  fresh  and 
appetising,  and  potatoes,  followed  by  currant  pudding,  served  yesterday 
in  some  of  the  wards.  The  patients,  whom  we  questioned,  spoke  in  high 
terms  of  the  food  provided  for  them,  and  we  think  from  an  examination 
of  the  dietary  that  they  had  good  reasons  for  doing  so.  It  is  on  a  liberal 
scale,  well  varied,  and  includes  the  giving  of  puddings  regularly  as  a 
second  course  at  dinner. 
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No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  has  been  recorded  ;  7  patients  have 
been  secluded  on  12  occasions  for  a  total  of  28^  hours. 

The  Institution  having  been  open  for  the  reception  of  patients  only 
five  months  we  do  not  propose  on  this  occasion  to  include  in  our  entry 
any  of  the  customary  medical  and  other  statistics.  Suffice  it  to  say  that 
with  the  exception  of  one  case  in  which  a  female  patient  committed  suicide 
by  swallowing  hot  water,  the  circumstances  of  which  were  reported  to 
our  Board  at  the  time,  all  the  deaths  have  been  from  natural  causes  ;  that 
no  casualty,  calling  for  special  mention  here,  has  occurred  ;  and  that 
there  has  been  freedom  from  zymotic  disease. 

Commendable  pains  have  been  taken  carefully  to  classify  the  patients. 

Pending  the  completion  of  the  admission  hospitals,  a  ground  floor 
ward  on  each  side  of  the  main  building  has  been  set  aside  for  the 
admission  and  treatment  of  recent  cases,  several  of  whom  we  saw  in  bed. 
In  each  of  these  wards,  where,  it  may  be  mentioned,  a  temporary  clinical 
room  has  been  equipped,  it  was  gratifying  to  observe  modern  hospital 
methods  are  being  actively  prosecuted,  and  that  a  high  standard  of 
nursing  is  aimed  at.  Two  of  the  wards  on  the  male  side,  one  of  which 
is  an  infirmary,  are  nursed  entirely  by  female  staff,  an  arrangement  which 
has  our  full  sympathy. 

We  were  very  favourably  impressed  by  the  apparent  competency  of 
the  officers  and  staff  generally,  both  administrative  and  nursing.  A  fire 
brigade,  manned  by  resident  male  attendants,  and  a  good  band  have  been 
organised.  We  are  glad  to  heay  that  independent  stocktaking  has  been 
arranged  both  for  the  stores  and  the  farm. 

Dr.  Robert  Cyril  Turnbull,  the  Medical  Superintendent,  who  has  been 
favourably  known  to  us  at  Brentwood  and  other  asylums,  has  as  medical 
colleagues  Dr.  George  Evans,  who  has  had  valuable  experience  at  Bexley 
Asylum,  and  two  other  medical  officers.  We  formed  the  opinion,  from 
what  we  saw  of  him  in  the  course  of  our  visit,  that  .the  Committee  have 
secured  for  their  chief  officer  one  who  in  addition  to  zeal  and  energy  is 
imbued  with  high  ideals,  and  will,  in  organising  the  Asylum,  establish 
traditions  which  should  have  a  valuable  influence  on  the  welfare  and 
treatment  of  the  patients. 

In  conclusion  we  desire  to  congratulate  the  Committee,  whose 
chairman  we  were  glad  to  have  with  us  during  part  of  our  inspection,  on 
the  success  of  their  efforts  in  constructing  their  Asylum  on  the  best 
modern  lines,  both  for  the  treatment  of  recoverable  cases  and  for  the 
economical,  yet  thoroughly  comfortable,  housing,  of  those  whose  residence 
there  is  likely  to  be  prolonged.

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There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  1,755  patients,  in  the  pro¬ 
portion  of  946  males  to  809  females.  Upon  the  basis  of  the  estimate  of 
available  accommodation  made  to  our  Board,  there  is  overcrowding  to  the 
extent  of  156  patients  upon  the  male  and  62  patients  upon  the  female 
side.  This  is  largely  due  to  the  continued  presence  in  the  Asylum  of  the 
Merthyr  patients,  consisting  of  99  males  and  75  females,  who  will  in  the 
course  of  a  few  years  he  removed  to  the  joint  Asylum  about  to  be  erected 
at  Swansea  by  the  County  Boroughs  of  Swansea  and  Merthyr.  We 
desire,  however,  to  point  out  that,  even  if  all  these  cases  were  at  once 
removed,  there  would  still  be  on  the  male  side  only  14  vacant  beds,  while 
there  would  be  a  deficiency  in  day  space  to  the  extent  of  57  male  patients. 
The  position  therefore  is  a  serious  one,  having  regard  to  the  large  annual 
increase  which  has  taken  place  of  late  years  in  Glamorgan  patients,  and 
which  will  in  every  likelihood  continue  to  occur.  It  is  much  to  be 
regretted  that  no  steps  have  as  yet  been  taken  towards  the  erection  of  the 
male  block  at  Parc  Gwyllt,  the  plans  for  which  were  sanctioned  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  five  years  ago.  Wre  would  strongly  urge  upon  the 
Visiting  Committee  and  the  County  Council  the  paramount  necessity  for 
completing  such  financial  arrangements  as  will  allow  the  erection  of  this 
building  to  be  proceeded  with  in  the  ensuing  summer.  We  understand 
that  the  main  difficulty  is  in  connection  with  the  fact  that  the  borrowing 
powers  of  the  County  Council  have  already  been  exceeded,  and  that, 
before  capital  money  will  be  available,  application  for  extended  powers 
wfill  have  to  be  made  to  Parliament  by  Provisional  Order  under  section  69 
of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1888.  It  is,  we  are  informed,  for  the  same 
reason  that  the  erection  of  the  10  much-needed  cottages  for  attendants  at 
Parc  Gwyllt,  the  plans  of  which  have  also  been  approved,  has  not  yet 
been  taken  in  hand. 

Both  branches  of  the  Institution  are  maintained  in  very  good  order 
especially  Angeltou,  where  the  processes  of  painting  and  redecoration,  which 
are  still  in  progress  at  Parc  Gwyllt,  have  been  completed.  Various  minor 
matters  to  improve  the  general  administration  have  been  carried  out, 
amongst  which  we  may  mention  the  new  hot-water  service  at  Angelton 
and  the  alterations  to  the  gasworks.  Two  acres  of  land  on  the  east  side 
of  the  river  at  Angelton  are,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  now  set  apart  as  an  additional  burying  ground,  and  no  further 
burials  will  take  place  in  the  old  cemetery.  The  w.c.’s  at  Angelton,  to 
which  our  Colleagues  called  attention  as  being  badly  ventilated,  are  being 
improved  in  this  respect  by  a  rearrangement  of  the  flushing  tanks  and 
the  water  supply.  We  were  glad  also  to  see  that  their  suggestions  as  to 
adopting  the  open-door  system  and  a  larger  measure  of  parole  in  M.  7  at 
Angelton  has  been  adopted,  evidently  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  quiet 
working  patients  living  there  who  have  not  in  any  way  abused  their 
privileges.  There  are  a  few  matters  to  which  we  would  draw  attention — 
the  ventilation  of  the  single  rooms  would  be  much  improved  by  the 
insertion  of  panels  in  the  shutters  of  strong  wire  gauze  ;  the  knives  used 
in  the  wards  are  kept  in  open  trays,  not  as  they  should  be,  in  boxes  provided 
with  spring  locks  and  having  a  list  of  the  contents  on  the  inside  of  the 
lids  ;  the  nurses  should  be  instructed  to  put  their  hat-pins  under  lock  and 
key  and  not  to  leave  them  about  their  rooms  if  opening  upon  the  wards 
and  corridors  ;  more  attention  should  be  paid  in  the  early  morning  to  the 
opening  of  windows  in  the  dormitories  and  single  rooms  at  Parc  Gwyllt, 
where  in  one  or  two  instances  the  w.c.’s  in  the  airing  courts  were  not  in  a 
satisfactory  state. 

We  think  that  the  comfort  of  the  better  class  of  patients  would  be 
much  increased  by  the  provision  of  an  adequate  supply  of  small  towels 
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and  of  those  cheap  toilet  requisites  which  are  now  so  commonly  found  in 

Asylums. 

•/ 

The  patients  generally  seemed  to  be  happy  and  contented,  and  we  had 
no  complaints  that  were  not  obviously  the  outcome  of  delusions.  Many 
spoke  to  us  appreciatively  of  the  kindness  they  receive,  and  we  have  no 
doubt  that  they  are  well  and  considerately  treated.  Their  clothing  and 
personal  appearance  was  creditable,  and  only  in  a  very  few  instances  was 
there  any  noisy  excitement. 

The  wards  and  dormitories  are  very  well  kept,  the  ample  supply  of 
bound  illustrated  papers  and  magazines  in  the  former,  and  the  use  made 
of  them  by  the  patients  being  especially  noticeable.  The  beds  and 
bedding  were  in  proper  order,  but  we  thought  that  the  washing  of  the 
sheets  at  Parc  Gwyllt  compared  unfavourably  with  that  of  Angel  ton. 
Several  new  pianos  have  recently  been  purchased  and  placed  in  the 
wards.  Much  attention  is  evidently  given  to  the  airing  courts  at  both 
branches,  which  were  looking  very  attractive. 

Ihe  dinner  yesterday  consisted  of  roast  beef,  with  potatoes,  parsnips, 
and  bread,  and  to-day  of  pea  soup,  followed  by  jam  pudding.  We 
received  no  complaints  on  the  subject  of  the  food.  We  saw  dinner 
served  yesterday  in  the  dining  hall  at  Parc  Gwyllt  to  230  patients  of 
each  sex,  and  to-day  in  that  at  Angelton,  208  patients  being  present. 

The  maintenance  charge  for  home  patients  is  9s.  lid.,  for  private 
patients  from  10s.  6d.  to  28s.,  and  for  out-county  patients,  14s. 

There  is  no  recorded  use  of  mechanical  restraint,  but  31  patients  have 
been  secluded  on  170  occasions  for  a  total  duration  of  100  hours. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  is  very  good,  only  58,  or  3*3  per 
cent,  of  the  total  number,  being  in  bed  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  and  of  these 
but  very  few  were  seriously  ill. 

As  regards  the  116  deaths,  inquests  were  held  in  four  instances  ;  in 
one  of  these  because  the  patient's  death  from  general  paralysis  was 
accelerated  by  an  accidental  fracture  of  the  femur  ;  in  another  because 
death  from  chronic  reual  disease  was  accelerated  by  injuries  sustained 
before  admission  by  the  patient  throwing  herself  from  a  window  ;  in  a 
third,  because  the  patient,  who  died  from  natural  causes  within  a  few 
days  of  his  arrival  at  the  Asylum,  had  before  admission  cut  his  throat  ; 
and  in  the  fourth  instance  because  death  from  haemorrhage,  the  result  of 
cancer  of  the  lung,  was  sudden.  The  rest  of  the  deaths  call  for  no 
remarks  beyond  mentioning  that  in  every  instance,  or  69  per  cent,  of  the 
total  number,  in  which  the  friends  raised  no  objection  to  a  post-mortem 
examination  the  cause  was  verified  by  autopsy. 

The  only  casualties  of  at  all  a  serious  nature  beyond  the  one  alluded 
to  above  that  have  occurred  in  the  Asylum  have  been  four  fractures  and 
a  burn  of  the  face  and  neck.  One  of  the  fractures  was  the  result  of  an 
accidental  fall,  another  occurred  whilst  the  patient  was  playing  football, 
while  the  rest  of  these  injuries  arose  from  the  roughness  of  fellow 
patients. 

Txcept  for  some  cases  of  influenza  and  two  of  chicken-pox  the  Asylum 
has  been  free  from  disease  of  an  infectious  character. 

I  he  annual  returns  made  to  our  Board  are  generally  satisfactory  and 
do  not  call  for  special  mention. 

The  staff  is  maintained  at  adequate  strength,  averaging  one  to  every  10 
patients.  I  heir  duration  of  service  is  up  to  the  average  among  the 
attendants,  but  not  so  good  among  the  nurses.  We  understand  that 
efforts  are  being  made  to  render  the  service  more  attractive  by  increasing 
the  yearly  holiday  of  the  senior  nurses  from  ten  days  to  three  weeks,  the 
attendants  being  given  one  day  in  seven  off  duty,  night  attendants  one 
night  in  seven,  while  money  payments  in  lieu  of  rations  are  made  while 
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they  are  on  leave.  These  alterations  have  occasioned  an  increase  in  the 
numbers  of  the  staff. 

The  various  medical  records  continue  to  be  kept  in  a  thoroughly 
satisfactory  manner,  but  rather  fuller  particulars  of  the  medical  and 
surgical  treatment  of  the  patients  would  be  an  advantage.

There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  1,211  patients,  512  being 
of  the  male  and  699  of  the  female  sex,  all  of  whom,  with  the  exception 
of  three  who  are  now  out  on  trial,  were  in  residence  and  seen  by  us  in  the 
course  of  our  visit,  which  occupied  us  yesterday  and  to-day.  The 
Institution  is  practically  full  on  the  female  side  while  the  male  side  has 
64  patients  above  its  proper  complement.  We  strongly  recommend  the 
Committee  not  to  delay  any  longer  in  taking  steps  to  erect  the  block  on 
the  male  side  at  Barnwood  projected  some  years  ago  but  never  proceeded 
with,  to  which  should  be  added  a  general  bathroom  for  male  patients. 
The  only  alternative  will  be  to  board  out  the  patients,  a  step  which 
would  be  neither  economical  nor  justifiable  in  their  interests  or  in  those 
of  their  friends.  Any  scheme  for  enlargement  should  include  the  erection 
on  the  estate  of  cottages  for  the  attendants  who  would  thus  be  available 
at  night  in  case  of  emergency — at  present  many  of  them  sleep  at  a 
greater  distance  from  the  Asylum  than  is  desirable.  Something  is  being 
done  to  improve  the  attendants  and  nurses’  messrooms  so  that  they  may 
also  serve  as  recreation  rooms,  but  in  the  nurses’  room  especially,  more 
comfortable  furniture  is  needed,  and  we  should  like  to  see  the  men 
provided  with  a  billiard  table. 

A  considerable  amount  of  painting  has  been  carried  out  both  at 
Barnwood  and  at  Wotton,  but  there  are  many  places,  especially  at  the 
latter,  where  such  work  is  urgently  needed.  The  wards  and  dormitories 
generally  are,  however,  in  excellent  order,  bright  and  well  stocked  with 
books,  pictures,  and  other  objects  to  interest  and  amuse  the  patients. 
With  the  exception  of  some  of  the  sheets  on  the  male  side  at  Barnwood, 
which  were  somewhat  soiled  and  in  holes,  the  beds  and  bedding  were  in 
proper  condition.  The  w.c.  accommodation  in  M.  Wards  4,  5,  and  6, 
and  also  in  M.  Lower  4  at  Wotton  is  very  inadequate  and  insanitary, 
owing  to  absence  of  ventilation  ;  some  of  them  opeu  directly  on  to  the 
wards,  while  their  limited  number  makes  it  impossible  to  do  away  with 
the  urinals  which  always  smell  offensively  ;  in  M.  5  and  6  there  are  only 
two  seats  for  over  50  patients  besides  the  attendants. 

We  gave  a  fire  alarm  in  F.  5  at  Barnwood  which  was  responded  to 
promptly,  but  five  minutes  were  lost  before  the  water  could  be  turned  on 
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in  consequence  of  one  of  the  members  of  the  fire  brigade  having 
forgotten  to  bring  the  spanner  for  the  hydrant,  and  it  was  nine  minutes 
before  the  water  was  playing  on  the  building  ;  even  then  the  pressure 
proved  to  be  very  inadequate,  the  water,  though  only  one  jet  was  used, 
failing  to  reach  the  eaves — for  all  practical  purposes,  therefore,  the 
external  hydrants  would  be  quite  useless  in  the  case  of  an  outbreak  of 
fire  occurring  in  the  roof.  There  are  internal  hydrants  with  a  good 
supply  of  hose,  &c.  which  would  be  useful  for  quelling  a  fire  in  the 
wards,  but  we  were  surprised  to  hear  that  the  nurses  are  not  taught  how 
to  use  them. 

Some  of  the  matters  to  which  our  Colleagues  referred  last  year  have 
received  attention  :  a  calender  has  been  supplied  in  the  laundry  at 
Wottor.,  a  proper  fire  escape  staircase  has  been  made  from  Ward  Top  7 
to  the  back  of  the  stage,  and  some  new  fiower  beds  have  been  formed  in 
some  of  the  airing  courts.  There  are  a  few  points  to  which  we  desire  to 
call  attention.  The  corridors  to  F.  Wards  17  and  18  at  Wotton  have  no 
fireplaces  or  other  means  of  artificial  heating — -the  result  is  that  in  cold 
weather  the  patients  are  bound  to  congregate  in  the  day-rooms  which  are 
thus  unduly  congested.  We  would  suggest  the  provision  of  radiators, 
such  as  exist  in  the  other  wards.  The  nurses  occupying  rooms  opening 
on  the  wards  and  corridors  should  be  instructed  to  keep  their  hat-pins 
under  lock  and  key.  The  lists  of  contents  on  the  inside  of  some  of  tne 
lids  of  the  knife  boxes  are  missing.  We  thought  also  that  a  few  more 
daily  papers  might  be  supplied  to  the  men  at  Barnwood. 

In  neither  establishment  are  there  any  special  arrangements  for  the 
open-air  treatment  of  phthisical  and  other  suitable  cases  such  as  have 
proved  so  efficacious  in  many  other  Asylums. 

The  patients,  who  were  most  orderly  in  their  demeanour,  were  very 
tidy  in  their  dress,  the  clothing  being  particularly  good,  and  presented 
a  comfortable  and  well-cared-for  appearance.  We  were  very  favourably 
impressed  with  the  friendly  relations  existing  between  the  majority  of 
them  and  the  medical  staff.  We  received  very  few  complaints,  but  one 
man,  G.  H.  P.,  in  M.W.  1  at  Barnwood,  made  a  complaint  to  us  of  rough 
usage  at  the  hands  of  a  charge  attendant,  into  which  we  made  careful 
inquiry.  The  patient  is  an  excitable  and  troublesome  man,  and  was 
especially  so  on  the  day  in  question,  and  though  we  were  unable  to 
satisfy  ourselves  that  undue  force  had  been  used  to  him,  we  did  not  think 
that  he  had  been  treated  with  much  tact  or  consideration. 

The  dinner  yesterday,  which  we  saw  served  to  some  400  patients  in 
the  dining  hall  at  Barnwood,  consisted  of  boiled  beef  with  potatoes  and 
cabbage ;  it  appeared  to  be  both  good  in  quality  and  sufficient  in 
quantity. 

The  maintenance  charges  are  9s.  3 d.  per  week  for  home  patients, 
15sr  for  private  patients,  of  whom  there  are  12,  and  14s.  for  out-county 
patients,  of  whom  there  are  8. 

The  patients  generally  looked  healthy  and  well  nourished,  and  the 
majority  of  the  44  confined  to  bed  were  aged,  feeble,  persons.  Since  the 
beginning  of  the  year  there  have  been,  on  the  female  side,  3  eases  of 
erysipelas,  1  of  scarlet  fever,  and  1  of  enteric  fever,  the  last-mentioned 
case,  as  well  as  2  of  those  of  erysipelas,  being  still  under  treatment. 

We  are  pleased  to  know  that  in  as  high  a  proportion  as  nearly  92  per 
cent,  the  causes  of  death  were  verified  by  post-mortem  examination. 

In  one  instance  an  inquest  was  held.  It  was  on  a  man  who  died 
from  pneumonia,  following  upon  injuries  sustained  by  his  having  been 
knocked  down  by  a  motor  car  prior  to  admission.  The  rest  of  the  deaths 
were  all  due  to  natural  causes  ;  phthisis  accounted  for  death  in  16 
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instances,  or  nearly  17  per  cent,  of  the  total  number,  a  fact  which 
accentuates  the  need  of  facilities  for  open-air  treatment  above  referred  to. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  only  two  serious  injuries  have  occurred 
in  the  Asylum.  One  was  a  fracture  of  the  humerus  and  the  other  a 
fracture  of  the  femur  ;  both  were  occasioned  by  accidental  falls. 

The  annual  returns  made  to  our  Board  as  to  attendances  at  the 
Sunday  services  and  the  weekly  entertainments,  the  numbers  taking 
exercise  outside  the  grounds,  and  those  usefully  employed,  are  very 
satisfactory  and  do  not  call  for  special  mention. 

The  staff,  both  for  day  and  night  duty,  more  particularly  on  the 
female  side,  is  numerically  weak,  there  being  for  day  duty  only  1 
attendant  or  nurse  for  every  13  patients,  the  average  in  Asylums 
generally  being  1  to  10.  The  record  of  service  of  the  attendants  is  good, 
but  that  of  the  nurses  distinctly  poor. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  neatly  and  carefully 
written  up  to  date.  No  one  has  been  mechanically  restrained,  but  five 
patients  have  been  secluded  on  nine  occasions  for  a  total  duration  of 
29 1  hours.

We  have  to-day  inspected  this  Institution,  and  can  report  that 
generally  it  continues  to  be  maintained  in  good  condition. 

Since  our  Colleagues’  visit  of  11  months  ago  the  following  changes 
have  taken  place  amongst  the  patients  : —

There  are  to-day  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  591  males  and 
588  females,  a  total  of  1,179  patients  ;  of  these  6  men  are  classed  as 
criminals  and  5  men  as  out-county  patients  chargeable  to  five  various 
unions.  In  addition  there  are  boarded  out  131  patients,  30  men  being  in 
the  Dorset  County  Asylum,  25  of  each  sex  at  Fisherton  House,  25  men 
at  the  Surrey  County  Asylum,  at  Netberne,  and  25  women  at  the  Surrey 
County  Asylum,  at  Brookwood  ;  one  woman  is  at  the  Ihree  Counties 
Asylum.  Five  of  each  sex  are  out  on  trial  at  the  present  time.  We 
regret  to  notice  that  the  Visiting  Committee  do  not  grant  any  money 
allowances  to  patients  while  out  on  trial. 

According  to  the  return  of  accommodation  there  are  vacancies  at 
present  for  18  men,  but  there  is  an  excess  of  5  patients  on  the  female 
side. 

The  weekly  maintenance  charge  is,  for  the  home  patients,  9s.  11^. 
per  head,  and  for  the  criminal  and  out-county  ones,  14s. 

We  have  seen  all  the  patients  in  residence  to  the  number  of  1,169, 
and  found  them  generally  contented  and  quiet.  We  received  no  com¬ 
plaints  of  rough  usage  on  the  part  of  the  staff,  and  no  other  except  on 
the  score  of  detentiou. 

Their  personal  tidiness  and  condition  were  satisfactory,  the  dress 
being  neat,  and  that  of  the  women  varied  in  well-chosen  colours. 
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The  day-rooms  and  galleries  generally  were  well  supplied  with 
plants,  flowers,  and  books,  with  the  exception  of  Blocks  2  and  3  on  the 
female  side.  We  should  like  to  see  these  wards  brought  up  to  the 
standard  of  the  others. 

We  were  glad  to  notice  that  the  children,  9  boys  and  20  girls,  were  in 
a  separate  block  specially  provided  for  them,  and  that  they  had  a  good 
supply  of  toys  and  hooks. 

The  dormitories  and  side  rooms  were  in  good  order,  and  the  beds  and 
bedding  clean  and  sufficient. 

On  the  female  side  the  airing  courts  require  more  attention  ;  the 
paths  are  untidy  with  weeds,  and  the  grass  long  and  not  kept  properly 
mown. 

We  saw  the  dinners  being  served  in  several  of  the  wards,  it  consisting 
of  boiled  meat  with  rice  and  potatoes.  The  diet  scale  has  been  laid 
before  us,  and  appears  to  be  sufficient. 

Of  the  matters  referred  to  by  our  Colleagues  in  their  last  report  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  we  regret  that  the  latter  are 
taking  no  action  towards  the  provision  of  general  bathrooms,  and  that 
nothing  lias  been  done  to  improve  the  rough  gravel  paths  in  the  court  of 
G.  Ward  on  the  female  side.  We  ascertained  that  steam  is  now  always 
kept  up  in  the  fire  engine. 

The  renewal  of  the  floor  of  the  recreation  hall  has  been  completed. 
This  room  is  no  longer  used  as  a  dining  hall,  the  meals  being  partaken  of 
in  the  wards,  which  is  more  popular  with  the  patients. 

The  enlargement  of  the  bakehouse  has  lately  been  completed,  where 
have  been  installed  a  new  oven  and  mechanical  kneader. 

The  accommodation  for  nurses  ovrnr  the  laundry  ward,  and  the  six 
cottages  for  staff,  are  now  in  process  of  being  built. 

From  the  returns  for  1912  we  find  that  the  attendance  at  the  Church 
of  England  services  in  the  chapel  on  Sundays,  and  at  the  weekly  enter¬ 
tainments,  was  very  fair  ;  the  percentage  of  patients  attending  being  37 
and  41  respectively. 

Half  of  the  52  patients  professing  the  Roman  Catholic  faith  usually 
attended  the  fortnightly  services  provided  for  them. 

The  percentage  of  patients  walking  out  weekly  beyond  the  Asylum 
estate  has  improved,  35  per  cent,  now  going  out. 

The  number  of  patients  usefully  employed  during  last  year  was  still 
rather  low,  although  we  are  glad  to  see  that  the  percentage  of  women 
was  higher. 

During  the  period  under  review  mechanical  restraint  has  been  em¬ 
ployed  in  the  case  of  2  men  and  1  woman  for  a  total  of  532  hours, 
and  4  men  and  20  women  have  been  secluded  for  a  total  duration  of 
502  hours. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  average  1  to  every  10*9  patients 
by  day  and  1  to  every  59*8  patients  by  night.  The  record  of  service  of 
the  men  is  good,  but  that  of  the  nurses  is  still  poor,  but  10  per  cent, 
counting  over  five  years’  service  and  24  per  cent,  of  them  having  under 
one  year’s  service. 

Since  the  last  visit  all  the  deaths  have,  been  from  natural  causes.  An 
inquest  was  held  by  the  coroner,  because  she  was  a  criminal,  upon  a 
woman  who  died  from  kidney  disease.  In  65  per  cent,  only  of  the  deaths 
were  post-mortem  examinations  held,  but  a  most  creditable  feature  of  the 
treatment  and  nursing  of  the  patients  consists  in  the  fact  that  no  bedsore 
was  present  on  the  bodies  of  any  of  those  who  died,  and  that  all  in 
bed  under  treatment  during  our  visit  to  the  wards  were  free  from  this 
complication. 
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In  10*8  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  general  paralysis  was  the  cause,  in 
19*5  per  cent,  phthisis  and  tuberculous  disease  generally,  and  in  6*5  per 
cent,  senile  decay.  We  notice  with  regret  that  the  infirmaries  were 
considerably  overcrowded,  that  the  verandah  accommodation  is  far  too 
limited,  and  that  such  verandah  accommodation  as  exists  is  made  very 
inadequate  use  of,  patients  suifering  from  phthisis  and  other  communi¬ 
cable  diseases  being  treated  in  the  wards,  the  verandahs  being  employed 
for  day  use  only.  Open-air  treatment  in  verandahs  has  now  become 
such  a  valuable  and  important  element  in  the  treatment  of  the  sick  in 
Asylums  that  we  desire  to  commend  this  matter  specially  to  the  Medical 
Superintendent  and  the  Committee. 

In  bed,  during  our  visit,  were  as  many  as  184  patients,  or  nearly 
16  per  cent,  of  the  whole,  but  among  them  were  many  cases  of  dysentery, 
of  which  43  have  occurred  since  August  of  last  year,  aud  as  many  as 
14  fresh  cases  this  month  already.  An  unexplained  case  of  enteric  fever 
in  April  completes  the  list  of  patieDts  attacked  by  zymotic  disease.  All 
the  dysenteric  cases  are  more  or  less  isolated  and  kept  under  close  obser¬ 
vation  i  thev  have  been  so  far  not  of  a  severe  character,  and  there  have 
been  no  deaths. 

There  are  no  serious  casualties  to  report. 

The  case  books  are  carefully  kept,  and  by  the  transfer  of  chronic 
cases  into  new  books,  the  number  has  been  largely  reduced. 


Hereford  County  and  City  Asylum. 

7  July  1913. 

We  have  to-day  paid  our  annual  visit  of  inspection  to  this  Asylum 
which  continues  to  be  maintained  in  good  order.  The  wards  and 
dormitories  are  well  kept,  the  former  being  well  supplied  with  objects  to 
interest  and  amuse  the  patients,  though  we  should  like  to  see  more  use 
made  of  the  excellent  bird-cages  which  were  to-day  mostly  empty.  The 
beds  and  bedding  also  were  in  proper  condition. 

The  patients  presented  a  well-eared-for  appearance,  being  tidy  in  their 
dress  and  quiet  in  their  behaviour.  They  were  very  free  from  complaints, 
none  of  the  few  that  we  received  calling  for  special  mention.  We  have 
no  doubt  that  they  are  treated  with  proper  kindness  and  consideration. 

No  very  substantial  alterations  or  improvements  have  been  carried  out 
during  the  period  under  review.  We  may  mention,  however,  the 
completion  of  the  enlargement  of  the  airing  court  on  the  female  side 
which  was  in  progress  at  our  Colleagues’  visit  in  November  last,  and  the 
provision  in  it  of  a  new  summer  house.  It  is  in  contemplation  to  provide 
two  cottages  for  the  use  of  farm  labourers,  while  part  of  one  of  the 
fields  is  being  specially  fenced  off  to  provide  suitable  ground  for  outdoor 
sports  and  recreation.  We  hope  that  the  Committee  will  give  their 
attention  to  the  importance  of  erecting  verandahs  in  connection  with  the 
infirmary  wards  to  facilitate  the  nursing  in  the  open  air  of  tuberculous 
and  other  patients  who  are  likely  to  be  benefited  by  such  treatment,  and 
we  must  again  advert  to  the  absence  of  general  bathrooms  which  are  so 
important  for  the  proper  supervision  of  patients  while  being  bathed  aud 
for  the  detection  of  bruises  aud  abnormal  conditions.  A  not  unimportant 
matter  is  the  provision  of  a  small  bicycle  shed  or  sheds  where  the  bicycles 
of  the  attendants  and  nurses  could  be  properly  stored,  instead  of  having 
to  be  left  about  in  the  attendants’  recreation  rooms  and  other  parts  of  the 
building.  Our  Colleagues’  suggestions  as  to  replacing  by  locks  which 
can  be  opened  from  either  side  the  bolts  on  the  inside  of  the  doors  leading 
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from  the  attendants’  rooms  to  the  emergency  staircases  on  the  top  storey 
of  Male  2  and  the  corresponding  ward  of  the  female  side  have  been 
adopted  ;  but  lids  have  not  been  supplied  to  the  tins  containing  the 
beeswax  and  turpentine  mixture  for  polishing  the  floors,  as  we  agree  they 
should  be. 

The  changes  in  the  Asylum  population  since  November  14th  last,  the 
date  of  our  Colleagues’  visit,  comprise  the  following  : —

The  Asylum  books  contain  the  names  of  495  patients,  217  of  whom 
are  of  the  male  and  278  of  the  female  sex,  all  of  them  being  in  residence 
and  seen  by  us  in  the  course  of  our  visit  to-day.  There  are  vacancies  for 
16  patients  on  the  male  and  for  35  upon  the  female  side;  in  this 
connection  we  may  mention  that  notice  has  been  given  to  the  Powick 
Asylum  to  withdraw  10  of  the  23  Herefordshire  patients  now  boarded 
out  in  that  Institution,  and  they  will  return  here  next  mouth.  There  are 
only  17  patients  classed  as  private. 

The  maintenance  charges  for  home  patients  are  95.  \  \d.  a  week,  the 
private  patients  being  charged  for  at  rates  varying  from  135.  6 d.  to  305. 

The  dinner  to-day  consisted  of  corned  beef  with  pickles  or  lettuce, 
bread,  and  rice,  with  milk  as  a  beverage.  It  seemed  to  be  well  appreciated 
by  the  patients. 

While  there  is  no  recorded  use  of  any  mechanical  restraint,  13  patients 
have  had  to  be  secluded  on  89  occasions  for  a  total  duration  of  337  hours. 

As  regards  the  26  deaths  it  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  in  every 
instance  but  one,  or  in  nearly  96  per  cent.,  the  cause  of  death  was 
verified  by  post-mortem  examination. 

On  two  men  inquests  were  held  ;  in  the  case  of  one  of  them  because  he 
had  died  from  fracture  of  the  skull  occasioned  by  falling  in  a  syncopal 
attack  on  a  stone  flagged  floor,  and  in  that  of  the  other  because  at  the 
time  of  his  death  he  was  suffering  from  fracture  of  four  ribs,  the  origin  of 
which  was  not  definitely  ascertainad.  The  rest  of  the  deaths  were 
natural  and  ordinary  in  character. 

The  only  other  injuries  of  at  all  a  serious  nature  which  have  occurred 
have  been  the  fracture  of  two  ribs  in  a  man  caused  by  his  throwing 
himself  out  of  bed  when  delirious,  and  a  fracture  of  a  leg  in  a  woman 
which  resulted  from  her  slipping  on  to  the  floor  while  being  dressed  by  a 
nurse,  who  appears  to  have  been  somewhat  wanting  in  care. 

During  the  winter  and  spring  22  patients  were  attacked  with  dysentery, 
but  none  fatally.  The  Asylum  is  at  present  free  from  the  disease  and  in 
a  healthy  state,  only  9  men  and  6  women  being  obliged  to  keep  to  their 
beds  all  day,  but  an  unusually  large  proportion  of  the  patients  are  very 
aged  and  feeble,  and  demand  incessant  care  and  attention  from  the  staff. 
We  were  glad  to  find  that  most  of  the  feeble  old  men  are  to  a  large  extent 
tended  by  female  nurses. 

From  the  annual  returns  made  to  our  Board  we  noticed  that  the 
attendance  of  patients  at  the  Sunday  services  and  at  the  weekly 
entertainments  is  good.  We  notice  that  for  the  patients  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  faith,  who,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  numbered  only  16,  no 
arrangements  whatever  seem  to  be  made  for  their  visitation  by  a  priest  ; 
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this  is  a  condition  which  we  hope  may  be  immediately  altered,  and  that 
they  may  be  visited  at  least  once  a  month.  As  many  as  56  per  cent,  of 
the  patients  are  usefully  employed  ;  a  good  figure  bearing  in  mind  the 
general  debility  of  so  many  of  them.  From  the  same  point  of  view  w& 
consider  that  the  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses,  which  averages  1  to, 
every  10  ‘7  patients,  is  decidedly  weak  numerically,  and  ought  in  our 
opinion  to  be  strengthened. 

The  duration  of  service  of  the  attendants  is  very  good,  and  that  of  the 
nurses,  is,  we  are  glad  to  see,  better  than  it  was,  19  per  cent,  of  them  being 
able  to  show  more  than  five  years’  service  ;  though  the  proportion  of 
41  per  cent,  who  have  not  yet  been  in  the  service  a  year  we  should  like 
to  see  further  reduced. 

The  case  books  and  various  medical  records  are  kept  in  a  thoroughly 
creditable  manner.

Ihe  following  changes  have  occurred  among  the  patients  in  this 
Asylum  since  it  was  visited  eight  months  ago  by  two  of  our  Colleagues  : —

As  the  result  we  find  to-day  on  the  books  the  names  of  378  male  and 
459  female  patients,  making  a  total  number  of  837.  Two  of  each  sex 
are  of  the  private  class,  for  whom  a  charge  of  one  guinea  a  week  is  made, 
and  one  is  a  criminal  lunatic.  Ten  men  and  one  woman  are  chargeable  to 
out-county  unions,  the  men  being  Essex  patients  received  under  a  contract 
which  will  expire  in  September.  The  present  accommodation  is  estimated 
to  be  sufficient  for  374  men  and  430  women,  and  it  will  thus  be  seen  that 
there  is  overcrowding  to  a  slight  extent  on  the  male  side,  and  on  the 
female  side  to  a  considerable  extent.  Plans  for  extensions,  consisting  of 
two  blocks  for  women  and  one  for  men,  have  been  submitted  to  our  Board, 
and  are  now  under  consideration. 

We  saw  all  the  patients,  with  the  exception  of  one  of  each  sex  who 
were  absent  on  trial,  and  found  them  well  cared  for,  quiet  and  orderly  in 
their  conduct,  and  generally  contented.  Except  on  the  score  of  detention, 
no  complaints  were  made  to  us  other  than  such  as  were  clearly  founded 
on  delusions. 

The  wards  were  everywhere  in  excellent  order,  the  day-rooms  well 
supplied  with  plants,  birds,  and  other  objects  to  interest  the  patients,  as 
well  as  books  and  games.  The  beds  and  bedding  were  good  and  clean. 
Much  redecoration  has  been  carried  out  or  is  in  progress. 

Since  the  last  visit  the  Asylum  estate  has  been  increased  by  the 
purchase  of  97  acres  of  additional  land. 

A  good  dinner  of  roast  mutton,  with  two  vegetables,  was  served  in  our 
presence  in  some  of  the  wards.  It  appeared  to  give  general  satisfaction,, 
and  we  heard  no  complaints  of  the  diet. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded  during 
the  period  under  review. 

4  rom  the  returns  sent  to  our  office  we  learn  that  there  was  during  the 
year  1912  a  good  average  of  attendance  at  the  Sunday  services  in  the; 
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■'chapel  and  at  the  weekly  entertainments,  and  the  percentage  of  those 
usefully  employed  was  also  satisfactory. 

The  27  deaths  of  males  and  13  of  females  were  all  due  to  natural 
causes,  verified  by  post-mortem  examination  in  the  satisfactory  proportion 
of  87  per  cent,  of  the  cases.  General  paralysis  accounted  for  26  per 
cent,  of  the  deaths  on  the  male  side,  but  no  female  died  of  this  disorder, 
although  its  usual  marked  preponderance  among  the  males  does  not 
prevail  in  th  is  Institution,  where,  according  to  the  returns  above  referred 
to,  only  1  *6  per  cent,  of  the  male  patients  in  residence  at  the  end  of  last 
year  were  general  paralytics,  while  the  proportion  of  the  female  patients 
affected  by  the  disease  amounted  to  1  per  cent.  Phthisis  was  the  cause  of 
death  in  22  per  cent,  of  the  male,  but  in  only  1  of  the  female  cases.  In  the 
case  of  a  male  patient  who  died  recently  within  two  days  after  admission, 
the  coroner  proposes  to  hold  an  inquest  to-morrow. 

Bedsores  are  recorded  to  have  existed  at  death  in  the  case  of  3  males, 
equivalent  to  a  proportion  of  11  per  cent.  ;  but  none  were  present  among 
the  females  who  died,  or  in  any  of  the  patients  whom  we  saw  to-day  in  bed. 

The  patients  under  treatment  in  bed  numbered  79 — 32  males  and  47 
females.  Rather  less  than  half  of  them  were  there  on  account  of  the 
infirmity  of  old  age  or  for  other  bodily  reason.  Several  of  the  former  are 
allowed  to  get  up  during  the  afternoon,  a  plan  which  we  are  sure  must 
conduce  to  their  happiness.  The  remainder  in  bed  were  there  as  new 
admissions,  or  by  reason  of  their  mental  state.  We  were  glad  to  notice  full 
advantage  being  taken  of  the  verandah  on  the  male  side,  and  we  saw 
many  evidences  that  the  sick  and  infirm  receive  careful  and  attentive 
nursing. 

We  should  like  to  suggest,  however,  a  larger  supply  of  bed-tables  for 
the  use  of  those  in  bed. 

The  general  health  of  the  Institution  seems  to  have  been  good.  The 
only  casualties  that  call  for  mention  have  been  a  fracture  of  the  jaw  in  a 
man,  almost  certainly  due  to  a  blow  from  a  fellow  patient,  and  fractures 
of  the  arm,  leg,  or  a  rib  in  five  other  patients,  in  each  of  which  cases  the 
injury  was  accidentally  sustained. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  of  good  strength,  being  in  the 
proportion  of  1  to  every  9*4  patients.  The  record  of  service  is  more 
satisfactory  among  the  nurses  than  among  the  male  attendants. 

With  the  exeeption  of  some  of  the  columns  in  the  register  of 
discharges,  all  the  statutory  registers  and  case  books  are  posted  to  date, 
and  the  entries  in  the  latter  show  commendable  care.

We  have  yesterday  and  to-day  visited  this  Asylum,  and  as  a  result 
of  our  inspection  can  report  that  it  continues  to  be  maintained  in  a  very 
satisfactory  condition. 

Since  our  Colleagues’  visit  in  February  of  last  year  the  following 
changes  have  taken  place  amongst  the  patients  : —

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laeie  were  on  the  statutory  books,  when  we  commenced  our 
inspection,  the  names  of  1,715  patients  in  the  proportion  of  796  males 
to  919  females  ;  of  these  1  woman  is  classed  as  private,  2  men  and 
1  woman  as  criminal  patients,  and  3  others  as  out-county  patients.  The 
weekly  maintenance  charge  is,  for  the  home  patients,  10s.  11  \d.  per  head, 
that  for  the  out-county  patients,  14s.,  and  for  the  private  patient,  21s. 

Two  men  and  7  women  are  out  on  trial  ;  the  remainder,  1,706  in 
numbei ,  have  oeen  seen  by  us,  and  given  every  opportunity  of  speaking 
with  us  and  stating  their  grievances. 

According  to  the  return  of  accommodation  furnished  to  us  there  is  an 
excess  of  45  patients  on  the  male  side,  but  this  does  not  take  into  account 
the  reconstructed  No.  8  Male  Ward,  which  is  nearly  ready  for  occupation, 
and  will  accommodate  o2  patients.  There  are  vacancies  on  the  female 
side  for  51  women. 

W  e  found  the  patients  of  both  sexes  very  quiet  and  orderly  in  their 
behaviour,  and  generally  very  contented.  We  received  but  few 
complaints,  and  those  chiefly  on  the  score  of  detention,  and  none  of 
rough  usage. 

4  he  patients  were  neat  and  tidy  in  their  dress  and  person,  and  gave 
every  evidence  of  being  well  cared  for.  We  were  glad  to  see  the 
children  of  both  sexes  in  separate  wards  on  both  sides  apart  from  the 
adults,  and  that  they  were  well  supplied  with  picture  books  and  toys  to 
amuse  and  interest  them. 

±  im  dav-rooms  and  galleries  throughout  were  comfortable  and  well 
supplied  with  flowers,  plants,  birds,  and  other  objects  to  interest  the 
patients  ;  they  were  tidy  and  kept  in  good  order. 

4  he  beds  and  bedding  were  also  clean  and  in  good  condition. 

Among  the  recent  improvements  and  alterations  we  may  mention  the 
main  entrance  hall  which  has  been  enlarged,  and  the  erection  of  a 
new  general  bathroom,  which  is  to  be  used  for  both  sexes.  4t  is  a  well- 
equipped  building  with  spray  and  slipper  baths,  but  we  should  like  to  see 
some  looking  glasses  fixed  in  the  dressing  rooms.  4n  the  laundry  a 
V\  ardle  ’  continuous  drying  machine  has  been  erected,  and  appears  to 
work  satisfactorily. 

In  the  sanitary  spurs  on  both  sides  there  are  still  many  looped  pipes 
and  dangerous  projections  which  might  be  made  use  of  by  suicidally 
disposed  patients. 

4n  some  of  the  nurses’  bedrooms  which  are  off  the  wards  we  noticed 
such  articles  as  hat-pins  and  nail  scissors.  We  think  a  regulation  should 
be  made  that  such  articles  should  be  kept  under  lock  and  key  in  drawers 
in  these  rooms. 

The  dietary  table  has  been  produced  to  us,  and  it  affords  a  varied 
scale.  A  e  saw  dinner  yesterday  consisting  of  cold  meat  pie  and  hot 
potatoes  served  in  some  of  the  female  wards.  On  some  of  the  tables  we 
noticed  enamel  mugs,  which  were  in  most  instances  chipped  ;  they  are 
unsightly  and  insanitary. 

The  returns  for  1912  furnished  to  our  office  again  show  that  the 
attendance  at  the  Church  of  England  services  on  Sundays  was  low,  there 
being  23  per  cent,  of  the  patients  present  at  the  morning  service  and 
19  per  cent,  in  the  afternoon.  Twenty-one  out  of  the  72  patient^ 
professing  the  Roman  Catholic  faith  were  usually  present  at  the  service 
provided  for  them. 

Thirty-five  per  cent,  of  the  patients  usually  attended  the  weekly 
entertainments,  and  the  proportion  of  patients  walking  out  weekly 
beyond  the  Asylum  estate,  and  of  those  taken  daily  outside  the  airing 
courts,  is  about  that  in  asylums  generally. 
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The  good  percentage  of  62  of  both  sexes  were  usefully  employed,  as 
many  as  264  men  working  on  the  farm  and  grounds  and  30  in  the  shops, 
while  281  of  the  women  were  employed  at  needlework. 

A  numerically  adequate  staff  is  maintained,  being  in  the  proportion  of 
1  to  every  9  ’  87  patients  by  day  and  1  to  every  65  •  3  patients  by  night. 
Their  record  of  service  continues  to  be  good,  65’ 11  per  cent,  of  the  men 
and  31  *25  per  cent,  of  the  nurses  being  able  to  reckon  over  five  years’ 
service.  The  attendants  of  both  sexes  are  at  this  Asylum  taken  on  as 
probationers  for  one  year,  during  which  they  are  trained,  and  then 
examined,  and  if  approved  are  retained  on  the  staff. 

With  two  exceptions  all  the  deaths  resulted  from  natural  and  ordinary 
causes,  general  paralysis  accounting  for  22  per  cent.,  phthisis  for  9*2  per 
cent.,  and  senile  decay  for  only  1  per  cent.  In  the  large  and  creditable 
proportion  of  94  per  cent,  post-mortem  examinations  followed  the  deaths, 
and  in  only  2  ’5  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths  bedsores  existed,  a  fact  which, 
taken  in  connection  with  the  entire  absence  of  bedsores  in  the  wards, 
speaks  very  favourably  in  respect  of  the  care  and  attention  bestowed  cn 
the  nursing  of  the  sick.  Two  of  the  deaths  were  from  dysentery,  of 
which  there  have  been  altogether  five  cases  since  the  last  visit  ;  these, 
with  one  of  scarlet  fever  contracted  by  a  nurse,  have  been  the  only  cases 
of  zymotic  disease.  In  the  two  exceptional  deaths  already  referred  to 
inquests  were  held  ;  in  the  one  a  male  patient  sustained  injury  to  his 
brain  in  a  fall  during  a  fight  with  another  patient  at  the  Farm  Villa,  and 
in  the  other  a  man  who  was  not  considered  to  be  suicidal,  strangled 
himself  by  attaching  parts  of  his  bed  clothing  to  the  bedstead  in  his 
single  room.  In  both  these  cases  full  particulars  were  furnished  to  our 
office,  and  due  inquiry  was  made  at  the  time.  There  have  been 
12  serious  but  non-fatal  casualties,  all  but  one  resulting  in  fractures  or 
dislocations  of  bones,  and  most  of  them  known  to  be  due  to  accident. 
In  the  case,  however,  of  a  woman  who  fractured  her  ulna  the  cause  was 
unable  to  be  ascertained  ;  and,  in  another,  who  had  her  shoulder 
dislocated  while  being  undressed,  inquiry  at  the  time  led  to  the  assurance 
that  no  unnecessary  or  avoidable  force  had  been  used  by  the  nurses. 
One  of  the  casualties  was  that  of  a  woman  who  sustained  vascular 
extravasation  whilst  attempting  to  strangle  herself  with  her  stocking. 

We  thought  the  sanitary  state  of  the  Asylum  generally  very  good, 
and  the  patients  looked  healthy  and  well  nourished. 

We  found  as  many  as  135,  or  nearly  8  per  cent,  of  the  whole,  confined 
to  bed,  but  few  were  suffering  from  acute  illness,  and  many  were  either 
general  paralytics  or  persons  rendered  feeble  and  helpless  by  old  age  or 
chronic  infirmity.  One  woman  was  suffering  from  a  fractured  rib,  and 
two  men  had  fractures  of  the  humerus  and  finger  respectively,  all,  as  we 
were  able  to  ascertain  from  themselves,  the  result  of  accident. 

A  considerable  number  of  the  patients  were  in  bed  in  the  Solaria, 
which  are  freely  used  and  form  a  very  pleasing  feature  of  this  Asylum, 
as  does  the  fact  that  one  of  the  male  infirmaries  is  nursed  entirely  and 
efficiently  by  female  nurses. 

During  the  period  under  review  there  has  been  no  recorded  use  of 
mechanical  restraint,  but  six  patients  have  been  secluded  on  53  occasions 
for  a  period  of  183  hours  iu  all. 

Dr.  Lewis,  who  continues  to  administer  the  Asylum  with  energy  and 
ability,  has  the  assistance  of  four  Medical  Colleagues,  by  whom  the  case 
books  and  other  medical  records  are  generally  carefully  kept,  although 
some  of  the  older  cases  are  in  need  of  being  more  closely  written  up. 
A  good  medical  and  pathological  photograph  book  has  been  recently 
started,  and  should  ultimately  become  a  valuable  and  instructive  record.

These  charges  leave  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  1,128  patients, 
in  the  proportion  of  538  males  to  590  females.  Included  in  these  numbers 
are  10  men  and  17  women  classed  as  private  patients,  and  1  man  and 
3  women  chargeable  to  out-county  unions.  The  weekly  maintenance 
charge  is,  for  the  home  patients,  10s.  W\d.  per  head,  that  for  the  out- 
county  patients,  14s.,  and  for  those  classed  as  private,  21  s.  For  the  latter 
no  special  or  separate  accommodation  is  provided. 

According  to  the  return  of  accommodation  furnished  to  us  there  is  au 
excess  of  28  patients  on  the  male  side  and  21  on  the  female.  Plans  are 
now  before  our  Board  for  the  erection  of  two  male  blocks  to  accommodate 
100  patients  each,  but  the  overcrowding  on  the  female  side  has  still  to 
be  met. 

Six  men  and  1  woman  are  now  out  on  trial.  We  are  glad  to  learn 
that  it  is  the  practice  for  the  Visiting  Committee  to  give  money  allowances 
or  grants  from  the  benevolent  fund  to  such  patients. 

The  patients  in  residence  to  the  number  of  1,121  have  all  been  seen 
by  us  during  the  course  of  our  visit  and  given  an  opportunity  of  speaking 
with  us.  We  were  quite  satisfied  with  the  condition  in  which  we  found 
the  patients  of  both  sexes.  Their  dress  was  neat  and  bright  and  varied 
in  colour.  They  were  very  quiet  and  orderly  in  their  conduct.  We 
received  no  complaints  of  rough  usage,  and  but  a  few  on  the  ground  of 
their  detention.  The  patients  generally  seemed  well  cared  for  and 
contented. 

The  day-rooms  and  galleries  were  comfortable,  and  well  supplied  with 
plants,  birds,  and  objects  of  interest,  although  in  some  of  the  wards  we 
should  like  to  see  more  and  better  *kept  books. 

The  beds  and  bedding  were  clean  and  in  good  order.  With  the 
exception  of  one  dormitory  on  the  female  side,  all  those  compartments 
have  been  painted  and  white-washed,  and  those  on  the  male  side  are 
being  taken  in  hand. 

As  has  been  previously  pointed  out  by  members  of  our  Board,  there 
are  some  taps,  stiff  brackets,  and  chain  rings  in  the  sanitary  spurs,  which 
afford  temptation  to  suicidally  disposed  patients  and  should  be  removed. 
We  also  think  that  such  articles  as  liat-pins  should  be  kept  in  locked 
drawers  in  the  nurses’  bedrooms. 

Both  general  bathrooms  are  in  need  of  renovation,  and  we  suggest 
that  more  looking-glasses  should  be  provided  in  the  dressing  rooms, 
especially  in  that  on  the  female  side. 

The  dinner  to-day,  which  we  saw  being  partaken  of  in  several  of  the 
male  wards,  consisted  of  boiled  beef  and  potatoes  and  bread,  with  pudding 
for  the  working  patients. 
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Besides  the  plans  for  the  new  male  blocks  mentioned  above,  our 
Board  are  also  considering  some  for  the  erection  of  a  new  bakehouse  and 
the  conversion  of  the  present  bakehouse  into  a  workroom  and  storerooms. 

One  matter  to  which  we  would  invite  the  consideration  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  is  the  provision  of  a  cheap  and  inexpensive  building  for  the 
isolation  of  suspicious  or  infectious  cases  to  hold  three  beds  on  each  side 
so  as  to  ensure  the  prompt  isolation  of  such  cases. 

Since  the  last  visit  the  purchase  of  the  80  acres  of  land  adjoining  the 
Asylum  has  been  completed.  It  is  a  valuable  addition  to  the  estate,  and 
we  hope  it  will  afford  extended  opportunities  of  employing  more  men  on 
the  land. 

From  the  returns  for  last  year  furnished  to  our  office  we  find  that 
there  was  an  improvement  in  the  attendance  at  the  morning  and  afternoon 
Church  of  England  services  held  in  the  chapel  on  Sundays,  there  being 
33  per  cent,  of  the  patients  usually  present  at  each  service. 

The  attendance  at  the  Roman  Catholic  services  was  still  low,  but 
13  out  of  the  50  patients  professing  that  faith  usually  attending  the 
fortnightly  service. 

The  percentage  of  patients  who  were  usually  present  at  the  weekly 
entertainments  was  rather  low. 

There  are  no  walks  on  the  Asylum  estate,  and  the  numbers  of  patients 
who  are  taken  outside  are  still  low,  while  those  confined  to  the  wards  and 
airing  courts  are  high. 

A  good  number  of  the  women  were  usefully  employed  during  the 
year,  but  ihere  was  a  low  percentage  of  the  men,  only  64  working  on  the 
farm  and  gardens  and  14  in  the  shops.  The  latter  are,  however,  rather 
small  in  size. 

In  all  except  four  cases  the  deaths  were  due  to  natural  and  ordinary 
causes,  which  were  ascertained  or  verified  in  80  per  cent,  of  them  by 
post-mortem  examination. 

General  paralysis  was  the  cause  of  death  in  14  per  cent.,  phthisis  in 
20  per  cent.,  and  senile  decay  in  8*2  per  cent. 

Two  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  dysentery,  which  is  the  only  zymotic 
disease  which  has  visited  the  Asylum,  and  of  which  10  cases  have  occurred 
in  all.  In  the  small  proportion  of  1  -  5  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths  bedsores 
were  present,  but  there  were  none  among  the  92  patients,  or  8  -2  per  cent, 
of  the  whole,  whom  we  saw  in  bed  during  our  visit  to  the  wards.  These 
facts  in  combination  afford  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  care  and  attention 
which  are  bestowed  on  the  nursing  of  the  sick. 

The  large  percentage  of  20  per  cent,  of  deaths  from  phthisis  indicates 
*he  importance  of  the  early  erection  of  verandahs  and  the  treatment  of 
tuberculous  and  other  cases,  found  elsewhere  to  be  benefited  by  such 
treatment,  in  the  open  air  at  all  seasons  of  the  year. 

In  the  cases  of  four  deaths  inquests  were  held  ;  in  one  because  the 
patient  died  from  natural  causes  two  days  after  admission  ;  in  a  second, 
in  which  a  fracture  of  the  skull  occurred  in  an  accidental  fall  ;  in  a  third, 
in  which  death  resulted  in  cerebral  haemorrhage  after  a  fall  out  of  bed  ; 
and  in  the  fourth,  in  which  an  operation  for  cancer  of  the  colon  terminated 
fatally. 

Non-fatal  casualties  resulting  in  fractures  of  bones  were  sustained  by 
5  patients,  3  of  them  accidentally  and  the  others  by  means  which  were 
unable  to  be  ascertained,  although  there  was  no  suspicion  that  there  had 
been  roughness  on  the  part  of  the  staff. 

During  the  period  under  review  2  patients  have  been  mechanically 
restrained  on  144  occasions  for  a  total  duration  of  1,180  hours  to  prevent 
self-injury.  There  has  been  no  seclusion. 
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During  our  visit  we  bad  the  advantage  of  meeting  the  chairman  of 
the  Visiting  Committee  and  having  some  conversation  with  him  regarding 
the  state  of  the  Asylum,  which,  from  the  above  report  it  will  he  seen,  we 
consider  to  be  capably  and  efficiently  administered. 

We  have  examined  the  case  books  and  other  medical  records,  and 
find  them  well  and  carefully  kept. 

A  numerically  strong  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  maintained, 
and  their  record  of  service  continues  to  be  very  good,  61  per  cent,  of  the 
men  and  43  per  cent,  of  the  nurses  being  able  to  reckon  over  five  years’ 
service.

In  reporting  on  our  inspection  of  this  Asylum  it  will  be  convenient 
to  deal  in  general  terms  with  this  Institution  as  a  whole,  and  then  to 
comment  more  specifically  and  in  greater  detail  upon  the  condition  of  the 
particular  buildings  and  the  patients  who  are  resident  there. 

We  were  accompanied  during  the  whole  of  our  visit  by  Dr.  Cassidy, 
who,  as  well  as  the  members  of  his  medical  staff,  appeared  to  be  on  very 
good  terms  with  the  inmates. 

We  have  seen  all  the  patients  in  residence  and  found  them,  with  one 
exception,  and  apart  from  the  question  of  detention,  as  to  which  not 
unnaturally  many  appeals  were  made  to  us,  conteuted  with  their  treat¬ 
ment,  surroundings,  and  diet.  The  exception  was  that  of  a  man  who 
complained  of  ill-usage  at  the  hands  of  an  attendant  in  Ward  D.,  on  the 
occasion  of  his  removal  to  that  from  another  ward.  The  patient  is  an 
epileptic,  subject  to  attacks  of  severe  excitement ;  he  is  constantly  making 
unfounded  charges  against  the  staff  and  his  fellow  patients,  and  we 
satisfied  ourselves  that,  although  there  was  a  struggle,  there  was,  so  far 
as  we  could  judge,  no  unnecessary  force  used,  and  that  the  accusation  was 
based  entirely  on  his  mental  state.  Another  patient,  who  had  nothing 
but  what  was  favourable  to  say  of  his  treatment,  stated  on  behalf  of 
himself  and  others  from  the  same  district,  that  the  Guardians  of  South 
Manchester  had  not  visited  them.  We  find  on  inquiry  that  these  gentle¬ 
men  have  not  taken  advantage  of  their  powers  and  privileges  under 
section  201  of  the  Lunacy  Act,  1890,  for  the  long  period  of  seven  years. 
We  would  urge  on  them  the  desirability  of  regularly  visiting  these  inmates 
and  lending  a  sympathetic  ear  to  any  real  or  supposed  grievances  they 
may  desire  to  bring  before  them.  The  beds  and  bedding  were  throughout 
.  in  capital  order,  the  wards  were  as  a  whole  bright  and  well  kept,  and  the 
patients  properly  clothed. 

Going  now  into  more  detail,  there  are  many  parts  of  the  main  building 
which  are  in  need  of  some  minor  renovation  and  general  touching  up  ; 
nothing  has  been  done  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  w.c.  s  in 
Ward  F.  11,  and  although  the  behaviour  of  the  patients  was  with  few 
exceptions  quiet  and  free  from  excitement,  those  in  F.  20  were,  when  we 
saw  them,  very  noisy  and  in  a  state  of  considerable  contusion.  A.t  pieseot 
this  ward  is  devoid  of  objects  to  attract  and  amuse  the  patients,  and  were 
such  supplied  without  stint,  there  would  in  our  opinion  be  an  entire 
change  in  the  character  and  tone  of  the  ward. 

With  the  girls’  Ward  No.  10  we  were  much  pleased,  there  was  a  good 
supply  of  toys,  and  the  children  seemed  to  us  to  be  very  happy  and  to  be 
kindly  and  tactfully  cared  for. 
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The  North  wards  of  the  annexe,  the  condition  of  which  was  com¬ 
mented  upon  by  our  Colleagues  at  the  last  visit,  are  now,  we  are  glad  to 
say,  wholly  transformed.  They  have  been  tastefully  and  brightly  deco¬ 
rated  and  presented  a  very  pleasing  appearance,  some  of  the  worn  steps 
have  been  refaced,  floor  pads  have  been  fitted  in  some  of  the  padded 
rooms,  and  a  commencement  has  been  made  in  the  reconstruction  of  the 
sanitary  arrangements,  by  the  improvement  of  the  ventilation  and  fixing 
new  watercloset  pans.  We  are,  however,  sorry  to  see  that  the  use  of 
urinals  (though  quite  up  to  date  in  pattern)  has  not  been  discontinued. 
The  South  wards  are,  we  understand,  soon  to  be  taken  in  hand,  and  we 
think  it  would  be  well  to  do  away  with  urinals  altogether  in  that  part  of 
the  annexe  and  in  .the  North  wards  where  not  already  placed  in  position. 
We  cannot,  however,  but  remark  upon  the  smoke  rooms  of  Wards  A.  and 
D.  They  are  in  great  contrast  with  the  others  ;  there  are  no  objects  of 
interest,  no  bound  picture  books,  and,  indeed,  practically  nothing  to  appeal 
to  the  better  instincts  of  the  somewhat  degraded  type  of  patients  who  are 
resident  there.  We  did  not,  in  fact,  think  that  the  general  supply  of 
books  in  the  annexe  wards  was  by  any  means  sufficient  ;  the  book-cases 
should  be  filled  and  at  all  times  open  to  the  free  access  of  the  patients. 

The  new  building  erected  for  the  accommodation  of  violent  patients 
— the  closed  house — is  in  very  good  order.  Strong  meshed  wire  gauze 
has  been  fitted  in  the  shutter  panels  and  apertures  over  the  doors,  and 
wooden  seats  are  being  made  and  are  to  be  fitted  to  the  closet  pans. 
We  think  that  the  radiators  in  this  building,  which  we  observed  were 
dangerously  hot,  should  be  protected.  The  Male  Isolation  Hospital  has 
latelv  been  renovated  and  looks  bright  and  cheerful. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  much  lias  been  done  to  meet  the  suggestions 
made  at  the  last  visit  by  our  Colleagues. 

The  only  other  matter  we  desire  to  remark  on  is,  the  absence  of 
properly  fitted  tins  with  covers  for  the  storing  of  the  highly  inflammable 
mixture  which  is  used  for  polishing  the  floors. 

The  contract  for  the  erection  of  a  new  villa  for  private  patients 
(ladies)  has  been  entered  into,  and  the  work  of  levelling  and  preparing 
the  site  is  in  progress,  as  also  is  the  equipment  of  the  new  artesian  well. 

Since  May  11th,  1912,  there  have  been  419  admissions  ;  149  patients 
have  been  discharged  or  removed,  of  whom  99  had  recovered  ;  and  247 
have  died.  There  are  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  2,437  patients 
— 1,241  males  and  1,196  females,  of  whom  163  are  private  patients,  and 
3  are  out-county  chargeable  to  Cockermouth,  Newcastle-ou-Tyne,  and 
Ecclesall  Bierlow.  Thirteen  patients  are  out  on  trial,  leaving  2,424  in 
residence  and  seen  by  us.  There  appear  to  be  vacancies  for  10  males  and 
3  females. 

The  maintenance  charge  per  head  per  week  is,  for  home  patients, 
9s.  4<C,  for  out-county  patients,  14s..  and  for  private  patients,  from 
16s.  4 d.  to  42s. 

Eight  patients  have  been  mechanically  restrained,  to  prevent  self' 
injury,  on  32  occasions  for  a  total  of  1,108|  hours,  and  2  patients  have 
been  secluded  on  three  occasions  for  6  hours  in  all. 

Only  20  per  cent,  of  the  patients  are  usually  present  at  the  Sunday 
Church  of  England  services.  For  those  of  the  Roman  Catholic  faith,  of 
whom  there  are  441,  there  is  Mass  every  Sunday  morning,  and  special 
services  are  held  on  certain  holy  days.  Those  present  at  the  weekly 
entertainments  number  but  32  per  cent.,  but  a  nearly  average  proportion 
walk  out  weekly  beyond  the  estate,  and  only  16  per  cent,  of  those  able  to 
walk  are  confined  to  the  wards  and  airing-courts.  We  should  like  to  see 
the  number  of  those  employed  increased,  though  we  fully  recognise  that 
in  this  Asylum  there  is  a  large  number  of  unemployable  patients. 
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The  staff  is  adequate,  being  in  the  proportion  of  an  attendant  or 
nurse  to  every  9*2  of  the  patients,  and  as  many  as  65  per  cent,  of  the 
former  and  45  per  cent,  of  the  latter  have  over  five  years’  service. 

With  the  exception  of  three  cases  in  which  inquests  were  held,  all  the 
deaths  were  from  natural  causes,  of  which  general  paralysis  contributed 
23  per  cent.,  phthisis  14  per  cent.,  senile  decay  5  per  cent.,  and  dysentery 
2  •  4  per  cent.  Bedsores  were  present  in  3  *  2  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths. 
The  inquests  were  held  respectively,  (a)  upon  a  female  patient  who 
forced  herself  out  of  a  broken  window  and  sustained  a  fatal  fracture  of 
the  skull,  all  the  particulars  being  reported  to  and  inquired  into  by  our 
Board  at  the  time  ;  (5)  upon  a  male  patient  who  fractured  four  ribs  before 
admission  and  whose  death  was  accelerated  by  that  injury  ;  (c)  a  male 
patient  who  died  from  natural  causes,  but  was  found  on  post-mortem 
examination  to  have  one  rib  broken,  the  cause  of  which  could  only  be 
surmised.  There  have  only  been  six  serious  non-fatal  casualties  during 
the  past  year  ;  they  all  resulted  in  fractures  or  dislocation  of  bones 
accidentally  sustained.  Good  health  seems  to  have  prevailed  generally 
in  the  Asylum,  and  the  only  forms  of  zymotic  disease  have  been  11  cases 
of  dysentery  and  some  of  influenza.  We  found  as  many  as  248  patients, 
or  10-2  per  cent,  of  the  whole,  confined  to  bed,  few  of  them,  however, 
for  acute  attacks.  One  of  each  sex  was  suffering  from  a  bedsore,  but 
what  we  saw  led  us  to  conclude  that  the  nursing  of  the  sick  is  efficient 
and  careful.  Several  of  the  men’s  wards  are  very  satisfactorily  nursed 
bv  women. 

We  noticed  with  much  approval  the  large  use  which  is  made  iu  this 
Asylum  of  the  verandahs  and  isolation  hospitals  for  the  open-air  treat¬ 
ment  of  tuberculous  and  acute  cases  generally,  obviously  with  good 
results. 

We  spent  some  time  at  the  pathological  laboratory,  and  were  much 
interested  in  the  valuable  research  work  which  is  being  done  there  by 
Dr.  Rows,  the  pathologist. 

The  case  books  are  properly  kept,  and  are  illustrated  by  remarkably 
good  photographs. 


Lancashire  Asylums. — 2.  Prestwicii. 

9  April  1913. 

The  new  Infirmary  for  the  treatment  of  100  female  patients,  referred 
to  in  the  last  report  as  having  made  good  progress,  will,  it  is  hoped,  be 
ready  for  occupation  in  July.  It  promises  to  afford  excellent  accom¬ 
modation,  will  supply  a  much  needed  want,  and  will,  we  feel  sure,  prove 
an  admirable  addition  to  the  appliances  of  the  Asylum.  We  think, 
however,  that  an  outside  staircase  should  be  constructed  at  the  end  of  the 
passage  in  the  nurses’  quarters  on  the  first  floor,  as  a  means  of  affording 
escape  in  case  of  fire.  This  building  and  the  new  kitchen,  which  except 
for  the  flooring  is  complete,  are  the  only  improvements  and  additions  now 
in  hand  to  which  we  need  make  any  special  reference,  although  there  is 
a  considerable  amount  of  other  work  in  progress,  particularly  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  new  boiler  house.  We  learn,  however,  with  much 
satisfaction,  that  the  Committee  have  at  the  moment  under  consideration 
the  entire  reconstruction  of  the  sanitary  arrangements  now  in  use 
throughout  the  Institution,  and  that  they  are  seriously  contemplating 
replacing  the  earth-closets  with  a  water-carriage  system.  This  is  a 
matter  which  has  on  other  occasions  been  referred  to  by  members  of  our 
Board,  and  ini  view  of  past  epidemics,  pointing  to  faulty  sanitation,  we 
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trust,  that  the  proposed  undertaking,  though  a  formidable  one,  involving 
as  it  does  considerable  outlay,  will  ere  long  be  an  accomplished  fact. 

Commencing  our  inspection  of  this  Institution  early  yesterday,  we 
finished  it  to-day,  and  can  report  that,  generally  speaking,  the  building  is 
well  maintained,  but  although  some  redecoration  is  at  present  in  hand, 
there  are  portions  of  the  establishment  which  are  very  much  in  need  of 
minor  reparation,  whitewashing,  and  redecorating,  and  in  this  respect  we 
would  more  particularly  draw  attention  to  Wood  Villa  and  the  farmhouse  ; 
the  latter  is  especially  in  need  of  attention. 

The  patients  were  well  dressed,  but  we  would  suggest  some  further 
variety  in  colour  being  introduced  in  the  dresses  of  the  female  patients  ; 
they  were  for  the  most  part  quiet  and  orderly  in  their  behaviour,  but  we 
think  the  condition  of  those  in  Male  4  would  be  further  improved  were 
something  done  to  make  the  ward  more  attractive  and  bright,  and  that 
many  more  inexpensive  coloured  pictures  should  be  hung  round  the  walls. 
We  received  no  complaints  apart  from  appeals  for  discharge.  These 
appeals  were  unusual  in  their  number,  and  the  patients  were  by  us  in  all 
cases  referred  to  the  Committee,  who  Ave  hope  visit  regularly,  and  give 
the  patients  every  opportunity  for  speaking  to  them  and  venting  any 
supposed  or  real  grie\Tances  they  may  have.  The  Avards  and  dormitories 
are  Avell  kept,  and  the  beds  we  found  without  exception  to  be  clean  and 
well  made,  but  we  observed  that  on  the  male  side,  except  in  the  Infirmary, 
there  are  no  under  blankets.  We  Avould  also  draAv  attention  to  there 
being  no  looking-glasses  in  the  dressing-room  attached  to  the  general 
female  bathroom  at  the  annexe — a  small  hut  not  unimportant  want. 

Since  12th  November  1912,  178  patients  have  been  admitted,  97  have 
been  discharged  or  removed,  of  Avhom  86  had  recovered,  and  110  lia\Te 
/lied.  There  Avere  yesterday,  Avhen  we  commenced  onr  visit,  the  names 
of  2,755  patients,  1,317  males  and  1,438  females,  on  the  books  of  the 
Asylum,  including  the  name  of  one  patient  who  escaped  so  long  ago  as 
1903.  Twenty-five  patients  are  classed  as  private,  and  there  is  one  ont- 
county  patient  chargeable  to  Cockermouth.  At  Rochdale  Workhouse, 
75  patients  are  boarded  out  and  6  patients  are  out  on  trial,  leaving 
2,673  in  actual  residence,  and  seen  by  us.  We  canuot  but  think  that  the 
Committee  might  Avell  consider  the  adAdsability  of  granting  money 
allowances  to  patients  on  trial.  Experience  shows  that  timely  help  of 
this  nature  is  most  valuable  at  a  period  Avhen  mental  stability  has  not  yet 
been  fully  established,  and  Avhen  relief  from  financial  worry  is  such  an 
important  factor.  There  are,  according  to  the  returns  furnished  us, 
vacancies  for  8  males  and  27  females.  The  maintenance  charge  per  head 
per  Aveek  is,  for  home  patients,  9s.  4c?.,  for  out-county,  14s.,  and  for  private 
patients,  15s.  and  21s.  The  diet  appeared  to  us  to  be  good  and  liberal, 
judging  from  the  dinners  which  we  saAV  served  on  both  sides.  They 
consisted  of  meat  and  potato  pie,  with  bread  pudding,  bread  and  cheese, 
and,  in  many  cases,  half  a  pint  of  soup  as  a  beverage. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  seclusion  or  mechanical  restraint.  The 
attendance  at  the  Church  of  England  Sunday  services  is  very  low,  and 
that  at  the  entertainments  is  much  below  the  average.  There  is  no 
walking  beyond  the  Asylum  estate.  Fifty-seAreu  percent,  of  the  patients 
are  engaged  in  some  employment  daily  throughout  the  year,  105  Avomen 
being  at  Avork  in  the  laundry.  There  is  a  good  staff  of  attendants  and 
nurses,  there  being  1  to  every  9 '2  patients  for  day  duty,  and  49  per  cent, 
of  the  former  and  38  per  cent,  of  the  latter  can  show  over  five  years’ 
service. 

All  the  deaths  Avere  from  natural  causes,  with  the  exception  of  that 
of  a  male  patient  who  died  from  septic  poisoning  and  meningitis  following 
an  old  fracture  of  one  rib  ;  in  this  case  the  only  inquest  was  held,  but  the 
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jury  were  unable  to  ascertain  how  or  when  the  fracture  occurred.  In 
18  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  the  cause  was  general  paralysis,  in  15*4  per 
cent,  phthisis,  and  in  only  2  *  7  per  cent,  senile  decay  ;  1  death  was  due  to 
enteric  fever,  6  to  gastro-enteritis,  and  2  to  dysentery.  Post-mortem 
examinations  followed  the  deaths  in  75  per  cent,  of  them,  and  only 
2*7  per  cent,  of  bedsores  existed  amongst  those  who  died.  Two  patients 
only  among  the  157  whom  we  saw  in  bed  in  the  wards  were  suffering 
from  bedsores,  and  these  two  facts  may  be  taken  as  sure  indication  of  the 
quality  of  the  nursing,  which  appeared  to  us  to  be  careful  and  efficient. 
The  new  Infirmary,  however,  will  enable  greater  advantage  to  be  taken 
of  the  benefits  of  open-air  treatment,  which  elsewhere  has  been  found  so 
valuable  not  only  in  tuberculosis  cases,  but  in  many  other  forms  of  physical 
and  mental  disorder.  There  is,  of  course,  a  large  number  of  feeble  and 
aged  persons  in  this  Asylum,  but  the  general  average  of  health  appeared 
to  be  good,  only  4 '72  of  all  patients  being  confined  to  bed,  many  of  them 
for  mental  reasons  only,  and  but  few  for  illness  of  acute  character. 
Among  these,  however,  were  four  cases  on  the  female  and  one  on  the 
male  side  of  undoubted  enteric  fever,  and  there  was  one  other  suspected 
case.  Since  the  last  visit  there  have  been  six  cases  of  enteric  fever  which 
were  believed  to  be  due  to  the  necessary  disturbance  of  the  ground  and 
opening  of  the  mains  near  to  a  certain  ward  where  previous  epidemics 
had  occurred.  There  have  also  been  eight  cases  of  dysentery,  but  none  of 
any  other  form  of  zymotic  disease.  Serious  but  uon-fatal  casualties  have 
been  limited  to  5  persons,  3  of  whom  accidentally  sustained  fractures  or 
dislocation  of  bones  and  2  cut  throats  by  means  of  glass  obtained  by 
breaking  windows.  In  one  of  these  tracheotomy  was  successfully  per¬ 
formed.  The  case  books  are  well  written  up  and  carefully  kept.  We 
visited  the  pathological  laboratory,  where  useful  work  is  apparently  being 
done  by  the  special  pathologist  and  some  of  the  Assistant  Medical 
Officers. 


Lancashire  Asylums. — 3.  Rainhill. 

15  April  1913. 

After  a  connection  of  over  33  years  with  this  Asylum,  first  as 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  and  then  for  nearly  24  years  as  Medical 
Superintendent,  Dr.  Wiglesworth  has  lately  retired  from  the  position 
which  he  fiiled  with  so  much  distinction. 

During  his  long  term  of  office  he  did  much  by  his  zealous  work  to 
bring  the  Institution  into  a  high  state  of  efficiency,  and,  both  by  his 
precept  and  example,  to  encourage  and  foster  pathological  study  and 
scientific  research.  Work  in  the  laboratory  is  still  energetically  pursued 
and,  needless  to  say,  we  were  much  interested  in  our  visit  to  this  branch 
of  the  Establishment,  where  we  were  received  by  Dr.  Watson,  the 
pathologist,  whom  we  found  busily  engaged.  Dr.  Wiglesworth  has  been 
succeeded  by  Dr.  Cowen,  formerly  Assistant  Medical  Officer  at  Lancaster 
Asylum,  and  our  inspection  leads  us  to  believe  that  he  will  do  all  in  his 
power  for  the  well-being  of  the  patients  and  the  good  management  of 
the  Asylum. 

A  considerable  amount  of  renovation  and  redecoration  has  lately  been 
carried  out,  and  we  found  the  buildings  well  maintained,  and  the  wards, 
which  are  fully  supplied  with  books,  papers,  games,  and  plants,  comfort¬ 
able  and  well-ordered.  The  beds  and  bedding  were,  so  far  as  cleanliness 
is  concerned,  all  we  could  desire,  but  numbers  of  the  sheets  are  almost 
past  use  and  should  be  replaced  by  new  ones. 
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We  saw  all  the  patients  and  spoke  to  as  many  of  them  as  we  could 
tempt  into  conversation.  They  were  well  clad,  though  we  should  like 
a  greater  variety  and  brighter  colours  in  the  material  of  the  women’s 
dresses,  and,  except  on  the  score  of  detention,  we  had  but  one  complaint. 
The  exception  was  in  the  case  of  a  female  patient,  an  epileptic,  and 
subject  to  severe  attacks  of  excitement,  who  alleged  that  she  had,  a  short 
while  ago,  been  improperly  handled  by  a  nurse.  Similar  complaint  had 
been  made  by  her  to  Dr.  Cowen  at  the  time  ;  he  made  due  and  prompt 
examination  into  the  matter,  and  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  the  nurse 
was  not  in  fault.  Our  inquiries  satisfied  us  he  was  fully  justified  in  his 
decision. 

We  would  suggest  that  the  connecting  balcouies  between  the  blocks 
of  the  main  building,  if  covered  with  wire  arches,  would  be  found  most 
serviceable  as  places  where  the  patients  could  sit  out  in  the  open  air 
when  the  weather  is  suitable.  There  are  some  pipes  in  wards  M.  15 
and  F.  16  in  the  annexe  which  need  protection,  and  we  think  the  time 
has  now  arrived  Avhen  the  convenience  of  the  sanitary  annexes  might  be 
improved  by  the  supply  of  toilet  paper. 

The  enlargement  of  the  nurses’  home  has  been  completed,  and  the 
12  new  bedrooms  are  now  in  occupation,  the  two  cottages  for  attendants 
are  almost  finished,  and  the  site  has  been  cleared  for  the  erection  of  the 
new  two-storey  block  for  the  accommodation  of  100  women  in  connection 
with  the  annexe. 

Since  May  4th,  1912,  370  patients  have  been  admitted  ;  183  have  been 
discharged  or  removed,  122  on  recovery,  and  169  have  died.  There  are 
on  the  statutory  books  the  number  of  2,001  patients — 984  males  and 
1,017  females — of  whom  two  are  classed  as  criminal.  Forty  patients  are 
boarded  out  at  Talgarth  Asylum,  and  there  are  three  out-county  patients 
chargeable  to  Chester,  Fulham,  aud  Ecclesall  Bierlow. 

Four  patients  are  on  trial,  leaving  1,997  in  residence  and  seen  by  us. 
We  would  ask  the  Committee  to  consider  the  advisability  of  granting 
money  allowances  to  patients  on  trial,  as  temporary  assistance  at  such 
a  time  relieves  anxiety  and  would  be  of  the  greatest  help  to  persons  who 
are  just  recovering  from  a  mental  breakdown. 

We  observe  that,  according  to  the  returns  furnished  us,  there  is 
overcrowding  on  the  male  side  to  the  extent  of  9,  and  on  the  female  side 
to  the  number  of  17  patients. 

The  maintenance  charge  per  head  per  week  is,  for  home  patients, 
9s.  4 d.  ;  for  out-county  patients,  14s.  ;  and  for  those  classed  as  private, 
a  like  amount. 

We  saw  dinner  yesterday  served  in  hall  at  the  main  building,  grace 
being  sung  before  the  patients  were  seated.  The  plates,  consequent 
upon  the  supply  of  a  new  hot-plate  in  the  scullery  off  the  dining  hall, 
were  properly  warmed,  and  the  dinner,  which  consisted  of  ample  portions 
of  hot-pot,  was  appetising,  well-cooked,  and  was  undoubtedly  appreciated. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  mechanical  restraint,  but  38  patients  have 
been  secluded  on  60  occasions  for  a  total  of  839^  hours. 

The  attendance  at  the  Sunday  religious  services  is  low,  being  only 
26  per  cent.,  nearly  an  average  proportion  are  present  at  the  weekly 
entertainments,  but  only  15  per  cent,  are  taken  beyond  the  estate  for 
walks,  and  we  should  like  to  see  the  percentage  of  those  able  to  walk, 
but  confined  to  the  grounds  and  airing  courts,  if  possible,  reduced. 

Sixty  per  cent,  are  usually  engaged  in  some  form  of  occupation, 
178  men  being  at  work  on  the  land  and  83  women  in  the  laundry. 

There  is  a  good  staff  of  attendants  aud  nurses  in  the  proportion  of 
1  to  every  9*4  patients.  Forty-four  per  cent,  of  the  former  but  only  15  per 
cent,  of  the  latter  have  over  five  years’  service,  but  we  are  glad  to  hear 
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that  the  Committee  have  lately  seen  their  way  to  give  the  staff  a 
considerable  increase  in  their  leave,  and  this  will,  we  hope,  have  a 
beneficial  effect  on  the  length  of  service. 

In  120,  or  over  71  per  cent.,  of  the  169  deaths  post-mortem  examina¬ 
tions  were  made,  and  a  bedsore  was  present  in  only  one  instance.  Taken 
in  connection  with  the  entire  absence  of  bedsores  in  the  patients  in  bed 
during  our  visit  to  the  wards,  this  affords  very  favourable  evidence  of  the 
efficiency  and  carefulness  of  the  nursing  of  the  sick.  In  20  per  cent,  of 
the  deaths  general  paralysis  was  the  cause,  and  in  the  large  proportion 
of  27  per  cent.,  phthisis.  This  last  fact  points  strongly  to  the  importance 
of  practically  giving  up  the  treatment  of  such  cases  in  the  open  wards  as 
at  present,  and  of  subjecting  them  much  more  largely,  and  at  all  seasons 
of  the  year,  to  treatment  in  the  open  air.  In  only  5  per  cent,  of  the 
deaths  was  senile  decay  assigned  as  the  cause.  In  all,  except  one,  they 
were  the  result  of  natural  causes,  such  as  are  ordinary  in  asylums.  In 
the  excepted  case  the  only  inquest  was  held,  and  that  upon  a  woman 
who  died  from  kidney  and  heart  disease  accelerated  by  injuries  received 
in  jumping  from  a  window  before  admission.  The  general  health  of  the 
community  appears  to  have  been  good  during  the  past  year,  and  the  only 
cases  of  zymotic  disease  have  been  nine  of  dysentery,  of  which,  however, 
three  proved  fatal. 

Seven  serious  lion-fatal  casualties  resulted  in  fractures  of  bones,  and 
were  all  accidentally  sustained. 

We  saw  in  bed  ill  patients,  or  5'5  per  cent,  of  the  whole,  many 
however  were  there  for  purely  mental  reasons,  and  17  women  were  under 
observation  in  that  form  on  suspicion  of  having  scabies,  although  its 
actual  existence  had  not  been  demonstrated  in  any  of  them.  Many  cases 
of  acute  mental  disorder  were  being  treated  in  the  verandahs,  and 
14  women  suffering  from  phthisis  were  isolated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

In  as  many  as  133  cases  suicidal  caution  cards  are  in  existence,  and  we 
entirely  concur  in  the  remarks  on  this  subject  which  have  been  previously 
made  by  our  Colleagues.  Dr.  Co  wen  has  already  reduced  the  number 
considerably,  but  we  hope  he  will  shortly  see  his  way  to  the  institution 
of  two  classes  of  cards,  the  one  being  for  potentially  suicidal  patients 
requiring  careful  general  supervision,  and  the  other  for  those  who  are 
actively  suicidal,  and  whose  supervision  should  be  personal,  constant,  and 
unrelenting. 

Dr.  Cowen  has  the  assistance  of  five  medical  colleagues,  by  whom  the 
case  books  are  generally  well  kept. 


Lancashire  Asylums. — 4.  Whittingham. 

15  October  1913. 

After  inspecting  the  main  and  other  buildings  of  this  Asylum,  and 
seeing  all  the  patients  whose  names  are  on  the  books,  with  the  exception 
of  one  male,  who  escaped  a  few  days  ago  under  circumstances  reported  to 
our  Board  and  who  is  still  at  large,  we  can  report  that  the  Establishment 
is  well  maintained,  that  the  wards  and  dormitories  are  in  very  good  order 
and  the  beds  scrupulously  clean,  though  there  are  several  sheets  on  the 
female  side  of  the  main  dormitories  somewhat  out  of  repair.  The  inmates 
were  well  clothed  and  free  from  complaint  as  to  their  treatment  and  diet, 
but  not  a  few  of  them  stated  that  though  members  of  the  Committee 
Adsited  the  wards,  they  found  it  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  speak  to 
them.  We  mention  this  in  order  to  draw  to  the  attention  of  the  Visitors 
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liow  very  important  it  is,  for  the  general  contentment  of  the  patients,  that 
all  those  who  may  desire  to  vent  any  actual  or  supposed  grievances  may 
have  an  opportunity  of  doing  so.  There  was,  speaking  generally,  an 
absence  of  noise  or  excitement,  but  we  think  that  in  the  acute  wards 
there  is  not  a  sufficient  number  of  bound  picture  papers  in  open  book 
cases,  easily  accessible  to  the  patients  at  all  times. 

Experience  shows  that,  even  amongst  the  most  troublesome  class  of 
patients,  objects  which  amuse  and  attract  them  have  a  calming  and 
quieting  effect. 

There  are  still  some  pipes  in  the  lavatories  which  should,  we  think, 
be  protected,  and  we  should  like  to  see  removable  pads  on  the  floors  of 
the  padded  rooms. 

The  annexe  for  350  patients  of  each  sex  is  well  forward,  and  will,  it 
is  hoped,  be  ready  for  occupation  about  the  middle  of  next  summer. 

New  lavatory  basins  have  been  fixed  in  Male  Wards  8  and  2  of  the 
main  building  and  in  two  wards  of  the  annexe.  Male  3  top  dormitory 
has  been  converted  into  an  observation  dormitory.  A  considerable 
amount  of  painting  and  decorating  has  been  tastefully  carried  out  on  the 
female  side,  and  the  wards  on  the  male  side,  where  similar  work  is  called 
for,  will  shortly  be  taken  in  hand. 

Since  November  7th,  1912,  there  have  been  252  admissions,  128 
patients  have  been  discharged,  of  whom  85  have  recovered,  and  126  have 
died.  There  are  now  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  1,078  males 
and  1,023  females,  in  all  2,101.  One  patient  is,  as  already  explained, 
absent,  leaving  2,100  in  residence  and  seen  by  us.  Five  of  the  patients 
are  classed  as  private,  and  there  are  out-county  patients  chargeable  to 
Grantham,  Cockermouth,  and  Bermondsey.  There  are  no  vacancies  at 
present,  according  to  the  returns  furnished  to  us,  and  the  Asylum  is 
practically  full. 

The  maintenance  charge  per  head  per  week  is,  for  home  patients, 
9s.  lie?.;  for  out-county  patients,  14s.;  and  for  private  patients,  from 
14s.  to  21s. 

We  yesterday  saw  a  good  dinner  served  in  the  wards,  consisting  of 
meat  broth  with  vegetables,  an  unlimited  allowance  of  bread,  jam  tart, 
and  tea  as  a  drink. 

One  patient  has  been  restrained  on  73  occasions  for  a  total  of  803 
hours,  and  5  patients  have  been  secluded  on  five  occasions  for  30  hours 
in  all. 

The  Sunday  Church  of  England  services  are  not  well  attended,  and 
the  percentage  of  those  present  at  the  weekly  entertainments  is  also  very 
low,  there  is  an  average  percentage  of  patients  taken  for  weekly  walks 
beyond  the  Asylum  airing  courts,  but  within  the  boundaries  of  the  estate, 
but  the  number  of  those  able  to  walk  and  not  usually  taken  beyond  the 
wards  and  courts  is  still  very  high,  and  only  44  per  cent,  of  the  patients 
are  usually  employed  daily  throughout  the  year,  of  these  202  are  engaged 
at  work  on  the  farms  and  gardens  and  67  in  the  laundry. 

There  is  a  good  staff  of  an  attendant  or  uurse  to  every  8 ’01  patients 
and  their  record  of  service  is  very  good,  56*6  per  cent,  of  the  former  and 
37*3  per  ceut.  of  the  latter  having  over  five  years’  service. 

One  attendant  has  been  dismissed  for  misconduct. 

In  71  out  of  the  126  deaths  that  have  occurred  during  the  period 
under  review,  or  in  about  56*3  per  cent.,  the  cause  of  death  was  verified 
by  post-mortem  examination,  and  in  but  two  instances  did  bedsores  exist 
at  the  time  of  death. 

Inquests  were  held  in  two  instances,  both  cases  of  death  from  natural 
auses,  which  call  for  no  special  remark.

The  serious  but  non-fatal  casualties  comprise  two  dislocations,  both 
in  female  patients,  one  of  the  shoulder  and  the  other  of  the  elbow,  caused 
in  one  iustance  through  lifting  a  bedstead,  and  in  the  other  through  being 
knocked  down  by  another  patient.  The  third  case  was  also  that  of  a 
female  patient  whom  we  yesterday  saw  in  bed,  suffering  from  severe 
scalding  of  the  feet  and  lower  parts  of  the  legs.  The  patient  was 
allowed,  when  bathing,  to  enter  the  bath  without  the  temperature  of  the 
water  liaviug  been  previously  ascertained.  We  interviewed  the  charge 
and  head  nurse  who  were  present,  and  we  cannot  but  think  there  was 
great  want  of  care  on  their  part  in  omitting  to  test  the  temperature  of 
the  water  before  the  patient  was  permitted  to  take  her  bath,  and  it  is  an 
experience  which  we  trust  will  tend  to  greater  watchfulness  in  the 
future. 

The  general  health  is  good — but  55  men  and  67  women  being  confined 
to  bed  at  the  time  of  our  visit. 

General  paralysis  accounted  for  29*3  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  and 
phthisis  for  22*2  per  cent. 

Influenza,  of  which  there  were  11  cases,  accounted  for  the  death  of 
1  patient,  and  colitis  and  intestinal  ulceration  3  deaths,  and  there  was  l 
sporadic  case  of  enteric  fever. 

The  percentage  of  patients  considered  to  be  actively  suicidal  is  still 
high,  being  6*2  per  cent. 

The  medical  records  appear  to  be  well  kept  and  posted  to  date. 

We  are  glad  to  see  that  the  case  books  are  gradually  being  reduced  in 
number. 


Lancashire  Asylums. — 5.  Winwick. 

11  April  1913. 

We  have  been  well  pleased  with  our  visit  to  this  Asylum,  and  can 
speak  most  favourably  as  to  the  condition  in  which  we  found  it.  The 
wards,  dormitories,  and  beds  wrere  all  in  admirable  order,  and  the 
patients,  who  were  well  clad  (though  we  would  suggest  greater  variety 
and  brighter  colour  amongst  the  women’s  dresses)  and  were  orderly  in 
their  behaviour,  appeared  to  be  contented  with  their  surroundings  and 
the  arrangements  made  for  their  comfort  and  care.  Apart  from  recpiests 
for  discharge  there  was  an  entire  absence  of  complaint.  There  is  an 
ample  supply  of  books,  papers,  and  games  for  their  distraction  and 
amusement,  and  the  wards,  which  are  bright  and  cheerful,  are  well  hung 
with  pictures  and  tastefully  decorated  with  plants  and  flowers.  The 
only  suggestions  we  would  make  as  to  the  main  buildings  are  that  a 
glazed  screen  be  fixed  in  Female  Ward  6  to  separate  the  day  from  the 
night  portion  of  the  ward,  that  bathing  regulations  be  hung  in  the  ward 
bathroom  on  the  female  side,  and  that  toilet  paper  be  supplied  for  the 
male  sanitary  annexes.  At  Winwick  Hall,  whilst  we  were  in  every  way 
satisfied  with  the  condition  of  the  rooms  and  building,  as  well  as  with 
the  provision  made  for  the  training  and  amusement  of  the  more  intelli¬ 
gent  children,  we  noticed  that  in  the  rooms  set  aside  for  the  troublesome 
and  destructive  children  there  was  an  entire  absence  of  toys,  rocking- 
horses,  and  picture-books.  We  pointed  out  to  Dr.  Simpson  how  very 
necessary  it  is  to  do  everything  possible  to  try  and  amuse  and  occupy 
these  little  unfortunates,  and  although  we  of  course  fully  recognise  that 
many  toys  will  be  destroyed,  and  that  the  stock  of  playthings  will  need 
constant  renewal,  we  think  that  this  must  be  looked  on  as  inevitable  and 
as  a  necessary  adjunct  to  their  proper  care  and  treatment.  We  trust, 
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therefore,  that  steps  will  at  once  be  taken  to  give  them  an  ample  supply 
of  toys,  books,  and  other  articles  suitable  to  their  capacity  for  enjoyment. 

The  west  wing  of  the  Nurses’  Home  has  been  completed  ;  the  east 
wing  is  well  in  hand  and  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  ready  for  occupation  in  the 
late  summer  ;  the  block  for  40  boys  beyond  the  age  suitable  for  treatment 
at  Winwick  Hall  and  too  young  for  association  with  adult  patients  has 
been  commenced,  and  the  laying-out  of  the  cemetery  has  been  finished. 
Plans  will,  we  understand,  shortly  be  laid  before  our  Board  in  reference 
to  the  provision  of  suitable  verandahs  to  the  admission  wards.  Since 
May  7tli,  1912,  there  have  been  326  admissions  ;  160  patients  have  been 
discharged  or  removed,  of  whom  111  had  recovered,  and  163  have  died. 
There  are  now  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  2,150  patients — - 
947  males  and  1,203  females — of  whom  6  are  classed  as  private  and  3  are 
out-county  patients,  chargeable  to  Nantwich  and  Holborn.  All  the 
patients  are  in  residence,  and,  with  the  exception  of  32  boys  suffering 
from  measles  and  segregated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital,  have  been  seen 
by  us.  There  is  overcrowding  on  the  male  side  to  the  extent  of 
15  patients,  and  on  the  female  side  to  the  extent  of  3. 

The  maintenance  charge  per  head  for  home  patients  is  9s.  4^.,  for 
out-county  patients  14s.,  and  for  private  patients  from  14s.  to  15s.  6d. 

The  diet  gives  satisfaction,  and  we  saw  dinners  supplied  in  the  wards 
consisting  of  meat  pie  with  potatoes,  peas,  and  bread,  which  were  well 
served  and  ample  in  quantity. 

Five  patients  have  been  mechanically  restrained  by  padded  gloves  on 
five  occasions  for  1,220  hours  in  all,  and  39  have  been  secluded  on  72 
occasions  for  a  total  of  1,754  hours. 

A  fair  but  hardly  average  number  of  patients  are  present  at  the 
Sunday  Church  of  England  services,  and  services  are  held  on  Sunday 
for  Nonconformists  and  those  of  the  Roman  Catholic  faith.  The  weekly 
entertainments  are  usually  attended  by  30  per  cent,  of  the  inmates,  and 
although  29  per  cent,  of  those  able  to  walk  are  confined  to  the  wards  and 
airing  courts,  we  were  glad  to  see  that  this  is  a  considerable  reduction  on 
the  previous  return.  Fifty-one  per  cent,  are  generally  engaged  in  some 
occupation,  but  the  numbers  of  those  at  work  on  the  farms  and  in  the 
laundry  we  should  like  to  see  increased.  The  staff  is  adequate,  but  only 
15  per  cent,  of  the  nurses  can  show  over  five  years’  service,  as  compared 
with  42  per  cent  of  the  attendants.  In  only  59  per  cent,  of  the  deaths 
which  have  occurred  since  the  last  visit  post-mortem  examinations  have 
been  held.  In  none  of  the  deaths  was  a  bedsore  present,  and  it  must  be 
recorded  with  approval  that  the  same  condition  prevailed  among  the 
247  patients  whom  we  saw  in  bed  during  our  visit  to  the  wards — good 
evidence,  it  appears  to  us,  that  the  nursing  of  the  sick  is  careful  and 
efficient. 

General  paralysis  was  the  cause  of  death  of  13 '5  per  cent,  of  those 
who  died,  and  phthisis  in  15  per  cent.,  but  no  death  was  recorded  as  due 
to  senile  decay.  Two  inquests  were  held,  one  in  the  case  of  a  demented 
man,  who,  never  having  shown  any  suicidal  tendencies,  while  out 
walking  with  a  party,  suddenly  climbed  over  a  barbed-wire  fence  and 
threw  himself  into  a  pit  of  water  in  the  adjoining  field.  An  attendant 
followed  him  at  once,  but  he  and  the  patient  were  unfortunately  drowned, 
the  former  heroically  sacrificing  his  life  in  his  endeavour  to  save  that  of 
his  patient.  The  other  inquest  was  in  the  case  of  a  man  who  died  from 
pneumonia  consequent  upon  choking  by  food  and  subsequent  tracheotomy. 
All  the  rest  of  the  deaths  were  from  natural  causes.  Serious  but  non- 
fatal  casualties  occurred  in  five  instances,  and  resulted  in  fractures  of 
bones,  all  of  them  accidentally  sustained.  As  already  stated,  we  saw 
274  patients  in  bed;  these  represented  the  very  large  proportion  of 
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1 1  7  pei  cent,  of  all  the  patients.  Among  them  were  some  cases  of 
scabies  together  with  all  the  female  patients  who  were  found  to  be 
suffering  from  any  kind  of  eruption,  and  17  cases  of  scurvy,  of  which  the 
origin  has  not  yet  been  clearly  ascertained,  although  all  the  cases  are 
among  those  patients  whose  food  consisted  of  mince  and  soft  food 
generally.  Thirty-two  boys  not  seen  by  us  were  in  the  Isolation  Hospital 
suffering  from  German  measles.  In  November  there  were  13  cases  of 
chicken-pox,  and  there  has  been  a  single  case  of  scarlet  fever.  The 
sanitary  state  of  the  Asylum  cannot  therefore  be  considered  to  be 
altogether  satisfactory. 

A  e  have  examined  the  case  books,  and  found  them  to  be  well  and 
carefully  kept. 


Leicestershire  and  Rutland  Asylum.

The  following  changes  have  occurred  among  the  patients  in  the 
ten  months  which  have  elapsed  since  this  Asylum  was  last  visited  by 
members  of  our  Board  : —

A  e  find  to-day  on  the  books  the  names  of  673,  of  whom  308  are  of 
the  mam  ana  365  of  the  female  sex.  The  total  accommodation  in  the 
Asylum  is  estimated  to  be  sufficient  for  308  men  and  380  women,  and 
there  are  these  number  of  beds  now  in  position  ;  but  the  total  includes 
the  private  blocks  which,  built  for  30  of  each  sex,  are  much  under  their 
number  at  present,  only  12  male  aud  15  female  private  patients  bein^ 
lodged  in  them. 

The  overcrowding  which  exists  in  the  pauper  wards  is  relieved  at  night 
by  giving  some  of  their  inmates  beds  in  the  private  blocks,  but  there  is&no 
corresponding  relief  by  day. 

All  the  patients  whose  names  are  on  the  books  are  in  residence  and 
have  been  seen  by  us  in  the  course  of  our  visit  to-day.  We  were  satisfied 
with  their  dress  and  personal  condition  ;  they  appeared  to  be  generally 
contented  and  made  no  complaint  calling  for  mention  here.  As  a  rule 
heir  conduct  was  very  quiet  and  orderly,  the  only  exception  beiim  in 
Female  Ward  9  where  the  refractory  women  are  placed.  This  ward 
struck  us  as  rather  bare  ;  with  the  exception  of  flowers,  of  which  there 
was  a  good  supply,  and  wall  pictures,  there  was  little  to  attract  the 
patients’  attention,  which  is  so  important  with  this  class  of  cases. 

Twelve  men  aud  17  women  are  of  the  private  class,  and  15  women 
are  out-county  paupers,  received  under  contract  from  Derbyshire  ;  10  men 
are  still  boarded  out  in  Storthes  Hail. 

The  maintenance  charge  is,  for  home  paupers,  10s.  Qd.  per  week,  and 
for  private  patients  averages  15s.  7 \d.  per  week. 

The  wards  were  all  in  excellent  order,  and  the  beds  and  bedding  clean 
and  well  kept.  Some  of  the  blankets  were  worn  very  thin  ;  otherwise 
the  bed  clothes  were  in  very  good  condition.  The  gardens  were  in  ^ood 
order  and  the  shrubs  are  growing  up  well. 

Most  of  the  matters  which  were  the  subject  of  criticism  in  the  report 
of  our  Colleagues  last  year  have  received  attention — copies  of  the  bathing 
rules  have  been  placed  in  all  the  bathrooms  with  one  or  two  exceptions  ; 
the  medicine  cupboards  have  been  provided  with  inner  locked  compartments 
E  0.28 
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for  poisonous  drugs  ;  the  knife  boxes  have  lists  of  their  contents  fixed 
to  the  inside  of  their  lids  ;  the  attendants  and  nurses  have  a  weekly  fire 
drill,  and  the  nurses  are  required  to  keep  their  hat-pins  in  locked 
receptacles.  Plans  for  verandahs  for  open-air  treatment  have  been 
prepared  and  are  under  consideration  at  our  office. 

Nothing,  however,  has  been  done  with  regard  to  the  points  of  suspen¬ 
sion  noted  in  the  w.c.’s  and  lavatories  ;  no  pianos  have  been  provided  in 
the  female  wards,  and  we  think  there  might  with  advantage  be  a  larger 
quantity  of  books  in  some  of  the  wards. 

The  statistical  returns  for  1912  show  that  there  was  a  good  average 
attendance  during  the  year  at  the  Sunday  services  in  the  chapel  and  at  the 
weekly  entertainments  ;  only  5  per  cent,  were  usually  taken  for  walks 
weekly  beyond  the  estate,  and  16  per  cent,  for  daily  walks  on  the  estate 
beyond  the  airing  courts  ;  not  more  than  56  per  cent,  of  each  sex  were 
usefully  employed,  and  only  7  men  were  employed  in  the  workshops. 

No  use  of  seclusion  has  been  recorded  during  the  ten  months  ;  one  male 
patient,  who  had  an  attack  of  great  violence,  was  subjected  to  mechanical 
restraint  on  a  single  occasion  for  161,  hours. 

The  general  health  is  good  ;  of  the  25  patients  who  were  in  bed  at 
,  the  time  of  our  visit  (only  6  of  whom  were  males),  2  cases  of  advanced 
general  paralysis  were  the  only  ones  seriously  ill.  The  proportion  of 
epileptics  under  care  is  13'4  per  cent,  (males  15  per  cent.,  females  12  per 
cent.),  and  but  5  patients,  or  less  than  1  per  cent.,  are  actively  suicidal. 

Of  the  causes  of  death,  phthisis  ranks  as  the  most  common,  namely, 
24  per  cent,  of  the  total,  senile  decay  16*3  per  cent.,  and  general  paralysis 
8*2  per  cent.  The  causes  were  verified  by  post-mortem  examination  in 
94  per  cent.  ;  and  the  somewhat  high  proportion  of  12*3  per  cent,  were 
the  subject  of  bedsores. 

No  inquests  have  been  held. 

The  Asylum  has  been  free  from  zymotic  disease. 

Four  patients  have  sustained  fractures  of  bones  ;  the  injuries  were 
caused  in  2  cases  by  accidental  falls,  and  in  the  other  2  by  the  patients 
being  pushed  down  by  fellow  patients. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  for  day  duty  at  the  end  of  last 
year  numbered  1  to  every  10*7  patients  on  the  male  side,  and  1  to  12*1 
patients  on  the  female  side  ;  and  for  night  duty,  1  to  74*8  on  each  side, 
somewhat  low  proportions.  As  many  as  31  per  cent,  and  39  per  cent, 
respectively  had  served  less  than  12  months,  and  only  28  per  cent,  on 
each  side  for  over  five  years. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  properly  kept.

The  result  has  been  to  leave  on  the  books  the  names  of  923,  of  whom 
447  are  of  the  male  and  476  of  the  female  isex.  With  the  exception  of 
one  man  classed  as  private,  and  another:  chargeable  to  the  Cheadle 
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Union,  all  are  home  pauper  patients.  Among  those  removed  during  the 
period  are  included  20  women  sent  quite  recently  to  Storthes  Hall  under 
a  reception  contract.  According  to  the  estimate  of  accommodation  fur¬ 
nished  to  our  office  the  female  side  is  now  full,  and  there  are  33  vacancies', 
for  men.  Preliminary  plans  have  recently  been  submitted  for  the  erection 
of  an  additional  two-storey  block  on  each  side,  each  capable  of  receiving 
100  patients,  the  ground  floors  to  be  hospitals  with  verandahs  for  opem 
air  treatment  and  the  upper  floors  to  accommodate  chronic  patients. 
With  the  assistance  of  our  Architect,  who  met  us  to-day  at  the  Asylum, 
we  discussed  the  matter  with  Dr.  Johnston,  and  made  certain  suggestions 
with  regard  to  them  for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee. 

A  good  deal  has  been  done  since  the  last  visit  in  the  way  of  painting 
and  redecoration,  and  several  improvements,  mostly  of  a  minor  character, 
have  been  made,  among  which  we  may  mention  the  placing  of  ventilators 
in  the  padded  rooms,  the  need  for  which  was  remarked  upon  in  the  report 
of  our  Colleagues  last  year. 

The  main  drive  has  been,  re-metalled,  and  the  work  of  asphalting  the’ 
paths  in  the  airing  courts  is  in  hand. 

We  found  the  wards  to-day  in  very  good  order,  bright  and  furnished 
with  a  good  supply  of  objects  of  interest,  birds  in  large  cages  being  rather 
a  prominent  feature.  There  is  abundance  of  books,  and  additions  have 
been  made  to  the  stock  of  pianos,  bagatelle  boards,  and  gramophones. 

All  the  patients,  except  one  man  who  is  out  on  trial,  are  in  residence, 
and  were  seen  by  us  in  the  course  of  our  visit.  We  are  able  to  report 
favourably  of  their  condition  in  respect  of  dress  and  personal  tidiness. 
To  each  we  gave  full  opportunity  of  speaking  to  us,  of  which  man}/' 
availed  themselves  ;  but  we  received  no  complaints  of  the  treatment. 

Dinner  was  served  in  the  wards  during  our  visit,  consisting  of  beef 
and  bacon  with  two  vegetables,  followed  by  boiled  rice.  It  appeared  to 
be  good  and  plentiful,  and  to  give  satisfaction  to  those  who  partook  of  it. 
No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  has  been  recorded  during  the  period  under 

review  ;  8  patients  have  been  secluded  on  21  occasions  for  1 76k  hours 
in  all. 

From  the  returns  for  1912  it  appears  that  there  was  a  satisfactory 
attendance  during  the  year  at  the  Sunday  religious  services  in  the  chapel 
and  at  the  weekly  entertainments.  The  good  proportion  of  39  per  cent, 
were  usually  taken  for  weekly  walks  outside  the  estate  ;  and  as  many  as 
72  per  cent,  of  the  men  and  81  per  cent,  of  the  women  were  usefully 
employed. 

The  proportion  of  patients  confined  to  bed  amounts  to  only  2-8  per 
cent,  of  the  total  in  residence  at  the  time  of  our  visit.  A  few  of  them  are 
seriously  ill,  and  apart  from  these  cases  the  general  health  of  the  com¬ 
munity  is  good.  The  epileptics  number  in  all  139,  or  15  per  cent,  of  both 
sexes  combined,  or  males  19  per  cent.,  females  11  -  3  per  cent.  The  cases 
regarded  as  actively  suicidal  amount  to  1  -  7  per  cent. 

Four  young  idiot  boys  are  lodged  in  Female  WardE,  whilst  13  similar 
cases  included  in  Male  Ward  B  are  during  the  daytime  kept  in  a  separate 
room  near  Gr  Ward,  where  they  are  well  provided  with  toys  ;  but  it  would 
be  an  undoubted  advantage  if  provision  could  be  made  for  the  accommo¬ 
dation  of  all  these  cases  entirely  apart  from  that  for  adults. 

The  causes  of  death — verified  in  61  per  cent,  by  post-mortem  examina¬ 
tion — have  included  general  paralysis,  21*3  per  cent.  ;  phthisis,  7*4  per 
cent.  ;  other  forms  of  tuberculosis,  4-2  per  cent.  ;  and  senile  decay,  7*4 
per  cent.  Only  one  of  the  patients  who  died  was  the  subject  of  a  bedsore. 
Inquests  have  been  held  in  2  cases,  in  each  of  which  death  was  accelerated 
by  fracture  of  the  thigh. 
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There  have  been  no  cases  of  zymotic  disease  recorded  during  the 
period  under  review  ;  and  as  regards  serious  (noil-fatal)  casualties,  2  female 
patients  have  sustained  fractures  of  the  wrist  from  falls  one  accidental,  the 
other  intentional.  The  latter  patient  is  at  present  under  treatment.  She 
was  in  a  ward  on  the  first  floor  under  observation  for  her  suicidal  ten¬ 
dencies,  and  on  the  4th  instant,  whilst  the  attention  of  the  nurse  in  charge 
was  called  to  another  case,  she  managed  to  slip  into  the  nurse’s  room, 
which  was  being  cleaned,  and  to  throw  herself  from  the  window.  She 
suffered  from  slight  concussion,  as  well  as  from  the  fracture  for  which  she 
is  being  treated.  The  sash  of  the  window  in  question  has  now  been 

stopped.  _  . 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  of  adequate  strength  ;  then 

record  of  service  is  about  up  to  the  average  in  the  case  of  the  men,  but 
somewhat  less  satisfactory  in  that  of  the  women. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  properly  kept  up  to 

date.

Since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues  last  December  the  following  changes 
have  occurred  among  the  patients  in  this  Asylum  :

There  are  on  the  books  to-day  the  names  of  217  male  and  249  female 
patients,  making  a  total  of  466.  Twenty-two  are  of  the  private  class, 
for  whom  the  charges  vary  from  14s.  to  21s.  a  week.  The  out-county 
patients,  who  number  181,  include  64  of  each  sex  received  undei  contract 
from  Peterborough,  20  men  from  London,  and  30  women  from  West 
Ham.  We  observe  that  the  patients  are  2  in  excess  of  the  estimated 
accommodation  on  the  male  side,  and  34  in  excess  on  the  female  side. 
Some  relief  will  be  afforded  when  the  West  Ham  contract  runs  out,  but 
this  will  not  be  till  August  1914. 

We  saw  all  the  patients  whose  names  are  on  the  books,  and  gave  to 
each  the  opportunity  of  speaking  to  us,  and  making  complaints  if  so 
disposed  ;  but  very  few  complaints  were  made  to  us,  and  general 
contentment  appeared  to  prevail. 

The  dress  and  personal  condition  of  the  inmates  was  satisfactory,  and 
behaviour  quiet  and  orderly. 

The  Asylum  was  in  very  good  order  throughout,  the  day-rooms  well 
furnished  with  objects  to  interest  the  patients  ;  the  beds  and  bedding  were 
good  and  sufficient. 

We  have  again  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  commented  on  in  previous 
entries,  that  no  copies  of  the  bathing  regulations  are  placed  in  the  bath¬ 
rooms  ;  and  we  must  also  again  point  out  the  importance  of  seeing  that 
hat-pins  and  other  dangerous  articles  should  not  be  left  in  unlocked 
drawers  in  the  rooms  of  nurses  and  attendants. 

We  saw  a  good  and  plentiful  dinner  of  steak  pudding  with  canotr? 
served  in  the  wards.  The  patients  spoke  well  of  it  and  made  no 
complaints  to  us  with  regard  to  the  diet  generally. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded  during 
the  four  months  covered  by  this  report. 

From  the  returns  furnished  to  our  office  for  1912  it  appears  that  a 
satisfactory  proportion  of  patients  usually  attended  the  Sunday  services 
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in  the  chapel  and  the  weekly  entertainments  ;  29  per  cent,  were  taken 
for  weekly  walks  beyond,  and  for  daily  walks  on,  the  estate.  The 
proportion  usually  employed  on  the  male  side  left  room  for  improvement  ; 
that  on  the  female  side  was  fairly  good. 

At  the  time  of  our  visit  only  8  patients  of  each  sex  were  in  bed  ;  the 
general  health  being  very  good. 

The  proportion  of  epileptics  to  the  total  in  residence  is  12 '2  per  cent., 
the  figures  being  much  higher  on  the  male  (16’ 1)  than  on  the  female 
(8-8)  side.  There  are  at  present  10  patients  under  supervision  owing  to 
suicidal  tendencies,  or  2’  1  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number. 

The  Asylum  has  been  free  from  zymotic  disease,  nor  have  there  been 
any  serious  casualties  amongst  the  patients  during  the  four  months  under 
review. 

Of  the  19  deaths  which  have  occurred  in  the  period,  2  were  due  to 
phthisis  aud  2  to  senile  decay. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  79  per  cent,  of  the  total 
deaths,  and  in  no  case  was  a  bedsore  present. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  was  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
in  the  proportion  of  1  to  1 1  *  1  patients.  Their  record  of  service  was  good, 
only  14  per  cent,  of  the  men  and  4  per  cent,  of  the  women  having  served 
less  than  a  year,  while  59  per  cent,  and  29  per  cent,  respectively  had 
served  over  five  years. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  properly  kept.

We  have  yesterday  and  to-day  visited  and  inspected  all  parts  of  this 
Institution,  and  can  report  favourably  on  the  state  in  which  we  found  it 
and  its  inmates. 

Since  it  was  last  visited  by  members  of  our  Board,  namely,  on  the 
5th  July  last  year,  the  following  changes  have  taken  place  amongst  the 
patient  population  : —

There  wrere  on  the  statutory  books  when  we  commenced  our  visit  the 
names  of  2,483  patients,  in  the  proportion  of  1,105  men  to  1,378  women. 
Of  these,  6  of  each  sex  were  out  on  trial,  but  the  remainder,  2,471  in 
number,  were  all  in  residence,  and  have  been  seen  by  us  and  given  every 
opportunity  of  speaking  to  us. 

Twenty-seven  men  and  23  women  are  classed  as  private  patients,  but 
these  are  warded  with  the  other  patients  and  have  no  special  advantages. 

Two  patients  of  each  sex  are  from  out-county  unions,  for  whom  the 
weekly  maintenance  rate  is  14s.  per  head  ;  that  for  the  home  patients 
has  been  raised  this  year  to  10s.  2 \d.,  and  for  the  private  patients  is 
from  10s.  2^ri.  to  15s.  2 d. 

The  Asylum  is  full,  and  remains,  as  regards  the  day  space,  over¬ 
crowded,  there  being  an  excess  of  79  patients  on  the  male  side  and  123 
on  the  female  side  according  to  the  return  made  to  us. 
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We  were  quite  satisfied  with  the  condition  of  the  patients  as  regards 
their  dress  and  personal  appearance.  They  appear  also  to  be  kindly  and 
considerately  treated  by  the  staff,  and,  apart  from  appeals  for  discharge, 
we  received  very  few  complaints,  and  on  investigation  none  of  them  were 
substantiated.  In  the  course  of  inquiry  into  a  complaint  made  by  a  male 
patient  named  W.  B.,  that  he  had  seen  another  patient,  P.  W.  W,,  struck 
by  an  attendant  whilst  being  “  forcibly  fed,”  as  he  expressed  it,  while 
we  could  obtain  no  corroboration  of  this,  it  appeared  that  the  patient  had 
offered  resistance  whilst  being  given  some  medicine,  and  a  feeding-gag 
had  been  used  to  open  his  mouth  without  the  knowledge  of  a  medical 
officer  and  contrary  to  the  regulations. 

The  conduct  and  behaviour  of  the  patients  was  very  good,  with  the 
exception  of  some  noisy  excitement  in  some  of  the  larger  wards.  We 
regret  that  nothing  further  has  yet  been  done  towards  breaking  up  some 
of  these  large  wards  on  either  side  of  the  building  ;  but  we  understand 
that  the  matter  was  before  the  old  Committee,  and  we  earnestly  hope 
that  before  long  a  plan  to  bring  about  this  much-needed  reform  will  be 
considered  by  the  new  Sub- Committee.  We  would  venture  to  suggest 
that  it  may  be  found  possible  to  include  in  any  such  plan  three  aims, 
which,  while  distinct,  have  nevertheless  a  mutual  dependence,  namely, 
the  separating  up  of  the  large  wards  each  into  two  or  three  smaller  oues, 
an  increase  in  the  extent  of  the  ground  floor  infirmary  accommodation, 
and  a  detached  admission  hospital  for  the  reception  and  better  treatment 
of  recent  and  recoverable  cases.  In  connection  with  the  last  point  we 
were  glad  to  learn  that  two  of  the  extension  wards  of  A  Block  are  being 
rearranged  for  the  better  accommodation  of  the  newly-admitted  female 
patients.  In  illustration  of  the  pressing  need  of  the  first  point,  we  would 
refer  to  the  good  order  and  tranquillity  that  prevailed  in  two  of  the  wards 
in  R  Block,  where  the  patients  are  of  a  much  more  acute  type  than  in 
Ward  D  with  its  173  patients,  but  in  the  latter  ward  the  noisy  excitement 
of  one  patient,  which  commenced  soon  after  our  entry,  rapidly  spread 
through  the  ward,  and  much  interfered  with  those  desirous  of  speaking 
with  us.  We  would  emphasise  the  fact  that  the  housing  of  so  many  as 
1,470  patients  in  only  nine  wards  must  make  it  impossible  to  accord  them 
that  classification  which  is  not  only  desirable  but  to  which  they  are 
entitled. 

The  day-rooms  throughout  were  in  proper  order,  and  well  supplied 
with  books,  papers,  and  objects  to  interest  the  patients.  We  were 
informed  that  16  new  pianos  have  been  lately  provided,  some  of  them  in 
replacement  of  old  ones. 

We  think  the  cleanliness  of  the  sanitary  aunexes  of  the  larger  blocks 
was  particularly  creditable  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  accommodation 
there  is  inadequate  for  the  large  population  of  those  wards.  We  were 
glad  to  note  that  in  the  two  villas  a  liberal  amount  of  parole  is  accorded 
to  the  patients  living  there. 

The  dormitories  aud  single  rooms  were  clean  and  in  good  order,  and 
generally  the  bedding  was  cleau  and  good,  but  we  saw  several  sheets 
and  blankets  which  were  worn  out  and  .should  be  replaced. 

In  the  ward  bathrooms  and  also  in  the  general  bathrooms  there  were 
some  thermometers  which  were  out  of  order.  We  consider  that  it  is  very 
important  that  these  should  be  frequently  inspected  and  replaced  where 
found  to  be  defective. 

Among  the  improvements  and  alterations  we  noticed  the  enlargement 
aud  improved  lighting  of  the  male  attendants’  association  room,  a  cold- 
storage  chamber  and  plant  in  the  butcher’s  shop,  and  the  painting  and 
redecoration  of  the  kitchen. 
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We  were  glad  to  learn  that  the  enlargement  of  the  verandahs  at  the 
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Male  Wards  Nos.  6,  7,  and  8  will  shortly  be  taken  in  hand. 

We  yesterday  saw  the  dinner  served  in  some  of  the  wards  on  the 
female  side  ;  it  consisted  of  thick  sonp  followed  by  marmalade  padding. 
To-day  we  saw  the  dinner  being  prepared  in  the  kitchen,  it  being  fried 
and  boiled  fish  with  potatoes,  following  by  rice  pudding.  It  all  appeared 
to  be  of  good  quality,  and  we  had  no  complaints  as  to  the  diet. 

From  the  returns  furnished  to  our  Board  for  last  year  we  find  that 
the  percentages  of  patients  attending  the  Church  of  England  services 
remain  very  low.  We  have  made  some  suggestions  to  Dr.  Spark  how 
we  think  this  may  he  improved,  and  he  has  promised  to  consider  them. 

The  attendances  also  at  the  weekly  entertainments  were  poor. 

The  number  of  patients  usually  taken  daily  for  walks  on  the  Asylum 
estate  was  good,  but  we  should  like  to  see  the  percentage  of  those  taken 
for  weekly  walks  beyond  the  estate  increased. 

Fifty-three  per  cent,  of  the  patients  were  usefully  employed  during 
last  year,  and  we  were  glad  to  learn  that  the  output  from  the  shops  as 
the  result  of  the  patients’  labour  has  been  increased. 

The  87  male  and  72  female  deaths  were  all  from  natural  causes, 
which  were  verified  by  post-mortem  examination  in  the  excellent  pro¬ 
portion  of  88  per  cent,  of  the  cases.  The  causes  included  tuberculosis 
to  the  extent  of  Id  per  cent.,  which  affected  the  sexes  about  equally. 
General  paralysis  was  the  cause  in  33  per  cent,  of  the  male  and  in  not 
quite  10  per  cent,  of  the  female  deaths.  From  the  annual  statistics  it 
would  appear  that  at  the  end  of  last  year  3  per  cent,  of  the  male  and 
1’8  per  cent,  of  the  female  patients  then  in  residence  were  general 
paralytics,  while  just  over  9  per  cent,  of  the  like  number  were  epileptics. 

We  saw  79  patients  (34  men  and  45  women)  in  bed,  a  number  which 
represents  only  3  per  cent,  of  the  total.  Rather  more  than  a  third  of 
those  in  bed  were  there  as  new  admissions  or  by  reason  of  their  mental 
condition.  No  one  was  the  subject  of  a  bedsore  excepting  a  man,  in 
whose  case  one  was  present  on  admission,  and  in  only  one  case  did  such 
lesion  exist  at  the  time  of  death.  In  other  directions,  too,  we  saw  many 
evidences  that  the  sick  and  infirm  receive  careful  and  skilful  nursing. 
We  were  glad  to  notice  that  the  uniform  of  the  nurses  is  now  of  a 
washable  material. 

Serious  casualties  have  been  limited  to  five  fractures  and  two  disloca¬ 
tions  ;  one  of  the  former  was  sustained  in  a  struggle  with  a  nurse  and 
one  of  the  latter  was  the  result  of  a  blow  from  a  fellow  patient,  the  others 
were  due  to  accidental  falls. 

There  has  been  no  recorded  use  of  mechanical  restraint,  but  5  women 
have  been  secluded  on  17  occasions  for  a  total  duration  of  15  hours. 

An  adequate  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  maintained,  and  their 
record  of  service  is  very  good,  77  per  cent,  of  the  men  and  50  per  cent, 
of  the  women  being  able  to  reckon  over  five  years’  service. 

The  statutory  registers  and  case  books  are  all  in  excellent  order.  A 
commencement  has  been  made  to  keep  the  latter  on  the  loose-leaf  system. 
The  entries  give  evidence  of  much  good  work  on  the  part  of  the  medical 
staff

There  were  left  on  the  books  the  names  of  2,2*14,  namely,  1,135  of 
the  male  and  1,109  of  the  female  sex.  One  of  the  women  is  absent  on 
trial,  and  one  man  died  during  our  visit  ;  with  these  exceptions  we  saw 
all  the  patients.  Sixty-five  are  of  the  private  class,  for  whom  the  charges 
vary  from  10s.  2^d.  to  15s.  2d.  per  week,  and  5  are  out-county  paupers, 
the  rest  are  chargeable  to  Unions  within  the  county.  According  to  the 
return  furnished  to  us  the  estimated  accommodation  is,  on  the  male  side, 
sufficient  for  but  1,115  and  on  the  female  side  for  1,663  patients,  and 
there  is  therefore  on  this  showing  overcrowding  beyond  the  proper 
number  to  the  extent  of  20  on  the  male  and  56  on  the  female  side. 

We  found  the  Asylum  and  all  its  dependencies  in  excellent  order 
throughout  and  well  supplied  with  objects  to  interest  and  amuse  the 
inmates.  Since  the  last  visit  several  improvements  of  a  minor  character 
have  been  carried  out,  and  some  parts  have  been  redecorated  ;  one  ward 
on  each  side  was  in  the  hands  of  the  decorators  when  we  visited  it. 

We  noticed  in  one  of  the  nurses’  rooms  a  knife,  and  in  that  and  others 
hat-pins  left  about  which  would  be  a  source  of  danger  to  patients  of 
suicidal  tendency  who  might  succeed  in  gaining  access  to  the  rooms.  AH 
such  articles  should  be  kept  securely  locked  up  in  a  drawer  or  other  such 
receptacle. 

We  were  very  favourably  impressed  with  the  dress  of  the  patients, 
which  was  of  good  materials  and  pleasantly  varied  in  colour.  Then- 
conduct  was  everywhere  quiet  and  orderly,  even  in  those  wards  where 
the  most  troublesome  class  are  lodged.  Many  appealed  for  discharge, 
but  none  of  those  who  did  so  were,  in  our  opinion,  fit  to  be  released. 
Except  with  regard  to  detention  general  contentment  prevailed,  and  no 
complaints  were  made  to  us  which  call  for  mention  here. 

We  saw  dinner  served  in  the  wards  on  both  days  of  our  visit ;  that  of 
yesterday  consisted  of  boiled  beef  and  potatoes,  followed  by  rice  pudding 
and  treacle,  that  of  to-day  was  soup,  with  jam  roll  to  follow. 

Daylight  failed  before  we  left  the  wards  yesterday,  and  the  electric 
light  was  turned  on.  The  light  supplied  appeared  to  us  quite  insufficient 
lor  the  requirements,  and  likely  to  try  the  eyes  of  any  patient  who  tried 
to  read  by  it. 

Ao  use  of  mechanical  restraint  has  been  recorded  during  the  period 
under  review  ;  64  patients  have  been  secluded  on  2,145  occasions  for 
1,053J  hours  in  all. 

From  the  returns  of  1912  we  learn  that  there  were  at  the  end  of  the 
year  the  high  proportion  of  4*8  per  cent,  of  the  patients  under  constant 
supervision,  and  the  proportion  to-day  is  fully  as  high.  There  was  some 
improvement  in  the  numbers  usually  attending  the  Church  services  on 
Sunday,  but  the  proportion  was  still  below  the  average  ;  the  weekly 
entertainments,  however,  had  the  excellent  average  attendance  of  61  *4  per 
cent.  Only  11  per  cent,  were  taken  for  walks  beyond  the  estate,  but  all 
able  to  walk  were  taken  round  the  boundaries  during  the  summer  months. 
Ihe  good  proportion  of  71  *4  of  the  male  patients  were  usefully  employed  ; 
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and  we  saw  at  our  visit  to-day  a  good  number  doing  good  work  in  the 
shops  which  are  so  excellent  a  feature  of  this  Institution.  On  the  female 
side  the  average  of  employment  is  fair,  but  by  no  means  so  good  as  that 
of  the  men. 

With  one  exception  all  the  deaths  were  due  to  natural  causes,  and  in 
the  very  large  and  satisfactory  proportion  of  99  per  cent,  (or  all  but  2) 
post-mortem  examinations  were  made.  A  bedsore  was  present  in  one 
instance' only,  which  speaks  well  for  the  nursing  of  the  sick.  In  16  per 
cent,  of  the  deaths  general  paralysis  was  the  cause,  and  in  14  per  cent., 
phthisis.  No  death  was  attributed  solely  to  senile  decay.  One  death 
resulted  from  typhoid  fever,  of  which  there  have  been  altogether  6  cases  ; 
these,  with  5  cases  of  dysentery,  represent  all  those  of  zymotic  disease 
which  have  appeared  in  the  Asylum  since  the  last  visit.  The  exceptional 
death  was  that  of  a  female  patient  who  succeeded  in  hanging  herself  after 
a  previous  attempt  at  strangulation,  and  in  whose  case  a  special  inquiry 
made  by  the  Committee  led  them  to  reprimand  severely  the  nurses  who 
had  charge  of  her  for  lack  of  proper  supervision.  In  this  instance,  in 
those  of  two  others  who  died  suddenly  from  natural  causes,  and  in  that 
of  a  fourth  who  was  suffocated  in  a  severe  epileptic  fit,  the  only  inquests 
were  held. 

Accidental  fractures  of  bones  in  a  patient  of  each  sex  represent  all 
the  serious  but  noil-fatal  casualties  which  have  occurred  since  the  last 
visit. 

In  the  same  period  the  general  health  appears  to  have  been  good,  and 
although  we  found  as  many  as  168  patients,  or  7 ‘5  per  cent,  of  the  whole, 
in  bed,  18  were  there  for  scabies,  and  many  for  mental  reasons  or  for  old 
age  and  debility  only.  In  4  cases  bedsores  were  present. 

We  noticed  with  much  approval  the  many  patients  who  were  under¬ 
going,  with  evident  benefit  and  pleasure,  open-air  treatment  in  the 
verandahs. 

An  adequate  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  employed.  The  record 
of  service  is  very  satisfactory  in  the  case  of  the  former,  but  that  of  the 
nurses  leaves  something  to  be  desired. 

In  the  temporary  absence  of  Dr.  Stansfield  we  were  accompanied 
round  the  wards  by  Dr.  Faulks,  Dr.  Evans,  and  their  Colleagues,  who 
gave  us  all  the  information  and  assistance  we  required. 

The  case  books  continue  to  be  carefully  kept ;  but  they  are  far  too 
numerous  owing  to  the  want  of  concentration  of  the  scattered  records  of 
cases. 


London  Asylums. — 3.  Cane  Hill. 

21  January  1913. 

We  have  during  yesterday  and  to-day  made  a  thorough  inspection  of 
all  parts  of  this  Asylum  and  its  dependencies,  and  can  report  that  it 
continues  to  be  maintained  in  very  good  order. 

During  the  period  that  has  elapsed  since  the  last  visit  of  members  of 
our  Board  on  the  6th  March  1912,  the  following  changes  have  taken 
place  amongst  the  patient  population  : —

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There  are  to-day  on  the  statutory  books  of  the  Institution  the  names 
of  2,199  patients,  in  the  proportion  of  954  men  to  1,245  women.  One 
woman  is  out  on  trial,  and  the  remainder,  with  the  exception  of  one  man 
who  died  this  morning,  have  been  seen  by  us,  and  all  given  opportunities 
of  speaking  with  us. 

Of  the  above  number  27  men  and  30  women  are  classed  as  private 
patients,  and  4  women  are  chargeable  to  out-county  unions. 

The  weekly  maintenance  charge  for  the  home  patients  is  10s.  2 \d.  per 
head,  that  for  the  out-county  patients  14s.,  and  for  the  private  patients 
from  9s.  1 1  d.  to  16s.  11  d. 

The  Asylum  is  still  over  full,  there  being  an  excess  of  30  patients  on 
the  male  side  and  42  on  the  female  side.  Since  the  last  visit  the  late 
Steward’s  house  (Postern  Villa)  has  been  altered,  and  accommodation 
provided  there  for  1 3  female  patients. 

We  found  the  patients  on  both  sides  very  quiet  and  orderly  in  their 
behaviour,  and  they  appeared  comfortable  and  contented  with  their 
surroundings.  Apart  from  a  few  appeals  for  discharge,  we  received  no 
complaints  as  to  their  treatment.  Their  dress  and  personal  condition 
was  quite  satisfactory. 

Yesterday  we  saw  the  dinner,  consisting  of  boiled  mutton  with 
potatoes  and  cabbage,  served  in  several  of  the  female  wards,  and  to-day, 
on  the  male  side,  consisting  of  pea  soup  with  bread,  followed  by  baked 
currant  pudding.  We  received  no  complaints  as  to  the  diet. 

The  condition  of  the  dayrooms  and  dormitories  was  all  that  could  be 
desired  ;  the  former  were  well  supplied  with  books,  papers,  games,  and 
objects  to  interest  the  patients,  and  in  the  latter  the  beds  and  bedding 
were  clean  and  in  good  condition.  In  some  of  the  nurses’  bedrooms 
which  are  off  the  wards  we  found  exposed  some  hat-pins.  We  think  that 
such  articles  should  be  kept  in  locked  drawers,  and  we  understand  that 
Sir  James  Moody  will  have  a  regulation  published  to  this  effect. 

The  provision  of  better  ventilation  in  the  single  rooms  has  now  been 
completed,  as  well  as  that  in  some  of  the  sanitary  annexes. 

At  the  farm  buildings  new  poultry  sheds  with  runs  have  been  put  up, 
and  an  incubator  room  provided. 

From  the  returns  for  last  year,  furnished  to  our  office,  we  learn  that 
the  attendances  at  the  Church  of  England  morning  and  afternoon  services 
on  Sundays  continued  to  be  good,  41  per  cent,  of  the  patients  being 
usually  present  at  either  service. 

For  the  Roman  Catholic  patients,  of  whom  there  were  215,  services 
were  held  on  the  second  aud  last  Sundav  of  each  month,  and  were 

*j 

usually  attended  by  about  114  patients. 

Forty  per  cent,  were  usually  present  at  the  weekly  entertainments, 
and  the  good  proportion  of  28  per  cent,  usually  walked  out  weekly 
beyond  the  Asylum  estate,  whilst  only  4  per  cent,  were  entirely  confined 
to  the  wards  and  airing  courts. 

The  percentage  of  patients  of  both  sexes  who  were  usually  employed 
was  satisfactory,  being  62  per  cent.  ;  a  large  number  of  the  men,  350, 
were  engaged  on  the  farm  and  gardens,  and  296  and  96  of  the  women  in 
the  sewing  rooms  and  laundry  respectively. 

There  is  no  record  of  the  use  of  mechanical  restraint,  and  seclusion 
was  only  resorted  to  in  the  case  of  one  woman  once  for  a  very  short  time. 

The  general  health  of  the  establishment  is  good,  there  being  at  the 
present  time  only  44  patients  (or  2  per  cent,  of  the  community)  in  bed, 
and  but  few  of  them  severely  ill.  The  epileptics  amount  to  less  than 
6  per  cent,  of  the  total  in  residence,  whilst  there  are  only  3  patients 
regarded  as  actively  suicidal.  Cases  of  tubercular  disease  are  compara¬ 
tively  few,  and  we  saw  2  patients  suffering  from  phthisis  lying  in  bed  on 
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the  verandah  attached  to  the  Male  Ward  Gr.  2.  In  this  connection  we 
note  with  satisfaction  that  a  portion  of  the  asphalted  court  adjoining 
Female  Ward  A.  1  has  been  enclosed,  and  the  access  from  the  ward  to 
this  area  improved,  so  as  to  permit  of  intirm  patients  being  afforded 
opportunity  of  spending  as  much  time  as  possible  in  the  open  air. 

The  causes  of  death,  verified  by  post-mortem  examination  in  the 
highly  satisfactory  proportion  of  91  2  per  cent.,  have  included  general 
paralysis  21  per  cent.,  phthisis  5 ‘2  per  cent.,  and  senile  decay  6*1  per 
eent.  No  one  who  died  was  suffering  from  a  bedsore,  nor  was  this 
complication  present  in  any  of  the  cases  at  present  confined  to  bed,  facts 
which  testify  to  the  nursing  care  that  is  bestowed  on  the  sick  and 
bedridden. 

One  inquest  has  been  held.  It  was  in  the  case  of  a  male  patient  who 
died  from  cardiac  failure  a  few  days  after  his  admission.  The  circum¬ 
stances,  which  were  reported  to  our  Board  at  the  time,  were  such  as  to 
lead  the  coroner’s  jury  to  recommend  that  a  suitable  ambulance  should 
be  provided  by  the  Poor  Law  Authorities  for  the  conveyance  of  patients 
to  the  Asylum,  a  recommendation  which  has  our  entire  concurrence. 

A  single  case  of  dysentery  and  1  of  erysipelas  formed  the  total 
number  of  cases  of  zymotic  disease  (apart  from  influenza)  recorded  during 
the  period  under  review. 

During  the  same  time  there  have  been  only  3  casualties  of  a  serious 
nature,  in  which  fractures  were  caused  in  each  case  by  accidental  falls. 
Two  were  instances  of  fractured  femur,  both  in  females  ;  the  third  was  the 
case  of  a  young  man  who  sustained  a  compound  comminuted  fracture  of 
the  bones  of  the  leg  by  falling  in  a  fit,  and  in  his  case  it  became  necessary 
to  resort  to  amputation  of  the  limb. 

An  adequate  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  maintained,  averaging 
for  day  duty  1  to  every  9 ' 7  patients,  and  the  record  of  their  service 
continues  to  be  satisfactory,  85  per  cent,  of  the  men  and  36  of  the  nurses 
being  able  to  reckon  over  five  years’  service  in  the  Asylum. 

Several  changes  have  taken  place  lately  in  the  medical  staff,  including 
the  promotion  of  Dr.  Cribb  to  be  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Durham 
County  Asylum. 

We  find  the  case  books  and  other  medical  records  continue  to  be  kept 
in  the  same  excellent  manner  as  they  have  hitherto  been. 


London  Asylums. — 4.  Claybury. 

25  January  1913. 

We  have  for  the  past  two  days  and  a  half  been  engaged  in  our 
annual  inspection  of  this  Asylum  ;  we  have  been  over  the  whole  of  the 
buildings  and  have  seen  all  the  patients  in  residence.  Throughout  our 
visits  we  were  accompanied  by  Dr.  Jones  who,  it  is  needless  to  say,  gave 
us  the  greatest  possible  assistance  in  reference  to  many  questions  calling 
for  inquiry  in  relation  to  the  patients  and  any  matters  bearing  upon  the 
administration  of  the  Institution.  He  is  evidently  on  the  best  of  terms 
with  those  under  his  care  and  showed  a  very  thorough  knowledge  of 
their  individual  cases.  We  gave  private  interviews  to  six  patients  and 
spoke  to  numbers  of  them,  to  all  indeed  whom  we  could  induce  to  euter 
into  conversation  with  us.  We  think  it  says  much  for  the  tactful  and 
judicious  manner  in  which  they  are  treated  that,  amongst  so  large  a 
number  of  patients  there  was  a  very  general  air  of  contentment  prevailing 
in  reference  to  their  surroundings  and  the  provisions  made  for  their  care 
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— not  a  few,  including  those  who  had  recovered  and  were  on  the  eve  of 
discharge,  expressed  themselves  as  indebted  to  the  medical  and  nursing 
staff  for  the  kindness  and  attention  they  had  received  at  their  hands.' 
There  was  a  total  absence  of  excitement,  and  the  patients  even  in  the 
acute  wards  were  quiet  and  well  behaved.  The  day-rooms  were  com¬ 
fortable  and,  as  well  as  the  dormitories,  were  in  capital  order,  but  we 
thought,  as  did  our  Colleagues  on  the  occasion  of  their  last  visit,  that 
several  of  the  blankets  and  sheets  were  very  much  worn  and  past  use. 
We  have  every  sympathy  with  practical  economy  in  matters  of  detail,  but, 
although  the  renovation  of  the  bpd  linen  has  lately  been  somewhat  more 
generously  dealt  with,  there  appears  to  us  to  be  room  for  still  greater 
latitude  in  this  respect,  as  some  of  the  articles  which  we  saw  in  use  on 
the  beds  should  be  condemned  and  replaced  by  new  ones.  During  our 
visit  to  Claybury  Hail  this  morning  we  gave  a  fire  alarm  which  was  very 
promptly  responded  to,  water  being  thrown  on  the  roof  after  a  lapse  of 
but  minutes.  We  should  mention  that  the  sanitary  conveniences  in 
the  park  fronting  the  Hall  are  not  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  but  we  are 
glad  to  be  informed  that  more  suitable  structures  are  shortly  to  be 
erected. 

Since  June  6th,  1912,  there  have  been  317  admissions,  and  182  patients 
have  been  discharged  or  removed,  of  whom  126  had  recovered,  and  there 
have  been  139  deaths.  There  were,  when  we  commenced  our  visit,  the 
names  of  2,487  patients  on  the  statutory  books,  viz.,  1,036  male  and 
1,451  females,  of  whom  100  of  the  former  and  37  of  the  latter  are 
private  patients.  There  are  3  out-county  patients  chargeable  to  West 
Ham  and  Edmonton.  Those  on  trial  number  5  men  and  8  women,  leaving 
in  residence  2,474  patients,  all  of  whom  we  have  seen  with  the  exception 
of  one  woman  who  died  during  the  course  of  our  visit. 

According  to  the  returns  made  to  us  there  is  at  present  overcrowding 
to  the  number  of  126  ;  32  on  the  male  and  94  on  the  female  side. 

The  maintenance  charge  per  head  per  week  is,  for  home  patients, 
10s.  2 \cl.  ;  for  out-county,  14s.  ;  and  for  private  patients,  from  10s.  2\d.  to 
40s.  per  week. 

We  saw  dinners  in  the  wards,  which  were  nicely  served,  on  two  days 
of  our  visit  ;  they  consisted  of  roast  pork,  potatoes,  greens,  and  bread  on 
the  first  day,  and,  on  the  other,  of  fried  fish  with  potatoes  and  bread. 
The  introduction  into  the  kitchens,  of  this  and  of  some  other  asylums,  of 
appliances  for  frying  the  fish,  has  rendered  popular  what  was  formerly  a 
somewhat  unfavoured  form  of  diet. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  mechanical  restraint,  and  but  one  patient 
has  been  secluded  on  one  occasion  for  only  10  minutes. 

We  are  glad  to  observe  that  as  many  as  1 70  patients  have,  whilst  on 
trial,  had  money  allowances  granted  them. 

The  percentage  of  patients  who  attend  the  Sunday  morning  Church 
of  England  service — there  is  no  afternoon  service — still  remains  low, 
viz.,  22  per  cent.,  but  is  an  improvement  on  that  of  the  previous  year. 
For  Nonconformists  there  are  services  every  Sunday  evening  and  on 
three  days  during  the  week,  and  for  those  of  the  Roman  Catholic  faith 
there  are  week-day  services  as  well  as  on  holy  days. 

The  very  good  proportion  of  over  38  per  cent,  are  usually  present  at 
the  weekly  entertainments,  and  but  14  per  cent,  of  those  able  to  walk  are 
confined  to  the  wards  and  airing  courts,  whilst  the  excellent  proportion 
of  68  per  cent,  of  the  patients  are  employed  in  some  form  of  occupation 
daily  throughout  the  year,  21  men  being  engaged  in  the  tailors’  and 
shoemakers’  shops,  31  as  carpenters,  painters,  &c.,  150  on  the  farm  and 
gardens,  and  118  women  in  the  laundry. 
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There  is  an  adequate  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses,  there  being 
1  to  every  9  •  8  of  the  patients  for  day  duty,  and  their  record  of  service 
still  continues  to  be  very  good,  over  72  per  cent,  of  the  attendants  and 
over  43  per  cent,  of  the  nurses  having  over  five  years’  service. 

The  general  health  is  excellent,  only  4  men  and  44  females  being 
seen  by  us  in  bed.  It  is  remarkable  that  at  this  time  of  the  year, 
especially,  out  of  so  large  a  number  of  patients,  it  should  only  be  found 
necessary  to  keep  so  few  altogether  in  bed.  We  are  glad  to  know  that 
so  many  of  the  aged  and  feeble  ones  are  thus  afforded  the  benefit  and  sense 
of  relief  which  comes  to  them  from  sitting  up  for  a  few  hours  daily, 
which,  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  fact  that  the  only  five  at  all  serious 
casualties  that  have  occurred  have  been  fractures  of  a  comparatively 
unimportant  character,  speaks  much  for  the  care  and  attention  of  the 
nurses  and  attendants. 

There  have  been  a  few  cases  of  dysentery,  but  the  number  of  patients 
who  have  recently  suffered  from  the  disease  in  this  Asylum  is  much  less 
than  in  former  years. 

No  inquest  has  been  held,  the  139  deaths  having  ail  been  due  to 
natural  causes,  which  in  the  satisfactory  proportion  of  89  per  cent,  were 
verified  by  post-mortem  examinations. 

We  spent  some  time  with  Dr.  Mott  in  the  laboratory,  and  were  greatly 
interested  in  the  important  research  and  other  work  which  continues  to 
be  carried  on  there. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  properly  written  up  to 
date.  The  number  of  the  former  has  become  very  large.  We  should 
like  to  see  it  much  reduced  by  carrying  forward  into  special  volumes  the 
cases  that  are  now  scattered  through  the  earlier  books.

Since  this  Institution  was  last  visited  by  members  of  our  Board  in 
October  last  and  up  to  the  commencement  of  our  visit  yesterday,  the

There  were  yesterday  morning  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of 
997  men  and  1,552  women,  a  total  of  2,549  patients,  of  whem  were  in 
residence  2,545,  1  man  and  3  women  being  out  on  trial. 

During  the  time  we  were  visiting  10  men  left  for  the  Durham  County 
Asylum,  and  2  women  died  ;  these  patients  were  not  seen  by  us,  but  the 
remainder,  2,533  in  number,  were  all  seen  by  us,  and  given  an  opportunity 
of  speaking  with  us,  and  stating  their  grievances.  Apart  from  appeals 
for  discharge,  we  received  no  complaints  as  to  their  treatment,  and  we 
found  the  patients  of  both  sexes  very  quiet  in  their  conduct,  and  contented 
with  their  surroundings.  T wenty-one  of  the  male  patients  and  36  of  the 
women  are  classed  as  private  patients,  but  they  have  no  special  accommo¬ 
dation  provided  for  them,  aud  they  are  warded  with  the  other  patients. 
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The  maintenance  charge  per  week  for  them  is  from  10s.  9 ^d.  to  15s.  2d.y 
and  that  for  the  out-countj  patients,  of  whom  there  are  only  6,  is  Ids., 
while  the  weekly  charge  for  the  London  patients  is  now  10s.  9 \d. 

According  to  the  return  of  accommodation  there  is  an  excess  of 
13  patients  on  the  male  side  and  2  on  the  female  side,  and  during  the 
progress  of  reconstructing  the  old  wards  there  is  necessarily  some  over¬ 
crowding  in  some  of  the  wards  on  both  sides  of  the  Institution. 

The  scheme  of  reconstruction  is  being  steadily  carried  out,  No.  3 
ward  on  the  male  side  and  No.  36  on  the  female  side  now  being  ill  the 
hands  of  the  workmen,  and  No.  6  on  the  former  side  being  the  next  to 
be  undertaken.  Those  that  have  been  completed  since  the  last  visit  are 
Ward  8  on  the  male  side  and  Wards  31  and  32  in  the  female  division. 
Other  alterations  and  improvements  that  have  been  completed  lately  are 
the  removal  of  the  greater  part  of  the  wall  between  the  Male  Airing 
Courts  3  and  4  and  the  substitution  of  an  iron  fence  in  its  place  ;  the 
provision  of  spray  baths  in  the  male  general  bath-house,  and  alterations 
to  the  paths  at  the  villas. 

One  matter  which  we  would  draw  the  attention  of  the  Visiting  Com¬ 
mittee  to,  and  recommend  their  taking  in  hand  in  time,  is  the  improvement 
of  the  watercloset  accommodation  generally  on  the  male  side. 

We  found  the  day-rooms  and  dormitories  in  good  condition  and  tidily 
kept  ;  the  stock  of  books  have  been  lately  increased  by  the  supply  of 
1,000  new  volumes,  and  more  plants  have  been  added  to  the  wards.  The 
beds  and  bedding  were  clean  and  properly  kept.  The  dress  and  personal 
condition  of  the  patients  were  also  satisfactory. 

We  saw  yesterday  in  the  villas  the  dinner  served,  consisting  of  roast 
beef  and  potatoes,  followed  by  tapioca  pudding,  and  to-day,  in  some  of 
the  male  wards,  when  it  consisted  of  fried  fish  and  fried  potatoes,  followed 
by  stewed  rhubarb.  It  all  appeared  of  good  quality  and  we  received  no 
complaints  as  to  the  dietary. 

The  number  of  patients  confiued  to  bed  at  the  time  of  our  visit 
amounted  to  187,  or  about  7*4  per  cent,  of  the  total  in  residence.  They 
included  several  cases,  so  confined  for  mental  reasons,  amongst  which 
were  the  most  recently  admitted  patients. 

Full  advantage  is  taken  of  the  verandahs,  which  are  furnished  with 
beds,  for  the  most  part  kept  there  permanently. 

The  proportion  of  epileptics  under  treatment  is  7*1  per  cent.,  and 
that  of  those  regarded  as  actively  suicidal,  1  •  5  per  cent.  ;  the  proportion 
of  female  cases  in  the  latter  category  being  three  times  that  of  the  male. 

The  causes  of  death,  verified  by  post-mortem  examination  in  81  *5  per 
cenfi,  have  included  general  paralysis  42  percent.,  phthisis  14  *6  per  cent., 
senile  decay  6*7  per  cent.,  and  arterial  sclerosis  11  ”8  per  cent.,  the  deaths 
from  dysentery  amounted  to  6' 7  per  cent.  In  only  1  patient  did  a  bed¬ 
sore  exist  at  the  time  of  death,  notwithstanding  the  large  number  of 
bedridden  general  paralytics  under  treatment. 

Inquests  have  been  held  in  3  cases,  death  being  due  to  natural 
causes  in  2  of  them,  and  in  the  third,  a  case  of  pneumonia  in  a  general 
paralytic,  who  had  sustained  fractures  of  ribs  prior  to  admission,  a  month 
before  his  death. 

Of  the  39  patients  attacked  with  dysentery  during  the  period  under 
review  (19  males  and  20  females)  13  were  cases  of  relapse  ;  and  more  than 
one  half  of  the  new  cases  occurred  in  the  months  of  December  and  January. 
During  the  same  interval  13  male  and  16  female  patients  have  developed 
tuberculosis.  Of  the  more  acute  specific  diseases  there  have  been  4  cases 
of  erysipelas  and  1  of  scarlet  fever  amongst  the  patients  ;  and  a  nurse  has 
suffered  from  the  latter  affection.  All  the  cases  were  sporadic  and  not 
related  to  one  another. 
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Nine  patients  (3  males,  6  females)  have  sustained  fractures  of  bones, 
in  all  but  two  due  to  accidental  falls.  A  female  patient  had  her  femur 
broken  by  being  accidentally  pushed  down  by  a  fellow  patient,  and  a 
fracture  of  the  ulna  in  another  female  patient  was  apparently  caused  by 
her  extreme  restlessness. 

There  has  been  no  use  of  mechanical  restraint  recorded  since  the  last 
visit,  but  3  women  have  been  secluded  on  four  occasions  for  a  total 
duration  of  2^  hours. 

From  the  returns  for  last  )rear  furnished  to  us  we  learn  that  the  chapel 
at  the  morning  and  afternoon  services  on  Sundays  was  filled  to  its  utmost 
capacity.  Services  were  also  held  for  the  patients  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
and  Jewish  faiths. 

Twenty-seven  per  cent,  of  the  patients  usually  attended  the  weekly 
entertainments.  Dr.  Grilfillan  has  shown  us  the  list  of  proposed  enter¬ 
tainments  for  the  summer  season,  which  is  a  very  full  list,  and  contains 
many  for  the  patients  in  the  fields  of  the  Asylum. 

The  number  of  patients  able  to  walk  but  not  usually  taken  beyond  the 
wards  and  airing  courts  has  been  reduced,  being  15  per  cent. 

The  percentage  of  men  usefully  employed  during  the  past  year  was 
65,  and  that  of  the  women  54,  a  good  proportion  of  the  former  being 
employed  in  the  shops  and  on  the  farm  and  gardens,  and  232  of  the 
women  working  at  sewing  and  114  in  the  laundry. 

A  numerically  adequate  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  maintained, 
and  their  record  of  service  is  good,  70 ’6  per  cent,  of  the  former,  and 
27  per  cent,  of  the  latter  being  able  to  reckon  over  five  years’  service. 

The  case  books  and  medical  records  are  well  kept,  the  clinical  notes 
being  particularly  full  and  informing. 


London  Asylums.-— 6.  Hanwell. 

24  November  1913. 

We  have  to-day  completed  our  visit  of  inspection  to  this  Asylum, 
which  occupied  us  the  whole  of  Thursday  and  Friday  of  last  week.  We 
have  been  very  well  satisfied  with  the  condition  in  which  we  found  the 
establishment  generally,  and  have  no  doubt  that  the  patients  receive 
proper  care  and  attention  from  the  medical  and  nursing  staff.  Strenuous 
efforts  have  evidently  been  made  to  do  what  is  possible  to  brighten  the 
wards  and  to  keep  them  and  the  dormitories  in  an  airy  and  sanitary 
condition,  work  which  must  have  been  difficult  owing  to  the  general 
character  of  the  buildings.  We  would  commend  to  the  notice  of  the 
Cominittee  the  dark  and  stuffy  condition  of  many  of  the  padded  rooms 
occupied  by  patients  requiring  care  and  skilled  nursing,  which  it  must  be 
very  difficult  to  give  them  under  existing  circumstances. 

The  wards,  with  but  few  exceptions,  were  well  supplied  with  books, 
magazines,  and  illustrated  papers,  as  well  as  other  objects  to  interest  and 
amuse  their  occupants,  while  the  condition  of  the  beds  and  bedding  was 
throughout  satisfactory. 

Since  the  last  visit  various  minor  alterations  and  improvements  have 
been  carried  out  to  facilitate  the  administration  of  the  Asylum.  We  may 
mention  that  in  December  last  the  Secretary  of  State  gave  his  sanction 
for  the  continuance  of  the  present  arrangements  for  the  use  of  the 
temporary  buildings  for  a  further  period  of  10  years.  Plans  are  now 
before  our  Board  for  the  conversion  of  one  of  the  nurses’  mess-rooms  at 
the  temporary  buildings,  now  used  as  a  bedroom,  into  a  hospital  for 
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nurses,  the  want  of  which  has  been  much  felt  during  the  present  year. 
We  could  not  help  thinking  that  the  number  of  bathrooms  in  the  nurses’ 
block  is  quite  inadequate.  We  thought  that  F.W.  18  and  9,  in  which 
the  patients  are  of  a  troublesome  character — and  there  was  some  unneces¬ 
sary  noise  and  excitement — are  somewhat  understaffed,  there  being  only 
four  nurses  for  about  50  patients  of  this  description  in  each  of  them. 
The  long  chains  in  many  of  the  w.c.’s,  and  the  hooks  on  the  slide  in  the 
others,  offer  facilities  for  suicidally  disposed  patients  ;  the  former  might 
well  be  replaced  by  rods.  We  think  that  it  would  be  well  to  have  all 
the  floors  on  the  male  side  waxed  and  dry  rubbed,  as  is  the  case  on  the 
female  side.  We  noticed  that  quite  a  number  of  the  single  rooms  had 
not  been  so  treated,  and  think  there  is  an  undue  shortage  in  the  supply 
of  wax. 

The  following  changes  have  occurred  among  the  patients  since  our 
Colleagues’  visit  in  March  1912  : —

There  are  now  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  2,528  patients,  in 
the  proportion  of  1,020  men  to  1,508  women.  Ten  patients  were  out  on 
trial,  leaving  a  total  of  2,518  in  residence,  all  of  whom  we  saw  and  who  all 
had  the  opportunity  of  conversing  with  us  in  the  course  of  our  visit.  ,  I  he 
patients  were  tidy  in  their  dress  and  personal  appearance,  and  for  the 
most  part  quiet  and  orderly  in  their  behaviour.  Though  we  had  many 
appeals  for  discharge,  we  received  no  complaints  relating  to  their 
treatment. 

There  are  77  patients  classed  as  private,  and  3  chargeable  to  out- 
county  unions.  During  the  past  year  the  number  of  beds  in  the  Asylum 
available  for  use  have  been  reduced  by  the  provision  of  further  accom¬ 
modation  for  infirmary  cases,  and  at  the  present  time  the  Asylum  is 
quite  full. 

We  saw  the  dinner  served  in  the  wards  on  two  days  of  our  visit, 
which  seemed  to  be  good  in  quality  and  sufficient  in  quantity  ;  the  entire 
absence  of  complaints  on  the  subject  of  the  dietary  was  a  very  satisfactory 
feature. 

The  maintenance  rate  per  head  per  week  is  10,9.  9 ^d.  for  home, 
14.9.  for  out-county,  and  from  lOs.  9^<i.  to  26s.  lOd.  for  private  patients. 

Mechanical  restraint,  in  all  cases  for  surgical  reasons,  has  been  used 
in  13  cases  on  111  occasions  for  2,253  hours;  76  patients  have  been 
secluded  on  452  occasions  for  939  hours. 

During  the  period  under  review  there  have  been  23  serious  but  not 
fatal  casualties,  involving  in  most  of  the  cases  fractures  of  bones,  the 
majority  of  which  were  accidentally  sustained,  and  do  not  call  for  special 
mention.  In  one  case  a  patient  made  a  murderous  attack  upon  an 
attendant  with  some  sharp  steel  implement,  inflicting  upon  him  serious 
injury.  The  patient  was  subsequently  tried  at  the  Middlesex  sessions, 
and  ordered  to  be  detained  during  His  Majesty’s  pleasure  ;  he  was 
subsequently  sent  to  Broadmoor. 

An  inquest  was  held  in  the  case  of  a  male  patient,  who  had  not  pre¬ 
viously  been  thought  to  have  any  suicidal  propensity,  but  who  succeeded 
iu  committing  suicide  by  strangulation.  The  circumstances  were  fully 
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reported  to  onr  Board  at  the  time.  With  this  exception  ail  the  deaths 
were  due  to  natural  causes,  which,  in  the  commendable  proportion  of 
92  per  cent.,  were  confirmed  by  post-mortem  examination.  The  cause 
of  death  was  senile  decay  in  27  per  cenc.  of  the  total  deaths,  and  general 
paralysis  in  as  many  as  37  per  cent,  of  the  males,  as  compared  with 
8  per  cent,  of  the  females.  According  to  the  return  furnished  to  us  of 
the  patients  in  residence  at  the  end  of  last  year,  6  per  cent,  of  the  males; 
and  rather  less  than  one  per  cent,  of  the  females  were  suffering  from  this; 
disorder.  Phthisis  was  returned  as  the  principal  canse  in  rather  less, 
than  9  per  cent,  of  the  deaths,  its  incidence  apparently  being  twice  as 
high  in  the  females  as  in  the  males  ;  but  reference  to  the  register  of 
deaths  shows  that  it  was  a  contributory  cause  of  death  in  a  number  of 
other  cases. 

The  number  of  epileptics  here  seems  considerably  less  than  in  many 
other  asylums,  being  only  6*8  per  cent,  of  the  total  patients. 

We  saw  255  patients  (males  94,  females  161)  in  bed,  which  represents 
a  proportion  of  10  per  cent,  of  those  in  residence.  Only  one  of  these  was 
the  subject  of  a  bedsore,  which  speaks  well  for  the  skill  of  the  nursino- 
staff,  and  we  saw  many  evidences  that  the  sick  and  infirm  receive  careful 
and  kindly  nursing.  We  were  glad  to  notice  the  liberal  supply  of  bed- 
tables  in  some  of  the  infirmary  wards,  and  to  hear  that  additional  ones 
will  shortly  be  supplied  in  other  wards.  A  considerable  number  of  those 
in  bed  were  there  by  reason  of  their  mental  state.  On  the  female  side 
many  of  the  most  recently  admitted  cases  were  under  treatment  in  bed, 
a  system  with  which  we  are  in  sympathy  ;  but  medical  work  in  the 
admission  wards  is  handicapped  by  the  absence  of  convenient  clinical 
rooms.  Opportunity  for  the  treatment  in  the  open  air  of  recent  admis¬ 
sions,  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  others  that  might  benefit  thereby,  is 
exceedingly  limited.  The  proportion  of  wetted  beds  at  night  is  some¬ 
what  high,  namely,  5  per  cent.  ;  this  is  probably  explained  by  the  fact 
that  an  unusually  large  proportion  of  the  patients  sleep  in  single  rooms 
at  this  Asylum.  With  respect  to  these  rooms  we  should  like  to  see  a 
larger  number  provided  with  low  bedsteads  in  order  to  obviate  as  far  as 
possible  beds  being  made  up  on  the  floor. 

Apart  from  tuberculosis,  the  instances  of  infective  disease  comprise 

43  cases  of  dysentery,  of  which  13  occurred  on  the  female  side  last 
September  ;  3  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  2  of  erysipelas,  and  3  cases  amoim 
the  female  staff  of  scarlet  fever.  Early  in  the  year  a  severe  epidemic  of 
influenza  made  its  appearance  and  lasted  until  the  end  of  May.  A  mono 
the  patients  it  doubled  the  usual  death  rate.  4t  attacked  a  large  pn> 
portion  of  the  staff,  there  being  at  one  time  as  many  as  33  nurses 
invalided,  two  of  whom  died.  We  sympathise  with  Dr.  Baily  and  his 
staff  in  the  anxiety  which  this  outbreak  must  have  caused. 

From  the  annual  returns  made  to  our  Board  we  are  glad  to  see  that 
96  patients  last  year  received  money  allowances  while  on  trial.  The 
number  of  patients  attending  the  Church  services  on  Sundays  are  below 
the  average,  as  was  commented  upon  by  our  Colleagues  last  yoar.  The 
large  proportion  of  36  per  cent,  of  patients  able  to  walk  are  confined  to 
the  wards  and  airing  courts. 

The  staff  averages  one  to  every  9-6  patients  ;  their  duration  of  service 
retains  its  excellence,  as  many  as  65  per  cent,  of  the  attendants  and 

44  per  cent,  of  the  nurses  being  able  to  show  upwards  of  five  years’ 
service  in  the  Asylum. 

The  statutory  registers  and  case  books  are  all  in  very  good  order  and 
are  carefully  posted  up  to  date.  We  were  pleased  to  see  that  a  trial  is 
being  made  of  the  loose-leaf  system,  by  which  it  will  probably  be  possible 
to  reduce  materially  the  number  of  the  case  books.

Appendix  C.  to  Sixty-eighth  Report 


We  visited  the  laboratory  and  heard  with  interest  of  the  work  in  pro¬ 
gress  there,  the  results  of  which  we  think  may  prove  of  value  to  the 
recently  appointed  .Royal  Commission  on  Venereal  Diseases. 


London  Asylums. — 7.  Horton. 

14  February  1913. 

In  the  period  of  nearly  nine  months  which  has  elapsed  since  this 
Asylum  was  last  visited  by  members  of  our  Board,  280  patients  have 
been  admitted  ;  150  have  been  discharged,  of  whom  60  had  recovered  ; 
and  129  have  died.  These  changes  have  left  on  the  books  the  names  of 
1,002  male  and  1,170  female  patients,  a  total  of  2,172.  According  to 
the  estimate  of  accommodation  furnished  to  oar  office  these  figures  show 
vacancies  for  3  men  and  7  women. 

The  weekly  maintenance  charge  for  pauper  patients  from  home 
Unions  is  at  present  10s.  2 \d.  ;  that  for  private  patients  varies  from  the 
above  rate  to  15s.  2d. 

We  saw  in  the  course  of  our  inspection  yesterday  and  to-day  all  the 
patients  except  5  who  are  absent  on  trial  and  1  who  has  escaped  and  has 
not  yet  been  recaptured.  They  were  very  well  and  neatly  dressed,  and 
none  but  a  very  few  had  any  complaints  to  make  of  their  treatment.  We 
investigated  the  charges  made  by  one  man,  and  in  the  result  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  they  were  not  well  founded  ;  and  we  received  from  other 
patients  plenty  of  evidence  of  kindness  in  their  treatment  by  the  staff. 

The  wards  and  dormitories  were  in  excellent  order  throughout,  and 
there  was  a  good  supply  of  books,  games,  and  objects  of  various  kinds  for 
the  amusement  and  occupation  of  the  inmates.  The  ventilation  was 
everywhere  good,  while  at  the  same  time  the  temperature  of  the  rooms 
was  comfortably  warm.  The  conduct  of  the  patients  during  our  visit 
was  very  quiet  and  orderly,  even  in  the  wards  occupied  by  the  trouble¬ 
some  patients. 

Much  redecoration  has  been  done  in  several  parts  during  the  period 
under  review,  and  a  number  of  alterations  and  improvements  of  a 
minor  but  useful  character  have  been  carried  out  or  are  in  progress, 
among  which  we  would  mention  the  erection,  now  nearly  complete,  of  a 
verandah  for  open-air  treatment  in  connection  with  Male  Infirmary 
No.  2,  and  the  improvement  of  the  ventilation  of  some  male  corridors  by 
removing  one  of  the  side  walls  in  certain  places.  A  rearrangement  of 
the  Epsom  estate  has  been  carried  out  by  which  this  Asylum  receives  au 
addition  of  about  37  acres  of  grazing  land. 

Dinner  was  served  in  our  presence  in  the  wards  on  both  days  of  our 
visit.  The  meal  yesterday  consisted  of  meat  and  potato  pie,  and  that  of 
to-day  was  fried  fish,  followed  by  raisin  pudding.  The  fare  was  in  each 
case  of  very  good  quality,  plentiful,  and  neatly  served,  and  was  evidently 
much  appreciated  by  the  patients,  from  whom  we  heard  much  praise  and 
no  complaints  of  the  diet  generally. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  has  been  recorded  siuce  the  last  visit  ; 
18  patients  have  been  secluded  on  54  occasions,  for  a  total  of  93  hours. 

From  the  statistical  return  furnished  to  us  for  1912,  we  are  glad  to 
learn  that  allowances  were  granted  to  as  many  as  70  patients  while  out 
on  trial  during  the  year. 

The  attendance  at  the  Church  of  England  services  in  the  chapel,  and 
at  the  weekly  services  for  Roman  Catholics  was  decidedly  poor  ;  the 
weekly  entertainments  on  the  other  hand  were  very  well  attended.  The 
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percentage  of  male  patients  usefully  employed  was  very  satisfactory,  and 
in  the  workshops  which  we  visited  to-day  much  good  work  is  done.  The 
proportion  employed  on  the  female  side  is  fair,  but  we  should  like  to  see 
more  workers  at  needlework  and  in  the  laundry. 

Except  111  the  case  of  a  woman,  who,  whilst  absent  on  trial  drowned 
herself,  all  the  deaths  were  due  to  natural  causes,  which,  we  are  glad  to 
find,  were  in  the  high  proportion  of  95  per  cent,  verified  by  post-mortem 
examination. 

On  nobody  who  died  in  the  Asylum  was  an  inquest  held  ;  and  the 
causes  of  death  called  for  no  special  mention  beyond  the  statement  that 
general  paralysis  accounted  for  the  high  proportion  of  29  •  5  per  cent. 

The  injuries  of  at  all  a  serious  character  which  have  occurred 
comprise  10  fractures  and  a  dislocation  of  the  knee.  They  were  the 
result  of  accidental  falls  in  all  but  three  instances,  in  one  of  which  the 
fracture  was  caused  by  the  violence  of  a  fellow- patient,  in  another  it  was 
self-inflicted,  and  in  the  third  it  is  supposed  to  have  occurred  accidentally 
whilst  the  patient  (who  was  very  rigid)  was  being  dressed  by  a  nurse. 

One  hundred  and  ninety-two  patients,  or  8*8  per  cent,  of  the  total, 
weie  in  bed  at  the  time  of  our  visit.  Of  these,  70  were  there  for  mental 
reasons  only  ;  and  of  the  remainder  a  very  small  proportion  were 
critically  ill  ;  Id  of  the  patients  being  merely  in  bed  because  they  had 
scabies.  I  lie  sick  and  infirm  cases  gave  every  indication  of  being 
thoroughly  well  nursed  and  cared  for. 

The  patients  in  the  day-rooms  looked  healthy  and  well  nourished  ; 
and  the  condition  of  the  Asylum,  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view  seems  all 
that  can  be  desired,  the  only  cases  of  a  contagious  or  infectious  nature 
that  have  occurred  since  the  last  visit  having  been  10  cases  of  dysentery 
and  some  of  scabies.  > 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  of  adequate  strength  on  the  male 
side  ;  but  on  the  female  side  the  proportion  of  1  nurse  to  11*3  patients 
appears  somewhat  weak.  The  record  of  service  is  very  good. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  continue  to  be  very  well 
kept.  The  number  of  the  former,  however,  has  become  unduly  numerous. 
We  are  glad  to  know  that  steps  are  being  taken  to  reduce  it. 


London  Asylums — 8.  Long  Grove. 

10  October  1913. 

We  have  been  very  satisfied  at  our  visit  yesterday  and  to-day  with 
the  condition  in  which  we  found  this  Asylum,  which  is  maintained 
throughout  in  excellent  order. 

The  wards  are  bright  and  attractive,  the  dormitories  well  kept,  and 
ventilated,  while  the  beds  and  bedding  leave  nothing  to  be  desired. 

The  patients  generally  presented  a  well-cared-for  appearance  and 
were  remarkably  free  from  complaints,  though  we  received  many  appeals 
for  discharge.  Their  behaviour  was  quiet  and  orderly,  there  being  a 
noticeable  absence  of  noisy  excitement,  even  in  the  wards  where  the 
most  troublesome  class  of  patients  is  detained.  We  thought  that  in  these 
wards  there  was  a  somewhat  unnecessary  lack  of  objects  of  interest  and 
ornaments  so  plentiful  elsewhere. 

W e  were  particularly  struck  with  the  arrangements  for  the  treatment 
of  the  patients  in  the  admission  hospitals  on  each  side,  the  object  being 
as  far  as  possible  to  prevent  acute  and  recoverable  cases  having  to  enter 
at  all  the  ordinary  wards  of  the  Asylum — this  being  rendered  practicable 
by  the  existence  of  the  convalescent  villas  to  which  patients  are  trans- 
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ferred  as  soon  as  they  show  signs  of  mental  improvement.  We  cannot 
help  thinking  that  there  are  too  many  unprotected  places  in  the  lavatories, 
w.c.’s,  and  passages  where  patients  are  not  always  nuder  observation, 
which  might  too  easily  be  made  use  of  by  those  of  them  who  may  be 
snicidally  disposed.  The  large  Ward  S,  on  the  male  side,  where  120  of 
the  working  patients  are  warded,  was  unduly  overcrowded,  a  condition 
which  would  not  occur  if  more  use  was  made  of  the  adjoining  day-room, 
which  seems  to  be  reserved  almost  exclusively  for  meals.  W  ith  regard 
to  the  supply  of  tobacco,  as  to  which  some  rather  troublesome  patients 
complained  to  us,  we  would  suggest  the  advisability  of  not  having  too 
rigid  a  rule  to  deprive  patients  of  this  class  of  any  tobacco  unless 
they  work. 

Since  our  Colleagues’  visit  in  November  of  last  year  various  minor 
matters  improving  the  general  administration  have  received  attention  ; 
the  only  point  which  we  need  specially  mention  is  that  the  house  for 
the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  has  now  been  completed  and  is  in 
occupation  by  Dr.  Barham.  The  condition  of  the  airing  courts  is  very 
satisfactory,  their  excellence  being  a  distinct  feature  of  the  Institution. 

The  changes  among  the  patients  since  the  last  visit  comprise  the

There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  2,164  patients,  in  the 
proportion  of  1,140  men  to  1,022  women.  Thirteen  patients  are  now  out 
on  trial,  and  in  this  connection  we  are  glad  to  record  the  fact  that  in  the 
year  ending  on  January  1st,  1913,  as  many  as  84  patients  were  granted 
money  allowances  while  on  trial.  Sixty-five  patients  are  classed  as 
private,  and  there  is  only  1  patient  chargeable  to  an  out-county  union. 
We  saw  all  the  patients  now  resident  in  the  Asylum,  giving  to  each  one 
the  opportunity  of  speaking  to  us. 

The  Asylum  is  practically  full  on  the  male  side,  while  there  are 
vacancies  for  17  women. 

There  is  no  recorded  use  of  mechanical  restraint,  but  68  patients  have 
had  to  be  secluded  on  2,871  occasions  for  a  total  duration  of  1,132  hours. 

The  maintenance  charges  per  head  per  week  are  10s.  for  home 
patients,  from  that  amount  to  15s.  2 d.  for  private  patients,  the  out-county 
patients  being  received  at  14s. 

We  saw  a  good  dinner  of  roast  pork  with  two  vegetables  and  bread 
served  in  several  of  the  wards  yesterday  ;  to-day’s  dinner  consisted  of 
fish  and  bread,  followed  by  currant  pudding.  Many  of  the  patients  spoke 
to  us  appreciatively  of  the  dietary. 

We  think  it  would  be  well  if  in  all  the  medicine  cupboards  separate 
compartments  under  lock  and  key  were  provided  for  the  poisous. 

The  annual  returns  made  to  our  Board  are  satisfactory  in  character, 
the  only  points  at  all  out  of  the  common  being  the  fact  that  the  special 
part  of  the  chapel  reserved  for  the  Roman  Catholics  is  not  used  by  them, 
their  service  being  held  in  a  room  of  the  Asylum  every  Sunday  morning, 
and  that,  probably  owing  to  local  feeling  on  the  matter,  only  5  per  cent, 
of  the  patients  go  for  weekly  walks  beyond  the  Asylum  estate. 
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W  ith  the  exception  of  a  male  patient  whose  death  from  fractured  ribs 
formed  the  subject  of  a  coroner’s  inquest,  as  well  as  subsequent  inquiries 
of  our  Board,  by  which  the  origin  of  the  fractures  failed  to  be  ascertained, 
all  the  deaths  were  due  to  natural  causes — 27  per  cent,  of  them  to 
general  paralysis,  9  per  cent,  phthisis,  and  6  per  cent,  to  senile  decay. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  96  per  cent,  of  the  deaths, 
and,  in  all  the  latter,  2  per  cent,  only  of  bedsores  were  present.  This  fact, 
and  the  existence  of  1  bedsore  only  in  the  wards  during  our  visit,  speaks 
favourably  for  the  nursing  of  the  sick. 

The  general  health  appeared  to  be  good,  for  although  we  saw 
107  patients,  or  5  per  cent,  of  the  whole,  confined  to  bed,  a  large  pro¬ 
portion  of  them  were  there  for  mental  reasons  only,  a  form  of  treatment 
for  excitement  and  for  destructive  and  violent  conduct  which  we  are  sure 
Dr.  Ogilvy  will  carefully  watch  and  keep  within  as  narrow  limits  as 
possible. 

The  only  cases  of  zymotic  disease  since  the  last  visit  have  been  3  of 
enteric  fever-— their  origin  not  ascertained,  2  of  erysipelas,  and  17  of 
dysentery. 

Serious  but  noil-fatal  casualties  have  occurred,  and  have  all  consisted 
of  fractures  of  bones  in  10  cases,  in  all  of  which  they  were  accidentally 
sustained. 

An  adequate  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  maintained,  averaging 
1  to  every  9*8  patients;  the  duration  of  service  is  fairly  satisfactory, 
especially  that  of  the  attendants. 

The  case  books  are  carefully  kept  and  well  entered  up  to  date.  We 
were  favourably  impresssd  by  the  thoroughness  and  completeness  with 
which  the  clinical  notes  are  taken  in  the  wards  of  the  admission  hospitals.

There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  1,055  patients,  67  of  whom 
are  of  the  male  and  988  of  the  female  sex,  188  of  the  latter  belonging  to 
the  private  class.  Five  women  were  away  on  trial,  leaving  1,050  patients 
in  residence,  all  of  whom  we  saw  in  the  course  of  our  visit  to-day. 

We  vcere  quite  satisfied  with  the  condition  in  which  we  found  all 
parts  of  the  Asylum.  The  wards  were  bright  and  well  ventilated,  the 
dormitories  airy  and  well  kept,  and  the  beds  and  bedding  left  nothing  to 
be  desired.  Much  attention  is  evidently  given  to  the  gardens  and  airing 
courts,  which  were  looking  very  attractive. 

Since  the  last  visit  a  great  number  of  minor  improvements  have  been 
carried  out  as  well  as  a  good  deal  of  painting  and  general  redecoration. 
Among  the  more  important  matters  we  may  mention  the  provision  of 
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glass-roofed  verandahs  in  connection  with  the  Infirmary  Wards  B  and  G, 
and  the  erection  of  glass  screens  in  the  day  rooms  of  Wards  A  and  D, 
thereby  breaking  np  these  large  wards  and  rendering  them  more  comfort¬ 
able.  Of  matters  referred  to  by  our  Colleagues,  the  wax  and  turpentine 
mixture  for  polishing  the  floor  is  now  kept  in  covered  tins  under  lock  and 
key,  but  nothing  has  as  yet  been  done  towards  removing  the  stiff  gas 
brackets  and  unprotected  towel  rollers  in  the  sanitary  spurs.  We  would 
urge  the  Committee  at  once  to  take  in  hand  all  those  in  Wards  M  and  K, 
where  the  actively  suicidal  patients  are  warded,  and  where  it  is  of  the 
utmost  importance  to  eliminate  all  chances  of  their  doing  injury  to 
themselves. 

The  temporary  buildings  throughout  seemed  to  be  in  excellent 
structural  condition  and  very  well  adapted  for  their  purpose. 

We  saw  a  good  dinner  of  soup  and  bread,  followed  by  rice  pudding, 
served  in  several  of  the  wards,  and  the  patients  generally  seemed  to  be 
quite  contented  with  their  diet. 

The  patients  presented  a  tidy  and  well-cared-for  appearance  ;  in  none 
of  the  wards  did  we  experience  any  noisy  excitement,  and  we  have  no 
doubt  that  they  receive  much  kindness  at  the  hands  of  Dr.  Donaldson 
and  his  staff. 

The  Asylum,  at  the  present  time,  has  3  men  and  50  women  in  excess 
of  its  complement. 

The  maintenance  charges  per  head  per  week  are  10s.  9 \d.  for  home, 
and  14s.  for  out-county,  patients,  of  whom  there  is  to-day  only  one  ; 
while  private  patients  are  paid  for  at  rates  varying  from  10s.  9 \d.  to 
16s.  lie?,  per  head  per  week. 

There  is  no  recorded  use  of  mechanical  restraint,  but  2  women  have 
been  secluded  on  two  occasions  for  a  total  of  29  minutes. 

The  health  of  the  Institution  is  good.  At  the  time  of  our  visit  there 
were  63  patients  in  bed,  or  6*4  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  female 
inmates.  Many  so  confined  were  the  subjects  of  senile  debility,  and  oidy 
a  few  are  seriously  ill.  The  percentage  proportion  of  epileptics  (female) 
is  6’1,  and  of  actively  suicidal  1*4.  No  male  patient  comes  under  either 
of  these  categories. 

The  causes  of  death,  which  were  verified  by  post-mortem  examination 
in  81  *4  per  cent,.,  have  included  senile  decay,  15*7  per  cent.;  phthisis, 
12 '8  per  cent.  ;  and  general  paralysis,  8  *6  per  cent.  No  bedsore  occurred 
in  any  patient  who  has  died. 

There  has  been  no  inquest. 

Four  sporadic  cases  of  erysipelas  and  an  outbreak  of  tonsilitis  last 
month,  in  which  20  patients  and  14  nurses  were  attacked,  are  the  only 
instances  of  disease  of  a  zymotic  nature  that  have  occurred  during  the 
period  under  review. 

In  the  same  interval,  six  of  the  patients,  all  females,  have  sustained 
serious  injuries,  involving  fractures  of  bones  in  five  cases  and  a  dislocation 
of  the  shoulder  in  the  sixth.  In  each  instance  the  injury  was  accidentally 
sustained. 

There  is  nothing  special  in  the  annual  returns  made  to  our  Board, 
but  we  may  say,  generally,  that  they  compare  very  favourably  with  the 
average  of  asylums. 

The  medical  records  and  case  books  are  very  fully  written  up,  the 
notes  in  the  latter  being  illustrated  by  photographs. 
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London  Asylums. — 10.  The  Epileptic  Colony,  Ewell. 

15  May  1913. 

We  have  to-day  visited  all  parts  of  this  Colony,  which  is  in  very 
good  order. 

Since  the  last  visit  in  March  1912,  60  patients  have  been  admitted  ; 
51  discharged  or  removed,  1  upon  recovery  ;  and  12  have  died,  all  from 
natural  causes,  only  2  of  which  were  due  to  epilepsy. 

There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  421  patients,  322  being  of 
the  male  and  99  of  the  female  sex.  Nine  men  are  classed  as  private, 
and  there  is  one  out-county  patient. 

All  the  patients  on  the  hooks  were  in  residence  with  the  exception 
of  2  males  who  were  absent  on  trial.  The  Colony  is  now  practically  full, 
there  being  vacancies  for  only  5  patients,  4  on  the  male  side. 

The  wards  and  dormitories  are  very  well  kept,  the  former  being 
plentifully  supplied  with  various  objects  to  interest  and  amuse  the 
patients.  In  some  of  the  wards  we  noticed  bird-cages  without  any  birds 
occupying  them,  a  small  point  which  we  thiuk  might  be  attended  to  at 
small  cost.  The  beds  and  bedding  left  nothing  to  be  desired. 

The  patients,  most  of  whom  were  in  good  bodily  health,  only  10  of 
them  being  confined  to  bed,  were  neat  and  tidy  in  their  dress  and  personal 
appearance  and  most  orderly  in  their  behaviour.  They  are  evidently 
treated  with  much  kindness  and  consideration,  a  fact  of  which  many  of 
them  expressed  to  us  their  appreciation.  Every  effort  is  made  to  provide 
employment  for  as  many  as  are  physically  capable  of  doing  anything. 
The  dietary  is  liberal,  and  we  received  no  complaints  on  the  subject  of 
the  food.  The  dinner  to-day  consisted  of  broth  for  the  men  and  mutton 
or  beef  for  the  women,  followed  in  both  cases  by  a  substantial  bread 
pudding. 

One  villa  on  the  female  side  was  to-day  in  the  hands  of  the  painters, 
its  occupants  being  temporarily  housed  in  the  day-room  of  one  of  the 
other  villas.  A  new  verandah  has  been  provided  at  the  Male  Plospital 
Villa  and  was  to-day  occupied  by  several  patients  in  bed  in  the  open  air 
for  treatment  ;  its  comfort  would,  we  think,  be  increased  by  the  erection 
of  some  sort  of  screen  to  keep  off  the  draught  at  the  exposed  end. 

We  would  suggest  that  the  time  has  now  arrived  for  providing  a 
more  suitable  place  than  the  recreation  hall  for  holding  the  religious 
services  on  Sundays.  These  services,  both  that  held  by  the  Noncon¬ 
formist  minister  in  the  morning  and  that  by  the  chaplain  in  the  afternoon, 
are  extremely  well  attended,  more  than  300  of  the  colonists  being  present 
at  each,  affording  abundant  evidence  of  the  importance  they  attach  to  the 
exercise  of  their  religious  observances.  Considering  these  facts  and  the 
size  to  which  the  Colony  has  now  attained,  we  cannot  but  think  that 
the  question  of  providing  a  suitable  chapel  for  the  use  of  all  denominations 
should  be  most  seriously  considered. 

The  maintenance  charges  per  head  per  week  are  10s.  9 \d.  for  home 
and  14s.  for  out-county  patients,  while  the  private  patients  are  received 
at  rates  varying  from  about  10s.  9 \d.  to  21s.  per  head  per  week. 

There  has  been  no  recorded  use  of  mechanical  restraint,  but  29  patients 
have  been  secluded  on  64  occasions  for  a  total  duration  of  363  hours. 

Four  patients  have  sustained  fractures  of  bones,  one  by  accidentally 
falling  in  front  of  a  cart,  and  the  3  others  (2  being  females)  by  falls  in 
epileptic  fits.  The  cases  included  2  of  fracture  of  the  clavicle,  one  of  the 
jaw,  and  one  a  compound  fracture  of  the  humerus. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  disease  of  an  infectious  nature  during  the 
14  months. 
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An  adequate  staff  of  nurses  and  attendants  is  maintained,  and  the 
duration  of  service  is  satisfactory. 

The  medical  records  are  well  kept  and  the  recent  introduction  of  a 
case  book  on  the  loose-leaf  principle  will  eventually  enable  all  cases  to 
be  concentrated  in  one  volume. 


Middlesex  Asylums. — 1.  Napsbury. 

15  March  1913. 

The  following  changes  have  occurred  among  the  patients  in  this 
Asylum  since  the  visit  paid  to  it  by  two  members  of  our  Board  last 
June : —

The  total  number  whose  names  are  now  on  the  books  is  1,741,  which 
compares  with  1,537  at  the  last  visit ;  756  are  of  the  male,  and  985  of 
the  female  sex.  One  man  is  out  on  trial ;  the  rest  are  in  residence  and 
have  been  seen  by  us.  The  return  furnished  to  us  shows  that  there  is  in 
the  Asylum  accommodation  estimated  to  be  sufficient  for  796  men  and 
991  women,  upon  which  calculation  there  are  at  present  vacancies  for 
only  6  on  the  female  side.  Sixteen  are  chargeable  to  out-county  Unions, 
and  42  are  of  the  private  class,  for  whom  the  weekly  charge  varies  from 
ID.  Id.  (the  rate  for  home  paupers)  to  2D. 

Twelve  additional  cottages  for  attendants  have  been  built  during  the 
period  under  review,  and  we  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  our 
gratification  at  the  good  supply  of  cottage  accommodation,  and  that  it  is 
provided  primarily  for  attendants,  who  have  the  preference  over  other 
employees  in  obtaining  it. 

A  new  water  softener  house,  and  additions  to  the  sewage  works,  have 
also  been  completed,  and  much  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  repairs  and 
redecoration,  the  Asylum  being  kept  up  in  excellent  order  throughout. 

Plans  are  now  before  our  Board  for  a  nurses’  home,  which  will  be  a 
valuable  addition  to  the  resources  of  the  Institution,  and  for  an  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  the  upholsterers’  shop  ;  and  it  is  with  much  satisfaction  that  we 
record  that  a  house,  plans  for  which  have  been  prepared,  is  to  be  erected 
for  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer. 

We  found  the  Asylum,  as  above  stated,  in  the  best  of  order,  the  rooms, 
beds,  and  bedding  clean  and  well  kept.  There  was  a  good  supply  of 
objects  of  interest  in  the  day-rooms  ;  but  we  should  like  to  see  a  much 
larger  number  of  illustrated  bound  periodicals,  particularly  in  Female 
Wards  4,  5,  6  and  9. 

In  Villa  F  the  patients  in  some  of  the  bedroons  might  be  exposed  to 
risk  through  the  want  of  a  safe  second  exit  in  the  event  of  fire.  Ihe 
defect  could  be  remedied  without  difficulty  by  fixing  a  smoke  door  to  be 
kept  shut  at  night  at  a  point  which  we  indicated  to  Dr.  Rolleston. 

We  gave  to  all  the  patients  full  opportunity  of  talking  to  us,  and  had 
conversation  with  a  large  number.  There  were  numerous  applications 
for  discharge,  but  very  few  complaints  in  regard  to  the  treatment,  and 
none  which  call  for  mention  here.  In  one  case  a  patient,  M  .  J.  S.,  com¬ 
plained  of  being  sent  to  a  Middlesex  Asylum,  though  by  his  own  account 
he  properly  belongs  to  Paddington.  This  will  be  inquired  iuto,  and  if  he 
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has  a  settlement  in  that  parish,  steps  will  be  taken  for  liis  transfer  to  a 
London  County  Asylum.  The  patients,  generally,  were  well  dressed  and 
tidy,  and,  except  in  one  or  two  wards,  were  quiet  and  orderly  in  their 
conduct. 

We  saw  dinner  served  yesterday  in  some  of  the  wards,  and  to-day  in 
the  dining  hall  to  a  large  number  of  both  sexes.  The  fare,  which  consisted 
yesterday  of  fried  fish  and  potatoes,  followed  by  boiled  rice,  and  to-day  of 
cold  meat  with  two  vegetables,  was  good  and  plentiful  ;  and  we  had  no 
complaints  of  the  diet,  which  as  shown  in  the  dietary,  is  very  good. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded  since 
the  last  visit. 

From  the  statistical  returns  furnished  to  us,  we  learn  that  only  *8  per 
cent,  of  the  patients  were  at  the  end  of  last  year  under  constant  super¬ 
vision  as  actively  suicidal.  The  attendance  during  1912  at  the  Sunday 
services  in  the  chapel  was  again  much  below  the  average  in  asylums. 
We  had  a  conversation  on  the  subject  with  Dr.  Rolleston,  who  promised 
to  see  what  could  be  done  to  improve  matters  in  this  respect.  The 
attendance  at  the  weekly  entertainments  was  also  poor,  only  26  per  cent, 
having  been  usually  present.  The  proportion  taken  for  walks  outside  the 
estate  was  only  12  per  cent.  ;  we  hope  it  will  be  found  possible  in  time  to 
increase  the  percentage.  There  is  also  rather  a  small  proportion  usefully 
employed. 

Two  inquests  have  been  held,  one  was  in  the  case  of  a  woman, 
aged  90,  whose  death  from  senile  decay  was  accelerated  by  an  accidental 
fracture  of  the  thigh.  The  other  was  in  the  case  of  a  man  aged  62,  who 
died  from  arterio-sclerosis  and  Bright’s  disease,  and  who  was  found  to 
have  a  fractured  rib,  the  cause  or  time  of  which  could  not  be  ascertained, 
and  it  was  not  considered  to  have  entered  into  the  causation  of  death. 
The  circumstances  were  in  each  case  fully  reported  to  our  Board. 

The  cause  of  death  was  natural  in  all  the  other  cases  of  the  46  male 
and  45  female  patients  who  died  in  the  period  under  review.  It  was 
verified  by  post-mortem  examination  in  the  excellent  proportion  of  96  per 
cent.  Tuberculosis  was  one  of  the  causes  of  death  in  15  per  cent,  of  the 
cases,  its  incidence  being  nearly  twice  as  heavy  in  the  male  as  compared 
with  the  female  sex.  General  paralysis  was  the  cause  in  37  per  cent,  of 
the  male  and  13  per  cent,  of  the  female  deaths.  From  the  annual  returns 
it  would  appear  that  of  the  patients  in  residence  at  the  end  of  last  year, 
5  per  cent,  of  the  males  were  general  paralytics,  while  only  8  females  (or 
less  than  1  per  cent.)  were  suffering  from  that  disorder.  From  the  same 
returns  it  is  seen  that  9 ’5  per  cent,  of  the  patients  were  the  subject  of 
epilepsy. 

We  saw  40  male  and  53  female  patients  in  bed.  which  figures  represent 
a  proportion  of  rather  more  than  5  per  cent,  of  the  total  number.  Of 
those  in  bed,  30  per  cent,,  were  there  by  reason  of  their  mental  state,  many 
of  them  being  newly  admitted  cases.  We  did  not  ascertain  that  any  of 
them  was  the  subject  of  a  bedsore ;  but  there  were  12  instances 
(equivalent  to  13  per  cent.)  in  whom  this  complication  was  present  at 
death. 

Among  those  in  bed  in  open  dormitories  we  saw  three  patients  who  had 
been  suffering  from  diarrhoea  of  doubtful  origin,  and  several  cases  of 
phthisis.  We  would  suggest  the  advisability  of  greater  segregation  for 
such  cases,  and  would  like  to  see  the  verandahs  made  use  of  for  the  cases 
of  the  latter  disease. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  of  good  strength,  averaging 
1  to  9” 9  patients  for  day  duty  and  1  to  65*9  patients  for  night  duty. 

The  statutory  registers  and  case  books  are  all  well  posted  to  date. 
The  latter  are  very  carefully  arranged  and  the  entries  in  them  show 
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evidence  of  good  medical  work.  Note-taking  is  facilitated  by  theifact 
that  the  system  of  having  loose  clinical  records  in  the  wards  on  which 
the  notes  are  in  the  first  instance  made  is  in  practice  here. 


Middlesex  Asylums. — 2.  Wandsworth. 

4  March  1913. 

Since  the  last  visit  of  inspection  by  members  of  our  Board,  Dr. 
Gardiner  Hill  has  retired  from  the  position  of  Medical  Superintendent,  a 
post  which  he  had  held  for  the  long  period  of  26  years.  He  was  a  most 
zealous  and  capable  administrator,  and  by  his  resignation  the  public  and 
the  patients  have  lost  the  services  of  an  officer  who  at  all  times  had  their 
respective  interests  at  heart.  He  has  been  succeeded  by  Dr.  Worth,  who 
until  his  promotion  had  for  long  been  associated  with  the  Asylum  as  the 
Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  and  we  may  say  that  our  visit  to-day 
points  to  the  conclusion  that  the  Asylum  will  continue  to  be  maintained 
in  the  well-ordered  condition  in  which  we  have  been  accustomed  to 
find  it. 

New  lavatory  basins  are  being  fixed  throughout  the  wards,  the 
lavatory  in  F.  7  has  been  rebuilt,  and  No.  1  F.  day-room,  gallery,  and 
single  rooms  have  been  painted  and  plastered,  whilst  it  is  in  contemplation 
to  rebuild  the  bakehouse,  to  construct  cold-storage  plant,  and  we  are  glad 
to  learn  that,  ere  long,  a  new  attendants’  mess-room  is  to  be  built,  the 
present  accommodation  in  this  respect  being  cramped  and  most  inadequate. 

We  found  all  parts  of  the  Institution  in  excellent  order.  The  wards 
and  galleries  were  comfortably  warm  and  well  supplied  with  papers, 
periodicals,  and  objects  for  the  amusement  and  relaxation  of  the  patients, 
and  the  beds  were  throughout  well  kept.  We  saw  all  the  patients,  and 
were  much  pleased  with  their  appearance  and  evident  contentment,  and 
except  on  the  question  of  discharge,  as  to  which  not  a  few  appealed  to 
Us,  we  had  no  sort  of  complaint  which  was  clearly  not  based  on  delusion, 
as  to  their  surroundings  or  diet. 

Since  July  26th,  1912,  there  have  been  220  admissions  ;  165  patients 
have  been  discharged  or  removed,  of  whom  55  had  recovered  ;  and  67 
have  died.  There  are  now  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  1,225 
patients,  in  the  proportion  of  546  males  to  679  females.  One  patient  is 
classed  as  criminal,  and  4  are  out-county  patients  chargeable  to  Hammer¬ 
smith,  St.  Marylebone,  Kensington,  and  Blackburn.  There  are  9  patients 
boarded  out  at  Sussex  County  Asylum,  Hellingly.  No  one  is  at  present 
absent  on  trial.  According  to  the  returns  furnished  to  us  there  are 
vacancies  for  14  males  and  11  females.  The  maintenance  charge  per  head 
per  week  is,  for  home  patients,  ID.  Id .,  and  for  out-county  patients,  14.?. 

There  has  been  no  record  of  any  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion. 

The  attendance  at  the  Sunday  Church  of  England  services  is  poor, 
only  31  per  cent,  and  30  per  cent,  in  the  morning  and  afternoon  respec¬ 
tively.  For  those  of  the  Roman  Catholic  faith  a  weekly  service  is  held. 

There  is  an  average  attendance  at  the  weekly  entertainments,  and  30 
per  cent,  are  usually  taken  for  daily  walks  within  the  Asylum  estate, 
whilst  65  per  cent,  are  said  to  be  employed  in  some  form  of  work 
throughout  the  year,  but  this  proportion  is  arrived  at  by  including  as 
many  as  301  women  as  assisting  in  the  wards.  On  the  farm  and  garden 
125  men  are  employed,  but  we  should  like  to  see  more  women  engaged  in 
the  laundry,  as  at  present  there  are  but  47. 

I  he  diet  appears  to  be  good,  and  we  saw  a  very  good  dinner  served 
in  some  of  the  wards  to-day,  consisting  of  a  well  cooked  and  most 
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palatable  thick  meat  soup  with  bread,  followed  by  plum  or  ginger 
pudding. 

There  is  a  good  staff  of  nurses  and  attendants,  in  the  proportion  of  1 
to  every  8  *3  patients,  for  day  duty,  and  the  record  of  service,  especially 
on  the  male  side,  is  very  good,  there  being  63  per  cent,  who  have  been  in 
their  employment  for  over  five  years. 

The  31  male  and  36  female  deaths  were  all  from  natural  causes,  which 
were  confirmed  by  post-mortem  examination  in  75  per  cent,  of  the  cases. 
Phthisis  was  not  certified  as  the  cause  in  any  of  the  male  deaths,  but  it 
was  so  in  25  per  cent,  of  the  females.  General  paralysis  was  the  cause 
of  death  in  42  per  cent,  of  the  male  and  17  per  cent,  of  the  female  deaths  ; 
this  affection  was  present  in  6  per  cent,  of  the  male  and  1  *7  per  cent,  of 
the  female  patients  in  residence  at  the  end  of  last  year,  while,  taking  both 
sexes  together,  15  per  cent,  were  the  subject  of  epilepsy. 

Bedsores  existed  at  death  in  three  cases,  and  were  present  in  a  like 
number  of  patients  whom  we  saw  in  bed  to-day.  This  is  not  an  excessive 
number  having  regard  to  the  number  of  general  paralytics  and  other  cases 
which  are  bedridden,  and  in  other  ways  it  was  manifest  that  the  sick  and 
infirm  and  other  patients  in  bed  were  being  carefully  nursed.  There  were 
45  male  and  51  female  patients  confined  to  bed,  which  represents  7*8  per 
cent,  of  the  total  patients,  and  of  those  in  bed,  rather  more  than  one-sixth 
were  there  as  new  admissions  or  by  reason  of  their  mental  state. 

We  observed  several  cases  of  active  tuberculosis  being  treated  in  open 
dormitories,  and  hope  that  it  will  at  some  time  be  found  possible  to 
provide  verandahs  in  connection  with  dormitories  on  the  ground  floor, 
under  which  such  cases  and  others  that  would  benefit  thereby  might 
receive  open-air  treatment.  We  would  suggest  that  a  large  proportion  of 
those  in  bed  might  with  advantage  be  provided  with  bed-tables  on  which 
to  take  their  meals. 

With  the  exception  of  three  cases  of  dysentery,  and  the  incidence  of 
tuberculosis  to  which  allusion  has  already  been  made,  there  has  been  a 
freedom  from  infective  disease,  and  the  general  health  of  the  Institution 
appears  to  be  good.  The  only  casualty  calling  for  mention  has  been  in 
the  case  of  a  woman  who  was  pushed  down  by  a  fellow-patient  and 
sustained  a  fracture  near  the  wrist. 

The  statutory  registers  and  case  books  are  all  carefully  kept  and 
posted  to  date.  W e  think,  however,  that  the  quarterly  entries  in  the 
latter  would  tend  to  be  fuller,  and  would  allow  of  more  frequent  records 
of  the  re-examination  of  the  bodily  condition  of  the  patients,  were  arrange¬ 
ments  made  whereby  a  limited  number  of  notes  would  fall  due  daily 
instead  of  but  on  a  few  days  in  each  quarter. 

Considering  the  number  of  patients  in  this  Asylum,  we  very  much 
doubt  the  wisdom  of  the  step  which  has  been  taken  to  reduce  the  number 
of  Assistant  Medical  Officers  from  four  to  three,  and  should  like  to  see  the 
staff  placed  on  its  former  basis  ;  and  at  the  same  time  we  would  suggest 
that  further  facilities  for  scientific  work  might  with  advantage  be  provided 
in  the  small  laboratory  which  is  attached  to  the  Institution. 


Monmouthshire  Asylum.

Before  commencing  the  report  of  our  visit  to  this  Institution  to-day 
we  desire  to  refer  to  the  approaching  retirement,  in  October  next,  of 
Dr.  Glendinning,  who,  for  the  long  period  of  42  years,  has  been  connected 
with  the  Asylum,  for  the  last  30  years  of  which  he  has  filled  the  post 
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of  Medical  Superintendent.  During  this  period  Dr.  Glendinning  has 
administered  the  Institution  in  a  progressive  spirit,  and  he  has  the 
satisfaction  of  knowing  that  he  leaves  it  in  excellent  condition. 

His  relations  with  our  Board  have  always  been  of  a  cordial  character, 
and  we  wish  him  many  years  of  health  and  strength  to  enjoy  his  well- 
earned  pension. 

He  is  to  be  succeeded  by  Dr.  Phillips,  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical 
Officer,  in  which  position  he  has  for  some  years  been  favourably  known 
to  us. 

We  found  the  Asylum,  and  its  various  dependencies,  to-day  in  very 
good  order.  The  wards  throughout  are  bright  and  attractive,  much 
attention  being  devoted  to  the  provision  of  objects  of  interest  and 
amusement  to  brighten  the  lives  of  the  patients. 

The  dormitories  were  airy  and  well-kept,  and  the  state  of  the  beds 
and  bedding  was  most  creditable. 

The  modernising  of  the  extensive  attic  dormitories  has  worked 
wonders  in  improving  that  part  of  the  Establishment. 

Plans  have  been  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State  of  additions  and 
alterations  to  the  Administrative  Block  at  an  estimated  cost  of  1,800/. 
The  works  comprise  the  raising  of  the  height  of  the  existing  rooms  and 
the  provision  of  three  additional  servants’  bedrooms  with  w.c.  and 
lavatory  on  the  second  floor,  and  also  the  rebuilding  of  a  portion  of  the 
front  of  the  buildings,  and  sundry  minor  matters. 

We  hope  the  Committee  will  in  time  see  their  way  to  provide 
verandahs  in  connection  with  the  Infirmary  wards  to  enable  phthisical 
and  other  patients,  who  are  likely  to  be  benefited  by  this  treatment,  to  be 
nursed  in  the  open  air. 

A  detached  building  is  also  very  much  needed  for  the  isolation  of 
patients  suffering,  or  suspected  to  be  suffering,  from  infectious  disease  ; 
such  a  building  should  be  specially  reserved  for  this  purpose. 

A  disinfector  is  also  much  needed  in  the  laundry. 

The  cesspool  in  connection  with  Skirrid  Cottage  and  Prospect  Cottage 
should  be  abolished,  and  pans  or  some  patent  system  of  earth-closets 
substituted.

There  were  to-day  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  1,146  patients, 
578  of  whom  are  males  and  568  females. 

There  are  62  patients  of  the  private  class  and  267  out-county  patients, 
96  of  whom  are  received  under  contract  from  the  county  of  Essex  and 
will  shortly  be  withdrawn,  95  from  the  Lancashire  Asylums’  Board,  and 
74  from  the  county  of  London. 

With  the  exception  of  one  man  away  on  trial  all  the  patients  were  in 
residence  and  seen  by  us  in  the  course  of  our  visit.  E.  W.  6  contained 
some  very  noisy  and  excitable  women,  but  as  a  rule  the  patients  were 
quiet  and  orderly  in  their  behaviour.  Their  dress  and  general  appearance 
was  tidy,  and,  though  there  were  many  appeals  for  discharge,  we  received 
no  complaints  that  were  not  obviously  the  outcome  of  delusions.  We  have 
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no  doubt  that  they  receive  proper  kindness  and  attention  at  tlie  hands  of 
the  medical  and  nursing  staff. 

Their  health  is  very  good,  most  of  the  34  whom  we  found  in  bed 
being  there  only  on  account  of  the  feebleness  of  old  age. 

The  deaths  were  all  due  to  natural  causes,  but  in  one  instance  an 
inquest  was  held  because  the  patient,  who,  according  to  the  verdict  of  the 
coroner’s  jury,  died  from  “  senile  decay,  followed  by  apoplexy,”  was 
found  at  the  autopsy  to  have  sustained,  probably  not  very  long  before 
death,  a  fracture  of  one  rib  ;  the  ribs  of  the  patient  were  extremely 
fragile.  The  causes  of  death  were,  in  80  per  cent.,  verified  by  post¬ 
mortem  examination. 

The  casualties  of  a  severe  nature  have  been  limited  to  three  fractures, 
all  apparently  due  to  accidental  falls. 

The  Asylum  has,  at  present,  vacancies  for  12  patients  on  each  side. 

The  maintenance  charges  for  home  patients  is  85.  9 d.  per  week,  for 
private  patients  from  IQ5.  to  215.,  while  the  out-county  patients  are 
received  at  rates  varying  from  85.  9c/.  to  145.  per  head  per  week. 

The  dinner  to-day  consisted  of  boiled  ham  with  greens,  potatoes,  and 
bread,  with  milk  as  the  beverage.  It  seemed  to  be  good  in  quality  and 
sufficient  in  quantity. 

We  received  no  complaints  on  the  subject  of  the  food,  and  our  visit 
to  the  stores  satisfied  us  that,  without  any  undue  extravagance,  the 
provisions  purchased  are  uniformly  of  good  quality.  Dinner  was  served 
in  the  hall  to  240  patients  of  each  sex  ;  we  were  much  pleased  with  the 
serving  arrangements  made  in  the  kitchen  for  its  distribution,  and  with 
the  orderly  manner  in  which  it  was  placed  before,  and  partaken  of  by,  the 
patients. 

There  is  no  recorded  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  of  seclusion  ;  in 
this  connection  we  may  say  that  the  Asylum  is  unprovided  with  any 
properly  equipped  padded  room,  which  we  are  sure,  if  provided,  Avould 
be  found  most  useful  in  the  treatment  of  certain  classes  of  patients. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  annual  returns  made  to  our  Board  that  calls 
for  special  mention  here,  but  we  may  say,  generally,  that  they  are  most 
satisfactory. 

The  nursing  staff  is  maintained  at  adequate  strength,  averaging  one  to 
every  10 ’4  patients.  The  duration  of  service  is  on  the  whole  fairly  good, 
there  being  less  than  22  per  cent,  of  the  total  staff  who  have  been 
engaged  within  the  year,  but  the  proportion  of  those  who  can  reckon 
more  than  five  years’  service  is  less  than  29  per  cent.,  against  an  average 
of  37  per  cent,  for  all  Asylums.  I11  these  circumstances  we  are  glad  to 
find  that  the  Committee  have  taken  steps  to  make  the  service  more 
attractive  by  increasing  the  leave  of  absence.  This  will  entail  certain 
additions  to  the  staff,  but  we  are  sure  that  the  additional  cost  incurred 
thereby  will  be  money  well  expended  and  is  necessary  in  the  interest  of 
the  patients. 

We  should  be  glad  if  arrangements  could  be  made  to  discontinue  the 
practice  which  still  obtains  of  the  staff  having  their  meals  either  in  or  off 
the  wards. 

The  medical  registers  and  case  books  are  carefully  entered  up  to  date, 
the  latter  being  illustrated  by  good  photographs  of  the  patients.

There  are  to-day  on  the  books  the  names  of  448  male  and  593  female 
patients,  a  total  of  1,041.  Of  these  10  are  of  the  private  class,  for 
whom  payments  ranging  from  14s.  to  31s.  6d.  per  week  are  made  ;  3  are 
criminal  lunatics  ;  and  91  are  out-county  paupers,  87  being  Yarmouth 
cases,  and  2  cases  from  Norwich,  received  under  contracts  with  those 
boroughs  at  weekly  charges  of  15s.  a  head.  The  maintenance  rate  for 
home  paupers  is  11s.  8 d.  per  Aveek. 

With  the  exception  of  one  patient  of  each  sex,  who  were  absent  on 
leave,  we  saw  all  whose  names  are  on  the  books  and  were  favourably 
impressed  with  the  condition  in  which  we  found  them  in  regard  to  dress 
and  personal  tidiness.  With  scarcely  an  exception  their  behaviour  was 
quiet  and  orderly.  They  appeared  to  be  generally  contented,  and  though 
we  gave  to  every  one  the  opportunity  of  speaking  with  us,  we  received 
no  complaints  worthy  of  mention. 

Considering  the  age  of  the  older  portion  of  the  buildings  we  think 
their  state  reflects  great  credit  on  those  concerned  with  their  maintenance  ; 
and  we  were  much  pleased  with  the  scrupulous  cleanliness  which 
prevails,  and  the  absence  of  any  unpleasant  odours.  We  noticed  that 
there  was  a  very  good  supply  of  tooth  brushes  provided  for  the 
patients’  use. 

There  are  one  or  two  matters  which  should  in  our  opinion  receive 
attention.  Some  of  the  wringers  in  the  laundry  need  repair  ;  the  floor  of 
C  Ward  is  badly  worn,  and  its  renewal  should  be  seriously  considered  by 
the  Committee  ;  we  should  like  to  see  the  gardens  of  the  female  wards 
planted  with  flowers,  as  is  the  case  with  those  attached  to  the  male 
wards,  which  were  to-day  looking  very  bright  and  attractive  ;  there  is 
still  a  deficiency  of  books  and  bound  periodicals  in  some  of  the  wards. 

Several  improvements  of  a  minor  character  have  been  completed 
since  the  last  visit,  and  among  those  now  in  progress  we  may  mention 
the  heating  of  the  new  nurses’  home  and  the  erection  of  six  additional 
cottages.  The  internal  decoration  of  the  buildings  is  thoroughly  well 
kept  up. 

We  saw  a  good  and  substantial  dinner  of  meat  dumpling  and  potatoes 
served  in  some  of  the  wards  on  both  sides,  which  appeared  to  give 
satisfaction  generally. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded  during1 
the  period  under  review. 

From  the  statistical  returns  for  1912  we  learn  that  there  was  a  good 
average  attendance  during  the  year  at  the  Sunday  Church  services,  and  a 
fairly  good  attendance  at  the  weekly  entertainments.  The  good 
proportion  of  33  *8  per  cent,  of  the  patients  went  for  weekly  walks 
beyond  the  Asylum  estate,  and  not  more  than  14*9  per  cent,  exclusive  of 
those  unable  to  walk  were  usually  confined  to  the  wards  and  ward 
gardens.  The  proportion  of  those  usefully  employed  was  also  satisfactory, 
and  we  are  glad  to  observe  that  as  many  as  31  per  cent,  of  the  men 
worked  on  the  farm  and  gardens,  and  13  per  cent,  of  the  women  iu  the 
laundry. 
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An  inquest  was  held  iu  the  case  of  a  male  patient  who  died  about  a 
month  after  fracturing  his  thigh  ;  the  injury,  which  was  sustained  by  his 
accidentally  slipping,  was  thought  to  have  accelerated  his  death. 

Apart  from  this  case  the  cause  of  death  was  natural  in  all  the  34  male 
and  44  female  patients  who  died  during  the  period  under  review.  In  the 
very  satisfactory  proportion  of  82  per  cent,  it  was  verified  by  post¬ 
mortem  examination.  Phthisis  was  the  cause  in  12  per  cent.,  a 
considerably  less  proportion  than  that  mentioned  by  our  Colleagues  in 
their  entry  hist  year  ;  senile  decay  and  organic  brain  disease  (not 
including  general  paralysis,  of  which  disorder  there  are  very  few  cases 
here)  each  accounted  for  16  per  cent,  of  the  deaths. 

While  no  bedsore  existed  at  death  in  any  of  the  female  cases,  there 
were  bedsores  on  6  (or  21  per  cent.)  of  the  males.  Despite,  however,  this 
high  proportion,  none  of  the  11  male  and  23  female  patients  (being 
32  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  in  residence)  whom  we  saw  in  bed 
presented  this  complication  ;  and  we  observed  many  evidences  that  the 
sick  and  infirm  receive  careful  nursing  ;  moreover  we  were  informed  that 
much  time  is  given  to  the  systematic  training  of  the  nursing  staff. 

Of  those  in  bed  50  per  cent,  were  there  for  the  treatment  of  mental 
symptoms,  of  whom  two  thirds  were  newly  admitted  patients. 

The  only  casualties  calling  for  remark,  besides  that  above  mentioned, 
have  been  two  fractures  of  the  leg  and  two  of  the  arm  ;  in  one  instance  the 
patient  was  pushed  over  by  a  fellow  patient,  the  other  injuries  were 
accidentally  sustained. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  of  good  strength  and  their 
record  of  service  is  not  unsatisfactory,  only  10  *  1  per  cent,  of  the  men 
and  23  *2  per  ceut.  of  the  women  having  served  less  than  twelve  months 
in  the  Asylum,  while  45*7  per  cent,  and  27*3  per  cent,  respectively  can 
reckon  upwards  of  five  years’  service. 

The  statutory  registers  and  case  books  are  carefully  kept,  and,  with 
the  exception — the  result  of  misunderstanding — of  certain  columns  in  the 
registers  of  deaths  and  discharges,  are  all  posted  up  to  date. 

We  were  glad  to  notice  that  the  entries  in  the  case  books  include 
painstaking  records  of  the  histories  of  the  patients’  illness,  and  in  other 
particulars  they  reflect  credit  on  the  two  medical  officers  bv  whom 
Dr.  Thomson  is  assisted.

The  changes  among  the  patients  in  this  Asylum  since  the  visit  paid 
to  it  since  last  December  by  two  members  of  our  Board  have  been  as

The  names  to-d?.y  on  the  books  number  970,  453  being  of  males,  and 
517  of  females.  The  recent  additions  have  increased  the  accommodation 
so  as  to  give  room  for  455  on  the  male  side  and  554  on  the  female  side. 
As  the  male  side  is  relieved  of  18  idiot  boys,  who  are  placed  in  the 
children’s  wrard  on  the  female  side,  there  are  at  the  present  time  vacancies 
for  14  males  and  19  females.  Eight  men  and  30  women  are  classed  as 
private;  318  patients  are  chargeable  to  Northampton  borough;  and 
there  are  8  other  out-county  paupers  chargeable  to  various  unions. 
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Since  the  last  visit  the  new  wards  for  25  men  and  25  women  have 
been  completed,  and  new  sanitary  blocks  have  been  provided  for  Male 
Wards  1,  2,  and  5.  The  works  now  in  progress  include  the  construction 
of  a  general  bathroom  and  a  Turkish  bath  on  the  female  side,  galleries 
for  open-air  treatment  in  connection  with  the  male  sick  wards,  and 
improvements  of  the  sanitary  arrangements  on  the  male  side,  and  the 
drainage.  We  desire  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  efforts  which  the 
Commit  tee  and  Dr.  Harding  are  making  to  bring  this  old  Institution  up 
to  the  standard  of  the  present  day. 

We  found  the  wards  generally  in  good  order,  clean,  and  well  kept, 
and  the  beds  and  bedding  in  good  condition.  There  was  a  plentiful 
supply  of  objects  to  interest  the  patients,  and  the  rooms  were  bright  and 
well  ventilated.  The  children’s  ward  was  well  furnished  with  toys. 

We  saw  all  the  patients  whose  names  are  on  the  books,  and  found 
them  in  satisfactory  condition  as  regards  dress  and  personal  cleanliness. 
Their  conduct  was  for  the  most  part  quiet  and  orderly  ;  and  though  we 
gave  to  each  the  opportunity  of  speaking  to  us,  and  received,  as  usual, 
many  appeals  for  discharge,  there  were  but  few  complaints  of  the 
treatment. 

Dinner  was  served  during  our  visit,  consisting  of  Scotch  broth, 
followed  by  plum  pudding  with  boiled  rice.  The  fare  appeared  to  be  of 
good  quality  and  plentiful,  and  we  had  no  complaints  of  the  diet. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  has  been  recorded  during  the  period 
under  review  ;  6  patients  have  been  secluded  on  seven  occasions  for  a 
total  of  17  hours. 

The  returns  for  1912  show  that  there  was  a  good  attendance  during 
the  year  at  the  Sunday  services  in  the  chapel,  and  at  the  weekly 
entertainments.  As  many  as  48  per  cent,  of  the  patients  were  usually 
taken  for  weekly  walks  beyond  the  estate  ;  and  only  5  *  5  per  cent., 
exclusive  of  those  unable  to  walk,  were  wholly  confined  to  the  wards  and 
airing  courts.  The  satisfactory  proportion  of  64  per  cent,  were  usefully 
employed. 

The  general  health  of  the  Institution  is  good,  and  during  the  four 
months  under  review  the  only  cases  of  zymotic  disease  have  been  four  of 
influenza  and  one  of  erysipelas.  At  our  visit  to-day  we  saw  53  patients 
confined  to  bed,  but  few  of  whom  were  seriously  ill.  The  epileptics 
amount  to  12*4  per  cent,  (males  14*6,  females  10*4)  of  the  total  in 
residence,  and  those  under  observation  as  being  actively  suicidal  number 
29,  or  3  per  cent. 

Of  the  39  deaths,  12-1  per  cent,  are  ascribed  to  general  paralysis  and 
28-2  per  cent,  to  phthisis.  In  4  of  those  who  died  (he.,  about  10  per 
cent.)  bedsores  were  present  at  the  time  of  death.  Post-mortem  exami¬ 
nations  were  only  made  in  48  ’  7  per  cent,  of  the  total. 

There  have  been  no  inquests  ;  and  the  only  serious  injury  recorded 
occurred  to  a  female  patient,  who  sustained  a  fracture  of  the  humerus  in 
a  struggle. 

The  staff,  whose  numbers  were  raised  last  year  in  order  to  diminish 
the  hours  of  work,  was  at  the  end  of  1913  in  the  proportion  of  1  to 
9*4  patients.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  advantages  thus  secured  to  the 
attendants  will  promote  contentment  among  them,  and  help  to  make 
the  service  attractive. 

We  are  glad  to  hear  that  the  Committee  have  decided,  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendation  made  by  our  Colleagues  last  year,  to  appoint  a 
third  Assistant  Medical  Officer.

There  are  to-day  on  the  statutory  books  of  the  Institution  the  names 
of  459  males  and  324  females,  a  total  of  783  patients.  Eleven  of  these 
are  classed  as  private  patients,  for  whom  the  charge  is  15s.  or  21s.,  and 
5  are  out-county  patients  chargeable  to  three  Unions  at  the  cost  of 
14s.  per  head  weekly.  The  maintenance  charge  for  the  home  patients  is 
9s.  11c?.  a  week. 

According  to  the  return  of  accommodation  made  to  us,  there  is  an 
excess  of  38  patients  on  the  male  side  and  7  on  the  female  side,  and 
there  are  still  24  men  and  15  women  boarded  out  in  the  West  Hiding 
Asylum  at  Storthes  Hall.  In  these  circumstances  we  fully  concur  with 
the  remarks  made  by  our  Colleagues  in  October  last  that  the  Visiting 
Committee  should  at  a  very  early  date  take  steps  to  enlarge  the  Asylum. 

Seven  patients  are  now  out  on  trial  ;  the  remainder,  776  in  number, 
are  in  residence,  and  have  all  been  seen  by  us,  and  given  an  opportunity 
of  stating  their  grievances  to  us.  Apart  from  appeals  for  discharge  we 
received  no  complaints  which  were  not  delusional  in  origin.  The  patients 
appeared  well  cared  for  in  all  respects,  and  were  on  very  good  terms  with 
the  staff.  They  were  orderly  in  their  behaviour,  neat  in  their  dress,  and 
clean  in  person. 

Among  the  62  patients  confined  to  bed  there  were  a  large  number  of 
aged  feeble  ones  and  several  who  were  suffering  from  either  general 
paralysis  or  phthisis,  but  otherwise  the  health  of  those  under  care  was 
generally  good,  many  of  them  being  noticeably  well  nourished. 

The  76  deaths  were  all  due  to  natural  causes,  phthisis  accounting  for 
as  many  as  19,  or  25  per  cent,  of  them.  We  are  sorry  to  find  that  in  only 
34  per  cent,  was  the  cause  of  death  verified  by  post-mortem  examination, 
but  Dr.  McDowall,  who  is  fully  alive  to  the  importance  of  these  exami¬ 
nations,  tells  us  that  an  autopsy  is  made  in  every  case  where  it  is  pos¬ 
sible  to  obtain  the  sanction  of  the  relatives.  There  has  been  no  inquests, 
and  the  only  casualty  of  at  all  a  serious  nature  has  been  a  Potts’  fracture 
of  the  leg  which  occurred  during  a  struggle  with  another  patient. 

The  cases  of  zymotic  disease  have  been  8  of  dysentery,  5  of  which 
terminated  in  death,  and  a  fatal  one  of  erysipelas. 

During  the  last  six  months  there  has  been  no  employment  of 
mechanical  restraint,  but  6  patients  have  been  secluded  on  14  occasions 
for  a  total  duration  of  fc46g  hours. 

From  the  returns  for  last  year  furnished  to  our  office  we  find  that  no 
money  allowances  were  granted  to  patients  while  out  on  trial,  but  we  are 
assured  by  Dr.  McDowall  that  allowances  are  given  in  cases  where  they 
are  needed.  There  was  as  high  a  percentage  as  4*4  of  patients  who 
were  general  paralytics  remaining  in  the  Asylum  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  accommodation  of  the  chapel  is  taxed  to  its  utmost  at  both  the 
morning  and  afternoon  services  on  Sundays,  and  no  doubt  the  percentage 
E  0.28 
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of  patients  attending  would  be  better  if  the  chapel  were  larger.  Prayers 
are  said  daily  by  the  curate  of  the  parish  in  the  hall  after  breakfast  to 
some  360  patients. 

The  number  of  patients  who  were  usually  present  at  the  weekly 
entertainments  was  good,  and  the  daily  average  number  of  both  sexes 
who  were  usefully  employed  was  also  good,  8  men  being  employed  as 
tailors  and  shoemakers,  18  in  the  upholsterers’  shop,  14  as  carpenters, 
painters  or  white- washers,  and  as  many  as  146  on  the  farm  and  gardens. 
Seventy-eight  women  were  usually  employed  daily  in  sewing  and  knitting, 
and  we  saw  a  number  so  employed  in  the  wards  during  the  course  of  oui 
visit  to-day.  We  should  like  to  see  more  than  36  of  the  women  employed, 
however,  in  the  laundry.  In  this  department  we  agree,  with  our  Col¬ 
leagues’  suggestion  that  for  the  foul  linen  a  washing  machine  of  a  modern 
type  should  be  provided. 

We  found  the  whole  Institution  in  excellent  order,  and  the  wards  pre¬ 
sented  a  very  comfortable  appearance,  being  full  of  plants,  birds,  and 
objects  to  interest  and  amuse  the  patients. 

The  verandahs  referred  to  in  the  last  report  have  been  completed,  as 
well  as  the  enlargement  of  the  stores,  which  we  congratulate  the  Committee 
on  so  successfully  carrying  out. 

We  noticed  that  the  waterclosets  inWards  number  2  on  both  sides  are 
badly  placed,  ill-ventilated,  and  inadequate  in  number,  especially  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  some  of  them  cannot  at  all  times  be  utilised  by  the 
patients.  We  strongly  recommend  that  a  small  block  of  waterclosets  be 
added  to  each  of  these  wards. 

We  saw  the  dinner,  consisting  of  potato  stew,  with  bread  and  cheese, 
for  the  working  patients,  and  sago  pudding  for  several  of  the  women, 
served  in  the  dining  hall,  where  188  men  and  184  women  were  present. 
Good  order  prevailed  throughout  the  meal. 

A  numerically  adequate  staff  of  male  attendants  and  nurses  is  main¬ 
tained,  and  their  record  of  service  is  very  good,  more  particularly  that  of 
the  men,  70  per  cent,  of  whom  can  reckon  over  five  years’  service. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  continue  to  be  written  up 
to  date  in  a  thoroughly  satisfactory  manner. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  above  report  we  consider  that  the  Asylum 
continues  to  be  maintained  in  a  high  state  of  efficiency,  and  its  con¬ 
dition  reflects  great  credit  on  Dr.  McDowall  who  has  been  the  Medical 
Superintendent  for  the  long  period  of  39  years. 


Notts  County  Asylum.

As  the  result,  there  are  to-day  on  the  books  the  names  of  264  males 
and  287  females,  making  a  total  of  551  as  against  487  at  the  last  visit, 
an  increase  rendered  possible  by  the  addition  of  a  ward  on  each  side  to 
the  accommodation  available.  Another  male  and  another  female  ward 
are  to  be  completed  in  a  few  days.  At  the  present  time  there  is  accom- 
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modation  for  266  on  each  side  ;  so  that  it  will  be  seen  that  there  are  but 
2  vacancies  for  males,  while  the  females  are  21  in  excess  of  the  full 
complement,  and  there  are  besides  28  boarded  out  in  Leicester,  The 
opening,  therefore,  of  the  new  wards,  each  for  30  patients,  will  give  a. 
moderate  amount  of  surplus  accommodation  for  males,  but  will  still  leave 
a  deficiency  on  the  female  side  for  which  the  Committee  will  have  to 
make  provision  at  an  early  date,  aud  this  matter  is  already  receiving  their 
attention.  There  are  no  private  patients  and  only  one  out-county  case. 
The  weekly  rate  for  maintenance  of  home  cases  is  10s.  6d. 

Nine  patients  are  to-day  absent  on  trial,  and  we  take  this  opportunity 
of  expressing  our  satisfaction  with  the  action  of  the  Committee  in  the 
granting  money  allowances  to  those  absent  on  trial,  which  are  so  useful 
in  helping  them  through  a  trying  period  and  preventing  early  relapses. 

We  saw  all  the  patients  in  residence,  and  can  report  favourably  on 
their  condition  as  regards  dress  and  personal  cleanliness.  Their  conduct 
was  generally  quiet  and  orderly,  and  they  made  no  complaints  worth 
mention  as  to  their  treatment. 

The  most  important  of  the  alterations  since  the  last  visit  has  been 
the  erection  of  the  new  blocks  already  referred  to  ;  each  consists  of  two 
wards,  the  lower  of  which  (to  be  opened  very  shortly)  are  to  be  used 
as  infirmary  wards  ;  the  present  infirmary  wards  will  then  be  wholly 
assigned  to  newly-admitted  cases.  The  new  blocks  are  well  planned, 
bright,  and  airy  ;  their  sanitary  spurs  are  on  a  novel  plan,  designed  by 
Dr.  Lloyd  Jones  with  a  view  to  improved  supervision.  Among  other 
improvements  we  may  mention  the  addition  of  verandahs  for  Wards  2 
ana  8  and  extensions  of  the  kitchen  and  bakery. 

I  he  Asylum  was  in  excellent  order  throughout  and  the  beds  clean 
and  well  kept. 

A  good  dinner  consisting  of  meat  pie  with  two  vegetables  was  served 
during  our  visit.  We  inspected  the  dietary,  which  is  good  and  well 
varied,  no  regular  routine  being  followed  in  regard  to  the  dinners,  and 
puddings  being  given  with  great  frequency. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded  during 
the  period  to  which  this  report  refers. 

From  the  statistical  returns  for  1912  we  learn  that  there  was  during 
the  year  a  good  average  attendance  at  the  Sunday  services  in  the  chapel 
and  at  the  weekly  entertainments.  We  still  notice,  however,  that  a  large 
proportion,  46  per  cent.,  were  wholly  confined  to  wards  and  airing  courts. 
Dr.  Lloyd  Jones  proposes  before  long  to  lay  out  a  walk  round  the  estate, 
and  when  this  has  been  done,  to  send  out  daily  parties.  The  proportion 
of  patients  usefully  employed  was  satisfactory. 

The  general  health  of  the  institution  is  good,  only  15  patients  being 
confined  to  bed,  of  whom  1 1  were  females.  The  proportion  of  epileptics 
to  the  total  in  residence  is  12*4  per  cent,  (males  11  -2,  females  13  *4),  and 
of  those  regarded  as  actively  suicidal  1  *  8  per  cent. 

There  have  been  two  inquests,  one  in  the  case  of  a  male  patient  who 
committed  suicide  by  cutting  his  throat  under  circumstances  which  were 
fully  reported  to  our  Board  at  the  time,  and  the  other  on  a  male  patient 
who  died  from  meningeal  haemorrhage  caused  by  his  having  accidentally 
struck  his  head  against  a  bedstead.  The  remaining  deaths  were  from 
natural  causes,  aud  post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  the  highly 
satisfactory  proportion  of  90  per  cent.  Amongst  the  causes  of  death 
were  general  paralysis,  18  percent.  ;  phthisis,  19  per  cent.  ;  and  senile 
decay,  9-5  per  cent.  In  no  instance  was  a  bedsore  present,  nor  did  this 
complication  exist  in  any  of  those  whom  we  saw  in  bed  to-day — a  record 
which  testifies  to  the  careful  nursing  in  the  infirmary  wards. 
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Apart  from  dysentery  there  has  been  only  one  case  (namely,  of 
erysipelas)  of  zymotic  disease  amongst  the  patients  since  the  date  of  the 
last  visit,  bat  one  nurse  lias  suffered  from  diphtheria  and  another  from 
German  measles.  There  were  4  deaths  (2  of  each  sex)  from  dysentery, 
which  has  attacked  3  male  and  13  female  inmates  ;  there  have  been  no 
fresh  cases  since  last  September. 

Accidental  falls  caused  fractures  of  the  radius  in  two  female  patients, 
these  being  the  only  instances  of  serious  non-fatal  injury  recorded  during 
the  18  months  under  review. 

The  nursing  staff  is  of  adequate  numerical  strength,  but  the  record 
of  service  leaves  much  to  be  desired,  as  many  as  43*6  having  at  the  end 
of  last  year  served  less  than  12  months,  while  not  more  than  14*5  per 
cent,  could  reckon  more  than  five  years  in  the  Asylum. 

Dr.  Lloyd  Jones  continues  to  administer  the  Institution  with  much 
ability  and  energy,  and  the  excellent  lines  upon  which  the  new  wards 
have  been  planned  in  many  important  details  are  mainly  due  to  his 
initiative  and  suggestions.  The  entries  in  the  case  books  are  written  up 
to  date,  and  the  recorded  notes  show  that  the  post-mortem  examinations 
are  carefully  made  by  Dr.  Greenwood.

There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  707,  of  whom  306  are 
males  and  401  females.  There  are  none  classed  as  private  ;  one  is  a 
criminal  lunatic,  and  the  rest  are  paupers,  chargeable  to  home  Unions 
with  the  exception  of  57,  namely,  20  men  from  London  county,  20  women 
from  Essex,  and  5  men  and  12  women  from  that  part  of  Oaveisham 
which  was  in  Henley  union,  but  now  forms  part  of  the  county  borough 
of  Reading.  The  weekly  rate  of  maintenance  for  home  patients  is 
9s.  0 \d.,  and  for  out-county  patients.  Us.  The  accommodation  is 
estimated  to  be  sufficient  for  318  men  and  409  women,  upon  which 
calculation  there  are  vacancies  for  12  on  the  male  and  8  on  the  female 
side. 

A  good  deal  of  redecoration  has  been  carried  out  since  the  last  visit 
with  great  benefit  to  the  appearance  of  the  wards  ;  improved  fittings 
have  been  introduced  in  the  bathrooms  and  lavatories  ;  the  lighting  and 
ventilation  has  been  improved  by  the  enlargement  of  windows  and  the 
opening  of  new  ones  ;  the  fire  bells  and  telephones  have  been  altered  and 
reorganised  throughout ;  and  the  asphalting  of  the  lower  part  of  the  back 
airing  court  has  been  nearly  completed,  but  the  work  has  been  delayed 
by  the  bad  weather.  The  upper  portion  will  be  taken  in  hand  as  soon 
as  the  weather  permits,  and  turf  will  be  laid  down,  but  the  soil  is  too 
poor  for  flower  beds.  Much  work  is  still  in  hand,  including  the  alteration 
of  the  windows  and  redecoration  of  Male  Ward  14  and  the  structural 
alteration  of  Male  Ward  12  with  a  view  to  the  improvement  of  its  light 
and  ventilation. 
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Tlie  introduction  of  new  tell-tale  clocks  of  an  improved  pattern  has 
been  decided  upon,  and  the  Committee  are  making  inquiries  as  to  the 
best  to  be  ordered.  No  stock  bottles  of  aperients  are  now  kept  in  the 
wards  ;  stock  bottles  are  kept  accessible  only  to  the  head  and  deputy- 
head  attendants,  who  enter  in  the  medicine  book  the  doses  they  give  out. 
At  night  the  stock  bottles  are  not  accessible,  but  only  separate  draughts 
are  given  out. 

The  wards  and  dormitories  were  clean  and  well  kept  and  the  beds  in 
satisfactory  condition. 

We  saw  all  the  patients  except  one  woman  who  was  absent  on  trial, 
and  were  generally  satisfied  with  the  state  in  which  we  found  them  as 
regards  dress  and  personal  tidiness.  They  were  with  a  few  exceptions 
quiet  and  orderly,  and  for  the  most  part  contented  with  their  treatment. 

Dinner  consisting  of  pea  soup  was  served  during  our  visit,  it  was  of 
good  quality,  and  those  who  desired  were  allowed  second  helps. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded  since 
the  last  visit. 

The  returns  for  1912  show  that  there  was  during  the  year  a  good 
attendance  at  the  Sunday  services  in  the  chapel  and  at  the  weekly 
entertainments  ;  the  satisfactory  proportion  of  36  per  cent.  Avere  taken 
for  Aveekly  Avalks  beyond  the  estate,  and  67  *  7  per  cent,  were  usefully 
employed.  * 

Of  the  44  patients  confined  to  bed  at  the  time  of  our  visit  (of  whom 
three-fourths  were  females)  several  were  suffering  from  debility  due  to 
old  age  ;  and  Ave  Avere  struck  by  the  considerable  proportion  of  aged 
inmates  in  the  Asylum  generally. 

There  were  not  many  seriously  ill.  The  epileptics  amount  to 
13*3  per  cent,  of  the  total  in  residence  (males  13*7,  females  13*0),  and 
those  regarded  as  actrcely  suicidal  to  2*7  per  cent. 

The  causes  of  death,  which  were  verified  by  post-mortem  examination 
in  55  per  cent,  of  the  total,  haAre  included  general  paralysis,  9  *  8  per  cent.  ; 
phthisis,  14*1  per  cent.  ;  and  senile  decay,  21*1  per  cent.  In  one  instance 
only  did  a  bedsore  exist  at  the  time  of  death. 

One  inquest  has  been  held.  It  concerned  the  case  of  a  female 
patient,  26  years  of  age,  who  climbed  an  acacia  tree  in  the  airing  court, 
and  disregarding  requests  to  descend,  fell  from  the  top  of  the  tree  and 
died  from  the  effects  of  dislocation  of  the  neck  and  fracture  of  the  skull. 
No  blame  was  attached  to  the  authorities  by  the  coroner’s  jury.  The 
particulars  of  the  case  Avere  reported  to  our  Board  at  the  time. 

Two  cases  of  dysentery  on  the  female  side  are  the  only  instances  of 
zymotic  disease  recorded  during  the  period  under  revieAV. 

Besides  the  fatality  above  mentioned  five  other  patients  have  beem 
treated  for  fractured  bones.  One  was  the  case  of  a  male  patient  who 
was  admitted  with  a  broken  thigh  caused  in  an  attempt  at  suicide.  In 
the  remainder  the  injury  was  caused  by  falls— by  being  pushed  down  by 
fellow  patients  in  two  cases,  by  an  accidental  fall  in  one,  and  by  a  fall  in 
a  fit  in  one. 

The  staff  for  day  duty  is  in  the  proportion  of  1  to  11*3  patients,  and 
for  night  duty  of  1  to  60*2. 

The  record  of  service  of  the  men  is  good  ;  but  that  of  the  nurses, 
though  better  than  shown  in  the  last  report,  still  leaves  much  to  be 
desired,  as  many  as  40  per  cent,  having  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
served  less  than  12  months,  while  only  7  per  cent,  could  count  over  five 
years’  service. 

The  case  books  and  medical  records  are  properly  kept. 

We  desire  in  conclusion  to  record  our  appreciation  of  the  services 
rendered  to  the  Institution  by  Dr.  Good,  and  of  the  many  important 
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improvements  which  have  been  effected  in  it  during  his  tenure  of  office  as 
Medical  Superintendent.

The  patients  on  the  books  number  733,  341  being  of  the  male  and 
392  of  the  female  sex.  Of  these,  25  men  are  boarded  out  in  Forden 
Workhouse,  but  the  remainder  were  in  residence  and  seen  by  us  in  the 
course  of  our  visit,  with  the  exception  of  one  man  who  was  out  for  the 
day.  Thirty-four  patients  are  classed  as  private,  while  there  are  14  out- 
county  patients,  13  of  whom  are  received  under  contract  from  the  county 
of  Montgomery. 

The  Asylum  has  slightly  more  than  its  proper  complement  of  patients 
on  both  sides. 

As  the  result  of  our  inspection  to-day  we  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report 
that  the  general  condition  of  this  Asylum  is  quite  satisfactory.  It  is  on 
all  sides  evident  that  the  Committee  realise  the  importance  of  bringing 
all  parts  of  it  as  far  as  possible  up  to  the  level  of  modern  requirements. 
Our  Colleagues  for  several  years  past  have  been  able  to  report  valuable 
improvements  in  the  interests  of  the  patients,  and  we  are  able  to  do  the 
same  for  the  period  under  review.  F.  Ward  3  has  been  thoroughly 
overhauled  and  its  drains  have  been  relaid.  The  dormitory  is  now  ready 
for  use,  and  the  work  in  the  day-room  will  very  shortly  be  completed. 
The  bathrooms  attached  to  M.  Ward  5  are  having  their  walls  and  floors 
tiled,  and  a  new  drain  has  been  provided.  The  chapel  has  been  re¬ 
decorated  in  good  taste,  and  the  heating  arrangements  improved.  It  is 
of  course  impossible  to  deal  with  the  whole  of  a  large  Institution  such  as 
this  is  at  one  time  :  but  each  year  some  of  the  necessary  work  is  being 
carried  out  with  remarkably  good  results.  If  this  good  work  is  systema¬ 
tically  continued,  and  the  improvements  carried  out  kept  up  to  the  mark, 
there  should  be  little  to  find  fault  with  in  the  general  character  of  the 
Institution. 

We  think  that  the  airing  courts  generally  require  attention  ;  it  would 
be  a  great  improvement  to  asphalt  as  many  of  the  paths  as  possible  so 
that  they  may  be  used  immediately  after  rain  ;  the  airing  court  of  M.  5 
is  very  shortly  to  be  treated  in  this  way,  but  we  noticed  several  others  in 
need  of  similar  treatment.  Of  matters  to  which  our  Colleagues  referred, 
protections  for  the  towel  rollers  are  in  order  and  some  of  the  padded 
rooms  are  being  supplied  with  floor  pads.  In  the  laundry  we  thought 
that  the  boilers  should  be  supplied  with  some  sort  of  covers,  and  that 
a  fastening  should  be  made  for  the  wooden  top  of  the  wringers.

The  wards  and  dormitories,  even  in  the  older  parts  of  building,  are  well 
kept  ;  in  the  former  there  is  a  good  supply  of  various  objects  to  interest 
and  amuse  the  patients  ;  the  beds  and  bedding  were  scrupulously  clean, 
though  we  saw  several  sheets  and  pillow  cases  much  disfigured  by  stains 
produced  by  the  use  of  the  disinfector. 

The  patieuts  were  for  the  most  part  very  quiet  and  orderly,  neat  in 
their  dress  and  personal  appearance  and  very  free  from  complaints.  The 
only  ward  in  which  there  was  any  noise  or  excitement  was  M.  W.  3, 
where  the  most  troublesome  men  are  warded.  The  patients,  as  a  whole, 
seemed  to  be  on  very  good  terms  with  the  medical  and  nursing  staff,  and 
receive,  we  have  no  doubt,  much  kindness  and  consideration. 

The  dinner  to-day  consisted  of  a  substantial  meat  and  potato  pie, 
with  bread,  the  workers  also  having  cheese.  We  received  no  complaints 
relating  to  the  food. 

The  maintenance  charges  are  10s.  9cL  for  home  and  17  s.  6<i.  for 
private  patients,  while  the  out-county  patients  are  charged  rates  varying 
from  14s.  to  21s. 

There  is  no  recorded  use  of  mechanical  restraint,  but  20  patients  have 
been  secluded  on  38  occasions  for  a  total  duration  of  243  hours. 

All  the  21  male  and  23  female  deaths  were  due  to  natural  causes, 
which  included  tuberculosis  to  the  extent  of  just  under  30  per  cent., 
taking  both  sexes  together.  They  were  verified  by  post-mortem  examina¬ 
tion  in  only  45*5  per  cent.,  a  proportion  which  might  well  be  considerably 
augmented. 

It  speaks  well  for  the  care  bestowed  upon  the  sick  and  infirm 
that  no  bedsore  existed  at  death  in  any  of  the  above  cases,  and  only 
one  patient,  a  female,  was  so  suffering  among  the  patients  whom  we  co-day 
saw  in  bed.  These  numbered  18  men  and  34  women,  or  7  per  cent,  of 
the  total  patients.  Not  quite  half  of  those  in  bed  were  there  for  the 
treatment  of  tlieir  mental  state.  We  observed  several  cases  of  tuberculosis  * 
in  bed  and  others  about  the  day-rooms.  On  the  female  side  endeavour  is 
made  to  isolate  them  in  the  detached  hospital.  We  would  suggest  the 
advisability  of  the  quarterly  weighing  of  all  the  patients  in  the  Asylum 
as  a  means  of  assisting  early  diagnosis  of  their  disorder.  We  are  informed 
that  every  new  admission  is  placed  in  bed  for  purposes  of  treatment  and 
full  examination,  a  practice  with  which  we  entirely  agree.  We  should, 
however,  some  time  like  to  see  verandahs  erected  as  adjuncts  to  the 
infirmary  wards  on  each  side,  so  that  recent  admissions,  cases  of  tuber¬ 
culosis,  and  others  that  would  benefit  by  rest  in  bed  in  the  open  air  might 
have  opportunity  of  such  treatment.  We  commend  their  early  provision 
to  the  favourable  consideration  of  the  Committee. 

We  noticed  in  some  of  the  medical  cupboards  stock  bottles  of  cough 
and  aperient  medicine.  We  think  this  practice  should  be  discontinued, 
and  that  instead  a  separate  bottle  should  be  sent  up  for  each  patient  who 
is  to  take  medicine. 

Apart  from  10  cases  of  erysipelas  which  were  spread  over  five  months 
of  last  year,  6  cases  of  dysentery,  and  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  already 
referred  to,  the  general  health  of  the  Asylum  has  been  good.  There 
have  been  no  casualties  which  call  for  mention  here. 

In  the  annual  return  made  to  our  Board  we  notice  the  percentages 
attending  the  Church  services  on  Sunday  are  particularly  good,  47  per 
cent,  being  usually  present  in  the  morning  and  49  per  cent,  in  the 
afternoon.  Of  the  men,  78  per  cent.,  and  of  the  women,  71  per  cent.,  are 
usefully  employed  ;  the  former  figure  being  especially  noteworthy  in  view 
of  the  comparatively  small  portion  of  the  Asylum  estate  available  for 
outdoor  labour.  A  special  feature  here  is  the  use  made  of  the  shops  and 
the  variety  of  trades  carried  on  in  them.  In  one  of  the  shops  is  an 
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extensive  weaving  plant,  by  which  all  the  male  patients’  clothing,  which 
appears  to  be  of  very  good  quality,  is  woven.  Thirteen  per  cent,  of  the 
men  work  as  carpenters,  painters,  &c.,  and  27  per  cent,  on  the  farm  and 
gardens,  while  of  the  women  10  per  cent,  are  engaged  in  the  laundry. 

The  staff  averages  one  to  every  9*2  patients,  and  as  regards  duration  of 
service,  while  the  percentage  of  the  men  who  have  been  in  the  Asylum 
service  more  than  five  years  is  rather  below,  that  of  the  nurses  is  rather 
above,  the  average.  We  are  glad  to  know  that  it  is  intended  at  once  to 
provide  a  recreation  room  for  the  attendants,  plans  for  which  have  been 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

The  statutory  registers  and  case  books  are  all  in  excellent  order,  and 
carefully  posted  to  date.  Much  pains  have  been  taken  in  the  arrangement 
of  the  latter,  which  are  on  the  loose-leaf  system. 


Somerset  and  Bath  Asylums. — 1.  Cotford.

A  very  favourable  impression  has  been  left  after  our  inspection  of 
this  Asylum.  The  building  is  well  maintained,  the  wards,  beds,  and 
dormitories  are  in  good  order,  and  the  patients,  who  were  quiet  and  free 
from  excitement,  appeared  to  us,  apart  from  some  appeals  for  discharge, 
to  be  contented  with  their  surroundings  and  treatment,  No  complaints 
worthy  of  comment  were  made  to  us,  except  on  the  part  of  one  woman, 
a  convalescent  patient  who  will  it  is  hoped  shortly  be  discharged  to  her 
friends.  In  the  course  of  conversation  she  stated  that  though  she  bad 
been  very  kindly  treated  she  had,  when  visiting  another  ward,  about 
Christmas  time,  for  the  purpose  of  teaching  one  of  the  patients  there 
crochet,  seen  one  of  the  inmates  roughtly  used  by  a  nurse,  and  she 
further  went  on  to  say  that  she  mentioned  the  circumstances  to  her  own 
charge  ward  nurse.  The  latter  nurse  is  absent  on  leave.  The  patient 
who  made  the  complaint,  on  being  taken  to  the  other  ward  pointed  out 
the  patient  who  she  said  had  been  ill-used,  but  the  mental  condition  of 
the  latter  is  such  that  she  was  unable  to  render  us  any  assistance  in  the 
inquiry  which  we  made  into  the  matter.  With  some  demur  and  hesitancy, 
the  complaining  patient  directed  our  attention  to  a  nurse  who  she  said  she 
thought  had  been  in  fault,  but  she  could  not  at  all  be  certain  as  to  her  identity. 
This  nurse,  from  her  past  conduct  and  her  appearance  before  us,  made  a 
very  favourable  impression,  and  we  certainly  could  not  on  the  evidence 
come  to  any  conclusion  against  her.  We  think  that  on  the  return  of  the 
charge  nurse  who  is  on  leave,  a  further  inquiry  should  be  made  into  the 
matter  by  the  Committee,  and  the  result  reported  to  our  Board. 

The  verandah  on  the  female  side  has  been  constructed  and  is  now  in 
use,  but  we  think  that,  for  better  protection,  it  will  be  necessary  to  con¬ 
struct  a  glass  or  other  screen  at  each  end,  and  we  would  also  suggest  that, 
in  those  wards  where  there  are  medicine  cupboards,  there  should  be 
distinct  shelves  for  the  liniments  or  poisons,  and  the  medicines  intended 
for  internal  administration,  and  that  the  shelves  should  be  labelled 
accordingly.  One  other  matter  to  which  we  would  draw  attention  is 
the  necessity  for  having  some  system  in  reference  to  changing  the 
library  books  in  the  ward  bookcases,  a  matter  which  at  present  does  not 
appear  to  receive  due  supervision. 

Since  March  20tli,  1912,  there  have  been  248  admissions,  89  patients 
have  been  discharged  or  removed,  of  whom  71  haAre  recovered,  and  83 
have  died.  There  are  now  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  796 
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patients  (an  increase  of  76  on  the  number  at  the  date  of  the  last  visit) 

of  whom  28  are  private  and  41  are  out-county  patients,  39  of  whom  are 

received  under  contract  from  the  county  of  Montgomery.  All  the  patients 
are  in  residence  and  have  been  seen  by  us.  There  is  a  vacancy  for 
1  male  patient,  but  the  women’s  side  is  overcrowded  to  the  extent  of  8. 
In  view  of  this  condition  of  affairs  and  the  great  increase  in  the  late 
admissions,  the  Committee  have  under  consideration  the  question  of 
providing  further  accommodation  for  about  80  patients. 

The  maintenance  charge  per  head  per  week  is,  for  home  patients, 
8s.  2d.  ;  for  out-county  patients,  12s.  10d.  to  14s.  ;  and  for  private  patients, 
from  15s.  2d.  to  21s. 

I  he  dinner  served  in  the  hall  to-day  consisted  of  roast  pork  with 

potatoes,  rice,  and  bread.  It  was  substantial  in  quantity,  well  cooked, 

and  nicely  served. 

Two  patients  have  been  mechanically  restrained  on  two  occasions  for 
^4  hours  in  all.  There  is  no  record  of  any  seclusion.  About  the  average 
percentage  of  patients  attend  the  Sunday  Church  of  England  service  on 
Sunday  and  the  weekly  entertainments,  but  the  proportion  of  those  able 
to  walk  but  confined  to  the  wards  and  courts  is  as  high  as  34  per  cent., 
and  though  the  number  of  males  who  are  generally  employed  is  very 
good,  81  per  cent.,  the  percentage  of  females  who  work,  viz.,  48  per  cent., 
is  decidedly  low. 

There  is  a  staff  of  one  attendant  or  nurse  to  every  9*7  of  the 
patients  for  day  duty,  but  their  record  of  service  is  not  good.  It  has  not 
so  far  been  found  possible  to  make  arrangements  for  giving  an  adequate 
recreation  room,  but  we  hope  this  question  will  ere  long  receive  the 
attention  at  the  hands  of  the  Committee  which  it  undoubtedly  deserves. 

We  saw  to-day  confined  to  bed  26  patients,  or  only  3*3"  per  cent,  of 
the  total  in  residence  ;  the  number  includes  6  patients  suffering  from 
phthisis,  whose  beds  in  the  daytime  are  placed  on  the  verandah  recently 
constructed  outside  Ward  15.  Two  males  also  similarly  affected  occupied 
beds  in  the  shelter  on  the  special  ground  connected  with  Ward  7,  where 
altogether  nine  tuberculous  patients  pass  the  day  in  the  open  air.  The  pro¬ 
portion  of  epileptics  under  care  is  11  ’6  per  cent,  (males  13*3  per  cent., 
females  13  per  cent.),  and  of  those  regarded  as  suicidal  3- 5  per  cent. 

The  causes  of  death,  which  were  verified  by  post-mortem  examination 
in  the  satisfactory  proportion  of  90 -4,  have  included  general  paralysis, 
9  •  6  per  cent.  ;  phthisis,  8  *  4  per  cent.  ;  and  senile  decay,  4  *  8  per  cent. 
Bedsores  were  present  at  death  in  three  cases,  or  3  *  6  per  cent.,  but  no  patient 
is  so  suffering  to-day. 

Two  inquests  have  been  held,  both  on  male  patieuts,  one  of  whom 
died  from  erysipelas  resulting  from  a  scalp  wound  caused  by  his  falling 
against  a  radiator,  and  the  other  from  septic  pneumonia  connected  with 
necrosis  of  the  elbow,  resulting  from  an  accidental  injury. 

As  regards  zymotic  disease,  1  patient  of  each  sex  has  suffered  from 
typhoid  fever,  whilst  5  members  of  the  staff  have  also  been  attacked, 
4  of  whom,  including  one  of  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers,  2  nurses,  and 
one  attendant,  have  been  taken  ill  within  the  last  few  months.  The 
connection  between  the  cases  is  not  clear,  but  it  is  noteworthy  that  a 
nurse  who  had  attended  the  female  patient  last  summer  was  herself 
attacked  this  spring,  and  was  attended  by  the  other  nurse  as  well  as  by 
the  Medical  Officer  who  fell  ill  respectively  in  April  and  May.  In  the 
latter  month,  too,  a  male  attendant  developed  the  disease.  The  water 
supply  has  been  examined  with  negative  results.  One  male  and  12  female 
patients  have  been  attacked  by  dysentery,  and  24  patients  with  influenza. 
There  have  also  been  3  cases  of  erysipelas  on  the  male  side.  Ten  patients 
have  sustained  fractures  and  one  a  dislocation  of  the  shoulder,  due  in  five 
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instances  to  accidental  falls,  in  three  to  being  pushed  down  by  fellow 
patients,  and  in  two  to  falls  in  fits.  One  patient  was  admitted  with  a  fracture 
of  the  femur.  A  female  patient,  working  in  the  laundry,  is  at  present 
under  treatment  for  injury  to  her  fingers,  which  were  crushed  and  burnt 
in  the  calender,  in  spite  of  this  being  fitted  with  an  automatic  guard.  Since 
the  accident  the  position  of  the  guard  has  been  lowered,  but  to  secure 
absolute  freedom  from  further  risk  the  height  of  the  guard  might  we  think 
be  still  further  reduced. 

The  case  books  and  medical  records  are  well  kept. 


Somerset  and  Bath  Asylums. — 2.  Wells. 

11  December  1913. 

During  the  somewhat  long  interval  which  has  intervened  since  the 
Asylum  has  been  visited  by  members  of  our  Board,  the  Committee  have 
steadily  proceeded  with  their  work  in  connection  with  the  renovation  and 
the  improvement  of  this  Establishment.  The  general  surroundings,  the 
brighter  wards  and  better  sanitary  accommodation,  all  tending  to  the 
greater  comfort  of  the  patients,  contrast  most  favourably  with  the  con¬ 
ditions  which  prevailed  in  the  past,  and  we  were  more  than  favourably 
impressed  by  all  that  we  have  seen  in  the  course  of  our  inspection,  which 
we  began  yesterday  and  have  completed  to-day.  There  is,  it  need  hardly 
be  said,  still  something  yet  to  be  done  to  carry  out  what  we  understand  to 
be  the  views  of  the  Committee  in  regard  to  these  matters  ;  the  require¬ 
ments  were  of  such  a  character  as  to  demand  careful  consideration  and 
the  necessary  lapse  of  a  considerable  time  in  their  fulfilment,  but  we  can 
report  that  the  result  so  far  is  eminently  satisfactory.  It  is  unnecessary 
to  detail  with  any  approach  to  minuteness  the  varied  character  of  the 
work  which  has  been  accomplished  during  the  past  21  months,  but  we 
may  state  that,  in  addition  to  external  reformation,  many  of  the  wards 
and  dormitories  have  been  brightly  and  tastefully  decorated,  more  light 
has,  where  it  has  been  possible,  been  let  in  and  the  ventilation  improved. 
A  new  scullery  has  been  constructed  in  connection  with  F.  1  Ward,  the 
waterclosets  and  washing  accommodation  of  M.  4  and  5  Wards  and 
F.  7  have  been  entirely  reconstructed  and  are  excellent  improvements  ; 
new  fittings  and  tables  have  been  added  to  the  tailors’  and  shoemakers’ 
shops,  and  we  are  glad  to  learn  that  the  Committee  have  determined  to 
improve  and  increase  the  lavatory  arrangements  throughout  the  female 
side.  Some  further  protection  is  needed  for  many  of  the  radiators,  and 
we  thought  that  the  artificial  lighting  of  some  wards  might  with  advantage 
be  improved. 

The  patients  were  quiet  and  orderly,  and  are  evidently  tactfully  and 
kindly  treated.  We  had  some  appeals  for  discharge,  but  there  was  an 
entire  absence  of  complaint,  the  patients  and  staff’  being  apparently  on 
excellent  terms.  The  beds  and  bedding  were  throughout  in  capital 
order. 

Since  March  21st,  1912,  there  have  been  245  admissions,  119  have 
been  discharged  or  removed,  of  whom  78  had  recovered,  and  143  have 
died.  There  are  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  848  patients — 356 
males  and  492  females — of  whom  31  are  private,  and  3  are  out-county 
patients  chargeable  to  St.  Mary,  Islington,  Romsey,  and  Wycombe.  All 
the  patients  are  in  residence  and  have  been  seen  by  us.  There  are 
vacancies,  according  to  the  returns,  for  8  males  and  20  women. 

The  maintenance  charge  is,  for  home  patients,  85.  5^d.  ;  for  out-county 
patients,  14s.  ;  and  for  private  patients,  from  10s.  to  21s. 
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We  saw  a  very  good  dinner  served  in  tlie  wards.  There  is  no  record 
of  any  seclusion  or  mechanical  restraint. 

The  attendance  at  the  Sunday  Church  of  England  services  is  not 
quite  up  to  the  average,  and  the  percentage  of  those  present  at  the  weekly 
entertainments,  and  of  those  taken  for  walks  beyond  the  Asylum  estate, 
is  low,  but  only  10  per  cent,  of  those  able  to  walk  are  confined  to  the 
wards  and  airing  courts,  and  61  per  cent,  are  usefully  employed — 61  men 
being  at  work  on  the  farms  and  gardens,  and  60  women  in  the  laundry 
and  kitchens. 

There  is  one  attendant  or  nurse  to  every  10  •  6  patients  for  day  duty,  and 
as  high  a  proportion  as  55  per  cent,  of  the  former  can  show  over 
five  vears’  service. 

At  our  visit  we  saw  69  patients  in  bed,  or  about  8  per  cent,  of  the 
total  in  residence  ;  several  were  so  confined  for  mental  reasons  and  many 
on  account  of  senile  debility,  but  there  were  comparatively  few  cases  of 
serious  illness.  The  proportion  of  epileptics  at  present  under  care  is  9  A 
per  cent.  (M.,  13 '8  per  cent. ;  F.,  6*3  per  cent.),  and  of  those  regarded  as 
actively  suicidal  not  quite  1  per  cent.  The  Asylum  contains  an  un¬ 
usually  high  proportion  of  aged  and  infirm  inmates,  and  no  less  than  23*8 
per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths  since  the  last  visit  are  ascribed  to  senile  decay. 
The  deaths  from  phthisis  amounted  to  11 -2  per  cent.,  and  those  from 
general  paralysis  to  70  per  cent.  ;  post-mortem  examinations  were  made 
in  82  per  cent,  of  those  who  died.  Bedsores  existed  at  death  in  6  cases, 
or  42  per  cent.,  in  one  of  which  the  lesion  existed  on  admission.  None 
of  those  whom  we  saw  in  bed  are  the  subject  of  this  complication. 

An  inquest  was  held  in  one  case,  the  death  being  due  to  natural  causes 
(senile  decay). 

There  have  been  18  eases  of  dysentery,  all  but  3  occurring  on  the 
female  side  ;  2  of  the  attacks  were  fatal.  These  are  the  only  cases  of 
zymotic  disease  recorded  during  the  21  months  under  review. 

There  has  been  no  serious  casualty,  and  we  learn  with  satisfaction 
that  there  has  been  no  instance  of  injury  involving  fracture  throughout 
the  last  three  years. 

Dr.  Pope  shows  the  utmost  keenness  and  alertness  in  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  Asylum.  He  is  evidently  intent  on  bringing  it  up  to  a 
high  state  of  efficiency,  and,  so  far  as  it  is  possible,  into  line  with  modern 
requirements,  thereby  adding  to  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  the 
patients.  He  has  the  assistance  of  Drs.  Shera  and  Pinion,  by  whom 
the  medical  records  are  creditably  kept,  the  clinical  notes  being  ample 
and  informing. 


Staffordshire  Asylums. — 1.  Burntwood. 

12  February  1913. 

We  have  to-day  paid  our  annual  visit  of  inspection  to  this  Asylum, 
and  can  report  that  it  continues  to  oe  maintained  in  excellent  order 
throughout.  A  good  deal  of  useful  work  has  been  carried  out  to  improve 
the  general  administration,  amongst  which  we  may  mention  some  altera¬ 
tions  to  corridors  1  and  2  on  the  female  side  and  the  adaptation  of  a 
portion  of  them  as  a  store  for  the  nurses’  bicycles.  Good  progress  has 
been  made  in  excavating  and  preparing  the  foundations  of  the  proposed 
new  nurses’  home,  the  plans  for  which  have  been  before  our  Board,  all 
the  work  having  been  carried  out  by  patients’  labour.  Plans  of  four 
pairs  of  cottages  for  the  staff  are  still  under  consideration.  In  addition, 
much  internal  painting  and  redecoration  has  been  completed,  while  that 
of  the  dormitories  on  both  sides  is  being  proceeded  with. 
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The  changes  amongst  the  patients  since  our  Colleagues'’  visit  in  April 
last  are  the  following  : —

We  found  on  the  statutory  books  to-day  and  in  residence  939  patients 
in  the  proportion  of  455  males  to  484  females.  Only  two  patients  are 
classed  as  private,  while  the  out-county  patients,  numbering  26,  are  all 
received  under  contract  for  the  City  of  Birmingham  Asylums  Committee. 
The  Asylum  at  the  present  moment  is  practically  full. 

The  wards  and  dormitories  are  very  well  kept,  the  former  being  well 
equipped  with  objects  of  interest  and  amusement  for  the  patients  ;  the 
beds  and  bedding  also  were  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition.  The 
patients  were  very  quiet  and  orderly  in  their  behaviour,  neat  and  tidy  in 
their  dress  and  personal  appearance,  and  are  evidently  on  excellent  terms 
with  Dr.  Spence  and  the  medical  and  nursing  staff.  The  very  few  com¬ 
plaints  that  we  received  were  manifestly  the  outcome  of  delusions. 
Wards  6  on  the  female  and  7  on  the  male  side  are  set  apart  for  the 
reception  of  juvenile  patients,  where  their  requirements  are  very  well 
attended  to.  The  crowded  condition  of  these  wards  shows  the  urgent 
need  that  exists  in  the  county  for  accommodation  in  which  children  of 
the  unimprovable  type  of  idiot  and  imbecile  can  be  suitably  housed  and 
treated. 

The  maintenance  charges  per  head  per  week  are  10s.  2 \d.  for  home, 
21s.  for  private,  and  from  16s.  6 d.  to  14s.  for  out-county  patients. 

The  dinner  to-day  consisted  of  roast  mutton  and  pickled  cabbage, 
with  potatoes  and  bread.  It  was  neatly  served  to  some  190  male  and 
170  female  patients  in  the  dining  hall,  where,  in  spite  of  some  over¬ 
crowding,  perfect  order  prevailed,  while  a  selection  of  music  was  played 
by  one  of  the  attendants  on  the  organ.  We  received  ample  evidence 
that  the  dietary  is  on  a  liberal  scale,  and  much  appreciated  by  the 
patients. 

There  is  no  recorded  use  of  either  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion. 

The  annual  returns  made  to  our  Board  are  most  satisfactory.  Just  on 
50  per  cent,  of  the  patients  attend  the  Sunday  services  in  the  well-kept 
chapel,  and  only  7  per  cent,  of  those  able  to  walk  are  confined  to  the 
wards  and  airing  courts.  A  distinct  feature  is  made  of  the  employment 
of  the  patients,  86  per  cent,  of  the  men  and  71  per  cent,  of  the  women 
doing  some  sort  of  useful  work.  As  many  as  198  men  are  employed  on 
the  farm  and  gardens,  45  as  painters  and  whitewashes,  while  of  the 
women  41  and  28  work  in  the  laundry  and  kitchen  respectively. 

At  the  time  of  our  visit  there  were  14  males  and  46  females  in  bed, 
or  6* 3  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  patients.  About  one-third  of 
those  in  bed  were  there  by  reason  of  their  mental  state,  and  but  few  of 
the  others  were  seriously  ill.  It  was  pleasing  to  see  the  full  advantage 
that  was  being  taken  of  the  solaria,  of  which  there  are  two  on  the  female 
and  one  on  the  male  side.  They  provide  excellent  opportunity  for 
treatment,  almost  in  the  open  air,  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  others 
likely  to  benefit  thereby,  and  we  were  informed  that  they  are  in  use  by 
night  as  well  as  by  day.  It  is  evident  that  the  nursing  of  the  sick  and 
others  needing  individual  treatment  is  maintained  at  a  high  level.  We 
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gathered  that  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  senile  cases  in  bed  are 
allowed  to  get  up  in  the  course  of  the  afternoon,  a  plan  which  we  are 
sure  must  tend  to  promote  their  contentment.  There  was  no  bedsore 
present  among  any  of  the  patients,  nor  were  any  of  the  patients  who  died 
during  the  period  under  review  so  suffering. 

We  noticed  that  a  commencement  has  been  made  in  the  introduction 
of  u  lagging  ”  doors  for  purposes  of  ventilation  in  corridors  and  other 
suitable  places. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  unusually  large  proportion  of 
20*8  per  cent,  of  the  patients  are  epileptics.  About  2  per  cent,  of  the 
male  patients  are  general  paralytics,  while  from  the  last  return  furnished 
to  our  Board  only  one  female  was  the  subject  of  that  affection. 

There  have  been  58  male  and  45  female  deaths.  In  all  the  cause  was 
natural,  and  was  verified  by  post-mortem  examination  in  over  90  per 
cent,  of  the  deaths.  In  the  case  of  a  man  who  had  fractured  two  ribs  in 
an  accidental  fall  an  inquest  was  held.  General  paralysis  was  the  cause 
of  death  in  rather  more  than  28  per  cent,  of  the  male  deaths,  while 
tuberculosis  was  present  in  18  per  cent.,  its  incidence  among  the  females 
being  twice  as  heavy  as  in  the  male  sex. 

Since  the  last  visit  69  patients  have  been  attacked  with  dysentery, 
which  in  four  instances  proved  fatal,  and  41  others  have  been  treated  for 
diarrhoea.  With  the  exception  of  this  outbreak,  the  general  health  of 
the  Institution  has  been  good.  Apart  from  the  case  which  was  the 
subject  of  the  inquest,  the  only  casualties  which  call  for  mention  are 
four  cases  of  fracture,  all  accidentally  sustained. 

A  strong  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  maintained,  averaging  1  to 
every  9*2  patients.  Their  average  duration  of  service  is  quite  up  to 
that  usually  found  in  Asylums. 

The  statutory  registers  and  case  books  are  all  posted  to  date  and 
very  carefully  kept.  Praiseworthy  effort  is  evidently  made  to  obtain  as 
far  as  possible  the  previous  history  of  each  patient. 

Dr.  Spence  is  to  be  congratulated  on  his  successful  efforts  to  maintain 
this  Asylum  in  a  high  state  of  efficiency.

There  are  now  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  1,023  patients  in 
the  proportion  of  521  men  to  502  women,  all  of  them  being  in  residence 
to-day  with  the  exception  of  one  of  each  sex  out  on  trial.  The  Asylum 
has  vacancies  for  5  patients  on  the  male  and  24  on  the  female  side. 
Twenty-three  of  them  are  classed  as  private  and  40  are  chargeable  to 
out-county  Unions,  32  men  being  received  under  contract  from  Swansea. 
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At  our  visit  to-day  we  found  ail  parts  of  the  Asylum  in  excellent 
order  ;  the  wards  and  dormitories  are  very  well  kept,  there  being  a 
plentiful  supply  of  all  sorts  of  objects  to  interest  and  amuse  the  patients, 
including  numerous  pianos  :  the  beds  and  bedding  left  nothing  to  be 
desired.  Some  small  improvements  have  been  carried  out  since  the  last 
visit,  but  we  regret  that  for  the  time  the  erection  of  the  nurses’  home  is 
in  abeyance  and  it  is  unlikely  to  be  commenced  before  this  time  next 
year.  A  contract  has  been  submitted  to  our  Board  for  the  approval  of 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  purchase  of  90  acres  of  land  adjoining  the 
Asylum  estate  at  a  cost  of  6,500/.,  or  an  average  of  about  72/.  per  acre. 
We  have  to-day  visited  the  land  proposed  to  be  purchased,  which 
contains  a  small  residential  house  and  some  dilapidated  farm  buildings. 
Although  the  price  is  undoubtedly  high,  there  is  urgent  need  at  this 
Asylum  for  the  acquisition  of  more  land  for  the  purposes  of  supple¬ 
menting  the  present  exiguous  water  supply  as  well  as  for  providing 
further  opportunity  of  employing  the  patients  out  of  doors,  the  proportion 
of  patients  in  this  Asylum  capable  of  such  work  being  very  much  above 
the  average.  We  propose  to  report  to  our  Board  on  the  matter. 

The  patients  presented  a  contented  and  well-cared-for  appearance, 
and  apart  from  appeals  for  discharge  we  received  very  few  complaints. 
One  female  patient,  however,  stated  to  us  that  in  November  last  she  had 
seen  a  charge-nurse  ill-using  another  patient,  who  subsequently  died 
from  chronic  interstitial  nephritis  with  uraemia.  The  patient  complaining 
did  not  report  the  matter  to  the  Medical  Superintendent  till  some  days 
subsequently  to  the  occurrence  and  after  the  patient  alleged  to  be  injured 
had  died.  The  post-mortem  notes  disclosed  no  evidence  of  injury.  The 
Committee,  after  a  full  investigation  of  the  circumstances,  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  charge  was  unfounded.  The  only  corroborative 
evidence  was  a  statement  made  by  a  ward  maid  to  one  of  the  Medical 
Officers,  but  she  had  left  before  the  Committee’s  inquiry,  and  declined  to 
attend  it  though  requested  to  do  so  ;  the  patient  to-day  informed  us  that 
she  had  herself  witnessed  the  ill-treatment,  whereas  in  her  original  letter 
of  complaint  to  the  Medical  Superintendent  she  mentioned  that  she  was 
in  a  part  of  the  ward  from  which  it  was  impossible  for  her  to  have  seen 
the  spot  where  the  occurrence  was  alleged  to  have  taken  place,  but  had 
been  informed  of  it  by  the  ward  maid  in  question. 

The  dinner  to-day  consisted  of  lentil  soup,  rice  pudding  with  plum 
jam,  followed  by  bread  and  cheese.  It  was  partaken  of  by  over  200 
patients  of  each  sex  in  the  dining  hall  and  was  evidently  popular.  We 
received  no  complaints  whatever  on  the  subject  of  the  dietary. 

The  maintenance  charges  per  head  per  week  are  10 s.  2^d.  for  home, 
16s.  6d.  for  out-county,  and  21s.  for  private,  patients. 

The  books  contain  no  record  of  the  use  of  either  mechanical  restraint 
or  seclusion. 

The  annual  returns  made  to  our  Board  are  extremely  satisfactory,  the 
percentages  of  patients  usefully  employed,  91  per  cent,  on  the  male,  and 
80  per  cent,  on  the  female  side,  calling  for  special  mention  ;  only  7  per 
cent,  of  the  patients  able  to  walk  are  confined  to  the  wards  and  courts. 
W  e  were  glad  to  hear  from  Dr.  Menzies  that  quite  a  number  of  the  male 
patients  are  allowed  their  parole,  some  in  the  grounds  and  a  few  outside 
the  Asylum  estate.  We  think  that  this  much  appreciated  liberty  may  be 
one  of  the  reasons  that  so  many  of  the  men  can  be  persuaded  to  take  part 
in  the  work  out  of  doors. 

The  staff  consists  of  96  for  day  and  17  for  night  duty,  and  shows  a 
proportion  of  one  to  every  10*8  patients.  In  this  connection  we  may 
mention  that  one  of  the  male  infirmaries  is  nursed  by  5  of  the  female 
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staff  on  day  and  2  on  night  duty.  The  duration  of  service  is  quite 
satisfactory. 

At  the  time  of  our  visit  there  were  26  male  and  40  female  patients  in 
bed,  that  is,  6  •  4  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  in  residence.  About  one-fifth 
of  them  were  there  by  reason  of  their  mental  state  ;  the  remainder  were 
under  treatment  for  bodily  disorder  or  infirmity.  We  saw  numerous 
evidences  that  the  standard  of  nursing  the  sick  and  others  requiring 
individual  treatment  is  maintained  at  a  high  level,  and  we  were  impressed 
by  the  great  amount  of  care  bestowed  in  training  the  nursing  staff*. 
Mach  attention  is  given  to  the  classification  of  the  patients,  and  pains  are 
taken  to  segregate  those  who  have  suffered  with  either  dysentery  or 
tuberculosis  and  to  isolate  as  far  as  possible  those  suffering  from  the 
former  disease  ;  but  we  saw  several  cases  of  active  tuberculosis  under 
treatment  in  a  general  infirmary  dormitory.  It  is  true  that  the  upper 
sashes  of  the  windows  were  open  to  their  full  extent,  but  we  would 
suggest  that  occasion  be  some  time  taken  to  provide  verandahs  for  such 
cases  and  others  that  might  benefit  thereby. 

In  none  of  the  patients  in  bed  did  a  bedsore  exist,  nor  was  this 
complication  present  at  death  in  any  of  the  17  male  and  21  female 
patients  who  have  died  in  the  period  under  review.  These  38  deaths 
were  all  due  to  natural  causes,  and  were  followed  by  post-morfom 
examination  in  the  satisfactory  proportion  of  87  percent/  Phthisis  w  as 
the  cause  in  18  per  cent,  of  the  deaths. 

General  paralysis  prevails  among  the  male  patients  to  the  extent  of 
just  under  5  per  cent.,  while  only  some  4  females  are  the  subject  of  that 
disorder.  It  is  noteworthy  that  the  high  proportion  of  16 '9  per  cent,  of 
the  total  patients  are  epileptics. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  is  good.  Apart  from  tuberculosis 
and  12  cases  of  dysentery,  there  has  been  no  incidence  of  infectious 
disease.  Casualties  have  been  confined  to  4  cases  of  fracture  under 
circumstances  which  do  not  call  for  further  mention. 

The  medical  registers  are  in  process  of  being  made  up  to  date.  The 
entries  in  the  case  books  are  good  and  show  evidence  of  much  painstaking- 
medical  work.  We  should  suggest,  however,  that  the  provision  of  a 
room  adequately  equipped  for  scientific  research  would  be  a  valuable 
addition  to  the  resources  of  the  Institution.

The  patients  on  the  books  and  in  residence  to-day  numbered  877,  of 
whom  471  are  men  and  406  women. 

The  Asylum  at  this  moment  is  practically  full  ;  while  there  are 
vacancies  for  three  men,  the  women  are  six  above  their  complement,  all 
the  patients  being  chargeable  to  Unions  within  the  county. 
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After  seeing  all  parts  of  the  Asylum  we  are  able  to  report  that  it 
continues  to  be  maintained  in  very  good  order.  The  wards  and  dormitories 
were  fresh  and  airy,  much  being  done  for  the  occupation  and  amusement 
of  the  patients.  While  the  beds  and  bedding  were  clean,  we  thought  that 
there  were  many  blankets  and  sheets  that  require  inspection  with  a  view 
to  their  being  repaired  or  condemned,  a  matter  to  which  attention  was 
called  by  our  Colleagues  at  the  last  visit.  Nothing  has  been  done  towards 
the  erection  of  verandahs  in  connection  with  the  infirmary  wards  so  as  to 
euable  phthisical  and  other  patients  to  be  nursed  in  the  open  air.  We 
hope  that  this  matter  will  not  be  lost  sight  of,  as  we  are  sure  that  it 
would  much  enhance  the  nursing  facilities  of  the  Institution. 

The  wards  on  each  side  now  used  for  the  reception  of  newly  admitted 
cases,  while  quite  good  wards  for  general  purposes,  are,  from  their  size, 
their  internal  arrangements,  and  from  the  fact,  that  they  are  on  the  first 
instead  of  on  the  ground  floor,  quite  unsuitable  for  the  reception  and 
treatment  of  newly  admitted  patients.  When  any  enlargement  of  the 
Asylum  is  taken  in  hand,  we  hope  that  it  may  be  in  the  direction  of 
providing  a  properly  equipped  admission  hospital  with  between  30  and 
40  beds  on  each  side.  In  the  meantime,  as  a  temporary  expedient,  it 
might  be  possible  to  utilise  two  of  the  smaller  wards  on  the  ground  floor 
for  this  purpose. 

The  improvements  comprise  a  new  foul  laundry,  which  will  shortly 
be  ready  for  use,  while  Male  Ward  7  is  under  repair,  a  new  floor  being 
provided  and  general  redecoration  carried  out. 

There  are  a  few  minor  matters  to  which  we  desire  to  call  attention. 
We  think  that  doors  should  be  provided  for  the  slop  sink  recesses  that 
are  now  without  them,  that  all  the  remaining  stiff  gas  brackets  in  the 
sanitary  spurs  should  be  made  flexible  or  removed,  and  that  dwarf  doors 
should  be  supplied  to  such  of  the  w.c.’s  on  both  sides  as  remain  some¬ 
what  lacking  in  privacy.  The  glass  panes  in  the  shutters  of  some  of  the 
single  rooms  constitute  a  source  of  danger,  as  do  also  the  unprotected 
belts  of  some  of  the  machinery  in  that  part  of  the  laundry  where  the 
washing  machines  are  situated. 

The  patients  generally  presented  a  well-cared-for  appearance,  and 
were  very  tidy  in  their  dress. 

They  were  quiet  and  orderly  in  their  behaviour,  and  it  was  only  in 
one  or  two  of  the  wards  where  the  most  troublesome  patients  are  housed 
that  we  found  any  noisy  excitement.  Though,  as  is  usual,  there  were 
many  appeals  for  discharge,  we  received  but  few  complaints,  and  none  of 
any  substance  or  apparent  foundation. 

^  The  dinner,  which  is  served  in  the  wards,  consisted  to-day  of  boiled 
beef,  with  potatoes,  carrots,  and  bread.  The  meal  seemed  to  be 
appreciated,  and  was  nicely  served  on  hot  plates,  though  the  only  facility 
for  heating  them  seemed  to  be  by  placing  them  in  front  of  the  ward  fire, 
which  would  not  be  present  in  the  summer  months. 

The  maintenance  charge  per  head  per  week  for  last  year  was  10s.  2 \d. 
for  home  patients,  the  private  patients,  of  whom  there  are  only  four, 
being  charged  16s.  Qd.  Owing  to  a  very  necessary  addition  to  the  staff 
it  is  not  improbable  that  there  will,  in  current  years,  be  some  small 
increase  in  the  home  maintenance  charges. 

There  has  been  no  use  of  mechanical  restraint,  but  5  patients  have 
required  to  be  secluded  on  five  occasions  for  a  total  duration  of  13  hours. 

Excepting  in  the  case  of  one  female  patient  who,  by  an  accidental  fall, 
sustained  a  fractured  hip,  there  have  been  no  casualties.  The  circum¬ 
stances  of  this  case  were  fully  reported  to  our  Board  at  the  time,  and 
as  death  ensued  a  few  days  afterwards,  an  inquest  was  held  in  the  case. 
Apart  from  this  case,  the  26  deaths,  which  were  equally  divided  as  to 
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sex,  were  all  from  natural  causes,  verified  by  post-mortem  examination  in 
not  quite  62  per  cent,  of  the  cases,  a  proportion  which  might  well  be 
augmented.  Tuberculosis  was  the  certified  cause  in  19  per  cent,  of  the 
deaths,  but  a  comparison  of  the  register  of  deaths  with  the  post-mortem 
notes  reveals  the  fact  that  this  proportion  by  no  means  represents  the 
number  of  instances  in  which  active  tuberculosis  was  present  at  death  ; 
we  would  suggest  that  more  frequent  use  of  the  column  headed  “  Contri¬ 
butory  ”  in  the  above  register  would  be  of  assistance  in  promoting 
accuracy  in  statistical  returns.  In  23  per  cent,  of  the  male  deaths  the 
cause  was  general  paralysis,  which  affection,  according  to  the  returns 
furnished  to  our  Board,  prevails  to  the  extent  of  about  1  per  cent.,  its 
incidence  among  the  males  being  twice  as  heavy  as  in  the  opposite  sex. 
Almost  20  per  cent,  of  the  patients  are  epileptics  ;  this  unusually  high 
proportion  appears  to  obtain  in  each  of  the  Staffordshire  Asylums  and  to 
be  a  subject  worthy  of  further  inquiry  locally. 

We  saw  30  male  and  21  female  patients  in  bed,  or  5*8  of  the  total 
number,  and  about  one-tenth  of  those  confined  were  by  reason  of  their 
mental  state.  That  much  care  was  being  given  to  their  nursing  was ;; 
obvious,  which  fact  is  further  accentuated  by  the  statement  that  none  of 
them  was  the  subject  of  a  bedsore,  nor  was  this  condition  present  at 
death  in  any  of  the  cases  who  have  died.  In  several  of  the  medicine 
cupboards  we  noticed  stock  bottles  of  aperient  and  cough  mixtures,  and 
a  large  jar  of  bromide  mixture  in  one  of  the  epileptic  wards.  We  think 
this  practice  open  to  danger  and  misuse,  and  would  suggest  that  all 
medicine  should  be  supplied  in  a  separate  bottle  for  each  patient  who  is 
to  receive  it. 

Of  the  patients  in  bed  no  less  than  22  per  cent,  were  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  in  more  or  less  active  form.  Commendable  efforts  are  being;; 
made  to  segregate  and  vigorously  treat  these  cases,  but  in  the  absence 
of  verandah  facilities  already  commented  upon,  adequate  treatment  is 
scarcely  possible.  To  assist  early  diagnosis  of  such  cases  we  would 
suggest  the  systematic  weighing,  not  less  than  quarterly,  of  all  the 
patients. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  annual  returns  made  to  our  Board,  apart 
from  those  already  mentioned,  which  calls  for  special  comment,  and  we 
need  only  say  that  they  compare  very  favourably  with  the  average  to  be 
found  in  asylums  generally. 

A  very  strong  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  kept,  averaging  one  to 
every  8*6  patients.  Their  duration  of  service  is  good,  as  many  as  61  per 
cent,  of  the  men  and  30  per  cent,  of  the  women  being  able  to  count  more 
than  five  years  in  the  Asylum  service.  Efforts  are  being  made  by 
increasing  the  weekly  and  monthly  leave  to  make  the  service  more 
attractive. 

The  statutory  registers  and  case  books  are  all  carefully  posted  to  date. 
The  entries  generally  in  the  latter  reflect  credit  on  the  medical  officers, 
but  we  should  like  to  see  those  dealing  with  the  condition  on  admission 
much  fuller. 

We  also  hope  that  the  Committee  will  see  their  way  to  improve  the 
room  adjoining  the  mortuary,  in  order  to  permit  of  its  use  as  a  laboratory 
for  scientific  research. 

We  have  been  very  favourably  impressed  by  the  condition  in  which 
we  found  this  old  Asylum  and  by  the  evidence  it  affords  of  the  efforts 
of  Dr.  Christie  to  bring  it  as  far  as  possible  up  to  the  level  of  modern 
requirements. 
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Suffolk  Asylum.

Since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues  in  February  1912  tlie  changes 
among  the  patients  in  this  Asylum  have  been  as  follows

As  the  result  there  are  to-day  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of 
431  males  and  500  female  patients,  all  of  whom  are  in  residence  and  have 
been  seen  by  us  in  the  course  of  our  visit.  Six  men  and  7  women  are  of 
the  private  class,  the  charge  for  whose  maintenance  is  20s.  a  week  ;  10 
men  and  11  women  are  here  from  Yarmouth  under  a  contract  which  has 
come  to  an  end,  so  that  they  will  shortly  be  removed,  one  woman  is  from 
the  Denbigh  Asylum  under  contract,  and  another  is  chargeable  to  Islington 
Union.  There  are  also  2  male  criminal  lunatics.  Three  idiot  children 
are  boarded  out  iu  Netlierne  Asylum.  , 

The  accommodation  is  estimated  to  be  sufficient  for  but  427  patients 
on  the  male  and  473  on  the  female  side.  There  is  therefore  over¬ 
crowding  on  the  male  side  to  a  slight  extent,  while  the  female  side  is 
full  ;  and  the  relief  which  will  be  afforded  by  the  removal  of  the  Yarmouth 
patients  will  be  of  quite  a  temporary  character.  We  are  therefore  glad 
to  learn  that  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  is  about  to  be  held  for  the 
purpose  of  considering  how  the  necessary  additional  accommodation 
should  be  provided,  whether  by  extension  of  the  existing  Asylum  or  by 
building  a  new  Asylum  for  West  Suffolk  and  dissolving  the  union  between 
the  two  administrative  counties. 

The  new  chapel  was  completed  and  opened  for  use  in  February,  and 
the  old  chapel  continues  to  be  used  for  Nonconformist  services.  Among 
other  improvements  completed  since  the  last  visit  we  may  mention  w.c. 
accommodation  for  Male  5  Dormitory,  the  need  for  which  was  the  subject 
of  comment  in  our  Colleagues’  report  last  year.  A  similar  annexe  ta 
Female  5  Dormitory  is  now  under  construction. 

We  would  suggest  to  the  Committee  the  desirability  of  adding  to  the 
number  of  attendants’  cottages,  a  due  supply  of  which  is  such  an  important 
element  in  promoting  contentment  among  the  staff  and  attracting  suitable 
men  into  the  service. 

The  estate  owned  in  freehold  for  the  Asylum  might,  with  advantage,, 
be  increased  ;  its  boundary  on  one  side  is  quite  close  to  the  buildings,  and 
the  adjoining  fields  are  held  on  lease  which  has  to  be  renewed  at  short 
intervals,  an  arrangement  which  is  precarious  and  unsatisfactory. 

We  were  struck  with  the  comfortable  and  home-like  appearance  of 
the  wards  throughout,  aud  they,  as  well  as  the  beds,  were  very  clean  and 
well  kept.  There  was  abundance  of  objects  of  interest  of  all  kinds  to 
occupy  and  amuse  the  patients,  and  a  plentiful  supply  of  flowers. 
Several  of  the  male  wards  were  most  liberally  supplied  with  papers 
and  illustrated  periodicals,  but  in  some  large  female  wards  these  were 
rather  deficient. 

In  some  of  the  dormitories  the  windows  were  without  blinds,  the  want 
of  which  must,  we  think,  be  felt  by  those  who  sleep  there.  Painters  and 
decorators  were  at  work  in  parts  ;  we  hope  that  they  will  before  long  take 
in  hand  Female  Wards  7,  8,  and  9,  and  12  and  13,  and  Male  Dormitory  12, 
which  need  attention  in  this  respect. 

We  found  the  patients  generally  very  quiet  and  orderly  and  contented 
with  their  treatment,  of  which  we  received  no  complaints,  though  all  had 
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the  opportunity  of  speaking'  to  us  who  desired  to  do  so.  We  observed 
with  pleasure  that  in  one  of  the  male  wards  the  doors  are  left  unlocked, 
;ind  the  patients  are  allowed  to  go  in  and.  me  as  they  please,  being  givens 
full  parole  of  the  grounds. 

ISo  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded  in  the' 
period  under  review. 

1  he  letuins  for  1912  show,  as  usual  in  this  Asylum,  a  low  percentage^ 
of  attendance  at  the  Sunday  services,  in  which  matter  we  hope  there  will 
be  considerable  improvement  resulting  from  the  erection  of  the  new 
chapel.  I  he  numbers  of  patients  usefully  employed  were  satisfactory. 

I  he  188  deaths,  which  are  equally  distributed  as  to  sex,  were  all  due5 
to  natural  causes,  verified  by  post-mortem  examination  in  the  excellent 
proportion  of  91  per  cent.  While  there  were  only  two  instances  of  general 
paralysis  as  a  cause  of  death  among  the  females,  it  was  the  cause  of  as 
many  as  20  per  cent,  among  the  males  ;  the  disorder  would  appear, 
however,  not  to  be  very  prevalent  here,  as,  according  to  the  returns 
furnished  to  us,  there  were  only  4  cases  on  the  male  and  3  on  the 
female  side  of  the  Asylum  at  the  end  of  last  year.  Senile  decay  was 
usci  ibed  as  the  cause  of  death  in  26  of  the  patients  who  died  during  the 
period  oith  which  this  report  deals,  and  in  exactly  equal  proportions  of 
the  sexes. 

in  1  /  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  the  cause  was  tuberculosis,  its  incidence 
being  considerably  higher  in  the  female  than  in  the  male  sex.  We  re¬ 
gretted  to  notice  on  both  sides  of  the  Asylum  cases  of  this  affection  in 
active  form  in  bed  in  the  open  dormitories  ;  and  several  patients  scattered 
about  the  various  wards  suggested  by  their  appearance  that  they  were 
suffering  from  it.  We  would  strongly  urge  upon  the  Committee  that,  as 
previously  suggested  by  our  Colleagues,  they  should  favourably  consider 
the  erection  on  each  side  of  verandahs  and  other  adequate  means  of 
segregating  these  patients. 

The  patients  in  bed  were  15  men  and  43  women,  or  6  per  cent,  of  the 
total  in  residence,  and  from  what  we  saw  of  the  arrangements  we  were 
satisfied  that  the  nursing  they  received  is  both  kind  and  skilful.  Several 
of  those  in  bed  were  there  because  they  had  been  recently  admitted,  a 
principle  with  which  we  are  in  entire  sympathy.  Since  the  last  visit 
there  have  been  30  cases  of  dysentery,  but  none  since  last  August. 

The  only  casualties  of  at  all  a  serious  nature  have  been  3  fractures  of 
bones,  which  do  not  call  for  particular  mention  here.  We  think  that  a 
few  more  low  bedsteads  might  with  advantage  be  obtained,  so  as  to  reduce 
the  number  of  beds  made  up  on  the  floor  in  single  rooms. 

W  e  regret  to  see  that  the  Committee  apparently  do  not  grant  money 
allowances  to  patients  while  out  on  trial.  We  would  strongly  recommend 
them  to  take  as  full  advantage  as  possible  of  sec.  55  of  the  Lunacy  Act, 
1890,  which  enables  them  to  send  patients  out  on  trial  before  being  fully 
discharged,  and  to  grant  to  them  a  sum  of  money  during  the  period  of 
trial,  not  exceeding  the  maintenance  charge  in  the  Asylum.  We  believe 
that  this  practice  by  affording  assistance  at  a  moment  when  its  need  is 
often  acutely  felt,  tends  to  prevent  those  early  relapses  which  are  so 
disappointing  to  Asylum  authorities  and  are  giving  rise  to  considerable 
disquietude  among  the  public. 

The  nursing  staff  is  of  good  strength  on  both  sides,  and  their  record  of 
service  appears  to  be  satisfactory.  We  visited  the  male  attendants’  mess 
room  and  saw  the  dinner  served  to  them,  which  was  of  good  quality  ;  but 
we  made  the  suggestion  to  Dr.  Whitwell  that  a  second  course,  of  pudding, 
should  form  a  regular  part  of  the  meal.  This  addition  is  generally  much 
appreciated,  and  experience  has  shown,  both  in  the  case  of  staff  and  in 
that  of  patients,  that  it  can  be  given  without  any  increase  in  the  cost  of 
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diet.  During  the  21  months  which  have  elapsed  since  the  last  visit, 
3  attendants  and  5  nurses  have  been  discharged  for  misconduct,  consisting 
of  breaches  of  discipline,  and  in  one  case  of  drunkenness. 

The  statutory  registers  and  case  books  were  in  first-rate  order,  and 
the  entries  in  the  latter  indicate  careful  and  valuable  medical  work.  It  is 
with  great  regret  that  we  record  the  severe  loss  the  medical  staff  has 
sustained  by  the  death  of  Dr.  Stephen  Longworth,  Senior  Assistant 
Medical  Officer,  who  for  15  years  had  rendered  the  Institution  very 
efficient  and  loyal  service. 


Surrey  Asylums. — 1.  Brookwood. 

5  December  1913. 

Since  this  Asylum  was  last  visited  by  members  of  our  Board,  the 
Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer’s  house  has  been  completed,  the  w.c. 
spur  in  Male  Ward  4  has  been  modernised  and  the  airing  courts  attached 
to  Female  Wards  8  and  9  have  been  repaved,  whilst  several  other  works 
of  a  minor  character  have  been  carried  out.  The  centralisation  of  the 
boiler  house  is  making  good  progress,  and  two  padded  rooms,  one  on  each 
side,  are  about  to  be  taken  in  hand,  but  we  understand  that,  although  the 
Committee  have  had  under  their  consideration  the  general  improvement 
of  the  sanitary  arrangements  in  certain  blocks,  the  better  ventilation  and 
plastering  of  the  single  rooms,  and  the  desirability  of  constructing 
verandahs,  all  these  and  other  matters  involving  considerable  outlay  have 
for  the  moment  been  deferred,  with  a  view  in  the  near  future  to  putting 
forward  a  proposal  for  the  general  improvement  of  the  older  portions  of 
the  Asylum.  There  would  appear  to  be  a  desire  to  depart  from  a  piece¬ 
meal  policy  and  to  do  what  may  be  considered  necessary  in  one 
comprehensive  scheme. 

The  wards  are,  throughout,  well  kept,  and  the  beds  and  dormitories 
are  in  excellent  order,  whilst  the  patients  were  for  the  most  part  quiet 
and  free  from  excitement.  Those  in  F.  2  alone  showed  a  tendency  to 
noise  and  unrest.  Although  we  fully  realise  that  the  appearance  of 
strangers  in  a  ward  with  the  type  of  patients  there  located  does,  on 
occasions,  lend  to  noise  and  excitement,  we  think  that  more  might  be 
done  with  the  patients  in  this  ward,  by  the  provision  of  cheaply  bound 
picture  books  and  other  objects  of  interest  to  attract  their  attention  and 
keep  them  quietly  occupied.  We  are  glad,  therefore,  to  learn  that  the 
chaplain  is  taking  the  library  in  hand,  and  that  a  large  number  of  such 
books  are  in  course  of  being  provided  for  general  use  in  all  the  wards. 
The  only  complaints  we  received  had  reference  to  discharge,  but  these 
were  to-day  not  more  numerous  than  is  usual  in  au  establishment  of  this 
size,  and  they  were  for  the  most  part  made  by  patients  who  were 
evidently  unfit  to  be  free  from  control. 

Since  June  17th,  1912,  414  patients  have  been  admitted,  325  dis¬ 
charged  or  removed,  of  whom  88  had  recovered  and  103  have  died. 
There  are  on  the  statutory  hooks  the  names  of  1,262  patients,  540  males 
and  722  females,  of  whom  68  are  out-county  patients,  55  being  received 
under  contract  from  West  Ham  Borough  Asylum  and  Hants  county,  and 
8  are  criminal  patients.  Eight  patients  are  on  trial,  leaving  1,254  in 
residence  and  seen  by  us,  except  one  out  for  the  day.  The  male  side  is 
practically  fully  occupied,  there  being  but  5  vacancies  ;  on  the  female  side 
there  are,  however,  vacancies  for  100  patients. 

The  maintenance  charge  for  home  patients  is  11s*  Id.  and  for  out- 
county  patients  1 4s.  to  15s.  2d. 
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We  saw  a  very  good  dinner  of  nourishing  vegetable  soup  with  bread, 
followed,  by  well-boiled  currant  dumpling  nicely  served  on  hot  plates, 
and  received  no  complaints  either  as  to  quantity  or  quality,  though  we 
were  led  to  understand  that  soup  is  not  altogether  a  favourite  article  of 
diet. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  seclusion  or  mechanical  restraint. 

We  were  glad  to  notice  from  returns  furnished  us  that  money 
allowances  have  been  granted  to  some  patients  whilst  on  trial. 

1  he  attendance  at  the  Sunday  Church  of  England  services  is  good, 
but  that  at  the  weekly  entertainments  is  low,  and  the  percentage  of  those 
patients  able  to  walk,  but  confined  to  the  wards  and  airing  courts,  viz., 
2d  per  cent.,  we  should  like  to  see  reduced.  The  percentage  of  those 
who  are  usefully  employed  is  52  per  cent.,  119  men  being  engaged  on  the 
farm  and  garden,  and  there  are  70  women  at  work  in  the  kitchen  and 
laundry. 

f  here  is  an  adequate  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses,  there  being  1  to 
every  9*8  of  the  patients,  and  59  per  cent,  of  the  former  and  25  per  cent, 
of  the  latter  have  over  five  years’  service. 

One  nurse  has  been  dismissed  for  striking  a  patient. 

I  he  general  health  is  good,  and  only  a  small  proportion  of  the 
55  patients  confined  to  bed  are  seriously  ill.  Two  of  them  were  the 
subjects  of  slight  bedsores,  which  in  one  case  was  present  on  admission. 
The  proportion  of  epileptics  to  the  total  in  residence  is  8*4  per  cent, 
(males,  9  *  3  per  cent.  ;  females,  7  •  6  per  cent.),  whilst  not  quite  1  per  cent, 
are  under  special  observation  as  being  actively  suicidal,  there  being  only 
3  cases  in  this  category  on  the  female  side. 

I  he  causes  of  death  were  verified  by  post-mortem  examination  in 
nearly  1 3  per  cent,  of  all  who  died.  They  have  comprised  general 
paralysis,  14 ‘5  per  cent.  ;  phthisis,  18*4  per  cent.  ;  and  senile  decay,  21*3 
percent.  Bedsores  existed  at  death  in  4*8  per  cent.  ;  one  patient,  a  male, 
who  had  been  three  years  an  inmate,  committed  suicide  by  strangulation. 
The  circumstances  were  fully  reported  to  our  Board  at  the  time,  and  the 
coroner’s  jury  exonerated  the  authorities  from  all  blame. 

As  regards  zymotic  disease  there  has  been  1  case  of  enteric  fever  in 
a  male  patient,  the  attack  proving  fatal  ;  and  3  patients  (of  whom 
1  died)  have  suffered  from  dysentery.  Two  patients  of  each  sex  sustained 
fractures  of  bones,  viz.,  2  of  the  femur  and  1  of  the  radius  from  accidental 
falls.  In  the  other  case,  a  fracture  of  the  ulna,  no  history  of  a  fall  or  of 
violence  could  be  obtained.  A  female  patient  dislocated  her  ankle  by 
falling  out  of  bed. 

The  suggestions  of  the  Factory  Inspector  have  either  been  carried 
out  or  are  in  hand. 

The  books  and  medical  records  are  well  written  up  to  date. 


Surrey  Asylums. — 2.  Netherne. 

6  March  1913. 

In  the  interval  which  has  elapsed  since  this  Asylum  was  last  visited 
by  members  of  our  Board,  a  considerable  amount  of  general  work  and 
minor  improvements  have  been  carried  out,  and  many  trees  and  shrubs 
have  been  planted  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the  buildings, 
which  will  in  time  greatly  add  to  the  general  appearance  of  the  gardens 
and  approaches.  The  verandah  in  connection  with  the  Female  Infirmary 
has  been  almost  completed  ;  we  should  like  to  see  a  similar  addition  con¬ 
structed  on  the  male  side,  and  think  that,  with  very  great  advantage,  a. 
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verandah  might  also  be  added  to  the  North  Villa,  where  tne  imbecile 
children  are  very  comfortably,  and,  so  far  as  we  could  judge,  happily 
placed.  We  found  the  building  throughout  in  excellent  order,  the  wards 
and  beds  are  well  kept,  and  we  are  glad  to  see  that  the  number  of  pianos 
has  been  increased,  and  that  many  more  pictures  have  been  hung  in  the 
day -rooms.  We  hope  that  further  additions  will  be  made  in  regard  to 
the  former,  and  suggest  that  the  patients,  especially  the  more  demented 
ones,  who  cannot  settle  down  to  read,  would  find  much  amusement  in 
turning  over  the  pages  of  lightly-bound  picture  papers,  were  numbers  of 
them  scattered  throughout  the  wards. 

We  noticed  some  ventilators  which  we  think  might  well  be  protected, 
e.g.,  in  the  half-padded  rooms,  by  a  covering  of  strong  small-meshed  wire 
gauze,  and  we  should  like  to  see  the  practice,  which  prevails  in  some  of 
wards,  of  supplying  each  patient  with  a  towel  for  personal  use,  more 
generally  extended.  The  patients  were  properly  dressed,  orderly  in  their 
behaviour,  and,  except  on  the  question  of  detention,  entirely  free  from 
complaint.  They  were  apparently,  especially  the  more  rational  and 
appreciative  ones,  well  content  with  their  surroundings  and  diet,  and  were 
certainly  on  very  friendly  terms  with  Dr.  Gayton  and  his  staff. 

Since  July  23rd,  1912,  162  patients  have  been  admitted,  128  discharged 
or  removed,  of  which  46  had  recovered  ;  and  51  have  died.  There  are 
now  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  931  patients,  viz.,  399  males 
and  532  females,  of  whom  75  are  private,  and  228  are  out-county  patients 
chargeable  to  Wandsworth,  Islington,  Isle  of  Wight,  Greenwich,  Hackney, 
Billericay,  Camberwell,  Barnet,  Lambeth,  Essex,  London  County,  and 
Croydon  Borough,  those  under  the  three  last-named  localities  being 
received  under  contract.  There  are  6  patients  on  trial,  leaving  925  in 
actual  residence  and  seen  by  us.  According  to  the  returns,  there  is  over¬ 
crowding  on  the  male  side  to  the  extent  of  17  ;  this  will,  however,  soon 
be  relieved  by  the  removal  of  the  Essex  patients,  but  there  are  vacancies 
on  the  female  side  for  38. 

The  maintenance  charge  per  head  per  week  is,  for  home  patients, 
ID.  \d.  ;  for  out-county  patients,  145.;  and  for  private  patients,  2D. 
to  425. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  seclusion,  and  but  1  patient,  a  child  of 
3  years  of  age,  has  been  mechanically  restrained  on  four  occasions  for  a 
total  of  32  hours  to  prevent  his  pulling  a  bandage  off  his  face,  and  as  to 
this  case  we  had  some  conversation  with  Dr.  Gayton,  more  especially  as 
to  the  means  of  restraint  which  was  adopted. 

The  attendance  at  the  Church  of  England  Sunday  services,  and  at 
the  weekly  entertainments,  is  good,  but  we  think  more  patients  might  be 
taken  for  exercise  outside  the  airing  courts,  and  that  the  number  of  those 
able  to  walk,  but  at  present  confined  to  the  wards  and  gardens,  might  be 
reduced.  A  very  fair  proportion  of  the  patients  is  usually  engaged  in 
some  form  of  employment,  but  we  should  like  to  see  the  number  of  women 
at  work  in  the  laundry,  at  present  only  34,  considerably  increased.  The 
staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  adequate,  there  being  1  to  every  9*02  of 
the  patients  for  day  duty. 

Noticing  that  there  are  a  number  of  neat-built  cottages  in  close 
proximity  to  the  Asylum,  and  as  we  naturally  thought  for  the  residence 
of  the  attendants,  we  expressed  to  Dr.  Gayton  our  satisfaction  that  such 
satisfactory  provision  had  been  made  for  them.  We  were  considerably 
surprised  to  learn,  however,  that  out  of  30  cottages  but  10  are  given  over 
to  the  attendant  staff,  7  being  occupied  by  farm  hands,  and  as  many  as  1 3 
by  artisans.  We  venture  to  think  that  the  attendants  have  the  first  claim 
upon  the  consideration  of  the  Committee  in  this  respect. 
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^  ihe  26  male  and  25  female  deaths  were  all  from  natural  causes. 
These  were  verified  by  post-mortem  examinations  in  only  53  per  cent,  of 
the  cases  ;  apart  from  the  scientific  interest  of  these  examinations,  their 
protective  influence  has  been  abundantly  proved,  and  we  hope  it  will  be 
found  possible  to  considerably  increase  this  proportion.  A.  bedsore  was 
present  in  only  two  instances,  which  is  creditable  to  the  nursing  staff*. 
1  hthisis  was  the  cause  in  the  case  of  4  females,  and  while  no  female 
died  from  general  paralysis,  this  was  the  cause  of  death  in  7  of  the 
males.  From  the  annual  returns  we  notice  that  the  latter  affection  does 
not  prevail  to  any  great  extent  here,  as  at  the  end  of  last  year  there  was 
only  1*5  per  cent,  of  the  men  and  rather  less  than  0*8  per  cent,  of  the 
women  who  were  its  subjects.  From  the  same  source  we  see  that  8*7 
of  the  total  patients  are  epileptics,  which  is  also  a  low  proportion.  The 
only  casualty  calling  for  any  mention  has  been  in  the  case  of  a  patient 
who  fractured  her  leg  as  the  result  of  an  accidental  fall. 

>V  e  saw  19  men  and  13  women  confined  to  bed,  which  represents 
3  •  5  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  patients.  About  one-fifth  of  the 
number  in  bed  were  there  by  reason  of  their  mental  state,  the  remainder 
on  account  of  the  infirmity  of  old  age  or  other  bodily  condition.  It  was 
manifest  that  their  nursing  was  considerate  and  careful.  Three  patients 
were  segregated  in  single  rooms  on  account  of  dysentery,  of  which 
affection  there  have  been  7  cases  in  the  period  under  review. 

I  he  statutory  registers  were  all  carefully  posted  to  date,  as  were  the 
case  books  ;  but  the  entries  in  the  latter  are  not  quite  as  frequent  as  they 
should  be,  and  we  observed  that  these  books  are  not  illustrated  by 
photographs.  Having  regard  to  the  number  of  patients  here,  we  think 
the  time  has  arrived  when  the  question  of  the  appointment  of  a  third 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  might  be  considered  by  the  Committee,  and  in 
that  event  we  hope  it  will  be  found  possible  to  bring  the  laboratory  (to 
which  we  notice  gas  has  not  vet  been  laid)  into  regular  use. 


East  Sussex  Asylum. 

25  November  1913. 

We  have  yesterday  and  to-day  made  our  annual  inspection  of  this 
Institution,  and  can  report  that  it  continues  to  be  maintained  in  excellent 
order. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues  on  the  4th  October  last  year,  the 
followiug  changes  have  taken  place  amongst  the  patients  : —

There  are  now  on  the  statutory  books  of  the  Asylum  the  names  of 
1,133  patients  in  the  proportion  of  515  males  to  618  females,  all  of 
whom  were  in  residence,  and  have  been  given  an  opportunity  of  speaking 
to  us  during  the  course  of  our  visit. 

The  Asylum  is  practically  full,  there  being  but  two  vacancies  on  the 
male  side  and  six  on  the  female. 
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Eighteeen  males  and  28  females  are  classed  as  private,  1  woman  as  a 
criminal,  and  321  patients  as  out-county,  211  being  received  under 
contract  from  the  Borough  of  Hastings,  81  from  the  London  Asylums 
Committee,  13  from  the  Borough  of  Brighton,  6  from  the  Borough  of 
Eastborne,  9  from  the  Countv  of  Middlesex,  and  one  from  the  West 
Ham  Union.  Those  patients  received  from  Brighton  and  Eastborne  are 
children,  and  accommodated  in  the  children’s  villas. 

The  maintenance  charge  per  week  is,  for  the  home  patients,  11s.  9 \d.  ; 
for  the  out-county  ones,  from  19s.  3| d.  to  14s.  ;  and  for  the  private 
patients  from,  24s.  6d.  to  21s. 

We  found  the  patients  contented  and  generally  quiet  and  orderly 
in  their  behaviour,  and  we  think  that  they  are  kindly  and  considerately 
treated  by  the  attendants  and  nurses.  They  were  neat  and  tidy  in  their 
dress  and  personal  condition. 

We  saw  28  children  in  the  schools  being  engaged  in  mat  and  rug 
making,  sock  making,  and  other  kindergarten  work.  We  think  that 
some  more  toys  might  be  provided  for  the  children  in  their  day-rooms. 

The  wards  and  dormitories  were  in  excellent  order  throughout,  and 
the  fabric  of  the  Institution  is  well  maintained.  There  was  a  good 
supply  of  books  and  plants  and  objects  to  iuterest  the  patients.  The 
beds  and  bedding  were  tidy  and  clean,  and  sufficient. 

In  the  nurses’  rooms,  which  open  off  the  wards,  we  think  that  the 
rule  should  be  enforced  that  such  articles  as  liat-pins  should  be  kept  in 
locked  receptacles.  The  airing  courts  and  grounds  are  kept  in  very  good 
order,  and  the  plants,  shrubs,  and  trees  well  looked  after. 

We  yesterday  saw  the  dinner  of  boiled  pork,  potatoes,  and  cabbage 
served  in  some  of  the  female  wards.  It  appeared  of  good  quality,  was 
well  served  on  warm  plates,  and  appeared  to  be  appreciated  by  the 
patients.  We  were  glad  to  see  that  many  of  the  female  patients  were 
given  a  cup  of  tea  after  the  dinner.  The  dietary  scale  has  been  laid 
before  us,  and  seems  to  be  satisfactorv. 

We  think  that  more  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  training  of  the 
staff  in  their  duties  in  the  case  of  fire.  We  found  two  nurses  in  the 
acute  hospital  who  were  unable  correctly  to  couple  up  the  fire-hose. 

No  important  alterations  or  improvements  have  been  undertaken 
since  the  last  visit,  but  plans  have  been  approved  by  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  an  undergroundwater  storage  tank  and  a  water  treatment  plant, 
and  the  work  will  be  put  in  hand  when  the  necessary  sanction  to  the  loan 
has  been  received  from  the  Local  Government  Board. 

From  the  annual  returns  for  1912  furnished  to  our  Office  we  learn 
that  the  attendance  at  the  Church  of  England  services  in  the  chapel  on 
Sundays  was  satisfactory.  A  monthly  service  is  now  held  for  the 
patients  professing  the  Roman  Catholic  faith,  of  whom  there  are  37. 

The  attendance  at  the  weekly  entertainments  has  improved,  51  per 
cent,  being  usually  present  at  each  weekly  entertainment  last  year.  A 
good  proportion  were  taken  out  for  walks  beyond  the  Asylum  estate,  and 
the  numbers  confined  to  the  wards  and  airing  courts  have  been  reduced, 
but  were  still  rather  high.  With  regard  to  the  employment  of  the 
patients,  the  number  of  men  employed  is  still  low,  but  we  are  glad  to  see 
that  some  have  been  employed  in  the  mechanics’  shops.  The  numbers 
of  women  doing  useful  work  are  up  to  the  average  in  asylums  generally. 

During  the  period  under  review  there  has  been  no  use  of  mechanical 
restraint,  but  5  patients  have  been  secluded  on  15  occasions  for  a  period 
in  all  of  19j|  hours. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  of  adequate  strength,  but  their 
record  of  service  still  leaves  something  to  be  desired. 
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Ail  the  113  deaths  were  from  natural  causes,  ascertained  in  75  per 
cent,  of  them  by  post-mortem  examination,  and  in  3*5  per  cent,  of  them 
bedsores  were  present.  This  is  not  a  large  proportion,  and  when  taken 
in  connection  with  the  entire  absence  of  bedsores  on  the  patients  seen  by 
us  in  bed  on  our  visit,  may  be  taken  as  evidence  of  efficient  nursing  of 
the  sick.  In  11  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  general  paralysis  was  the  cause, 
in  8  per  cent,  phthisis,  and.  in  13  per  cent,  senile  decay  ;  dysentery 
accounted  for  3  *  5  per  cent.,  and  represented  a  total  of  43  cases  since  the 
last  visit  in  October  1912,  most  of  them  occurring  early  in  the  year.  An 
inquest  was  held  on  a  man  who  died  suddenly  from  heart  disease.  There 
have  been  3  cases  of  German  measles,  3  of  chicken  pox,  2  of  erysipelas, 
and  1  of  scarlet  fever  ;  but  for  those  of  dysentery  already  referred  to,  and 
some  of  influenza,  there  have  been  no  cases  of  any  other  form  of  zymotic 
disease. 

The  general  health  appears  to  have  been  good  upon  the  whole,  for 
although  we  saw  yesterday  and  to-day  as  many  as  84  patients,  or  7*4  per 
cent,  of  the  whole,  in  bed,  a  large  proportion  were  there  for  mental 
reasons  or  for  chronic  degenerative  conditions,  and  very  few  for  any  form 
of  acute  sickness. 

Serious  but  non-fatal  casualties  have  befallen  10  patients  since  the 
last  visit,  all  resulting  in  fractures  of  bones,  and  in  all  but  one,  in  which 
the  cause  could  not  be  actually  ascertained,  they  were  due  to  accidental 
falls  or  assaults  from  other  patients. 

Dr.  Taylor  continues  to  show  energy  and  ability  in  his  administration 
of  this  Asylum  ;  he  has  the  assistance  of  three  Medical  Colleagues,  by 
whom  a  good  amount  of  pathological  work  is  done,  lectures  are  given  to 
the  staff,  and  the  case  books  are  entered  up  with  care,  useful  clinical 
sheets  in  the  wards  supplying  the  daily  material  for  these. 


West  Sussex  Asylum.

We  have  to-day  paid  our  annual  visit  to  this  Institution,  and  can 
report  that  it  continues  to  be  maintained  in  very  good  order  throughout. 

Since  our  Colleagues’  visit  in  February  of  last  year  the  following 
changes  have  taken  place  amongst  the  patients  : —

There  are  now  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  810  patients  in 
the  proportion  of  354  males  to  456  females.  Of  these,  8  men  and 
33  women  are  classed  as  private  patients,  and  nearly  all  accommodated 
by  themselves  in  the  B  1  Wards  on  either  side  of  the  Asylum.  Sixty-five 
of  each  sex  are  out-county  paupers  received,  with  the  exception  of  2  men, 
under  contracts  with  the  boroughs  of  Southampton  and  West  Ham. 

The  weekly  maintenance  rate  is,  for  the  home  patients,  125.  3 d.  a  head  ; 
for  the  out-county  ones,  145.  and  155.  2 d.  ;  and  for  the  private  patients, 
from  215.  to  425. 

According  to  the  return  of  accommodation  made  to  our  Board  there 
is  an  excess  of  18  patients  on  the  male  side  and  9  on  the  female  side. 
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Eleven  boys  are  warded  on  the  female  side,  and  with  9  girls  are  very 
well  accommodated  in  the  Cottage  Hospital,  where  some  simple  instruc¬ 
tion  in  such  work  as  basket-making  is  given  to  them. 

Two  of  the  women  were  out  on  trial  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  but  we 
saw  all  the  others  in  residence,  and  found  them  properly  and  considerately 
treated,  free  from  any  complaints  of  substance,  and  tidy  in  their  personal 
condition  and  dress,  that  of  the  women  being  especially  good  and  varied. 

W  e  saw  the  dinner  of  meat  broth  and  bread  being  partaken  of  in 
several  wards,  and  although  of  good  quality  we  thought  it  was  hardly 
adequate,  and  might  have  been  supplemented  with  bread  and  cheese. 

The  fabric  of  the  Institution  is  maintained  in  good  condition,  and  we 
found  the  day-rooms  and  galleries  bright  and  comfortable.  The  beds  and 
bedding  in  the  single  rooms  and  dormitories  were  good  and  clean. 

\\  e  should  like  to  see  toilet  paper  supplied  throughout  the  water- 
closets  as  is  now  so  universally  done  in  other  Asylums. 

From  the  annual  returns  furnished  to  our  office  for  1912  we  find  the 
attendance  at  the  Church  of  England  services  in  the  chapel  continues  to 
be  satisfactory,  and  a  good  proportion  of  patients  professing  the  Roman 
Catholic  faith  attended  the  weekly  service  which  was  provided  for  them. 
The  numbers  usually  present  at  the  weekly  entertainments  were  below  the 
average  generally  in  asylums,  and  a  lower  proportion  walked  out  weekly 
beyond  the  asylum  estate  than  in  the  former  year  ;  the  numbers  also  wTho 
were  altogether  confined  to  the  wards  and  airing  courts  had  increased, 
and  amounted  to  23  per  cent.  The  daily  average  number  of  both  sexes 
who  were  usefully  employed  was  satisfactory,  although  rather  lower  than 
in  1911. 

During  the  past  year  and  three-quarters  there  has  been  no  employ¬ 
ment  of  mechanical  restraint,  but  7  women  were  secluded  on  ten  occasions 
for  a  total  period  of  50  hours  and  25  minutes. 

A  strong  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  maintained,  averaging  1  to 
every  8*8  patients  by  day  and  1  to  every  54*7  by  night.  Their  record 
of  service,  however,  leaves  something  to  be  desired,  especially  among  the 
female  staff,  only  1 1  per  cent,  of  them  being  able  to  reckon  over  five 
years’  service. 

There  are  no  special  circumstances  to  report  about  the  deaths  beyond 
the  fact  that  in  2  of  them  inquests  were  held,  as  they  were  complicated 
by  accidentally  sustained  fractures  of  bones.  In  the  large  and 
satisfactory  proportion  of  97  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths,  post-mortem 
examinations  were  made,  and  in  only  1  *5  per  cent,  were  bedsores  present  ; 
a  fact  which,  taken  in  connection  with  their  entire  absence  from  the 
wards  during  our  visit,  indicates  careful  and  efficient  nursing  of  the  sick. 
In  16*5  per  cent,  general  paralysis  was  the  cause  of  death,  in  7*8  phthisis, 
and  in  17*3  per  cent,  senile  decay.  One  death  was  due  to  colitis,  of 
wdiich  there  have  been  20  cases,  the  only  case  of  erysipelas  ended  fatally, 
and  one  case  of  chicken-pox  occurred  in  a  nurse  ;  there  has  been  no  other 
disease  of  zymotic  character,  and  the  general  health  has  been  good,  for 
although  we  saw  65  patients,  or  8  per  cent,  of  the  whole,  in  bed  during 
our  visit,  scarcely  any  of  them  were  suffering  from  acute  illness.  Six 
non-fatal  but  serious  casualties,  resulting  in  fractures  of  bones,  occurred, 
and  were  all  due  to  accidental  falls. 

W  e  noticed  with  approval  that  the  new  verandahs  have  been  com¬ 
pleted,  and  are  in  constant  and  beneficial  use  ;  they  add  considerably  to 
the  therapeutic  resources  of  the  Asylum. 

Dr.  Kidd,  who  continues  to  conduct  its  administration  with  energy 
and  ability,  has  the  assistance  of  two  Medical  Colleagues,  by  whom  the 
case  books  are  carefully  kept,  and  useful  pathological  work  done,  for 
which  special  facilities  have  been  recently  afforded.  We  arq  glad  to 
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learn  that  the  Committee  have  decided  upon  the  appointment  of  an 
additional  Medical  Officer,  and  upon  a  substantial  increase  in  the 
remuneration  of  those  already  in  office. 


Warwickshire  Asylum.

Since  the  visit  of  two  of  onr  Colleagues  to  this  Asylum  in  May  1912, 
the  following  changes  have  taken  place  among  the  patients

The  result  is  that  there  are  to-day  on  the  books  496  males  and 
637  females,  total  1,133;  of  these, 28  men  and  48  women  are  of  the 
private  class,  the  majority  of  whom  are  lodged  in  Leigh  House.  The 
paupers  include  72  men  and  79  women,  who  are  here  under  contract  from 
Birmingham,  and  2  men  and  1  woman  chargeable  to  out-county  unions 
elsewhere.  The  weekly  charges  for  home  paupers  are  9s.  7\d.,  for 
Birmingham  contract  cases  13s.  5d.,  and  for  private  patients  21s.  and  42s. 

The  accommodation  is  estimated  to  be  sufficient  for  464  on  the  male 
and  597  on  the  female  side  ;  but  the  overcrowding  is  alleviated  by  the 
considerable  number — 10  men  and  29  women — who  sleep  out  on  the 
verandahs  ;  and  the  numbers  will  be  further  reduced  at  an  early  date  by 
the  withdrawal  of  some  of  the  Birmingham  patients,  leaving  but  45  males 
and  55  females  subject  to  the  reception  contract. 

We  saw  all  the  patients  except  6  men  and  11  women  who  are  absent 
on  trial,  and  can  report  favourably  on  the  condition  in  which  we  found 
them  as  regards  dress  and  persona)  tidiness.  Their  behaviour  Avas  with 
few  exceptions  quiet  and  orderly,  and  though  we  gave  to  all  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  speaking  to  us,  we  had  but  few  complaints  aud  none  calling  for 
mention  here. 

The  alterations  and  improvements  completed  since  the  last  visit  have 
been  the  sinking  of  the  well  aud  the  erection  of  verandahs  to  the  4  e male 
Infirmary  Ward,  an  addition  of  great  value  for  open-air  treatment.  Hood 
progress  has  been  made  with  the  new  water  tower,  the  structure  of 
which  is  now  complete,  and  the  building  of  a  motor  house  is  in  hand. 

The  wards  and  dormitories  were  in  very  good  order  and,  as  well  as 
the  beds,  were  clean  and  well  kept.  We  were  assured  that  the  rule  as 
to  keeping  razors,  hat-pins,  and  Other  dangerous  articles  belonging  to 
attendants  and  nurses  in  locked  receptacles  is  now  strictly  enforced,  and 
so  far  as  we  could  observe  this  is  the  case. 

We  saw  dinner  served  to  the  patients  in  some  of  the  wards,  which 
appeared  to  be  satisfactory  in  quality  aud  quantity  to  those  who  partook 
of  it.  | 

The  records  show  that  during  the  17  months  covered  by  this  report 
mechanical  restraint  was  employed  for  29  patients  on  184  occasions  for 
524|  hours  in  all,  and  seclusion  for  14  patients  on  18  occasions  for 
494  hours. 

From  the  statistical  returns  of  the  Institution  for  1912  we  learn  that 
the  attendance  during  the  year  at  the  Sunday  services  in  the  chapel  and 
at  the  weekly  entertainments  was  again  low  ;  the  good  proportions  of 
30  per  cent,  and  64  per  cent,  respectively  of  the  patients  were  taken  for 
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weekly  walks  beyond,  and  for  daily  walks  on,  the  estate  ;  the  numbers 
usefully  employed  were  about  up  to  the  average  in  similar  institutions. 

At  the  time  of  our  visit  40  patients  were  in  bed,  or  about  3 '5  per  cent, 
of  the  total  in  residence.  Few  of  them  were  seriously  ill,  and  full  advantage 
is  taken  of  the  excellent  verandahs,  where  several  patients  occupy  beds 
throughout  the  day  and  night.  The  epileptics  under  care  amount  to 
14*4  per  cent,  (males,  18*4;  females,  1 1  •  3),  and  those  regarded  as 
actively  suicidal  to  4*6  per  cent. 

1  he  causes  of  death  were  verified  by  post-mortem  examination  in  the 
satisfactory  proportion  of  85*4  per  cent.;  amongst  the  causes  being 
general  paralysis,  18*7  per  cent.;  phthisis,  10*5  per  cent.;  cancer, 
4  per  cent.  ;  and  senile  decay,  4  per  cent.  One  patient  died  from  enteric 
fever,  the  only  case  of  that  disease  that  has  occurred  in  the  period  under 
review.  No  one  of  those  who  died  was  the  subject  of  bedsore,  nor  is 
this  lesion  present  in  any  of  those  who  are  now  confined  to  bed,  facts 
testifying  to  the  careful  nursing  bestowed  on  the  sick. 

One  inquest  has  been  held.  It  concerned  the  death  of  a  female 
patient  who  sustained  concussion  of  the  brain  resulting  from  an 
accidental  fall. 

Besides  the  case  of  enteric  fever  there  has  been  one  case  of 
diphtheria  and  one  of  measles.  All  three  cases  were  on  the  female  side. 

Six  patients  have  sustained  fractures  caused  in  three  cases  by 
accidental  falls,  and  in  one  by  a  fall  in  a  struggle.  A  female  patient 
fractured  a  rib  in  attempting  to  save  herself  from  a  fall  ;  and  a  like 
injury  occurred  in  the  case  of  a  male  patient,  the  cause  of  which  could 
not  be  definitely  ascertained. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  of  satisfactory  strength,  and 
their  record  of  service,  as  shown  by  the  figures  at  the  end  of  last  year, 
was  good.  Three  male  attendants  and  2  nurses  have  since  the  last  visit 
been  dismissed  for  misconduct,  which,  however,  except  in  the  case  of  one 
of  the  attendants,  did  not  directly  affect  any  patients. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  well  kept. 


Isle  of  Wight  Asylum. 

17  June  1913. 


We  have  to-day  made  the  annual  inspection  of  this  Institution,  and 
can  report  that  we  have  found  everything  in  excellent  order  throughout, 
and  the  patients  well  cared  for  and  contented. 

Since  our  Colleagues’  visit,  11  months  ago,  the  following  changes  have 
taken  place  amongst  the  patients  : —

1  here  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  109  males  and  192  females, 
of  whom  9  and  34  respectively  are  of  the  private  class.  One  woman  is 
chargeable  to  the  St.  Pancras  Union,  and  another  woman  is  boarded  out 
at  the  Surrey  County  Asylum  at  Netlierne. 

The  maintenance  charge  per  head  a  week  is,  for  the  Island  patients, 
9s.  9 d.  ;  for  the  out-county  patients,  14s.  ;  and  for  those  classed  as  private, 
from  1 7s.  6d.  to  42s. 
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There  are  at  the  present  time  vacancies  for  2  men  and  15  women. 

One  man  is  out  on  trial,  but  the  remainder,  300  in  number,  have  been 
seen  by  us.  We  found  them  quiet  and  orderly  in  their  conduct,  and  free 
from  any  complaints.  Their  dress  was  neat  and  good. 

The  day-rooms  were  bright  and  well  supplied  with  plants,  flowers, 
and  other  objects  to  interest  the  patients.  The  block  for  private  patients 
on  the  female  side  was  comfortable  and  well  furnished,  and  the  patients 
there  appeared  contented  with  their  surroundings. 

The  dormitories  and  single  rooms  were  tidy,  and  the  beds  and 
bedding  clean  and  good. 

The  work  of  redecorating  has  been  continued  during  the  past  year, 
and  the  main  corridor  laid  with  tiles,  and  the  walls  distempered.  The 
house  for  the  clerk  has  been  finished  and  is  now  occupied  bv  him. 

We  sawr  the  dinner  served  in  the  dining  hall  and  in  the  Male 
Infirmary  Ward.  It  consisted  only  of  soup  and  bread,  and  did  not  appear 
to  be  very  popular.  We  think  that  such  a  dinner  should  be  supplemented 
with  bread  and  cheese. 

No  seclusion  or  mechanical  restraint  has  been  recorded  since  the  last 
visit. 

There  is  nothing  special  to  report  with  reference  to  the  deaths,  all  of 
which  were  from  natural  causes,  4’ 5  per  cent,  from  general  paralysis  and 
9*9  per  cent,  from  phthisis. 

Post-mortem  exami cations  were  held  in  64  per  cent,  of  them,  which 
is  an  improvement,  and  bedsores  were  present  in  as  many  as  9  per  cent. 

There  has  been  no  inquest,  nor  has  there  been  any  outbreak  of 
zymotic  disease.  The  only  casualty  was  the  fracture  of  an  ulna  in  a 
woman  in  an  accidental  fall. 

The  patients  confined  to  bed  were  only  nine  in  number,  representing 
3  per  cent,  of  the  whole.  There  were  no  bedsores  among  them. 

From  the  returns  for  1912  we  find  that  44  per  cent,  of  the  patients 
attended  the  Church  of  England  and  Nonconformists’  services  ;  these 
services  are  held  on  alternate  Sundays  and  Wednesdays,  one  of  each  kind 
taking  place  each  week. 

The  numbers  usually  present  at  the  weekly  entertainments  were 
good,  and  so  were  also  the  numbers  of  those  who  walked  out  beyond  the 
Asylum  estate,  but  the  percentage  of  patients  able  to  walk,  but  not 
usually  taken  beyond  the  wards  and  airing  courts,  was  very  large,  being 
63  per  cent.  A  good  number  of  patients  of  both  sexes  were  usefully 
employed  throughout  the  year. 

A  numerically  adequate  staff*  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  maintained, 
and  the  record  of  their  service  is  on  the  whole  satisfactory. 

The  case  books  are  properly  kept. 


Wilts  Asylum. 

19  June  1913. 

The  new  system  of  heating  and  ventilating  the  wards,  which  was 
in  progress  at  the  date  of  the  last  visit,  has  been  completed  in  the  front 
of  the  Asylum,  the  medical  office  has  been  converted  into  a  dental  room 
and  has  been  found  very  useful,  the  old  workroom  has  been  made  into  a 
medical  office,  and  the  heating  of  the  chapel  has  been  carried  out.  The 
building  is  everywhere  very  well  maintained  ;  many  wards  have  been 
brightly  and  tastefully  repapered  and  decorated — work  of  this  nature  is 
still  in  hand — and  the  rooms,  dormitories,  beds  and  bedding  are  in  good 
order. 
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The  patients,  all  of  whom,  with  the  exception  of  one  who  is  on  trial,, 
have  been  to-day  seen  by  ns,  were  properly  clad,  and,  apart  from  those 
in  the  female  wards  where  the  more  troublesome  women  are  located, 
were  quiet  and  free  from  excitement. 

We  had  several  appeals  for  discharge,  but  in  no  other  matter  did  we 
receive  complaints  of  any  kind,  and  we  feel  satisfied  that  the  inmates  of 
this  Asylum  are  well  and  considerately  treated.  The  wards  are  amply 
supplied  with  books,  bound  periodicals,  and  objects  for  the  amusement 
and  distraction  of  the  patients,  all  the  wards  but  two  having  a  piano. 

Since  March  23rd,  1912,  242  patients  have  been  admitted  ;  115  have 
been  discharged  or  removed,  of  whom  81  had  recovered,  and  104  have 
died.  There  are  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  1,006  patients — 
451  males  and  555  females — of  whom  30,  12  males  and  18  females,  are 
classed  as  private,  and  6  are  criminals  ;  one  patient  is  on  trial,  leaving 
1,005  in  residence. 

There  are  no  vacancies  on  the  male  side,  and  but  9  on  the  female 
side,  whilst  27  patients  are  boarded  out  at  Dorset  County  Asylum.  It  is 
apparent  under  these  circumstances  that  the  question  of  providing  further 
Asylum  accommodation  for  the  county  cannot  long  be  delayed,  and  it 
is,  we  understand,  receiving  serious  consideration  at  the  hands  of  the 
Committee. 

The  maintenance  charge  per  head  per  week  is?  for  home  patients, 
8s.  9 e?.,  and  for  private  patients,  from  15s.  to  20s. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  mechanical  restraint,  but  one  patient  has  been 
secluded  on  two  occasions  for  24  hours  in  all. 

In  two  of  the  wards,  dinner  was  served  during  our  visit  to  them.  It 
consisted  of  cold  corned  beef,  with  potatoes,  bread,  and  coffee.  The  por¬ 
tions  were  sufficient  in  quantity,  and  from  the  inquiries  we  made  the 
patients  appeared  to  be  satisfied. 

We  were  glad  to  note  that  money  allowances  are  made  to  some  of  the 
patients  on  trial,  a  practice  which,  in  our  view,  is  to  be  highly  recom¬ 
mended. 

The  attendance  at  the  Church  of  England  Sunday  service  in  the  chapel 
is  very  low,  as  also  is  that  at  the  weekly  entertainments,  but  a  good  per¬ 
centage  go  weekly  for  Avalks  beyoud  the  Asylum  estate,  and  only  6  per 
cent,  of  those  able  to  walk  are  confined  to  the  wards  and  airing  courts. 
Those  usually  engaged  in  some  form  of  employment  number  56  per  cent, 
on  the  male  and  73  per  cent,  on  the  female  side,  of  whom  70  men  are 
engaged  on  the  farm  and  garden  and  59  women  in  the  laundry. 

There  is  a  staff  of  an  attendant  or  nurse  to  every  10*7  patients  for 
day  duty,  and  27  per  cent,  of  the  nurses,  and  the  very  high  proportion  of 
71  per  cent,  of  the  attendants,  have  been  in  the  Asylum  service  over  five 
years. 

The  general  health  is  good  :  of  the  66  patients  who  were  in  bed  to-day, 
a  considerable  number  were  merely  suffering  from  the  debility  of  old  age, 
and  but  few  were  seriously  ill.  One  female  patient  was  iu  the  Isolation 
Hospital  recovering  from  an  eruptive  skin  affection,  which  in  its  early 
stages  simulated  varicella.  The  proportion  of  epileptics  under  care  is 
11*3  per  cent,  (males,  12*2  per  cent.,  females,  10 ’6  per  cent.)  and  of  the 
actively  suicidal  3*2  per  cent. 

The  causes  of  death,  verified  iu  75  per  cent,  by  post-mortem 
examination,  have  included  phthisis,  25  per  cent.,  senile  decay,  18*2  per 
cent.,  and  general  paralysis,  8 ‘6  per  cent.  There  have  been  four  deaths 
from  dysentery,  and  a  male  patient  died  from  gangrene  of  the  lung, 
secondary  to  lesion  of  the  pharynx,  caused  by  his  accidentally  swallowing 
a  piece  of  bone.  This  was  the  only  case  in  which  an  inquest  was  held. 
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In  4  cases  bedsores  existed  at  death,  and  in  2  of  them  the  lesion  was 
present  on  admission. 

As  regards  zymotic  diseases,  cases  of  influenza  occurred  in  the  spring 
of  each  year,  giving  a  total  of  75  cases,  more  than  two-thirds  of  the 
cases  occurring  on  the  female  side.  There  have  been  19  cases  of 
dysentery  during  the  15  months.  Two  nurses  have  been  attacked  by 
measles. 

Eight  patients  have  sustained  fractures,  due  in  5  cases  to  accidental 
falls,  and  in  2  to  being  pushed  down  by  fellow  patients.  A  male  patient 
fractured  his  patella  when  playing  football.  One  patient,  a  male,  has  on 
four  separate  occasions  dislocated  his  right  shoulder  ;  twice  in  a  fall  in  a 
fit,  and  twice  in  struggles  with  fellow  patients. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  appear  to  us  to  be  carefully 
and  properly  kept.

There  were  on  the  books  and  in  residence  to-day  1,070  patients,  in  the 
proportion  of  484  men  to  586  women.  The  private  patients  consist  of 
13  of  each  sex,  while  there  are  183  out-county  patients,  23  of  whom  are 
received  from  Hereford  and  79  each  from  Montgomeryshire  and 
Birmingham  respectively.  The  Asylum  to-day  has  vacancies  for  74 
patients  on  the  male  and  for  43  on  the  female  side. 

The  Asylum  throughout  is  maintained  in  excellent  order  :  the  wards 
are  bright  and  attractive,  the  dormitories  airy  and  well  kept,  while  the 
condition  of  the  beds  and  bedding  left  nothing  to  be  desired.  The 
patients  presented  a  well-cared-for  appearance  :  they  were  tidy  in 
their  dress,  very  quiet  and  orderly  in  tlieir  behaviour,  and  there  was  an 
entire  absence  of  noise  and  excitement.  We  gave  all  of  them  the 
opportunity  of  conversing  with  us  and  received  no  complaints.  It  is 
quite  evident  that  they  receive  every  kindness  and  consideration  at  the 
hands  of  the  medical  and  nursing  staff.  The  gardens  and  airing  grounds 
were  looking  their  best,  much  being  evidently  done  to  make  them 
attractive  to  the  patients.  No  new  work  has  been  carried  out  during  the 
period  under  review,  but  plans  are  now  under  consideration  for  providing 
a  verandah  for  No.  12  Infirmary  Dormitory  on  the  female  side  of  the 
Annexe.  Covers  have  not  as  yet  been  supplied  for  the  tins  in  which  the 
wax  and  turpentine  mixture  for  polishing  the  floors  is  kept,  and  we 
would  suggest  again  that  this  should  be  done  and  that  the  tins  themselves 
should  be  locked  away  in  some  closet  or  cupboard. 

The  dinner  to-day,  which  we  saw  served  in  several  of  the  wards, 
consisted  of  boiled  bacon  with  haricot  beans  and  bread  ;  it  was  ample  in 
amount,  neatly  served  and  evidently  appreciated  by  the  patients. 
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The  maintenance  charge  per  head  per  week  for  home  patients  is 
85.  2 d.  ;  the  private  patients  are  received  at  rates  varying  from  10.s.  to 
15s.  per  head  per  week,  and  out-county  patients  at  13s.  5d.  and  14s. 

Eleven  patients  have  been  secluded  on  16  occasions  for  a  total 
duration  of  16  hours  ;  but  no  one  has  been  mechanically  restrained. 

From  the  annual  returns  made  to  our  Board  we  notice  the  percentage 
of  epileptics  remaining  in  the  Asylum  at  the  beginning  of  the  present 
year  was  13*7,  and  the  figures  were  practically  the  same  to  day  ;  this 
percentage,  though  somewhat  higher  than  the  average  in  Asylums 
generally,  shows  some  diminution  as  compared  with  former  years.  The 
numbers  of  patients  attending  the  Sunday  services  in  the  chapel  and  the 
weekly  entertainments  are  very  good  ;  and  we  are  glad  to  see  that  as 
many  as  65  per  cent,  of  them  are  usefully  employed. 

The  nursing  staff  is  maintained  at  fair  strength,  averaging  one 
attendant  or  nurse  to  every  11*4  patients  ;  the  record  of  service  is  very 
satisfactory,  for  while  only  6  per  cent,  of  the  attendants  and  20  per 
cent,  of  the  nurses  have  been  in  the  Asylum  service  for  less  than  one 
year,  73  per  cent,  of  the  men  and  40  per  cent,  of  the  women  can  show 
more  than  five  years’  service. 

The  deaths,  with  one  exception,  were  all  the  result  of  natural  causes, 
verified  in  the  satisfactory  proportion  of  90  per  cent,  by  post- mortem 
examination.  The  excepted  death  was  that  of  a  male  general  paralytic 
upon  whom  an  inquest  was  held  because  he  unintentionally  choked 
himself  with  a  piece  of  dry  bread  which  he  purloined  from  the  pantry  in 
his  ward. 

The  casualties  of  at  all  a  serious  character  that  have  occurred,  besides 
the  one  just  mentioned,  comprise  the  dislocation  of  a  finger,  a  burn  011 
the  forearm,  the  result  of  some  carelessness  on  the  part  of  a  night 
nurse,  a  crushed  finger  due  to  the  slamming  of  a  door,  and  8  fractures, 
of  which  4  were  the  result  of  accidental  falls,  3  being  due  to  the 
violence  of  fellow-patients  and  1  to  the  patient’s  own  excitement  ;  one 
of  the  fractures  caused  by  an  accidental  fall  was  a  fracture  of  the 
skull,  from  which  injury  the  patient  has  practically  recovered,  but  is 
now  suffering  from  phthisis. 

Under  the  head  of  epidemic  and  zymotic  disease  6  cases  are  reported 
— namely,  4  cases  of  typhoid  fever  which  occurred  simultaneously 
among  the  male  patients  in  one  ward,  and  the  origin  of  which  is  supposed 
to  have  been  something  eaten  ;  one  case  of  diphtheria  among  the  male 
attendants,  the  disease  being  supposed  to  have  been  contracted  outside 
the  Asylum  ;  and  1  case  of  erysipelas  among  the  female  patients. 

We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  patients  as  a  whole  to-day 
looked  remarkably  well-nourished  and  healthy,  and  that  among  the  few 
(12  men  and  9  women)  that  were  confined  to  bed  none  were  suffering 
from  any  acute  illness. 

The  registers  and  case  books  are  generally  entered  up  to  date,  but  in 
the  notes  of  the  latter  there  are  important  omissions  which  impair  their 
value  as  records. 

The  above  report  will  show  that  we  are  well  satisfied  with  our 
inspection,  and  we  congratulate  the  Committee  and  Dr.  Braine  Hartnell 
on  the  state  of  the  Institution.

There  were  to-day  on  the  books  the  names  of  618  patients,  281  of 
whom  are  of  the  male  and  337  of  the  female  sex.  Forty-four  patients 
are  of  the  private  class,  while  200  patients  are  received  under  contract 
from  Birmingham  and  25  from  Swansea.  With  the  exception  of 
4  patients  out  on  trial,  all  the  patients  on  the  books  were  in  residence 
and  seen  by  us  in  the  course  of  our  visit  to-day. 

We  were  very  pleased  with  the  condition  in  which  we  found  all  parts 
of  the  Institution  ;  the  wards  were  bright  and  well  kept,  the  dormitories 
airy,  and  the  beds  and  bedding  in  excellent  order.  The  patients  were 
quiet  and  orderly  in  their  behaviour,  tidy  in  their  dress  and  personal 
appearance,  and,  apart  from  detention,  free  from  complaints.  Having 
given  an  opportunity  of  speaking  to  us  to  all  the  patients  who  were 
disposed  to  avail  themselves  of  it,  we  were  struck  by  the  number  who 
spoke  in  most  favourable  terms  of  their  treatment,  and  there  was  no 
suggestion  of  anything  like  rough  usage  on  the  part  of  the  attendants  or 
nurses. 

There  are  at  the  present  time  vacancies  for  12  patients  on  the  male 
and  for  9  on  the  female  side. 

No  structural  alterations  or  improvements  have  been  carried  out 
during  the  period  under  review,  but  a  fruit  store  is  in  processs  of  con¬ 
struction,  most  of  the  work  being  carried  out  by  patient  labour. 

We  saw  a  good  dinner  of  thick  soup  with  bread,  followed  by  raisin 
pudding,  served  in  several  of  the  wards.  The  dietary,  judging  from  the 
absence  of  any  complaints  on  this  head,  appears  to  give  general 
satisfaction. 

The  maintenance  charges  are  11s.  1  d.  for  home  and  21s.  for  private 
patients.  The  out-county  patients  are  received  at  rates  varying  from 
14s.  to  15s.  per  head  per  week. 

There  is  no  recorded  use  of  mechanical  restraint,  but  16  patients  have 
been  secluded  on  72  occasions  for  a  total  of  68  hours. 

There  are  still  many  pipes  in  the  sanitary  spurs  in  the  padded  and 
in  the  single  rooms  which  we  agree  with  our  Colleagues  in  thinking 
dangerous,  and  which  should  either  be  protected  or  cased  in. 

We  gave  a  fire  alarm,  and  the  result  satisfied  us  that  the  pressure  of 
water  is  adequate  and  that  due  attention  is  given  to  the  drilling  of  the 
fire  brigade. 

The  annual  returns  furnished  to  our  Board  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  are  very  satisfactory.  We  would  especially  refer  to  the  excellent 
proportion  of  patients,  52  and  57  per  cent.,  who  respectively  attend  the 
morning  and  afternoon  services  in  the  chapel  on  Sundays.  The  chapel 
itself  is  admirably  suited  for  its  purpose,  and  is  supplied  with  a  very  good 
organ  ;  it  is  evident  that  much  attention  is  paid  to  making  the  services 
bright  and  attractive.  The  numbers  present  at  the  weekly  entertainments 
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are  also  very  good,  and  only  12  per  cent,  of  those  patients  able  to  walk 
are  confined  to  the  wards  and  airing  courts.  Of  the  men  58  per  cent,  and 
of  the  women  45  per  cent,  are  usefully  employed.  We  should  like  to  see 
more  of  the  former  engaged  on  the  farm  and  gardens,  and  of  the  latter  in 
the  laundry.  No  patient  now  works  in  the  bakery  owing  to  a  serious 
accident  which  occurred  to  a  patient  there  more  than  three  yeais  ago..  V\  e 
hope  that  this  unfortunate  occurrence  will  not  be  allowed  to  stand  :n  the 

way  of  patients  working  there  indefinitely. 

We  regret  that  this  important  Institution  is  still  administered  without 
any  authoritative  rules  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State  as  required  by 
the  Lunacy  Acts,  through  the  unwillingness  of  the  Committee  to  introduce 
rules  making  provision  for  the  adequate  checking  of  the  stores  accounts 
and  for  the  carrying  out  of  stock-taking  in  the  stores  and  in  possibly  »ome 
of  the  other  departments,  by  an  independent  person.  Rules  of  this  nature 
are  thought  highly  necessary  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Local 
Government  Board,  as  well  as  by  our  Board,  and  have  proved  of  the 
utmost  value  in  other  asylums. 

The  general  health  is  very  good,  and  only  two  or  three  out  ol  the 
small  total  of  20  patients  whom  we  found  in  bed  were  at  all  seriously  ill. 

All  the  deaths  were  due  to  natural  causes,  verified  in  over  . 90  per  cent, 
of  the  cases  by  post-mortem  examination,  and  in  only  two  instances,  in 
both  of  which  an  inquest  was  held,  is  any  special  reference  needed.  The 
cases  in  question  were  those  of  a  man  and  a  woman  who  upon  post-moi  tern 
examination  were  discovered  for  the  first  time  to  have  sustained  at  some 
very  considerable  period  before  death, — the  man  a  fracture  of  two,  and  the 
woman  of  eight,  ribs.  The  circumstances  of  both,  cases  were  fully 
reported  to  and  considered  by  our  Board  at  the  time,  and  from  an 
examination  we  have  made  to-day  of  specimens  of  the  ribs  which  ha's  e 
been  preserved,  we  are  satisfied  that  the  fractures  had  become  united  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  define  when  they  occurred, 
but  they  certainly  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  cause  of  death. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  continue  to  be  admirably 
kept,  and  the  way  in  which  the  reports  of  the  day  and  night  attendants 

and  nurses  are  entered  up  is  very  satisfactory. 

We  are  glad  to  find  that  Dr.  Hughes  has  now  the  assistance  of  a 

second  Medical  Officer,  who  entered  upon  his  duties  to-day.

There  are  to-day  on  the  books  the  names  of  616  patients,  in  the 
proportion  of  326  males  to  290  females.  I  ourteen  of  these  are  classed  as 
private  patients,  and  94  men  and  65  women  are  out-county  patients 
chargeable  to  the  Unions  of  Gateshead,  South  Shields,  Grantham,  and 
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Rochdale.  The  day  accommodation  in  the  Asylum  is  overcrowded  to  the 
extent  of  6-1  patients  on  the  male  side  and  of  30  on  the  female  side. 

Unless  therefore  this  accommodation  can  be  increased,  when  the 
existing  reception  contracts  expire  it  is  unlikely  that  they  will  be  allowed 
to  be  renewed  or  others  granted. 

The  weekly  charge  for  the  home  patients  is  9s.  7 Jrf.,  for  the  out-couuty 
ones  14s.  and  16s.,  and  for  the  private  patients  from  14s.  to  one  guinea. 

In  residence  to-day  were  607  patients,  5  men  and  4  women  being 
out  on  trial.  We  found  the  patients  comfortable  and  contented,  and  we 
received  no  complaints  which  were  not  the  outcome  of  delusions.  Their 
personal  condition  was  satisfactory,  and  their  dress  tidy»and  clean. 

We  saw  a  good  dinner  served  in  the  dining  hall  to  208  men  and 
195  women.  Good  order  prevailed  throughout  the  meal,  and  we  received 
no  complaints  as  to  the  dietary.  We  examined  the  provisions  in  the  stores, 
and  thought  they  were  of  very  good  quality,  but  we  do  not  like  the  present 
method  of  storing  the  turpentine  and  oils  there,  and  think  that  it  would  be 
much  safer  if  there  was  a  small  shed  provided,  as,  we  believe,  was  formerly 
the  case,  for  storing  such  inflammable  articles. 

We  found  the  day  rooms  and  dormitories  in  very  good  order,  much 
having  been  done  in  the  last  few  years  to  improve  this  Asylum.  To-day 
the  female  side  presented  especially  a  very  pleasing  appearance  ;  on  the 
male  side  there  are  still  some  places  to  be  taken  in  hand,  which  we 
understand  will  shortly  be  done. 

The  alterations  to  the  grounds  used  for  the  exercise  of  the  female 
patients  have  been  completed,  three  courts  having  been  provided.  In 
practice  they  have  been  found  to  be  of  great  benefit. 

We  are  glad  to  hear  that  the  grounds  on  the  male  side  are  about  to  be 
improved,  and  divided  up  into  four  courts. 

We  found  the  beds  and  bedding  clean,  and  in  proper  condition  on  botti 
sides. 

The  improvement  of  the  ventilation  of  the  single  rooms  has  now  been 
completed  throughout  the  Asylum. 

We  are  glad  to  learn  that  verandahs  are  to  be  provided  for  the  open- 
air  nursing  of  phthisical  aud  other  cases  which  will  be  benefited  thereby. 
Plans  for  these  will  have  to  be  submitted  to  our  Office  in  due  course. 

There  are  now  before  our  Board  at  the  present  time  plans  for  the 
erection  of  houses  for  the  clerk  and  steward  and  the  farm  bailiff,  and 
six  cottages  for  attendants.  We  have  inspected  the  sites  proposed  for 
these  buildings,  and  our  further  views  thereon  will  be  communicated  to 
the  Visiting  Committee  at  an  early  date. 

The  patients  generally  were  well  nourished  and  in  good  bodily  health, 
and  of  the  65  that  were  in  bed  (a  certain  number  of  whom  were  going  to 
get  up  for  a  part  of  the  day)  there  were  not  many  who  were  seriously  ill. 
Intermingled  with  them,  however,  were  several  cases  of  phthisis,  which 
pointed  to  the  urgent  need  for  the  verandahs  above  mentioned. 

The  death  rate  during  the  period  under  review  has  been  low,  and 
more  than  accounts  for  the  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  resident. 
The  deaths  were  all  due  to  natural  and  ordinary  causes,  verified  in  all  but 
three  instances  by  post-mortem  examination.  No  inquest  has  been  held  ; 
beyond  3  cases  of  dysentery  there  has  been  no  infectious  disease,  and 
the  only  serious  casualty  occurred  to  a  female  general  paralytic,  who  m 
attempting  to  get  out  of  bed  without  assistance  fell  and  sustained  a 
fracture  of  the  femur. 

There  has  been  no  employment  of  mechanical  restraint,  but  seclusion 
has  been  resorted  to  in  the  case  of  5  patients  on  29  occasions  for  a 
total  duration  of  177  hours. 
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We  are  glad  to  hear  that  since  the  last  visit  the  granting  of  money 
allowances  to  patients  while  out  on  trial  has  been  extended. 

From  the  returns  for  last  year  furnished  to  our  Office  we  learn  that 
the  attendance  of  patients  at  the  Church  of  England  services  on  Sundays 
was  still  poor,  and  a  much  larger  attendance  would  no  doubt  be  obtained, 
as  has  been  previously  pointed  out  in  our  reports,  if  the  accommodation 
of  the  chapel,  which  is  at  present  taxed  to  its  utmost,  were  increased. 
We  commend  this  matter  and  the  inadequate  size  of  the  room  where  the 
patients  see  their  friends  to  the  consideration  of  the  Committee. 

A  fair  percentage  of  patients  were  usually  present  at  the  weekly 
entertainments  held  during  the  past  year,  and  a  good  number  walked  out 
each  week  beyond  the  Asylum  estate  ;  only  6  per  cent,  were  altogether 
confined  to  the  Avards  and  airing  courts. 

The  number  of  patients  employed  during  the  past  year  was  up  to  the 
average  in  Asylums  generally,  but  we  should  like  to  see  more  women 
employed  in  the  laundry.  In  this  department  the  facilities  for  drying 
clothes  seems  scarcely  adequate  for  such  times  Avhen  the  outside  drying 
grounds  cannot  be  used. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  numerically  of  moderate  strength, 
averaging  1  to  every  11 -3  patients  by  day  and  1  to  every  67*7  patients 
by  night. 

The  record  of  the  duration  of  the  services  of  the  nurses  is  well  above 
the  average  in  Asylums  generally,  but  that  of  the  men  is  hardly  up  to 
the  average,  and  we  are  therefore  glad  to  know  that  inducement  is  to  be 
held  out  to  them  for  prolonging  their  services  by  the  provision  of  cottages 
on  the  estate. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  continue  to  be  kept  in  a 
very  satisfactory  manner.

These  changes  leave  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  431  men 
and  466  women,  a  total  of  897  patients.  Of  these,  20  males  and  24 
females  are  classed  as  private  patients,  for  whom  the  weekly  maintenance 
rate  is  from  12s.  6d.  to  31s.  6 d.  per  head.  There  are  70  men  and  29 
women  received  under  contract  from  the  Borough  of  Gateshead,  and  20 
women  from  the  Lancashire  Asylums  Board  ;  for  these  the  maintenance 
rate  is  from  14s.  to  17s.  §d.  ;  the  charge  for  the  home  patients  is  8s.  9 d., 
per  head  Aveekly. 

There  is  no  vacant  accommodation,  there  being  an  excess  of  4 
patients  on  the  male  side,  and  12  on  the  female  side. 
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We  saw  all  the  patients  whose  names  are  on  the  books  except  two 
women  who  are  out  on  trial.  We  found  them  generally  very  contented, 
and  comfortable.  The  only  serious  complaint  we  had  was  that  preferred 
by  a  powerful  female  patient,  A.  B.  P.,  who  complained  that  a  nurse 
had  struck  her  on  the  head,  and  cut  it,  without  any  provocation  on  her 
part.  We  inquired  carefully  into  the  facts,  and  fully  satisfied  ourselves 
that  this  was  not  the  true  version  of  what  had  happened  ;  the  patient 
had  in  the  first  instance  viciously  attacked  the  nurse,  pulling  out  a  large 
quantity  of  her  hair,  and  in  the  struggle,  which  occurred  before  the  other 
nurses  in  the  ward  were  able  to  come  to  her  assistance,  she  and  the 
patient  fell  and  in  so  doing  the  latter  struck  her  head  against  a  pipe,  and 
sustained  a  cut  on  it,  which  was  of  no  great  importance. 

The  dress  and  personal  appearance  of  the  patients  was  quite  satis¬ 
factory,  the  dresses  of  the  women  being  good  and  varied  in  colour. 

The  wards  and  dormitories  are  maintained  in  good  condition,  some 
redecoration  being  in  progress  in  Male  Ward  1. 

The  day  rooms  were  comfortable,  and  well  supplied  with  books, 
plants  and  objects  of  interest.  The  day  being  cold,  and  snow  falling,  a 
good  temperature  was  maintained  throughout  the  rooms.  It  being  also  a 
dark  day,  we  were  able  to  test  the  electric  lighting  of  the  wards,  which 
was  satisfactory. 

We  were  glad  to  see  that  the  means  adopted  for  improving  the  venti¬ 
lation  of  some  of  the  wards  was  working  successfully,  and  we  hope  that 
it  will  be  extended  in  time  to  the  other  wards  which  have  the  old  fixed 
iron  window  frames. 

The  dormitories  on  the  female  side  were  in  slight  disorder  owing  to 
the  necessary  operation  of  quarterly  stocktaking,  but  the  beds  and  bedding 
were  in  good  condition. 

We  are  glad  to  learn  that  the  suggestion  of  our  Colleagues  in  their 
last  report  as  to  the  provision  of  verandahs  has  been  adopted,  and  that 
plans  have  already  been  approved  for  two  glass-roof  verandahs  at  the 
Male  and  Female  Chronic  Blocks. 

There  is  urgent  necessity  for  providing  more  accommodation  in  the 
general  stores  for  dry  goods,  and  we  hope  that  this  matter  will  not  be 
lost  sight  of  by  the  Committee.  We  would  refer,  in  reference  to  this,  to 
the  remarks  made  in  the  report  of  the  visit  of  April  21st,  1911. 

The  six  new  cottages  for  attendants  are  nearly  completed,  and  will 
be  ready  for  occupation  in  the  Spring  of  this  year. 

We  saw  a  good  dinner  consisting  of  meat  and  potato  pie  served  to 
293  patients  in  the  dining  hall,  and  to  some  others  in  some  of  the  wards. 
We  received  no  complaints  as  to  the  diet,  and  the  provisions  we  saw  in 
the  stores  appeared  of  good  quality. 

The  employment  and  other  returns  for  the  year  just  ended  are  much 
the  same  as  those  for  the  previous  year. 

We  concur  in  the  view  expressed  by  our  Colleagues  as  to  the  desira¬ 
bility  of  getting  more  patients  to  take  exercise  beyond  the  airing  courts, 
and  to  attend  divine  service  in  the  chapel. 

The  return  of  patients  attending  the  weekly  entertainments  is  also 
barely  up  to  the  average.  Only  36  women  are  employed  in  the  laundry. 

The  general  health  of  the  Institution  is  good.  During  the  period 
under  review  there  has  been  an  absence  of  disease  of  an  infectious  or 
contagious  character,  and  no  serious  casualty  has  occurred  ;  but  a 
patient  was  recently  admitted  with  serious  injuries  sustained  about  a 
fortnight  ago  by  a  piece  of  rock  falling  on  him  in  a  mine  where  he  was 
working. 

The  deaths  too  have  all  been  due  to  natural  causes,  verified  in  62  per 
cent,  by  post-mortem  examination.  In  one  instance,  however,  where  the 
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patient  had  had  a  fall  two  days  before  her  death,  an  inquest  was  held. 
The  jury  found  that  the  patient  died  from  fatty  degeneration  of  the  heart 
and  that  the  fall  had  nothing  to  do  with  her  death. 

There  has  been  no  mechanical  restraint,  and  but  one  patient  has  been 
secluded  once  for  half  an  hour. 

A  numerically  adequate  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  maintained, 
and  their  record  of  service  is  on  the  whole  satisfactory. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  have  been  properly  entered 

up.

We  have  to-day  completed  our  annual  inspection  of  this  Asylum, 
which  we  commenced  yesterday,  and  can  report  that  it  continues  to  be 
maintained  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

During  the  twelve  months  that  have  elapsed  since  our  Colleagues’ 
visit  the  following  are  the  changes  that  have  taken  place  amongst  the

Yesterday,  when  we  commenced  our  visit,  there  were  on  the  statutory 
books  of  the  Institution  the  names  of  1,731  patients,  in  the  proportion  of 
856  men  to  875  women  ;  of  these,  41  and  40  respectively  are  classed  as 
private,  for  whom  a  weekly  maintenance  charge  of  11  s.  to  2 Is.  is  made  ; 
that  for  the  pauper  patients  is  10s.  6 d.  per  head  per  week.  There  are  no 
out-county  patients. 

There  are  now  on  trial  8  men  and  7  women,  and  the  remainder,  848 
men  and  868  women,  are  in  residence.  The  total  accommodation  estimated 
as  in  the  return  made  to  our  Office  is  for  849  on  the  male  side  and  833  on 
the  female  ;  there  is,  therefore,  but  one  vacancy  for  men,  and  there  are 
35  women  in  excess  of  the  proper  accommodation. 

We  gave  all  the  patients  in  residence  an  opportunity  of  speaking  with 
us  and  found  them  remarkably  quiet  and  orderly.  They  were  free  from 
complaints,  and  are  evidently  well-cared-for  and  considerately  treated. 
They  were  generally  properly  and  tidily  dressed. 

The  list  of  those  on  the  female  side  who  are  considered  actively 
suicidal  is  a  long  one  compared  with  that  on  the  male  side,  and  includes 
46  names  ;  it  should  be  frequently  revised  with  the  object  of  removing 
from  it  those  who  can  be  trusted,  otherwise  the  work  of  supervision  by 
the  staff  is  apt  to  become  perfunctory  :  some  of  the  cards  have  been  in 
force  for  some  time  and  need  to  be  re-written. 

We  found  the  fabric  of  the  Institution  kept  in  a  good  state  of  repair  ; 
the  wards  were  in  good  order,  and  generally  well  supplied  with  books, 
pictures  and  objects  to  amuse  and  interest  the  patients.  Wards  12  and  13 
on  the  male  side  (those  last  erected)  are  still  rather  poorly  supplied  with 
such  objects,  but  we  understand  from  Dr.  Edgerley  that  more  are  about 
to  be  provided. 
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The  dormitories  were  in  good  order,  and  the  bedding  good,  but  on  the 
male  side  rather  more  attention  might  be  paid  in  a  few  of  the  wards  to  the 
way  in  which  the  beds  are  made  np.  In  Male  Ward  6  and  Female  Ward 
20  the  artificial  lighting  of  the  dormitories  is  defective  ;  we  saw  it  after 
dark  and  were  struck  with  the  inadequacy  of  one  gaslight  in  so  large  a 
dormitory. 

In  some  of  the  knife-boxes  the  lists  of  contents  were  missing  ;  these 
should  be  kept  attached  to  the  lids.  We  also  found  several  of  the  bath¬ 
room  thermometers  were  out  of  order  ;  these  should  be  frequently  inspected 
by  responsible  officers,  otherwise,  instead  of  being  useful,  they  are  apt  to 
be  a  source  of  danger. 

We  gave  a  fire  alarm  in  Female  Ward  18  ;  the  nurses  turned  out  very 
promptly  and  had  two  jets  of  water  playing  on  to  the  roof  two  minutes 
before  the  fire  brigade,  which  is  composed  of  the  artisans  employed  on 
the  estate,  were  on  the  spot.  We  think  that  there  should  be  a  better 
organisation  of  the  individual  duties  of  the  nursing  staff  in  the  case  of  an 
alarm  of  fire.  The  building  of  the  new  fire  station  has  been  completed. 

We  have  seen  the  slight  alterations  which  have  been  effected  to 
convert  the  two  houses  of  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers  into  isolation 
hospitals  ;  we  are  glad  to  see  that  the  work  has  not  been  of  an  important 
character,  and  that  therefore  these  buildings  could  be  utilized  at  any 
future  time  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  originally  intended,  as 
we  think  the  senior  Assistant  Medical  Officers  should,  if  they  wish,  have 
the  opportunity  of  marrying. 

Most  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Factory  Inspector  have  been 
carried  into  effect. 

The  unsatisfactory  provision  and  arrangements  for  holding  divine 
service,  which  have  been  commented  on  in  so  many  previous  reports, 
continue  in  force,  and  are  reflected  in  the  fact  that  the  attendances  of 
the  patients  both  at  the  Church  of  England  and  Roman  Catholic  services 
are  much  below  the  average  in  asylums  generally  ;  only  60  out  of  the  209 
patients  who  profess  the  Ronnan  Catholic  faith  were  last  year  usually 
present  at  the  fortnightly  service. 

The  attendance  at  the  weekly  entertainments  was  rather  low,  and  the 
number  of  patients  who  were  not  usually  taken  beyond  the  wards  and  the 
airing  courts  was  too  high.  The  return  of  employment  was  good,  and  we 
saw  during  our  inspection  a  large  number  of  the  women  engaged  in  useful 
work. 

During  the  past  year  two  women  have  been  mechanically  restrained 
on  24  occasions  for  a  total  period  of  98  hours,  and  the  same  number  of 
women  have  been  secluded  on  5  occasions  for  a  total  duration  of  29 
hours. 

The  proportion  of  general  paralytics  here  is  as  high  as  4 '3  per  cent, 
of  the  total  number  of  patients,  or  nearly  twice  as  high  as  the  average  in 
Asylums  generally.  Amongst  the  28  men  and  32  women  whom  we  found 
confined  to  bed  were  several  suffering  from  this  disease,  the  rest  of  them 
being  mostly  aged  persons  too  feeble  to  sit  up.  Excluding  these  cases, 
whom  we  found  carefully  attended  to,  we  can  report  that  the  health  of 
the  patients  is  good.  The  only  instances  of  infectious  or  zymotic  disease 
have  been,  besides  some  of  dysentery,  two  of  enteric  fever  and  two  of 
facial  erysipelas  among  the  male  patients,  and  one  of  scarlet  fever 
among  the  male  attendants.  One  of  the  cases  of  enteric  fever  occurred 
a  year  ago,  and  the  other  last  month. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that,  as  was  pointed  out  by  our  Colleagues,  the 
existing  verandahs  are  too  narrow  to  be  available  for  the  open-air 
treatment  of  patients,  which  elsewhere  is  being  carried  on  with  success  in 
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purely  mental  as  well  as  physical  cases  of  disease,  and  we  would  again 
expiess  the  hope  that  the  Committee  will  have  these  widened. 

e  are  glad  to  see  that  in  131  of  the  deaths,  or  in  77  per  cent.,  the 
cause  of  death  was  verified  by  post-mortem  examination.  As  illustrating 
the  importance  of  these  examinations  we  may  mention  that  at  the  autopsy 
of  a  male  patient  comparatively  recently  admitted  a  fracture  of  the 
sternum  was  discovered  which  had  not  been  diagnosed  during  life.  In 
this  case  an  inquest  was  held,  the  jury  returning  a  verdict  of  death  from 
acute  pericarditis,  with  an  addition  that  the  fracture  had  nothin^  to  do 
with  the  death.  The  rest  of  the  deaths  call  for  no  comment.  Five 
patients  have  sustained  fractures  of  bones,  four  being  the  result  of 
accidental  falls,  while  the  fifth,  a  fractured  rib,  occurred  during  a  struggle 
with  an  attendant  when  endeavouring  to  separate  the  man  from  another 
patient  whom  he  had  attacked. 

An  adequate  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  maintained,  and  their 
record  of  service  is  remarkedly  good,  particularly  on  the  male  side. 

In  order  to  add  to  the  contentment  of  the  staff  we  are  glad  to  learn 
that  the  Asylums  Board  have  recently  revised  and  increased  the  scale  of 
pay,  and  that  they  have  now  under  consideration  the  hours  of  duty  to  be 
performed  each  week.  We  hope  that  the  Visiting  Committee  will  make 
such  arrangements  that  none  of  the  attendants  or  nurses  will  have  to  take 

their  meals  in  the  wards,  and  that  sufficient  mess  rooms  will  be  provided 
for  them.  1 

We  saw  a  good  dinner  of  roast  pork  with  two  vegetables,  followed  by 
rice  and  bread  puddings,  nicely  served  yesterday  in  some  of  the  female 
wards  ;  it  was  partaken  of  in  an  orderly  way,  grace  being  sung.  To-day 
m  the  male  dining  hall  we  saw  a  good  dinner  of  boiled  fish,  but 
unfortunately  it  must  have  been  to  a  considerable  extent  spoilt  before  the 
patients  sat  down,  as  the  plates  were  quite  cold. 

The  case  books  and  various  medical  and  other  registers  are  written  up 
to  date,  and  generally  have  been  well  kept,  but  it  is  desirable  that  short 
particulars  of  all  minor  injuries,  such  as  bruises,  should  invariably  be 
given  in  the  medical  journal.

I  here  are  now  on  the  statutory  books  of  the  Asylum  the  names  of 
96  males  and  139  females,  all  of  the  private  class.  The  weekly  charge 
lor  maintenance  is  from  25s.  to  51.  At  the  present  time  there  are 
vacancies  for  50  gentlemen  and  22  ladies.  There  are  to-day  207  patients 
in  residence,  all  of  whom  have  been  seen  by  us,  and  to  4  of  them  we 
gave  private  interviews,  their  names  being  given  in  the  patients’  book. 
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Seven  gentlemen  and  11  ladies  are  oat  on  trial.  We  found  the  patients 
generally  very  comfortable  and  contented,  and  we  received  no  complaints 
as  to  their  treatment  which  were  not  the  outcome  of  delusion.  Their 
dress  and  personal  condition  on  the  whole  was  satisfactory,  but  we 
thought  that  in  some  instances  on  the  male  side  more  attention  should 
have  been  paid  to  the  state  of  their  clothing. 

We  saw  on  the  female  side  a  dinner  of  soup,  roast  mutton,  followed  by 
stewed  rhubarb  and  rice  pudding,  served.  The  only  dissatisfaction  that 
we  had  as  to  the  dietary  was  that  on  the  male  side  the  food  was  often  not 
served  as  hot  as  it  should  be,  a  defect  which  will  no  doubt  be  remedied 
ere  long,  as  we  understand  that  the  Visiting  Committee  are  contemplating 
building  additional  dining-rooms  nearer  to  the  kitchen.  On  the  ladies’ 
side  hot  plates  have  been  put  into  the  dining-rooms. 

The  condition  of  the  day  rooms  and  bedrooms  was  satisfactory,  and 
we  were  glad  to  see  that  the  number  of  plants  and  flowers  have  been 
increased,  and  that  more  is  being  done  to  make  the  wards  as  bright  as 
possible. 

Bathing  regulations  have  now  been  framed  and  put  up  on  the  walls  of 
the  bathrooms,  but  we  noticed  one  omission  in  these  which  we  regard  as 
important,  namely,  one  that  no  patient  should  be  left  unattended  in  the 
bathroom,  except  on  the  written  instruction  of  the  Medical  Superintendent. 

Recesses  to  the  shuttered  windows  in  the  single  rooms  have  now  been 
filled  in  throughout  the  Institution,  and  protective  covers  have  been  fitted 
to  the  taps  in  the  bathrooms. 

Since  the  last  visit  also  new  stables  for  nine  horses  have  been  erected 
at  the  farm. 

During  the  period  under  review  there  unfortunately  have  been  three 
fatal  casualties  among  the  patients.  One  was  the  suicide  of  a  man  who 
when  out  working  in  the  grounds  threw  himself  under  a  passing  cart  ; 
another  was  the  suicide  on  the  railway  of  a  woman  while  away  on  leave 
with  her  friends  ;  and  the  third  was  the  death  of  a  woman  from  scalding 
in  a  bath  through  the  omission  of  the  nurse — who  was  at  once  dismissed 
— to  take  the  temperature  of  the  water. 

The  rest  of  the  42  deaths  call  for  no  comment  beyond  mentioning  that 
10  of  them  were  the  result  of  general  paralysis,  and  that  in  10  instances 
the  cause  of  death  was  verified  by  post-mortem  examination.  There  lias 
been  one  serious  but  lion-fatal  casualty,  namely,  severe  lacerated  wounds 
of  the  leg,  which  resulted  from  the  seemingly  accidental  breaking  of  a 
lavatory  basin. 

There  are  under  treatment  a  considerable  number  of  general  paralytics, 
and  among  the  12  of  each  sex  in  bed  there  are  several  feeble  ones,  but 
after  excluding  these  the  bodily  health  of  the  patients  may  be  described 
as  good. 

There  has  been  no  recorded  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion. 

From  the  annual  returns  for  last  year  we  learn  that  at  the  end  of  the 
year  there  were  remaining  in  the  Asylum  a  percentage  of  6*7  of  the 
patients  who  were  epileptics,  9*3  who  were  general  paralytics,  and  as  high 
a  percentage  as  11*6  who  were  regarded  as  actively  suicidal.  The 
percentage  of  patients  who  usually  attended  the  Church  of  England 
services  which  are  still  held  in  the  recreation  hall  on  Sunday  afternoons 
was  53,  and  47  per  cent,  were  usually  present  at  the  weekly  entertainments. 
Sixty  per  cent,  were  usefully  employed  in  one  way  or  the  other. 

A  numerically  strong  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  maintained, 
averaging  1  to  every  5'1  patients  by  day  and  1  to  every  14*1  patients  by 
night.  The  record  of  service  of  the  men  is  very  good,  only  12  per  cent, 
having  under  one  year’s  service  and  as  many  as  5*6  per  cent,  having  over 
five  years’  service  ;  that  of  the  nurses  with  less  than  one  year’s  service  is 
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up  to  the  average  of  asylums  generally,  namely,  23  per  cent.,  but  that  of 
nurses  with  over  five  years’  service  is  low,  being  only  11  per  cent,  of  the 
total  number. 

The  medical  records  and  the  various  medical  registers  continue  to  b  e 
kept  in  a  thoroughly  satisfactory  maimer.

We  have  during  yesterday  and  to-day  been  occupied  in  inspecting  a  11 
parts  of  this  Institution,  and  can  report  that  it  continues  to  be  maintaine  d 
efficiently  and  to  provide  for  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  the  patients. 

During  the  six  and  a  half  months  that  have  elapsed  since  our 
Colleagues’  visit  the  following  changes  have  taken  place  amongst  the 
patients  : —

There  are  now  on  the  statutory  books  of  the  Asylum  the  names  of 
1,375  patients,  in  the  proportion  of  658  men  to  717  women.  Two  of  the 
former  and  4  of  the  latter  are  classed  as  private  patients,  and  there  are 
321  out-county  patients  received  under  contracts  from  Lancashire,  Essex, 
Leicestershire  and  Rutland,  Derbyshire,  Lincolnshire,  Northumberland, 
and  the  Boroughs  of  Nottingham  and  South  Shields,  and  on  endorsed 
orders  under  arrangement  with  Bolton  Union. 

The  weekly  maintenance  charge  per  head  is  :  for  the  home  patients 
10s.  ;  for  the  private,  14s.,  15s.  and  20s.  ;  and  for  the  out-county  ones,  14s. 

There  is  still  vacant  accommodation  for  158  men  and  111  women,  two 
wards  on  each  side  not  yet  having  been  opened. 

Four  men  and  6  women  are  out  on  trial ;  the  remainder  who  are  in 
residence,  to  the  number  of  1,365,  have  been  seen  by  us  during  the  course 
of  our  visit,  and  have  been  given  every  opportunity  of  speaking  to  us  and 
stating  their  grievances.  We  are  satisfied  that  the  patients  are  well  and 
properly  cared  for.  We  found  them  very  orderly  in  their  behaviour  and 
very  free  from  complaints  ;  they  indeed  appeared  very  generally  happy 
and  contented.  They  were  tidy  and  clean  in  their  dress  and  personal 
condition,  but  we  should  like  to  see  some  small  shawls  issued  to  the 
women  as  part  of  their  ordinary  dress. 

We  regret  to  learn  that  it  has  not  been  the  practice  of  the  Visiting 
Committee  to  grant  money  allowance  to  patients  while  out  on  trial.  We 
regard  this  as  a  very  important  matter  ;  at  such  a  time  it  is  very  necessary 
that  the  patients  when  convalescing  should  be  relieved  of  financial 
anxieties. 

We  found  the  day  rooms  and  dormitories  in  very  good  order,  and  well 
kept  by  the  attendants  and  nurses  ;  we  hope  as  time  goes  on  that  more 
pictures  and  objects  to  interest  the  patients  will  be  added  to  the  wards. 

The  beds  and  bedding  were  clean  and  neatly  made  up  ;  the  blankets 
and  bedsteads  are  good,  but  we  found  many  of  the  sheets  in  a  poor  and 
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tattered  condition,  pointing  to  the  inferiority  of  the  material  and  also  to 
some  defect  in  the  laundry  machinery,  and  not  to  the  want  of  repairing  on 
the  part  of  the  staff. 

We  especially  commend  this  matter  to  the  consideration  of  th 
Committee. 

We  saw  a  good  dinner  served  yesterday  in  some  of  the  wards  on  the 
male  side,  consisting  of  meat  pie  and  potatoes,  followed  by  rice  pudding, 
and  to-day  we  saw  it  in  the  kitchens  before  issue,  consisting  of  roast 
and  boiled  meat  and  potatoes,  and  rice  pudding.  The  dietary  scale  has 
been  laid  before  us  and  appears  to  be  adequate. 

During  the  winter  further  work  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  planting 
and  laying-out  the  airing  courts,  many  of  which  present  a  neat  and 
satisfactory  appearance,  but  there  remains  still  a  good  deal  of  this  work 
to  be  done.  In  several  of  them,  however,  there  are  awkward  corners 
where  patients  can  stray  into  and  can  secrete  themselves.  It  would  he 
as  well  if  these  places  were  made  safe  by  being  cut  off'  with  short  lengths 
of  railing.  We  would  especially  refer  to  such  places  as  the  south-west 
corner  of  the  epileptic  airing  court  and  the  north-west  court  of  Ward  13 
Court  on  the  female  side.  At  present  the  patients  can  only  be  prevented 
from  entering  these  places  by  the  posting  of  attendants  and  nurses  at 
these  points.  Those  of  the  staff  told  off  for  this  duty  must  find  it  very 
trying  and  tedious,  especially  in  winter. 

We  noticed  in  the  Acute  Hospital  and  other  detached  buildings  that 
several  of  the  clocks  were  out  of  order,  in  marked  contrast  to  those  in  the 
main  building,  which  are  synchronised  from  the  centre. 

The  various  matters  which  were  referred  to  by  our  Colleagues  at 
their  last  visit  which  are  receiving  or  will  receive  attention  are  the 
fitting  of  locks  and  keys  to  the  drawers  in  the  attendants’  and  nurses’ 
rooms,  the  polishing  of  the  floors  in  the  side  rooms,  and  the  better 
ventilation  of  the  single  rooms  by  the  removal  of  the  upper  panels.  The 
guarding  of  the  radiators  is  also  being  continued  ;  we  think  the  style  of 
guard  very  suitable,  but  we  agree  with  our  Colleagues  that  they  should  be 
easily  removable  by  the  ward  staff  for  the  purpose  of  cleaning. 

We  do  not  find  that  anything  has  yet  been  done  towards  providing 
doors  to  the  slop  sink  rooms.  In  the  interest  of  the  patients  we  think 
this  matter  should  receive  the  early  attention  of  the  Committee. 

The  guard  of  the  collar  ironing  machine  in  the  laundry  has  been  put 
in  proper  order. 

Since  the  last  visit  Ward  11  on  the  male  side  has  been  brought  into 
use  for  tuberculous  patients,  and  a  door  has  been  provided  in  the  verandah 
of  this  ward  opening  into  the  adjoining  dormitory. 

While  we  were  in  the  female  cottage  yesterday  afternoon  we  gave  an 
alarm  of  fire,  but,  partly  through  the  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  nurse  how 
to  act,  and  some  confusion  at  the  central  telephone  exchange  at  the 
main  building,  it  was  nearly  ten  minutes  before  the  buzzer  was  sounded. 
When,  however,  this  was  sounded  the  fire  brigade  turned  out  very 
smartly  and  in  4^  minutes  two  powerful  jets  of  water  were  playing  over 
the  roof  of  the  building. 

Plans  for  the  erection  of  four  blocks  for  chronic  patients  each  to 
accommodate  110,  and  two  for  each  sex,  have  been  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  State.  At  the  present  time  there  are  before  our  Board  plans 
for  eight  cottages,  which  we  are  glad  to  learn  the  Committee  are 
proposing  to  build  for  the  attendants. 

From  the  returns  for  last  year  furnished  to  our  Board  we  find  that 
there  was  as  high  a  percentage  as  14*4  of  the  patients  who  were 
epileptics  in  the  Asylum  at  the  end  of  the  year,  but  only  "9  who  were 
general  paralytics. 
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The  attendance  at  the  Church  of  England  services  which  are  still 
held  in  the  recreation  hall  on  Sunday  afternoons  is  low,  and  we  regret 
that  there  are  even  no  organisation  or  proper  arrangements  for  a  choir, 
and  that  no  service  of  Holy  Communion  is  yet  held  for  the  patients. 
Such  a  service  is  held  for  the  staff  about  once  in  every  three  weeks.  We 
think  it  very  important  that  the  patients  who  are  fit  should  have  the 
opportunity  of  attending  Holy  Communion. 

The  very  low  percentage  of  25  of  the  patients  were  usually  present 
at  the  weekly  entertainments. 

The  daily  average  number  of  patients  who  were  usefully  employed 
during  the  year  is  very  low,  even  allowing  for  the  unfavourable  class  of 
patients,  and  the  large  number  of  out-county  patients,  few  of  whom  are 
workers.  Only  two  men  are  employed  in  the  upholsterer’s  shops,  none 
in  the  mechanic’s  shops,  and  but  19  on  the  farm,  while  on  the  female  side 
only  57  women  are  at  work  in  the  laundry.  We  hope  that  more  patients 
of  both  sexes  will  be  induced  to  occupy  themselves  in  useful  work. 

During  the  period  under  review  there  has  been  no  recorded  use  of 
mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion. 

The  patients,  an  unusually  large  proportion  of  whom  are  of  the 
chronic  demented  class,  generally  looked  well  nourished  and  healthy  ; 
of  the  total  number  only  20  were  confined  to  bed,  and  but  few  of  them 
were  seriously  ill.  Since  the  last  visit,  however,  10  more  patients  and  2 
nurses  have  been  attacked  with  enteric  fever,  4  of  the  former  fatally. 
The  continued  recurrence  of  cases  of  this  disease  gives  rise  to  some  appre¬ 
hension  as  to  i the  sanitary  state  of  the  Asylum,  and  calls  for  persistent 
efforts  to  discover  their  origin.  We  understand  that  some  fifteen  months 
ago  analyses  of  the  water  collected  on  the  estate  proved  satisfactory, 
but  it  would  be  well  for  further  analyses  of  water  from  this  source  to  be 
made  at  short  intervals.  We  may  here  say  that  the  water  from  the  estate 
is  mixed  with  a  supply  obtained  from  the  Huddersfield  Water  Works 
which  we  are  told  is  quite  above  suspicion. 

None  of  the  cases  of  enteric  fever  above  referred  to  are  now  under 
treatment  beyond  being  isolated  from  the  rest,  but  there  is  a  patient  under 
observation  in  bed  who  is  suspected  to  be  suffering  from  the  disease. 

The  deaths  were  all  due  to  natural  causes,  which  in  the  satisfactory 
proportion  of  90  percent,  were  verified  by  post-mortem  examination.  An 
inquest  was  held  on  one  patient  who  died  suddenly  from  rupture  of  the 
heart. 

The  casualties  of  at  all  a  serious  nature  that  have  occurred  comprise 
a  wound  of  the  eye  (necessitating  enucleation  of  the  eye-ball)  occasioned 
by  a  splinter  of  a  piece  of  wood,  which  the  patient  was  chopping  ;  2 
instances  of  the  fracture  of  one  rib,  both  of  which  occurred  during  struggles 
with  attendants,  whom  the  patients  had  viciously  attacked  ;  and  a  dis¬ 
location  of  the  shoulder,  a  fracture  and  dislocatioi  of  the  elbow,  and  a 
fracture  of  a  clavicle,  all  arising  in  accidental  circumstances. 

I  he  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  of  adequate  strength. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  have  been  carefully  entered 
up  to  date,  but  we  should  be  glad  to  see  rather  fuller  particulars  of  the 
medical  and  surgical  treatment  of  the  patients  in  the  former,  and  all 
minor  casualties,  such  as  black  eyes,  &e.,  should  be  recorded  in  the  medical 
journals.

We  have  yesterday  and  to-day  inspected  all  parts  of  this  Institution, 
and  can  report  very  favourably  on  the  condition  of  the  patients  and  the 
Asylum  generally. 

Since  the  last  visit  by  Members  of  our  Board,  niue  months  ago,  the 
following  changes  have  taken  place  amongst  the  patients  : —

These  changes  leave  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  1,672 
patients,  in  the  proportion  of  778  men  to  894  women.  One  of  each  sex  is 
out  on  trial,  and  one  woman  was  discharged  before  we  visited  her  ward  ; 
the  remainer,  1,669  in  number,  were  all  seen  by  us  during  the  course  of 
our  visit,  and  given  opportunities  of  speaking  with  us.  We  found  them 
very  contented,  and  received  no  complaint  having  any  substantial  founda¬ 
tion.  They  were  very  orderly  in  their  behaviour,  which  was  especially 
noticeable  having  regard  to  the  high  proportion  of  epileptics  who  are 
amongst  them,  the  percentage  being  21*1  at  the  end  of  last  year.  Their 
dress  and  personal  condition  were  satisfactory. 

Among  the  patients  are  13  of  each  sex  classed  as  private,  and  there  is 
one  male  criminal  patient.  The  weekly  maintenance  charge  is  for  the 
home  patients  10s.  per  head,  that  for  the  out-county  patients  (of  whom 
there  are  only  three)  14s.,  and  for  the  private  patients  20s.  and  14s.  per 
head. 

The  Asylum  is  practically  full,  and,  indeed  overfull  on  the  male  side, 
as  the  Isolation  Hospital,  which  ought  properly  to  be  reserved  for  the 
purpose  for  which  it  is  intended,  is  occupied  by  22  men,  and  there  are 
nine  beds  made  up  on  the  floor  in  one  of  the  male  dormitories.  Though 
according  to  the  return  which  is  made  to  our  Board  there  is  estimated  to 
be  vacant  accommodation  on  both  sides,  yet  owing  to  the  position  and  shape 
of  several  of  the  rooms,  the  minimum  requirements  as  laid  down  cannot 
be  taken  advantage  of. 

There  are  several  boys  amongst  the  patients,  and  some  attempt  has  been 
made  to  separate  them  from  the  adult  patients  ;  it  would  be  better  if  they 
ay  ere  accommodated  at  some  such  place  as  Stanley  Hall,  Wakefield. 

We  had  no  complaints  as  to  the  diet,  and  we  were  present  at  the 
dinner  on  the  female  side  yesterday,  where  we  saw  it  served  to  670  women 
in  the  two  dining  halls,  and  to  others  in  their  wards.  It  consisted  of 
plum  pudding,  rice  pudding,  bread  and  cheese,  with  tea  for  a  beverage. 
It  Avas  very  generally  appreciated. 

The  wards  generally  ay  ere  tidy  and  well  kept  ;  the  beds  and  bedding 
were  good  and  clean. 

The  wards  referred  to  by  our  Colleagues  as  requiring  renovation  in 
the  Male  Detached  Block  have  been  taken  in  hand,  and  the  redecoration 
of  the  dormitories  on  the  top  floor  is  now  in  progress. 

The  radiators  on  the  male  side  are  being  coAmred  in  at  the  top,  as 
suggested. 

We  thought  the  artificial  lighting  of  some  of  the  corridors  insuffi¬ 
cient,  and  would  especially  mention  the  corridors  on  either  side  of  the 
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men’s  dining  hall  or  recreation  hall.  The  provision  of  incandescent 
burners  there  would  much  improve  the  lighting. 

W  e  were  not  altogether  satisfied  with  the  means  of  escape  in  case  of 
necessity  from  the  two  laundry  dormitories,  where  23  and  42  women  sleep 
respectively,  and  suggest  that  a  light  outside  staircase  should  be  provided 
at  the  north-east  corner  of  the  larger  dormitory  and  the  two  dormitories 
connected  by  a  bridge  over  the  bathroom. 

In  Male  Ward  No.  8  there  is  a  shortage  of  w.c.  accommodation,  there 
being  but  two  seats  for  50  patients  and  8  attendants.  We  were  therefore 
not  surprised  to  hear  that  difficulties  constantly  arise  with  the  patients 
in  consequence.  There  is  nearly  the  same  inadequate  provision  in  the 
corresponding  ward  on  the  female  side. 

The  question  of  provision  of  accommodation  for  outdoor  treatment  of 
tuberculous  and  other  patients  has  not  been  lost  sight  of. 

We  think  that  more  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  dispensing  of  the 
medicines  ;  we  saw  some  bottles  just  issued  from  the  dispensary  which 
were  not  properly  labelled,  and  had  been  dispensed  in  a  careless  and 
slovenly  manner. 

Another  matter  to  which  we  would  draw  attention  is  that  such  articles 
as  hat-pins  and  scissors  in  the  nurses’  bedrooms  which  are  off  the  wards 
should  be  kept  in  locked  drawers.  As  experience  has  shown,  it  is  not 
sufficient  that  the  doors  should  be  locked.  We  have  considered  the 
recommendations  of  the  .Factory  Inspector  which  he  has  made  as  a  result 
of  his  visit  last  month,  and  have  visited  the  several  shops  and  places 
referred  to  by  him.  In  some  cases  his  recommendations  have  already  been 
carried  out,  and  in  the  remainder  the  work  is  in  hand. 

The  registers  show  that  3  patients  have  been  mechanically 
restrained  for  surgical  reasons  during  the  period  under  review  on  38 
occasions  for  a  total  of  312  hours,  and  23  patients  have  been  secluded  on 
97  occasions  for  a  total  duration  of  211  hours. 

From  the  returns  for  1912  furnished  to  us,  we  find  that  there  was 
throughout  the  year  a  good  attendance  of  patients  at  the  divine  services. 
A  Nonconformist  service  is  held  in  the  chapel  on  Sunday  mornings,  and 
the  Church  of  England  service  on  Sunday  afternoons  ;  a  Roman  Catholic 
service  is  held  once  a  month  in  a  room  in  the  Asylum.  The  Ministers  of 
all  three  denominations  are  paid  for  their  services. 

*  I  he  attendance  at  the  weekly  entertainments  was  low,  and  we  think 
that  more  patients  might  be  induced  to  attend  them. 

The  percentage  of  patients  usually  employed  is  good,  150  of  the  men 
being  usually  employed  daily  on  the  farm  and  gardens  and  91  of  the 
women  in  the  laundry.  We  were  glad  to  find  that  there  are  no  longer 
any  men  working  with  the  women  in  the  kitchen. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  in  nearly  92  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  the 
cause  of  death  was  verified  by  post-mortem  examination.  Inquests  were 
held  in  3  instances  where  there  had  been  an  accidental  fall,  and  which 
in  one  case  occasioned  a  fracture  of  the  thigh,  in  another  a  fracture  of  a 
collar-bone,  and  in  the  third  severe  shock.  The  rest  of  the  deaths  call 
for  no  special  comment  beyond  mentioning  that  4  were  due  to  enteric 
fever  and  11  to  dysentery.  Thirty-three  patients  ha.ve  suffered  from 
the  latter  disease,  and  6  patients  (3  of  each  sex)  from  enteric  fever, 
the  origin  of  which  has  not  been  determined.  Ten  patients  have  also 
been  attacked  by  erysipelas,  mostly  of  a  mild  character.  Except  5  of 
the  dysentery  cases, »none  of  these  patients  remain  under  treatment,  and 
the  general  health  of  the  Institution  at  the  present  time  seems  to  be  good, 
the  patients  generally  presenting  a  healthy  well  nourished  appearance,, and 
of  the  39  of  each  sex  who  were  confined  to  bed  but  few  were  seriously  ill. 
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The  other  casualties  besides  those  above  mentioned  comprise  11 
fractures,  most  of  which  were  caused  either  by  accidental  falls  or  by  falls 
in  epileptic  tits.  In  2  instances,  however,  the  injury  was  due  to  the 
roughness  of  fellow-patients,  and  in  one  was  the  outcome  of  an  attack 
the  patient  made  upon  a  nurse. 

An  adequate  stall'  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  maintained,  being  1 
of  the  former  to  every  9  male  patients  and  1  of  the  latter  to  every  10 
female  patients.  Their  record  c  f  service  continues  to  be  very  good. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  written  up  to  date  in  a 
manner  that  is  creditable  to  the  Medical  Officers.  We  agree  with  the 
recommendation  of  our  Colleagues  that  an  asylum  of  this  size  demands  the 
services  of  live  Assistant  Medical  Officers,  and  we  are  convinced  that  the 
permanent  employment  of  a  fifth  Medical  Officer  would  be  a  much  more 
satisfactory  arrangement  than  the  present  one  of  engaging  a  locum  tenens 
for  a  considerable  portion  of  the  year. 

The  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire  Asylums  Act,  1912,  came  into  opera¬ 
tion  on  the  1st  of  October  last,  and  in  accordance  with  that  enactment 
this  Asylum  is  now  governed  by  a  Visiting  Committee  appointed  from 
among  the  Members  of  the  Asylums  Board. 


Yorkshire  (West  Riding)  Asylums  5. — Wakefield. 

10  January  1913. 

During  the  course  of  yesterday  and  to-day  we  have  made  a  complete 
inspection  of  this  Asylum  and  its  dependencies,  and  can  report  favourably 
on  the  condition  in  which  we  found  the  patients  and  the  Institution 
generally. 

To-day  we  have  had  the  advantage  of  conferring  with  the  Chairman 
of  the  new  Asylums  Board  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Visiting  Committee 
of  this  Asylum  in  regard  to  some  points  which  affect  the  administration 
of  this  and  the  West  Riding  Asylums  generally,  some  of  which  have 
been  already  referred  to  in  our  previous  reports. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues  in  October  last  the  following  changes 
have  taken  place  among  the  patient  population  : —

The  above  changes  left  on  the  books  when  we  commenced  our 
inspection  the  names  of  2,046  patients,  in  the  proportion  of  1,163  males  to 
883  females.  According  to  the  return  made  to  our  Office,  there  are  stated 
to  be  vacancies  for  121  men  and  42  women,  but,  as  stated  in  the  last 
report,  the  accommodation  on  the  female  side  is  practically  filled  up,  and 
we  understand  that  the  Visiting  Committee  are  considerirjg  the  erection 
of  a  fifth  block  on  the  women’s  side  at  the  Acute  Hospital. 

The  weekly  maintenance  charge  for  the  home  patients  is  106*.  per 
head  ;  that  for  the  private  patients,  of  whom  there  are  but  three  of  each 
sex,  14s.,  15s.  and  20s.  ;  and  for  the  out-county  patients,  five  in  number, 
14s.  per  head. 
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All  the  patients  whose  names  are  on  the  books,  with  the  exception  of 
one  woman  who  was  out  on  trial,  have  been  seen  by  us  during  the  course 
of  our  visit.  We  were  favourably  impressed  with  their  condition  as 
regards  their  dress  and  personal  appearance.  They  appeared  to  be 
kindly  and  considerately  treated  by  the  nurses  and  attendants,  and 
many  of  them  spoke  gratefully  of  the  kindness  they  had  received.  The 
annual  fancy  dress  ball  is  to  be  held  to-night,  which  many  of  the  patients 
informed  us  they  were  looking  forward  to  with  pleasure. 

We  saw  the  dinner  served  in  parts  of  the  Institution  yesterday  and 
to-day,  and  received  no  complaints  as  to  the  diet.  The  dinner  yesterday 
consisted  of  potato  pie  on  the  female  side,  and  of  steamed  fish  and 
potatoes  on  the  male  side,  and  to-day  of  boiled  mutton,  potatoes,  and 
cabbage.  It  was  well  served,  and  appeared  of  good  quality. 

The  wards  generally  were  in  good  condition,  and  well  supplied  with 
books,  papers,  and  games,  but  we  think  that  more  bagatelle  and  small 
billiard  tables  might  be  supplied  to  the  male  wards,  as  there  are  only 
eight  at  present  to  the  eighteen  wards.  Several  of  the  wards  both  in  the 
old  and  newer  buildings  which  have  previously  been  distempered  require 
their  wails  painted.  Some  of  this  work  is  now  in  hand.  We  noticed 
that  most  of  the  radiators  in  Male  Block  5  and  the  Acute  Hospital  were 
very  hot  and  require  casing  in  to  prevent  accidents  arising. 

A  few  single  rooms  in  connection  with  Maie  Ward  35  are  a 
desideratum  ;  we  have  gone  into  the  matter  and  have  suggested  to 
Dr.  Bolton  that  this  need  might  be  met  by  the  inclusion  of  the  adjacent 
end  of  the  long  dormitory  into  the  ward,  and  the  erection  there  of  three 
cubicles. 

We  should  also  like  to  endorse  the  recommendation  of  our  Colleagues 
as  to  the  provision  of  mess-room  accommodation  for  the  male  attendans, 
and  we  are  glad  to  hear  that  the  Visiting  Committee  are  considering  the 
question  of  the  enlargement  of  the  airing  court  of  Male  Ward  Number  18 
by  the  inclusion  of  the  Medical  Superintendents  garden,  and  the  provision 
of  a  new  house  for  him,  his  present  one  being  quite  unsuitable. 

As  indicating  the  need  for  increased  airing-court  accommodation  for 
Ward  18  we  may  mention  that  250  patients  have  to  take  their  exercise  in 
a  court  which  is  little  more  than  an  acre  in  extent. 

In  going  through  the  stores  and  shops  we  were  much  struck  by  the 
inadequacy  of  the  former,  which  necessitated  a  much  larger  issue  of 
material  to  the  artizans  than  is  desirable. 

The  beds  and  bedding  were  generally  in  good  condition,  clean,  and 
properly  made. 

A  few  minor  alterations  and  improvements  have  been  completed  since 
October,  and  among  them  we  may  mention  the  removal  of  trees  and 
shrubs  from  the  neighbourhood  of  some  of  the  wards,  thus  adding  much  to 
their  light  and  sanitary  condition,  and  the  fixing  of  an  automatic  guard  to 
the  calender  in  the  laundry,  which,  however,  was  to-day  not  quite  sensitive 
enough  and  requires  adjustment. 

From  the  returns  for  last  year  furnished  to  us  we  find  that  the 
number  attending  the  divine  services  were  rather  poor,  but  we  learn  that 
the  chapel  was  usually  full  at  the  three  services  that  are  held  there  on 
Sundays. 

The  number  of  patients  usually  present  at  the  weekly  entertainments 
was  good,  and  the  number  employed  was  up  to  the  average  ;  in  this 
connection  we  would  like  to  repeat  that  it  is  desirable  to  employ  some  of 
the  patients  in  the  artizans’  shops  connected  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Works 
Department. 

We  also  think  that  more  of  the  attendants  should  be  members  of  the 
fire  brigade,  who  sleep  in  the  Institution  at  night. 
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During  the  period  under  review  there  is  no  record  of  the  use  of 
mechanical  restraint,  and  only  two  women  have  been  secluded  once  each 
for  a  total  of  an  hour  and  a  half. 

The  causes  of  death  in  the  46  deaths  were  verified  in  39  instances,  or 
in  85  per  cent.,  by  post-mortem  examination. 

In  nearly  3*5  per  cent,  death  was  due  to  general  paralysis  ;  there 
was  one  death  from  typhoid  fever,  the  only  case  that  has  occurred,  and  one 
from  dysentery,  two  cases  of  which  disease  have  arisen  since  the  last 
visit. 

Speaking  generally,  the  health  of  the  Institution  is  good.  We  saw 
69  male  and  86  female  patients,  or  8  per  cent,  of  the  total  number, 
confined  to  bed.  Many  of  them  were  feeble  senile  dements  or  cases  of 
general  paralysis,  but  a  large  number  were  there  either  because  they 
were  fresh  admissions  needing  rest  or  were  patients  considered  too- 
troublesome  or  dangerous  to  be  up. 

The  only  injuries  of  at  all  a  serious  nature  that  have  occurred  have- 
been  3  fractures.  One  of  these  was  spontaneous  in  character,  and  the 
0ther  2  were  the  results  of  falls  that  were  not  preventable. 

An  adequate  staff  is  maintained,  and  the  record  of  service  of  the  men 
18  very  good,  but  more  than  half  of  the  nurses  have  been  engaged  within 
a  year  and  only  18  per  cent,  of  them  can  show  over  five  years’  service. 

The  medical  records  continue  to  be  kept  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and 
our  report  indicates  that  the  condition  of  the  Institution  and  its  inmates 
is  creditable  to  Dr.  Bolton. 


Birmingham  City  Asylums.— i.  Rubery  Hill  and

order.

At  Rubery  Hill  we  saw  768  patients,  of  whom  378  were  of  the  male 
and  390  of  the  female  sex,  and  at  Hollymoor  580,  the  sexes  being  equally 
divided.  Only  one  patient  is  classed  as  private,  and  there  is  also  only  one 
out-county  patient.  On  the  basis  required  by  our  Board  the  Asylums 
hold  more  than  their  proper  complement  to  the  extent  of  43  men  and 
46  women. 

The  wards  and  dormitories  are  well  kept  and  the  beds  and  bedding 
were  scrupulously  clean,  but  we  noticed  a  good  number  of  sheets  that 
had  holes  in  them,  some  being  worn  very  thin.  At  Hollymoor  some  of 
the  staircases  and  corridors  in  places  require  attention  in  the  way  of 
redecoration. 
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The  patients,  who  are  chiefly  of  the  demented  class,  were  very  quiet 
aud  orderly  in  their  behaviour,  tidy  in  their  dress  and  personal  appearance 
considering  their  type,  and,  apart  from  detention,  free  from  complaints.  W e 
had  one  complaint  of  ill-usage  at  the  hands  of  the  nurses  from  one  young 
girl,  but  after  goiug  closely  into  her  account  of  the  circumstances  we  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  no  undue  force  had  been  used.  Most  of  the  matters 
to  which  our  Colleagues  called  attention  have  been  remedied — the  ventila¬ 
tion  of  the  single  rooms  at  Rubery  Hill  has  been  improved  by  having  a 
small  pane  removed  in  the  window  and  strong  wire  gauze  of  a  small  mesh 
inserted  in  the  panels  of  the  shutters  ;  the  turpentine  and  wax  mixture 
for  floor  polishing  is  now  kept  in  covered  tins,  and  arrangements  have  been 
made  for  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers  to  have  their  meals  in  the  Com¬ 
mittee-room,  thus  to  some  extent  improving  their  comfort.  There  are 
several  minor  matters  to  which  we  desire  to  call  attention  :  the  tempera¬ 
ture  of  the  wards  to-day,  a  particularly  cold  day  it  may  be  mentioned, 
was  abnormally  low  at  Rubery  Hill,  ranging  from  48°  to  53°  Fahr.  We 
think  that  in  such  cold  weather  the  artificial  heating  might  have  been 
turned  on  to  its  full  extent,  which  we  understand  was  not  the  case.  We 
noticed  also  that  the  dormitories  on  the  top  floors,  which  were  entirely 
unoccupied  and,  quite  properly,  had  all  their  windows  open  for  ventilation 
purposes,  were  being  heated,  which  seemed  to  us  to  be  unnecessary  at  that 
time  and  possibly  wasteful.  Many  of  the  blinds  in  the  dormitories  at 
Rubery  Hill  are  dummies  and  incapable  of  being  used — there  were  too 
many  broken  panes  of  glass  in  several  places,  and  many  of  the  radiators  on 
the  female  side  were  in  a  very  dirty  condition  and  would  be  easier  to 
keep  clean  if  slate  slabs  were  fixed  2  or  3  inches  above  them.  At 
Hollymoor  several  of  the  bathrooms  were  unprovided  with  bathing  rules  ; 
while  throughout  both  Institutions  there  seemed  to  us  to  be  a  distinct 
shortage  of  towels  for  the  use  of  patients.  Ail  that  we  saw  were  on 
rollers,  and  we  are  sure  that  a  good  supply  of  small  towels  would  be  a 
great  boon  to  many  of  the  more  intelligent  patients. 

We  saw  an  attractive  and  ample  dinner  of  boiled  beef  with  parsnips, 
carrots,  potatoes  and  bread  served  to  280  women  and  228  men  in  the 
dining  hall  at  Rubery  Hill.  Apart  from  some  overcrowding,  the  dinner 
was  nicely  served  aud  seemed  to  be  appreciated.  We  received  no  com¬ 
plaints  on  the  subject  of  the  dietary. 

The  maintenance  charges  are  11  s.  Id.  for  home,  14s.  for  out-county, 
and  15s.  for  private  patients. 

.  There  has  been  no  recorded  use  of  either  mechanical  restraint  or 
seclusion. 

There  is  little  in  the  annual  returns  made  to  our  Board  that  calls  for 
special  mention,  but  we  are  glad  to  notice  that  there  has  been  a  marked 
increase  in  the  number  of  patients  usefully  employed  since  last  year,  the 
percentage  now  being  62  per  cent,  as  compared  with  50  per  cent,  last 
year  ;  of  these,  20  per  cent,  of  the  males  are  employed  on  the  farm  and 
gardens  aud  9 '6  of  the  women  work  in  the  laundry. 

An  adequate  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  maintained  considering 
the  class  of  patients  of  whom  they  have  charge,  averaging  one  to  every 
11*3  patients.  Their  record  of  service  is  fairly  satisfactory  and  no  one 
has  been  dismissed,  or  allowed  to  resign  to  escape  dismissal,  for  miscon¬ 
duct.  directly  affectiug  the  treatment  of  the  patients. 

Inquests  were  held  in  the  cases  of  4  patients  ;  one  had  been  suffocated 
in  a  fit,  and  the  other  3  had  sustained  injuries  not  long  prior  to  death. 
Tue  circumstances  had  in  each  instance  been  fully  reported  to  our  Board 
at  the  time,  and  in  all  the  4  cases  the  verdict  was  accidental  death. 

Apart  from  these  cases  the  41  male  and  44  female  deaths  were  all 
from  natural  causes,  verified  by  post-mortem  examination  in  not  quite 
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48  per  cent,  of  the  cases,  a  proportion  which  might  well  be  augmented, 
General  paralysis  was  the  cause  in  12*2  per  cent,  of  the  males,  but  no 
females  died  of  this  affection,  and  it  would  appear  that  at  the  end  of  last 
year  2*7  of  male  patients  in  the  Asylum  were  general  paralytics,  but 
only  5  women.  Dysentery  was  the  cause  in  22  per  cent,  of  the  female 
deaths,  while  only  one  male  died  from  this  disease.  Tuberculosis  was  the 
cause  in  16  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths,  its  incidence  being  just  twice  as 
heavy  among  the  women  as  the  men. 

A  bedsore  existed  at  death  in  only  one  case,  and  there  was  no  such 
complication  amoug  the  patients  whom  we  saw  under  treatment  in  bed, 
which  is  creditable  to  the  nursing  staff.  Those  in  bed  numbered  16  men 
and  11  women,  or  2  per  cent,  of  the  total  patients.  We  observed  several 
cases  of  phthisis  in  bed  in  single  rooms,  and  were  unable  to  help  wishing 
that  more  use  was  made  of  the  verandahs  adjoining  the  Infirmary  Wards 
for  such  cases  and  others  who  might  perhaps  benefit  thereby.  To  facili¬ 
tate  their  use  we  would  suggest  that  in  each  infirmary  a  door,  wide  enough 
to  allow  the  passage  of  a  bed,  might  be  provided  opening  from  the  dormi¬ 
tory  on  to  the  verandah. 

The  incidence  of  dysentery  has  been  somewhat  severe,  some  46  cases 
having  occurred  ;  one  was  in  June,  and  one  in  the  present  month,  but  apart 
from  these  2,  they  were  spread  about  equally  in  every  month  from  July  to 
January  inclusive.  From  the  inquiries  we  have  made  it  seems  that 
prompt  measures  are  taken  to  isolate  such  cases  in  single  rooms  off  the 
infirmaries,  and  for  precaution’s  sake  all  cases  of  diarrhoea  are  very  wisely 
at  first  considered  as  dysentery.  There  were  8  cases  of  measles  among 
the  young  male  patients. 

Desides  the  casualties  which  were  the  subject  of  inquests,  there  have 
been  7  fractures  of  bones  and  2  dislocations;  one  was  self-inflicted,  3 
occurred  in  altercations  with  other  patients,  and  o  were  the  result  of  falls 
either  accidental  or  in  fits.  None  call  for  further  mention  here. 

The  statutory  registers  and  case  books  are  neatly  kept  and  are  all 
carefully  posted  to  date.  We  should  be  glad  to  see  the  introduction  of 
the  keeping  of  the  case  books  on  the  loose  leaf  system. 


Birmingham  Asylums. — 2.  Winson  Green. 

20  February  1913. 

We  have  to-day  visited  this  Asylum  and  its  dependencies  and  were  ou 
the  whole  very  satisfied  with  the  condition  in  which  we  found  them.  We 
thought,  however,  that  the  arrangements  for  the  immediate  treatment  of 
newly  admitted  cases  were  wholly  inadequate.  All  admissions  from  the 
City  of  Birmingham  are  made  in  the  first  instance  to  this  Asylum  and 
amount  to  a  very  large  number  in  the  course  of  a  year.  Under  these 
circumstances  it  seems  to  us  to  be  imperative  that  every  facility  should  be 
afforded  for  their  early  treatment  on  modern  lines,  and,  as  it  is  not 
convenient  to  use  for  this  purpose  the  more  recently  built  wards  at 
Hollymoor  Asylum,  the  only  alternatives  appear  to  be  either  to  entirely 
remodel  the  admission  wards  here  or  erect  within  the  Asylum  grounds  a 
detached  and  properly  equipped  Admission  Hospital.  By  way  of  example 
of  what  we  mean,  in  the  admission  wards  to-day  we  found  newly  admitted 
cases  very  properly  confined  to  bed,  but  in  many  cases  these  beds  were  in 
the  open  day  room,  and  around  them  were  some  thirty  other  patients 
variously  engaged  ;  on  the  female  side  one  patient  was  playing  the  piano 
while  a  recent  case  nf  acute  mania  in  bed,  ostensibly  for  rest  and  quiet 
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was  waving  her  arms  in  time  to  the  music.  We  do  not  see  how  the 
present  system  can  conduce  to  the  early  recovery  of  patients.

There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  707  patients,  in  the  propor¬ 
tion  of  360  men  to  347  women,  36  women  being  boarded  out  at  Gleiithorne 
and  50  men  at  Stechford  Hall.  Twenty-eight  men  and  44  women  are 
classed  as  private.  One  man  has  escaped,  one  is  at  the  Fever  Hospital, 
and  a  woman  is  out  on  trial,  leaving  704  in  residence,  all  of  whom  were 
seen  by  us  in  the  course  of  our  visit.  There  are  estimated  to  be  vacancies 
for  1 1  on  the  male  and  9  on  the  female  side. 

Plans  have,  we  learn,  been  sent  to  our  Office  for  the  erection  of 
verandahs  in  connection  with  the  Infirmary  Wards  ;  the  floors  of  the 
corridors  on  the  ground  floors  on  both  sides  are  being  re-laid,  while  a  great 
deal  of  general  redecoration  has  been  carried  out  at  Glenthorne  and 
Stechford  Hall. 

The  wards  of  this  old  building  are  very  comfortable  and  well  kept, 
while  the  dormitories  are  sufficiently  airy  and  the  beds  and  bedding  in  good 
order.  We  noticed  a  considerable  disparity  in  various  wards  as  regards 
the  supply  of  books  and  papers  ;  in  the  majority  of  the  wards,  however, 
there  were  many  objects  to  interest  and  occupy  the  patients.  There  is  an 
entire  absence  of  blinds  in  the  dormitories,  and  some  of  the  single  rooms, 
notably  in  the  male  infirmary,  have  neither  blinds  nor  shutters.  The 
towels  in  the  lavatories  were  none  too  plentiful ;  they  are  all  on  rollers 
which  are  in  no  case  protected  ;  we  think  that  an  adequate  supply  of  small 
towels  for  the  use  of  individual  patients  would  be  very  generally  appreciated. 

The  patients  were  extremely  quiet  and  orderly  in  their  behaviour,  tidy 
in  their  dress,  and  free  from  complaints.  We  have  no  doubt  that  they 
receive  proper  kindness  and  attention. 

We  saw  a  good  dinner  of  boiled  beef  with  potatoes,  parsnips  and  bread 
served  to  over  400  patients  in  the  dining  hall.  It  was  preceded  by  a 
musical  grace  and  seemed  to  be  well  appreciated.  The  dietary  was  not 
the  subject  of  complaint  to  us  by  any  of  the  patients. 

The  maintenance  charge  per  head  per  w7eek  is  11s.  lo?.,  while  private 
patients  are  received  at  rates  varying  from  11s.  8 d.  to  42s.  a  week.  There 
are  no  out-county  patients  at  present. 

There  is  no  record  of  the  use  of  either  mechanical  restraint  or 
seclusion. 

Although  no  money  allowances  w7ere  granted  last  year  to  patients 
v'hile  out  on  trial,  we  are  glad  to  know  that  the  Committee  are  thoroughly 
alive  to  the  benefits  of  After  Care  in  the  case  of  patients  recovered,  and 
have  appointed  a  lady  to  visit  from  time  to  time  and  report  upon  any  of 
such  patients  as  may  be  thought  desirable. 

We  notice  from  the  annual  returns  that  the  attendance  of  patients  at 
the  Sunday  services  in  the  chapel  is  good,  showing  a  proportion  of  48  per 
cent.,  and  that  pains  are  taken  to  keep  as  many^  patients  as  possible 
employed,  the  percentages  being  63  per  cent,  among  the  men  and  59  per 
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cent,  among  the  women  ;  25  per  cent,  of  the  men  are  employed  on  the  farm 
and  gardens  and  15  per  cent,  of  the  women  work  in  the  laundry. 

The  deaths  were  all  from  natural  causes,  verified  by  post-mortem  - 
examinations  in  the  good  proportion  of  77  percent,  of  the  cases.  Phthisis 
was  the  certified  cause  in  12  per  cent.,  divided  about  equally  as  to  sex. 
In  a  similar  proportion  of  the  females  the  certified  cause  was  colitis. 
General  paralysis  was  the  cause  in  21  per  cent,  of  the  males  and  9  per  cent, 
of  the  females.  From  the  returns  furnished  to  our  Board  of  the  patients 
in  the  Asylum  at  the  end  of  last  year,  11*5  of  the  men  and  2*6  of  the 
women  were  general  paralytics,  but  when  the  figures  of  the  City  Asylums 
are  combined  these  percentages  become  5’ 6  and  1*3  respectively.  The 
proportion  of  epileptics  here  is  small,  being  only  6’ 8  per  cent.  ;  this  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  majority  are  sent  to  the  other  City  Asylums,  and  when 
the  figures  are  taken  together  the  proportion  is  seen  to  be  a  somewhat  high 
one,  namely,  15’ 8  per  cent. 

We  saw  17  male  and  22  female  patients  in  bed.  Deleting  14,  who 
were  newly-admittted  patients,  these  numbers,  taken  together,  represent 
3  •  5  per  cent,  of  the  total  patients.  Only  one  was  the  subject  of  a  bedsore, 
and  they  appeared  to  us  to  be  receiving  careful  and  adequate  care;  of  which 
several  of  them  spoke  to  us  in  appreciation. 

There  has  been  only  one  at  all  serious  casualty,  namely,  a  dislocated 
shoulder  accidentally  sustained.  Scarlet  fever  has  occurred  in  one  patient 
and  in  a  member  of  the  staff,  and  diarrhoea  of  doubtful  origin  and 
dysentery  have  prevailed  to  the  extent  of  4  cases  of  each  ;  those  known  to 
be  dysentery  were  all  fatal. 

The  staff  averages  one  to  every  9  *  6  patients  ;  no  one  has  been 
dismissed  or  allowed  to  resign  for  misconduct,  but  we  notice  that  the 
duration  of  service  continues  to  be  below  the  average. 

We  examined  the  registers  and  found  them  in  order  except  with  respect 
to  certain  columns  to  the  register  of  deaths  and  discharges.  I  he  case 
books  are  ail  carefully  posted  to  date  and  a  commencement  has  been 
made  to  keep  them  on  the  loose-leaf  system.  We  are  glad  to  learn  that 
a  Medical  Officer  has  been  appointed  whose  chief  duties  will  be  as 
pathologist  and  for  whose  u&e  a  small  laboratory  is  provided. 


Stechford  Hall,  20  February  1913. 

We  have  seen  50  male  patients  at  this  House  to-day.  They  were  all 
in  good  health  and  seemed  to  be  properly  looked  after.  Fhe  house  was 
in  good  order,  and  every  dormitory  is  provided  with  a  second  exit  for  use 

in  case  of  fire.

YV  e  have  to-day  visited  this  House  and  found  it  in  excellent  ordei. 
Thirty-one  patients  are  residing  here  and  are  evidently  well  looked  after. 
No  one  was  confined  to  bed.

There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  814  patients,  of  whom  344 
are  males  and  470  are  females  ;  of  these,  8  and  22  respectively  are  of  the 
private  class,  but  for  them  no  special  accommodation  separate  from  the 
other  patients  is  provided  ;  154  are  out-county  patients,  63  men  and 
66  women  being  received  under  a  contract  from  the  Borough  of  Eastbourne, 
and  20  men  under  a  contract  with  the  London  Asylnms  Committee  ; 
5  other  patients  are  chargeable  to  4  unions  outside  the  borough. 

In  addition  to  the  above  numbers  the  Borough  of  Brighton  have 
12  children  boarded  out  at  the  East  Sussex  Asylum. 

The  weekly  maintenance  rate  for  the  private  patients  is  either  16s.  or 
42s.,  for  the  borough  patients  11s.  6c?.,  and  for  the  others  14s.  per  head. 

According  to  the  return  of  accommodation  furnished  to  us,  there  are 
at  present  vacancies  for  17  men  and  33  women.  All  the  patients,  whose 
names  are  on  the  books,  are  in  residence,  and  have  been  seen  by  us  during 
the  course  of  our  visit. 

There  was  much  noisy  confusion  in  some  of  the  wards  on  the  female 
side,  and  generally  much  restlessness  among  the  women.  We  received 
also  a  large  number  of  complaints  from  them,  chiefly  relating  to  the 
subject  of  detention,  but  in  some  cases  to  the  want  of  consideration  on 
the  part  of  the  nurses. 

We  think  that  in  some  matters  the  administration  of  the  Asylum 
leaves  much  to  be  desired  ;  and  it  appears  to  us  that  much  greater  care  is 
necessary  in  the  selection  of  the  female  staff. 

We  found  the  men,  however,  more  contented,  and  generally  orderly  in 
their  behaviour,  and  we  received  but  few  complaints  from  them,  which 
were  either  on  the  score  of  detention  or  the  outcome  of  their  mental 
state. 

We  saw  the  dinners  served  in  the  two  dining  halls  :  that  on  the 
female  side  consisted  of  pea  soup  and  bread  and  cheese,  and  that  on  the 
male  side  of  boiled  fish  and  potatoes.  In  the  female  hall  we  noticed  that 
the  patients  straggled  in  in  relays,  and  that  some  had  got  well  on  with 
their  dinners  before  the  others  had  even  sat  down.  There  was  also  a 
good  deal  of  noise  going  on  throughout  the  meal.  Good  order  prevailed, 
however,  in  the  male  hall.  At  both  dinners  we  observed  that  grace 
was  not  said  before  the  meal  began. 

The  condition  of  the  patient’s  dress  was  fair  on  the  whole,  but  left 
something  to  be  desired  on  the  score  of  neatness. 

The  day  rooms  and  galleries  were  tidy  and  in  good  order  and  the  beds 
and  bedding  in  the  dormitories  and  single  rooms  clean  and  in  proper 
condition. 

Since  the  last  visit  No.  6  Ward  on  the  male  side  has  been  improved 
generally  by  having  the  walls  plastered  and  new  windows  placed.  No.  6 
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Oil  the  female  side  has  been  enlarged,  and  the  new  part  of  the  ward  is  now 
in  occupation  ;  the  old  part  is  now  being  redecorated,  and  will  soon  be 
finished.  Redecoration  has  also  been  carried  out  in  4  wards  on  the  male 
side,  but  we  should  like  to  have  seen  them  done  in  lighter  colours.  One 
padded  room  on  each  side  has  now  been  fitted  with  flooi  padding,  w  nc  i 

is  irremovable  by  patients.  ... 

The  enlargement  of  the  airing  courts  on  both  sides  is  now  m  progress, 
and  the  paths°are  being  tar-paved  ;  we  think,  however,  that  the  parts  that 
have  not  yet  been  touched  should  have  been  kept  in  better  order,  and 
the  grass  kept  properly  mown. 

During  the  period  under  review  there  has  been  no  recorded  use  or 
seclusion  or  mechanical  restraint. 

From  the  annual  returns  for  IS  12  furnished  to  our  office  Ave  find  that 
the  attendance  at  the  Church  of  England  services  is  still  rather  low,  and 

beioAv  the  average  in  asylums  generally,  _  , 

We  are  glad  to  iearn  that  the  Visiting  Committee  have  appointed  a 
Roman  Catholic  priest  to  attend  twice  a  month  at  the  Asylum,  and  that 
he  is  paid  for  his  services.  A  service  is  held  by  him  once,  a  month,  and 
16  out  of  the  42  patients  professing  the  Roman  Catholic  faitn  are  usually 

1  Th irty-eight  per  cent,  of  the  patients  were  usually  present  at  the  weekly 
entertainments,  and  58  per  cent,  of  them  were  usefully  employed,  the 
proportion  of  women  being  satisfactory  but  that  of  the  men  still  low. 

In  64  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  post-mortem  examinations  were  held,  and 
in  none  of  them  Avere  bedsores  present,  a  fact  indicating  the  care  and 
efficiency  in  the  nursing  of  the  sick.  Thirteen  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  were 
from  general  paralysis,  the  same  percentage  from  phthisis,  and  4  per 
cent,  from  senile  decay.  In  7  per  cent,  dysentery  was  the  cause  of  death, 
and  there  have  been  37  cases  of  that  disease  in  the  Asylum  since  the  last 
visit  ;  those,  with  one  of  erysipelas,  form  the  only  cases  of  zymotic 

isease^re  ^  been  an  inquest  on  a  man  who  died  suddenly  from  heart 
disease,  but  all  the  deaths  were  from  natural  causes.  Sixty-four  patients, 
or  7*8  percent,  of  the  Avhoie,  Avere  in  bed  during  our  visit,  but  none 
of  them  were  suffering  from  a  bedsore,  and  there  were  but  few  cases 

of  acute  sickness  among  them.  „  ,  .  .  . 

There  have  been  5  serious  but  non-fatal  casualties,  all  of  them  involving 

fractures  of  bones,  and  all  accidentally  sustained.  Three  of  them  were 

undergoing  treatment  during  our  visit. 

We  noticed  with  regret  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis  were  being 
treated  in  the  wards  ;  Ave  hope  that  the  Committee  aviII  favourab  y 
consider  at  an  early  date  the  erection  of  verandahs  which  will  enable  such 
and  other  suitable  cases  to  have  the  now  well-proved  benefit  of  open-air 

A  numerically  adequate  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  maintained, 
beinc  in  tlie  proportion  of  one  to  every  9 -6  patients  by  day.  I  he 
service  of  the  men  is  good,  62  per  cent,  of  them  being  able  to  reckon 
over  five  years’  service,  but  the  record  of  the  nurses  leaves  much  to  be 
desired,  41  per  cent,  of  them  having  under  one  year’s  service,  and  only 

13  per  cent,  of  them  over  five  years. 

In  connection  Avith  the  staff  one  matter  we  would  draw  attention  to 
is  the  necessity  of  strictly  enforcing  the  regulation  as  to  such  articles  as 
scissors  and  hatpins  being  kept  in  locked  drawers  in  the  nurses  bedrooms 
which  open  out  of  the  wards. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  neat  and  carefully 
kept. 
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Bristol  Asylum.

We  were  very  well  satisfied  with  the  condition  in  which  we  found 
«/ 

this  Asylum  at  our  visit  ;  the  wards  generally  are  maintained  in  good 
order,  the  dormitories  are  clean  and  well  kept,  and  the  beds  and  bedding 
generally  were  all  that  we  could  wish,  the  only  exception  being  in  M  5, 
dormitory,  where  somewhat  closer  attention  should  be  given  by  the 
attendants. 

The  patients  presented  a  well-cared-for  appearance,  were,  apart  from 
detention,  free  from  complaints,  and  not  unduly  noisy  or  excited. 
This,  however,  was  far  from  being  the  case  in  F  12,  where  95  female 
patients  of  the  most  troublesome  type  are  detained.  The  warding 
together  of  so  many  patients  of  this  class  in  one  ward  is  an  unsatisfactory 
arrangement,  and  cannot  conduce  to  tranquility,  and  we  would  strongly 
urge  upon  the  Committee  the  advisability  of  taking  steps  to  divide  it 
into  two  distinct  wards  with  a  separate  staff  in  each,  and  provided  with 
adequate  sanitary  and  other  conveniences  which  we  think  could  only  he 
done  by  building  new  sanitary  spurs,  preferably  into  the  airing  court  on 
the  north  side  of  the  wards. 

We  regard  the  strain  at  present  imposed  upon  the  charge  and  other 
nurses  in  this  ward  as  unduly  heavy. 

Since  the  last  visit  terrazzo  floors  have  been  laid  in  some  of  the 
w.cs.  to  replace  the  wood  floors.  A  new  glass  and  wood  screen  has 
been  erected  at  the  centre,  to  divide  the  male  and  female  corridors.  Some 
flower  beds  have  been  made  in  the  male  infirmary  airing  court  while 
additions  have  been  made  to  the  supply  of  pianos  and  bound  periodicals 
for  the  wards. 

We  are  glad  to  hear  that  by  some  alteration  of  the  rooms  by  the 
kitchen  a  new  recreation  room  for  the  nurses  is  to  be  provided,  plans 
for  which  will  be  forwarded  in  due  course  for  approval.

There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  953  patients,  455  being  of 
the  male  and  498  of  the  female  sex.  With  one  exception  all  were  in 
residence  and  seen  by  us  in  the  course  of  our  visit. 

There  are  28  private  patients  and  76  out-county  patients,  of  whom 
40  women  and  34  men  are  received  under  contract  from  Essex  and 
Lancashire — there  are  vacancies  in  the  Asvlum  for  40  men  and  52 
women. 

The  dinner  to-day  consisted  of  a  substantial  meat  pie  with  potatoes 
and  greens,  and  was  served  in  our  presence  in  the  two  dining  halls  to  over 
300  patients  of  each  sex.  We  received  no  complaints  on  the  subject  of 
the  food. 

There  has  been  no  recorded  use  of  either  mechanical  restraint  or 
seclusion. 

Covers  have  not  as  yet  been  supplied  to  the  tins  in  which  the  beeswax 
and  turpentine  mixture  for  polishing  the  floors  should  be  kept,  and  some 
sort  of  protection  is  required  for  the  top  of  the  kneader  in  the  bakehouse. 
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The  health  of  the  Institution  is  remarkably  good,  only  6  men  and 
7  women  to-day  being  in  bed. 

The  deaths  have  all  been  dqp  to  natural  and  ordinary  causes,  verified 
in  over  92  per  cent,  by  post-mortem  examination. 

No  inquest  has  been  held  ;  there  has  been,  we  are  glad  to  hear,  no 
serious  casualty,  and  the  only  cases  of  zymotic  disease  that  have  occurred 
have  been  two  of  erysipelas,  one  of  which  proved  fatal. 

From  the  annual  returns  made  to  our  Board  we  notice  that,  while  the 
attendance  at  the  weekly  entertainments  is  good,  that  at  the  Sunday 
services  in  the  chapel  is  only  moderate  and  might  well  be  increased. 
The  quite  undue  proportion  of  47  per  cent,  of  patients  able  to  walk  are 
confined  to  the  wards  and  airing  courts.  Though  the  figures  relating  to 
employment  are  satisfactory,  we  agree  with  our  Colleagues  in  thinking 
that  a  larger  number  might  be  employed  on  the  farm  and  garden  and  in 
the  Laundry. 

The  staff  averages  one  to  every  10T  patient  and  is  adequate  by  day, 
but  the  number  of  night  attendants  on  the  male  side  is  below  the  average. 
The  record  of  service  is  good  among  the  attendants,  but  not  so  good  as 
we  could  wish  among  the  nurses. 

We  are  glad  to  hear  that  the  leave  and  wages  of  the  men  have  been 
increased,  and  we  hope  that  the  provision  of  a  recreation  room  for  the 
nurses  will  add  much  to  their  comfort. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  the  question  of  providing  verandahs  on  both 
sides  for  the  open-air  nursing  of  suitable  cases  should  not  be  lost  sight 
of. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  written  up  to  date  and 
generally  well  kept,  but  fuller  particulars  of  the  medical  treatment  of  the 
patients  would  be  an  advantage.

There  are  now  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  71  men  and 
97  women,  a  total  of  168.  Of  these  15  and  35  respectively  are  of  the 
private  class,  and  are  accommodated  in  separate  houses  at  a  weekly 
charge  varying  from  one  to  four  guineas.  The  maintenance  rate  for  the 
other  patients  is  14-s.  a  week. 

According  to  the  return  of  accommodation  furnished  to  us,  there  is  only 
one  vacancy  on  the  male  side  and  there  is  an  excess  of  7  patients  on 
the  female  side.  We  understand  that  the  Visiting  Committee  have 
definitely  decided  to  proceed  with  the  extension  of  this  Institution,  which 
has  been  so  long  under  consideration,  and  that  the  plans  have  been 
submitted  to  our  Board. 

One  man  is  out  on  trial,  but  we  have  seen  all  the  other  patients  who 
are  in  residence,  and  given  them  all  an  opportunity  of  speaking  with  us. 
We  found  them  comfortable  and  well  cared  for,  free  from  complaints,  and 
neat  and  tidy  in  their  dress  and  person. 
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The  day  rooms  and  dormitories  were  all  in  very  good  order,  and  the 
beds  and  bedding  clean  and  in  good  condition. 

Since  the  last  visit  some  redecoration  has  taken  place  at  Stone  House, 
at  the  Male  Private  Block,  and  at  the  main  kitchen  and  scullery. 

During  the  period  under  review  no  mechanical  restraint  has  been 
employed,  but  one  woman  has  been  secluded  on  15  occasions  for  a  total 
duration  of  31  hours. 

From  the  returns  for  last  year  we  find  that  the  attendance  at  the 
Church  of  England  services  on  Sundays  and  at  the  weekly  entertain¬ 
ments  continued  to  be  good,  there  being  on  an  average  51 ’5  percent, 
and  60  per  cent,  of  the  patients  present  respectively. 

The  number  usefully  employed  was  satisfactory.  Eight  of  the  men 
worked  on  the  farm  and  4  in  the  kitchen,  whilst  23  of  the  women 
were  employed  in  needlework,  but  only  2  in  the  laundry. 

A  numerically  strong  staff'  of  attendants  and  nurses  in  maintained, 
averaging  1  to  every  7*2  patients  by  day  and  1  to  every  24*7  patients 
by  night. 

Their  record  of  service  is  fair,  only  29  per  cent,  of  the  men  and  6  per 
cent,  of  the  nurses  being  able  to  reckon  over  five  years’  service. 

There  is  nothing  special  to  report  with  reference  to  the  deaths,  all  of 
which  were  the  result  of  natural  causes,  verified  in  70  per  cent,  by  post¬ 
mortem  examination.  General  paralysis  caused  24  per  cent,  of  them, 
phthisis  19  per  cent.,  and  senile  decay  9*5  per  cent.  No  bedsore  was 
present  in  the  case  of  any  patient  who  died,  and  none  of  the  19  patients, 
or  11*3  per  cent,  of  the  whole,  whom  we  visited  in  the  wards,  and  found 
in  bed,  were  so  suffering,  a  fact  which  speaks  well  for  the  nursing  of  the 
sick. 

A  deformed  epileptic  boy  was  among  those  in  bed  ;  he  was  suffering 
from  a  fracture  of  the  femur,  which  had  apparently  resulted  from 
muscular  action  during  a  fit,  for  there  had  been  no  fall  or  other  accident 
and  no  history  of  any  struggle  or  assault. 

There  has  been  no  inquest. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  cases  of  influenza,  and  one  of  scarlet 
fever  in  a  nurse,  no  zymotic  disease  has  occurred. 

There  have  been  3  non-fatal  casualties,  2  of  them  involving 
fractures  of  bones  ;  2  of  the  casualties  were  due  to  accidental  falls, 
and  the  third  is  that  of  the  boy  already  referred  to. 

The  case  books  are  properly  kept. 

In  Dr.  Sail’s  absence  we  received  all  needful  assistance  and  infor¬ 
mation  from  the  two  medical  men,  each  of  whom  is  acting  as  a  locum 
tenens,  it  having  been  found  impossible  up  to  now  to  secure  the  services 
of  a  suitable  permanent  Assistant  Medical  Officer.

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There  are  to-day  on  the  hooks  the  names  of  332  males  and  3S5 
females,  making  a  total  of  717  patients.  Thirty  patients  are  classed  as 
private,  and  there  are  92  out-county  patients  of  whom  the  majority  are  of 
the  female  sex  and  are  received  under  contract  from  Montgomery,  Derby 
and  London  Counties  respectively.  There  is  an  excess  of  7  male  patients, 
while  there  are  vacancies  for  16  females.  Three  patients  were  out  on 
trial,  but  all  the  rest  were  in  residence  and  seen  by  us  in  the  course  of  our 
visit  to-day. 

The  Asylum  is  maintained  in  excellent  order  throughout  and  great 
attention  is  paid  to  the  medical  treatment  of  the  patients,  a  feature  being 
the  extent  to  which  open-air  treatment  is  resorted  to  by  the  use  of  the 
excellent  verandahs,  which  are  to  be  still  further  improved  by  the 
provision  of  roller  shutters  for  use  under  specially  adverse  weather 
conditions. 

The  wards  and  dormitories  are  extremely  well  kept,  the  general  air  of 
cleanliness  and  comfort  being  most  noticable.  There  is  a  very  liberal 
supply  of  all  sorts  of  objects  which  can  interest  and  amuse  the  patients. 
The  beds  and  bedding  throughout  were  in  admirable  order. 

The  patients  were  quiet  and  orderly  in  their  behaviour,  and  evidently 
receive  proper  care  and  attention.  Their  clothing  was  neat  and  warm  and 
their  personal  appearance  left  nothing  to  be  desired.  We  received  but 
few  complaints,  but  some  of  the  male  patients  grumbled  about  the  food. 
The  dinner  to-day  was  a  good  one,  consisting  of  cold  boiled  beef,  pickled 
cabbage,  potatoes  and  bread,  but  we  saw  in  the  bakehouse  about  to  be 
cooked  the  meat  for  to-morrow’s  dinner,  some  of  which  looked  very  coarse, 
and  we  think  the  matter  is  one  which  should  receive  the  attention  of  the 
Committee. 

The  only  work  undertaken  since  the  last  visit  has  been  in  connection 
with  the  extension  of  the  laboratories,  some  work  of  this  kind  being  still 
in  progress.  Plans  of  additions  to  and  alterations  of  the  farm  buildings 
at  Llwyn  Mailt,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  1,21 5/.,  are  at  present  under  the 
consideration  of  our  Board. 

We  thought  that  some  looped  pipes  in  the  w.c.’s  of  the  laundry 
should  be  protected,  that  blinds  should  be  provided  in  the  dormitories 
where  there  are  patients  likely  to  be  disturbed  by  the  early  morning 
sunlight  ;  and  we  are  sure  that  a  fish-fryer  would  prove  an  economical  and 
popular  addition  to  the  kitchen  equipment. 

The  maintenance  charges  are  125.  per  head  per  week  for  home 

patients,  145.  and  135.  od.  for  out-county  patients,  and  for  private  patients 
from  215.  to  315.  6 d. 

Mechanical  restraint  has  been  used  in  2  cases  on  21  occasions  for  220 
hours,  and  seclusion  in  4  cases  on  23  occasions  for  236|  hours. 

From  the  annual  returns  made  to  our  Board  we  are  glad  to  see  that 
the  Sunday  services  in  the  chapel  as  well  as  the  weekly  entertainments 
are  very  well  attended,  and  that  67  per  cent,  of  the  patients  are  usefully 
employed — it  is  observable,  however,  that  many  of  them  are  only 
employed  in  cleaning  the  wards,  and  we  should  like  to  see  more  working 
on  the  farms  and  in  the  laundry. 

In  96  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  the  causes  of  death  were  verified  by 
post-mortem  examination.  The  only  inquest  was  held  on  a  man  who 
died  from  acute  alcoholic  poisoning  in  circumstances  which  were  fully 
reported  to  aud  considered  by  our  Board  at  the  time. 

Five  fractures  and  a  dislocation  of  the  elbow  comprise  the  serious 
casualties.  Four  of  them  were  the  result  of  accidental  falls  :  one,  a 
fracture  of  the  humerus,  occurred  during  a  struggle  with  a  nurse,  whom 
the  patient  had  attacked,  and  in  the  course  of  which  both  fell  ;  while  the 
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cause  of  the  sixth  injury,  a  fracture  of  the  ulna,  could  not  be 
ascertained. 

The  patients  generally  looked  healthy  and  well-nourished,  and  of  the 
30  of  each  sex  (representing  8 '3  per  cent,  of  the  total  number)  who  were 
confined  to  bed  but  few  were  seriously  ill.  Three  of  them,  however,  had 
dysentery,  from  which  disease  18  men  and  3  women  have  suffered,  2  with 
fatal  results,  during  the  last  nine  months.  One  of  the  nurses  also  is  at 
present  isolated  in  the  City  Infectious  Hospital  suffering  from  diphtheria. 
In  October  2  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  among  the  female 
patients. 

A  strong  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  maintained,  averaging  one 
to  every  7*61  patients  ;  their  duration  of  service  also  is  satisfactory,  more 
than  three-fourths  of  the  staff  having  been  in  the  Asylum  service  for 
more  than  a  year.  Two  attendants  have  been  discharged  for  misconduct 
not  directly  affecting  the  treatment  of  the  patients. 

We  have  discussed  with  Dr.  Goodall  a  statement  forwarded  to  us  by 
a  young  attendant  who  had  only  been  sixteen  months  in  the  Asylum 
service  and  has  recently  also  been  dismissed  by  order  of  the 
Committee. 

The  various  medical  records  continue  to  be  carefully  written  up  to 
date.  Research  work,  for  which  this  Asylum  is  famed,  is  still  prosecuted 
with  energy.  Further  facilities  will  be  given  to  it  when  the  new 
excellent  physiological  laboratory  is  brought  into  use.

There  are  on  the  books  to-day  the  names  of  7 1 1  patients,  of  whom  243 
are  of  the  male  and  468  of  the  female  sex.  Fifty-one  men  and  82  women 
are  of  the  private  class,  who  are  received  at  rates  varying  from  15s.  2d.  to 
63 s.  a  week.  Six  men  and  51  women  are  out-county  cases,  of  whom  30 
women  are  received  under  a  contract  with  West  Ham  which  will  expire  this 
year.  The  return  of  accommodation  shows  that  there  is  at  the  present 
time  overcrowding  to  the  extent  of  57  on  the  male  and  35  on  the  female 
side  in  excess  of  the  proper  complement  ;  and  we  were  ourselves  struck 
with  the  evidence  of  this  in  the  close  packing  of  the  beds  in  some  of  the 
dormitories.  A  contract  has  been  recently  entered  into  with  Netherne 
Asylum  under  which  20  malepatients  have  been  removed  to  that  Institution, 
and  18  of  the  out-county  cases  not  received  under  contract  are  about  to  be 
transferred  to  the  asylums  of  their  own  counties.  When  this  has  been 
done  and  the  West  Ham  patients  have  been  withdrawn,  there  should  be  a 
few  vacancies  on  the  female  side  ;  but  there  will  still  be  a  serious  excess 
in  the  number  on  the  male  side.  In  these  circumstances  it  becomes  the 
duty  of  the  Committee  to  make  further  provision  for  the  accommodation 
of  those  for  whom  there  is  deficiency  of  room,  and  in  the  meantime  to 
arrange  for  their  reception  under  contract  in  some  other  asylum  or 
asylums. 
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In  the  course  of  our  visit  to-day  we  saw  all  the  patients  except  one 
man  who  is  out  on  trial,  and  were  well  satisfied  with  the  condition  in 
which  we  found  them  as  regards  dress  and  personal  tidiness  ;  on  the 
women’s  side  particularly  the  variety  of  bright  colours  of  the  dresses  worn 
was  a  pleasing  feature  in  the  wards.  General  contentment  prevailed,  and 
we  received  practically  no  complaints. 

The  wards  and  dormitories  were  in  excellent  order  and  the  bedding 
clean  and  good.  The  ventilation  of  the  padded  rooms  and  of  those  siugle 
rooms  where  patients  of  degraded  habits  sleep  needs  improvement,  which 
could  be  carried  out  at  little  expense  by  means  which  we  pointed  out  to 
Dr.  Pasmore. 

The  airing  courts  were  in  good  order  ;  the  paths  Avhich  have  not  yet 
been  tar-treated  are  to  be  taken  in  hand  in  the  summer.  We  should  be 
glad  if  something  could  be  done  to  deaden  the  excessive  whiteness  of  the 
granolithic  courts,  which  must  be  very  trying  to  the  eyes  of  the  patients 
in  hot  sunny  weather. 

We  gave  a  fire-alarm  in  one  of  the  female  wards.  The  brigade  turned 
out  with  commendable  promptness,  and  in  2|-  minutes  a  good  jet  of  water 
was  playing  over  the  top  of  the  building. 

Dinner  was  served  in  our  presence  in  the  wards,  consisting  of  a 
substantial  helping  of  meat  pudding  with  two  vegetables,  of  which  the 
patients  spoke  well,  as  they  did  of  the  fare  generally.  We  are  glad  to 
learn  that  pudding  is  now  served,  as  suggested  at  the  last  visit,  as  a 
second  course  on  soup  days. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded  during 
the  four  months  under  review. 

The  returns  for  1912  show  that  during  the  year  no  grants  were  made 
to  patients  out  on  trial.  We  concur  in  the  remarks  made  by  our  Colleagues 
last  year  as  to  the  desirability  of  granting  money  allowances  in  such  cases. 
Tie  proportion  of  patients  under  constant  supervision  as  actively  suicidal 
at  tne  end  of  the  year  was  high,  and  we  found  it  so  to-day  ;  we  hope  that 
the  cases  are  frequently  reconsidered,  and  we  think  it  would  be  well  if 
fresh  parchments  were  issued  from  time  to  time  for  those  wno  continue 
long  under  supervision.  The  attendance  during  the  year  at  the  Sunday 
services  in  the  chapel,  and  at  the  weekly  entertainments,  was  good  ;  and 
the  satisfactory  proportion  of  30  percent,  were  taken  out  weekly  for  walks 
beyond  the  Asylum  estate.  The  numbers  usefully  employed  were,  when 
the  class  of  patients  is  considered,  fairly  satisfactory  ;  but  we  should  like 
to  see  more  of  the  men  emplojed  on  the  land  and  in  the  workshops. 

The  patients  generally  are  in  good  bodily  health,  and  during  the  period 
under  review  there  has  not.  been  any  epidemic  or  zymotic  disease,  or  any 
serious  casualty.  No  inquest  has  been  held,  the  15  deaths  having  all  been 
due  to  natural  causes,  verified  in  12  instances  by  post-mortem  examination, 
and  needing  no  further  mention. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  in  the  proportion  of  1  to  11  *8 
patients  at  the  end  of  last  year,  a  somewhat  low  strength,  the  deficiency 
being  mainly  among  the  nurses,  who  numbered  only  1  to  12 '8  patients 
We  learn  from  Dr.  JPasmore  that  the  nurses  were  then,  and  to  a  less  extent 
are  still,  below  their  proper  strength  in  consequence  of  the  extreme 
difficulty  experienced  in  filling  vacancies.  We  hope  that  means  will  be 
found  to  make  the  service  attractive  to  suitable  persons. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  continue  to  be  kept 
creditably.  We  are  glad  to  see  that  the  number  of  the  former  is  about  to 
be  reduced  by  the  introduction  of  the  loose-leaf  system.  On  visiting  the 
laboratory  we  were  pleased  to  find  that  good  work  continues  to  be  carried 
on  there.

There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  202  male  and  259  female 
patients,  making  a  total  of  461,  all  of  whom  are  to-day  in  residence  and 
have  been  seen  by  us  in  the  course  of  our  inspection.  Three  of  the  men 
and  27  women  are  classed  as  private,  and  of  the  latter  24  are  lodged  in 
Albany  House,  which  provides  very  pleasant  quarters  for  them,  with  a 
tennis  and  croquet  lawn  for  their  use.  Sixty-eight  are  from  Unions 
outside  the  borough,  65  of  these  (29  men  and  36  women)  having  been 
received  under  contract  from  Mickleover  Asylum. 

The  total  accommodation  is  estimated  to  be  sufficient  for  204  on  the 
male  and  276  on  the  female  side,  showing  vacancies  at  the  present  time 
for  2  men  and  17  women. 

The  maintenance  charges  per  week  are  :  for  pauper  patients  from  the 
borough,  10s.  6d.  ;  from  elsewhere,  14s.  ;  and  for  private  patients,  17s  6 d„ 
and  21s. 

Among  the  improvements  completed  since  the  last  visit  may  be 
mentioned  the  re-flooring  and  plastering  of  the  laundry,  to  which  also  a 
new  airing  room  has  been  added,  and  the  fixing  of  a  new  and  larger  water 
main.  The  re-flooring  and  plastering  of  the  surgery  is  now  in  hand  ;  and 
plans  are  before  our  Board  for  the  erection  of  additional  accommodation 
for  the  female  staff,  and  verandahs  for  the  infirmary  wards  on  both  sides. 

The  wards  and  dormitories  were  in  excellent  order,  and  clean  and 
wrell  kept.  We  think  a  little  more  attention  might  be  given  to  the 
condition  of  the  bed  linen. 

The  patieDt’s  condition  as  regards  their  clothing  and  personal  cleanli¬ 
ness  was  satisfactory,  and  there  was  an  entire  absence  of  complaints  by 
patients  of  the  treatment  received  from  the  staff,  though  every  opportunity 
was  given  by  us  for  such  complaints  to  be  made. 

A  good  and  substantial  dinner  of  meat  and  potato  pie  was  served  in 
the  hall  to  patients  of  both  sexes  during  our  visit,  which  seemed  to  be 
enjoyed  by  them.  Good  order  prevailed  at  the  meal,  and  generally 
throughout  the  wards. 

From  the  statistical  returns  for  1912  we  learn  that  the  good  average 
proportion  of  52  per  cent,  usually  attended  the  Church  of  England 
services  in  the  chapel,  and  as  many  as  54  per  cent,  the  weekly  entertain¬ 
ments.  Twenty-four  per  cent,  usually  took  wmlks  weekly  outside  the 
estate  ;  but  the  somewhat  high  proportion  of  19  per  cent.,  exclusive  of 
those  unable  to  walk,  were  usually  confined  to  the  wards  and  airing 
courts.  The  good  proportion  of  72  per  cent,  of  the  men  were  usefully 
employed,  while  the  proportion  of  women  workers,  though  lower 
(59  per  cent.),  was  satisfactory. 

ISTo  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded  since 
the  last  visit. 

The  general  health  is  good.  At  our  visit  we  found  only  15  patients 
confined  to  bed,  none  seriously  ill,  and  the  majority  lying  out  during  the 
day  on  the  verandahs,  with  which  the  Asylum  is  well  provided.  The 
proportion  of  epileptics  is  10*4  per  cent,  of  the  total  in  residence 
(males  11*2,  females  9*4);  and  of  those  regarded  as  actively  suicidal, 
2  *  8  per  cent. 
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Jn  all  but  one  of  the  deaths  the  cause  was  verified  by  post-mortem 
examination.  In  10  cases  (or  22*5  per  cent.)  death  wes  due  to  general 
paralysis  ;  whilst  only  one  patient  died  from  phthisis.  Bedsores  existed 
at  death  in  4  cases,  or  nearly  9  per  cent. 

An  inquest  was  held  on  a  male  patient  who  died  suddenly  from  heart 
failure. 

Dysentery,  of  which  there  had  been  several  cases  in  the  previous  year, 
has  not  again  appeared  in  the  period  now  under  review  ;  and  the  only 
zymotic  diseases  have  been  scarlet  fever,  2  cases  in  female  patients  and 
2  amongst  the  nursing  staff,  and  an  outbreak  of  influenza  in  the  months 
November  to  January,  in  which  40  patients  and  18  of  the  attendants  and 
nurses  were  attacked. 

A  male  patient  whilst  in  bed  suffered  a  spontaneous  fracture  of  the 
femur,  which  was  the  seat  of  morbid  growth.  It  is  gratifying  to  record 
that  there  have  been  no  instances  of  fracture  or  other  serious  injury  due 
to  accident  or  violence. 

A  staff  of  adequate  strength  is  employed,  but  their  record  of  service 
leaves  much  to  be  desired,  especially  on  the  female  side,  as  many  as 
oO  per  cent,  of  the  nurses  having  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  served  less 
than  twelve  months  and  only  6  per  cent,  over  five  years.  It  should, 
however,  be  observed  that  the  shortness  of  the  service  is  in  part  due  to 
the  desire  prevalent  among  them  to  take  up  private  nursing  as  soon  as 
they  have  obtained  certificates  of  proficiency  on  passing  a  qualifying 
examination. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  well  kept  up  to  date. 


Exeter  City  Asylum.

A  e  have  seen  all  the  patients  in  residence  ;  they  were  well  clothed, 
free  from  complaint,  and  are  evidently  treated  with  consideration  and  tact. 
The  wards  are  confortable,  very  well  supplied  with  books,  and,  as  well  as 
the  dormitories,  are  well  ordered  and  properly  maintained.  The  beds  and 
bedding  left  nothing  to  be  desired. 

The  re-wiring  of  the  whole  building  for  the  purpose  of  the  electric 

lighting  is  now  being  carried  out,  and  centre  lights  are  being  fixed  in  the 

single  rooms  ;  the  ventilation  of  these  rooms,  however,  is  not  what  it  should 

be,  and  we  would  again  suggest  the  desirability  of  making  better  provision 

in  regard  to  this  by  cutting  out  apertures  over  the  doors  and  inserting 

panels  of  strong  small  meshed  wire  gauze  in  the  shutter  panels.  The 

roller  towels  in  the  lavatories  should,  we  think,  be  protected,  as  pointed 

out  in  the  last  report  by  Members  of  the  Board,  and  the  hair-picking  in 

connection  with  the  upholsterer’s  shop  should,  in  our  opinion,  be  done,  not 

as  at  present  in  the  workroom,  but  in  a  shed  which  could  easily  be  erected 

in  the  yard  at  the  back.

We  noticed  in  some  of  the  nurses’  rooms  long  hat  pins  in  the  pin¬ 
cushion  ;  these  should  always  be  locked  in  a  drawer,  so  as  so  prevent  anv 
possible  access  to  them  by  suicidally-inclined  patients. 

Since  March  13th,  1912,  there  have  been  120  admissions  ;  57  patients 
have  been  discharged  or  removed,  of  whom  27  had  recovered,  and  43  have 
died.  There  are  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  372  patients,  of 
whom  48  are  private  and  127  are  out-county  patients,  chargeable  to 
Tiverton,  Barnstaple,  Devonport,  Southampton  and  Plymouth;  one  patient 
is  on  trial,  and  we  are  glad  to  see  that  money  allowances  are  granted  to 
some  patients  when  absent  from  the  Asylum  under  such  circumstances. 
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There  was  to-day  371  patients  in  residence,  viz.,  173  males  and  198  females.. 
The  maintenance  charge  per  head  per  week  is  for  home  patients  12s.,  for 
private  patients  from  21s.  to  25s.,  and  for  out-county  patients  14s. 

A  good  dinner  of  boiled  beef  with  potatoes,  greens  and  bread  was 
served  in  the  Avards,  but  though  it  was  well  cooked  and  hot,  the  plates 
were  quite  cold.  This  small  but  not  unimportant  detail  should  receive 
attention. 

There  ii  no  record  of  mechanical  restraint,  but  3  patients  have 
been  secluded  on  112  occasions  for  a  total  of  575  hours. 

The  Sunday  Church  of  England  service  is  attended  by  39  per  cent,  of 
the  inmates,  and  about  an  average  percentage  are  present  at  the  weekly 
entertainments  ;  but  whilst  the  good  proportion  of  42  per  cent,  go  out  for 
Aveekly  walks  beyond  the  Asylum  estate,  as  many  as  57  per  cent,  of  those 
able  to  walk  are  confined  to  the  wards  and  airing  courts.  The  number 
engaged  in  some  form  of  employment  is  low,  and  we  hope  it  may  be  found 
possible  to  increase  it. 

There  is  a  staff  of  1  attendant  or  nurse  to  every  10  3  patients,  and 
the  years  of  service  on  the  part  of  the  former  is  very  fair. 

There  are  but  few  cases  of  serious  illness  amongst  the  33  patients 
whom  we  saAv  in  bed,  one  of  whom  was  suffering  from  a  bedsore,  a  lesion 
which  did  not  occur  in  any  of  those  avIio  died  during  the  period  under 
review.  The  epileptics  at  present  under  care  amount  to  11*8  per  cent,  of 
the  total  in  residence  (male  15*4  per  cent.,  female  8 -6  per  cent.),  and  those 
regarded  as  actively  suicidal  amount  to  1  *6  per  cent. 

The  causes  of  death  have  included  general  paralysis,  23*3  per  cent.  ; 
heart  disease,  34  *  9  per  cent. ;  phthisis,  4  *  6  per  cent.  Post-mortem 
examinations  were  only  made  in  11  cases,  or  25*5  per  cent.  There  has 
been  no  inquest ;  apart  from  one  case  of  erysipelas,  the  only  zymotic 
disease  has  been  dysentery,  which  has  attacked  18  patients,  one  or  more 
fresh  attacks  occurring  every  month  except  August,  December  and 
January.  There  were  2  deaths. 

As  regards  casualties,  a  female  patient  sustained  a  fracture  of  the 
thigh  by  falling  in  the  bathroom,  and  a  male  patient  fractured  a  clavicle 
by  a  fall  in  the  airing  court.  A  female  Avho  was  pushed  down  by  a 
fellow-patient  sustained  a  fracture  of  the  clavicle  and  a  rib. 

The  statutory  registers  are  kept  up  to  date,  but  Ave  think  the  notes  in 
the  case  books  are  too  meagre  to  be  of  much  value  as  clinical  records.

There  are  at  the  present  time  the  names  of  690  patients,  in  the  propor¬ 
tion  of  340  males  to  350  females,  on  the  books,  and  all  of  them  were  in 
residence  at  the  time  of  our  visit  and  have  been  seen  by  us. 
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Twelve  of  each  sex  are  classed  as  private  patients,  and  are  received 
at  weekly  charges  varying  from  12s.  Qd.  to  one  guinea.  The  weekly 
charges  for  the  home  patients  is  11s.  8 d.  per  head,  and  that  for  the  out- 
county  ones,  of  whom  there  are  23,  14s.  and  1  7s.  6d. 

The  accommodation,  according  to  the  return  furnished  to  us,  is  for  353' 
patients  of  each  sex  ;  the  female  side  is  therefore  practically  full,  and 
there  is  not  a  large  margin  to  allow  for  fluctuations  on  the  male  side’  and 
we  are  glad  to  know  that  the  Visiting  Committee  are  wisely  looking 
ahead  and  are  proposing  to  provide  extra  accommodation  in  the  form  of 
villas — a  method  of  extension  of  which  we  entirely  approve.  In  the 
first  instance  it  is  only  suggested  to  provide  one  villa  for  each  sex,  to 
accommodate  40  patients  in  each. 

W  e  have  inspected  the  alternative  sites  proposed  for  the  men’s  villa, 
and  consider  that  the  one  to  the  east  of  the  main  building  is  much  to  be 
preferred,  but  we  would  suggest  to  the  Committee  that  these  villas  should 
be  placed  in  the  field  beyond,  and  not  on  the  site  of  the  kitchen  garden, 
and  that  a  somewhat  larger  area  of  ground  should  be  allowed  round  each! 
V  e  think  the  site  proposed  for  the  female  villa  would  be  suitable,  but 

here  again  suggest  that  rather  more  space  should  be  allowed  around  each 
villa. 

1  he  present  kitchen  and  stores  departments  are  adequate  to  meet 
these  extensions  to  the  patients’  quarters,  but  we  think  that  some  enlarge¬ 
ments  will  be  required  to  the  laundry,  and  also  to  the  chapel,  which  Can 
at  present  only  seat  about  270  persons. 

I  he  fabric  of  the  Institution  was  generally  in  very  good  order,  much 
painting  and  redecoration  having  been  done  lately,  and  some  being  still 
m  progress.  Among  the  principal  improvements  effected  since  the  last 
visit  are  the  provision  of  a  padded  room  on  each  side,  and  the  fixing  of 
an  economiser  in  the  boiler-house,  and  the  resetting  in  a  more  forward 
position  of  two  of  the  boilers. 


Among  the  contemplated  improvements  are  additions  and  alterations 
at  the  farm  buildings,  a  contract  for  the  execution  of  which  has  recently 
been  forwarded  to  the  Home  Office  for  the  Secretary  of  State’s  approval. 

In  view  of  the  size  of  the  farm  we  advise  the  employment  of  an  out¬ 
side  valuer  annually  to  take  stock  there. 

We  also  suggest,  to  promote  economy,  that  a  cold  chamber  should  he 
erected  to  keep  the  meat  in  during  the  hot  weather. 

The  wards  and  dormitories  generally  were  well  kept,  but  we  think 
that  more  bound  illustrated  periodicals  should  be  provided. 

The  beds  and  bedding  were  good  and  clean,  and  properly  kept.  We 
noticed  a  good  supply  of  pianos  in  the  wards  and  were  glad  to  see  that 
much  use  is  made  of  them. 


We  found  that  it  is  the  practice  to  issue  to  the  wards  aperient 
medicines  in  bulk.  We  have  suggested  to  Dr.  Merson  that  a  book  should 
be  kept  by  the  charge  attendant  in  each  ward  in  which  should  be 
recorded  the  names  of  those  patients  receiving  such  medicines,  and  which 
slioukl  be  checked  and  initialled  each  morning  by  the  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  of  the  division. 

Labels  have  not  yet  been  provided,  as  suggested  by  our  Colleagues  to 
distinguish  the  hot  and  cold  bath  taps  in  the  bath-rooms  ;  this  is  reall’v  a 
very  important  matter  in  order  to  prevent  serious  accidents.  * 

The  airing  courts  and  grounds  were  very  neat  and  well  kept. 

The  patients,  with  the  exception  of  2  or  3  troublesome  cases  on  the 
female  side,  were  quiet  and  orderly  in  their  behaviour,  and  on  the  whole 
we  were  satisfied  with  their  personal  condition,  though  here  and  there 

among  the  women  more  attention  was  required  to  the  state  of  their 
dresses. 
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We  received  no  complaints  which  call  for  special  mention. 

We  saw  the  dinner  served  in  the  hall  ;  it  consisted  of  stew,  and 
appeared  to  be  of  good  quality  and  generally  appreciated. 

From  the  returns  for  last  year  furnished  to  our  Office  we  learn  that  a 
very  fair  percentage  of  patients  usually  attended  the  Church  of  England 
services,  which  were  held  in  the  chapel  on  Sunday  afternoons.  The 
attendance  of  patients  of  the  Roman  Catholic  faith  at  the  services  held 
for  them  was  rather  poor. 

The  percentage  of  patients  usually  present  at  the  weekly  entertain¬ 
ments  was  up  to  the  average  of  asylums  generally,  and  a  good  number 
of  both  sexes  were  taken  for  weekly  walks  beyond  the  Asylum  estate, 
and  but  few  were  confined  altogether  to  the  wards  and  airing  courts. 

Sixty-one  per  cent,  of  the  patients  were  usefully  employed  during  the 
past  year,  but  we  agree  with  our  Colleagues  in  thinking  that  a  larger 
number  of  women  might  be  employed  in  the  laundry. 

With  one  exception,  the  deaths  were  all  due  to  natural  causes,  verified 
in  nearly  80  per  cent,  by  post-mortem  examination.  The  excepted  death 
was  that  of  a  man  who  while  at  dinner  was  suffocated  by  a  piece  of  meat 
drawn  into  the  larynx  during  an  epileptic  fit.  More  than  a  third  of  the 
59  male  deaths  were  due  to  general  paralysis. 

During  the  period  under  review  two  patients  have  made  determined, 
but  we  are  glad  to  say  unsuccessful,  attempts  at  suicide  by  cutting  their 
throats,  one  with  a  piece  of  sharpened  stay-busk  which  he  had  managed 
to  secrete,  the  other  with  a  piece  of  earthenware  which  he  obtained  by 
breaking  a  chamber  utensil. 

The  only  other  serious  casualties,  all  of  which  originated  in  accidental 
falls,  have  been  a  dislocation  of  the  elbow,  a  fracture  of  the  humerus,  and 
the  fracture  of  a  rib. 

Beyond  one  or  two  cases  of  dysentery,  the  Asylum  has  enjoyed 
immunity  from  disease  of  a  contagious  or  infectious  character,  and  to-day 
the  general  health  is  very  good,  only  15  men  and  14  women  being  confined 
to  bed. 

Nearly  all  of  these  patients  were  in  the  infirmary  wards,  where  most 
of  them  were  being  carefully  nursed,  and  much  to  their  advantage,  either 
in  the  verandahs  or  quite  in  the  open  air,  the  verandahs  being  insufficient 
to  accommodate  them  all. 

There  has  been  no  employment  of  mechanical  restraint  since  the  last 
visit,  but  20  patients,  19  of  them  females,  have  been  secluded  on  44 
occasions  for  a  total  duration  of  165J  hours. 

The  day  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  numerically  of  moderate 
strength,  but  that  for  night  work  is  decidedly  weak. 

The  record  of  service  of  the  men  is  very  satisfactory,  but  that  of  the 
nurses  is  not  so  good. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  written  up  to  date 
in  a  thoroughly  satisfactory  manner. 


Ipswich  Asylum. 

23  May  1913. 

In  the  period,  a  little  short  of  seven  months  which  has  elapsed  since 
the  Asylum  was  last  visited  by  members  of  our  Board  the  following 
changes  have  occurred  among  the  patients  : —

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As  a  result  there  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  143  male  and 
Ui  female  patients,  a  total  of  334.  Of  these,  30  are  classed  as  private, 
and  99  are  out-county  paupers,  all  of  whom  are  received  under  contract’ 
namely,  22  men  and  38  women  from  Bury  St.  Edmund’s,  24  women  from 
Ebsex,  and  15  men  from  London  County.  The  Essex  cases  will  shortly 
be  withdrawn,  notice  for  that  purpose  having  been  given  ;  and  thus  the 
overcrowding  which  at  present  exists  will  to  some  extent  be  relieved. 
The  numbers  are  now  16  on  the  male  side  and  33  on  the  female  side  in 
excess  of  those  for  which  the  accommodation  is  estimated  to  be  sufficient. 
The  weekly  maintenance  rate  for  home  paupers  is  12s.  6d .,  for  out-county 
from  14s.  to  16s.,  and  for  private  patients  from  14s.  to  25s. 

We  saw  ail  the  patients  except  4  women  who  are  out  on  trial,  and 
were  satisfied  with  their  condition  as  regards  dress  and  personal 
cleanliness.  They  appeared  to  be  generally  contented,  and  we  heard  but 
few  complaints  except  in  regard  to  detention. 

ihe  wards  were  clean  and  well  kept,  but  some  parts  were  out  of 
repair  or  shabby  in  appearance,  and  should  receive  the  attention  of  the 
Committee  with  a  view  to  their  renovation  and  improvement.  This 
remark  applies  to  -the  cross-corridor  at  the  principal  entrance,  B  stairs  at 
Male  1  Ward,  the  roof  of  the  main  kitchen,  and  the  open  gullies  in  the 
scullery.  We  would  suggest  the  advisability  of  having  two  glass  panels 
in  the  door  of  the  room  where  the  ironing  stove  is  placed,  for  the  purpose 
of  supervision.  There  is  at  present  no  recreation  room  for  nurses  nor 
club  room  for  male  attendants,  a  want  which  we  think  should  be  supplied. 
Ihe  laundry  is  still  without  a  calender. 

llie  wards  were  well  supplied  with  easily  accessible  bound  periodicals, 
and  there  were  plenty  of  birds  and  other  objects  to  brighten  the  rooms 
and  attract  the  attention  of  the  patients. 

We  saw  dinner  served  in  the  hall  to  patients  of  both  sexes.  It 
consisted  of  meat  pie  and  potatoes,  with  coffee  or  lemonade  to  drink, 
followed  for  workers  by  bread  and  cheese.  Though  we  bad  no  complaints 
from  patients  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  diet,  it  appears  to  us  to  be  on  a 
somewhat  meagre  scale  as  compared  with  that  in  many  asylums.  In  the 
case  of  the  staff  too  we  think  that  the  weekly  allowance  of  bacon  is  not 
very  liberal  ;  and  we  deprecate  the  practice  of  sending  certain  articles  of 
the  staff  diet  to  the  wards  weekly,  instead  of  their  being  given  out  daily 
or  thrice  a  week,  or,  still  better,  arrangements  being  made  for  the  staff  to 
have  none  of  their  meals  in  the  wards.  We  would  further  suggest  that 
to  break  the  monotony  of  the  evening  meal,  both  for  staff  and  for  patients, 
an  allowance  of  cake  might  be  given  two  or  three  times  a  week. 

jNo  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion. has  been  recorded  since  the 
last  visit. 

The  statistical  returns  for  1912  show  that  the  excellent  proportions  of 
72  per  cent,  and  62  per  cent,  respectively  attended  the  Sunday  chapel 
services  and  the  weekly  entertainments.  As  many  as  51  per  cent,  were 
taken  for  weekly  walks  outside  the  estate,  and  69  per  cent,  for  daily 
walks  on  the  estate,  while  only  5  per  cent.,  exclusive  of  those  unable  to 
walk,  were  usually  confined  altogether  to  the  wards  and  airing  courts.  It 
should  be  observed  that  the  estate  provides  a  very  pleasant  walk  for  the 
inmates  and  adjoins  an  open  common  to  which  access  is  at  once  obtained 
by  outside  walking  parties. 

The  proportions  usefully  employed,  73  per  cent,  of  the  men  and  78  per 
cent,  of  the  women,  were  also  high  ;  and  we  are  glad  to  observe  that  as 
many  as  46  per  cent,  of  the  men  worked  on  the  land.  We  should  like, 
however,  to  see  more  women  employed  in  the  laundry,  and  we  feel  grave 
doubts  as  to  the  advisability  of  men  being  employed  in  the  kitchen,  where 
there  are  also  women  workers. 
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The  causes  of  death  were  natural  in  each  of  the  9  male  and  1 1 
female  deaths  which  have  occurred  during  the  period  under  review.  In 
3  instances  the  Coroner  held  an  inquest,  in  one  case  on  account  of  the 
existence  of  rather  extensive  bruising  on  the  deceased’s  chin  which  was 
sustained  accidentally,  and  in  the  other  2  cases  because  death  occurred 
within  a  short  interval  after  admission  to  the  Asylum. 

Tuberculosis  in  one  form  or  another  was  among  the  causes  of  death  in 
5  instances,  that  is,  in  25  per  cent,  of  the  deaths.  We  saw  a  patient 
apparently  suffering  from  this  disease  in  active  form  under  treatment  in 
bed  in  the  open  dormitory  of  the  male  infirmary  ward,  and  we  suggested 
to  Dr.  Rowe  the  desirability  of  such  cases  being  nursed  whenever  possible 
in  the  open  air.  We  think  that  the  provision  of  a  door  (with  glass  panels) 
in  the  wall  between  the  day  room  of  this  ward  and  the  small  verandah 
adjoining  might  facilitate  such  mode  of  treatment,  which  experience  has 
shown  is  so  beneficial  not  only  in  tubercular  cases  but  in  many  cases  of 
recent  and  acute  mental  disorder. 

A  post-mortem  examination  was  held  in  the  very  satisfactory 
proportion  of  80  per  cent,  of  those  who  died.  In  none  of  these  cases  did 
any  bedsore  exist  ;  nor  was  that  complication  present  in  any  of  the  three 
male  and  four  female  patients  whom  we  saw  in  bed.  These  seven  patients 
(2  •  1  per  cent,  of  those  in  residence)  were  all  in  bed  by  reason  of  their 
bodily  condition. 

Apart  from  this  incidence  of  tuberculosis  already  mentioned  the 
institution  has  been  free  from  infectious  disease  ;  nor  has  any  casualty  of 
at  all  a  serious  nature  occurred. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  for  day  duty  is  of  adequate  strength, 
but  the  night  staff  seems  to  us  to  be  rather  weak,  especially  on  the  female 
side. 

The  statutory  registers  and  case  books  are  neatly  and  carefully  kept, 
and,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  particulars  in  the  medical  register,  the 
entering  of  which  was  delayed  through  a  misapprehension,  and  some  of 
the  quarterly  case-book  entries  due  last  March,  they  were  all  posted  up 
to  date.  We  think  that  the  case-book  entries  would  tend  to  be  of  more 
scientific  value,  and  the  task  of  writing  them  made  more  interesting  were 
their  dates  spread  evenly  through  the  year,  so  that  a  few  would  fall  due 
each  day  instead  of  so  large  a  number  on  one  day  in  each  quarter. 


Leicester  Borough  Lunatic  Asylum. 

8  April  1913. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues  not  quite  four  months  ago,  43 
patients  have  been  admitted  to  this  Asylum  ;  17  have  been  discharged  or 
removed,  all  of  them  on  recovery  ;  and  25  have  died.  These  changes  have 
left  on  the  books  to-day  the  names  of  343  male  and  510  female  patients, 
making  a  total  of  853.  Eleven  of  each  sex  are  classed  as  private,  the 
weekly  charge  for  these  varying  from  1 1  s.  8c?.,  the  maintenance  rate  for 
pauper  patients,  to  2D.  On  the  female  side  excellent  accommodation  is 
provided  for  16  private  cases  in  the  Villa,  formerly  the  Isolation 
Hospital  ;  but  unfortunately  there  is  at  the  present  time  only  one  woman 
of  that  class  whose  mental  condition  allows  of  her  being  placed  there, 
and  the  Villa  is  occupied  mostly  by  quiet  and  well-behaved  pauper 
patients.  There  is  one  out-county  patient  from  Watford  Union,  and  142 
women  received  under  contract  from  Notts  County,  Essex,  W  est  Ham, 
and  London  County.  According  to  the  estimate  of  accommodation 
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furnished  to  our  office  there  is  in  respect  of  night  space,  room  for  33  men 
and  25  women  iu  addition  to  the  present  numbers  ;  but  the  day  accommo¬ 
dation  shows  overcrowding  to  the  extent  of  15  in  excess  on  the  male  side, 

and  only  10  vacancies  for  females. 

*/ 

The  painting  and  decorating  of  the  female  dormitories  on  the  upper 
floor  is  now  in  hand.  From  what  we  saw  in  two  or  three  rooms  which 
have  been  completed  it  is  evident  that  a  great  improvement  will  result 
from  these  operations,  which  include  also  the  removal  of  partitions  with 
advantage  to  the  ventilation  and  lighting.  The  grounds  have  been 
improved  by  the  clearing  away  of  a  quantity  of  walls  and  reducing  the 
height  of  others,  and  more  is  to  be  done  in  this  way.  A  contract  has 
been  accepted  for  the  erection  of  a  new  general  bathroom  for  the  women, 
and  new  Matron’s  quarters,  and  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  laundry  and 
sewing-room.  We  are  glad  to  report  that  a  piano  has  been  ordered  for 
the  Villa,  and  that  something  has  been  done  towards  supplying  the 
deficiency  in  the  wards  of  articles  to  iuterest  and  amuse  the  inmates. 

We  found  the  wards  and  dormitories  to-day  in  very  good  order,  and 
the  beds  and  bedding  clean  and  good. 

The  door  at  the  head  of  the  staircase  at  the  Villa  should  always  be 
kept  shut  at  night  in  order  to  render  the  alternative  exit  in  one  of  the 
dormitories  available  iu  case  of  fire  to  the  occupants  of  the  other.  If  it 
he  left  open  as  is  now  the  practice,  the  communication  between  the 
dormitories  might  be  cut  off  by  fire  and  smoke  coming  up  the  staircase 
from  below.  It  would  be  well  as  a  reminder  to  paint  on  the  door  “to  he 
kept  shut  at  night.” 

The  patients’  dress  and  personal  condition  were  satisfactory.  Their 
conduct  was  generally  quiet  and  orderly,  and  they  appeared  to  be 
contented  with  their  treatment,  making  very  few  complaints,  less  indeed 
than  is  usual  even  with  regard  to  their  detention.  We  saw  all  except  one 
man  out  on  trial,  and  one  woman  on  short  leave. 

We  saw  a  good  dinner  of  a  savoury  soup  followed  by  bread  and  butter 
pudding  served  in  the  wards.  It  was  evidently  satisfactory  to  the 
patients,  as  is  also  the  diet  generally,  which  is  liberal  and  well  varied. 

The  mechanical  restraint  register  contains  no  entries  for  the  period 
under  review  ;  two  patients  have  been  secluded,  each  on  a  single  occasion 
for  a  total  of  1  hour  45  minutes. 

From  the  statistical  returns  for  1912  we  learn  that  there  were  at  the 
end  of  the  year  only  two  men  and  two  women  under  constant  supervision 
as  actively  suicidal,  and  to-day  we  found  only  one  of  each  sex  so  treated. 
Only  23  per  cent,  of  the  patients  usually  attended  the  church  services  in  the 
chapel  on  Sundays  ;  but  it  should  be  observed  that  the  size  of  the  chapel 
is  not  sufficient  to  seat  an  adequate  proportion.  Thirty  per  cent,  usually 
attended  the  weekly  entertainments,  a  slight  improvement  on  the  previous 
year,  but  still  low.  As  many  as  64  per  cent,  were  taken  daily  for  walks 
on  the  estate,  and  only  2  per  cent,  (exclusive  of  those  unable  to  walk), 
were  usually  confined  to  wards  and  airing  courts.  The  proportions 
usefully  employed,  79  per  cent,  of  the  men  and  68  per  cent,  of  the  women, 
were  good. 

The  general  health  of  the  establishment  is  good,  few  of  the  patients 
whom  we  saw  in  bed  being  seriously  ill.  The  verandahs  attached  to  the 
Infirmary  Wards  are  fully  utilized,  the  beds  placed  in  them  being  all 
occupied  at  night,  and  some  of  them  throughout  the  day  by  cases  suitable 
for  open-air  treatment.  The  proportion  of  epileptics  to  the  total  in 
residence  is  2*9  per  cent.;  and  the  plan  adopted  by  Dr.  Dixon  of  placing 
all  such  patients  upon  a  vegetarian  diet  has  been  accompanied  by  a  marked 
diminution  in  the  number  and  severity  ot  the  fits.  This  diet  is  sufficiently 
varied,  and  the  deprivation  of  meat  has  not  led  to  any  complaint  bv  the 
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patients,  who  doubtless  appreciate  the  benefit  they  are  deriving  from  the 
alteration, 

A  post-mortem  examination  was  made  in  the  case  of  each  of  the  25 
patients  who  have  died  since  the  last  visit.  All  the  deaths  were  from 
natural  causes,  and  no  inquest  was  held.  Two  deaths  were  ascribed  to 
general  paralysis,  three  to  phthisis,  and  one  to  senile  decay.  Two 
female  patients  died  from  colitis  ;  but  apart  from  these,  there  have  been  no 
cases  of  zymotic  disease  recorded  during  the  period.  It  should  be  noted 
that  in  none  of  the  patients  who  died  was  a  bed-sore  present,  nor  is  any¬ 
one  at  the  present  time  suffering  from  this  complication,  facts  testifying 
to  the  nursing  care  bestowed  on  the  sick. 

There  have  been  no  serious  casualties  during  the  period  under  review. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  of  adequate  strength,  but  their 
record  of  service  leaves  something  to  be  desired,  especially  that  of  the 
nurses. 

Dr.  Dixon  is  doing  much  to  improve  the  administration  of  the  Asylum, 
and  to  promote  the  objects  it  is  intended  to  serve  in  the  care  and 
treatment  of  the  insane.  He  is  aided  by  two  Assistant  Medical  Officers, 
by  whom  the  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  carefully  kept. 
About  15  months  ago  the  staff  was  strengthened  by  the  appointment 
of  Dr.  Johnston  of  Leicester  to  the  office  of  (non-resident)  Pathologist. 
He  has  at  his  service  a  small,  suitable  laboratory,  where  investigations 
bearing  mainly  on  diagnosis  are  carried  out  and  recorded.  It  may  be 
hoped  that,  as  opportunity  offers,  this  department  will  be  further 
developed,  and  that  advantage  will  be  taken  of  the  facilities  it  affords  for 
the  prosecution  of  original  research.

We  have  to  day  made  a  complete  inspection  of  this  Institution  and 
and  can  report  favourably  on  the  condition  in  which  we  found  it. 

During  the  year  that  has  elapsed  since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues  the 
following  changes  have  taken  place  amongst  the  patient  population  : —

There  are  to-day  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  628  patients,  in 
the  proportion  of  296  men  to  332  women  ;  of  these  130  and  187 
respective^  are  of  the  private  class,  and  14  are  out-county  patients.  The 
weekly  maintenance  charge  is  for  the  home  patients  12s.  3 d.  per  head, 
for  the  out-county  patients  14s.  and  for  the  private  patients  21s.,  3D.  6d. 
and  42s. 

Four  patients  are  out  on  trial,  the  remainder,  624  in  number,  were  in 
residence  and  have  all  been  seen  by  us  during  the  course  of  our  visit. 

The  accommodation  in  the  Asylum,  as  estimated  in  accordance  with 
our  Board’s  requirements,  is  for  252  men  and  337  women  ;  there  is 
therefore  an  excess  of  44  on  the  male  side,  but  vacancies  for  five  patients 
on  the  female  side. 
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We  found  the  patients  on  the  whole  quiet  and  contented,  although  we 
received  a  large  number  of  appeals  for  discharge.  Their  dress  was  good 
and  varied,  and  the  dayrooms  and  galleries  clean,  bright  and  comfortable, 
being  well  supplied  with  books,  papers  and  objects  of  interest  and 
employment. 

The  dormitories,  beds  and  bedding  were  clean  and  in  good  order. 

In  the  bathrooms  on  either  side  we  noticed  that  several  of  the 
thermometers  for  use  in  the  baths  were  out  of  order  and  inaccurate. 
It  is  very  important  that  these  should  be  kept  in  proper  condition. 

We  were  present  in  the  dining  hall,  where  dinner  was  served  to 
88  men  and  106  women.  It  consisted  of  roast  beef  and  mutton,  with 
potatoes  and  greens,  and  for  the  private  patients  followed  by  tapioca  or 
rice  pudding.  Lemonade  and  ginger  beer  was  given  as  a  beverage. 

At  many  of  the  tables,  where  the  private  patients  were  seated,  the 
ladies  andfgentlemen  were  mixed.  We  were  also  glad  to  see  the  vegetable 
tureens  placed  on  the  tables,  so  that  the  patients  could  help  themselves. 

The  fabric  of  the  Institution  is  maintained  in  good  order,  several 
improvements  and  alterations  having  taken  place  since  the  last  visit, 
among  them  we  may  mention  the  provision  of  a  verandah  in  the  Female 
Hospital,  the  enlargement  of  the  Medical  Superintendent’s  residence,  the 
reconstruction  and  enlargement  of  the  Chapel  organ  and  the  instalment  of 
a  Diesel  engine  in  the  engine  house. 

The  building  of  the  attendants’  cottages  has  not  been  proceeded  with, 
and  we  entirely  agree  with  our  Colleagues  as  to  the  site  near  the  Isolation 
Hospital  being  very  unsuitable. 

From  the  returns  for  last  year  furnished  to  our  office  we  learn  that 
attendance  at  the  Church  of  England  services  on  Sundays  at  the  morning 
and  afternoon  services  continued  to  be  satisfactory.  Thirty-nine  pei 
cent,  of  the  patients  were  usually  present  at  the  weekly  entertainments, 
and  61  per  cent,  were  usefully  employed  in  one  way  or  another. 

Mechanical  restraint  was  only  used  in  the  case  of  one  woman  on  one 
occasion  for  a  period  of  If  hours,  whilst  two  women  were  secluded  on 
seven  occasions  for  a  total  of  13|  hours. 

With  the  exception  of  those  of  a  patient  who  was  accidentally  choked 
by  a  piece  of  meat,  and  of  another  who  died  from  erysipelas  following 
upon  a  wound  sustained  by  sitting  on  an  earthenware  utensil,  which  broke 
under  her,  both  of  which  formed  the  subjects  of  the  only  inquests,  all  the 
deaths  were  due  to  natural  causes.  These  were  ascertained  in  77  per  cent, 
by  post-mortem  examination,  and  in  23  per  cent,  were  found  to  be  the 
result  of  general  paralysis,  in  11  per  cent,  of  phthisis,  and  in  14  per  cent, 
of  senile  decay.  Bed  sores  were  present  in  just  under  3  per  cent,  of  the 
deaths,  and  no  one  in  bed  during  our  visit  was  so  suffering,  facts  pointing 
to  careful  and  efficient  nursing. 

The  general  health  appears  to  have  been  good,  and  although  we  saw 
in  bed  as  many  as  72,  or  11*5  per  cent,  of  all  the  patients,  a  large 
proportion  of  them  were  there  either  for  mental  reasons  only  or  with  the 
infirmity  of  old  age. 

We  noticed  with  pleasure  many  undergoing  open-air  treatment  for 
various  reasons  in  the  verandahs. 

There  has  been  no  outbreak  of  zymotic  disease,  the  only  case  being 
that  of  erysipelas  already  referred  to. 

Three  serious  casualties,  of  no  fatal  character,  have  resulted  in 
fractures  of  bones,  and  were  accidentally  sustained. 

A  good  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  maintained,  averaging  1  to 
every  8  •  3  patients,  and  their  duration  of  service  may  be  considered  to  be 
on  the  whole  satisfactory  ;  one  attendant  was  dismissed  for  some  neglect 
of  duty. 
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It  will  be  seen  that  we  are  satisfied  that  this  Asylum  continues  to  be 
under  able  administration,  and  we  noticed  the  case  books  are  carefully 
kept.

There  are  now  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  400  patients,  in 
the  proportion  of  198  men  to  202  women,  of  these  5  men  and  13  women 
are  of  the  private  class,  who  are  received  at  weekly  rates  from  11  s.  Id.  to 
63s.,  and  11  are  out-county  paupers,  the  majority  received  under  contract 
with  Chester  and  South  Shields,  and  the  remainder  from  Lancashire 
Unions.  For  these  the  weekly  maintenance  rate  is  from  13s.  5d.  to  21s., 
and  that  for  the  home  patients  11s.  4 \d. 

The  total  accommodation  in  the  Asylum,  as  estimated  in  the  return 
made  to  our  office  is  for  212  males  and  218  females  ;  there  is  therefore 
vacant  accommodation  at  the  present  time  for  8  patients  on  the  male  side 
and  17  on  the  female. 

Five  patients  are  now  out  on  trial  and  the  remainder  395  in  number 
are  in  residence,  and  have  been  seen  by  us  during  the  course  of  our  visit. 

We  found  them  comfortable  and  contented,  and  received  no  complaints 
as  to  their  treatment,  indeed,  many  spoke  of  the  kindness  that  they  were 
receiving.  Their  clothing  and  personal  condition  were  satisfactory. 

We  saw  some  of  the  dinners  served  on  the  male  side  :  the  meal 
consisted  of  boiled  fish  and  potatoes  and  bread,  and  was  plentiful  in 
amount,  but  the  fish  being  boiled  was  necessarily  broken,  and  did  not 
look  very  appetising.  It  would  be  more  palatable  if  it  were  fried,  and 
we  would  advise  the  Committee  to  provide  a  fish  frier.  The  health  of 
the  patients  is  good,  and  there  has  been  an  absence  of  any  kind  ol 
infectious  disease  during  the  period  under  review. 

The  66  deaths  were  in  nearly  82  per  cent,  verified  by  post-mortem 
examination.  Inquests  were  held  in  five  instances  in  circumstances  that 
were  fully  reported  to  our  Board  at  the  time.  In  two  of  these  instances 
the  patients  had  committed  suicide,  one  by  drinking  carbolic  acid  while 
away  from  the  Asylum  on  trial,  the  other,  who  was  trusted  in  the  charge 
of  an  attendant  to  unload  trucks  in  the  Asylum  siding,  by  throwing 
himself  under  a  passing  train.  As  the  result  of  the  latter  casualty  the 
Committee,  with  the  intention  of  guarding  the  patients  against  the  railway 
in  future,  are  having  fixed  a  heavy  iron  fence,  which  we  are  not  altogether 
satisfied  is  of  the  pattern  best  suited  for  the  purpose. 

The  only  nan-fatal  casualty  that  has  occurred  has  been  the  fracture 
of  an  elbow  in  a  blind  man  who  in  a  rage  threw  himself  down  in  the 
airing  court. 
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We  found  the  Asylum  in  excellent  order  throughout  ;  the  day  rooms 
were  bright  and  well  supplied  with  pictures,  plants  and  objects  to  interest 
the  patients  ;  the  dormitories  and  single  rooms  were  in  good  order,  and 
the  beds  and  bedding  clean  and  tidy  ;  the  grounds  and  airing  courts  are 
well  kept.  In  reference  to  the  exercise  of  the  patients  we  were  pleased 
to  see  the  excellent  paths  that  have  been  and  are  being  made  on  the 
estate,  and  we  hope  that  they  will  be  further  extended,  as  from  our  own 
observation  to-day  of  the  large  number  of  motor  vehicles  which  pass  the 
Asylum  at  a  high  rate  of  speed,  it  is  rendered,  we  regret  to  say,  impossible 
now  to  send  any  large  parties  to  walk  on  the  roads.  We  gave  an  alarm 
of  fire  in  ward  C.I.  on  the  female  side  ;  the  nurse  to  whom  we  gave  it 
understood  her  duties  well,  and  the  brigade  turned  out  promptly,  but  they 
came  without  the  appliances  needed  for  the  external  hydrants,  and  in 
some  other  respects  showed  need  for  better  organisation.  Some  of  the 
fire-hose  was  also  very  defective  in  places.  The  pressure  of  water  was 
moderately  good,  but  we  are  sorry- to  find  that  the  Town  Council  have 
declined  to  approve  the  scheme  of  the  Visiting  Committee  for  obtaining 
a  reserve  of  water  on  the  estate,  the  need  for  which  we  have  pressed  for 
for  years. 

Amongst  the  improvements  and  alterations  completed  since  the  last 
visit  is  the  provision  of  married  quarters  for  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer, 
which  supply  quite  comfortable  accommodation.  Six  additional  cottages 
have  been  erected  for  the  staff  ;  these  we  have  inspected,  and  congratulate 
the  Committee  on  them.  Verandahs  for  the  open-air  nursing  of  the  sick 
have  been  provided,  we  were  pleased  with  these,  although  they  supply 
rather  limited  accommodation. 

We  also  found  that  extensive  alterations  are  in  progress  at  the  farm 
buildings,  new  piggeries  being  provided.  Under  a  misapprehension,  as 
the  cost  was  not  going  to  be  above  400/.,  the  plans  were  not  submitted 
for  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  Chairman  of  the 
Committee,  with  whom  we  have  had  the  opportunity  of  discussing  this 
and  other  matters,  has  expressed  his  regret,  and  said  that  he  will  take 
steps  that  a  similar  mistake  shall  not  be  made  in  the  future.  One  matter 
to  which  more  attention  should  be  given  is  the  labelling  of  the  medicines 
and  disinfectants  which  are  sent  up  to  the  wards  :  we  have  made  some 
suggestions  to  Dr.  Gfeddes  to  further  insure  their  safety  in  use. 

From  the  statistical  returns  for  last;  year  we  find  that  the  attendance 
at  the  Church  of  England  services  on  Sundays  was  very  fair,  while  that 
at  the  Roman  Catholic  services  was  very  satisfactory.  We  thick  some 
better  arrangements,  more  particularly  as  to  requirements  for  the  cele¬ 
bration  of  Mass,  at  these  latter  services  might  be  made,  and  we  have 
spoken  to  Dr.  Gfeddes  on  the  subject. 

A  good  percentage  of  patients  were  usually  present  at  the  weekly 
entertainments  ;  and  the  numbers  usefully  employed  were  very  good,  but 
we  should  like  to  see  more  women  employed  in  the  laundry  where  we 
hope  the  machinery  will  not  be  used  to  the  ousting  of  patients’  labour. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  at  present  of  only  moderate 
numerical  strength,  and  we  are  glad  to  know,  that,  in  order  to  promote 
contentment  and  long  service  amongst  the  staff,  the  Committee  have 
arranged  to  raise  the  Avages  immediately,  and  to  lessen  the  hours  of  duty 
per  week. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  kept  in  a  creditable 


manner.

We  have  to-day  visited  and  inspected  all  parts  of  this  Institution,  and 
as  a  result  can  fully  endorse  the  opinion  expressed  by  our  Colleagues  in 
their  report  last  year  as  to  the  excellent  condition  of  the  Asylum,  and  as 
to  the  way  in  which  it  is  managed. 

During  the  14  months  that  have  elapsed  since  the  last  visit  the 
the  following  changes  have  taken  place  amongst  the  numbers  of  the 
patients  : —

These  changes  leave  on  the  books  the  names  of  485  men  and  412 
women,  a  total  of  897.  Of  these  six  are  on  trial,  and  one  man  has  escaped, 
and  has  not  yet  been  retaken.  Thirteen  male  and  16  female  patients  are 
classed  as  private,  and  are  respectively  warded  together  in  one  ward  on 
each  side.  The  maintenance  rate  for  them  is  from  16s.  to  20s.  Thirteen 
men  and  43  women  belong  to  the  Borough  of  Gateshead,  and  one  of  each 
sex  are  chargeable  to  two  out-county  Unions.  The  charge  for  these  out- 
county  patients  is  from  14s.  to  17s.  6 d.  per  head  per  week  ;  that  for  the 
home  patients  is  11s.  1  d. 

The  Asylum  is  practically  full,  there  being  but  two  vacancies  on  the 
female  side.  Plans  are  now  before  our  Board  for  the  erection  of  two  villa 
blocks,  each  to  contain  40  male  patients,  an  isolation  hospital,  a  nurses’ 
home  for  56  nurses,  and  an  additional  greenhouse,  all  of  which  will  meet 
much  needed  wants. 

We  found  the  dayrooms  and  dormitories  in  a  very  satisfactory  state, 
and  generally  the  wards  were  well  supplied  with  objects  to  interest  and 
amuse  the  patients,  but  we  should  like  to  put  in  a  piea  with  the  Visiting 
Committee  to  provide  some  additional  pianos,  some  of  which  might  with 
advantage  be  placed  on  the  male  side,  where  at  present  there  are  none. 

The  padded  rooms  require  better  ventilation,  which  can  be  done  by 
replacing  the  glass  in  the  shutters  by  wire  gauze  such  as  is  recommended 
in  trie  Commissioners’  Instructions  and  Suggestions  regarding  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  buildings.  We  are  glad  to  hear  that  floor  pads  that  can  be  removed 
by  the  staff  and  not  by  the  patients,  are  to  be  provided  for  some  of  these 
rooms. 

The  airing  courts  are  well  kept,  but  a  few  of  the  old  paths  in  some  of 
them  which  are  made  of  concrete  require  repairing  and  patching  as  at 
present  they  are  dangerous  to  the  feeble  patients. 

The  new  entrance  lodge  and  the  23  cottages  for  married  attendants 
have  all  been  completed,  and  are  all  now  in  occupation.  They  have 
proved  a  great  boon  to  the  staff.  Improvements  now  in  progress  consist 
of  taking  up  the  old  main  road,  which  when  completed  will  add  about  six 
acres  of  land  for  agricultural  purposes. 

We  saw  all  the  patients  in  residence  to  the  number  of  890,  and  found 
them  very  well  cared  for,  comfortable,  and  contented.  Apart  from  a  few 
appeals  for  discharge  we  received  no  complaints  as  to  their  treatment. 

I  hey  were  tidy  and  clean  in  their  dress  and  person,  and  very  orderly  in 
their  conduct. 
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We  were  present  at  the  dinners  which  were  served  in  the  two  dining 
halls.  The  meal  consisted  of  soup,  hot  boiled  beef  on  the  male  side,  and 
cold  meat  on  the  female  side,  with  boiled  leeks  ;  lemonade  was  given  as 
a  beverage.  Very  good  order  prevailed  throughout  the  meal,  and  we 
received  no  complaints  as  to  the  dietary. 

Daring  the  period  under  review  there  has  been  no  use  of  mechanical 
restraint  or  seclusion. 

With  one  exception  the  deaths  were  all  due  to  natural  causes  which  in 
the  satisfactory  proportion  of  85  per  cent,  were  verified  by  post-mortem 
examination.  The  excepted  death,  which  formed  the  subject  of  the  only 
inquest  held,  was  that  of  a  female  patient  avIio  committed  suicide  by 
drinking  some  Jeyes’  fluid  in  circumstances  that  were  fully  reported  to 
our  Board  at  the  time.  General  paralysis  was  the  cause  in  no  less  than 
28  per  cent,  of  the  deaths. 

Eighty-two  patients  (46  men  and  36  women),  or  more  than  nine  per¬ 
cent.  of  the  total  number  under  care,  were  confined  to  bed.  Among  them 
were  very  few  cases  of  acute  illness,  but  a  considerable  number  of  cases 
of  phthisis  and  general  paralysis,  the  remainder  being  mostly  cases  of 
advanced  senile  debility.  In  view  of  the  large  number  of  patients  with 
tubercular  affections  that  come  under  treatment  in  this  Asylum  we  are 
glad  to  know  that  it  is  proposed  as  soon  as  the  new  small  infectious 
hospital  has  been  erected  to  enlarge  and  adapt  the  present  infectious 
hospital  for  tubercular  cases  of  both  sexes  ;  at  present  only  patients  of 
the  male  sex  can  be  segregated  there,  and  of  course  they  might  at  any 
time  have  to  be  withdrawn  into  the  main  building  to  make  way  for  patients 
suffering  from  some  other  infectious  complaint. 

The  serious  but  non-fatal  casualties  have  been  five  fractures.  One  of 
these  was  caused  by  the  violence  of  a  fellow  patient  ;  two  occurred  during 
falls  in  epileptic  fits,  another  was  caused  by  an  accidental  fall,  and  the 
fifth  a  fracture  of  the  femur,  is  supposed  to  have  been  occasioned  in  the 
act  of  lifting  the  patient,  a  very  helpless  heavy  general  paralytic,  out  of 
bed. 

From  the  returns  for  last  year  furnished  to  our  office  we  find  that  the 
excellent  percentage  of  52  of  the  patients  were  usually  present  at  the 
Church  of  England  services  which  were  held  in  the  chapel  on  Sunday 
mornings,  while  a  good  number  of  patients  professing  the  Homan  Catholic 
faith  attended  the  monthly  services  provided  for  them.  Noncomformist 
services  were  held  every  Sunday  afternoon  and  were  well  attended. 

The  percentage  of  patients  attending  the  weekly  entertainments  was 
very  good,  as  was  also  that  of  the  patients  who  were  usefully  employed, 
but  we  should  like  to  see  more  women  employed  in  the  laundry. 

The  staff*  of  attendents  and  nurses  is  of  adequate  strength,  being  in 
the  proportion  of  1  to  every  9‘4  patients  by  day.  The  number  who 
have  less  than  one  year’s  service  is  comparatively  few,  and  a  large 
number  of  the  men  can  count  over  five  years’  service,  but  the  proportion  of 
the  nurses  is  low  ;  this,  however,  is  due  to  several  of  them  having  lately 
left  to  be  married. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  continue  to  be  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  manner,  the  former  being  illustrated  by  good  photographs  of 
the  patients.

We  have  to-day  paid  our  annual  visit  of  inspection  to  this  Asylum 
which  continues  to  be  maintained  in  very  good  order.

The  patients  on  the  books,  all  of  whom  were  to-day  in  residence, 
number  377,  of  this  total  169  being  of  the  male  and  208  of  the  female  sex. 
Eight  patients  are  classed  as  private,  while  there  were  80  patients 
received  under  contract  from  the  Essex  County  Asylum.  There  are 
vacancies  for  17  on  the  male  side,  but  the  female  side  has  22  patients  in 
excess  of  its  complement,  a  condition  which  will  very  soon  be  remedied 
when  the  Essex  County  patients  are  removed  to  their  new  Asylum  which 
is  shortly  to  be  opened. 

The  wards  and  dormitories  are  very  well  kept  and  the  beds  and 
bedding  were  in  capital  order.  There  is  no  stint  of  objects  of  interest 
about  the  wards  to  make  the  lives  of  the  inmates  as  tolerable  as  they  can 
be  under  the  circumstances. 

The  patients  presented  a  well  cared  for  appearance,  the  dress  of  both 
sexes  being  neat  and  tidy,  and  though  we  had  some  appeals  for  discharge 
we  received  nothing  in  the  nature  of  a  complaint.  We  think  that  in  some 
of  the  single  rooms  and  elsewhere,  as  we  pointed  out  to  Dr.  Nelis,  it  would 
be  well  to  have  the  ventilation  gratings  removed  and  the  flues  thoroughly 
cleaned.  In  view  of  accidents  that  have  happened  to  patients  from  the 
disregard  of  proper  precautions,  the  wearing  of  hatpins  by  nurses  while 
on  duty  should  be  rigorously  proscribed,  and  in  nurses’  rooms  opening 
upon  the  wards  and  corridors  these  articles  should  be  kept  under  lock  and 
key  and  not  allowed  to  lie  on  the  dressing  tables. 

The  three  cottages  for  the  use  of  the  Attendants,  the  erection  of  which 
was  sanctioned  by  the  Secretary  of  State  in  1910,  are  now  in  occupation, 
and  are  very  good  and  suitable.  Work  now  in  progress  consists  of  the 
making  of  a  new  road  on  the  estate  for  patients’  walks. 

We  saw  a  good  dinner  of  boiled  beef  and  mutton  served  to-day  to 
between  200  and  300  patients  of  both  sexes  in  the  dining  hall.  It  was 
accompanied  by  excellent  potatoes  and  carrots  and  seemed  to  be  well 
appreciated. 

The  maintenance  charges  per  head  per  week  are  ID.  Id.  for  home 
and  for  private  patients  from  14s.  to  30s.,  while  the  Essex  patients  pay 
from  14s.  to  17s. 

There  is  no  recorded  use  of  either  seclusion  or  mechauical  restraint. 

The  general  health  is  very  good  and  the  Asylum  has,  during  the  period 
under  review,  been  free  from  disease  of  an  infectious  nature.  We  found 
12  men  and  14  women  in  bed,  mostly  aged  people.  The  deaths  have  all 
been  due  to  natural  causes,  verified  in  13  instances,  or  in  76  per  cent,  of 
the  total  deaths,  by  post-mortem  examination.  There  has  been  no 
inquest  and  the  three  at  all  serious  casualties  (all  fractures)  that  have 
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occurred  were  in  two  instances  the  result  of  an  accidental  fall,  while  in  the 
third  the  injury  was  occasioned  by  a  push  from  another  patient. 

The  annual  returns  made  to  our  Board  are  satisfactory,  and  there  is 
nothing  that  calls  for  special  mention. 

The  staff  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  averaged  one  to  every 
9*  7  patients.  In  February  last  four  additional  attendants  and  five 
additional  nurses  were  engaged  in  order  to  enable  a  more  liberal  leave  to 
be  given  to  the  staff.  The  record  of  service  is  not  at  present  very  satis¬ 
factory,  48  per  cent,  being  unable  to  show  more  than  one  year’s  service 
in  the  Asylum.  Five  attendants  and  one  nurse  have  been  discharged  for 
misconduct,  in  three  instances  relating  to  ill-treatment  of  patients.  In 
one  of  these  cases,  that  of  a  young  attendant  who  was  seen  by  a  superior 
officer  to  strike  a  patient,  on  the  facts  being  reported  to  our  Board, 
proceedings  were  on  their  initiative  instituted  by  the  Public  Prosecutor 
against  the  Attendant,  who  was  prosecuted,  convicted,  and  fined.  In 
another  case  an  Attendant  was  dismissed  for  having  falsely  stated  in  au 
application  form  when  applying  for  engagement  here  that  he  had  never 
been  in  Asylum  work  before,  whereas  he  had  been  employed  at  and 
dismissed  from  another  Asylum  previously  ;  he  also  submitted  a  testi¬ 
monial  which  he  subsequently  admitted  to  be  false.  The  facts  of  this 
case,  which  occurred  two  days  ago,  have  been  reported  to  our  Board, 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  fully  and  carefully 
entered  up  to  date,  the  former  being  illustrated  by  good  photographs. 

At  the  power  house  we  think  it  would  be  well  to  have  a  railing  put 
round  each  dynamo  to  obviate  the  possibility  of  accident.

These  changes  leave  on  the  books  the  names  of  479,  of  whom  219  are 
males  and  258  females.  One  woman  is  of  the  private  class,  for  whom  a 
Aveekly  charge  of  14s.  6 d.  is  made  ;  and  24  men  and  20  women  are  received 
under  contract  from  King’s  Lynn,  the  charge  for  these  being  16s.  a  week, 
The  weekly  maintenance  charge  for  home  paupers  is  1 2s.  3d.  Undei 
the  revised  method  of  calculation  the  accommodation  is  estimated  as 
sufficient  for  204  men  and  262  women,  and  after  allowance  is  made  for  the 
fact  that  3  men  and  1  woman  are  boarded  out  with  relations  under  s.  57  of 
the  Lunacy  Act,  1890,  there  are  left  only  4  Aracancies  on  the  female  side, 
and  on  the  male  side  there  are  11  patients  in  excess  of  the  complement. 
Two  idiot  children  have  been  transferred  by  agreement  to  the  Norfolk 
County  Asylum.  One  man  was  absent  on  trial. 

We  found  the  wards  in  excellent  order  and  well  supplied  with  objects 
to  interest  the  patients,  especially  with  flowers  which  were  in  great 
profusion  showing  that  full  advantage  is  taken  of  the  extensive  glass 
houses.  The  beds  were  also  in  good  condition  and  thoroughly  clean. 

We  saw  all  the  patients  in  residence  and  gave  to  each  full  opportunity 
of  speaking  to  us  and  making  complaints  if  so  disposed,  but  none  were 
made  to  us  calling  for  mention  here,  and  the  patients  appeared  to  be 
generally  contented. 
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Dinner  was  served  in  the  liall  during  our  visit  to  a  large  number  of 
patients  from  both  sides.  It  consisted  of  a  savoury  meat  and  potato  pie  ; 
the  helpings  were  liberal  and  the  fare  was  evidently  popular.  The  table 
appointments  were  clean  and  neat. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded  since 
the  last  visit. 

From  the  returns  for  1912  we  learn  that  the  Sunday  morning  services 
in  the  hall  had  an  average  attendance  of  67  per  cent,  of  the  patients, 
that  a  noncomformist  service  was  also  given  on  alternate  Sundays  by  a 
minister  who  received  payment  for  the  performance  of  this  duty,  and  that  a 
money  payment  was  also  made  to  a  Roman  Catholic  priest  who  visited 
the  patients  of  his  religion  at  his  discretion  or  when  sent  for.  Fifty-one 
per  cent,  of  the  patients  were  usually  present  at  the  associated 
entertainments  ;  none  of  those  able  to  walk  were  wholly  confined  to  the 
airing  courts  for  exercise  ;  and  68  per  cent,  were  returned  as  usefully 
employed. 

With  the  exception  of  two  cases  all  the  31  male  and  38  female 
deaths  were  due  to  natural  causes.  In  65  per  cent,  of  the  total  the 
cause  of  death  was  verified  by  post-mortem  examination.  The  two  cases 
where  death  was  the  result  of  other  than  natural  causes  were  that  of  a 
woman  who  committed  suicide  by  hanging  herself,  and  that  of  a  man 
who  died  from  blood  poisoning  following  a  scalp  wound  sustained  by  a 
fall  in  a  fit.  In  these  instances  and  one  other  inquests  were  held. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  senile  decay  which  account  for  19  per 
cent.,  tuberculosis  which  was  the  cause  of  10  per  cent.,  and  general 
paralysis  to  which  were  due  20  per  cent,  of  the  male  and  8  per  cent,  of 
the  female  deaths.  We  observe  that  a  bedsore  was  present  at  death  in 
five  instances. 

The  only  serious  casualties  besides  those  already  mentioned  have  been 
two  cases  of  dislocation  and  two  of  fractures  of  bones  ;  and  in  none  do  the 
circumstances  call  for  mention  here. 

We  saw  3  male  and  13  female  patients  in  bed,  and  were  glad  to 
notice  the  care  that  is  taken  to  segregate  those  who  are  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  as  far  as  the  limited  opportunities  for  so  doing  that  exist 
here  will  permit. 

Apart  from  14  cases  of  dysentery,  9  of  which  occurred  on  the  female 
side  in  March  and  April  this  year,  the  general  health  of  the  Institution 
appears  to  have  been  good. 

The  nursing  staff  is  of  adequate  strength.  Their  record  of  service 
is  fairly  satisfactory  on  the  male  side,  but  leaves  much  to  be  desired 
among  the  female  nurses,  of  whom  at  the  end  of  last  year  as  many  as  53 
per  cent,  had  served  less  than  twelve  months,  and  only  13  per  cent,  over 
five  years.  One  nurse  has  been  discharged  during  the  period  under  review 
for  striking  a  patient. 

The  statutory  registers  and  case  books  are  in  excellent  order,  and  the 
entries  in  the  latter  are  carefully  posted  up  to  date. 


Nottingham  City  Asylum.

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As  the  result  there  are  on  the  books  to-day  the  names  of  870  inmates? 
405  of  the  male  and  465  of  the  female  sex.  Thirteen  men  and  31  women 
are  classed  as  private,  and  the  rest  are  paupers,  chargeable  with  one 
exception  to  the  Nottingham  Union.  The  weekly  maintenance  rate  is 
105.  and  the  charges  for  private  patients  vary  from  155.  to  17.3.  6c/. 

Nineteen  female  patients  are  boarded  out  in  Storthes  Hall. 

The  accommodation  is  estimated  to  be  sufficient  for  but  391  men  and 
442  women  ;  and  according  to  this  calculation  there  are  14  male  and 
23  female  patients  in  excess  of  the  proper  numbers. 

We  saw  all  the  patients  except  seven  who  were  absent  on  trial,  and  one 
who  died  on  the  morning  of  our  visit,  and  were  satisfied  with  the  condition 
in  which  we  found  them  as  regards  dress  and  personal  tidiness.  I  hough  we 
received  many  appeals  for  discharge,  but  few  complained  of  their  treat¬ 
ment,  and  no  complaint  was  made  which  we  think  deserves  mention  here. 
The  conduct  of  the  patients  during  our  visits  to  the  wards  was  generally 
quiet  and  orderly. 

The  Asylum  is  in  good  condition,  and  we  found  the  beds  clean  and 
well  kept.  The  verandah  to  the  male  wing  has  been  completed  since 
the  last  visit ;  and  an  extension  to  the  bakehouse  is  in  hand. 

Dinner,  consisting  of  a  savoury  stew  followed  by  currant  pudding,  was 
served  in  our  presence  in  the  dining  halls,  and  in  some  of  the  wards. 
The  fare  was  good  in  quality,  and  the  helpings  were  liberal  and 
satisfying. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  has  been  recorded  since  the  last  visit  ; 
one  woman  has  been  secluded  on  a  single  occasion  for  three  hours. 

We  are  glad  to  observe  in  the  returns  for  1912  that  advantage  was 
taken  by  the  Committee  of  its  statutory  power  to  grant  money  allowances 
to  patients  while  out  on  trial,  aud  that  21  patients  received  such  allowances 
during  the  year.  The  attendance  at  the  chapel  services  and  at  the 
weekly  entertainments  was  still  low,  as  was  also  the  proportion  of  those 
walking  on  the  estate  and  beyond  ;  but  only  8  per  cent,  exclusive  of 
those  unable  to  walk  were  confined  altogether  to  the  wards  aud  airing 
courts  ;  64  per  cent,  were  usefully  employed,  an  increase  of  5  per  cent,  on 
the  previous  year. 

At  the  time  of  our  visit  there  were  54  patients  confined  to  bed,  1 2  of 
whom  were  on  the  verandahs  attached  to  the  hospital  wards,  where  they 
are  kept  during  the  daytime,  but  taken  into  the  wards  at  night,  A  few 
of  these  patients  were  seriously  ill  ;  no  one  was  suffering  from  bedsore. 
The  epileptics  who  are  distributed  about  the  wards,  more  being  in  the 
hospital  wards  thau  in  the  others,  amount  to  13*7  of  the  total  inmates 
(males  15*7  per  cent.,  females  11*9  per  cent.).  The  patients  regarded  as 
actively  suicidal,  of  whom  the  majority  are  recently  admitted  cases, 
uiunber  28,  or  3*2  per  cent.  (Males  2 ‘5  per  cent.,  females  3*9  per  cent.) 

The  causes  of  death,  which  were  verified  by  post-mortem  examination 
in  the  satisfactory  proportion  of  90*3  percent.,  have  included  general 
paralysis  33*8  per  cent,,  phthisis  13*5  per  cent.,  and  senile  decay  2 '7  per 
cent.  There  were  two  deaths  from  dysentery,  of  which  there  have  been 
here  during  the  period  nine  cases,  this  being  the  only  zymotic  disease, 
apart  from  a  few  cases  of  mild  influenza,  that  has  occurred.  None  of  the 
patients  who  died  was  the  subject  of  bedsore. 

There  has  been  no  inquest. 

Three  patients  have  sustained  fractures  of  bones.  Two  were  females, 
one  of  whom  fractured  the  tibia  by  an  accidental  fall,  the  other  sustained 
a  fracture  of  the  femur  by  being  pulled  off  a  chair  by  an  epileptic  in  a  fit. 
A  male  patient  broke  his  right  ulna  in  a  struggle  with  a  fellow  patient. 

An  adequate  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  employed.  The  record 
of  service  of  the  men  is  good,  only  12*5  per  cent,  having  at  the  beginning 
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of  the  year  served  less  than  12  months,  while  as  many  as  64  per  cent, 
could  count  over  5  years  in  the  Asylum  ;  as  regards  the  nurses,  while 
23  per  cent,  had  served  5  years,  50  per  cent,  had  been  engaged  within  the 
year. 

The  clinical  records  and  the  various  registers  are  satisfactorily  kept. 


Plymouth  Borough  Asylum, 

9  June  1913. 

Although  the  process  of  decoration  and  renovation  has  been  a 
somewhat  slow  one,  most  of  the  wards  have  now  been  in  the  hands  of 
the  painters — when  the  work  is  completed  we  hope  that  by  constant 
annual  attention  the  building  will  be  kept  up  to  a  good  standard  of  repair, 
and  not  allowed  to  fall  into  the  somewhat  shabby  condition  in  which 
many  of  the  wards  and  dormitories  have  been  for  long  past. 

The  wards  and  dormitories  are  well  ordered  and  comfortable  and  fully 
provided  with  books  and  papers, — we  think,  however,  the  Committee 
might  with  advantage  supply  some  more  pianos,  which  can  be  obtained 
at  but  little  cost,  and  feel  satisfied  such  additions  to  the  amusement  and 
distraction  of  the  patients  would  be  much  appreciated,  and  would  well 
repay  the  outlay. 

A  new  washing  machine  and  hydro  extractor  have  lately  been 
placed  in  the  laundry,  and  a  dough  mixer  in  the  bakehouse. 

We  observed,  as  we  think  has  been  the  case  on  former  visits,  that  the 
towel  rails  in  the  lavatories  might  prove  very  suggestive  to  a  suicidally- 
inclined  patient  who  escaped  the  vigilance  of  the  nurses. 

On  giving  an  alarm  of  fire  the  brigade  turned  out  very  promptly,  and 
in  less  than  three  minutes  water  was  turned  on  to  the  roof  of  the  front 
building. 

The  patients  who  were  well  clad  and  orderly,  made  no  complaints  of 
an}r  kind,  apart  from  appeals  for  discharge  ;  we  were  indeed  struck  with 
the  many  volunteered  expressions  of  gratitude  for  kindness  at  the  hands 
of  the  medical  and  nursing  staff,  which  we  received  when  going 
through  the  wards. 

Since  March  14th,  1912,  there  have  been  100  admissions,  58  have 
been  discharged  or  removed,  of  whom  44  had  recovered,  and  36  have 
died. 

There  are  on  the  statutory  books  the  names  of  469  patients,  of  whom 
15  are  private  patients  and  27  are  received  under  contract  from  Devon- 
port.  Four  patients  are  on  trial,  leaving  465  in  residence  and  seen  by 
us. 

There  are  according  to  the  returns  vacancies  for  10  men  and  one 
female. 

The  maintenance  charge  per  head  per  week  is  for  home  patients 
10^. ,  for  out  county  patients  from  145. — 155.,  aud  for  those  of  the  private 
c  ass  from  1?5.  Qd. — 305. 

We  visited  the  hall  when  dinner  was  being  served,  it  consisted  of 
pea  soup  with  meat  and  vegetables  in  it,  followed  by  bread  and  cheese 
and  with  water  or  separated  milk  as  a  drink.  The  soup  was  hot,  tasty, 
and  of  good  consistency,  and  the  cheese  very  good.  Preparatory  to 
sitting  down  to  their  meal  the  patients  sang  grace  to  a  piano  accom¬ 
paniment. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  mechanical  restraint,  aud  but  5  patients 
have  been  secluded  on  25  occasions  for  13j  hours  in  all. 
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To  a  few  of  the  patients  on  trial  money  allowances  have  been  granted, 
a  favour  which  we  should  like  to  see  extended. 

A  Sunday  service  is  held  in  the  chapel  for  those  belonging  to  the 
Church  of  England,  and  there  are  weekly  and  fortnightly  services  for 
the  Nonconformists,  and  those  of  the  Roman  Catholic  faith  respectively. 

About  the  average  percentage  are  usually  present  at  the  weekly 
entertainments,  as  many  as  33  per  cent,  are  taken  for  weekly  walks 
outside  the  estate,  only  11  per  cent,  of  those  able  to  walk  are  confined  to 
the  wards  or  airing  courts,  and  61  per  cent,  are  usually  employed,  which 
considering  the  character  of  the  patients  is  distinctly  good. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  Nurses  is  good,  there  being  1  to  every 
8*9  per  cent,  of  the  patients  for  day  duty,  and  their  record  of  service  is 
creditable,  54  uer  cent,  of  the  attendants  having  over  five  years’  service. 

One  attendant  and  a  nurse  have  been  allowed  to  resign  to  escape 
dismissal. 

Of  the  51  patients  whom  we  saw  in  bed  to-day,  a  considerable  pro¬ 
portion  were  the  subjects  of  senile  debility,  and  amongst  the  rest,  except 
for  some  cases  of  general  paralysis,  few  were  seriously  ill.  The  epileptics 
amount  to  15*7  per  cent,  of  the  total  in  residence  (males  18*8  per  cent., 
females  13*1  per  cent.)  and  there  are  only  two  patients,  both  females, 
regarded  as  actively  suicidal. 

Nearly  31  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  that  have  occurred  since  the  last 
visit  were  due  to  general  paralysis,  and  28  per  cent,  to  senile  decay. 
There  have  been  only  2  deaths  from  phthisis,  and  one  patient  died  from 
dysentery,  of  which  there  have  been  7  cases  in  all — this  being  the  only 
disease  of  a  zymotic  nature  that  has  occurred.  A  female  patient  died  as 
the  result  of  a  fracture  of  the  thigh  due  to  an  accidental  fall,  this  being 
the  only  case  in  which  an  inquest  was  held. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  64  per  cent,  of  those 
who  died,  and  bed  sores  were  present  in  2  cases,  or  5*5  per  cent.  In 
addition  to  the  fatal  case  above  mentioned,  3  patients  have  sustained 
fractures  from  accidental  falls.  An  epileptic  male  patient  suffered  from 
fracture  of  the  jaw,  the  cause  of  which  remained  uncertain  in  spite  of 
full  inquiry.  It  could  only  be  surmised  that  the  injury  was  due  either 
to  a  fall  in  a  fit,  or  to  his  having  received  a  blow  from  a  fellow  patient, 
probably  the  latter.  A  male  patient  dislocated  his  shoulder  in  a  fall  on 
the  stairs. 

The  medical  records  and  case  books  are  well  kept,  the  notes  being 
full  and  informing.

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There  are  now  on  the  statutory  books  of  the  Institution  the  names 
of  475  males  and  522  females,  a  total  of  997  ;  of  these,  32  and  52  respec¬ 
tively  are  of  the  private  class,  and  accommodated  in  the  “  Brunei  ”  and 
“  Dickens  ”  Villas,  at  a  weekly  charge  from  14s.  to  four  guineas. 

Two  hundred  and  eighty-seven  patients  are  from  out-county  unions, 
140  men  and  144  women  being  received  under  contract  from  the  borough 
of  Southampton.  The  weekly  maintenance  rate  is  for  the  out-county 
patients  14s.  and  16s.,  and  for  the  home  patients  11s.  &\cl. 

According  to  the  return  of  accommodation  furnished  to  us  there  is  an 
excess  of  56  patients  on  the  male  side,  and  as  many  as  132  on  the 
female.  The  overcrowding  was  evident  to  us  during  our  visit  both 
on  the  day -rooms  and  dormitories  ;  in  many  of  the  latter,  the  beds  being 
placed  too  close  together  ;  and  also  in  the  corridors.  No  more  pew 
Southampton  patients  are  to  be  received  until  their  number,  which  is 
now,  as  stated  above,  287,  is  reduced  to  250.  This,  however,  will  afford 
but  slight  relief. 

We  have  during  our  inspection  to-day  visited  all  parts  of  the  Asylum 
and  its  dependencies  and  can  report  that  it  continues  to  be  maintained  in 
excellent  order.  The  day-rooms  were  clean,  bright,  and  comfortable, 
being  well  supplied  with  plants,  flowers,  and  objects  to  interest  the 
patients. 

The  beds  and  bedding  in  the  dormitories  and  side  rooms  were  in  good 
condition  and  clean. 

Hie  airing- courts  and  grounds  are  kept  in  very  good  order,  asphalt 
paths  having  recently  been  laid  down  in  two  of  the  former,  at  the  main 
building  and  at  “Pink  ”  Villa. 

Alterations  and  improvements  completed  since  tbe  last  visit  also 
comprise  the  enlargement  of  the  needle-room,  the  fitting  to  the  verandans 
in  Wards  2  on  each  side  of  glass  screens  and  roller  blinds,  and  the  re¬ 
arrangement  of  the  washing-room  in  the  lauudry  and  the  provision  of  an 
additional  washing  machine  and  calender.  The  ironing  stove  has  not  yet 
been  removed,  and  we  learn  that  the  Committee  are  considering  the 
the  substitution  of  electric  or  gas-lieated  irons  for  the  present  ones. 

W  e  saw  all  the  patients  except  one  woman  who  is  out  on  trial,  and 
found  them  on  the  whole  quiet  and  well  behaved.  They  appear  to  be 
contented,  and  we  received  no  complaints  of  rough  usage  on  the  part  of 
the  staff,  but  we  noticed  one  woman  with  a  black  eye,  and  we  ascertained 
that  it  had  occurred  daring  a  struggle  with  the  nurses.  The  Visiting 
Committee  have  held  an  inquiry  and  the  nurse  in  charge  has  been  repri¬ 
manded,  as  it  was  considered  that  more  force  than  necessary  was  used 
whilst  dealing  with  the  patient  in  question.  This  appears  to  have  been 
to  us  an  adequate  punishment. 

The  dinner  to-day  was  fried  fish  and  potatoes  on  the  male  side,  and 
boiled  fish  and  potatoes  on  the  female.  We  saw  it  being  partaken  of  in 
some  of  the  male  wards,  and  it  appeared  popular. 

During  the  period  under  review  there  has  been  no  use  of  mechanical 
restraint  or  seclusion  recorded. 

From  the  returns  of  1912  we  find  that  the  attendance  at  the  Church 
of  England  services  on  Sundays  was  still  low,  but  we  are  informed  that 
the  chapel  is  filled  at  each  service  to  its  utmost,  and,  were  it  larger,  the 
numbers  attending  would  be  increased.  Thirty-one  out  of  the  sixty-four 
patients  who  profess  the  Roman  Catholic  faith  usually  attended  the 
weekly  services  provided  for  them. 

The  attendance  at  the  weekly  entertainments  was  again  low,  only 
29  per  cent,  of  the  patients  being  usually  present.  Forty-three  per  cent, 
of  the  patients  went  for  daily  walks  on  the  Asylum  estate  and  only  6  per 
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cent,  were  confined  to  the  wards  and  airing  courts  of  those  who  were  able 
to  walk. 

The  return  of  employment  is  low,  bnt  43  per  cent,  of  the  men  and  39 
per  cent,  of  the  women  having  been  usefully  employed  on  an  average 
daily  during  last  year.  We  should  like  to  see  more  than  48  women 
employed  in  needlework,  and  more  than  23  in  the  laundry. 

An  adequate  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  maintained,  averaging 
1  to  every  8  patients  per  day.  The  record  of  service  of  the  men  is  very 
good  and  that  of  the  nurses  very  fair  ;  58  per  cent,  of  the  former  and  13 
per  cent,  of  the  latter  can  reckon  over  five  years’  service. 

All  the  deaths  which  have  occurred  since  the  last  visit  have  been 
from  natural  causes  except  that  of  a  woman  who  accidentally  fell  and 
fractured  her  thigh,  and  upon  whom  one  of  the  three  inquests  was  held, 
the  other  two  being  in  the  case  of  patients,  who,  having  died  from 
natural  causes,  had  bruises  upon  their  bodies  at  the  time  of  their 
deaths. 

In  the  small  proportion  of  only  42  per  cent,  post-mortem  examinations 
were  held,  a  fact  which  we  report  with  regret.  In  29  per  cent,  of  the 
total  deaths,  the  cause  was  general  paralysis,  in  17  per  cent,  phthisis, 
and  in  10  per  cent,  senile  decay.  Bedsores  were  present  on  the  bodies 
of  5 ’8  per  cent,  of  all  those  who  died,  and  one  woman  in  the  Infirmary 
was  so  suffering  at  the  time  of  our  visit. 

The  general  health  appears  to  have  been  good  upon  the  whole. 
I  here  have  been  two  sporadic  cases  of  enteric  fever,  their  source 
unknown,  and  a  feAv  cases  of  dysentery,  of  which  two  proved  fatal.  We 
saw  to-day  in  bed  69  patients,  or  7  per  cent,  of  the  whole,  but  scarcely 
any  of  them  were  suffering  from  acute  illness,  most  of  them  being  there 
either  as  recent  admissions  for  mental  reasons  or  for  senile  or  chronic 
ailments.  Many  were  in  the  verandahs,  where  we  were  glad  to  learn 
that  all  the  tuberculous  cases  undergo  open-air  treatment.  One  woman 
was  in  bed  with  a  fractured  humerus.  This  is  one  of  the  only  three 
serious  bnt  non-fatal  casualties  that  have  occurred  since  the  last  visit,, 
the  others  also  resulting  in  fractures  of  bones  due  to  accidental  falls. 

Dr.  Mumby,  who  continues  to  administer  this  Asylum  with  ability  and 
success,  has,  at  present,  only  one  permanent  Medical  Colleague,  another 
gentleman  meanwhile  acting  as  locum  tenens. 

The  medical  records  are  properly  kept. 


Sunderland  Asylum.

We  have  to-day  inspected  this  Asylum,  and  can  report  that  it 
continues  to  be  well  maintained  and  efficiently  managed.  Since  the  visit

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There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  219  males  and  173  females. 
Of  these  one  man  and  13  women  are  classed  as  private  patients,  and  there 
are  three  out-county  patients,  one  of  each  sex  being  chargeable  to  South 
Shields,  and  one  woman  to  Alnwick.  The  weekly  maintenance  rate  for 
the  home  cases  is  11s.  Id.  per  head,  that  for  the  out-county  ones  14s.,  and 
for  he  private  patients  20s.  The  total  accommodation  in  the  Asylum 
estimated  as  in  the  Return  made  to  our  Board  is  for  421  patients,  227  on 
the  male  side,  and  194  on  the  female.  There  are  vacancies  therefore  at 
the  present  time  for  9  men  and  21  women.  One  man  is  out  on  trial,  the 
remainder  of  the  patients,  391  in  number,  are  in  residence,  and  have  been 
seen  by  us  during  the  course  of  our  visit,  and  given  opportunities 
of  speaking  to  us.  We  found  them  very  quiet  and  orderly  in  their 
behaviour,  and  they  appeared  generally  contented.  Their  dress  was  neat 
and  tidy,  that  of  the  women  being  well  varied  in  style  and  colour.  The 
general  health  of  the  establishment  is  very  good.  We  saw  the  dinner 
served  in  the  hall,  where  118  men  and  100  women  partook  of  the  meal, 
which  consisted  of  boiled  beef,  potatoes  and  cabbage,  with  lemonade  as  a 
beverage.  It  appeared  to  be  good  in  quality,  and  we  received  no 
complaints  as  to  the  dietary.  In  those  wards  where  meals  are  taken,  the 
knife-boxes  have  been  provided  with  lists  of  their  contents  pasted  on  the 
lids,  and  are  self-locking. 

The  dayrooms  and  dormitories  were  in  very  good  order,  the  former 
were  well  supplied  with  books  and  illustrated  papers,  and  the  beds  and 
bedding  in  the  latter  were  very  clean  and  neatly  arranged.  The  fabric  of 
the  institution  generally  is  well  maintained,  and  the  ground  and  gardens 
kept  in  good  order,  but  the  injuries  to  the  walls  and  ceilings  of  several 
of  the  wards,  and  to  the  yards,  of  which  we  have  had  some  previous  infor¬ 
mation,  and  which  have  been  caused  by  the  mining  operations  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  Asylum,  are  very  serious.  We  understand  that 
the  Visiting  Committee  have  taken  expert  advice  as  to  remedying  these 
defects  and  are  also  considering  the  question  of  the  liability  for  this  state 
of  affairs. 

The  alterations  in  the  heating  apparatus  have  now  been  completed,  and 
it  is  said  to  be  working  satisfactory  ;  the  male  hospital  is  still  without  a 
verandah,  we  should  be  glad  to  see  one  provided  there  for  patients 
requiring  open-air  treatment. 

Fire  alarms  have  now  been  fixed  throughout  the  institution. 

In  84  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  a  post-mortem  examination  was  made,  in 
three  instances  an  inquest  was  held,  in  one  of  them  because  the  patient, 
whose  death  the  jury  found  was  caused  by  peritonitis  due  to  appendicitis, 
was  discovered  at  the  autopsy  to  have  sustained  fracture  of  two  ribs,  in 
another  because  death  was  occasioned  by  internal  haemorrhage,  the  result 
of  ulcer  of  the  duodenum,  affected  by  an  accidental  fall,  and  in  the  third 
because  the  death  of  the  patient  from  heart  disease  was  sudden.  The  rest 
of  the  deaths  need  no  comment. 

The  four  at  all  serious  but  non-fatal  casualties  that  have  occurred 
have  all  been  fractures  of  bones.  Three  of  them  were  due  to  accidental 
falls,  and  the  fourth,  where  the  patient,  a  general  paralytic,  sustained 
fractures  of  three  ribs,  though  the  cause  could  not  be  positively  defined, 
is  believed  to  have  been  occasioned  during  the  patients’  restlessness. 

During  the  period  under  review  there  has  been  no  employment  of 
mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  recorded. 

From  the  statistical  returns  furnished  to  our  office  for  last  year  wre 
learn  that  the  number  of  epileptics  who  were  in  the  Asylum  at  the  end  of 
last  year  wras  14*8  per  cent.,  which  is  above  the  average  in  asylums 
generally. 
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The  Dumber  of  patients  who  usually  attended  the  Church  of  England 
services  held  in  the  chapel  on  Sunday  mornings  and  afternoons  was  very 
good,  as  was  also  the  number  of  Roman  Catholics  who  attended  the 
service  which  was  held  twice  a  month  for  them.  A  Nonconformist  service 
was  held  once  a  month,  and  this  also  was  well  attended.  We  went  into 
the  chapel  to-day,  and  found  it  very  nicely  decorated  for  the  harvest 
festival  which  is  to  he  held  this  evening. 

The  attendance  at  the  weekly  entertainments  was  very  good.  An 
amusing  entertainment  was  held  last  night  which  proved  very  popular. 
A  very  good  percentage  ot  patients  usually  walk  out  beyond  the  Asylum 
estate,  and  a  large  number  were  out  so  walking  when  we  arrived  this 
morning. 

The  small  number  confined  to  the  wards  and  airing  courts  is  creditable. 

The  daily  average  number  of  patients  usefully  employed  is  very 
satisfactory,  as  many  as  70  of  the  men  being  engaged  in  work  on  the 
farms  and  grounds,  and  80  of  the  women  in  sewing  and  knitting. 

We  found  many  of  the  women  so  employed  in  the  wards  to-day. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  of  good  numerical  strength,  but 
their  duration  of  service  leaves  a  good  deal  to  be  desired.  We  are  there¬ 
fore  glad  to  learn  that  the  Visiting  Committee  are  about  to  consider  a 
scheme  for  revision  of  the  hours  of  duty. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  well  and  carefully 
written  up  to  date. 


West  Ham  Asylum. 

20  January  1913. 

In  the  three  months  which  have  elapsed  since  this  Asylum  was  last 
visited  by  members  of  our  Board  70  patients  have  been  admitted  ;  29 
have  been  discharged  or  removed,  of  whom  11  had  recovered;  and  16 
have  died.  We  find  to-day  on  the  books  the  names  of  982,  of  whom  476 
are  of  the  male,  and  506  of  the  female  sex.  Three  men  are  classed  as 
private  and  three  are  criminal  lunatics  ;  4  men  and  6  Avomen  are  out-county 
paupers,  and  the  rest  are  home  cases.  The  weekly  maintenance  charge 
is  13^.  5d.,  and  for  private  patients  175.  6 d.  and  215.  The  overcrowding 
has  increased  since  the  last  visit,  and  there  is  now  an  excess  of  56 
on  each  side  beyond  the  number  estimated  as  the  proper  complement. 
When  to  these  are  added  59  males  and  120  females  boarded  out  in  other 
asylums,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  borough  has  urgent  need  of  additional 
asylum  accommodation.  Plans  for  extensions  to  accommodate  160  males 
ami  240  females  which  our  colleagues  reported  in  October  to  be  before 
our  Board  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  borough  engineer,  having  been 
referred  back  for  alterations.  We  hope  it  will  not  be  very  long  before 
they  receive  the  necessary  approval  and  the  building  can  be  proceeded 
with. 

In  the  course  of  our  visit  to-day  we  saw  all  the  patients  except  six 
who  are  out  on  trial,  and  conversed  with  such  of  them  as  are  capable  of 
conversation,  with  the  result  that  we  found  them  generally  contented  and, 
except  with  regard  to  their  detention,  not  disposed  to  make  complaints. 
Their  personal  condition  was  satisfactory  and  their  dress  neat  and  good, 
though  Ave  thought  on  the  women’s  side  brighter  colours  might  be  used 
with  advantage. 

The  wards  were  in  good  order,  but  redecoration  is  needed  in  parts, 
especially  in  the  recreation  hall.  There  was  a  good  supply  of  books  in 
open  shelves,  games  and  other  objects  to  amuse  the  patients,  and  the 
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wards  were  largely  supplied  with  well-made  artificial  flowers  which  had 
a  good  effect  in  brightening  them.  We  suggested  to  Dr.  Hunter  that  the 
light  in  the  needle  room  on  the  side  away  from  the  windows  was  hardly 
sufficient  for  workers,  and  that  skylights,  which  there  appears  to  be  no 
difficulty  in  providing,  would  make  a  great  improvement.  We  would  also 
suggest  that  in  the  medicine  cupboards  internal  cupboards  with  duplicate 
locks  should  be  provided  to  be  used  for  keeping  poisons. 

We  visited  Heath  House  and  found  the  64  working  male  patients  there 
lodged  very  comfortable  and  contented.  The  accommodation  is  excellent 
and  they  enjoy  a  large  amount  of  freedom  which  they  never  abuse. 

Dinner  was  served  in  our  presence  in  some  of  the  wards,  consisting  of 
boiled  mutton  with  two  vegetables,  and  lemouade  for  drink.  It  was  of 
good  quality,  plentiful  and  neatly  served  ;  but  we  thought  it  would  have 
been  improved  by  warm  plates  being  used. 

No  use  of  mechan:cal  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded  during 
the  period  under  review. 

From  the  statistical  returns  for  1912  we  learn  that  there  was  at  the 
end  of  the  year  a  high  percentage  of  epileptics  and  general  paralytics 
among  the  patients.  There  was  a  fair  attendance  during  the  year  at  the 
Sunday  services  in  the  chapel,  and  at  the  weekly  entertainments.  There 
was  still  a  high  percentage  of  patients  able  to  walk  who  were  wholly 
confined  to  the  wards  and  airing-courts.  The  proportion  usefully 
employed  was  satisfactory,  and  somewhat  higher  on  the  female  than  on 
the  male  side. 

All  the  deaths  since  the  last  visit  were  the  result  of  natural  causes, 
ascertained  in  the  very  creditable  proportion  of  90  per  cent,  by  post-mortem 
examination.  General  paralysis  accounted  for  12 '5  per  cent.,  phthisis  for 
the  same  percentage,  and  senile  decay  for  19  per  cent.  'There  has  been 
no  inquest.  That  no  bedsores  were  present  in  the  case  of  any  of  the 
deaths,  and  that  no  patient  was  so  suffering  during  the  time  of  our  visit 
is  presumptive  evidence  that  the  nursing  of  the  sick  is  careful  and 
efficient.  We  should,  however,  welcome  an  addition  to  its  resources  by 
the  provision  of  verandahs  for  the  open-air  treatment  of  the  many  cases 
which  have  been  elsewhere  found  to  be  benefited  by  it. 

We  saw  60,  or  just  over  6  per  cent,  of  all  the  patients,  in  bed  when 
we  visited  the  wards  ;  but,  although  many  were  feeble  and  there  were 
many  general  paralytics,  very  few  were  suffering  from  acute  illness  in 
any  form.  Generally  the  health  of  the  patients  appeared  to  be  good. 
Four  were  in  the  Isolation  Hospital  on  account  of  dysentery  or  diarrhoea, 
which  did  not,  however,  appear  to  be  of  a  severe  type.  With  these 
exceptions  no  zymotic  disease  has  appeared  in  the  Asylum  ;  and  there 
have  been  no  serious  casualties. 

The  staff  of  atU  ndants  and  nurses  is  of  adequate  strength,  and  their 
record  of  service  is  satisfactory. 

It  will  be  seen  that  in  our  opinion  this  Asylum  continues  to  be  conducted 
in  a  very  satisfactory  manner,  and  to  bear  evidence  thoughout  of 
Dr.  Hunter’s  ability  of  administration.  The  case  books  are  well  and 
carefully  kept. 


York  City  Asylum.

We  have  to-day  made  our  Annual  inspection  of  this  Asylum,  and  can 
report  that  it  continues  to  be  well  maintained  and  efficiently  managed. 
Since  our  Colleagues’  visit  in  March  of  last  year  the  following  changes

There  are  now  on  the  statutory  books  of  the  Institution  the  names  of 
366  patients  in  the  proportion  of  162  men  to  204  women.  Of  these 
seven  are  classed  as  private,  for  whom  the  weekly  maintenance  rate  is 
from  14s.  to  30s.,  and  123  are  chargeable  to  out-county  unions  ;  76  are 
received  under  a  contract  from  West  Hartlepool  at  a  weekly  charge  of 
13s.  10c/.  and  eight  from  South  Shields  at  14s.  and  the  others  from  Bolton 
and  Manchester. 

The  weekly  maintenance  charge  for  the  City  cases  is  12s.  3d. 

The  Asylum  is  now  full,  there  being  two  in  excess  on  the  male  side 
and  but  two  vacancies  on  the  female.  One  man  is  out  on  trial,  and  the 
remainder  who  are  in  residence  have  all  been  seen  by  us  and  given 
opportunities  of  talking  with  ns.  V\  e  found  the  patients  of  both  sexes 
very  free  from  complaints  of  any  kind  ;  they  were  neat  and  tidy  in  their 
dress  and  were  orderly  in  their  behaviour  ;  they  gave  evidence  of  being 
kindly  and  considerately  treated  by  the  staff. 

We  saw  the  dinner  consisting  of  roast  beef,  with  potatoes  and  cabbage 
and  lemonade  as  a  beverage  in  some  of  the  wards  on  the  female  side,  it 
was  nicely  served  and  appeared  to  be  of  good  quality.  We  are  glad  to 
hear  of  the  proposal  to  give  the  meals  to  as  many  patients  as  possible  in 
association  in  the  hall,  which  was  originally  intended  lor  this  purpose. 
We  are  sure  that  this  arrangement  will  facilitate  the  serving  of  the  meals, 
and  will  add  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients.  We  are  also  glad  to  know 
that  a  fish-frying  apparatus  will  shortly  be  provided. 

The  wards  throughout  were  in  admirable  order,  and  the  beds  and 
bedding  good  and  clean.  The  verandahs  in  the  Infirmary  wards  on  both 
sides  have  been  successfully  widened. 

The  grounds  are  kept  in  good  order,  and  the  trees  and  shrubs  are 
growing  well. 

The  most  noticeable  addition  to  the  Institution  lately  has  been  the 
purchase  of  the  Naburn  Lodge  Farm  comprising  about  100  acres,  with  a 
good  dwelling  house  and  farm  buildings.  We  have  been  over  it  to-day 
and  can  congratulate  the  Visiting  Committee  on  it.  We  are  sure  it  will 
prove  a  wise  acquisition  not  only  for  the  recreation  and  employment  of 
the  patients,  but  also  on  economic  grounds. 

'  Now  in  course  of  erection  is  a  pavilion  on  the  cricket  ground. 

Except  for  a  rather  sharp  outbreak  of  influenza  on  the  male  side  in 
the  spring  of  this  year,  the  Asylum  during  the  period  under  review  has 
been  free  from  disease  of  an  infectious  or  zymotic  character. 

The  general  health  is  good,  but  there  are  under  treatment,  more 
particularly  on  the  female  side,  a  large  number  of  aged  more  or  less 
helpless  people,  who  need  much  care  and  attention,  requirements  which 
we  are  satisfied  are  being  fully  bestowed. 

The  deaths  were  all  due  to  natural  causes,  which  in  only  55  per 
cent,  were  verified  by  post-mortem  examination;  an  inquest  was, 
however,  held  in  one  case,  because  the  patient,  a  man  who  died  from 
fatty  degeneration  of  the  heart,  had  sustained  an  apparently  slight 
accident  some  time  before  his  admission. 
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The  injuries  of  at  all  a  serious  character  that  have  occurred  in  the 
Asylum,  have  been  four  fractures,  two  of  which  resulted  from  accidental 
falls,  while  two  arose  out  of  altercation  with  fellow  patients. 

There  has  been  no  employment  of  mechanical  restraint,  but  four 
women  have  been  secluded  on  eleven  occasions  for  a  total  of  9  hours  and 
10  minutes. 

From  the  statistical  returns  for  last  year,  we  find  that  the  attendance 
at  the  Church  of  England  services  in  the  chapel  on  Sunday  mornings 
was  very  good,  and  a  good  number  of  the  Roman  Catholic  patients 
attended  tbe  services  provided  for  them. 

A  very  good  percentage  of  patients  were  usually  present  at  the 
weekly  entertainments. 

1  wenty-one  per  cent,  of  the  patients  usually  walked  out  weekly 
beyond  the  Asylum  estate.  We  are  glad  to  see  the  number  of  those 
confined  to  the  wards  and  airing  courts  has  been  still  further  reduced. 

The  number  of  patients  daily  employed  usefully  is  nearly  up  to  the 
average  in  Asylums  generally,  but  we  hope  it  will  be  possible  to  employ 
more  men  on  the  farm  and  garden,  and  more  women  in  the  laundry. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  of  sufficient  strength  numerically. 
The  Committee  have  recently  revised  the  leave  and  pay  of  the  staff,  the 
change  taking  place  as  from  the  1st  of  May  last.  The  hours  of  duty  for 
the  day  male  staff  now  are  70  per  week,  and  those  for  the  day  nurses  694, 
while  the  hours  for  the  night  staff  of  both  sexes  are  60  per  week.  On  the 
whole  the  duration  of  service  of  the  staff  is  not  unsatisfactory,  but 
38-4  per  cent,  of  the  nurses  have  under  one  year’s  service. 

The  case  books  and  medical  registers  continue  to  be  kept  in  a 
thorough!)  satisfactory  manner. 
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Alterations  in  and  Additions  and  Improvements  to  County  and 
Borough  Asylums  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State  during 
1913,  the  Cost  of  which  will  not  much  exceed  1,500/.

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ENTRIES  BY  COMMISSIONERS  AT  HOSPITALS,  &c 


St.  Andrew’s  Hospital,  Northampton. 

22  April  1913. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues  in  December  this  Hospital  has 
suffered  a  great  loss  by  the  death  (ou  Jau.  19th)  of  Mr.  Joseph  Bay  ley, 
who  had  for  over  47  years  managed  its  affairs  as  Medical  Superintendent  ; 
during  which  period  its  sphere  of  usefulness  has  been  largely  extended, 
and  it  has  reached  a  standard  of  efficiency  which  bears  ample  testimony 
to  the  excellence  of  his  administration.  The  Committee  have  appointed 
in  his  place  Dr.  Rambaut,  the  Superintendent  of  Salop  Asylum,  who  has 
not,  however,  as  yet  come  into  residence. 

The  changes  among  the  patients  since  the  last  visit  have  been  as

As  the  result  there  are  to-day  on  the  books  the  names  of  427,  197  on  the 
male  and  230  on  the  female  side.  Two  ladies  are  absent  on  trial ;  22  gentle¬ 
men  and  16  ladies  are  on  leave  at  Moulton  Park,  and  16  gentlemen  and 
29  ladies  at  Bryn-y-Neuadd,  where  one  of  the  three  lady  boarders  is  also 
staying. 

In  the  course  of  our  visit  yesterday  and  to-day  we  have  seen  all  the 
patients  in  the  hospital  and  its  villas  and  those  at  the  Moulton  Park 
houses,  and  can  report  very  favourably  on  the  condition  in  which  we 
found  them.  We  also  saw  the  two  voluntary  boarders  in  residence,  who 
are  proper  cases  to  remain  on  that  footing.  The  patients  were  generally 
contented.  Their  bodily  health  is  good,  the  numbers  in  bed  being 
o  gentlemen  and  11  ladies,  several  of  whom  were  there  for  mental  treat¬ 
ment.  We  give  in  the  Patients’  Book  the  names  of  three  whom  we 
noticed  as  mentally  improved.  To  four  patients  at  their  requests  we  gave 
private  interviews  ;  they  are  properly  detained.  We  paid  special  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  newly  admitted  cases  and  satisfied  ourselves  as  to  the 

•/ 

propriety  of  their  detention. 

The  hospital  and  its  dependencies  continue  to  be  maintained  in  the 
best  of  order. 

The  deaths  during  the  period  were  all  from  natural  causes  ;  there  have 
been  no  serious  casualties,  nor  any  epidemic  or  zymotic  disease. 

Forty-three  patients  have  been  secluded,  on  428  occasions,  for 
2,0041)  hours  in  all.  No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  has  been  recorded. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  patients  usually  attend  divine  service  on 
Sundays,  and  132  the  associated  entertainments  ;  139  are  usefully 
employed  ;  7  gentlemen  are  allowed  to  go  out  on  parole,  and  87  other 
patients  go  for  walks  attended. 

Carriage  exercise  is  provided  for  40  gentlemen  about  eight  times,  and 
for  41  ladies  about  four  times  in  each  month. 
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The  staff’  consists  of  137  attendants  and  nurses  for  day  and  13  for 
night  duty,  the  number  being  equally  divided  between  the  sexes.  Thirty- 
seven  have  been  engaged  within  the  year,  and  58  can  count  upwards  of 
5  years’  service. 

The  average  weekly  cost  of  maintenance  in  1912  was  2/.  12s.  9| d. 
The  proportion  of  the  patients  received  gratuitously  was  70  per  cent.;  of 
those  paying  up  to  10s.  a  week,  6*32  per  cent.;  of  those  paying  above 
10s.  but  not  above  21s.,  7 '26  per  cent.  ;  57'38  per  cent,  paid  over  21s.  but 
not  over  42s.,  and  28*34  per  cent,  paid  over  42s. 

In  the  absence  of  Dr.  Rambaut,  Dr.  Martin  accompanied  us  round  the 
wards  and  rendered  us  all  the  assistance  we  required,  showing  a  good 
knowledge  of  every  case. 


Bryn-y-Neuadd. 

26  October  1913. 

Visiting  this  house  to-day  we  can  report  that  it  is  maintained  in 
very  good  order  and  constitutes  a  most  useful  addition  to  the  amenities  of 
St.  Andrew’s  Hospital. 

The  hall  itself  to-day  was  unoccupied  as  it  is  about  to  receive  a 
thorough  cleaning. 

The  19  patients  now  in  residence  were  mostly  in  the  Villa 
which  has  been  considerably  extended  and  enlarged  and  affords  very 
comfortable  accommodation. 

We  saw  to-day  all  of  them,  as  well  as  one  gentleman  who  is  here  as  a 
voluntary  boarder. 

With  one  exception  they  were  enjoying  good  health  and  appear  to 
be  quite  satisfied  with  the  attention  they  receive. 

The  majority  of  the  gentlemen  now  here  are  likely  to  remain  during 
the  winter. 


Barnwood  House,  Gloucester. 

5  July  1913. 

We  found  this  Hospital  to-day  maintained  in  its  usual  excellent  order. 
In  the  past  three  months  much  re-papering  and  internal  re-decoration  has 
been  carried  out,  while  the  work  at  the  sanatorium  in  connection  with  the 
new  bathrooms  and  the  heating  and  hot  water  service  has  now  been 
completed. 

The  patients  presented  a  very  well  cared  for  appearance  and  were 
evidently  treated  with  every  kindness  and  consideration.  Only  one  of 
them  was  showing  any  marked  mental  improvement,  but  the  general 
health  of  the  institution  was  very  good,  there  being  but  one  gentleman 
confined  to  bed.  The  new  cases,  to  which  we  gave  special  attention,  are 
all  proper  for  detention. 

Since  the  last  visit  on  March  17th  there  have  been  2  gentlemen  and 
4  ladies  admitted,  2  gentlemen  and  7  ladies  discharged,  6  upon  recovery, 
and  one  gentleman  has  died  from  natural  causes. 

There  are  now  on  the  books  of  the  Hospital  the  names  of  66  gentlemen 
and  79  ladies  as  patients,  in  addition  to  whom  there  are  2  voluntary 
boarders.  Nine  ladies  were  away  at  “  The  Wilderness  ”  but  the  remainder 
were  in  residence  and  seen  by  us  in  the  course  of  our  visit. 

There  are  vacancies  to-day  for  six  patients  on  the  female  side. 
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There  have  been  no  serious  casualties  and  no  recorded  use  of  either 
mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion. 

Sixty  patients  usually  attend  the  church  services  on  Sundays  and  76 
the  associated  entertainments.  Fifty-three  of  the  gentlemen  and  72  of 
the  ladies  are  able  to  occupy  themselves  in  some  way.  One  gentleman 
walks  out  alone  beyond  the  Hospital  grounds  and  9  patients  have  their 
parole  within  the  grounds  ;  47  go  out  attended  and  73  have  carriage 
exercise  at  frequent  intervals. 

A  strong  staff  of  nurses  and  attendants  is  maintained  and  we  are  glad 
to  notice  that  nearly  one-half  of  the  staff  are  able  to  show  more  than 
5  years  in  the  Hospital  service. 

The  average  weekly  cost  of  maintenance  per  head  last  year  was 
21.  17s.  6| d.  Of  the  patients,  79*  1  per  cent,  pay  more  than  two  guineas 
a  week,  12*9  from  one  to  two  guineas,  3*4.  from  10s.  to  21s.,  2  per  cent, 
up  to  10s. and  2*6  are  received  gratuitously.  It  is  therefore  obvious  that 
the  Hospital  continues  to  discharge  a  considerable  amount  of  charitable 
work. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  carefully  entered  up. 


The  Wilderness,  Mitciieldean. 

17  March  1913. 

I  have  to-day  visited  this  branch  house  of  Barn  wood  House  Hospital 
aud  have  seen  the  9  ladies  who  are  at  present  residing  here  on  leave  of 
absence  from  that  Institution.  They  are  all  on  the  footing  of  patients, 
and  I  have  found  them  happy,  very  comfortable  and  in  excellent  physical 
health.  None  of  them  gave  promise  of  recovery,  most  of  them  having 
been  long  in  residence.  The  house  is  in  very  good  order. 

The  staff"  comprises  a  matron.  2  companions,  a  nurse,  4  domestic 
servants  and  4  men  in  ihe  garden®. 


Bethel  Hospital,  Norwich. 

21  May  1913. 

Nine  patients  have  been  admitted  to  this  Hospital  since  it  was  last 
visited  by  members  of  our  Board  in  November  1912;  11  have  been 
discharged  or  removed,  5  of  whom  had  recovered  ;  and  8  have  died.  The 
deaths  were  all  from  natural  causes,  aud  5  resulted  from  senile  decay. 

These  changes  leave  to-day  on  the  books  the  names  of  89  patients, 
34  being  of  the  male  and  55  of  the  female  sex,  all  of  whom  are  in 
residence  and  have  been  seen  by  us.  There  are  also  1  gentleman  and 
6  ladies  residing  as  voluntary  boarders  who  are  proper  cases  to  remain  on 
that  footing. 

We  found  the  patients  well  cared  for,  comfortable  and  contented  ; 
from  none  did  we  receive  any  complaints  of  the  treatment  received.  The 
physical  health  of  the  Institution  is  generally  very  good  and  we  only  saw 
one  patient  in  bed.  The  newly-admitted  patients  are  all  proper  cases  for 
detention.  We  give  in  the  Patients’  Book  the  name  of  a  lady  who  shows 
mental  improvement  and  will  probably  in  a  short  time  go  out  on  trial. 

The  records  contain  no  entry  of  the  use  of  mechanical  restraint  during 
the  period  under  review,  and  but  one  of  seclusion  for  a  period  of  six  hours.

Appendix  E.  to  Sixty-eighth  Report 

We  found  the  wards  and  grounds  in  very  good  order,  and  everywhere 
clean  and  well  kept.  One  outside  wall  of  No.  2  female  corridor  was 
seriously  damaged  at  the  time  of  the  floods  last  year,  and  will  have  to  be 
rebuilt.  We  are  glad  to  hear  that  the  opportunity  will  not  be  lost  sight 
of  for  constructing  an  observation  dormitory  for  acute  cases  on  the 
ground  floor,  with  arrangements  for  open-air  treatment  in  connection 
therewith. 

Forty-five  patients  usually  attend  the  Sunday  services  provided  in  the 
Hospital  and  1  gentleman  and  5  ladies  go  to  church  outside  ;  63  are 
usually  present  at  the  associated  entertainments  ;  and  30  are  usefully 
employed.  Three  patients  are  allowed  parole,  and  20  go  out  walking 
attended  ;  carnage  drives  are  provided  for  16  once  a  week. 

The  staff  consists  of  7  male  attendants  and  1 1  nurses  for  day,  and  of 
1  of  each  for  night  duty.  Three  nurses  and  none  of  the  men  have 
served  less  than  twelve  months,  while  5  of  each  can  reckon  over  5  years 
in  the  Hospital. 

The  average  cost  per  head  per  week  in  1912  was  1/.  65.  6 d.  Seven 
patients  are  received  gratuitously  ;  34  at  payments  less  than  2 Is.  per 
week,  54  at  payments  from  21  s.  to  42s.  ;  and  only  one  pays  above  42 s.

There  were  to-day  on  the  hooks  the  names  of  194  patients  in  the 
proportion  of  83  gentlemen  to  111  ladies.  One  gentleman  and  4  ladies 
were  absent  on  leave  or  trial,  leaving  189  patients  in  residence.  There 
are  also  8  of  each  sex  residing  in  the  Hospital  as  voluntary  boarders,  all 
of  whom  are  proper  cases  to  remain  upon  that  footing. 

We  were  quite  satisfied  with  the  condition  in  which  we  found  all 
parts  of  the  Hospital.  The  wards  on  both  sides  are  comfortable  and 
well  kept,  while  the  single  rooms  and  associated  dormitories,  as  well  as 
the  beds  and  bedding,  were  in  proper  order. 

The  patients  presented  a  well  cared  for  appearance  and  it  is  evident 
that,  while  all  that  is  possible  is  done  to  cure  their  mental  ailments,  their 
general  happiness  and  contentment  are  also  closely  considered. 

The  new  heating  system  is  now  in  thorough  working  order,  the 
temperature  of  all  the  galleries  being  at  a  comfortable  level ;  several 
valuable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  laboratories  which  are  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Clement  Lovell  who  entered  on  his  duties  on  the 
1  st  inst. 

The  recent  appointment  of  honorary  consultants  in  various  branches 
of  medicine  and  surgery  should  prove  of  great  value  to  the  work  of  the 
Hospital. 
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Tlie  general  health  of  the  patients  is  good  ;  although,  there  were 
64  patients  in  bed,  but  few  of  them  were  suffering  from  serious  illness. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  so  many  patients  are  kept  in  bed  as  a  mode  of 
treatment  for  their  mental  condition,  the  provision  of  facilities  for 
nursing  them  in  the  open  air  would  be  most  beneficial. 

While  8  patients  have  been  secluded  on  126  occasions  for  a  total  of 
127  hours,  one  has  been  mechanically  restrained  on  6  occasions  for  a  total 
of  19  hours. 

Thirty-five  patients  usually  attend  divine  service  on  Sundays  and 
75  the  associated  entertainments,  the  same  number  being  usefully 
employed. 

Seven  patients  are  allowed  their  parole,  27  walk  out  attended  beyond 
the  grounds,  and  three  enjoy  occasional  drives. 

The  staff  consists  of  32  attendants  and  34  nurses  for  day  and  of  6  of 
each  for  night  duty.  Thirty-nine  of  the  staff  can  show  more  than  5  years’ 
service  in  the  Hospital.  Lectures  for  the  staff  on  anatomy,  physiology 
and  massage  have  been  instituted,  in  connection  with  which  certificates 
of  proficiency  are  granted.  W  e  were  glad  to  hear  that  most  of  the  staff 
hold  the  certificate  of  the  Medico  Psychological  Association. 

The  large  proportion  of  63  per  cent,  of  the  patients  are  received 
gratuitously,  and  of  the  remainder  none  pay  more  than  two  guineas  a 
week. 


Bethlem  Convalescent  Home,  Witley. 

30  July  1913. 

There  were  7  gentlemen  and  15  ladies  residing  here  to-day,  all  of 
whom  I  had  some  conversation  with. 

Nearly  all  of  them  appeared  to  be  deriving  benefit  from  the  change 
and  spoke  most  appreciatively  of  the  arrangements  made  for  their  care 
and  comfort. 

The  general  health  was  excellent. 

The  house  and  its  surroundings  were  in  very  good  order.  I  thought, 
that  some  of  the  bed-rooms  were  rather  stuffy  and  would  be  improved 
more  if  the  windows  could  be  made  to  open,  if  only  to  a  small  extent.

There  are  now  on  the  books  of  the  Hospital  the  names  of  59 
gentlemen  and  66  ladies  as  patients,  and  of  1  gentleman  and  3  ladies 
as  voluntary  boarders.  One  gentleman  is  away  on  leave,  but  the 
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remainder  liave  been  seen  by  ns.  We  have  paid  special  attention  to 
those  patients  who  are  now  in  residence,  and  who  have  been  admitted 
since  our  last  visit,  and  are  satisfied  as  to  the  propriety  of  their  detention, 
although  two  of  the  ladies  show  some  improvement.  One  of  the  lady 
voluntary  boarders  became  Avorse  during  last  week,  and  unless  irhprove- 
ment  takes  place  in  her  mental  condition  within  the  next  fortnight  she 
must  be  certified.  We  gave  private  interviews  to  two  of  the  gentlemen  ; 
neither  are  fit  for  discharge.  We  found  the  patients  of  both  sexes  kindly 
and  considerately  treated,  and  we  received  no  complaints  which  were  not 
the  outcome  of  their  delusions. 

The  general  health  of  the  Institution  is  and  has  been  good  ;  those 
whom  we  found  in  bed  to-day  were  chiefly  old  and  feeble  people. 

The  day  rooms,  dormitories  and  single  rooms  are  all  in  very  good 
order,  a  great  deal  of  repapering  and  redecoration  having  been  done  during 
the  summer.  We  found,  however,  on  some  of  the  beds,  blankets  which 
were  very  thin,  and  should  be  withdrawn  from  use. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  re-arrangement  of  the  wards  on  both 
sides  of  the  Hospital  Avith  a  ATiew  to  promote  the  comfort  and  more 
satisfactory  treatment  of  the  patients.  SeAreral  of  the  sick  and  feeble 
men  are  now,  we  are  glad  to  observe,  looked  after  by  female  nurses. 
Dr.  Jeffrey  is  also  largely  introducing  the  open-air  treatment  of  the 
patients,  several  shelters  in  the  courts  having  been  provided,  and  a 
verandah  is  about  to  be  erected  in  No.  6  ward  on  the  female  side. 

The  four  deaths  were  all  from  natural  causes. 

During  the  last  nine  months  there  has  been  no  use  of  mechanical 
restraint,  but  two  ladies  Avere  secluded  on  three  occasions  for  a  total  of 
2\  hours. 

Thirty-fi  ve  of  the  gentlemen  and  25  of  the  ladies  usually  attend 
divine  service  on  Sundays,  and  the  same  numbers  the  associated 
entertainments.  Sixty-fiAre  patients  are  engaged  in  some  useful  employ¬ 
ment.  These  figures  are  satisfactory. 

Three  gentlemen  have  parole  to  Avalk  out  alone  beyond  the  grounds, 
and  19  gentlemen  and  20  ladies  go  out  attended. 

Carriage  exercise  is  proArided  for  68  of  the  patients. 

The  case  books  are  properly  kept. 

The  average  weekly  maintenance  for  last  year  Avas  1/.  15s.  10 d.  per 
head;  of  the  patients  3*1  per  cent,  are  received  gratuitously,  3*9  per 
cent,  for  payments  not  exceeding  10s.  per  Aveek  ;  27*9  per  cent,  pay  over 
10s.  but  not  more  than  21s.,  49*6  per  cent,  not  more  than  42s.  and  only 
15*5  per  cent,  over  42s.  per  Aveek. 

The  staff  has  been  increased  and  noAv  consists  of  16  of  each  sex  for 
day  duty  and  three  of  each  sex  for  night  duty. 


Manchester  Royal  Hospital,  Cheadle.

We  have  to-day  and  yesterday  paid  our  first  visit  of  inspection  for  the 
year  to  this  Hospital  svhich  with  its  dependencies  continues  to  be  main¬ 
tained  in  very  good  order.

We  found  on  the  books  the  names  of  134  gentlemen  and  223  ladies  as* 
patients,  in  addition  to  whom  there  are  16  gentlemen  and  12  ladies  on1 
the  footing  of  voluntary  boarders.  Nine  gentlemen  and  1-5  ladies  were 
absent  on  leave  or  trial,  the  majority  being  at  the  branch  establishment 
in  N.  Wales,  Glau-y-Don.  The  remainder  were  in  residence  and  seen  by 
us  in  the  course  of  our  visit.  While  we  received  several  appeals  for" 
discharge,  we  had  no  complaints  as  to  treatment,  and  it  was  evident  to  us 
that  the  patients  enjoy  much  kindness  and  consideration  from  the  medical 
and  nursing  staff. 

With  the  exception  of  one  gentleman  who  is  at  Glau-y-Don,  we  saw 
all  the  voluntary  boarders.  As  to  four  of  them  we  have  made  some 
observation  in  the  Patients’  Book  ;  the  remainder,  however,  seemed  to  us 

be  proper  cases  to  be  dealt  with  on  this  footing. 

The  general  health  of  the  Hospital  appeared  to  be  good,  only  5 
ladies  and  3  gentlemen  being  confined  to  bed  and  very  few  of  them 
were  suffering  from  serious  illness. 

Among  those  in  bed  in  a  general  dormitory  was  a  gentlemen  suffering 

from  active  tuberculosis. 

.  « 

We  should  like  to  see  verandahs  provided  for  the  outdoor  nursing 
of  such  cases  and  of  others  that  would  derive  benefit  from  their  use. 
When  any  such  scheme  is  taken  in  hand — and  we  are  glad  to  hear  from 
Dr.  Scowcroft  that  the  matter  is  under  consideration — we  trust  that  it 
will  include  similar  provision  for  the  treatment  of  recent  and  acute  cases; 
for  whom  rest  in  bed  in  the  open  air  is  so  beneficial.  At  the  same  time 
opportunity  might  well  be  taken  to  set  apart  and  adequately  equip,  on 
each  side,  a  set  of  admission  and  clinical  rooms  for  the  extended  exami¬ 
nation,  study  and  treatment  of  recent  cases.  We  are  of  opinion  that  the 
resources  of  the  Hospital  would  thereby  be  materially  increased. 

The  deaths  were  all  due  to  natural  causes,  and  the  only  serious  casualty 
occurred  in  the  case  of  a  gentleman  who  slipped  in  the  bathroom  and 
sustained  a  fracture  of  the  humerus. 

We  satisfied  ourselves  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  detention  of  all  the 
newly  admitted  cases  now  in  residence  ;  only  2  patients  showed  much 
sign  of  mental  improvement. 

We  gave  private  interviews  to  3  gentlemen  and  1  ladv. 

Ten  patients  have  been  secluded  on  36  occasions  for  274  hours  and 
2  ladies  have  been  mechanically  restrained  on  24  occasions  for  336 
hours. 

The  Sunday  services  in  the  chapel  are  usually  attended  by  140 
patients  and  the  associated  entertainments  by  165  ;  42  are  usefully 
employed.  Six  gentlemen  and  4  ladies  enjoy  their  parole,  while  85 
patients  walk  out  attended  beyond  the  grounds  ;  for  120  patients  carriage 
exercise  is  provided  from  3  to  4  times  per  month. 

A  strong  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  maintained,  consisting  of  90 
for  day  and  19  for  night  duty.  While  the  duration  of  service  of  the 
attendants  is  good,  the  changes  among  the  nurses  are  more  frequent  than  is 
desirable. 

The  average  weekly  cost  of  maintenance  per  head  per  week  last  year 
was  2L  13s.  7 d.  Inasmuch  as  only  29*1  per  cent,  of  the  patients  pay 
E  0.28 
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more  than  two  guineas  a  week  it  is  evident  that  the  Hospital  continues  to 
carry  on  a  considerable  amount  of  charitable  work. 

Dr.  Scowcroft  has  the  assistance  of  three  Medical  Colleagues  by  whom 
the  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  properly  kept. 


Glan-y-Don. 

24  October  1913. 

We  have  to-day  visited  both  parts  of  this  branch  establishment  of 
Cheadle  Royal  Hospital  and  found  them  in  excellent  order  throughout, 
the  accommodation  provided  being  most  comfortable  and  suitable. 

The  telephone  has  been  installed,  which  will  facilitate  the  adminis¬ 
tration,  and  a  capital  large  summer-house  has  been  placed  in  the  ladies’ 
garden  at  The  Hall. 

The  farm  buildings  are  being  further  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  new 
piggeries  and  new  stables  for  the  farm  horses. 

The  patients  in  residence  to-day  consisted  of  7  gentlemen  and  12 
ladies  at  The  Hall  and  of  6  ladies  at  Gdan-y-Don.  There  was  also  1 
gentleman  voluntary  boarder  at  The  Hall.  Everyone  was  at  home  and 
seen  by  us  in  the  course  of  our  visit.  All  the  patients  appeared  to  be  in 
good  bodily  health  and  are  evidently  very  appreciative  of  their  suround- 
iugs  and  the  kindness  they  receive. 

Dr.  Aldred  and  Miss  Farr  continue  resident  medical  officer  and  matron 
of  the  establishment. 


The  Coppice,  Nottingham. 

14  April  1913. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  have  to  record  the  death,  which  occurred 
on  the  10th  of  last  month,  of  Dr.  Tate  who  had  been  the  Medical 
Superintendent  of  the  Institution  from  its  opening  in  1859,  and  throughout 
his  long  tenure  of  the  office,  had  conducted  the  administration  with 
conspicuous  zeal  and  efficiency,  as  the  reports  made  in  this  book  by  the 
visiting  members  of  our  Board  bear  witness.  His  successor  has  not  yet 
been  appointed,  and  meanwhile,  Dr.  Forward,  who  has  for  some  years  past 
held  the  post  of  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  is  carrying  on  the  management 
with  the  aid  of  a  locum  teneris. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  colleague  in  December,  5  patients  have  been 
admitted;  8  have  been  discharged  or  removed,  3  of  them  on  recovery  ;  and 
one  has  died  from  natural  causes.  There  are  on  the  books  to-day  the 
names  of  41  gentlemen  and  45  ladies  ;  a  total  of  86,  who,  with  the 
exception  of  a  lady  absent  on  trial,  are  in  residence  and  have  been  seen  by 
us. 

All  appeared  to  be  receiving  due  care  and  attention,  and  to  be  couteuted 
with  their  treatment  ;  they  were  in  good  bodily  health,  and  no  one  was 
confined  to  bed.  We  mention  in  the  Patients’  Book  the  names  of  two  who 
showed  marked  mental  improvement.  We  paid  special  attention  to  the 
newly  admitted  cases,  and  satisfied  ourselves  as  to  the  propriety  of  their 
detention.  To  one  gentleman  we  gave  at  his  request  a  private  interview. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded  since  the 
last  visit. 

Thirty  patients  usually  attend  the  Sunday  religious  services  :  7 1  are 
usefully  employed  ;  1  lady  is  allowed  to  walk  out  unattended  beyond  the 
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grounds,  and  26  other  patients  take  walks  attended  ;  carriage  exercise 
is  provided,  on  an  average  twice  a  week  for  29  patients. 

The  staff  consists  of  9  male  attendants  and  13  nurses  for  day  duty 
and  of  2  and  3  respectively  for  night  duty.  Five  men  and  6  nurses  have 
served  over  5  years,  and  3  of  each  sex  under  a  year. 

The  average  weekly  cost  of  maintenance  in  1912  was  21.  3 s.  5 d.  per 
head.  The  proportion  of  patients  received  for  payments  not  exceeding 
10s.  a  week  was  4*65  per  cent.  ;  8*14  per  cent,  paid  above  10s.  but  not 
more  than  21s.  a  week;  72-09  per  cent,  above  21s.  but  not  more  than 
42s.  ;  and  15-12  per  cent  paid  over  42s. 

The  case  hooks  are  well  written  up.  Dr.  Forward  accompanied  us 
round  the  wards,  and  gave  us  all  the  information  we  required. 


Coton  Hill  Hospital,  Stafford. 

11  February  1913. 

We  have  to-day  visited  this  Hospital  which  continues  to  provide  useful 
accommodation  for  patients  unable  to  pay  other  than  comparatively  small 
rates  of  maintenance. 

The  establishment  generally  was  in  proper  order,  but  there  are  some 
parts  of  the  gentlemen’s  side  which  are  in  great  need  of  attention,  some  of 
the  rooms  are  being  repapered,  a  process  which  they  greatly  require,  but 
many  of  the  carpets  are  much  worn  and  need  renewal. 

Although  in  most  parts  of  the  Hospital  there  is  a  fair  supply  of 
illustrated  papers  and  periodicals,  for  the  least  favourable  patients  there 
seemed  to  he  a  complete  absence  of  any  picture  papers  of  a  current  issue. 

The  changes  among  the  patients  since  our  colleagues’  visit  in  October

There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  126  patients,  49  of  whom 
are  gentlemen  and  77  ladies. 

There  are  also  4  ladies  residing  here  as  voluntary  boarders. 

One  gentleman  patient  was  away  on  leave  and  one  of  the  voluntary 
boarders  was  out  for  the  day. 

With  these  exceptions  we  saw  to-day  all  whose  names  are  on  the  books, 
and  conversed  with  as  many  as  were  able  and  willing  to  talk  to  us. 

lleyond  appeals  for  discharge  we  had  no  complaints  of  treatment,  the 
patients  of  both  sexes  appearing  to  be  fairly  happy  and  contented. 

W  e  have  no  doubt  that  they  are  receiving  proper  care  and  attention 
from  Dr.  Hewson  and  his  staff. 

There  is  no  entry  relating  to  mechanical  restraint,  but  3  gentlemen 
nave  had  to  be  secluded  on  22  occasions,  for  a  total  duration  of  55f  hours. 

Nineteen  patients  usually  attend  the  Sunday  services  and  32  the 
associated  entertainments,  while  31  are  usefully  employed,  of  these  only  5 
are  of  the  male  sex,  and  we  should  like  to  see  this  number  augmented. 

H  H  2 
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Two  patients  have  their  parole  and  39  walk  out  attended  beyond  the 
grounds.  Forty-one,  in  about  an  equal  proportion  of  both  sexes,  enjoy 
carriage  exercise  several  times  in  the  month. 

The  staff  consists  of  14  attendants  and  18  nurses  for  day  and  of  3 
attendants  and  6  nurses  for  night  duty  ;  cf  these  1 1  have  been  in  the  service 
of  the  Hospital  for  more  than  five  years. 

The  health  of  the  Hospital  is  very  good,  only  one  patient  at  the  time 
of  our  visit  being  confined  to  bed. 

The  average  weekly  cost  of  maintenance  per  head  was  for  the  last 
year  1/.  13  9.  4 d.  ;  we  notice  that  28  *  6  per  cent,  of  the  patients  pay  from  lOs. 
to  21s.  per  week,  and  that  59*5  per  cent,  pay  from  one  to  two  guineas  a 
week. 


Holloway  Sanatorium,  Virginia  Water. 

15  December  1913. 

We  have  to-day  completed  our  second  inspection  this  year  of  this 
Institution  which  we  commenced  on  the  11th  inst.  and  can  report  that  it 
continues  to  be  maintained  in  excellent  order  throughout,  and  to  afford 
very  comfortable  accommodation  for  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  resident  in 
it. 

Since  our  last  visit  in  March  last  the  following  are  the  changes  that 
have  taken  place  amongst  the  patients,  leaving  the  numbers  as  stated  : —

Sixteen  of  the  lady  patients,  13  of  the  gentlemen  patients,  2  of  the 
lady  boarders  and  1  gentleman  boarder  are  on  leave  at  the  branch  establish¬ 
ment  at  Canford  Cliffs.  One  gentleman  patient  and  7  lady  patients 
are  on  trial  elsewhere,  and  1  gentleman  boarder  is  on  leave.  The 
remainder,  142  gentlemen  and  181  ladies,  are  in  residence  now  as  patients 
and  7  gentlemen  and  10  ladies  as  voluntary  boarders.  We  have  seen  all 
these,  especially  noting  the  cases  admitted  since  our  last  visit,  and  can 
report  that  they  are  properly  detained.  Of  the  voluntary  boarders  one 
lady  is  in  our  opinion  not  fit  to  remain  on  that  footing.  We  gave  private 
interviews  to  3  patients  of  each  sex  but  none  of  them  are  fit  for 
discharge. 

We  found  the  patients  comfortable,  and  properly  cared  for,  and 
received  no  complaints  as  to  their  treatment.  The  general  health  of  the 
establishment  is,  and  has  been  good.  We  note  with  pleasure  that  full 
advantage  is  taken  of  the  verandahs,  and  we  hope  that  an  extension  of  this 
method  of  treatment  will  be  provided,  particularly  for  the  cases  of  the 
more  acute  type,  so  that  they  may  receive  similar  benefit.  We  are  also 
glad  to  know  that  Dr.  Moore  has  under  consideration  the  installation  of 
apparatus  to  enable  continuous  baths  to  be  given  to  those  patients  who 
would  benefit  by  them. 
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The  16  deaths  mentioned  above  were  all  from  natural  causes,  but  it  is 
noticeable  that  no  less  than  seven  deaths  on  the  male  side  were  due  to 


general  paralysis. 

During  the  period  under  review  there  has  been  no  use  of  mechanical 
restraint,  but  1 1  ladies  have  been  secluded  on  22 1  occasions  foi  a  total  of 
618  hours  in  all. 

The  divine  services  in  the  chapel  on  Sundays  are  usually  attended  by 
50  of  the  gentlemen  and  142  of  the  ladies,  while  75  of  the  former  sex  and 
130  of  the  latter  are  generally  present  at  the  associated  entertainments. 

Eleven  gentlemen  and  10  ladies  have  their  parole  to  walk  out  alone 
beyond  the  grounds,  while  75  gentlemen  and  120  ladies  go  out  attended 
Carriage  exercise  is  taken  by  55  gentlemen  and  138  ladies  about  twice  a 
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A  large  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  maintained,  numbering  104  of 
the  former  and  71  of  the  latter,  and  their  record  of  service  continues  to  be 
o-ood,  56  of  the  men  and  33  of  the  women  being  able  to  reckon  over  five 
years’  service  in  the  Hospital. 

The  average  weekly  cost  of  maintenance  is  21.  15s.  2d.  per  head. 
The  percentage  of  patients  who  are  received  gratuitously  is  5 ' 26,  that  of 
those  paying  un  to  and  including  10s.  a  week  1  *57,  of  those  paying  abo\  e 
10s,  and  up  to  and  including  21s.  3 ’94,  of  those  from  21s.  to  42s.  20  26, 


and  over  42s.  68 ‘94. 

The  statutory  registers  and  case  books  are  all  in  excellent  ordei,  and 
the  entries  in  the  latter  show  evidence  of  good  medical  work. 

Dr.  Moore  has  the  assistance  of  four  medical  officers,  of  whom  one  is  a 
lady,  and  with  respect  to  two  of  the  others  we  are  glad  to  hear  that  separate 
houses  are  provided,  enabling  them  to  be  married. 


“  St.  Ann’s,  ”  Canford  Cliffs,  Bournemouth. 

15  January  1913. 

I  have  been  extremely  pleased  with  my  visit  to  and  inspection  of 
this  establishment.  I  found  everything  in  most  excellent  order  and  the 
ladies  and  gentlemen  in  residence  appear  to  appreciate  their  comparative 
freedom  and  their  general  surroundings. 

-g  There  are  to-day  17  ladies  and  14  gentlemen  staying  here,  one  of  each 
sex  being  a  voluntary  boarder,  f  have  seen  them  all  either  in  the  build¬ 
ing  or  amusing  themselves  about  the  grounds.  Good  progress  has  been 
made  since  the  last  visit  in  the  laying  out  of  the  adjoining  land,  the  sea¬ 
wall  and  terraces  have  been  completed,  and  the  stairs,  for  rendering  the 
means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  from  the  roofs  of  the  low  buildings  to  the 
courts  more  easy,  have  been  put  in  hand  and  will  soon  be  placed  m 
position.  I  was  ‘accompanied  by  Miss  MacMaster  during  my  visit,  who 
gave  me  every  assistance  and  showed  me  over  the  whole  of  the  building 
and  grounds. 


The  Lawn,  Lincoln. 

9  April  1913, 

Since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues  in  December,  5  patients  have  been 
admitted  to  this  Hospital  ;  1  has  been  discharged  on  recovery,  and  4, 
including  one  of  the  new  admissions,  have  died.  The  total  number  there¬ 
fore  remains  unchanged,  namely  79,  of  whom  26  are  on  the  male  and  53 
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on  the  female  side.  All  are  to-day  in  residence  and  have  been  seen  by 
us.  i  here  are  also  2  voluntary  boarders,  one  of  each  sex,  who  may  properly 
remain  on  that  footing. 

The  patients  appeared  to  be  well  cared  for  in  all  respects,  and  to  be 
contented  with  their  treatment,  of  which  no  complaints  were  made  to  us. 
Their  health  is  good,  and  but  1  gentleman  and  4  ladies  were  in  bed. 
We  paid  special  attention  to  the  newly-admitted  patients  and  satisfied 
ourselves  of  the  propriety  of  their  detention.  One  of  these  and  also 
another  lady  showed  mental  improvement.  We  gave  a  private  interview 
to  one  of  the  gentlemen  at  his  request ;  his  detention  is  proper. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded  since 
the  last  visit. 

The  wards  were  in  good  order. 

Sixty-two  patients  usually  attend  divine  service  on  Sundays,  and  66 
the  associated  entertainments  ;  56  are  usefully  employed.  Two  are 
allowed  out  on  parole,  61  go  for  walks  attended,  and  a  like  number  are 
given  carriage  exercise. 

The  staff  of  attendants  consists  of  11  on  the  male  and  18  on  the  female 
side  for  day  duty,  and  2  on  each  side  for  night  duty.  Only  1  man  and  2 
nurses  have  served  less  than  a  year  while  5  and  6  respectively  can  count 
upwards  of  five  years  in  the  Hospital. 

One  patient  is  received  gratuitously  ;  10  per  cent,  pay  over  10s.  and 
not  more  than  21s.  a  week  ;  76  per  cent,  over  21s.  and  not  more  than  42s.  ; 
and  only  13-75  per  cent,  pay  over  42s. 

The  case  books  are  well  written  up. 

In  the  absence  of  Dr.  Russell  we  were  accompanied  round  the  build¬ 
ings  by  Dr.  Patton  and  the  Matron,  Mrs.  Keillor,  who  gave  us  all  the 
information  and  assistance  we  required. 


Saint  Luke’s  Hospital,  Old  Street,  E.C. 

3  January  1913. 

The  changes  among  the  patients  in  this  Hospital  since  it  was  last 
visited,  all  of  which  have  been  on  the  female  side,  have  consisted  of  20  admis¬ 
sions,  9  discharges,  of  which  7  were  on  recovery,  and  3  deaths  from  natural 
causes.  There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  49  male  and  141  female 
patients  and  there  are  also  15  voluntary  boarders,  5  male  and  10 
female.  Two  of  the  boarders  are  unfit  to  remain  on  that  footing,  and  must 
therefore  be  certified  or  discharged.  One  male  patient  is  absent  on  trial, 
and  of  the  ladies  14  patients  and  2  boarders  are  on  leave  at  Welders, 
13  patients  and  1  boarder  on  leave  at  Nether  Court,  and  7  on  leave 
or  trial  elsewhere.  We  would  again  urge  strongly  that  the  branch 
establishments  at  Welders  and  Nether  Court,  should  be  made  available  for 
all  patients  likely  to  benefit  by  staying  therein,  and  not  reserved  to  so 
huge  an  exient  as  they  are  for  those  able  to  make  an  extra  payment  for 
the  privilege. 

M  e  saw  all  the  patients  in  residence  and  found  them  well  cared  for  and 
generally  contented. 

I  he  health  of  the  Institution  is  good,  and  of  the  16  patients  whom  we 
found  in  bed  many  were  there  by  way  of  mental  treatment. 

We  paid  special  attention  to  the  newly-admitted  patients,  all  of  whom 
are  properly  detained.  The  names  of  7  who  exhibited  marked  mental 
improvement  are  given  in  the  Patients’  Rook. 
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The  Hospital  is  in  good  order,  but  B  Ward  of  B  Wing  is  much  in 
need  of  brightening,  especially  when  regard  is  bad  to  the  class  of  patients 
who  occupy  it  ;  and  we  think  it  would  greatly  improve  the  appearance 
of  the  wards  generally  and  contribute  to  the  comfort  and  recovery  of  the 
patients,  if  the  paint  and  wall-papers  were  of  much  lighter  tints,  and 
particularly  if  white  enamelled  paint  were  largely  introduced. 

We  noticed  that  the  bagatelle  tables  need  re-covering. 

A  good  and  substantial  dinner  was  served  to  the  patients  during  our 
visit.  It  was  well  cooked,  but  we  thought  served  in  rather  a  rough 
fashion,  the  vegetables  being  put  upon  the  plates  from  a  tin  on  a  side 
table  instead  of  being  supplied  in  dishes  on  the  dinner-table  itself. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  has  been  recorded  during  the  period 
under  review  ;  12  patients  have  been  secluded,  on  124  occasions,  for 
733  hours  in  all.  There  is  an  average  attendance  of  79  patients  at 
divine  service  on  Sundays,  and  of  65  at  the  associated  entertainments. 
Those  usefully  employed  average  136  ;  18  usually  walk  out  alone,  and 
64  attended  ;  carriage  drives  are  provided  during  the  summer  months  for 
about  half  the  patients. 

The  staff  consists  of  12  male  and  21  female  attendants  for  day,  and 
of  2  and  3  respectively  for  night  duty.  Four  men  and  6  nurses  have 
served  less  than  a  year,  while  6  of  each  sex  can  reckon  upwards  of  five 
years  in  the  Hospital. 

Seven  per  cent,  of  the  patients  are  received  gratuitously,  12*2  per  cent, 
pay  as  much  as  10s.  but  less  than  15s.  a  week;  17*5  pay  15s.  and 
upwards  but  less  than  21s.  ;  57*3  per  cent.  21s.  and  upwards  but  less  than 
3 is.  6d.  ;  while  of  the  remaining  5  per  cent,  only  3*  1  pay  over  21.  2s. 

It  will  be  seen  from  these  figures  that  the  Hospital  is  doing  much 
valuable  work  as  a  charitable  institution. 


Nether  Court,  Ramsgate. 

13  March  1913. 

This  branch  house  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  continues  to  be  conducted 
in  a  very  satisfactory  manner  by  Miss  Linnette,  who  is  in  charge,  and 
her  staff. 

It  was  throughout  in  excellent  order  to-day  when  I  thoroughly 
inspected  it,  and  saw  all  he  ladies  at  present  here  on  leave  from  St. 
Luke’s  Hospital.  They  are  12  in  number,  and  I  spoke  to  each  of  them 
and  had  a  long  private  interview  at  her  request  with  one  of  them. 

They  were  evidently  happy  and  contented  and  some  of  them  were 
showing  signs  of  improvement. 

It  is  obvious  therefore  that  this  house  is  discharging  its  functions  in 
an  efficient  way  and  is  a  valuable  adjunct  to  the  Hospital. 

The  extensive  grounds  continue  to  be  well  cared  for  and  the  kitchen 
garden  produce  suffices  for  the  requirements  of  the  house  and  helps 
materially  in  the  foodstuffs  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital. 


Welders,  Gerrards  Cross. 

27  June  1913. 

I  have  to-day  visitedthis  branch  establishment  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital, 
and  found  in  residence  14  ladies,  of  whom  13  were  patients  and  1  a 
voluntary  boarder.  All  were  at  home,  either  in  the  house  or  grounds  ;

they  were  evidently  well  cared  for,  in  good  health,  and  appreciative  of 
the  comfort  and  pleasant  surroundings  provided  for  them  here. 

— ~  The  house  was  in  excellent  order  and  the  gardens  well  kept  and 
beautiful  with  summer  flowers.  There  are  lawn-tennis  courts,  on  which 
some  of  the  ladies  were  playing,  and  badminton  and  croquet  lawns  for  the 
recreation  and  exercise  of  the  inmates. 

The  boarder  is  fit  to  remain  on  that  footing. 


Warneford  Hospital,  Oxford. 

24  April  1913. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues  in  December,  8  patients  have  been 
admitted  to  this  Hospital,  and  6  have  been  discharged  or  removed  ;  and 
there  are  to-day  on  the  books  the  names  of  48  gentlemen  and  50  ladies 
as  patients. 

In  addition  there  are  2  voluntary  boarders,  one  of  each  sex,  of 
whom  one,  the  gentleman,  was  out  walking  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  the 
other  we  saw  and  consider  fit  to  remain  as  a  boarder. 

We  saw  all  the  patients  whose  names  are  on  the  books  except  two 
who  are  absent  on  leave  and  one  who  was  out  walking,  and  found  them 
well  cared  for  and  comfortable,  and  generally  contented.  Four  were 
confined  to  bed,  one  of  them  an  old  lady  suffering  from  fracture  of  the 
femur,  the  only  serious  casualty  which  has  occurred  since  the  last  visit. 

The  general  health  of  the  Institution  is  good. 

We  paid  special  attention  to  the  recently  admitted  cases,  all  of  whom 
are  in  our  opinion  properly  detained. 

To  four  of  the  gentlemen  we  gave  private  interviews  at  their  request, 
but  found  none  of  them  fit  for  discharge. 

The  hospital  is  in  good  order.  No  alterations  or  improvements  have 
been  undertaken  during  the  period  now  under  review,  but  redecoration  on 
an  extensive  scale  will  shortly  be  put  in  hand. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  has  been  recorded  during  the  period  ; 
1  lady  has  been  secluded,  on  a  single  occasion,  for  an  hour  and  a  half. 

There  is  usually  an  attendance  of  44  patients  at  divine  service  on 
Sundays,  and  of  41  at  the  associated  entertainments.  Drives  are  provided 
for  all,  some  more  and  some  less  frequently,  during  the  summer  months. 

Eight  gentlemen  and  6  ladies  are  allowed  to  walk  out  on  parole,  and 
nearly  all  the  rest  go  out  attended.  Fifty-four  are  usefully  employed 
in  some  way. 

The  staff  consists  on  the  male  side  of  a  head  attendant,  and  12  others 
for  day  and  2  for  night  duty,  and  on  the  female  side  of  14  day  and  2  night 
nurses.  Their  record  of  service  is  satisfactory. 

The  average  weekly  cost  in  1912  was  1/.  13s.  8 d.  Eight  per  cent, 
were  charged  sums  not  exceeding  10s.  a  week  ;  22  per  cent,  above 
10s.,  but  not  above  21s.  ;  59  percent,  above  21s.,  but  not  above  42s.  ;  and 
13  per  cent,  above  42s. 


Wonford  House,  Exeter. 

16  June  1913. 

I  he  Hospital  is  in  good  order  throughout,  and  the  patients,  all  of 
whom  in  residence  have  been  seen  by  us,  are  evidently  well  and  properly 
treated. 

I  he  recreation  hall  has  now  been  completed,  and  is  a  most  useful 
addition  to  the  Institution.  Large  numbers  of  books  have  lately  been 
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added  to  the  stock,  and  we  saw  numbers  to-day  placed  on  tables  in  tlie 
galleries,  and  accessible  to  all  who  desired  to  read  them.  Suitable 
arrangements  have  now  been  made  in  the  washing  conveniences  in 
Iso.  4  gallery  down  ladies,  and  each  patient  has  a  separate  basin. 

Since  July  22nd,  1912,  38  patients  have  been  admitted,  23  have  been 
discharged,  of  whom  16  had  recovered,  and  8  have  died  from  natural 
causes. 

There  are  on  the  books  of  the  Hospital  the  names  of  147  patients — 
65  gentlemen  and  82  ladies,  of  whom  10  of  the  former  and  12  of  the 
latter  are  absent  on  leave  or  trial.  The  others  have  been  seen  by  us. 

To  one  gentleman  we  gave  a  private  interview,  he  is  in  our  opinion 
properly  detained,  as  are  all  the  lately  admitted  patients  who  are  still 
here,  but  1  gentleman  and  2  ladies  show  signs  of  mental  improvement. 

The  general  health  is  good,  there  being  but  2  gentlemen  and  6  ladies 
confined  to  bed.  There  is  no  record  of  seclusion  or  mechanical  restraint. 

Seventy  patients  usually  attend  divine  service  on  Sundays,  79  are 
present  at  the  associated  entertainments,  and  51  are  usefully  employed. 

Twelve  patients  have  parole  beyond  the  grounds,  46  walk  out  under 
care,  and  112  have  carriage  exercise. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  consist  of  40  for  day  and  5  for 
night  duty,  and  3  of  the  latter  and  10  of  the  former  can  show  over  live 
years’  service. 

There  are  on  the  books  the  names  of  1  gentleman  and  2  ladies 
as  voluntary  boarders  ;  one  of  the  ladies  is  at  Dawlish  ;  we  have  seen  the 
other  two,  and  they  may  remain  in  that  position. 

The  average  cost  of  maintenance  per  head  per  week  was  last  year 
1/.  15s.  8 d.,  and  3  per  cent,  of  the  patients  are  received  gratuitously. 

The  Hospital  evidently  continues  to  be  carefully  administered  by 
Dr.  Morton  and  his  colleagues. 


Plantation  House,  Dawlish. 

8  July  1913. 

I  have  to-day  visited  this  House,  where  there  are  at  present  m 
residence  9  gentlemen  and  9  ladies  on  leave  from  Wonford  House,  and 
a  lady  voluntary  boarder.  I  have  seen  them  all,  with  the  exception 
of  one  of  the  gentlemen  who  has  gone  out  with  friends.  They  are  all 
in  good  health,  and  evidently  much  appreciate  the  change  afforded  by 
this  pleasantly  situated  house  and  garden. 

The  establishment  is  maintained  in  excellent  order,  and  some  of  the 
rooms  have  been  recently  redecorated. 


The  Retreat,  York. 

21  October  1913.

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There  are  now  on  tlie  books  of  the  Hospital  the  names  of  59  gentlemen 
and  127  ladies  as  patients,  and  5  gentlemen  and  1  lady  as  voluntary 
boarders.  Four  of  each  sex  of  the  patients  and  2  of  the  voluntary 
boarders  are  at  Throxenby  Hall,  Scarborough,  and  4  gentlemen  and 
13  ladies  are  on  leave  or  trial  elsewhere.  With  the  exception  of 
1  gentlemen  who  is  out  for  the  day  we  have  seen  all  those  in  residence. 
We  do  not  consider  that  the  lady  voluntary  boarder  is  a  proper  subject  to 
remain  on  that  footing,  and  she  should  be  certified  or  removed.  We 
have  paid  special  attention  to  the  patients  now  in  residence  who  have 
been  admitted  since  our  last  visit,  and  can  report  that  they  are  properly  , 
detained.  Not  many  of  those  we  have  seen  promise  early  recovery.  We 
found  the  patients  very  contented,  and  free  from  any  complaints,  and 
th  ey  all  appeared  to  be  receiving  every  care  and  attention. 

The  bodily  health  of  the  establishment  is  and  has  been  during  the 
past  9  months  good,  no  case  of  zymotic  disease  having  occurred.  All  the 
7  deaths  were  from  natural  causes. 

There  have  been  two  rather  serious  casualties  ;  one  lady  went  out  in 
the  grounds,  where  she  was  allowed  out  on  parole,  set  fire  to  her  clothing, 
and  severely  burned  her  chest  and  arms  ;  the  other  case  was  that  of  a  gentle¬ 
man  who  put  his  foot  through  a  window,  cutting  it  deeply  and  dividing 
the  tendo  achilles. 

There  has  been  no  use  of  mechanical  restraint,  but  9  ladies  have 
been  secluded  on  24  occasions  for  a  total  duration  of  13^  hours. 

The  whole  institution  continues  to  be  maintained  in  very  good  order  ; 
the  sitting  rooms  and  galleries  were  comfortable  and  bright,  and  the 
gardens  and  grounds  well  kept. 

Since  our  last  visit  the  new  sanitary  annexe  in  the  gentlemen’s  lodge 
has  been  completed,  and  another  room  provided  there,  aud  the  corridor 
redecorated  and  a  new  carpet  laid  down. 

Important  matters  that  are  engaging  the  attention  of  the  Committee 
are  the  removal  of  the  laundry  from  the  basement  of  the  main  building, 
where  it  is  certainly  in  a  very  undesirable  position,  to  a  site  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  road,  and  as  to  the  best  means  that  can  be  adopted  to 
reduce  the  number  of  excitable  female  patients  in  the  main  building,  so  as 
to  give  up  the  Lower  Fourth  Ward  to  others  of  a  quieter  class,  and  to 
reduce  the  number  of  troublesome  cases,  who  have  at  present  to  exercise 
in  the  ladies’  inner  garden.  The  proposition  now  before  the  Committee 
is  to  build  for  these  cases  an  annexe  at  Belie  Yue  Villa.  Whatever  the 
scheme  which  the  Committee  finally  decide  upon,  we  agree  with  the 
remarks  of  our  colleague  made  three  years  ago  that  it  should  not  include  a 
reduction  in  the  numbers  of  these  troublesome  cases  kept  in  the  Hospital. 
We  noticed  that  the  west  end  of  the  balcony  of  the  sixth  gallery  is  not 
quite  safe,  and  we  think  that  there  should  be  a  screen  similar  to  that  at 
the  other  end. 

Fifty-seven  of  the  patients  usually  attend  divine  service  on  Sundays, 
but  only  37  the  associated  entertainments,  while  53  are  engaged  in  some 
useful  employment. 

Five  gentlemen  have  their  parole  to  walk  out  alone  beyond  the 
grounds,  and  23  gentlemen  and  41  ladies  walk  out  attended.  Seventeen 
gentlemen  and  45  ladies  have  carriage  exercise  four  or  five  times  a  month 
each. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  consists  of  23  and  41  respectively 
for  day  duty,  and  5  and  9  respectively  for  night  duty.  Seventeen  of  the 
men,  but  only  8  of  the  nurses  can  reckon  upwards  of  five  years’ 
service. 
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The  average  weekly  cost  of  maintenance  in  1912  per  bead  was  3/.  4 s.5d., 
25  per  cent,  of  the  patients  pay  from  10s.  to  21s.  a  week,  13  per  cent, 
over  21s.  but  not  exceeding  42s.,  and  62  per  cent,  over  42s. 


Throxenby  Hall,  Scarborough. 

5  May  1913. 

There  are  but  four  of  each  sex  residing  here  now,  one  of  the 
gentlemen  being  a  voluntary  boarder  ;  he  is  a  proper  subject  to  remain 
on  that  footing.  I  have  seen  the  4  gentlemen,  but  only  2  of  the  ladies, 

1  lady  having  gone  to  York  for  the  day,  and  the  other  is  out  walking. 

The  house  throughout  is  in  very  good  order,  the  rooms  presenting  a 
very  comfortable  and  homelike  appearance.  Some  redecoration  has  been 
carried  out  lately  on  the  top  landing. 

The  patients  whom  I  saw  were  comfortable  and  contented,  and  gave 
every  evidence  of  being  well  and  properly  cared  for. 

The  staff  at  present  under  Miss  Elkins  consists  of  1  sister, 

2  nurses,  1  male  attendant,  and  an  additional  man  for  one  of  the 
gentlemen  patients,  4  domestic  servants,  and  2  gardeners. 

The  garden  and  grounds  are  in  very  good  order  and  bright  with  spring 
flowers. 


Royal  Albert  Institution,  Lancaster. 

21  April  1913. 

Our  inspection  of  this  Institution  enables  us  to  speak  in  very 
favourable  terms  of  the  general  condition  of  the  wards  and  dormitories,  as 
well  as  of  the  means  that  are  provided  for  the  amusement  and  the 
instruction  of  the  inmates.  We  saw  numbers  of  the  boys  and  girls  at 
work  in  the  class-rooms  and  shops,  and  afterwards  at  dinner,  and  were 
pleased  to  notice  how  contented  they  all  appeared  to  be.  Their  dress  was 
suitable  and  neat,  and  they  are  evidently  treated  with  kindness,  and  in 
receipt  of  all  due  attention  and  care. 

The  general  health  is  good,  and  there  were  to-day  only  34  patients 
confined  to  bed. 

We  were  glad  to  find  that  the  part  of  the  building  known  as  110  is  no 
longer  in  use,  except  as  dormitories,  the  patients  who  were  warded  there 
at  the  time  of  the  last  visit  by  our  colleagues  being  now  redistributed  in 
other  wards.  The  whole  of  the  basement  on  the  male  side  would,  we 
think,  be  greatly  improved  and  rendered  much  brighter  were  it  re¬ 
decorated  throughout,  and  were  the  windows  enlarged  so  as  to  let  in  more 
light,  and  in  redecorating  it  we  would  suggest  the  free  use  of  white 
enamel  paint.  We  gather,  however,  that  the  question  of  enlarging  the 
buildings,  in  view  of  the  increase  that  has  taken  place  of  late  years  in  the 
numbers  under  care,  is  receiving  consideration,  and  should  this  project,  as 
we  trust  it  may,  be  carried  out,  it  will  no  doubt  be  possible  to  discontinue 
the  use  of  this  somewhat  gloomy  portion  of  the  Institution. 

We  hope,  too,  that  ere  long  it  may  be  found  possible  to  provide  a 
suitable  isolation  hospital,  a  real  necessity  in  an  Institution  of  this 
character,  where  in  the  event  of  an  outbreak  of  disease  of  an  infectious 
nature  immediate  isolation  of  early  cases  is  so  very  important. 

The  male  bathroom  is  now  in  use  as  well  as  that  on  the  female  side. 
It  is  a  most  useful  addition,  but  in  the  dressing-room  of  the  female  bath¬ 
room  we  should  like  to  see  some  looking-glasses  for  the  use  of  the  girls. 
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The  detached  block  for  40  farm  patients  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  in 
occupation  this  summer,  and  plans  have  been  prepared  and  passed  for  the 
construction  of  an  outside  staircase  from  the  Girls’  Probationary  Ward 
(North  Wing).  As  a  further  protection  in  case  of  fire  in  the  Storey  Home, 
a  smoke-door  should  be  constructed  at  the  top  of  the  first  flight  of  stairs 
on  the  lines  and  in  the  position  pointed  out  by  us  to  Dr.  Douglas.  The 
only  other  matter  to  which  we  would  refer  is  the  desirability  of  refacing 
some  of  the  steps,  and  relaying  some  flooring  in  the  main  building. 

We  also  visited  Brunton  House  and  there,  as  in  some  of  the  main 
wards,  saw  good  dinners,  which  were  nicely  served. 

Since  November  5th  of  last  year  33  patients  have  been  admitted,  33 
have  been  discharged  or  removed,  and  10  have  died  from  natural  causes  ; 
and  in  no  instance  was  a  bedsore  present  at  death,  nor  was  there  any 
such  complication  amongst  the  34  patients  whom,  as  stated,  we  saw  in 
bed  to-day. 

There  are  on  the  books  the  names  of  690  patients,  of  whom  456  are 
males  and  234  are  females,  and  398  are  private  patients.  Three  patients 
are  on  leave,  so  that  there  were  687  in  actual  residence  and  seen  by  us. 

The  Sunday  services  are  usually  attended  by  419  of  the  patients,  610 
are  generally  present  at  the  associated  entertainments,  and  309  are  use¬ 
fully  employed.  Twenty-five  have  parole  beyond  the  grounds,  and  18  go 
out  walking  under  supervision. 

There  is  a  staff  of  69  attendants  and  nurses  for  day,  and  10  for  night 
duty;  and  13  of  the  former  and  11  of  the  latter  have  over  five  years’ 
service. 

The  average  cost  of  maintenance  per  head  is  13s.  8 \d.  a  week,  and 
nearly  35  per  cent,  of  the  patients  are  received  gratuitously. 


Earlswood  Asylum,  Redhill. 

4  February  1913. 

We  have  to-day  made  our  annual  inspection  of  this  Institution,  and 
can  report  favourably  of  the  condition  in  which  we  found  it,  and  its 
inmates.

There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  337  males  and  156  females, 
a  total  of  493  :  of  these  15  males  are  at  the  branch  establishment  at 
W  alton-on-the-Naze,  and  2  boys  are  on  a  holiday  with  their  friends. 
The  remainder  are  in  residence,  and,  with  the  exception  of  1  male  who 
was  out  for  the  day,  and  50  patients  who  were  isolated  for  chicken-pox 
and  measles,  have  been  seen  by  us  during  the  course  of  our  visit.  We. 
found  them  happy,  and  evidently  well  cared  for.  They  were  neatly  and 
suitably  dressed.  Many  were  receiving  instruction  in  classes,  and  others 
employed  in  various  trades  in  the  workshops. 

The  day  rooms  and  dormitories  were  generally  in  good  order,  and  the 
beds  and  bedding  sufficient  and  clean. 

A  e  understand  that  it  is  proposed  to  erect  cubicles  in  some  of  the 
dormitories  for  the  un-married  attendants.  This  would  be  better  than 
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their  sleeping  in  the  open  dormitories,  but  we  think  that,  if  the  partitions 
were  carried  right  up  to  the  ceiling,  greater  privacy  would  be  secured. 

We  saw  a  good  dinner  of  roast  meat  and  potatoes,  followed  by  a  rice 
milk  pudding,  served  in  the  hall. 

During  the  past  year,  the  work  of  reconstruction  of  the  buildings  has 
made  some  progress,  but  is  still  hampered  by  lack  of  funds.  The  grouting 
of  the  north-west  end  of  the  laundry  and  workshops  block  has  been 
finished,  and  part  of  the  Laundry  has  been  re-decorated  internally,  but  the 
wash-house  has  still  to  be  taken  in  hand,  which  is  very  urgently  needed. 

The  grouting  of  the  kitchen  block  has  also  been  finished,  and  the 
kitchen  and  scullery  redecorated.  The  re-equipment  of  the  kitchen 
plant  is  now,  we  understand,  under  the  consideration  of  the  Committee, 
which  will  entail  a  cost  of  between  750 /.  and  800/. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Factory  Inspector,  as  to  the  guarding  of 
certain  parts  of  the  machinery  in  the  machine  house  and  laundry >  have 
been  carried  out. 

All  the  deaths  were  the  result  of  natural  causes,  except  that  of  a  boy, 
who  fractured  his  femur  in  an  epileptic  fit  and  died  subsequently  of 
congestion  of  the  lungs.  In  this  case  only  an  inquest  was  held,  and,  with 
this  exception,  there  have  been  no  serious  casualties. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  22«instance3,  or  70  per  cent, 
of  all  the  deaths,  and  bedsores  were  present  in  the  cases  of  two  of  the 
latter. 

As  respects  the  prevalence  of  zymotic  disease,  at  the  last  visit,  it  was 
noticed  that  a  small  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  was  in  progress.  This 
was  followed  by  some  cases  of  chicken-pox,  and  to-day  we  have  been 
unable  to  see  50  of  the  patients,  who  are  in  isolation  in  the  infirmary, 
live  of  them  for  chicken-pox,  and  the  remainder  for  measles,  for  a 
somewhat  extensive  epidemic  of  which  preparations  are  being  made. 

The  provision  for  the  exercise  and  occupation  and  amusement  of  the 
patients  are  adequate,  and  there  is  a  good  attendance  at  the  chapel  services 
and  at  the  entertainments. 

The  weekly  maintenance  rate  last  year  was  22 s.  per  head.  Of  the 
493  patients  now  on  the  books,  162  are  received  gratuitously,  127  are 
paid  for,  up  to,  and  including  10s.  a  week,  52  between  that  sum  and  one 
guinea,  and  102  from  one  to  two  guineas,  for  18  patients  over  two  guineas 
a  week  are  paid,  and  for  32,  life  payments  have  been  made. 

An  adequate  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  maintained,  and  their 
record  of  service  continues  to  be  good. 

Dr.  Caldecott  continues  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office  with  much 
energy  and  ability,  both  of  which  have  been  severely  taxed  by  the 
carrying  out  of  necessary  structural  changes  in  the  Asylum,  without 
diminution  in  the  number  of  patients,  and  we  hope  that  the  public  will 
not  fail  to  supply  the  means  for  the  completion  of  these  works,  to  the 
urgent  necessity  of  which  we  have  many  times  drawn  attention  in  our 
reports. 


Earlswood  Seaside  Home,  Walton-on-the-Naze. 

11  September  1913. 

I  found  this  Home  to-day  in  excellent  order,  bright,  clean  and  airy  ; 
there  were  in  residence  14  female  patients  and  1  boy. 

All  were  out  in  the  playing-fields  behind  the  house  and  evidently 
deriving  benefit  from  the  sea  breezes  ;  they  were  tidy  in  their  dress  and 
person  and  seemed  very  happy. 
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Mrs.  Scrivens,  the  Matron,  is  assisted  in  her  charge  of  the  patients  by 
3  nurses. 


Royal  Eastern  Counties’  Institution. 

6  November  1913. 

Since  our  colleagues  were  here  in  February  1912  the  following

There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  250  males  and  137  females, 
a  total  of  387,  of  whom  59  were  to-day  absent  at  Clacton,  2  in  the 
Colchester  Infectious  Hospital  suffering  from  scarlet  fever,  and  1  on 
leave  with  her  friends.  The  rest  we  saw  in  the  course  of  our  visit.  We 
were  satisfied  with  their  condition  as  regards  dress  and  personal  tidiness, 
and  they  appeared  to  be  happy  and  contented.  We  visited  the  workshops, 
where  many  were  engaged  in  various  kinds  of  useful  work  and  evidently 
took  pleasure  in  their  occupation.  In  the  afternoon  the  band,  which  is 
mainly  composed  of  patients,  pla)'ed  in  the  grounds  outside,  performing 
creditably  and  to  the  enjoyment  of  those  in  the  wards. 

Since  the  last  visit  the  Wooden  Hospital  has  been  rebuilt  with  brick, 
the  female  bathroom  has  been  refloored,  and  the  scullery  Avail  tiled. 
Much  painting  and  redecoration  have  been  carried  out ;  improved  fittings 
have  been  placed  in  the  lavatories,  and  a  dough  kneading-machine  in  the 
bake  house  ;  the  boys’  playground  has  been  drained  and  laid  down  in 
grass.  The  nesv  block,  plans  for  which  haAre  been  submitted  to  us,  has 
not  as  yet  been  commenced.  Meanwhile  some  of  the  inmates  sleep  at 
night  in  the  “  Wooden  Hospital”  which  when  the  neAV  block  is  opened 
will  be  reseiwed  exclusively  for  cases  requiring  to  be  isolated. 

We  found  the  buildings  throughout  in  good  order  ;  the  rooms  are  for 
the  most  part  bright  and  well  lighted,  and  the  liberal  use  of  open 
windows  causes  them  to  be  entirely  free  from  unpleasant  odours.  The 
beds  Avere  in  good  condition. 

The  28  male  and  8  female  deaths  Avere  all  due  to  natural  causes 
which  in  58  per  cent,  were  verified  by  post-mortem  examination.  In  6 
instances  a  bedsore  existed  at  the  time  of  death.  One-quarter  of  the  deaths 
Avere  due  to  pneumonia,  and  as  many  as  30  per  cent,  to  tuberculosis,  to 
which  affection  it  is  well  known  that  cases  of  congenital  mental  disorder, 
particularly  certain  varieties,  are  very  prone.  The  special  vulnerability 
of  the  so-called  Mongolian  cases  is  probably  illustrated  by  the  fact  that 
Ave  observed  many  cases  of  this  type  among  the  younger  patients,  but 
very  feAV  adults.  A  reference  to  the  figures  of  former  years  shows  that 
the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  Avas  even  considerably  higher  than  it  is 
iioav  ;  it  is  probable  that  the  full  use  made  of  the  verandahs  (which  we 
should  like  to  see  enlarged)  by  night  as  well  as  by  day,  and  the  care  that 
is  taken  to  note  any  changes  in  the  patients’  weight  each  quarter  haAre 
aided  in  reducing  the  liability  to  this  disease.  As  is  usual  in  a  community 
in  Avhich  there  are  mauy  young  children,  several  cases  of  infectious 
disease  have  occurred,  10  of  German  measles,  11  of  scarlet  fever,  and  6 
of  mumps  ;  35  patients  have  been  attacked  by  dysentery. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  usually  attend  the  parish  church  on  Sundays, 
and  others  avIio  attend  services  provided  in  the  Institution  bring  the  total 
up  to  238  ;  240  are  usually  present  at  the  associated  entertainments  ; 
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248  are  usefully  employed  ;  and  195  go  out  for  walks  beyond  the  grounds, 
3  of  them  unattended. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  consists  of  25  and  20  respectively 
for  day,  and  1  and  2  for  night  duty.  Ten  of  the  men  and  13  nurses  have 
served  less  than  12  months,  and  11  of  the  former  and  10  of  the  latter 
upwards  of  five  years. 

As  many  as  34  per  cent,  of  the  patients  are  received  gratuitously 
and  30  per  cent,  at  payments  not  exceeding  5s.  a  week  ;  for  another  24 
per  cent,  the  charge  does  not  exceed  15s.  a  week,  and  in  one  case  only  is 
it  more  than  25s.  a  week.  It  will  be  seen  therefore  that  the  Institution 
is  doing  good  charitable  work.  We  are  glad  to  observe  that  re-election 
is  practised  liberally  and  that  the  lowest  grades  of  mental  defect  are 
received  as  freely  as  the  higher  grades. 


Crossley  House,  Clacton-on-Sea. 

11  September  1913. 

I  have  to-day  visited  this  branch  house  of  the  Eastern  Counties’  Idiot 
Institution  and  was  pleased  with  the  condition  in  which  I  found  it  and  its 
inmates.  There  are  to-day  in  residence  30  boys — one  of  them  being  on 
the  girls’  side — and  28  girls.  All  were  at  the  time  of  my  visit  enjoying 
the  fine  weather  out  of  doors,  and  appeared  to  be  well  cared  for  and 
evidently  happy.  Three  of  the  boys  were  out  for  a  walk  ;  all  the  other 
inmates  I  saw.  The  arrangements  for  draining  the  boys’  playground 
which  is  laid  with  gravel  have  been  carried  out.  The  girls’  playground 
is  still  covered  with  grass.  The  health  of  the  inmates  is  satisfactory. 

M  iss  Seaden  has  under  her  5  nurses  and  a  male  attendant. 


Magdalen  Hospital  School,  Coombe  Down,  Bath. 

19  March  1913. 

1  have  to-day  visited  this  Institution  and  seen  the  32  children  (14  boys 
and  18  girls)  whose  names  are  on  the  books.  I  was  well  satisfied  with 
their  condition.  They  were  in  good  health,  happy,  and  presented  a  neat 
and  tidy  appearance.  Since  the  visit  of  my  Colleague  in  June  last,  a  boy 
and  a  girl  have  been  admitted,  and  2  girls  have  been  discharged.  A  good 
hot  dinner  was  served  during  my  visit. 

The  establishment  continues  to  be  maintained  in  very  good  order.  The 
day  rooms  and  dormitories  are  well  warmed,  and  well  ventilated,  the 
former  being  bright  and  attractive.  The  bedding  is  sufficient  and  well 
kept.  I  pointed  out  to  Miss  Quinton  a  few  repairs  that  are  needed,  and 
she  promised  that  these  should  receive  attention  when  the  usual  spring 
decoration  is  iu  hand.  Besides  the  Matron,  the  staff  comprises  2 
governesses,  3  day  nurses,  1  night  nurse  and  4  domestic  servants.  I 
signed  the  registers. 

There  are  at  present  2  vacancies. 
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Midland  Counties’  Idiot  Asylum,  Knowle,  Warwickshire. 

19  April  1913. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues  last  May,  14  patieuts  have  been 
admitted  to  this  Iustitution,  11  have  been  discharged,  and  2  have  died. 
The  number  on  the  books  to-day  is  130,  87  boys  and  43  girls,  all  of  whom 
we  have  seen,  except  2  boys  who  are  away  on  leave,  and  1  who  was  out 
walking  with  his  friends  at  the  time  of  our  visit. 

Their  bodily  health  is  good,  and  we  found  only  2  girls  in  bed, 
neither  of  whom  was  seriously  ill.  They  appeared  happy  and  contented 
and  their  dress  and  personal  condition  were  satisfactory.  Most  of  the  boys 
and  several  of  the  girls  were  out  in  the  grounds. 

The  work  of  redecoration  has  been  proceeded  with  and  is  nearly 
complete,  and  the  rooms  have  been  much  brightened  thereby. 

We  found  all  in  good  order. 

Plans  have  been  prepared  and  will  shortly  be  submitted  for  our 
approval  for  a  new  hospital  block  which  should  prove  a  valuable  addition 
to  the  resources  of  the  Institution. 

The  only  instance  of  zymotic  disease  during  the  period  among  the 
patients  has  been  one  of  scarlet  fever  by  which  a  girl  was  attacked. 

The  staff  consists  of  8  male  attendants  and  12  nurses  for  day,  and  1  of 
each  sex  for  night  duty. 


Western  Counties’  Asylum,  Starcross,  near  Exeter. 

14  June  1913. 

The  excellent  work  in  connection  with  the  education  and  instruction 
of  those  under  care  in  this  Institution  continues  to  be  carried  out  with 
the  same  interest  and  zeal  as  heretofore. 

We  have  to-day  seen  all  the  boys  and  girls  in  residence  and,  with  the 
exception  of  8  (6  boys  and  2  girls)  who  are  confined  to  bed,  found 
them  all  at  work  in  the  class  rooms  and  shops. 

They  looked  a  happy,  contented  lot,  and  oue  could  not  help  wondering 
what  a  different  fate  would  have  been  that  of  many  of  them,  had  they 
not  been  taken  in  hand  and  carefully  trained  in  the  various  trades  and 
employments  at  which  we  saw  them  so  busily  engaged.  The  Committee 
are,  we  think,  to  be  congratulated  on  the  condition  of  the  establishment, 
which  in  all  parts  was  well  maintained  and  nicely  decorated,  as  well  as 
upon  the  general  administration  and  good  work  which  is  being  done. 

Since  the  last  visit  by  Members  of  our  Board,  much  external  and 
internal  renovation  has  been  carried  out,  a  room  has  been  fitted  up  on  the 
girls’  side  as  an  extra  knitting-room,  a  room  on  the  male  side  has"  been 
supplied  with  a  billiard  table  for  the  use  of  the  staff,  and  rather  more 
than  an  acre  of  ground  has  been  acquired  for  garden  purposes. 

The  dietary  appears  to  be  good  and  we  saAV  a  capital  dinner  of  roast 
beef,  potatoes  and  bread,  followed  by  rice  pudding,  nicely  served  in  the 
associated  dining  hall. 

Fifty-four  patients  have  been  admitted  since  March  12tli,  1912,  50  have 
been  discharged  or  removed  and  three  have  died  from  natural  causes.  In 
one  ease  an  inquest  was  held,  in  which  death  was  due  to  syncope  following 
acute  dilatation  of  the  stomach.  There  are  on  the  books  the  names  of  211 
boys  and  94  girls,  in  all  305,  1  boy  is  at  present  under  treatment  in  the 
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hospital  at  Exeter  and  another  at  the  Eye  Infirmary,  leaving  303  in 
residence  aud  seen  by  us. 

There  is  a  staff  of  31  attendants  and  14  nurses  for  day  and  1  man 
for  night  duty,  and  as  many  as  24  of  the  former  and  12  of  the  latter  have 
over  five  years’  service. 

In  the  absence  of  Mr.  Locke,  who  is  away  on  vacation,  we  were 
accompanied  by  the  Matron  and  the  Steward  from  whom  it  is  needless  to 
say  we  received  every  assistance.

STATE  CRIMINAL  LUNATIC  ASYLUMS. 

State  Criminal  Asylums. — 1.  Broadmoor. 

19  July  1913. 

The  14th  and  15th  instant,  we  devoted  to  an  inspection  of  this 
Asylum,  in  the  course  of  which  we  visited  all  the  wards  and  administrative 
department,  saw  all  the  patients,  and  gave  to  each  one  of  them  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  speaking  with  us. 

There  were  780  patients,  592  males  and  188  females,  in  residence. 
They  were  well  and  neatly  dressed  and,  with  only  one  or  two  exceptions, 
orderly  in  their  behaviour.  Their  bodily  health  was  excellent,  only  11 
being  in  bed,  and  of  these  but  one,  a  vicious  woman,  was  in  seclusion. 

Twenty-nine  of  the  patients  are  epileptics,  1  is  a  general  paralytic, 
7  are  regarded  as  actively  suicidal  and  43  as  possibly  so.  About  half 
of  the  epileptic  and  suicidal  patients  sleep  under  constant  supervision,  the 
remainder,  considered  too  dangerous  to  sleep  in  association,  are  inspected 
in  their  single  rooms  at  intervals  of  20  or  30  minutes  during  the  night. 

Manv  patients  appealed  for  their  discharge,  or  to  be  returned  to  prison  ; 
we  referred  them  to  the  Home  Office.  From  some  others  we  had 
complaints  of  rough  and  improper  treatment,  into  which  we  carefully 
inquired,  and  in  the  result  satisfied  ourselves  that  they  all  were  either  the 
outcome  of  insane  delusions  or  were  proffered  by  violent,  troublesome 
individuals  who  had  been  subjected  to  no  more  than  necessary  force. 

The  accompanying  table  shows  the  changes  which  have  occurred 
among  the  patients  since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues  on  1st  June  1912. 
It  will  be  observed  that  the  number  of  patients  certified  to  be  insane 
whilst  undergoing  sentences  of  penal  servitude  has  largely  increased, 
a  fact  which  is  due  to  the  closing  of  the  Criminal  Lunatic  Asylum  in 
connection  with  Parkhurst  Prison  and  the  transference  of  most  of  the 
patients  formerly  under  detention  there,  and  who  were  largely  of  the 
Convict  class,  to  Broadmoor.

The  daily  average  number  resident  between  1st  June  1912,  and  15th  July  1913,  inclusive  was  :  males  595,  females  203  ;  total  798. 
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The  35  deaths  were  all  due  to  natural  causes.  A  post-mortem 
examination  and  a  Coroner’s  Inquiry  were  held  in  every  case.  The 
average  age  at  death  was,  for  the  men  60  *9  years,  and  for  the  women  61  5 
years.  The  percentage  of  deaths  on  the  average  number  of  patients  resident 
in  the  year  1912  was  2*5,  while  the  percentage  of  recoveries  on  admission 
during  the  same  period  was  15 '7. 

There  has  been  no  serious  casualty. 

Fourteen,  or  1*8  per  cent.,  of  the  patients  were  reported  as  having 
wetted  their  bedding  on  the  night  preceding  our  visit.  During  the 
previous  week  64  patients  (36  males  and  28  females)  were  under  actual 
medical  treatment,  while  352  patients  (230  males  and  122  females)  were 
daily  employed.  Of  the  latter,  62  were  engaged  in  garden  work,  44  in 
the  tailor’s,  shoemaker’s,  and  other  shops,  20  in  the  stores  and  kitchens, 
30  in  the  laundry,  56  in  needlework,  and  140  in  ward  cleaning.  In 
addition  to  those  so  employed,  a  considerable  number  were  occupied  in 
reading,  writing,  and  other  pastimes.  The  value  of  work  that  every 
patient  does  is  calculated  out  upon  a  well-considered  scale,  and  the 
excellent  practice  still  obtains  of  crediting  him  or  her  with  one-eighth 
of  it. 

There  are  an  adequate  number  of  Church  of  England,  Nonconformist, 
and  Roman  Catholic  services,  but  the  attendances  do  not  appear  to  be 
large.  There  is  a  separate  well-arranged  Chapel  for  the  Roman  Catholics. 
A  good  many  indoor  entertainments  were  provided  for  the  patients 
during  last  winter,  at  which  the  number  present  varied  from  37  to  282, 
and  since  the  last  visit  there  have  been  42  cricket  matches,  which  have 
been  attended  by  an  average  of  75  patients. 

The  only  instance  of  Mechanical  Restraint  during  the  period  under 
revision  has  been  that  of  a  male  patient  who  for  36  hours  had  to  wear 
fingerless  chamois  leather  gloves  to  prevent  self-injury.

The  actual  number  of  male  patients  secluded  was  136,  and  the  actual 
number  of  female  patients  secluded  was  46,  several  of  each  sex  being  in 
more  than  one  class. 

Class  1  includes  those  who  are  secluded  for  their  own  safety  or  to 
prevent  injury  to  others.  Class  2,  those  who  are  in  single  rooms  under 
medical  treatment.  Class  3,  those  who  are  locked  into  their  own  rooms 
at  their  own  request  to  prevent  the  intrusion  of  other  patients. 

The  former  practice  of  isolating  a  patient  in  a  small  yard  has,  we  are 
pleased  to  report,  been  discontinued. 

On  each  day  of  our  visit  a  substantial,  well-cooked  dinner  was  served 
to  the  patients.  The  practice  of  using  the  recreation  room  as  a  dining 
hall  for  a  large  number  of  the  female  patients  has  been  introduced  and  is 
answering  well. 
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The  maintenance  cost  of  the  patients  per  head  per  week  is  los.  Id. 

There  is  vacant  accommodation  for  30  patients,  8  on  the  male  and 
22  on  the  female  side. 

The  patients’  blocks,  airing  courts,  and  gardens  were  tidily  kept,  and 
the  beds  and  bedding  were  in  capital  order.  We  were  pleased  to  see  that 
more  has  been  and  is  being  done  in  the  direction  of  improving  and 
brightening  the  dayrooms  and  dormitories  and  providing  the  former  with 
some  pictures  of  a  more  cheerful  character  and  a  few  birds  (though  much 
more  might  be  done  in  these  last  two  respects)  and  towards  improving 
the  ventilation  of  the  single  rooms,  as  undoubtedly  all  these  things  will 
exercise  a  beneficial  effects  on  the  patients  ;  indeed,  alieady  there  is 
evidence  of  their  doing  so. 

The  organisation  of  the  staff  for  dealing  with  an  outbreak  of  fire  is 
very  imperfect  and  should  receive  immediate,  attention  :  there  is  no 
proper  system  of  fire  alarms,  the  members  of  the  Fire  Brigade  (composed 
of  the  artisans)  are  poorly  versed  in  their  duties,  and  the  instruction  given 
to  the  attendants  how  to  use  and  roll  up  the  fire  hose  in  the  wards  is 
insufficient.  All  this  was  exemplified  by  the  facts  that  on  laising  an 
alarm  of  fire  in  one  of  the  female  wards  it  took  the  female  attendants  a 
quarter  of  an  hour  to  get  the  internal  hydrant  into  work,  that  during  that 
time  neither  the  Captain  of  the  Fire  Brigade  nor  any  member  of  it 
appeared  on  the  scene  of  the  supposed  fire,  and  that  it  was  fully  half  an 
hour  before  the  steam  fire  engine  was  brought  into  use. 

There  is  necessarily  a  large  staff  of  attendants.  Including  the  chief 
attendants,  there  are  108  men  and  31  women  for  day  duty,  and  13  men 
and  4  women  for  night  duty.  Their  record  of  service  is  very  good, 
even  without  allowing  for  the  facts  that  a  number  of  senior  attendants 
have  within  the  last  year  been  transferred  to  the  new  Criminal  Lunatic 
Asylum  at  Rampton,  and  that  other  men  have  been  engaged  to  fill  their 
places. 

The  registers  and  other  medical  records  are  generally  well  kept,  but 
there  are  some  cases  which  should  have  been  noted  up  more  carefully  in 
the  case  books. 

Dr.  Baker  is  aided  by  three  Assistant  Medical  Officers.  He  has  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  his  patients,  and  our  report  indicates  that  he  is 
administering  the  Asylum  in  a  progressive  spirit,  and  that  its  condition 
is  creditable  to  him. 


5  March  1914. 

On  the  2nd  and  3rd  inst.  we  paid  the  annual  visit  of  inspection 
required  of  our  Board  to  the  State  Criminal  Asylum  at  Broadmoor.  Our 
visit,  of  which,  of  course,  no  intimation  had  been  given  to  the  Asylum 
Authorities,  was  made  somewhat  early  in  the  year  with  the  special 
object  of  testing  and  reporting  to  the  Secretary  of  State  upon  the 
efficiency  of  the  reorganised  fire  brigade  and  other  means  which,  as  the 
result  of  our  criticisms  in  July  last,  have  been  adopted  to  cope  with  an 
outbreak  of  fire. 

Immediately  on  our  arrival  we  proceeded  to  the  female  division  of  the 
Asylum,  and  there,  in  the  same  ward  where  we  raised  the  alarm  of  fire 
at  our  previous  visit,  and  which  is  one  of  the  most  inaccessible  parts  of 
the  Institution,  again  gave  an  alarm.  The  nurses,  who  are  now  regularly 
instructed  in  fire  duty,  understood  what  to  do.  They  sounded  one  of  the 
two  steam  buzzers  which  have  been  fixed,  and  in  four  minutes  had 
the  internal  hydrant  of  the  ward  at  work,  but  the  pressure  of  water  from 
the  tower  was  obviously  inadequate.  The  new  fire  brigade,  which  has 
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been  organised  from  amongst  the  younger  and  more  active  male  attendants, 
turned  out  promptly,  steam  was  raised  in  tlie  fire  engine  in  eight  minutes, 
and  in  nine  minutes  two  streams  of  water  were  playing  upon  the  building, 
but  they  barely  reached  the  eaves  ;  with  one  stream,  however,  it  was 
just  possible  to  play  over  the  roof.  This  performance  by  the  staff  of 
their  duties  was  creditable,  and  a  great  improvement  on  that  displayed  at 
our  previous  visit.  Probably  with  more  practice  there  will  be  some 
further  speeding  up. 

With  regard  to  the  fire  appliances  we  can  report  that  an  additional 
quantity  of  hose  with  automatic  couplings  has  been  obtained  for  the  fire 
engine  ;  that  some  of  the  old  hose  couplings  have  been  adapted  to 
instantaneous  fittings  ;  that  a  fan  has  been  supplied  to  the  fire  engine  for 
quick  steam  raising  ;  and  that  the  hose  and  standpipe  cart  is  now  kept 
in  a  central  position.  The  telephone  system  has  also  been  overhauled 
and  improved,  so  that  there  is  now  a  complete  inter-communication. 

In  order  to  improve  the  present  insufficient  pressure  of  water,  which, 
to  some  extent,  is  due  to  corrosion  of  the  existing  fire  mains  and  to 
friction  from  the  long  lengths  of  hose  that  have  to  be  used,  it  is  proposed, 
although  the  scheme  has  not  yet  been  finally  settled,  to  utilise  the  existing 
water  mains,  which  at  present  serve  for  both  general  and  fire  purposes, 
for  domestic  purposes  only,  and  to  lay  a  new  ring  fire  main  of  suitable 
size  round  the  whole  Asylum  ;  to  construct  a  ferro-concrete  storage  tank 
to  hold  200,000  gallons,  and  to  house  the  existing  fire  engine  near  it  for 
pumping  into  the  new  main.  The  new  main  would  be  kept  charged 
from  the  high-service  tank  for  immediate  use  until  steam  has  been  raised 
in  the  engine.  A  commencement  has  been  made  by  patients’  labour  to 
excavate  the  mud  from  the  old  insanitary  “  duck  pond  ”  between  the 
male  and  female  divisions  of  the  Asylum  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
the  storage  tank.  This  tank  will  be  kept  filled  from  the  waterworks  by 
a  new  portable  steam  fire  engine  to  be  installed  there,  and  which  will 
pump,  through  a  new  7-inch  main,  direct  into  it.  Other  proposals  include 
the  placing  of  additional  hydrants  at  points  at  present  insufficiently 
protected  ;  the  provision  for  drying  hose  in  the  water  tower  ;  the  pur¬ 
chasing  of  a  telescopic  ladder  for  roof  work  ;  the  modernising  of  the 
hydrant  valves,  and  the  conversion  of  the  remaining  old  hose  couplings 
into  modern  fittings. 

The  accompanying  table  indicates  the  numerical  changes  which  have 
occurred  among  the  patients  since  our  visit  on  the  19th  July  last  by 
admission,  discharge,  and  death.  As  the  result  of  these  changes  there 
were  remaining  under  treatment  569  males  and  189  females,  a  total  of 
758  patients,  being  a  decrease  of  23  males  and  an  increase  of  1  female. 
We  saw  them  all  and  found  them  well  and  tidily  clothed,  and  with  but 
very  few  exceptions  in  excellent  bodily  health,  only  9  men  and  7  women 
being  confined  to  bed  or  to  their  rooms,  one  of  each  sex  being  in  seclusion. 
Only  3  patients  are  affected  with  phthisis.  The  patients  were  remarkably 
orderly  iu  their  behaviour,  and  we  satisfied  ourselves  by  careful  inquiry 
that  those  who  complained  of  ill-treatment  either  had  no  substantial 
grievance  or  were  subject  to  annoying  hallucinations.  The  arrangements 
for  their  care,  treatment,  occupation,  and  amusement  remain  much  the 
same  as  those  detailed  in  our  last  report,  and  we  are  of  opinion  that  each 
patient  has  as  much  consideration  as  can  prudently  be  accorded. 

There  have  been  two  suicides  during  the  period  under  review  ;  blame 
does  not  seem  to  be  attachable  to  any  member  of  the  staff  in  respect  to 
either  ;  in  one  instance  the  patient  was  a  trusted  man  who  cut  his  throat 
with  a  piece  of  steel  which  he  probably  picked  up  when  out  at  work,  and  in 
the  other  instance  the  patient,  who  slept  in  a  single  room,  hung  himself 
in  a  scarcely  conceivable  way  to  the  upper  hinge  of  the  shutter  which

projected  slightly  beyond  the  woodwork.  Excepting  these  two  cases, 
the  deaths,  which  in  every  instance  were  followed  by  an  autopsy,  were 
all  due  to  natural  causes. 

There  has  been  no  serious  casualty  besides  the  above-mentioned 
suicides. 

No  one  has  been  mechanically  restrained,  and  we  report  with  much 
satisfaction  that  Dr.  Baker  has  found  it  possible  as  will  be  seen  from  the 
following  table  to  still  further  limit  the  use  of  seclusion  : —

The  actual  number  of  male  patients  secluded  was  37,  and  the  actual 
number  of  female  patients  secluded  was  22,  several  of  each  sex  being  in 
more  than  one  class. 

Class  1  includes  those  who  are  secluded  to  secure  their  safe  custody 
or  to  prevent  injury  to  others.  Class  2,  those  who  are  in  single  robins 
under  medical  treatment.  Class  3,  those  who  are  locked  into  their  own 
rooms,  at  their  own  request,  to  prevent  the  intrusion  of  other  patients. 

On  the  first  day  of  our  visit  we  saw  the  women  and  on  the  second 
day  the  men  at  dinner.  On  both  occasions  the  meals  were  substantial 
and  good,  and  we  received  no  complaints  of  the  diet. 

The  beds  and  bedding  were  in  good  order. 

The  wards  are  well  kept  and  further  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
work  of  brightening  them  and  rendering  them  more  comfortable  and 
better  ventilated,  work  which  we  are  convinced  is  reflected  in  the 
improved  behaviour  of  the  patients  and  in  the  much  smaller  amount  of 
seclusion  that  is  now  necessary.  Among  the  improvements,  we  would 
more  particularly  mention  that  the  painting  of  Block  1,  Female  Wing, 
and  of  Block  6  has  been  practically  completed  ;  that  the  ground  floor  of 
Female  Block  1  has  been  painted  throughout  ;  that  the  day  rooms  and 
dining  rooms  in  W'ard  2  have  been  redecorated  and  present  a  pleasing 
appearance  ;  that  the  whole  of  the  single  room  shutters  in  Blocks  1  and  6 
have  been  fitted  with  ventilating  grids,  and  that  those  in  Block  4  are 
well  in  hand  ;  that  many  floors  have  been  prepared  for  dry  polishing  ; 
that  a  capital  shelter  for  Female  Block  2  court  is  being  erected  ;  and  that 
most  of  the  walls  of  Female  Block  2  have  been  plastered. 

The  staff  is  of  about  the  same  strength. 


Classified  with  reference  to  the  period  at  which  Insanity  was  recognised. 
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The  daily  average  number  resident  between  14th  July  1913,  and  2nd  March  1914  inclusive,  was  577  males,  190  females.  Total  767. 
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State  Criminal  Asylums. — 2.  Rampton. 

4  December  1913. 

We  visited  this  Asylum  on  the  28th  ult.,  and  found  that  considerable 
progress  had  been  made  in  the  building  of  the  institution  since  our 
Colleagues’  visit  12  months  ago.  A  second  male  block  has  been  com¬ 
pleted,  permitting  of  a  considerable  addition  to  the  number  of  patients 
transferred  from  Broadmoor.  The  female  block  still  requires  to  be 
completed  by  the  erection  of  an  annexe  in  which  the  more  refractory 
patients  can  be  accommodated.  The  recommendations  made  by  our 
Colleagues  have  been  carried  out,  including  the  protection  of  the 
ventilator-gratings  in  the  single  rooms,  the  removal  of  dangerous  spikes 
from  airing-court  railings,  and  the  subdivision  by  screens  of  the  men’s 
workshops,  the  warming  of  which  has  also  been  improved.  A  good 
deal  has  been  done  towards  the  laying  out  and  improvement  of  the 
airing-courts,  and  the  asphalting  of  their  paths.  We  trust  it  may  not  be 
long  before  it  will  be  possible  to  remove,  or  at  least  reduce  the  height  of, 
the  existing  walls  which  surround  these  courts,  and  the  proximity  of 
which  to  the  building  gives  it  such  a  confined  and  prison-like  character. 
This  much-needed  improvement  will  be  possible  when  a  boundary  wall, 
not  less  in  height  than  the  corresponding  wall  at  Broadmoor,  around  a 
portion  of  the  estate  is  erected,  so  as  to  enclose  a  cricket-field  and 
gardens,  a  total  area  of  about  16  acres,  where  the  patients  can  have 
similar  opportunity  for  recreation  and  employment  to  that  at  Broadmoor. 
When  this  is  done  it  is  hoped  that  the  inner  walls  will  be  replaced  by 
suitable  open  iron  fencing  of  an  unclimbable  character. 

Further  additions  and  improvements  which  are  either  completed  or 
nearly  finished  are  the  erection  of  10  additional  cottages  for  the  staff, 
new  farm  buildings  comprising,  inter  alia ,  stabling,  cow-house,  barn,  and 
dairy  ;  and  the  alteration  of  the  old  farmhouse  to  provide  club  and 
billiard  room  for  the  staff. 

We  can  endorse  the  favourable  opinion  expressed  by  our  Colleagues 
as  to  the  character  of  the  accommodation  provided  in  the  completed 
blocks.  The  large,  well-lighted  dayrooms  are  kept  properly  warmed 
and  ventilated,  and  are  in  all  respects  well  equipped  for  the  comfort  and 
recreation  of  the  inmates.  The  single  rooms  are  maintained  in  good 
order,  the  beds  and  bedding  are  satisfactory. 

We  saw  all  the  patients  in  residence,  and  gave  to  each  one  the 
opportunity  to  speak  with  us,  of  which  many  availed  themselves.  Only 
one  patient  of  each  sex  was  confined  to  bed,  and  the  general  health 
appeared  to  be  very  good.  The  patients  were  neatly  dressed,  and  quiet 
and  orderly  in  their  behaviour.  On  the  female  side,  where  most  of  the 
women  were  engaged  in  needlework,  general  contentment  prevailed. 

On  the  male  side,  however,  there  was  less  contentment,  many 
expressing  their  dissatisfaction  with  the  regime  at  Rampton  as  contrasted 
with  that  at  Broadmoor.  This  is  perhaps  not  unnatural,  as  of  course  it 
can  hardly  be  expected  that  a  new,  and  in  many  important  directions 
incomplete,  institution  can  furnish  all  the  amenities  existing  in  a  long- 
established  asylum  of  this  character.  The  complaints  in  question  were 
mainly  of  a  trivial  character  ;  but  we  regretted  to  find  that  there  had 
recently  been  a  serious  outbreak  of  violence  on  the  part  of  certain  of  the 
inmates  in  order  to  ventilate  their  grievances,  whereby  furniture,  including 
the  billiard  table,  had  been  destroyed  in  a  dayroom.  The  11  men 
engaged  in  this  outbreak  were  at  the  time  of  our  visit  confined  to  their 
rooms,  where  we  spoke  to  each  of  them,  and  gathered  that  the  ostensible 
reason  for  their  revolt  was  that  they  had  been  deprived  of  an  early 
morning  ration  of  bread,  to  which  they  had  been  accustomed  when  at

Broadmoor  ;  such  an  allowance  being  made  from  the  bread  remaining  over 
from  the  previous  da y.  We  found,  however,  that  the  practice  in  this 
regard  obtained  at  Bampton  just  as  at  Broadmoor,  and  that  the  ground 
for  their  plea  had  apparently  been  deliberately  created  by  the  malcon¬ 
tents  themselves.  We  fear  that  the  trouble  can  only  be  ascribed  to  the 
inability  of  these  patients  to  allow  for  the  necessary  difference  between 
the  two  asylums,  aud  their  resentment  at  being  compelled  to  live  under 
slightly  different  conditions  from  those  to  which  they  had  long  been 
accustomed.  When  the  institution  is  fully  developed  there  will  be  on 
ground  for  any  such  grievance,  and  it  is  unfortunate  that  patients  selected 
for  transfer  on  account  of  their  good  behaviour  and  general  amenability 
should  have  failed  to  realise  this.  Two  of  them  also  complained  of  an 
assault  by  au  attendant  on  another  patient,  who  himself,  however,  gave  a 
different  version  of  the  incident,  and  we  are  satisfied  that  the  charge  could 
not  be  sustained. 

The  number  of  patients  in  residence  was  219  (males  166,  females  53), 
being  an  increase  of  91  on  that  obtaining  at  the  time  of  the  last  visit. 
Since  that  date  there  have  been  101  patients  admitted,  whilst  7  have  been 
removed  and  3  have  died  from  natural  causes.  Those  removed  were  all 
females,  one  of  whom  was  unconditionally  discharged  recovered  ;  5  who 
had  recovered  were  discharged  conditionally,  and  1  removed  to  another 
asylum  on  expiration  of  sentence. 

There  are  still  vacant  beds  for  32  male  and  7  female  patients. 

The  maintenance  charge  is  17s.  6d.  per  week. 

One  patient  sustained  a  fracture  of  the  maxilla,  due  to  an  accidental 
fall  ;  this  being  the  only  serious  casualty  that  has  occurred  during  the 
12  months. 

There  are  7  epileptic  and  suicidal  patients  sleeping  under  constant 
supervision,  but  only  2  patients  who  are  regarded  as  actively  suicidal 
and  3  who  are  suffering  from  epilepsy. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  epidemic  or  zymotic  disease. 

Forty-seven  of  the  patients  attend  divine  service  in  the  Chapel,  which 
is  a  temporary  building  ;  whilst  the  numbers  who  have  attended  the  five 
associated  entertainments  that  have  been  given  during  the  present  year 
have  ranged  from  112  to  137. 

The  total  number  employed  usefully  is  109,  of  whom  65  are  males 
and  44  females — 15  of  the  former  being  employed  in  the  gardens  and 
airing  courts  and  10  of  the  latter  in  the  laundry. 

There  has  been  no  employment  of  mechanical  restraint,  wmlst  the 
amount  of  seclusion,  has  been  as  follows

Class  1  includes  all  instances  of  seclusion  in  which  the  object  to  be 
gained  is  the  prevention  of  injury  to  others,  or  to  ensure  the  patient’s 
safe  custody. 

Class  2  comprises  those  who  are  under  medical  treatment  in  bed. 

Class  3  includes  those  only  who  occupy  their  rooms  during  any 
portion  of  the  day  at  their  own  request,  the  door  of  the  room  being  closed 
to  prevent  access  by  others. 

The  staff  of  attendants  comprises,  on  the  male  side  a  chief  attendant, 
2  principal  attendants,  and  33  attendants  ;  on  the  female  side  one  chief 
attendant  and  9  attendants  ;  or  a  total  of  36  males  and  10  females,  of 
whom  4  male  and  2  female  attendants  are  detailed  for  night  duty. 

Dr.  Sullivan  is  assisted  in  the  medical  charge  of  the  patients  by 
Dr.  M’Gronigle,  who  has  succeeded  Dr.  Lloyd  as  Assistant  Medical  Officer. 
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Royal  Military  Hospital,  Netley. 

18  June  1913. 

On  the  18th  of  June  1913  we  paid  our  official  visit  of  inspection  to 
that  part  of  Netley  Hospital  which  is  known  as  D  Block,  to  which  all 
insane  soldiers  in  England  and  Wales  are  now  sent,  and  where  they  are 
detained  until  a  Medical  Board  has  declared  whether  or  not  they  are 
insane  in  a  sense  to  necessitate  their  discharge  from  the  Army. 

We  are  able  to  report  favourably  of  the  state  in  which  we  found  the 
whole  Hospital,  all  parts  of  it  being  very  clean  and  well  kept.  The 
only  insane  inmates  were  7  men  and  1  officer,  3  of  them  certified,  and  4 
still  uncertified  and  under  observation.  The  number  of  vacant  beds 
was  96. 

Since  the  visit  of  July  1912,  125  patients  had  been  admitted,  131  dis¬ 
charged,  of  whom  43  had  recovered,  and  2  had  died  from  natural  causes, 
and  in  one  of  the  deaths  a  post-mortem  examination  was  made. 
Neither  mechanical  restraint  nor  seclusion  had  been  employed  in  the 
treatment  of  the  patients. 

There  had  been  no  serious  nor  fatal  casualties.  The  only  case  of  zymotic 
disease  had  been  one  of  measles.  The  highest  number  of  patients  resident 
on  any  one  day  had  been  35,  and  the  average  stay  of  each  diagnosed 
and  certified  case  was  30  days  only. 

The  patients  whom  we  saw  were  properly  dressed,  made  no  complaints, 
and  seemed  in  good  health.  The  dietary  is  ample  and  varied.  Twelve 
attendants  are  on  duty  by  day  and  two  by  night.  There  are  usually  six 
or  seven  probationers,  and  lectures  and  instruction  in  mental  and  sick 
nursing  in  care  and  treatment  are  regularly  given  by  the  Medical  Officers. 

Since  the  last  visit  an  additional  sitting-room  has  been  provided,  and 
proposals  are  under  consideration  for  an  improvement  in  the  ventilation  of 
some  of  the  single  rooms,  which  is  still  not  satisfactory. 

A  much  needed  new  house  is  about  to  be  built  on  a  pleasant  site  for 
the  Sergeant-Major  and  Chief- Wardmaster. 

The  airing  courts  or  gardens  have  been  much  improved  of  late  years, 
and  are  now  very  well  kept. 

The  Hospital  continues  to  be  in  charge  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Kennedy, 
and  owes  much  to  his  complete  and  accurate  knowledge  of  his  duties,  which 
be  evidently  discharges  with  energy  and  efficiency. 
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Royal  Naval  Hospital,  Great  Yarmouth. 

17  May  1913. 

We  have  to-day  visited  the  Royal  Naval  Hospital  at  Yarmouth,  and 
have  made  a  careful  inspection  of  its  various  departments.  As  a  result, 
we  can  report  very  favourably  upon  the  condition  in  which  we  found  the 
fabric,  the  manner  in  which  the  institution  appears  to  be  administered,  and 
upon  the  care  and  treatment  bestowed  on  the  patients. 

There  are  at  present  on  the  books  of  the  Hospital  the  names  of  157 
patients — 40  officers  and  117  men — all  of  whom  were  in  residence  and  seen 
by  ns.  We  endeavoured  to  engage  each  one  in  conversation,  of  which 
opportunity  many  availed  themselves  freely.  We  received  but  very  few 
complaints,  none  that  were  not  obviously  the  outcome  of  the  patient’s 
mental  disorder,  and  most  of  these  had  reference  to  the  question  of 
discharge,  for  which  none  of  those  who  so  appealed  seemed  at  all  fit.  On 
the  other  hand,  several  of  the  patients  spoke  in  terms  of  appreciation  of 
the  efforts  made  for  their  comfort  and  welfare. 

The  condition  of  their  clothing,  beds  and  bedding,  was  satisfactory,  and 
the  day-rooms,  dormitories,  and  single-rooms — or  cabins,  as  they  are  called 
here — -were  clean  and  generally  in  good  order.  These  cabins  are  of 
generous  size  and,  as  far  as  possible,  are  allotted  as  a  privilege  to  well- 
conducted  patients,  who  in  many  instances  have  made  them  cosy  and 
home-like. 

The  day -rooms  continue  to  be  well  supplied  with  books,  journals, 
illustrated  papers,  and  other  objects  of  interest  and  amusement.  We  were 
glad  to  learn  that  as  much  liberty  as  is  practicable  is  allowed  to  the 
patients,  several  of  whom  are  accorded  their  parole.  The  large  centrally 
placed  enclosed  garden,  wdth  its  paved  colonnade,  affords  a  pleasant  and 
sheltered  means  of  exercise  for  those  officers  and  men  whose  mental 
condition  is  of  the  more  favourable  type.  We  would  suggest  that  if  the 
sides  of  the  promenade  mounds  in  the  other  two  airing  courts  were  planted 
in  some  places  with  flowers  and  small  shrubs,  the  appearance  of  these 
courts  would  be  rendered  much  brighter  and  more  attractive. 

In  the  airing  court  used  by  the  patients  of  the  least  favourable  class, 
the  flooring  of  the  covered  way  has  been  concreted  and  put  in  a  state  of 
thorough  repair.  A  considerable  amount  of  painting  and  other  renovation 
about  the  building  has  been  overtaken  and  in  parts  is  still  in  progress. 
Good  taste  has  been  shown  in  the  selection  of  colours,  and,  as  recommended 
by  our  colleagues,  light  shades  have  usually  been  chosen,  the  effect  of 
which  has  been  to  brighten  many  places  that  previously  were  dark  or 
gloomy.  Various  minor  sanitary  improvements  have  also  been  effected, 
including  the  relaying  of  some  of  the  floors  which  had  perished  by  reason 
of  deficient  ventilation  beneath  them.  It  is  perhaps  of  interest  to  note 
that  painted  surfaces  have  to  be  renovated  here  at  less  intervals  than  is 
usual  in  most  institutions,  on  account  of  the  deteriorating  action  of  the 
sea-air. 

Since  our  colleagues  visited  here  on  the  17th  February  last  year,  46 
patients  have  been  admitted,  8  have  been  discharged  or  removed — of  whom 
all  but  one  had  recovered,  and  39  have  died.  There  are,  it  is  calculated, 
at  present  vacancies  for  70  patients. 
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All  the  deaths  were  from  natural  causes,  which  were  verified  by 
post-mortem  examination  in  54  per  cent,  of  the  total.  An  inquest  was 
held  in  one  instance  under  circumstances  which  do  not  call  for  further 
mention  here.  In  only  one  case  was  phthisis  the  cause  of  death  ;  but 
in  no  less  than  90  per  cent,  the  cause  was  general  paralysis.  There  are 
several  possible  reasons  why  this  disease  figures  so  extensively  among 
the  deaths,  and  why  so  many  cases  of  it  are  admitted  here,  among  which 
may  be  cited  the  facts  that  patients  are  ineligible  for  admission  until 
pensionable,  and  therefore  that  the  age-periods  during  which  most  of 
them  are  received  are  those  in  which  general  paralysis  is  usually  most 
prevalent.  It  is  also  worthy  of  note  that  the  duration  of  the  disorder, 
prior  to  death,  in  the  cases  of  general  paralysis  that  are  admitted  here  is 
unusually  extended. 

The  high  proportion  of  this  disease  renders  all  the  more  creditable  the 
fact  that  there  has  again  been  a  freedom  from  bedsores,  both  with 
respect  to  those  who  have  died  during  the  period  under  review  and  as 
regards  the  11  patients  (3  officers  and  8  men)  whom  we  saw  in  bed. 
The  number  in  bed  is  equivalent  to  7*6  per  cent,  of  the  patients  in 
residence. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  would  appear  to  be  very  good. 
There  have  been  no  cases  of  infectious  disorder,  nor  have  there  been  any 
serious  casualties.  Neither  mechanical  restraint  nor  seclusion  has,  we 
were  informed,  been  employed. 

The  diet  continues  to  be  on  a  liberal  scale.  The  dinner  which  we 
saw  served  to-day  consisted  of  broth — ad  lib.,  followed  by  a  substantial 
helping  of  roast  mutton  with  potatoes  ;  and,  while  water  was  the  beverage 
generally,  light  beer  was  allowed  to  such  of  the  working  patients  as 
desired  it.  The  fare  was  evidently  appreciated. 

The  number  of  attendants  is  30,  of  whom  3  are  on  duty  in  observation 
dormitories  all  night.  These  are  relieved  for  patrol  duty  during  the 
night  by  attendants  who  turn  out  of  bed  every  2  hours  ;  this  duty  falls  to 
each  day  attendant  once  a  fortnight.  As  many  as  26  per  cent,  of  the 
attendants  have  been  in  the  service  less  than  one  year,  but  the  excellent 
proportion  of  70  per  cent,  can  count  over  five  years’  service.  No 
restriction  is  placed  on  the  number  of  attendants  that  may  be  married, 
and,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  almost  all  of  them  are  married  ;  a  sufficient 
number  take  it  in  turns  to  sleep  in  the  Hospital  each  night.  With  this 
arrangement  we  are  in  entire  sympathy  ;  but  on  inquiring  into  the  salary 
they  receive,  it  seemed  to  us  to  compare  somewhat  less  favourably  with 
the  scale  that  obtains  in  many  public  institutions  for  the  insane, 
particularly  in  respect  of  the  senior  attendants,  and  we  were  glad  to  learn 
that  the  question  of  some  increase  in  pay  may  possibly  be  shortly  under 
consideration. 

We  were  accompanied  during  our  visit  by  Fleet  Surgeon  Miller,  whose 
interest  in  maintaining  the  efficiency  of  the  Hospital  was  everywhere 
very  apparent.  He  has  the  assistance  of  one  medical  colleague,  for  whose 
use  we  were  glad  to  observe  a  detached  house  in  the  grounds  is  provided. 
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ENTRIES  BY  COMMISSIONERS  AT  METROPOLITAN 

LICENSED  HOUSES. 

Bethnall  House,  Cambridge  Road,  E. 

3  October  1913. 

We  found  this  House  in  good  order  at  our  visit  to-day.  Since  the 
visit  at  the  end  of  July  there  have  been  various  additions  to  the  number 
of  the  Middlesex  patients  of  whom  there  are  now  80,  being  the  full  number 
to  be  received  under  the  contract  with. that  county.  Further  redecoration 
and  painting  have  been  carried  out,  mostly  in  brighter  colours  in  very  good 
taste. 

The  patients  are  well  cared  for  and  seemed  generally  happy  and 
contented,  their  dress  and  personal  appearance  was  creditable,  and  though 
we  had  appeals  for  discharge  we  received  no  complaints  as  to  treatment. 

There  are  nowon  the  books  179  patients  of  the  private  class  and 
90  paupers,  exactly  100  being  of  the  male  and  169  of  the  female  sex. 
There  are  also  3  gentlemen  voluntary  boarders. 

Four  patients  were  absent  on  leave  and  one  patient  and  one  voluntary 
boarder  were  out  for  the  day,  but  with  these  exceptions  we  saw  and 
spoke  to  everyone  whose  name  is  on  the  books. 

The  changes  among  the  patients  since  the  last  visit  consist  of 
76  admissions  (70  of  which  were  on  the  female  side)  5  discharges  or 
removals,  one  upon  recovery,  and  5  deaths  all  from  natural  causes. 

The  general  health  of  the  House  to-day  was  good,  only  4  men  and 
3  women  being  confined  to  bed.  No  patients  have  been  mechanically 
restrained,  but  one  has  been  secluded  on  three  occasions  for  a  total  of 
8  hours. 

The  new  cases  now  in  residence  are  proper  for  detention. 

The  church  service  in  the  House  on  Sundays  is  usually  attended  by 
60  patients  and  the  associated  entertainments  in  the  winter  months  by 
about  80  ;  about  100  patients  are  capable  of  some  sort  of  useful  work. 

Three  patients  are  allowed  out  on  their  parole  and  nearly  40  walk  out 
attended  beyond  the  grounds. 

An  adequate  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  maintained  and  the 
duration  of  their  service  appears  to  be  satisfactory. 


Brooke  House,  Clapton,  N.E. 

2  October  1913. 

We  found  this  House  in  very  good  order  at  our  visit  to-day.  The 
patients  appeared  to  be  well  cared  for  ;  they  were  tidy  in  their  dress  and 
apart  from  the  subject  of  detention,  contented  and  free  from  complaints. 
Their  general  health  was  good,  none  of  the  7  patients  confined  to  bed 
being  very  seriously  ill.  Since  the  visit  on  June  30th,  there  have  been 
12  admissions,  9  discharges,  2  upon  recovery,  and  2  deaths  from  natural 
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causes.  There  are  to-day  upon  the  books  as  patients  the  names  of 
36  gentlemen  and  40  ladies,  making  a  total  of  76  patients.  There  are  also 
2  voluntary  boarders,  both  fit  cases  to  remain  upon  that  footing.  Three 
patients  were  away  on  leave  but  we  saw  the  remainder  in  the  course  of 
our  visit.  Three  patients  have  had  to  be  secluded  on  18  occasions  for  a 
total  of  127J  hours,  but  there  is  no  record  of  the  use  of  any  mechanical 
restraint.  All  the  new  cases  now  in  residence  are  proper  for  detention. 
Two  ladies  are  well  enough  to  go  to  church  on  Sunday,  while  12  gentle¬ 
men  and  16  ladies  usually  attend  the  services  held  in  the  House.  Fifty- 
five  patients  are  generally  present  at  the  entertainments.  Eleven 
patients  walk  out  attended  beyond  the  grounds  and  14  are  taken  for 
occasional  drives. 

The  staff  consists  of  a  Head  Attendant  and  a  Head  Nurse  and  of  15 

attendants  and  12  nurses,  3  of  each  sex  being  detailed  for  night 

duty.

Camberwell  House,  Peokham  Road,  S.E. 

2  October  1913. 

The  structural  alterations  in  connection  with  the  erection  of  new 
kitchens  and  stores  have  made  good  progress  and  we  are  glad  to  be 
informed  that  plans  will  shortly  be  laid  before  our  Board  in  reference  to 
the  construction  of  a  chapel  on  the  site  of  the  old  kitchen  for  the  seating 
of  about  150  patients. 

Since  July  3rd,  42  patients  have  been  admitted,  31  have  been  discharged 
or  removed,  of  whom  1 1  had  recovered,  and  10  have  died.  An  inquest  was 
held  in  one  instance  and  a  verdict  was  returned  in  accordance  with  the 
medical  evidence  that  the  patient  died  from  shock  associated  with 
intracapsular  fracture  of  the  right  hip  accidentally  sustained.  There  are 
to-day  on  the  books  the  names  of  391  patients — 119  gentlemen  and 
272  ladies — of  whom  19,  viz.,  5  gentlemen  and  14  ladies,  are  absent  on  leave 
or  trial,  so  that  there  are  372  patients  in  actual  residence,  all  of  whom  we 
have  seen.  We  gave  private  interviews  to  1  gentleman  and  7  ladies,  none 
of  whom  are  fit  for  discharge,  but  we  hope  that  arrangements  may  shortly 
be  made  for  the  absence  on  leave  of  one  of  these  ladies  and  for  another 
lady  and  a  gentleman  whose  cases  were  carefully  discussed  by  us  with 
Dr.  Edwards.  To  the  patients  who  have  been  lately  admitted  and  who  are 
still  in  residence  we  gave  special  attention,  and  we  consider  that  they  are 
properly  detained.  We  have  also  seen  4  gentlemen  and  3  ladies  who 
are  residing  here  as  voluntary  boarders  ;  with  the  exception  of  one  lady 
who  must  be  certified  or  discharged,  they  may  continue  in  that  position. 
The  general  health  is  good,  but  we  saw  4  gentlemen  (inclusive  of  a 
voluntary  boarder)  and  11  ladies  in  bed. 

In  addition  to  those  to  whom  reference  has  already  been  made  in  regard 
to  granting  them  leave  of  absence,  we  noticed  that  2  gentlemen  and  4  ladies 
show  signs  of  mental  improvement. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  mechanical  restraint,  but  4  patients  have  been 
secluded  on  160  occasions  for  a  total  in  all  of  379  hours. 

The  establishment  is,  throughout,  in  very  good  order,  and  the  ladies  and 
gentlemen  are  in  receipt  of  all  due  care  and  attention. 

Divine  service  on  Sunday  in  the  House  is  attended  by  76  patients 
whilst  many  of  them  are  frequently  present  at  the  services  in  neighbouring 
churches. 
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The  associated  entertainments  attract  135  of  the  inmates,  130  are 
usefully  employed,  23  are  allowed  parole  beyond  the  grounds  and  100  walk 
out  under  care,  whilst  71  enjoy  the  privilege  of  frequent  carriage 
exercise. 

There  is  a  staff  of  53  attendants  and  nurses  for  day  and  11  for  night 
duty,  and  7  of  the  former  and  6  of  the  latter  have  been  in  the  service  over 

five  years. 


Hove  Villa,  Brighton. 

11  February  1913, 

I  have  visited  this  House  to-day  and  seen  all  parts  of  it ;  and  have 
found  it  in  excellent  order  throughout  ;  the  redecoration  and  refurnishing 
undertaken  by  Dr.  Edwards  have  vastly  increased  the  brightness  and 
cheerfulness  of  the  several  rooms. 

The  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  do  not  strike  me  as  yet  being 
quite  adequate,  especially  since  the  matron’s  room  was  appropriated 
to  male  patients. 

I  advise  that  a  doorway  from  that  room  be  made,  through  the  closet 
into  the  lower  room,  so  as  to  give  a  direct  access  to  the  outside  staircase, 
and  I  also  suggest  that  on  both  doors  from  the  bedroom  passages  on  the 
ladies’  and  gentlemen’s  landings  be  painted  on  both  sides  clearly  and 
distinctly  the  words  “  To  be  kept  shut  at  night.” 

The  patients  at  present  in  residence  here  are  8  in  number,  3  of  them 
being  ladies,  and  5  gentlemen,  and  I  have  seen  5  of  these,  the  others 

being  out  on  parole.  #  . 

The  nurse  is  in  charge,  a  Miss  Strong,  who  has  evidently  gained  the 

goodwill  and  regard  of  her  patients,  and  is  an  efficient  administiator. 


Chiswick  House,  Chiswick. 

9  October  1913. 

Since  this  House  was  visited  by  a  member  of  our  Board  on  June 
27th,  2  gentlemen  and  1  lady  have  been  discharged  or  removed,  and 
1  gentleman  has  died  from  general  paralysis.  Three  of  either  sex  have 
been  admitted,  and  the  names  now  on  the  books  are  of  16  gentlemen  and 
17  ladies,  all  of  whom,  with  the  exception  of  1  gentleman,  who  is  away 
on  leave,  were  in  residence,  and  have  been  seen  by  us.  M  e  have  paid 
special  attention  to  the  recently  admitted  cases,  and  can  report  that  they 
are  properly  detained.  We  were  satisfied  as  to  the  condition  in  which 
we  found  the  patients,  and  received  no  complaints  apart  from  those  on 
the  score  of  detention. 

During  the  past  quarter  there  has  been  no  recorded  use  of  mechanical 
restraint  or  seclusion. 

The  House  and  grounds  are  maintained  in  good  order. 

Divine  service  is  held  in  the  House  on  Sunday  afternoons  by  one  of 
the  clergy  from  Chiswick  parish  church,  when  7  gentlemen  and  10  ladies 
are  usually  present. 

Two  gentlemen  and  4  ladies  also  attend  service  at  the  parish 
church. 

At  the  associated  entertainments  held  in  the  winter  months  about 
22  patients  are  usually  present. 
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Driving  exercise  is  taken  by  13  patients,  and  9  walk  out  beyond  the 
grounds. 

The  staff  on  the  gentlemen’s  side  consists  of  the  head  attendant  and 
his  wife,  who  acts  as  matron  there,  and  12  attendants  for  day  duty  and 
2  for  night. 

On  the  female  side  there  is  a  lady  superintendent  and  12  nurses  for 
day  duty,  and  1  nurse  for  night. 

The  case  books  are  carefully  written  up  to  date. 


Clarence  Lodge,  Clapham  Park. 

3  October  1913. 

The  changes  among  the  patients  in  this  House  since  the  last  visit 
have  been  1  admission,  1  discharge,  not  on  recovery,  and  1  death 
from  natural  causes.  There  are  to-day  11  names  on  the  books. 

We  have  seen  all  the  patients  and  found  them  generally  in  good 
health,  well  cared  for,  and  contented  with  their  treatment.  The  House  is 
in  excellent  order  ;  some  of  the  rooms  have  been  lately  redecorated. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded  during 
the  three  months  covered  by  this  report. 

Three  or  four  of  the  ladies  go  out  to  church  on  Sundays  and  the  rest 
attend  the  prayers  read  in  the  House  on  Sunday  mornings.  One  lady  is 
allowed  out  on  parole,  and  2  others  go  for  walks  attended  ;  4  are  taken 
for  carriage  drives. 

The  staff  at  present  consists  of  5  nurses  for  day  duty,  and  2  for  night 
duty. 


Featherstone  Hall,  Southall. 

3  October  1913. 

This  House  is  in  its  usual  excellent  order,  and  the  ladies  in  residence 
are  in  receipt  of  every  care  and  attention. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  number  of  patients,  but  2  of  the 
9  ladies  whose  names  are  on  the  books  are  at  present  on  leave  of 
absence  at  the  seaside  ;  the  others  we  have  seen. 

One  lady  is  confined  to  bed  and  is  seriously  ill. 

Some  of  the  ladies  go  out  walking  under  care,  one  attends  services  at 
the  neighbouring  church,  and  they  are  all  taken  for  frequent  motor 
drives. 

Daily  prayers  are  read  every  morning. 

The  staff  consists  of  7  nurses  for  day  and  1  for  night  duty. 


Fenstanton,  Christchurch  Road,  Streatham  Hill,  S.W. 

3  October  1913. 

Three  patients  have  been  admitted  to  this  House  since  it  was  visited 
in  June,  and  5  have  been  discharged,  2  of  whom  had  recovered.  These 
changes  leave  on  the  books  the  names  of  27,  all  of  whom  are  to-day  in 
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residence  and  have  been  seen  by  us.  We  were  satisfied  that  they  are 
receiving  proper  care  and  attention.  Their  health  is  good  ;  of  the  2  ladies 
whom  we  found  confined  to  bed  one  was  there  on  account  of  temporary 
indisposition,  and  the  other  for  the  weakness  incident  to  extreme  old  age. 
To  one  lady  at  her  request  we  granted  a  private  interview,  in  which  she 
pressed  for  removal  elsewhere. 

The  House  is  maintained  in  very  good  order,  and  the  grounds  looked 
bright  and  well  kept. 

A  dinner  of  well-cooked  and  appetising  fare  was  served  to  the 
patients  during  our  visit. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded  since 
the  last  visit. 

Four  of  the  patients  go  out  to  church  on  Sundays  ;  about  20  attend 
the  Sunday  morning  services  in  the  House  provided  by  the  vicar  of  the 
parish,  and  a  like  number  are  usually  present  at  the  entertainments  given 
during  the  winter.  Six  are  taken  out  for  walks  beyond  the  grounds,  and 
4  for  carriage  drives.  The  staff  consists,  besides  the  matron,  of  10 
nurses  for  day  and  3  for  night  duty. 


The  Flower  House,  Southend,  Catford,  S.E. 

3  October  1913. 

We  have  visited  this  House  to-day,  and  found  all  in  very  good  order. 
Some  redecoration  has  been  carried  out  since  the  last  visit,  with  good 
effect.  In  the  ground-floor  water-closet,  we  noticed  points  of  suspension 
which  ought  to  be  at  once  protected.  The  changes  among  the  patients 
since  the  same  date  have  been  as  follows  :  2  have  been  admitted,  and 
2  have  died,  both  from  natural  causes.  There  are  on  the  books  to-day 
the  names  of  16  patients,  2  of  whom  were  out  at  the  time  of  our  visit. 
The  rest  we  saw,  and  were  satisfied  with  their  condition  as  regards  dress 
and  personal  tidiness.  Their  health  is  good,  and  they  appeared  to  be 
contented. 

The  records  show  no  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  during 
the  period  under  review.  Five  of  the  gentlemen  go  out  to  church  on 
Sundays,  and  the  vicar  attends  every  other  Sunday  morning  to  see  any 
of  the  patients  who  desire  to  talk  with  him.  Nearly  all  are  present  at 
the  entertainments  given  from  time  to  time  ;  all  are  taken  out  for  drives, 
and  all  hut  3  walk  out  beyond  the  grounds,  2  being  allowed  their  parole, 
and  the  rest  being  accompanied  by  attendants. 

Seven  attendants  are  employed  by  day,  and  1  for  night  duty. 

The  entries  in  the  case  books  with  reference  to  recent  and  presumably 
curable  cases,  are  not  nearly  as  full  and  frequent  as  we  should  like  to  see 
them. 


The  Gables,  Hampton  Wiok. 

18  November  1913. 

Miss  Deck  removed  to  The  Gables  from  New  Malden  on 
October  28th  last  with  her  patients,  and  we  have  to-day  visited  the  new 
establishment. 

There  are  to-day  7  boys  living  here  as  patients,  ranging  in  age  from 
5  to  12  years  of  age.  They  are  well  and  tactfully  cared  for,  while  much 
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is  done  in  the  way  of  training  them  according  to  their  aptitudes  and 
capacities. 

The  House  seems  to  be  very  suitable  for  the  purpose,  being  bright 
and  airy,  while  there  is  at  the  back  a  fair-sized  garden  in  which  the 
patients  spend  a  good  deal  of  their  time. 

The  general  health  of  the  boys  is  good,  with  the  exception  of  one, 
who  is  an  epileptic. 

There  has  been  only  one  change  among  the  patients  since  Mr.  Hodgson 
visited  at  New  Malden,  one  boy  having  been  discharged  to  his  people, 
and  one  has  been  newly  admitted. 

Dr.  Cowen  visits  the  House  at  least  once  in  every  month. 


The  Grange,  East  Finchley. 

3  October  1913. 

One  lady  has  been  admitted  since  this  House  was  last  visited  and  there 
are  to-day  8  patients  residing  here.  We  have  seen  them  all,  they  are  all 
properly  detained  and  are  evidently  well  cared  for. 

The  House  and  grounds  are  in  capital  order. 

There  has  been  no  seclusion  or  restraint. 

One  lady  goes  out  walking  under  care  and  one  has  carriage  exercise, 
the  others  are  confined  to  the  gardens. 

The  staff  consists  of  8  nurses  for  day  duty  and  3  for  night  duty. 


Halliford  House,  Shepperton. 

18  November  1913. 

Since  the  last  visit  to  this  House  there  have  been  no  changes  among 
the  patients  who  are  the  same  15  gentlemen  and  12  ladies  that  were  seen 
on  that  occasion. 

They  continue  to  enjoy  good  bodily  health,  no  one  being  confined  to 
bed,  in  addition  to  which  they  were  tidy  in  their  personal  appearance, 
seemed  to  be  fairly  contented  and  are  evidently  treated  with  proper  care 
and  attention. 

The  House  was  in  fair  order,  the  ladies’  rooms  being  markedly  superior 
in  comfort  and  general  appearance  to  those  occupied  by  the  gentlemen. 
There  is  no  recorded  use  of  either  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion. 

Eight  patients  are  well  enough  to  attend  the  services  at  the  parish 
church  on  Sundays. 

Seven  gentlemen  have  their  parole,  while  most  of  the  other  patients 
walk  out  attended  beyond  the  grounds  and  several  have  carriage  exercise 
three  or  four  times  a  week. 

A  fair  number  of  patients  attend  any  concerts  or  theatricals  that  are 
given  in  the  village. 

The  staff  consists  of  3  attendants  and  3  nurses  for  day  and  of  1  nurse 
for  night  duty,  their  duration  of  service  is  not  unsatisfactory. 


of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy. 
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Hayes  Park,  Middlesex. 

2  October  1913. 

Since  this  House  was  visited  in  June,  1  patient  has  been  admitted 
and  2  have  been  discharged,  1  of  whom  had  recovered.  The  names  of 
17  are  to-day  on  the  books.  We  have  seen  them  all  except  one  who  was 
absent  on  leave.  We  were  well  satisfied  with  their  personal  condition, 
and  with  the  care  that  appeared  to  be  taken  of  them  ;  they  were  con¬ 
tented  and  made  no  complaints  to  us  and  their  health  was  good. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded  during 
the  three  months. 

The  House  was  in  very  good  order. 

Entertainments  are  provided  from  time  to  time  during  the  winter 
months,  at  which  about  15  of  the  ladies  are  usually  present.  Two  go  out 
to  church  on  Sundays,  and  15  attend  the  Sunday  evening  services  given 
by  Dr.  Higginson  or  Dr.  Stillwell.  Ten  are  taken  for  drives  in  a  motor 
which  goes  out  twice  daily  with  2  patients.  Four  ladies  are  allowed 
to  walk  out  unattended,  and  3  others  attended.  The  staff  consists  of 
10  day  nurses  and  one  for  night  duty. 


Hendon  Grove,  Hendon,  N.W. 

3  October  1913. 

We  found  everything  in  very  good  order,  and  think  that  every 
endeavour  is  being  made  to  make  the  surroundings  of  the  patients  home¬ 
like  and  comfortable.  A  new  conservatory  has  been  built,  improvements 
are  being  made  in  connection  with  the  greenhouse,  and  the  grounds, 
where  we  found  the  ladies  sitting  out,  are  well  kept  and  nicely  arranged. 

Since  the  last  visit,  5  patients  have  been  discharged,  1  has  died  from 
natural  causes,  and  there  have  been  3  admissions,  leaving  9  patients  on 
the  books  and  in  residence,  all  of  whom  we  have  seen.  The  general 
health  is  good,  and  1  lady  has  considerably  improved  mentally. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  seclusion  or  restraint. 

Two  ladies  have  parole  beyond  the  grounds,  most  of  the  others  walk 
out  under  care,  and  have  in  turn  carriage  drives  twice  a  week. 

The  vicar  of  the  parish  holds  a  service  in  the  House  on  Sunday 
afternoons,  and  2  ladies  attend  the  services  in  the  neighbouring  church. 

The  staff  consists  of  9  day  and  2  night  nurses. 


Mead  House,  Hayes,  Middlesex. 

2  October  1913. 

Two  patients  have  been  discharged,  one  of  them  on  recovery,  since 
this  House  was  visited  in  June  :  and  there  are  now  the  names  of  12  on 
the  books,  all  of  whom  are  to-day  in  residence  and  have  been  seen  by  us. 
We  found  them  all  well  cared  for  and  contented  with  their  treatment  ; 
their  bodily  health  appeared  to  be  good.  The  House  was  in  excellent 
order  and  the  grounds  bright  and  well  kept. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  has  been  recorded  since  the  last  visit ; 
1  lady  has  been  secluded,  on  3  occasions,  for  12  hours  in  all. 
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Three  of  the  ladies  attend  the  Sunday  services  at  Hayes  Park,  and 
6  the  entertainments  which  are  given  there  during  the  winter. 

Nine  are  taken  for  motor  drives,  and  4  for  walks,  all  attended. 

Seven  nurses  are  engaged  for  day  and  1  for  night  duty. 


Moorcroft  House,  Hillingdon. 

2  October  1913. 

We  have  to-day  visited  this  House  and  Laurel  Lodge  and  seen 
the  40  gentlemen  and  5  ladies  whose  names  are  now  on  the  books. 
Since  the  visit  in  June,  3  male  patients  have  been  admitted  ;  1  has  died 
from  natural  causes  and  1  gentleman  and  1  lady  have  been  discharged, 
the  former  recovered. 

The  patients  generally  are  in  good  health,  and  the  one  gentleman  whom 
we  found  in  bed  was  not  there  on  account  of  illness.  We  give  in  the 
Patients’  Book  the  name  of  one  who  shows  mental  improvement.  To 
one  lady  at  her  request  we  granted  a  private  interview  at  which  she 
made  a  claim  to  be  discharged  ;  but  for  this  she  is  not  fit. 

We  were  satisfied  that  the  patients  were  receiving  proper  care  and 
attention  ;  and  none  made  any  complaint  of  the  treatment  received. 

No  use  of  seclusion  has  been  recorded  during  the  period  to  which 
this  report  refers  ;  one  lady  has  been  mechanically  restrained,  on  15 
occasions,  for  a  total  of  128  hours. 

The  House  and  Laurel  Lodge  were  throughout  in  very  good  order. 

The  Sunday  morning  services  in  the  House  are  usually  attended  by 
16  of  the  patients  ;  6  also  go  out  to  church.  The  monthly  entertainments 
hai-Ve  an  average  attendance  of  about  30.  Sixteen  are  taken  out  for 
drives,  and  7  for  walks  beyond  the  grounds. 

The  staff  consists  of  17  day  and  2  night  attendants  at  the  House,  and 
of  6  nurses  at  Laurel  Lodge  ;  and  there  are  2  matrons  for  each  building. 


Newlands  House,  Tooting  Beg  Road,  Tooting,  S.W. 

3  October  1913. 

Since  the  last  visit  to  this  House  4  patients  have  been  admitted  ; 
2  have  been  discharged,  one  of  them  recovered  ;  and  one  has  died  from 
natural  causes.  There  are  to-day  on  the  books  the  names  of  14,  all 
of  whom  are  in  residence  and  have  been  seen  by  us.  They  were  neat 
and  tidy  in  their  dress  and  personal  condition  and  appeared  to  be 
receiving  good  care  and  attention.  Pwo  were  confined  to  bed  ,  the 
health  generally  was  good. 

The  work  of  re-decoration  has  been  carried  further  and  is  still  in 
progress,  and  the  House  is  in  very  good  order. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  has  been  recorded  since  the  last  visit  ; 
2  patients  have  been  secluded  on  three  occasions  for  a  total  of  2J  hours. 

Services  are  given  on  Sunday  mornings  in  the  House  which  are 
attended  by  all  but  4  of  the  patients  ;  only  1  of  the  present  inmates  goes 
walking  beyond  the  grounds  ;  drives  are  provided  4  times  a  week,  of 
which  all  the  gentlemen  avail  themselves. 

The  staff  consists  of  a  sister,  3  nurses  and  3  male  attendants  for  day, 
and  2  nurses  and  1  male  attendant  for  night  duty. 

We  would  call  Dr.  Sergeant’s  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  statutory 
books  have  not  been  kept  quite  up  to  date. 


of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy. 
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Normansfield,  Hampton  Wick. 

22  September  1913 

Since  this  House  and  its  dependencies  were  last  visited  by  one  of 
my  Colleagues,  3  male  and  2  female  patients  have  been  admitted  ; 

1  male  has  died  from  natural  causes  and  another  has  been  discharged. 
These  changes  leave  on  the  books  the  names  of  82  male  and  50  female 
certified  patients.  With  the  exception  of  2  boys  and  1  girl,  who 
were  away  “on  holiday,”  and  12  boys  who  were  out  walking  or  driving, 
I  saw  them  all,  and  was  well  satisfied  with  their  general  appearance  and 
with  the  care  and  attention  that  are  evidently  being  bestowed  upon  them. 

Cleanliness  and  good  order  prevailed  everywhere,  and  the  condition  of 
the  patients’  bedding  was  all  that  could  be  desired. 

Four  patients — 2  of  each  sex— -were  in  bed,  but  none  for  any  serious 
illness. 

Advantage  is  taken  of  the  various  means  of  employment  provided  here 
by  about  half  the  number  of  boys  and  by  not  quite  that  proportion  of  girls. 

The  winter  weekly  associated  entertainments  are  attended  by  almost 
all  the  patients  ;  similarly  nearly  all  in  turn  go  out  for  carriage  drives, 
arid  over  87  per  cent,  go  for  walks  beyond  the  grounds.  These  are  very 
commendable  proportions. 

The  staff  numbers  22  attendants  and  19  nurses  for  day  duty,  and  two 
of  each  sex  for  night  duty.  It  is  satisfactory  to  learn  that  only  three  of 
them  have  under  one  year’s  service,  and  that  as  many  as  15  have  over 
five  years’  service.  Although  no  patient  is  employed  in  the  laundry,  I 
would  suggest,  for  the  protection  of  the  staff,  that,  an  automatic-action 
guard  be  fitted  to  the  ironing  machine. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  report  that  my  visit  has  left  a  very 
favourable  impression  upon  me. 


Northumberland  House,  Green  Lanes,  Finsbury  Park,  N. 

2  October  1913. 

W E  have  found  all  parts  of  this  House  to-day  maintained  in  very  good 
order.  The  new  conservatory  in  the  centre  of  the  main  building  has  now 
been  completed,  improving  the  general  accommodation  as  well  as  the 
access  to  each  wing  of  the  House,  while  some  minor  improvements  have 
been  carried,  out  in  the  small  gardens  upon  which  the  conservatory  abuts. 

The  patients  of  both  sexes  presented  a  tidy  and  well-cared  for 
appearance  and  were  enjoying  good  general  health,  very  few  of  them  being 
confined  to  bed  and  only  one  for  serious  illness.  Only  one  patient,  however, 
showed  marked  signs  of  mental  improvement.  We  paid  special  attention 
to  the  newly-admitted  cases  and  satisfied  ourselves  as  to  the  propriety  of 
their  detention. 

Since  the  visit  on  July  1st  there  have  been  8  admissions,  9  dis¬ 
charges,  2  upon  recovery,  and  1  death  from  natural  causes.  There  are 
to-day  on  the  books  the  names  of  28  gentlemen  and  51  ladies,  making 
a  total  of  79  patients.  One  gentleman  is  absent  on  trial,  but  with  this 
exception  every  one  was  in  residence  and  seen  by  us  in  the  course  of  our 
visit. 

There  is  no  recorded  use  of  mechanical  restraint,  but  two  patients  have 
been  secluded  on  66  occasions  for  199^  hours. 

Ten  patients  go  on  Sundays  to  church  and  39  attend  the  service  held 
in  the  House.  Six  patients  are  allowed  their  parole,  while  18  walk  out 
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attended  beyond  the  grounds  ;  17  have  carriage  drives  from  time  to  time. 
Entertainments  given  in  the  House  are  usually  attended  by  about  50  of 
the  patients. 

The  staff  consists  on  the  male  side  of  a  head  attendant  and  10 
attendants  for  day  with  4  for  night  duty,  and  on  the  female  side  of  a 
Matron,  an  Assistant  Matron,  and  15  nurses  for  day  with  3  for  night  duty. 


Otto  House,  West  Kensington. 

8  October  1913. 

The  only  change  that  has  taken  place  amongst  the  patients  since  this 
House  was  last  visited  by  a  member  of  our  Board  is  the  discharge  of  one 
lady  on  recovery. 

There  are  the  names  of  19  ladies  now  on  the  books  ;  with  the  exception 
of  one  lady  who  was  out  for  the  afternoon,  they  have  all  been  seen  by  us, 
and  appeared  comfortable,  and  as  contented  as  their  mental  state  will 
allow. 

The  general  health  of  the  establishment  is  good,  only  one  lady  being 
confined  to  bed  on  account  of  a  cold. 

There  has  been  no  use  of  mechanical  restraint,  but  one  lady  has  been 
secluded  on  seven  occasions  for  a  total  of  28  hours. 

The  house  is  maintained  in  very  good  order  ;  we  found,  however,  that 
the  fire  exits  on  the  landing  had  not  been  attended  to,  as  they  should  have 
been.  It  is  very  important  that  these  should  be  easily  opened,  and  the 
locks  must  be  kept  free  from  dust,  and  be  regularly  oiled. 

Divine  service  is  held  in  the  house]on  Sunday  afternoons  by  one  of  the 
clergy  of  St.  Peter’s,  Fulham,  and  is  attended  on  the  average  by  10  ladies. 
Two  of  these  also  occasionally  attend  service  at  a  neighbouring  church. 

Driving  exercise  is  taken  by  ten  of  the  patients,  and  about  the  same 
number  walk  out  attended  beyond  the  grounds. 

The  staff  consists  of  15  nurses,  13  for  day  duty  and  2  for  night. 

The  case  books  are  carefully  noted  up  to  date. 


Peckham  House,  Peckham,  S.E. 

6  October  1913. 

Since  this  House  was  visited  by  a  member  of  our  Board  on  the  8th  of 
July  last  the  following  changes  have  taken  place  amongst  the  patients: —

There  are  to-day  on  the  books  the  names  of  102  gentlemen  and  238 
ladies  as  patients  and  of  2  ladies  as  voluntary  boarders. 

One  gentleman  and  10  ladies  are  away  on  leave  or  trial,  and  10  ladies 
are  at  the  branch  establishment  at  Worthing. 
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The  remainder  of  the  patients,  319  in  number,  and  the  two  voluntary 
boarders  were  to-day  in  residence  and  have  all  been  seen  by  us.  To 
5  ladies,  whose  names  are  given  in  the  Patients’  Book,  we  gave  private 
interviews  ;  none  of  them  are  fit  for  discharge. 

We  found  the  patients  of  both  sexes  in  good  bodily  health,  only 
4  males  and  2  females  being  confined  to  bed  ;  the  general  health  of  the 
establishment  during  the  past  year  has  been  good,  the  only  case  of  zymotic 
disease  being  that  of  a  member  of  the  female  staff  who  suffered  from 
typhoid  fever  contracted  outside.  There  have  been  no  serious  casualties. 
The  only  death  was  that  of  an  aged  lady  from  heart  disease. 

We  paid  special  attention  to  all  the  recently  admitted  patients,  and 
can  report  that  they  are  all  properly  detained.  The  two  voluntary 
boarders  are  proper  subjects  to  be  allowed  to  remain  on  that  footing. 

We  only  noticed  marked  mental  improvement  in  2  patients,  one  of 
each  sex. 

The  personal  condition  and  dress  of  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  were 
satisfactory,  and  they  appeared  generally  contented  and  comfortable. 

We  saw  a  good  and  appetising  dinner  served,  consisting  of  roast 
mutton,  potatoes,  and  haricot  beans,  followed  by  milk,  and  bread  and 
butter  puddings,  and  plum  tarts. 

The  sitting  rooms  and  dormitories  were  generally  well  kept,  but  in 
the  male  hospital  more  attention  is  needed  to  the  bed  making. 

It  is  proposed  to  make  certain  changes  amongst  the  patients  accom¬ 
modated  in  the  villas,  which  will  entail  such  alterations  as  will  require 
the  sanction  of  our  Board  ;  for  this  Dr.  King  will  shortly  apply. 

There  has  been  no  use  of  mechanical  restraint  since  the  last  visit,  but 
2  ladies  have  been  secluded  once  each  for  a  total  of  1  hour  and  20 
minutes. 

We  learn  that  28  of  the  gentlemen  and  60  of  the  ladies  usually  attend 
divine  service  which  is  held  in  the  Hall  on  Sunday  afternoons,  and  on 
one  day  in  the  week ;  18  ladies  also  generally  attend  service  at  a 
neighbouring  church.  We  think  that  the  Sunday  services  held  in  the 
Hall  might  be  made  more  attractive,  such  as  by  the  formation  of  a  choir 
to  lead  the  singing. 

The  associated  entertainments  are  usually  attended  by  30  gentlemen 
and  72  ladies,  while  80  of  the  former  and  124  of  the  latter  are  generally 
engaged  in  some  useful  occupation. 

Six  ladies  have  their  parole  to  walk  out  alone  beyond  the  grounds, 
and  10  gentlemen  and  20  ladies  walk  out  attended.  Carriage  exercisers 
taken  by  30  of  the  gentlemen  and  52  of  the  ladies,  each  patient  getting 
about  2  drives  a  month. 

The  staff  of  attendants  consists  of  25  men  and  42  nurses  for  day  duty, 
and  3  men  and  6  nurses  for  night.  Nearly  one-third  of  the  staff  can 
reckon  over  five  years’  service. 

The  medical  registers  are  well  kept,  and  so  on  the  whole  are  the  case 
books,  but  the  notes  relating  to  some  of  the  chronic  cases  are  rather  in 
arrear,  and  we  should  like  to  have  further  particulars  of  the  medical  and 
surgical  treatment  of  the  patients  recorded. 


66  and  67,  Marine  Parade,  Worthing. 

22  May  1913. 

I  have  to-day  visited  this  branch  establishment  of  Peckham  and 
Northumberland  Houses,  at  which  7  ladies  from  the  former,  and  10  ladies 
from  the  latter  House  are  at  present  on  leave,  having  arrived  on  the  7th  of 
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this  month.  I  have  seen  all  the  ladies  and  they  appeared  happy  and 
contented  and  enjoying  the  change  to  the  seaside.  Their  dress  and 
personal  condition  were  satisfactory,  and  their  general  health  is  good. 

The  sitting  rooms  and  bedrooms  were  in  good  order  ;  only  2  bedrooms 
in  No  67  are  being  occupied  at  present. 

The  patients  are  in  charge  of  Miss  Needs,  a  charge  nurse  from 
Northumberland  House,  who  is  assisted  by  a  second  nurse  frond  that 
Institution,  and  2  nurses  from  Peckham  House.  In  permanent  residence 
are  a  housekeeper  (Mrs.  Aston),  and  her  husband,  and  a  kitchenmaid. 

The  ladies  walk  out  daily,  and  sit  on  the  beach  or  parade  listening  to 
the  band.  They  are  also  taken  for  drives. 

One  of  the  Medical  Officers  from  either  Peckham  or  Northumberland 
Houses  visits  this  establishment  every  week. 


‘The  Priory,  Roeiiampton. 

9  October  1913. 

Since  this  House  was  visited  by  our  Colleague  on  June  27th,  3 
gentlemen  and  2  ladies  have  been  admitted  as  patients,  4  gentlemen  and 
2  ladies  have  been  discharged  or  removed,  and  1  of  each  sex  has  died, 
both  from  natural  causes. 

There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  43  gentlemen  and  43  ladies, 
all  of  whom,  with  the  exception  of  1  lady  who  has  leave  of  absence  for 
health,  were  in  residence,  and  have  been  seen  by  us  during  the  course  of 
our  visit  this  morning. 

We  have  paid  special  attention  to  the  newly-admitted  cases  and  have 
satisfied  ourselves  as  to  the  propriety  of  their  detention.  The  condition 
of  the  patients  is  very  satisfactory,  and  they  appeared  comfortable  and 
contented.  No  one  promises  early  recovery. 

The  general  health  of  the  establishment  is  very  good.  One  gentleman 
accidentally  slipped  in  his  bedroom,  and  fractured  his  right  leg,  but  is 
progressing  favourably. 

During  the  past  quarter  there  has  been  no  use  of  mechanical  restraint, 
but  2  ladies  have  been  secluded  on  four  occasions  for  a  total  of  4  hours. 

The  House,  its  dependencies  and  grounds  are  maintained  in  capital 
order,  much  redecoration  having  been  done  in  the  main  building  during 
the  summer. 

Divine  service  is  held  in  the  House  on  Sunday  mornings  by  the  vicar 
of  Roehampton,  and  is  usually  attended  by  23  of  the  patients. 

The  associated  entertainments  which  are  held  in  the  winter  are 
generally  attended  by  about  25  patients. 

Fifteen  of  the  ladies  are  able  to  engage  in  some  useful  employment. 

Thirteen  gentlemen  and  16  ladies  have  carriage  exercise,  and  7 
gentlemen  walk  out  attended  beyond  the  grounds. 

There  are  2  gentlemen  and  6  lady  companions,  and  25  male  attendants 
and  34  nurses  for  day  duty,  and  8  men  and  14  nurses  for  night  duty. 

A  third  of  the  nursing  staff  can  reckon  over  five  years’  service. 

Dr.  Chambers  still  has  the  assistance  of  Dr.  M’llroy,  and  there  is  also 
another  resident  Medical  Officer, 

The  case  books  and  medical  registers  are  well  kept. 
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Wood  End  House,  Hayes. 

2  October  1913. 

The  only  changes  among  the  patients  in  this  House  since  the  visit  paid 
in  June  have  been  the  admission  of  one  lady  and  the  discharge  of  one,  not 
on  recovery.  The  number  therefore  of  names  on  the  books  remains 
unchanged,  namely  17.  We  have  seen  them  all  except  two  who  were  out 
at  the  time  of  our  visit,  and  found  them  in  good  health,  well  cared  for, 
and  contented.  One  lady  shows  mental  improvement  and  is  likely  to  be 
shortly  discharged. 

The  House  was  in  very  good  order. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded  during 
the  period  under  review.  Four  of  the  patients  go  out  to  church  on  Sun¬ 
days  ;  all  but  one  are  taken  for  drives,  2  going  out  each  day  ;  and  5  go 
for  walks  beyond  the  grounds. 

Occasional  entertainments  are  given  in  the  winter,  and  3  or  4  go  over 
to  those  given  at  Moorcroft. 

The  staff  consists  of  a  ladies’  companion,  8  day  nurses  and  1  night 
nurse. 


Wyke-House,  Isleworth. 

3  October  1913. 

Two  ladies  have  been  admitted  in  the  interval  which  has  elapsed  since 
this  House  was  last  visited,  and  one  has  been  discharged  on  recovery. 
There  are  now  13  gentlemen  and  19  ladies  on  the  books  and  in  residence, 
as  patients,  all  of  whom  we  have  seen.  There  is  also  a  gentleman  living 
here  as  a  voluntary  boarder  who  has  been  in  that  position  for  many  years 
and  who  may  continue  to  remain. 

Two  ladies  were  in  bed  and  one  lady  was  observed  to  have  mentally 
improved  since  her  admission.  The  lately  admitted  patient  is  properly 
detained.  We  received  no  complaints  of  any  kind  and  we  are  satisfied  the 
patients  are  kindly  treated. 

The  House  is  in  fair  order  and  some  new  carpets  have  lately  been  laid 
on  both  sides  on  the  stairs  and  passages  ;  the  billiard  room  has  also  been 
repapered,  but  the  supply  of  toilet  articles  in  the  gentlemen’s  dormitory 
is  very  meagre  and  shabby,  and  the  up-stairs  w.c.  on  the  gentlemen’s  side 
is  very  much  in  need  of  reparation  and  moderniziug. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  mechanical  restraint,  but  two  patients  have 
been  secluded  on  5  occasions  for  a  total  of  2  hours.  Three  gentlemen 
have  parole  beyond  the  grounds,  a  few  of  the  patients  walk  out  under  care 
and  have  occasional  drives  whilst  5  or  6  attend  services  at  the  local 
church. 

The  staff  consists  of  5  attendants  for  day  and  1  for  night  duty  and  6 
day  and  1  night  nurses. 
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ENTRIES  BY  COMMISSIONERS  AT  PROVINCIAL 

LICENSED  HOUSES. 

Abele  Grove,  Epsom. 

8  November  1913. 

I  have  visited  this  House  this  afternoon  and  have  seen  the  3  ladies, 
who  have  been  in  residence  here  for  some  years.  They  are  in  good  bodily 
health,  and  appeared  comfortable  and  well  cared  for.  They  have  the 
services  of  3  nurses,  and  the  rooms  they  occupy  are  in  good  order.  All 
3  patients  have  carriage  exercise  about  3  times  a  week  and  2  of  them 
also  walk  out. 

There  has  been  no  seclusion  or  mechanical  restraint. 

I  have  signed  the  licence  which  was  granted  at  the  Quarter  Sessions  in 
March  last. 


Ashbrook  Hall,  Hollington,  St.  Leonards-on-Sea. 

1 1  June  1913. 

Since  the  last  visit  of  one  of  our  Colleagues  there  have  been  3  ladies 
admitted  and  3  discharged,  1  on  recovery.  There  are  now  on  the  hooks 
the  names  of  5  ladies  as  patients  and  1  as  a  voluntary  boarder.  As 
regards  the  latter  we  understand  that  steps  are  being  taken  to  have  her 
placed  under  a  reception  order.  We  have  seen  all  the  ladies  but  one  who  is 
out  for  the  afternoon.  We  found  them  comfortable  and  well  cared  for 
and  in  good  bodily  health. 

The  House  is  maintained  in  good  order. 

There  has  been  no  employment  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion 
since  the  last  visit. 

Two  of  the  ladies  generally  attend  divine  service,  3  are  given 
carriage  exercise,  and  all  except  one  walk  out  beyond  the  grounds. 

The  staff  consists  of  a  lady  companion  and  5  nurses,  one  of  the  latter 
being  on  duty  at  night. 

We  have  signed  the  licence. 


Ashwood  House,  Kingswinford. 

19  February  1913. 

We  have  to-day  visited  this  House  which  is  maintained  in  very  good 
order,  everything  possible  being  done  for  the  comfort  and  treatment  of 
the  patients. 

All  the  sitting-rooms  are  well  kept,  there  being  everywhere  plenty  of 
objects  to  interest  and  amuse  the  patients.  The  bed-rooms  also  were  in 
proper  order. 

Since  our  Colleagues’  last  visit  1  patient  has  been  admitted, 
3  discharged,  1  on  recovery,  while  there  have  been  no  deaths.  The 
patients  on  the  books  to-day  are  24  in  number,  9  of  them  being  gentlemen 
and  15  ladies.  All  of  them  were  in  residence  and  seen  by  us  ;  1  lady 
shows  mental  improvement.  The  general  health  of  the  House  is  good 
and  no  one  was  confined  to  bed. 
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1  here  has  been  no  nse  of  seclusion  or  of  mechanical  restraint. 

Since  the  last  visit  two  of  the  bedrooms  on  the  ladies’  side  have  been 
thrown  into  one  by  the  removal  of  a  partition,  the  room  being  now  used  as 
an  observation  dormitory. 

None  of  the  patients  are  at  the  present  time  well  enough  to  attend  the 
services  in  the  parish  church  on  Sunday,  but  18  of  them  are  present  at  those 
held  in  the  House  by  the  vicar  ;  3  or  4  of  them  walk  out  attended  beyond 
the  grounds,  while  several  go  for  carriage  drives  in  suitable  weather. 

The  staff  consists  of  a  matron  and  7  nurses  on  the  female  side  and  of 
a  charge  attendant  and  3  others  on  the  male  side.  Two  nurses  and 
1  attendant  are  on  night  duty. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  carefully  posted  to  date, 
the  entries  in  the  former  being  full  and  illuminating,  and  indicate  that 
close  study  is  given  to  the  nature  of  the  mental  disorder  of  each  patient. 


Bailbrook  House,  Bath. 


13  March  1913. 

Since  our  Colleagues’  visit  to  this  House  in  November  last  there  have 
been  4  admissions,  1  being  a  re-certification,  6  discharges  or  removals, 
1  recovery,  and  1  death  from  natural  causes. 

W  e  found  on  the  books  and  in  residence  to-day  9  gentlemen  and 
23  ladies  as  patients,  in  addition  to  whom  there  is  1  gentleman  voluntary 
boarder.  The  general  health  of  the  establishment  is  very  good,  only  2  aged 
and  feeble  ladies  being  confined  to  bed. 

The  House  and  grounds  were  in  excellent  order  throughout  and  afford 
most  comfortable  accommodation  for  the  inmates,  a  remark  which  applies 
also  to  Lambridge  House  now  occupied  by  4  lady  patients. 

We  have  every  reason  to  think  that  the  patients  are  kindly  and 
judiciously  treated. 

There  is  no  recorded  use  of  mechanical  restraint,  but  2  patients 
have  been  secluded  on  three  occasions  for  a  total  of  one  and  a  half 
hours. 

We  had  private  interviews  with  2  patients. 

Three  or  4  of  the  patients  usually  go  to  church  outside  on  Sundays 
and  about  16  of  both  sexes  attend  the  services  held  in  the  House  and  also 
the  associated  entertainments.  One  gentleman  has  full  parole  and 
9  walk  out  attended  beyond  the  grounds.  Such  of  the  patients  as  are 
physically  fit  for  it  have  frequent  carriage  exercise. 

The  staff  consists  of  20  attendants  and  nurses  for  day  and  6  for 
night  duty.  Six  of  these  have  been  in  the  service  for  a  period  exceeding 
5  years. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  fnlly  and  carefully 
kept. 


Bishopstone  House,  Bedford. 


26  May  1913. 

The  only  change  among  the  patients  in  this  House  since  the  last  visit 
of  our  Colleague  last  November  has  been  the  death  from  natural  causes  of 
an  old  lady  who  had  been  an  inmate  for  more  than  30  years.  There 

are  now  8  patients,  all  of  whom  are  in  residence,  and  have  been  seen  bv 
us.  J 
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We  are  satisfied  with  the  condition  in  which  we  found  the  patients,  all 
of  whom  seemed  to  be  contented  with  their  treatment.  Their  health  is 
good,  and  one  who  was  confined  to  bed,  was  there  for  mental  reasons. 
The  House  continues  to  be  maintained  in  very  good  order. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded  since  the 
last  visit.  Three  ladies  go  out  regularly  to  church  on  Sundays,  and  1 
occasionally  ;  and  all  but  1  regularly  attend  the  Sunday  evening  services 
conducted  in  the  House  by  Mrs.  Peele  or  Miss  Burnetr  Four  go  out 
frequently  to  the  theatre  and  entertainments  in  the  town  ;  1  has  her  parole, 
and  all  but  3  go  for  walks  attended  ;  carriage  exercise  is  provided  for  3. 

I  he  staff  consists,  besides  the  ladies’  companion,  of  3  nurses  for  day, 
and  1  for  night  duty  ;  but  the  post  of  night  nurse  is  for  the  moment 
vacant. 

The  patient  whom  we  saw  in  bed  is  at  times  exceedingly  troublesome, 
needing  a  good  deal  of  nursing  attention.  It  would  be  well  if  it  could  be 
arranged  for  her  to  have  the  services  of  a  special  nurse. 

We  have  signed  the  licence. 


Boreatton  Park,  Basohurch. 

14  February  1913. 

W  e  have  to-day  visited  this  Flouse  which  is  maintained  in  proper 
order. 

The  only  changes  amongst  the  patients  since  the  last  visit  have  been 
the  admission  of  2  ladies.  The  patients  to-day  consist  of  6  gentlemen 
and  11  ladies,  all  of  whom  were  in  residence  and  seen  by  us  in  the 
course  of  our  visit. 

There  are  also  1  lady  and  2  gentlemen  residing  here  as  voluntary 
boarders  ;  the  2  latter  were  not  seen  by  us  as  they  were  out  walking. 

The  patients  were  in  good  health,  only  2  being  confined  to  bed,  and 
neither  of  them  were  suffering  from  serious  illness. 

We  satisfied  ourselves  of  the  propriety  of  the  detention  of  the  newly 
admitted  cases. 

There  has  been  no  use  of  seclusion  or  mechanical  restraint. 

We  had  a  private  interview  with  one  lady  whose  .name  is  given  in  the 
Patients’  Book. 

Three  patients  usually  attend  the  services  in  the  parish  church  on 
Sunday  and  7  those  held  in  the  House. 

Four  walk  out  unattended  and  most  of  the  others  attended,  nearly  all 
the  patients  have  weekly  drives  in  suitable  weather. 

The  staff  consists  of  a  head  attendant  and  head  nurse  and  4 
attendants  and  3  nurses  for  day,  and  of  2  nurses  and  1  attendant  for  night 
duty. 


The  Briars,  Sandown,  I.W. 

17  June  1913. 

We  have  visited  this  House  to-day  and  seen  the  4  ladies,  who  are 
here  as  patients.  We  found  them  resting  in  bed,  and  well  in  health,  and 
very  well  cared  for. 

The  House  and  grounds  are  in  their  usual  good  order. 
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Brislington  House,  Bristol. 

12  March  1913. 

We  found  this  House  and  its  dependencies  in  excellent  order  at  our 
visit  to-day.  The  improvements  at  Heath  House  which  had  been 
completed  at  the  time  of  the  last  visit  have  added  very  considerably  to  its 
amenities,  especially  the  installation  of  the  electric  light.  We  thought 
that  the  accommodation  provided  for  the  patients  of  both  sexes  is  both 
comfortable  and  suitable,  and  we  received  abundant  evidence  that  they 
are  kindly  and  considerably  treated.

There  have  been  no  deaths,  and  we  found  on  the  books  to-day  the 
names  of  81  patients,  29  of  whom  are  gentlemen  and  52  ladies.  There 
are  also  5  lady  voluntary  boarders. 

We  saw  to-day  everybody  whose  name  is  on  the  books  with  the 
exception  of  1  lady  patient  on  leave  and  a  voluntary  boarder  out  for  the 
day. 

W e  satisfied  ourselves  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  detention  of  all  the 
newly  admitted  cases,  while  all  the  voluntary  boarders  we  saw  may  remain 
on  that  footing. 

The  general  health  of  the  establishment  is  very  good,  only  4  ladies 
being  confined  to  bed. 

We  have  had  private  interviews  with  2  gentlemen,  one  of  whom  is 
about  to  be  discharged  recovered.  The  other  is  not  in  our  opinion  fit  for 
any  but  institutional  care. 

There  is  no  recorded  use  of  either  seclusion  or  mechanical  restraint. 

Thirty-nine  patients  are  usually  present  at  the  Sunday  services,  while 
15  usually  go  to  morning  prayers  at  the  chapel  ;  46  attend  the  associated 
entertainments.  Five  patients  enjoy  their  parole  and  23  walk  out  attend¬ 
ed  beyond  the  grounds  ;  8  have  carriage  exercise  daily,  and  24  seme  8 
times  a  months. 

The  staff  consists  of  13  attendants  and  23  nurses  for  daj  and  of 
2  attendants  and  6  nurses  for  night  duty.  The  duration  of  service  is  on 
the  whole  satisfactory. 

The  various  medical  records  are  properly  entered  up  to  date. 


Court  Hall,  Kenton,  Exeter. 

14  June  1913. 

Since  the  last  visit  1  lady  has  been  admitted  and  1  discharged  and 
there  are  to-day  7  ladies  residing  here  as  patients  and  1  as  a  voluntary 
boarder.  The  latter  may  remain  in  that  position. 

We  have  seen  them  all  and  found  them  in  receipt  of  every  attention 
and  care  in  their  comfortable  and  homelike  surroundings. 

We  gave  a  private  interview  to  the  lady  who  has  been  lately  admitted 
and  satisfied  ourselves  as  to  the  propriety  of  her  detention. 
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■  Three  ladies  attend  the  village  church  services  and  all  of  them  are 
out  every  day  walking  or  driving. 

The  staff'  consists  of  a  matron  and  6  nurses. 

There  has  been  no  seclusion  or  mechanical  restraint.  We  have 
signed  the  licence. 


Dinsdale  Park,  Darlington. 

9  May  1913. 

The  changes  that  have  taken  place  among  the  patients  since  our 
Colleagues’  visit  in  October  last  are  the  admission  of  1  gentleman,  the 
discharge  of  1  lady  on  recovery,  and  the  death  of  2  patients,  one  of 
each  sex,  both  from  natural  causes.  There  are  now  on  the  books  the 
names  of  9  gentlemen  and  7  ladies,  all  of  whom  we  have  seen  and  found 
in  good  bodily  health  and  very  well  looked  after  in  every  respect. 

The  House  presented  a  most  comfortable  appearance,  and  is  maintained 
in  admirable  order. 

There  has  been  no  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion. 

Two  of  the  gentlemen  and  one  of  the  ladies  attend  divine  service  on 
Sundays  at  the  parish  church,  and  the  vicar  visits  the  House  every 
Friday. 

One  gentleman  has  his  own  motor  car  which  he  uses  freely,  and  some 
of  the  other  patients  are  taken  out  for  drives  in  fine  weather. 

The  staff  consists  of  3  male  attendants  and  a  matron,  3  nurses 
for  day  and  1  for  night  on  the  ladies’  side.  The  medical  records  are 
properly  kept. 


Downside  Lodge,  Chilcompton,  Bath. 

20  June  1913. 

I  have  to-day  visited  this  House,  which  continues  to  be  maintained  in 
most  excellent  order. 

The  same  3  patients  are  in  residence. 

They  are  in  good  health,  and  appear  to  be  very  happy  and  contented, 
being  manifestly  treated  with  much  kindness  and  consideration. 

I  have  signed  the  licence. 


The  Retreat,  Fairford,  Gloucester. 

26  April  1913. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues  in  December,  4  patients  have  been 
admitted  ;  3  have  been  discharged,  of  whom  one  had  recovered,  and  3  had 
died  from  natural  causes.  In  one  case  an  inquest  was  held. 

There  are  on  the  books  to-day  the  names  of  17  gentlemen  and  24 
ladies,  and  there  is  one  lady  residing  as  a  voluntary  boarder,  who  may 
fitly  remain  on  that  footing. 

*We  saw  all  the  patients  and  were  satisfied  that  they  were  receiving 
proper  care  and  attention.  We  gave  one  lady,  who  requested  it,  a  private 
interview  ;  she  is  insane  and  unfit  for  discharge. 
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One  lady  shows  mental  improvement.  We  found  one  patient  in  bed, 
tin;  rest  appeared  to  be  enjoying  good  health. 

Doors  of  communication  have  been  made,  as  suggested  at  the  last 
visit,  through  the  ladies’  room  in  the  East  wing  so  as  to  provide  an  alter¬ 
native  exit  in  case  of  fire.  Further  redecorating  and  some  minor 
improvements  have  been  carried  out,  and  the  House  i,s  generally  in  good 
order. 

About  13  of  the  patients  attend  church  on  Sunday,  and  some  25,  the 
entertainments.  Carriage  exercise  is  provided  weekly  in  the  summer,  of 
which  about  16  patients  avail  themselves.  Four  gentlemen  have  their 
parole  ;  most  of  the  others  and  9  or  10  ladies  walk  out  attended.  One 
gentleman  has  his  own  trap. 

The  staff  consists  of  1  head  attendant  and  3  others  on  the  male 
side,  and  of  a  head  nurse  and  5  others  for  day  and  1  for  night  duty. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded  durins: 
the  period  under  review. 


Fiddington  House,  Market  Lavington. 

28  June  1913. 

The  usual  spring-cleaning  has  this  year  been  delayed  and  is  only 
now  being  taken  in  hand.  Some  white- washing  and  painting  here  and 
there,  which  will  shortly  he  carried  out,  are  all  that  appears  necessary, 
the  rooms  and  house  generally  being  in  good  repair  and  nicely  kept,  new 
water-closets  have  been  built  on  the  gentlemen’s  side,  off  the  billiard- 
room,  and  fulfil  a  much  needed  want,  and  the  suggested  notice  has  been 
painted  on  the  smoke  door  at  the  head  of  the  stairs.  We  have  seen  all 
the  patients  and  found  them  in  receipt  of  proper  care  and  attention.  The 
general  health  is  good,  no  one  being  confined  to  bed. 

One  lady  shows  signs  of  mental  improvement  and  1  gentleman  who 
for  some  months  past  has  had  no  recurrence  of  his  attacks,  might,  we 
think,  should  this  condition  last  for  a  few  months,  be  sent  for  change 
under  suitable  care.-  There  is  no  record  of  any  seclusion  or  mechanical 
restraint.  Since  19  July  1912,  2  patients  have  been  admitted,  but  are 
no  longer  here,  and  3  have  been  discharged,  of  whom  2  had  recovered. 
There  are  to-day  in  residence  10  gentlemen  and  9  ladies.  Six  gentlemen 
and  2  ladies  attend  the  neighbouring  church  and  10  patients  are  usually 
present  at  the  services  held  in  the  House.  One  gentleman  and  2  ladies 
have  parole  beyond  the  grounds,  and  most  of  the  others  go  out  under  care. 
Seven  take  carriage  exercise. 

The  staff  consists  of  3  attendants  and  4  nurses. 

We  have  signed  the  licence. 


Fisherton  House,  Salisbury. 

17  June  1913. 

The  condition  of  the  various  parts  of  this  Asylum,  the  many 
improvements  which  have  been  effected,  and  the  work  which  is  still  in 
progress,  including  in  the  latter  category  the  entire  re-construction  of 
Male  Ward  9,  afford  ample  evidence  that  those  responsible  for  the 
management  and  administration  of  this  Institution  are  desirous  of 
maintaining  it  in  a  manner  which  as  far  as  possible  is  in  accordance  with 
modern  ideas  and  requirements.

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We  would  make  special  mention  of  Ward  14,  on  the  ladies'  side,  which 
at  the  date  of  the  last  visit,  was  in  the  hands  of  the  decorators,  and  was 
unoccupied.  It  has  now  been  re-opened  and  we  were  much  pleased  with 
its  general  appearance  and  its  homely  surroundings. 

Although  attention  has  been  given  to  the  stiff  brackets,  looped  pipes 

and  door  handles,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  in  the  last 

report,  there  are  still  some  which  require  alteration  and  which  we  pointed 

out  in  the  course  of  our  visit  to-dav. 

«/ 

Since  19  July  1912,  114  patients  have  been  admitted,  42  have  been 
discharged  or  removed,  25  of  whom  had  recovered,  and  30  have  died. 

There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  104  private  patients — 
43  gentlemen  and  61  ladies — and  495  of  the  pauper  class,  of  whom  210  are 
males  and  285  are  females — in  all  599  patients.  Two  patients  are  on  leave, 
so  that  there  are  in  residence  597,  all  of  whom  we  have  seen.  There  is  also 
1  ladv  residing  here  as  a  voluntary  boarder,  who  may  remain  in  that 
position. 

The  patients  were,  on  the  whole,  well  dressed,  and  except  that  we 
received  several  appeals  for  discharge  we  had  no  complaints  other  than 
one  from  a  female  patient  which  was  evidently  founded  on  delusions. 

The  beds  were  in  good  order,  as  also  were  the  wards  and  dormitories. 

The  dinners  which  we  saw  served  during  our  visit  were  gocd,  and 
certainly  ample,  but  we  think  more  attention  should  be  given  to  the 
warming  of  the  plates. 

The  general  health  is  good  and  there  are  to-dav  but  13  males  and  one 
female  in  bed.  One  of  the  former  was  suffering  from  a  bedsore  and  a 
bedsore  existed  at  death  in  the  case  of  one  patient  who  died.  One  of  the 
deaths  was  apparently  due  to  slight  hemorrhage  in  the  base  of  the  brain, 
the  svmptoms  of  which  ensued  upon  the  patient  being  struck  by  a  fellow- 
patient  in  the  eye.  An  inquest  was  held  when  an  open  verdict  was 
returned,  in  all  the  other  cases  death  was  clearlv  due  to  natural  causes. 

Two  patients  have  sustained  fractures,  by  being  pushed  down  by  fellow 
patients. 

W  e  gave  private  interviews  to  2  patients  and  are  satisfied  that  they 
and  those  who  have  been  lately  admitted  are  properly  detained. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  mechanical  restraint,  but  6  patients  have 
been  secluded  on  21  occasions  for  a  total  of  407  hours  in  all. 

Divine  service  on  Sundays  is  usually  attended  by  140  of  the  patients  : 
190  are  usually  present  at  the  associated  entertainments  in  the  Hall  which 
has  lately  been  nicely  decorated,  and  247  are  usefully  employed. 

Two  patients  have  parole  beyond  the  grounds,  90  walk  out  under  care 
and  18  have  carriage  exercise — some  weekly,  others  occasionally. 

There  is  a  staff  of  24  attendants  and  48  nurses  for  day  and  3  of  the 
former  aud  7  of  the  latter  for  night  duty. 

The  case  books  are  kept  up  to  date. 

We  have  signed  the  licence. 


Glendossill  and  Hurst  House,  Henley-ix-Ardex. 

19  April  1913. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues  in  December,  2  patients  have  been 
admitted  to  this  House,  and  4  have  been  discharged,  3  of  them  on  recovery. 
There  are  on  the  books  to-dav  the  names  of  12  gentlemen  and  17  ladies. 
Two  gentlemen  and  1  lady  are  absent  on  leave,  and  3  gentlemen  were 
out  walking  at  the  time  of  our  visit. 
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We  saw  the  rest  of  the  patients,  all  of  whom  are  at  present  housed  in 
Glendossill,  and  found  them  generally  in  good  health,  well  cared  for,  and, 
contented. 

The  House  is  somewhat  disarranged  by  spring-cleaning  but  is  otherwise" 
in  good  order. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  has  been  recorded  since  the  last  visit ; 
one  lady  has  been  secluded  on  11  occasions  for  a  total  of  10i  hours. 

A  service  is  held  in  the  House  on  Sunday  afternoons  which  is  usually 
attended  by  about  half  the  patients. 

Drives  in  a  waggonette  are  provided  in  the  summer  months  3  or  4 
times  a  week  for  3  or  4  of  the  gentlemen  and  5  or  6  of  the  ladies,  3  gentle¬ 
men  have  their  parole,  and  most  of  the  other  patients  are  taken  out  for 
walks. 

Many  attend  the  entertainments  given  from  time  to  time  in  Henley. 

The  staff  consists  of  4  male  attendants,  and  5  nurses  for  day  duty, 
and  1  night  nurse. 


The  Grange,  Rotherham. 

7  January  1913. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues  in  October  last  3  ladies  have  been 
admitted  as  patients  and  one  lady  has  been  discharged  on  recovery. 
There  are  to-day  on  the  books  the  names  of  18  ladies  as  patients  and  1 
lady  as  a  voluntary  boarder.  All  of  them  were  in  residence  at  the  time 
of  our  visit  and  have  been  seen  by  ns,  they  were  contented,  neatly  and 
properly  dressed,  and  appeared  to  be  well  cared  for.  Many  of  them 
informed  us  that  they  had  spent  a  happy  and  enjoyable  Christmas.  The 
general  health  is  good,  only  one  lady  being  in  bed  and  she  on  account  of 
mental  excitement.  One  lady  showed  some  improvement  mentally,  but 
she  appears  to  be  a  relapsing  case.  The  voluntary  boarder  though 
weak-minded  is  to-day  willing  to  remain  here,  but  inasmuch  as  she  is 
subject  to  attacks  of  excitement,  in  one  of  which  she  had  to  be  secluded, 
if  there  is  any  recurrence  of  them,  we  think  that  she  should  be  certified. 
Dr.  Mould  has  undertaken  to  communicate  with  her  relatives  to  this  effect. 
There  has  been  no  mechanical  restraint,  but  as  above  mentioned  one  lady 
has  been  secluded  on  one  occasion  for  one  hour.  There  is,  however,  no 
reference  to  this  in  the  notes  of  her  case  in  the  voluntary  boarders’  case 
book.  We  also  found  that  the  patients’  case  book  had  not  been  written 
up  to  date.  The  house  is  maintained  in  very  good  order,  we  found,  this 
morning,  the  sitting-rooms  and  bed-rooms  clean  and  tidy. 

The  staff  consists  of  a  matron  and  5  nurses,  4  for  duty  by  day  and  one 
for  duty  by  night.  Divine  service  is  held  by  the  vicar  in  the  House  on 
alternate  Sundays,  when  nearly  all  the  ladies  attend,  and  on  Sunday 
mornings  about  4  ladies  usually  attend  service  at  a  neighbouring  church. 
One  lady  has  parole,  and  the  others  are  taken  for  walks  outside  the 
grounds  when  possible.  In  the  spring  and  summer  they  are  also  taken 
for  drives  in  the  country.  Entertainments  are  occasionally  given  in  the 
House.  G 

We  have  signed  the  licence. 
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Greta  Bank,  Burton  in  Lonsdale. 

17  April  1913. 

The  7  ladies  in  residence  here  appear  to  be  very  comfortable  and 
contented  with  their  pleasaut  and  homelike  surroundings,  and  we  found 
everything  in  connection  with  this  little  House  in  excellent  order.  Wc 
think,  however,  that  the  smoke  doors  at  the  top  of  the  stairs  should  have 
painted  on  each  of  them  “  This  door  to  be  shut  at  night,”  and  the  glass 
door  should  have  some  sort  of  catch  fixed,  so  as  to  ensure  it  being  kept 
closed. 

Since  November  4th,  1912,  2  ladies  have  been  admitted  and  4  have 
been  discharged,  2  of  them  on  recovery,  and  there  are  now  on  the  books 
in  residence  7  ladies,  all  of  whom  we  have  seen.  The  general  health 
is  good.  There  is  no  record  of  any  seclusion  or  mechanical  restraint. 
Three  of  the  ladies  attend  the  Sunday  service  at  the  parish  church,  and 
all  but  one  go  for  walks  under  supervision,  whilst  some  of  them  are  taken 
to  local  entertainments. 

The  staff  consists  of  a  matron  and  three  nurses. 


The  Grove,  Catton,  Norwich. 


20  May  1913. 

The  changes  among  the  patients  in  this  House  since  the  visit  of  our 
Colleague  in  October  have  been  the  admission  of  2  and  the  discharge 
of  3,  one  of  them  recovered  ;  these  figures  are  exclusive  of  one  case  in 
which  the  reception  order  was  allowed  to  lapse,  and  the  patient  was 
discharged,  and  immediately  recertified.  There  are  on  the  books  to-day 
the  names  of  18  patients  ;  and  there  is,  in  addition,  one  voluntary  boarder, 
who  may  properly  remain  as  such. 

We  saw  all  except  one  lady  who  is  out  on  trial,  and  found  them  very 
well  cared  for,  comfortable,  and  evidently  treated  with  kindness.  Their 
health  is  generally  good,  and  no  one  was  confined  to  bed  ;  we  are  unable 
to  report  any  as  showing  marked  mental  improvement. 

The  house  was  in  very  good  order  throughout,  and  Avell  kept. 
Divine  Service  is  celebrated  in  the  House  by  the  vicar  on  alternate 
Monday  afternoons,  at  which  there  is  usually  a  good  attendance  ;  6  ladies 
go  out  to  church  on  Sundays.  All  but  about  5  are  taken  for  dri\es  once 
a  week  or  oftener  ;  6  go  out  walking,  2  of  whom  are  allowed  their  parole. 

The  staff  of  nurses  consists  of  7  for  day  and  2  for  night  duty. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded  since 
the  last  visit. 


Grove  House,  All  Stretton. 

17  February  1913. 

This  House  is  maintained  in  its  usual  excellent  order,  affording  most 
comfortable  accommodation  for  the  35  ladies  now  residing  here  as  patients, 
in  addition  to  whom  there  is  also  one  voluntary  boarder.  All  parts  of 
the  establishment  were  bright  and  attractive  looking,  and  the  patients 
gave  abundant  evidence  of  the  care  and  attention  expended  on  them. 


of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy. 
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Since  the  last  visit  there  have  been  1  admission,  3  discharges — 1  upon 
recovery,  and  no  deaths. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  is  good  ;  4  were  in  bed  but  did 
not  seem  to  be  suffering  from  serious  illness.  The  newly  admitted  case  is 
proper  for  detention,  and  the  voluntary  boarder  can  remain  on  that  footing. 
No  one  has  been  mechanically  restrained  or  secluded. 

Four  patients  go  to  the  services  in  the  parish  church  on  Sundays  and 
24  attend  those  held  iu  the  House.  All  who  are  physically  capable  are 
taken  out  for  walks  and  drives,  while  1  lady  has  her  parole. 

The  staff  consists  of  a  matron,  and  15  nurses,  12  upon  day  and 
3  upon  night  duty. 


Haydock  Lodge,  Newton-le-Willows. 

16  April  1913. 

We  have  found  this  Establishment  in  capital  order  and  we  think  the 
patients  are  in  receipt  of  all  due  care  and  attention.  They  were  neatly 
dressed  and  appeared  to  be  contented.  One  complaint  we  did  receive, 
but  after  careful  inquiry  there  was  no  doubt  left  in  our  minds  that  it  was 
entirely  unfounded  and  was  clearly  based  on  a  delusional  condition  of 
mind. 

Since  13  November  1912  there  have  been  23  admissions,  a  like 
number  of  patients  have  been  discharged,  of  whom  15  have  recovered, 
and  9  have  died,  all  from  natural  causes.  There  are  on  the  books  the 
names  of  125  patients — 55  gentlemen  and  70  ladies,  all  of  whom  we  have 
seen  with  the  exception  of  2  gentlemen  and  1  lady  who  are  absent  on 
trial.  We  have  also  seen  5  gentlemen  and  3  ladies  residing  here  as 
voluntary  boarders,  who  may  continue  to  remain  on  that  footing.  We 
noticed  1  lady  who  shows  signs  of  mental  improvement  and  who  will 
shortly  be  discharged.  We  gave  a  private  interview  to  1  gentleman, 
he  is  quite  unfit  for  discharge,  and  we  satisfied  ourselves  that  all  the 
patients  who  have  lately  been  admitted  are  properly  detained. 

The  general  health  is  good,  there  being  but  5  ladies  and  3  gentlemen 
confined  to  bed.  Seclusion  has  been  resorted  to  in  the  cases  of  7  patients, 
on  38  occasions  for  a  total  of  260  hours,  and  1  patient  has  been 
mechanically  restrained  on  2  occasions  for  20  hours  in  all. 

Sixteen  patients  attend  the  Sunday  services  in  the  village  church  and 
44  are  usually  present  at  the  religious  services  in  the  House,  whilst  55  on 
an  average  put  in  an  appearance  at  the  associated  entertainments.  Fifty- 
one  are  usefully  employed,  7  patients  are  allowed  parole  beyond  the 
grounds,  and  30  go  out  under  supervision  and  40  enjoy  carriage 
exercise. 

There  is  a  staff  of  16  attendants  and  22  nurses  for  day  duty  and  4  of 
each  for  night  duty,  of  whom  2  attendants  and  1 1  nurses  can  show  over 
five  years’  service,  the  head  attendant  having  been  here  for  22  years. 

The  medical  records  are  carefully  posted  up  to  date. 
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Heath  House,  Haywards  Heath. 

22  March  1913. 

1  have  to-(lay  paid  the  first  visit  as  a  member  of  the  Lunacy  Com¬ 
mission  to  this  House  since  it  was  licensed  by  the  East  Sussex  Quarter 
Sessions  in  October  last  for  the  reception  of  3  male  idiots  or  imbeciles, 
and  subsequently  registered  by  my  Board  under  the  Idiots  Act,  1886. 

I  have  seen  the  3  boys  in  residence,  and  can  report  that  they  are  well 
and  properly  cared  for  by  Miss  Quinn.  They  were  tidily  and  neatly 
dressed,  and  appeared  in  good  bodily  health.  They  are  instructed  by 
Miss  Quinn  in  various  subjects,  and  once  a  week  receive  instruction  in 
carpentry  from  a  carpenter  in  the  town.  The  boys  are  drilled  daily  by  the 
attendant  who  is  a  retired  sergeant  of  the  Irish  Guards,  and  once  a  week 
are  taken  to  a  farm  at  Wivelsfield,  where  they  are  taught  to  milk  cows, 
dig,  and  prune  trees.  They  are  also  taught  to  look  after  poultry  at  the 
back  of  the  House  here. 

The  House  generally  is  well  furnished  and  comfortable,  and  the  boys’ 
bedrooms  clean  and  airy,  the  beds  being  good  and  well  provided  with 
clothing.  Miss  Quinn  was  only  able  to  produce  to  me  certificates  for  2 
boys,  that  for  the  other  not  having  yet  been  signed  by  his  parents. 

Dr.  C.  H.  Glenn  of  Haywards  Heath  visits  the  House  as  Medical 
Attendant,  and  Dr.  G.  E.  Shuttleworth  comes  down  once  a  quarter  to  see 
the  boys. 

I  have  signed  the  licence. 


Heigham  Hall,  Norwich. 

20  May  1913. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues  last  October,  5  patients  have  been 
admitted  to  this  House,  1  has  been  discharged  on  recovery,  and  1  has  died 
from  natural  causes.  At  the  present  time  there  are  on  the  books  the 
names  of  21  gentlemen  and  43  ladies  as  patients;  and  there  is  1  lady 
residing  as  a  voluntary  boarder,  who  is  fit  to  remain  on  that  footing.  We 
saw  all  the  patients  except  1  lady  who  is  absent  on  trial,  and  2  gentlemen 
who  were  out  walking,  and  were  satisfied  that  they  were  receiving  proper 
care  and  attention.  Four  ladies  were  in  bed;  the  health  of  the  other 
patients  appeared  to  be  generally  good.  We  paid  special  attention  to 
those  newly  admitted  and  found  them  proper  cases  for  detention.  No 
patient  exhibited  mental  improvement  sufficiently  marked  to  deserve 
mention  here.  The  House  was  in  excellent  order  throughout  ;  since  the 
last  visit  it  has  been  furnished  with  new  heating  apparatus.  Dr.  Dunn 
has  in  hand  a  great  improvement  of  the  male  airing  court,  which  is  to  be 
turfed  over  and  to  have  a  fountain  in  the  middle.  No  use  of  mechanical 
restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded  during  the  period  under  review. 
Eight  of  the  gentlemen  and  21  ladies  go  out  for  walks,  and  most  of  the 
ladies  take  from  time  to  time  drives  in  the  pony  cart.  An  afternoon 
service  is  held  in  the  House  on  Sundays,  at  which  most  of  the  ladies  and 
about  12  of  the  gentlemen  are  usually  present  ;  and  3  of  the  former,  and 
12  of  the  latter  go  out  to  church.  Nearly  all  the  ladies,  and  about  16  of 
the  gentlemen  attend  the  associated  entertainments  given  during  the 
winter  months.  The  staff  consists  on  the  male  side  of  a  head  attendant, 
and  8  men  for  day  and  3  for  night  duty,  and  on  the  female  side,  besides 
the  matron,  of  10  nurses  for  day  and  1  for  night. 


of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy . 
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Kingsdown  House,  Box,  Wilts. 

12  March  1913. 

This  House  was  iu  very  good  order  when  we  visited  it  to-day  and  the 
patients  presented  every  appearance  of  being  well  cared  for  and  suitably 
treated.  The  proposed  improvements,  plans  of  which  have  been  approved 
by  our  Board,  have  not  yet  been  commenced,  but  a  start  will  probably  be 
made  during  the  present  year.  The  smoke  door,  suggested  by  our 
Colleagues,  has  now  been  placed  at  the  top  of  the  stairs  as  they  suggested. 

Since  the  last  visit  there  have  been  7  admissions,  4  discharges,  1  on 
recovery,  and  1  death  by  suicide.  The  circumstances  of  this  case  which 
were  fully  reported  to  our  Board  at  the  time,  were  shortly  these  : — The 
patient  in  charge  of  Nurse  Holley  was  waiting  at  Box  Station  for  a  train 
to  take  them  to  Bath.  Suddenly,  without  any  warning,  she  jumped  from 
the  platform,  and  threw  herself  in  front  of  an  express  train,  was  run  over 
and  killed.  Nurse  Holley  leapt  after  the  patient,  and  did  her  utmost  to 
pull  her  from  in  front  of  the  train.  At  the  inquest  the  jury  added  a 
rider  to  the  verdict,  specially  commending  the  nurse  for  her  heroism,  and 
we  are  glad  to  record  that  on  the  fact  being  reported  in  the  proper  quarter 
Nurse  Holley  was  awarded  the  Albert  Medal,  which  was  recently 
presented  to  her  by  the  King  himself. 

There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  38  patients,  8  of  whom  are 
gentlemen  and  30  ladies,  while  there  are  4  ladies  residing  here  as  voluntary 
boarders.  One  gentleman  is  away  on  trial  and  1  lady  patient  and  2 
voluntary  boarders  were  out  for  the  day,  but  with  these  exceptions,  all 
the  patients  on  the  books  were  seen  by  us  in  the  course  of  our  visit. 

There  has  been  no  recorded  use  of  mechanical  restraint,  but  1  patient 
has  been  secluded  on  2  occasions  for  a  total  duration  of  24  hours. 

The  general  health  of  the  House  is  very  good,  only  1  of  each  sex  being 
confined  to  bed. 

Seven  ladies  go  to  the  parish  church  service  on  Sundays  and  4  are 
allowed  to  have  parole.  Nine  walk  out  attended  beyond  the  grounds  and 
the  same  number  have  occasional  carriage  exercise. 

The  staff  consists  of  3  attendants  and  8  nurses  for  day  and  of  1 
attendant  and  2  nurses  for  night  duty. 

The  medical  records  are  fully  noted  up  to  date. 


Laverstock  House,  Salisbury. 

18  June  1913. 

The  drainage  system  has  been  thoroughly  overhauled  and  the  drains 
have  been  relaid  since  this  House  was  visited  last  year,  the  gentlemen’s 
play  room  is  being  done  up  with  a  view  to  converting  it  into  a  dining¬ 
room,  and  the  place  is  in  very  good  order  throughout.  We  think,  howrever, 
that  the  gentlemen’s  airing  court  might  with  advantage  receive  some 
attention  so  as  to  make  it  more  tidy  in  appearance,  and  that  the  large 
room  on  the  gentlemen’s  side  ground  floor,  where  the  more  troublesome 
patients  are,  might  be  rendered  more  attractive.  The  bed-rooms  and 
sitting-rooms  are  generally  bright  and  tastefully  decorated. 

Since  July  19th,  1913,  3  gentlemen  (1  on  recertification,  his  certi¬ 
ficates  having  lapsed  by  operation  of  lawr)  and  3  ladies  have  been 
admitted,  and  7  patients  have  been  discharged,  3  of  whom  had  recovered. 
There  have  been  2  deaths  from  natural  causes.  There  are  now  on  the 
books  the  names  of  17  gentlemen  and  15  ladies,  32  in  all,  who,  with  the 
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exception  of  1  gentleman  who  was  out  walking  at  the  time  of  our  visit, 
have  been  seen  by  us. 

The  lately  admitted  patients  are  properly  detained.  One  gentleman 
is  in  residence  as  a  voluntary  boarder  and  his  condition  is  at  present  such 
that  he  may  remain  in  that  position.  Pie,  2  other  gentlemen  and  1  lady 
are  in  bed. 

Phere  is  no  record  of  any  seclusion  or  mechanical  restraint. 

Two  gentlemen  have  parole  beyond  the  grounds,  and  17  of  the 
patients  walk  out  under  supervision,  whilst  9  take  occasional  carriage 
exercise. 

Two  of  each  sex  attend  the  services  on  Sunday  in  the  parish  church 
and  12  of  the  inmates  are  usually  present  at  services  which  are  held  in 
the  House  twice  a  week. 

Most  of  the  patients  were  in  the  garden  to-day,  they  appeared  to  be 
in  receipt  of  all  proper  attention  and  care  and  were  free  from  complaints. 

A  good  staff  is  maintained  whose  length  of  service,  especially  amongst 
the  nurses,  is  satisfactory. 

The  case  books  are  well  kept  and  posted  up  to  date. 


Littleton  Hall,  Shenfield,  Essex. 

3  June  1913. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  Colleague  to  this  House  in  October  last  1  lady 
has  been  discharged  relieved  and  another  admitted,  leaving  the  number  of 
patients  unchanged,  namely  8.  There  is  also  a  voluntary  boarder  in 
i  esidence  who  is  not  a  fit  case  to  remain  on  that  footing.  At  the  request 
of  Dr.  Haynes  her  friends  are  taking  steps  to  obtain  a  reception  order  for 
her.  All  the  patients  are  in  residence  and  have  been  seen  by  us.  Four 
of  them,  in  addition  to  the  boarders,  were  in  bed,  2  on  account  of  the 
debility  of  old  age,  and  the  others  on  account  of  their  mental  state.  We 
were  satisfied  that  all  were  receiving  proper  care  and  attention.  The 
newly-admitted  patient  is  insane  and  properly  detained. 

rldie  House  is  in  excellent  order,  the  rooms  of  ample  size,  bright  and 
airy.  A  new  bath  fitted  with  a  geyser  has  been  placed  in  the  bath-room. 
The  grounds  are  well  kept  aud  at  this  season  gay  with  flowers. 

Ao  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded  in  the 
period  under  review. 

All  but  3  of  the  ladies  are  taken  out  for  drives  about  6  times  in  a 
month,  and  2  go  for  walks  beyond  the  grounds.  None  are  at  present  fit  to 
attend  religious  services  on  Sunday. 

Besides  the  head  nurse  there  are  3  others  for  day,  and  2  for  night 
duty. 


Malling  Place,  Kent. 

5  June  1913. 

Since  this  House  was  visited  11  months  ago  by  members  of  our 
Board  15  patients  have  been  admitted  and  11  have  been  discharged  or 
removed,  2  of  them  having  recovered. 

I  here  have  also  been  the  deaths  of  1  gentleman  and  2  ladies,  all  from 
natural  causes. 

There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  9  gentlemen,  aud 
27  ladies  as  patients,  and  2  gentlemen  as  voluntary  boarders.  Ten 
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ladies.are  away  on  leave  at  tlie  sea-side,  but  the  rest  of  the  patients  are 
in  residence  and  have  all  been  seen  by  us.  We  have  paid  special 
attention  to  the  newly-admitted  patients  and  can  report  that  they  are 
properly  detained.  The  2  voluntary  boarders  are  also  proper  subjects  to 
remain  on  that  footing. 

We  found  the  patients  free  from  any  complaints  and  contented.  They 
were  tidy  in  their  dress  and  person,  and  appeared  well  cared  for. 

The  general  health  of  the  establishment  is  good,  only  one  of  each  sex 
being  in  bed. 

Since  the  last  visit  of  our  Colleagues,  1  gentleman  has  been 
mechanically  restrained  on  1  occasion  for  a  duration  of  14^  hours,  and 
1  gentleman  and  2  ladies  have  been  secluded  on  3  occasions  for  a  total 
of  8  hours. 

The  House  is  in  good  order,  much  renovation  and  redecoration  having 
been  done,  especially  on  the  ladies’  side.  The  new  additions  in  the  ladies’ 
part  have  been  completed  and  furnished,  but  have  not  yet  been 
occupied. 

They  will  afford  good  accommodation.  In  the  ladies’  lower  sitting 
room  a  new  window  has  been  put,  and  the  padded  room  on  that  side  has 
been  remodelled  and  renovated.  A  modern  earth-closet  has  been 
provided  in  the  ladies’  upper  airing  court.  In  the  water-closet  on  the 
ground  floor  in  the  cottage  there  are  some  dangerous  looped  pipes  and 
other  projections,  which  should  be  covered  in  and  made  safe. 

Fifteen  of  the  ladies  have  carriage  exercise  in  turn  and  4  of  the 
gentlemen  and  1  lady  have  their  parole  to  walk  beyond  the  grounds. 

Four  gentlemen  and  2  ladies  usually  attend  the  parish  church  on 
Sundays,  a  service  is  also  held  in  the  Flouse  on  Sunday  evenings  at  which 
all  the  gentlemen  and  about  22  of  the  ladies  are  usually  present. 

The  staff  consists  of  4  male  attendants  for  day  duty,  and  1  for  night, 
and  of  8  nurses  for  day,  and  2  for  night. 

We  have  signed  the  licence,  which  was  in  April  last  granted  at  the 
West  Kent  Quarter  Sessions  to  Dr.  G.  H.  Adam,  and  his  brother 
Mr.  C.  E.  H.  Adam. 

Dr.  Adam  has  the  assistance  of  Dr.  H.  Gray  as  Assistant  Medical 
Officer,  and  Dr.  Claye  Shaw  visits  the  House  every  month  as  consulting 
physician. 


Middleton  Hall,  Middleton  St.  George. 

9  May  1913. 

Since  this  House  was  visited  in  October  last  by  members  of  our 
Board,  4  gentlemen  and  8  ladies  have  been  admitted  as  patients  and 
2  ladies  as  voluntary  boarders  ;  2  gentlemen  and  8  ladies  have  been 
discharged,  the  2  former  and  5  of  the  latter  on  recovery  ;  and  one  patient 
of  each  sex  has  died,  both  from  natural  causes.  There  are  to-day  on 
the  books  the  names  of  8  gentlemen  and  21  ladies  as  patients  and 
2  ladies  as  voluntary  boarders.  We  have  paid  special  attention  to  the 
newly  admitted  patients,  who  are  properly  detained,  and  to  the  two  lady 
boarders,  who  are  proper  subjects  to  remain  on  that  footing  at  present. 

We  found  the  patients  on  both  sides  contented  and  well  cared  for. 
Many  of  them  spoke  well  of  their  treatment,  which  was  confirmed  by 
what  we  ourselves  saw.  The  general  health  of  the  establishment  is 
good,  and  two  ladies  whose  names  we  give  in  the  Patients’  Book  show 
mental  improvement.  One  lady  is  away  on  trial  ;  we  saw  all  the  others. 
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The  day-rooms  and  bed-rooms  were  in  good  order  and  weli  kept, 
dlieie  lias  been  no  mechanical  restraint,  but  seclusion  lias  been  resorted 
to  in  the  case  of  one  gentleman  on  one  occasion  for  a  period  of  10  hours 
on  account  of  maniacal  excitement. 

Religious  services  are  held  by  the  rector  of  the  parish  in  the  House 
on  every  other  Sunday  acternoon,  and  3  or  4  ladies  and  1  gentleman 
attend  the  morning  service  on  Sundays  at  the  parish  church. 

hour  ol  the  gentlemen  and  8  or  10  of  the  ladies  have  carriage 
exercise,  and  two  ladies  have  their  parole. 

I  he  staff  consists  of  a  head  attendant  and  3  male  attendants  for 
day  duty,  and  1  attendant  for  night  duty,  on  the  gentlemen’s  side,  and  a 
patron  and  6  nurses  for  day,  and  2  nurses  for  night,  on  the  ladies’  side. 

Ihe  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  carefully  written  up 
to  date. 

W  e  have  signed  the  licence,  which  was  granted  on  the  7th  of  last 
month  by  the  Durham  Quarter  Sessions. 


The  Moat  House,  Tamworth. 

14  February  1913. 

We  have  to-day  visited  this  House,  which  we  found  in  its  usual 
excellent  order. 

There  have  been  no  recent  admissions  and  the  inmates  were  the 
same  6  ladies  who  have  been  here  as  patients  for  several  years.  They 
seemed  to  be  enjoying  fair  bodily  health,  and  are  properly  looked  after  in 
every  way.  One  lady  sometimes  attends  the  parish  church  and  goes  out 
for  walks,  while  all  of  them  exercise  in  the  grounds  and  are  taken  for 
frequent  drives  in  suitable  weather. 

Ihe  staff  in  addition  to  the  matron  consists  of  a  lady  companion  and 
5  nurses,  1  of  whom  is  on  duty  at  night.  There  has  been  no  mechanical 
restraint  or  seclusion. 

We  did  not  see  Mr.  Hollins,  but  are  glad  to  hear  that  he  is  now 
recovering  from  his  recent  severe  illness. 


Northwoods  House,  Winterbourne,  Bristol. 

13  March  1913. 

Since  our  Colleagues’  visit  in  November  last  some  of  the  gentlemen’s 
rooms  have  been  redecorated  and  the  ladies’  dining-room  was  in  the  hands 
of  the  painters  to-day. 

1  here  are  still  various  parts  of  the  House  that  require  attention  which 
we  understand  will  shortly  be  given  to  them. 

Ihe  patients  appeared  to  be  comfortable  and  we  received  no 
complaint. 

We  have  to  record  the  following  changes  among  the  patients.  There 
have  been  4  admissions,  3  discharges,  1  transfer  to  other  care,  and 
2  deaths,  both  from  natural  causes. 

there  are  now  on  the  books  39  patients,  17  of  whom  are  gentlemen 
and  22  ladies,  in  addition  to  whom  there  are  2  voluntary  boarders,  1  of 
each  sex.  The  gentleman  is  not  in  our  opinion  a  suitable  case  to 
remain  upon  this  footing  and  should  be  certified. 

I  he  general  health  of  the  House  is  good,  none  of  the  3  ladies  who 
were  confined  to  bed  at  our  visit  to-day  being  seriously  ill. 
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We  have  had  a  long  private  interview  with  one  lady  whose  name  is 
given  in  the  Patients’  Book. 

One  gentleman  shows  some  signs  of  mental  improvement. 

There  has  been  no  recorded  use  of  mechanical  restraint  but  6  patients 
have  been  secluded  on  of  occasions  for  a  total  duration  of  55  hours. 

Seventeen  patients  are  usually  present  at  the  services  held  in  the 
House  on  Sunday,  while  4  or  5  are  well  enough  to  attend  church  outside. 
Four  patients  have  their  parole  and  22  walk  out  attended  beyond  the 
grounds  ;  14  have  occasional  carriage  drives. 

An  inquest  was  held  on  one  of  the  patients  who  died  from  natural 
causes,  because  he  was  admitted  with  a  wound  on  the  scalp. 

The  staff  consists  of  13  for  day  and  2  for  night  duty. 

The  medical  records  are  properly  entered  up  to  date. 


OvERDALE,  OUTWOOD. 

7  April  1913. 

Since  the  last  visit  on  November  9th,  1912,  1  patient  has  been 
discharged  on  recovery,  1  lias  died  from  natural  causes,  aud  there  has 
been  one  admission,  leaving  the  names  of  13  ladies  on  the  books,  all  of 
whom  have  been  seen  and  spoken  to  by  ns.  One  lady  is  confined  to  bed, 
but  the  general  health  is  good,  and  the  patients  appear  to  be  contented 
and  properly  cared  for. 

One  lady  shows  signs  of  mental  improvement  and  is  shortly  to  be 
discharged. 

The  House  is  on  the  whole  in  good  order,  but  there  are  some  rooms, 
especially  the  dining-room  and  the  visiting-room  and  adjoining  passages, 
which  are  much  in  need  of  being  thoroughly  done  up.  There  is  some 
piping  in  one  of  the  w.c.’s  which  should  be  protected,  and  the  window 
fasteners  there  and  in  the  adjoining  bath-room  should  be  removed. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  seclusion  or  mechanical  restraint.

The  staff  consists  of  a  matron,  with  3  nurses  for  day  and  2  for  night 
duty. 

All  the  patients  with  the  exception  of  two  go  out  walking — one  of 
them  on  parole- — and  they  are  also  taken  for  occasional  drives  in  the 
summer. 

Three  of  the  ladies  attend  service  at  the  neighbouring  church. 


Periteau  House,  Winchelsea. 

12  June  1913. 

There  have  been  no  changes  amongst  the  patients  since  our  Colleagues’ 
visit  in  July  of  last  year.  We  have  seen  the  3  ladies  in  residence,  and 
found  them  in  good  bodily  health,  comfortable  and  well  cared  for. 

The  House  is  maintained  in  very  good  order. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded. 

All  3  ladies  walk  out,  and  occasionally  go  for  drives,  and  2  of  them 
attend  divine  service  either  at  a  neighbouring  church,  or  the  parish 
church  every  Sunday. 

The  staff  consists  of  3  lady  companions  and  1  trained  nurse,  all  of 
of  whom  seem  very  suitable  for  their  work. 

Mrs.  Bail'd,  Dr.  Baird's  mother,  was  in  charge  of  the  House,  and 
accompanied  us  during  our  visit  and  our  inspection  of  the  patients. 
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The  Pleasaunce,  Hewortit,  York. 

1  3  January  1913. 

Since  our  Colleague  visited  this  House  in  October  last  3  ladies 
have  been  admitted  as  patients.  There  being  no  other  changes  there  are 
1  1  patients  now  in  residence  ;  they  have  been  seen  by  us  and  we  are  of 
the  opinion  those  newly  admitted  are  properly  detained. 

I  he  ladies  appeared  kindly  treated  and  we  received  no  complaint  from 
them,  but  we  thought  that  some  of  the  rooms,  where  the  less  favourable 
class  of  patients  were  located,  were  too  cold,  especially  having  regard  to 
the  state  of  the  weather,  and  that  the  artificial  lighting  in  places  was  too 
poor. 

There  has  been  no  record  of  the  use  of  mechanical  restraint  and 
seclusion  during  the  last  three  months. 

We  understand  that  Dr.  Jones  contemplates  re-decorating  portions  of 
the  House  as  soon  as  he  has  settled  certain  matters  with  the  previous 
licensee. 

We  have  signed  the  licence  which  was  granted  in  October  last  to 
Dr.  Jones  as  sole  licensee. 

The  staff  consists  of  5  nurses,  all  of  them  on  day  duty. 


Plympton  House,  Plympton. 

7  June  1913. 

I  he  new  2-storied  wing  has  now  been  completed,  and  appeared  to  us 
to  form  an  excellent  and  useful  addition  to  this  House.  It  consists 
of  3  bedrooms  on  each  floor,  with  lavatory  and  bathroom  accommodation. 
The  rooms  and  passages  are  heated  by  radiators,  which  are  shortly  to  be 
protected  by  suitable  guards. 

I  he  House  is  throughout  in  very  good  order,  the  grounds  where  we 
saw  several  of  the  patients,  some  of  whom  were  playing  tennis,  are 
nicely  kept,  and  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  in  residence  are  evidently  in 
receipt  of  all  due  care  and  supervision. 

Since  July  23rd,  1912,  11  patients  have  been  admitted,  10  have  been 
discharged,  2  on  recovery,  and  2  have  died  from  natural  causes.  There 
are  to-day  in  the  books  the  names  of  7  gentlemen  and  22  ladies  ;  3  of  the 
latter  are  on  leave  at  Yelverton,  and  3  are  away  on  trial,  leaving  23  in 
residence,  and  seen  by  us. 

AA  e  have  given  special  attention  to  the  cases  of  those  who  have 
lately  been  admitted,  and  have  had  private  interviews  with  2  of  them, 
as  well  as  with  another  lady  and  gentleman.  We  satisfied  ourselves  as 
to  propriety  of  their  detention,  but  1  lady  shows  signs  of  mental 
improvement,  and  it  is  hoped  that  ere  long  she  may  be  fit  for  discharge 
or  that  at  any  rate  she  may  go  on  trial.  Three  ladies  and  a  like  number 
of  gentlemen  are  confined  to  bed.  Five  ladies  attend  service  at  the 
parish  church,  and  3  gentlemen  and  1 7  ladies  are  usually  present  at  the 
services  held  in  the  House,  while  22  patients  go  to  associated  entertain¬ 
ments.  lourteen  are  usefully  employed,  1  patient  has  parole  beyond  the 
grounds,  and  10  walk  out  under  supervision. 

I  he  staff  consists  of  5  attendants  and  7  nurses  for  day,  and  1  of 
the  former  and  2  of  the  latter  for  night  duty.  There  is  no  record  of  any 
seclusion  or  mechanical  restraint. 

AY  e  note  that  the  smoke  door,  which  was  recommended  in  the  last 
report  to  be  placed  on  the  ladies’  side,  has  been  fixed  in  position  and 
painted  as  suggested,  with  a  notice  to  be  kept  closed  at  night. 
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Redlands,  Tonbridge. 

5  June  1913. 

Since  our  Colleague’s  visit  on  the  4th  of  July  last  year,  the  follow¬ 
ing  changes  have  taken  place  amongst  the  patients  ;  3  patients  have  been 
admitted,  2  have  been  discharged,  1  on  recovery,  and  1  gentleman  has 
died  from  natural  causes.  There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of 
9  gentlemen  and  8  ladies,  1  of  the  latter  is  on  leave,  but  the  others  have 
all  been  seen  by  us.  We  found  them  comfortable  and  contented,  and  in 
good  physical  health,  no  one  showed  any  marked  mental  improvement. 

The  House  is  in  good  order,  some  re-decoration  having  been  lately 
done.  The  new  kitchen,  scullery  and  pantry,  are  in  course  of  erection  in 
accordance  with  plans  sanctioned  by  our  Board  and  the  Visitors.  All 
the  patients  with  the  exception  of  2  of  the  ladies  have  carriage  exercise 
twice  a  week,  and  in  the  winter  mouths  entertainments  are  given  once  a 
month,  at  which  about  5  of  the  gentlemen  and  3  of  the  ladies  are  usually 
present. 

It  has  not  yet  been  found  possible  to  make  any  arrangements  for  the 
holding  of  any  religious  service  in  the  House. 

Since  the  last  visit  by  members  of  our  Board  1  lady  has  been 
mechanically  restrained  on  two  occasions  for  a  total  of  6|  hours,  and 
a  gentleman  was  secluded  once  for  a  period  of  6  hours. 

We  have  signed  the  licence. 


Riverhead  House,  Sevenoaks. 

•  5  June  1913. 

We  found  this  House  in  its  usual  excellent  order  on  our  visit  to-day. 
All  the  rooms  were  bright  and  comfortable.  The  changes  since  our 
Colleagues’  visit  11  months  ago  have  been  the  admission  of  4  ladies 
and  the  discharge  of  3,  1  on  recovery.  There  are  to-day  in  residence 
8  ladies,  all  of  whom  we  have  seen  ;  we  have  paid  special  attention  to 
those  recently  admitted  and  can  report  that  they  are  properly  detained. 
One  of  these  ladies  shows  improvement  in  her  mental  condition.  All  the 
patients  were  neat  and  tidy  in  their  dress  and  gave  every  evidence  of 
being  well  cared  for.  Their  physical  health  is  good. 

4  here  has  been  no  record  of  the  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or 
seclusion  since  the  last  visit. 

Three  of  the  ladies  take  carriage  exercise  and  2  attend  church. 

The  staff  consists  of  8  nurses  for  day  duty  and  4  for  night  duty. 

We  have  signed  the  licence. 


St.  George’s  Retreat,  Burgess  Hill,  Sussex. 

12  June  1913. 

We  have  to-day  visited  all  parts  of  this  Institution  and  can  report 
that  it  continues  to  be  maintained  in  excellent  order,  and  to  afford  very 
good  accommodation  for  the  ladies  resident  here. 

Since  our  Colleagues’  visit  in  July  last  9  ladies  have  been  admitted  as 
patients,  6  have  been  discharged,  5  of  whom  had  recovered,  and  3  ladies 
have  died,  all  from  natural  causes. 
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There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  70  ladies  as  patients,  and 

2  as  voluntary  boarders  ;  4  of  the  former  are  on  leave  at  St.  Augustine’s  y 
Brighton.  We  have  seen  all  those  in  residence  here,  and  found  them  in 
good  bodily  health,  contented,  and  comfortable,  being  evidently  very 
well  cared  for  and  looked  after.  One  lady  showed  mental  improvement. 

No  seclusion  has  been  recorded  in  the  period  under  review,  but 

3  ladies  have  been  restrained  with  a  long-sleeved  jacket  on  3  occasions- 
for  5  minutes  each. 

The  House  is  maintained  in  very  good  order,  the  rooms  presenting  a 
very  bright  and  comfortable  appearance. 

Divine  service  on  Sundays  is  usually  attended  by  58  of  the  ladies, 
and  64  are  usually  present  at  the  entertainments.  Carriage  exercise  is 
given  to  nearly  all  the  patients. 

The  Reverend  Mother  is  assisted  by  40  Sisters  in  the  care  of  the 
patients,  and  there  are  2  nurses  for  night  duty. 

We  have  sigued  the  licence. 


St.  Augustine’s,  Brighton. 

11  February  1913. 

I  have  to-day  visited  this  House  and  seen  all  parts  of  it,  including 
the  new  dining-room  and  the  balcony  which  has  been  erected  above  it. 
I  have  also  visited  the  new  House  for  12  or  14  additional  patients  which 
is  being  rapidly  but  substantially  erected  in  the  kitchen  garden  from  plans 
approved  by  our  Board  and  will  evidently  form  a  valuable  addition  to 
this  branch  house.  Screens  on  the  landing  and  an  outside  staircase  are 
provided  for  in  the  plans. 

St.  Augustine’s  continues  to  be  maintained  in  the  best  possible  order, 
and  to  afford  excellent  accommodation  for  its  inmates.  The  rooms  were 
all  very  bright,  cheerful  and  comfortable.  I  suggest  that  on  the  doors  of 
the  screens  which  have  been  provided  as  a  security  in  case  of  fire,  should 
be  painted  clearly,  and  distinctly  the  words  “  To  be  kept  shut  at  night.” 

There  are  4  ladies  here  on  leave  from  St.  George’s  Retreat.  Three 
were  out  driving  when  I  arrived,  but  they  presently  returned  and  I  saw 
them  all  and  satisfied  myself  that  their  detention  is  proper,  and  that  they 
are  being  well  cared  for.  They  seemed  generally  to  be  happy  and 
contented. 


St.  Mary’s  House,  Whitchurch. 

9  February  1913. 

We  have  this  day  visited  this  House  and  seen  the  only  lady  patient 
who  has  resided  here  for  so  long.  She  was  in  fair  health  and  continues 
to  receive  every  care  and  attention. 


Shaftesbuby  House,  Foemby. 

17  April  1913. 

The  House  is  generally  speaking  in  very  good  order,  but  there  are 
some  places  such  as  the  gentlemen’s  lavatory  on  the  ground  floor  where 
some  slight  reparation  and  white-washing  are  desirable. 
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We  h  ave  seen  all  the  patients  and  found  them  comfortable  and  so  far 
as  we  could  judge  in  receipt  of  proper  attention  and  care.  The  health  is 
good,  there  being  but  2  of  each  sex  confined  to  bed. 

One  gentleman  is  in  residence  as  a  voluntary  boarder  and  may  remain 
in  that  position. 

We  observed  1  lady  who  shows  signs  of  mental  improvement. 

Since  the  visit  in  November  of  last  year  6  patients  have  been  admitted, 
7  have  been  discharged,  1  of  them  on  recovery,  and  1  patient  has  died  from 
natural  causes.  There  are  on  the  books  to-day  the  names  of  36  patients 
and  the  voluntary  boarder  already  mentioned,  all  of  whom  are  in  residence 
and  have  been  seen  by  us. 

Four  patients  attend  the  Sunday  services  at  the  neighbouring  church, 
12  are  usually  present  at  the  service  held  in  the  House  and  about  25  attend 
at  the  associated  entertainments.  None  of  the  patients  are  allowed  out 
on  parole,  but  about  12  of  them  go  out  walking  under  supervision.  Six 
have  occasional  carriage  exercise  and  a  few  of  them  are  taken  to  local 
entertainments. 

The  staff  consists  of  6  attendants  and  6  nurses  for  day  and  1  of  each 
sex  for  night  duty.  Twelve  patients  have  been  secluded  on  51  occasions 
for  a  total  of  302  hours  and  one  has  been  mechanically  restrained  on 
11  occasions  for  68  hours  in  all. 


Silver  Birches,  Church  Street,  Epsom. 

6  February  1913. 

Since  our  Colleague’s  visit  to  this  House  in  August  last  1  lady  has 
been  transferred  to  other  care,  and  1  lady  admitted  on  transfer.  There 
are  now  the  names  of  9  ladies  on  the  books,  ail  of  whom  were  in  residence 
to-day,  and  have  been  seen  by  us.  Ooe  lady  shows  mental  improvement. 
The  bodily  health  of  the  patients  is  good,  only  1  lady  being  in  bed,  and 
she  for  rest. 

No  use  of  seclusion  or  mechanical  restraint  has  been  recorded  since  the 
last  visit. 

The  House  generally  is  in  good  order,  but  one  room  used  by  i  he  ladies 
is  under  repair,  the  floor  having  been  found  defective. 

One  lady  has  her  parole  for  walking  outside,  5  other  ladies  walk  out 
attended,  and  4  attend  divine  service  at  the  parish  church. 

The  staff  consists  of  5  nurses. 

We  have  signed  the  licence. 


Springfield  House,  Bedford. 

26  May  1913. 

Since  our  Colleague’s  visit  in  November,  3  patients  have  been  admitted 
to  this  House,  4  have  been  discharged  or  removed,  2  of  them  on  recovery, 
and  2  have  died  from  natural  causes.  On  the  books  to-day  we  find  the 
names  of  43,  18  being  on  the  male  side  and  25  on  the  female  side.  Three 
of  the  ladies  are  absent  on  leave  or  trial.  We  have  seen  all  those  who 
are  in  residence  and  can  report  that  they  are  receiving  proper  care  and 
attention,  hour  patients  were  in  bed  on  account  of  bodily  ailments,  the 
health  of  the  rest  was  satisfactory.  We  gave  a  private  interview  to  one 
gentleman  at  his  request,  he  is  insane  and  properly  detained,  and  the  same 
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may  be  said  of  the  newly  admitted  patients  to  whom  we  paid  special 
attention.  The  new  dining-hall  has  been  completed  and  is  in  use,  it  is  a 
bright  and  pleasant  room  and  its  addition  is  a  valuable  improvement  to 
the  Institution.  The  old  hall  has  been  divided  by  a  partition  and  one 
portion  of  it  has  been  converted  into  a  private  sitting-room.  Other 
improvements  have  lately  been  made  and  much  has  been  done  in  the  way 
of  re  decoration.  No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been 
recorded  during  the  period  to  which  this  report  applies.  Three  of  the 
patients  attend  service  on  Sundays  in  the  parish  church  and  about  28  the 
service  held  in  the  House  by  the  vicar.  Motor  drives  are  provided  for  12, 
2  gentlemen  and  1  lady  are  allowed  their  parole,  and  30  or  more  walk  out 
attended. 

The  staff  consists  on  the  male  side  of  6  attendants  for  day  and  1  for 
night  duty  and  on  the  female  side  of  2  lady  companions,  8  day,  and  2 
night  nurses. 


Stretton  House,  Church  Stretton,  Shropshire. 

17  February  1913. 

We  have  to-day  inspected  this  House  which  we  have  found  in  good 
order.  The  new  wing  is  now  occupied  but  some  internal  work  has  not 
yet  been  completed  including  the  two  rooms  at  the  entrance  and  the 
padded  room.  These  are  expected  to  be  finished  in  a  fortnight.  The 
guard  to  the  staircase  on  the  top  landing  has  been  carried  up  to  the 
ceiling  in  accordance  with  our  Colleague’s  recommendation. 

The  patients  generally  seemed  to  be  comfortable  and  contented. 
Many  of  them  are  of  a  very  demented  type,  but  even  for  these  we  think 
that  there  might  be  a  more  liberal  supply  of  picture  papers  and  simple 
objects  which  might  amuse  them.  The  absence  of  such  matters  was  more 
than  usually  noticeable  to-day  as  most  of  the  patients  were  in  doors. 

The  new  additions  have  done  much  to  improve  the  general  character 
of  the  accommodation. 

The  changes  amongst  the  patients  since  the  last  visit  have  been  3  admis¬ 
sions,  1  discharge  on  recovery,  and  2  deaths  from  natural  causes. 

There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  36  gentlemen  as  patients, 
and  3  as  voluntary  boarders,  all  of  whom  may  remain  upon  that  footing. 

Everyone  was  in  residence  and  seen  by  us  in  the  course  of  our  visit. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  was  good,  only  1  patient  being 
confined  to  bed. 

The  only  serious  casualty  occurred  in  the  case  of  a  patient  who  made 
a  sudden  dash  from  an  attendant  and  threw  himself  from  the  landing  of 
the  outside  fire-escape  staircase,  sustaining  a  fractured  rib  and  some 
superficial  wounds.  The  landing  of  the  fire-escape  staircase  has  now 
been  protected  so  as  to  avoid  the  possibility  of  the  repetition  of  such  an 
occurrence. 

One  patient  has  been  mechanically  restrained  by  gloves  on  two 
occasions  for  26l>  hours  for  surgical  reasons,  and  one  secluded  on  two 
occasions  for  1 1  hours. 

The  newly  admitted  patients  are  properly  detained. 

Six  of  the  gentlemen  go  to  the  service  at  the  parish  church  on 
Sundays,  and  from  15  to  20  attend  those  held  in  the  House,  and  from 
20  to  30  the  weekly  entertainments.  Five  gentlemen  patients  have  their 
parole  and  the  greater  part  of  the  remainder  are  taken  for  frequent  walks 
outside  the  grounds.  About  7  have  weekly  drives. 
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The  staff  consists  of  a  head  attendant  and  10  others,  3  of  whom 
are  on  night  duty. 

The  case  books  and  other  medical  records  are  very  well  kept,  the 
entries  in  the  former  being  very  full  and  illuminating.

There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  36  gentlemen  and  37  ladies 
as  patients,  and  1  gentleman  as  a  voluntary  boarder. 

Six  gentlemen  and  4  ladies  are  on  leave  at  West  Cliffe,  St.  Leonards, 
1  gentleman  at  The  Ridgeway,  and  1  gentleman  in  North  Wales. 

V\  e  have  seen  all  the  patients  in  residence  and  also  the  gentleman  at 
the  Ridgeway.  We  found  them  comfortable  and  well  cared  for,  and 
contented. 

We  paid  special  attention  to  the  newly  admitted  cases,  and  can  report 
that  they  are  properly  detained,  and  that  the  voluntary  boarder  is  a 
proper  subject  to  remain  on  that  footing. 

We  gave  private  interviews  to  3  gentlemen,  but  none  of  them  are 
fit  for  discharge.  We  noticed  1  lady  as  showing  mental  improvement. 

One  of  the  2  deaths  that  have  occurred  during  the  period  under 
review  was  from  natural  causes  ;  in  the  other  the  gentleman  committed 
suicide,  the  circumstances  of  which  were  the  subject  of  a  coroner’s 
inquest,  and  which  were  fully  reported  to  our  Board  at  the  time. 

The  health  of  the  establishment  has  been,  and  is  at  the  present  time 
very  good. 

There  has  been  no  employment  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion 
since  the  last  visit. 

The  House  and  its  dependencies,  with  the  grounds,  continue  to  be 
maintained  in  very  good  order. 

Ihe  electric  light  has  lately  been  installed  in  the  main  house,  and  at 
the  Highlands  and  Vineyard. 

T weuty-eight  of  the  patients  usually  attend  divine  service  on 
Sundays,  and  39  are  usually  present  at  the  associated  entertainments. 

Thirty-six  gentlemen  and  35  ladies  walk  out  attended  beyond  the 
grounds,  and  carriage  exercise  is  given  to  38  patients,  15  going  for  drives 
every  day,  and  the  others  once,  twice  or  three  times  a  week. 

Ihe  staff  consists  of  3  gentlemen  companions,  40  male  attendants 
and  47  nurses,  36  and  40  respectively  being  on  duty  by  day,  and  4  and  7 
respectively  by  night.  Their  record  of  service  is  good,  27  of  the  men 
and  20  of  the  nurses  being  able  to  count  over  five  years’  service. 
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West  Cliffe,  St.  Leonards. 

6  March  1913. 

1  have  visited  this  branch  House  of  Ticehurst  to-day,  and  seen  all  the 
patients  who  are  on  leave  here. 

They  are  12  in  number,  of  whom  3  are  ladies.  Most  of  them  were  out 
walking  on  my  arrival.  They  were  all  neat  and  tidy  in  person  and  dress 
and  looked  generally  well  cared  for  and  none  complained  in  any  respect  of 
their  treatment.  I  had  long  private  interviews,  at  their  request,  with  2 
of  the  gentlemen.  None  of  the  patients  now  resident  have  parole,  but 
they  are  taken  out  for  walks  twice  a  day.  One  gentleman  goes  out 
driving  daily  and  one  other  once  a  week. 

The  House  generally  was  quite  comfortable  and  many  of  the  rooms 
were  bright  and  cheerful,  but  I  thought  that  the  corridors  were  in  much 
need  of  lighter  and  more  cheerful  paint  and  paper  and  generally 
brightening.  I  noticed  in  a  downstairs  lavatory  a  looped  supply  pipe  and 
a  stiff  bracket  which  might  he  a  source  of  danger  and  should  be  protected. 


Tue  Brook  Villa,  Liverpool. 

16  April  1913. 

The  House  is  in  very  fair  order,  but  some  of  the  rooms  will  soon 
require  decorating,  and  when  this  is  taken  in  hand  we  hope  that  a  liberal 
use  will  be  made  of  white  enamel  paint  and  that  all  that  can  will  be  done 
to  make  the  House  bright  and  attractive. 

We  should  like  to  see  a  more  liberal  supply  of  books  and  periodicals 
freely  accessible  to  the  patients  at  all  times. 

We  have  seen  all  the  patients  and  found  them  apparently  comfortable 
and  contented.  The  health  is  good,  there  being  but  1  gentleman  confined 
to  bed,  and  1  lady  is  just  recovering  from  the  effects  of  a  broken  clavicle 
sustained  through  slipping  and  falling  when  going  down  stairs.  One  lady 
,  residing  as  a  voluntary  boarder  may  continue  in  that  position. 

Since  14  November  1912,  9  patients  have  been  admitted,  7  have  been 
discharged  but  none  on  recovery,  3  have  died  from  natural  causes.  There 
are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  21  gentlemen  and  25  ladies  in  addition 
to  the  voluntary  boarder  already  referred  to.  Two  ladies  show  signs  of 
mental  improvement.  There  is  no  record  of  any  seclusion  or  mechanical 
restraint. 

Twenty-five  patients  attend  the  Sunday  services  held  in  . the  House, 

1  is  allowed  out  on  parole  and  6  walk  out  attended,  whilst  8  are  taken  for 
occasional  drives.  There  are  fortnightly  entertainments  at  which  30  of 
the  patients  are  usually  present. 

There  are  5  attendants  and  6  nurses  for  day  and  I  of  the  former  and 

2  of  the  latter  for  night  duty. 

We  have  signed  the  licence.

I  have  to-day  paid  the  first  visit  by  a  member  of  our  Board  since 
this  House  was  licensed  for  the  reception  of  8  male  idiots  or  imbeciles  on 
the  loth  of  October  last,  and  subsequently  registered  by  our  Board  under 
the  Idiots’  Act  1886. 


of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy. 
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There  are  now  in  residence  7  boys,  5  of  whom  were  with  Miss  Deck 
before  the  granting  of  the  licence,  and  the  other  2  have  been  admitted 
since  the  beginning  of  this  year.  The  papers  relating  to  their  detention 
have  been  produced  to  me,  and  are  in  proper  form. 

I  have  seen  all  7  boys,  who  presented  a  well-cared  for  appearance 
they  were  clean  and  tidy  in  their  dress  and  person,  and  seemed  happy  and! 
contented,  Their  sitting-rooms  are  well  supplied  with  toys  and  things 
to  amuse  them,  and  in  rear  of  the  House  there  is  a  fair-sized  garden 
where  they  can  play.  Their  bedrooms  were  tidy  and  in  good  order,,,  andi 
the  beds  and  bedding  good  and  sufficient. 

The  general  health  of  the  boys  is  good,  and  they  appear  well 
nourished. 

The  establishment  has  been  visited  monthly  by  Dr.  George  Co  wen. 

Miss  Deck  is  assisted  in  the  management  of  the  boys  by  2  resident 
governesses.

V\  e  have  to-day  visited  this  House,  and  can  report  that  it  continues  to 
he  maintained  in  very  good  order.  The  rooms  were  bright  and  comfortable, 
and  the  patients  contented  and  free  from  any  complaints.

There  are  to-day  on  the 
books  the  names  of  4  gentlemen  as  patients  and  2  as  voluntary 
hoarders,  and  9  ladies  as  patients.  We  have  paid  particular  attention  to 
the  newly  admitted  patients,  and  can  report  that  they  are  properly  detained. 
The  two  gentlemen  who  are  here  as  voluntary  boarders  are  proper 
subjects  to  continue  on  that  footing. 

The  general  health  of  the  establishment  is  good.  There  has  been  no 
seclusion  or  mechanical  restraint  since  the  last  visit  of  a  Commissioner.. 
The  majority  of  the  patients  are  taken  for  motor  or  carriage  drives,  and 
those  who  are  able  walk  out  attended. 

Divine  service  is  held  in  the  House  on  Sunday  afternoons  by  the  vicar 
of  All  Saints  Church  at  which  nearly  all  the  patients  are  present. 

The  staff  consists  of  3  on  each  side  for  day  duty,  and  1  for  night  on 
both  sides. 

We  have  signed  the  licence. 


The  Retreat,  Witiiam,  Essex. 


1 6  May  1913. 

Since  the  visit  of  my  Colleague  to  this  House  last  October  2  gentlemen 
have  been  admitted  and  2  have  been  discharged  on  transfer  to  other 
institutions,  leaving  the  numbers  unaltered,  namely  6  male  and  3  female 
patients.  One-  of  the  latter  was  absent  on  leave  ;  I  saw  the  rest  and 
found  them  well  cared  for  and  contented.  Their  health  appeared  to  be 
satisfactory  ;  none  showed  mental  improvement.  The  doing  up  of  some 
of  the  rooms  is  in  hand.  The  House  generally  and  the  grounds  are  in 
good  order. 
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No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded  during; 
the  period  under  review. 

Dr.  Race,  who  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  his  wife,  has  retired  from 
the  position  of  Resident  Licensee  and  his  place  has  been  taken  by 
Dr.  Robert  Augustus  Greenwood  Penny,  formerly  for  some  years  Assis¬ 
tant  Medical  Officer  of  tlie  Oxford  Asylum. 


Wye  House,  Buxton. 

16  April  1913. 

Since  the  last  visit,  3  ladies  have  been  admitted  and  2  discharged 
one  of  them  on  recovery  ;  the  other,  whose  reception  order  had  lapsed, 
was  re-admitted  on  a  fresh  order  and  is  included  among  the  admissions. 
One  of  each  sex  has  died  from  natural  causes.  There  are  to-day  the 
names  of  12  gentlemen  and  14  ladies  on  the  books,  all  of  whom  we  have 
seen,  and  found  to  be  well  cared  for,  comfortable,  and  in  good  health. 
We  paid  special  attention  to  the  newly  admitted  patients  and  satisfied 
ourselves  that  they  are  properly  detained. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded  since 
the  last  visit  of  Commissioners. 

The  House  continues  to  be  maintained  in  good  order. 

Services  are  held  in  the  House  on  Sunday  afternoons  which  are 
attended  by  all  the  patients  except  3,  of  whom  2  are  Roman  Catholics 
who  attended  services  at  their  own  church.  Entertainments  are  given 
every  3  weeks  of  the  winter  months  at  which  all  but  one  of  the  patients 
are  usually  present.  Eight  or  9  are  taken  out  for  drives  twice  a  week. 

The  staff  consists,  ori  the  male  side,  of  a  head  attendant,  and  4  others 
for  day  duty  and  1  for  night  duty,  and  on  the  female  side  of  a  matron,  a 
head  nurse,  and  3  day  and  2  night  nurses.  *

REPORTS  OF  VISITS  BY  COMMISSIONERS  TO 
METROPOLITAN  DISTRICT  ASYLUMS. 

Metropolitan  District  Asylum,  Caterham. 

6  November  1913. 

As  the  result  of  our  inspection  of  this  Institution  we  are  enabled  to 
report  that  it  continues  to  be  maintained  in  excellent  order.  Nearly  all 
the  wards  are  on  the  infirmary  plan,  furnishing  both  day  and  night 
accommodation,  so  that  their  number  and  capacity  permit  of  a  complete 
system  of  classification  of  the  patients,  according  to  their  mental  and 
physical  condition,  with  much  consequent  advantage  in  their  management 
and  treatment.  Owing  to  a  sudden  fall  in  the  thermometer  the  temperature 
of  those  wards  we  first  visited  was  exceptionally  low,  but  apart  from  this 
we  have  no  comment  to  make  on  the  accommodation,  which  is  in  most 
respects  adequate.  We  noted  that  there  is  good  provision  of  pianos  on 
the  female  side  and  of  bagatelle  boards  on  the  male,  and  were  glad  to 
learn  that  steps  are  being  taken  to  supply  a  quantity  of  bound  illustrated 
periodicals  for  the  use  of  the  patients,  most  of  whom  are  unoccupied.  We 
think  attention  shonld  be  called  to  the  necessity  for  improving  and 
modernising  the  sanitary  blocks,  and  would  particularly  instance  that 
which  adjoins  the  Recreation  Hall,  which  is  used  as  a  day  room  for  male 
patients,  as  being  in  urgent  need  of  such  reconstruction,  besides  being 
ill-ventilated. 

We  saw  all  the  patients  in  residence,  and  received  no  complaints  as  to 
their  treatment,  whilst  the  general  neatness  of  their  attire  showed  that 
they  are  carefully  tended.  We  were  particularly  struck  by  the  cheerful 
contentment  of  the  children  in  Ward  C  3  on  the  female  side,  and  with  the 
heartiness  with  which  they  sang  some  lively  ditties  under  the  direction  of 
one  of  the  older  girls,  who  is  evidently  of  much  assistance  to  the  general 
discipline  and  conduct  by  her  bright  example  and  motherly  ways.  On 
the  male  side  we  received  more  than  one  complaint  from  inmates  that  they 
were  never  visited  by  the  guardians  of  the  parishes  to  which  they  belong, 
and  on  inquiry  we  learnt  that  such  visits  are  but  rarely  paid.  We  regret 
this,  as  we  feel  sure  that  if  it  were  the  practice  it  would  go  far  to  reconcile 
the  patients  to  their  detention  in  the  Asylum.  We  noticed  that  none  of 
the  detention  documents  produced  to  us  included  a  certificate  (Form  1 1) 
signed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Institution,  a  certificate,  which, 
according  to  the  opinion  of  the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown  given  on 
February  27th,  1905,  must  be  obtained  before  any  detention  against  the 
will  of  the  patient  can  take  place. 

The  airing  courts  are  well  kept,  many  of  them  being  supplied  with 
abundance  of  flowering  plants,  and  provided  with  large  and  commodious 
shelters.  For  those  patients  whose  infirmity  does  not  permit  of  them 
being  conveyed  to  the  grounds,  the  bridges  between  the  blocks  are 
available  in  fine  weather. 

The  dietary  is  adequate,  and  at  our  visit  we  saw  a  good  dinner  of  beef 
and  potatoes  served  in  the  wards,  and  for  those  unable  to  partake  of  this, 
there  was  either  minced  meat,  fish,  or  custard  pudding. 

Amongst  recent  improvements  and  additions  to  the  equipment  of  the 
Asylum  may  be  mentioned  the  provision  of  two  calenders  and  two  washing 
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machines  in  the  laundry  ;  a  new  oven  and  other  appliances  in  the  kitchen  ; 
whilst  the  kitchen  in  the  Nurses’  Home  is  being  extended  and  new  hot- 
water  apparatus  provided. 

Since  the  visit  paid  by  our  Colleague  in  February  1912  there  have  been 
admitted  332  patients  ;  46  have  been  discharged  or  removed,  4  of  whom 
had  recovered,  and  290  have  died.  All  but  one  of  the  deaths  were  from 
natural  causes,  the  exception  being  the  case  of  an  aged  female  who  died 
as  the  result  of  a  fracture  of  the  thigh  sustained  in  a  fall  when  attempting 
to  rise  from  the  chair.  An  inquest  was  held  and  a  verdict  of  “  accidental 
death  ”  was  returned.  These  changes  leave  on  the  books  the  names  of 
931  males  and  1,084  females,  all  of  whom  are  in  residence,  and  were  seen 
by  us.  According  to  the  estimated  total  accommodation  there  are  vacancies 
at  present  for  41  males  and  53  females. 

There  h  as  been  no  employment  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion 
during  the  period  under  review. 

The  causes  of  death,  verified  in  47*2  per  cent,  of  the  total  by  post¬ 
mortem  examination,  have  included  general  paralysis,  2*4  per  cent.  ; 
phthisis,  12*4  per  cent.  ;  senile  decay,  9  per  cent.  ;  and  cancer,  4*1  per 
cent.  There  have  been  24  deaths  (12  of  each  sex)  from  “colitis  and 
enteritis,”  and  2  (both  males)  from  enteric  fever  out  of  a  total  of  3 
attacks.  A  male  attendant  also  suffered  from  this  disease  in  May  last. 
Other  zymotic  affections  have  been  3  cases  of  erysipelas  amongst  the 
patients  ;  whilst  5  members  of  the  female  staff  have  been  attacked  by 
scarlet  fever,  and  one  by  diphtheria. 

Ihe  number  of  cases  in  which  bedsores  existed  at  death  amounted 
to  5*2  per  cent,  of  all  who  died  ;  and  at  the  time  of  our  visit  of  the 
74  patients  confined  to  bed  none  was  the  subject  of  this  lesion. 

lliree  male  and  6  female  patients  have  sustained  fractures  of  bones, 
unattended  by  fatal  consequences.  In  every  instance  the  injury  was 
due  to  accident,  one  by  being  struck  by  a  cricket  ball  (fracture  of 
rib),  another  apparently  in  the  act  of  turning  over  in  bed  (fracture  of 
humerus),  and  the  remainder  from  falls. 

I  rom  the  annual  return  made  to  our  office  we  find  that  at  the  close 
of  last  year  23*6  per  cent,  of  the  patients  were  epileptic,  a  slightly 
higher  proportion  occurring  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  the  rate  amongst 
males  (28  per  cent.)  being  higher  than  that  on  the  female  side  (23  per 
cent.). 


1  he  Church  of  England  Sunday  services  are  attended  by  between 
12  and  19  per  cent,  of  the  patients,  whilst  176  patients  are  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  faith,  for  whom  a  service  is  held  every  Sunday  and  Mass 
celebrated  monthly.  Ihe  proportion  of  patients  attending  the  weeklv 
entertainments  is  22  per  cent.,  11  per  cent,  usually  walk  out  weekly 
beyond  the  Asylum  estate,  and  46  per  cent,  who  are  able  to  walk  are 
generally  confined  to  the  wards  and  airing  courts.  About  35  per  cent, 
on  an  average  are  employed  in  some  capacity  throughout  the  year. 

.The  staff  is  of  adequate  strength,  there  being  one  attendant  or  nurse 
to  every  12  patients  ;  and  the  record  of  service  is  unusually  good.  Thus, 
vheieas  of  the  male  attendants  19  per  cent,  show  under  one  year’s 
sendee,  theie  are  53  per  cent,  who  have  been  in  the  service  over  five 
years  ;  the  proportions  of  nurses  having  such  terms  of  service  being 
30  per  cent,  and  22  per  cent,  respectively. 

In  this  connection  we  are  glad  to  record  that  the  Asylum  authorities 
have  this  year  initiated  a  scheme  whereby  the  hours  of  duty  have  been 
reduced  to  70  per  week  for  the  day  and  60  per  week  for  the  night  staff, 
taken  over  a  fortnight.  To  enable  this  to  be  done  the  staff  has  been 
mcieasec  >y  1  charge  and  9  ordinary  male  attendants,  and  1  charge 
am  ok  lnaiy  nurses.  I  here  has  also  been  an  increase  in  the  minimum 
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wage  of  the  nurses,  viz.,  22/.  instead  of  19/.,  with  the  addition  of  a  bonus 
of  2/.  per  annum,  if  recommended  by  the  medical  superintendent,  at  the 
completion  of  five  years’  service,  and  of  a  further  21.  at  the  completion  of 
ten  years. 

In  the  unavoidable  absence  of  Dr.  Campbell,  we  were  accompanied 
at  our  visit  by  Dr.  Leslie  Gordon,  who  gave  us  every  assistance  and 
information.  We  understand  that  a  proposal  to  establish  a  clinical  and 
pathological  laboratory  is  now  under  consideration,  and  we  trust  that 
such  an  addition  to  the  medical  resourses  of  the  Institution  will  be  made. 
It  is  needless  to  emphasise  the  importance  of  such  work  in  the  interests 
of  the  community,  and  of  the  wide  field  for  investigation  which  is  afforded 
by  an  Asylum  of  this  extent  and  character. 


Metropolitan  District  Asylum,  Darentii. 

18  July  1913. 

We  have  to-day  made  a  careful  inspection  of  the  Metropolitan 
District  Asylum  at  Darenth,  otherwise  known  as  the  Industrial  Colony 
for  Imbeciles,  and  which  indeed  well  deserves  being  described  as  a 
veritable  hive  of  industry  :  for  on  all  sides  activity  prevailed  with  respect 
both  to  the  education  and  industrial  training  of  new  cases  and  to  the 
extension  of  the  modes  of  occupation  of  the  older  patients,  and  it  was 
obvious  to  us  that  the  Institution  continues  to  be  developed  on  judicious 
lines. 

Since  the  visit  by  Members  of  our  Board  in  November  of  last  year, 
147  boys  and  73  girls  have  been  admitted  to  the  Colony,  42  boys  and 
58  girls  have  been  discharged  or  removed,  and  4  boys  and  13  girls  have 
died.  As  the  result  of  these  changes  there  are  now  on  the  Statutory 
Books  the  names  of  1,919  patients,  of  whom  1,033  were  boys  and 
886  girls.  All  were  in  residence  and  seen  by  us.  From  none  did  we 
receive  anything  in  the  nature  of  a  complaint ;  on  the  contrary,  not  only 
were  they  nicely  and  suitably  dressed,  but  their  general  appearance,  the 
remarks  we  received  from  many,  and  the  manifest  interest  they  were 
taking  in  their  lessons  and  work,  all  betokened  contentment  with  their 
lot  and  with  what  is  being  done  for  them. 

Of  the  total  number  of  patients  (of  whom  about  19  per  cent,  are 
epileptic),  829  boys  and  707  girls  are  at  present  detained  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Lunacy  and  Idiots  Acts,  while  204  boys  and  179  girls 
are  classified  as  “feeble-minded.”  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  in 
many  cases  the  intellectual  difference  between  the  two  classes  is  slight, 
they  are  kept  rigidly  apart  both  as  respects  their  living  accommodation 
and  the  shops  and  other  places  in  which  they  are  employed.  Much 
importance,  of  course,  attaches  to  the  question  of  classification  and  the 
principles  on  which  it  should  proceed.  We  had  the  advantage  of  hearing 
Dr.  Rotherham’s  views  upon  the  matter,  and  in  them  we  fully  concur. 

The  occupation  provided  for  the  patients  are  commendably  numerous, 
and  among  those  not  usually  prosecuted  in  asylums,  may  be  mentioned 
the  making  of  mats,  brushes,  baskets,  paper  and  cardboard  boxes,  and 
furniture,  bookbinding,  printing,  bricklaying,  and  weaving.  The  output  is 
large,  far  exceeding  the  needs  of  the  colony,  and  the  balance  is  sold  to 
other  institutions  under  the  management  of  the  Metropolitan  Asylums 
Board.  The  extent  to  which  these  operations  are  carried  on  may  be 
gauged  by  the  statement  that  during  the  year  1912,  the  value  of  goods 
made  and  disposed  of  exceeded  12,300/.  and,  after  deducting  the  wages 
and  board  of  instructors  (1,184/.)  and  central  store  charges  (495/.),  there 
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remained  a  balance  of  2,185/.  in  favour  of  the  Colony.  The  maintenance 
charge  per  head  per  week  is  9s.  7 \d.  We  may  here  mention  that  the 
tailor’s  and  shoemaker’s  shops  presented  a  rather  crowded  appearance 
and  we  were  pleased  to  learn  that  there  is  some  prospect  of  their  being 
enlarged. 

We  were  also  glad  to  notice  that  the  dietary  appears  to  be  on  a 
liberal  scale,  a  point  to  which  we  attach  much  importance  in  all 
institutions  but  which  is  especially  necessary  in  a  community  whose 
members  are  comparatively  youthful.  At  present  27  per  cent,  of  the 
certified,  and  49  per  cent,  of  the  feeble-minded  cases  are  under  16  years 
of  age.  In  the  course  of  our  visit  we  saw  a  nicely  served  dinner  in 
progress,  consisting  of  boiled  fish,  potatoes  and  bread,  followed  by  a 
suet  pudding  ;  many  of  the  boys  and  girls  were  partaking  of  it  in  the 
open  air  under  verandahs. 

The  4  male  and  13  female  deaths  were  all  from  natural  causes, 
verified  by  post-mortem  examination  in  41  per  cent,  of  these  cases.  In 
nearly  as  many  as  30  per  cent,  phthisis  was  the  cause  of  death.  In  this 
connection,  bearing  in  mind  the  proneness  of  many  of  those  suffering  from 
congenital  mental  defect  to  become  infected  by  tuberculosis,  and  with  a 
view  to  the  early  detection  of  this  disease,  together  with  the  segregation 
of  those  so  affected,  we  would  suggest  that  all  the  inmates  of  the  Colony 
be  weighed  not  less  frequently  than  once  a  quarter,  and  that  the  attention 
of  the  medical  officers  be  called  to  any  marked  losses  in  weight  ;  it 
would  also,  we  think,  facilitate  the  open-air  treatment  of  tubercular 
cases  if  it  could  sometime  be  found  possible  to  set  apart  a  ground-floor 
ward  for  their  use. 

The  general  health,  however,  of  the  patients  seems  at  present  very 
good.  Apart  from  a  few  cases  of  scarlatina,  which  have  chiefly  occurred 
in  the  present  and  last  month,  and  some  of  whom  were  convalescing  in  the 
isolation  hospital,  there  were  only  8  patients  in  bed.  There  have  only 
been  three  casualties  of  any  seriousness  ;  they  comprise  an  injury  to  the 
leg,  the  result  of  a  bite  from  a  boar,  a  finger  crushed  while  working  the 
sole-cutting  press,  and  a  fracture  of  the  jaw  caused  by  a  blow  from 
another  patient. 

The  dayrooms,  dormitories  and  bedding  were  all  in  good  order  and 
scrupulously  clean.  Many  of  the  dayrooms  had  a  particularly  bright  and 
attractive  appearance  and  speaking  generally  were  sufficiently  supplied 
with  objects  of  interest  ;  we  thought,  however,  that  the  larger  rooms 
required  a  fuller  supply  of  books  and  illustrated  periodicals  than  we  saw 
available. 

Several  important  alterations  and  improvements  have  been  effected 
during  the  eight  months  under  review.  A  shelter  on  the  boys’  cricket 
ground  has  been  converted  into  a  workroom  for  looms,  on  which  we  saw 
towelling  of  good  quality  being  woven  by  hand.  A  yard  adjoining  the 
male  workshops  has  been  roofed  in.  Three  large  settling  tanks  have 
been  built  for  water-softening  purposes.  Two  dormitories  of  the  pavilions 
have  been  extended  in  size  ;  and  two  others  are  now  in  course  of  similar 
extension,  and  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  work  is  being  done  by 
patients’  labour.  A  large  hall  in  connection  with  the  workshops  used  by 
the  feeble-minded  has  been  equipped  as  a  gymnasium,  enabling  all  the 
younger  patients  to  have  the  advantage  of  regular  drill,  an  admirable 
display  of  which  was  given  us.  We  also  had  an  opportunity  of  hearing 
^  good  military  band  which  has  been  formed  from  among  the  boys. 
I  lie  weekly  entertainments  and  Divine  services  are  attended  by  the  very 
satisfactory  ‘proportions  of  53  and  51  per  cent,  respectively  of  the 
patients. 
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According  to  the  returns  annually  furnished  to  us,  the  staff,  including 
industrial  attendants,  numbei,  for  day  duty,  1  to  every  13  patients  of 
each  sex  ;  for  night  duty  the  proportions  are  1  to  61  boys  and  1  to  46 
girls.  The  length  of  their  service  is  satisfactory.  It  was  pleasant  to 
observe  the  genuine  interest  and  zeal  shown  by  the  various  members  of 
the  staff  both  in  the  education  and  occupation  of  their  afflicted  charges. 
We  have  no  doubt  but  that  the  first-rate  quality  of  the  work  accom¬ 
plished  by  the  older  boys  and  girls  (which  we  witnessed  in  the 
exhibition  displayed  in  the  Hall  for  inspection  day)  is  a  healthy 
stimulus  to  those  who  have  to  encounter  the  difficulties  of  initial  training. 

As  medical  colleagues,  Dr.  Rotherham  has  the  assistance  of  Dr. 
Spensley  and  two  other  assistant  medical  officers  ;  the  latter  two  gentle¬ 
men  are  temporarily  holding  these  posts.  The  difficulty  in  finding 
candidates  to  fill  these  positions  more  permanently  is  one  that  is  being 
widely  experienced.  We  venture  to  suggest  that  the  problem  is  not  to 
be  solved  merely  by  increments  to  the  salaries  of  the  junior  medical 
officers,  but  that  the  time  has  come,  as  regards  asylums  generally,  when 
a  more  assured  status  should  be  accorded  to  the  senior  assistant  medical 
officer. 

From  the  above  report  it  will  be  seen  that  our  visit  has  left  a 
very  favourable  impression  on  us,  and  in  concluding  we  should  like  to 
congratulate  the  Asylums  Committee  of  the  Metropolitan  Asylums 
Board  upon  their  enlightened  policy  in  the  mode  of  utilizing  this 
Institution  and  upon  the  success  with  which,  in  the  hands  of  Dr. 
Rotherham  and  the  staff  generally,  their  efforts  are  being  attended. 


Fountain  Hospital,  Tooting. 

3  December  1913. 

Ox  the  3rd  December  1913  we  visited  and  made  a  complete  inspec¬ 
tion  of  the  Fountain  Hospital,  Tooting,  of  which  the  Metropolitan 
Asylums  Board  continue  to  make  use  for  the  housing  of  unimprovable 
imbeciles. 

Since  the  institution  was  last  visited  by  our  Colleagues  in  November, 
1912,  133  cases  (50  males  and  83  females)  have  been  admitted,  96  (80 
males  and  16  females)  have  been  discharged  or  removed,  and  35  (17  males 
and  18  females)  have  died.  As  a  result  of  these  changes,  there  now 
remain  on  the  books  of  the  hospital  the  names  of  562  cases  (329  males 
and  233  females),  leaving  vacant  accommodation  to  the  extent  of  5  beds 
on  the  male  and  99  beds  on  the  female  side.  The  estimated  total  accom¬ 
modation  has  been  increased  by  42  beds,  by  the  adaptation  of  quarters 
not  now  required  for  staff  purposes,  and  is  now  for  666  patients. 

With  the  exception  of  about  40  adults  of  each  sex,  who  assist  in  the 
domestic  work  of  the  establishment,  all  the  patients  are  children.  They 
are  classified  in  19  pavilions,  most  of  which  contain  between  30  and  40 
beds.  All  the  pavilions  were  scrupulously  clean  and  in  very  good  order  ; 
we  desire,  however,  to  endorse  our  Colleagues’  comments  upon  the 
inadequacy  of  their  sanitary  accommodation.  On  both  sides  the  adults 
are  housed  separately  from  the  children,  and  on  the  female  side  one 
pavilion  is  set  apart  entirely  for  boys,  while  another  is  reserved  for 
children  of  either  sex  under  five  years  of  age.  As  a  result  of  this 
arrangement  about  50  boys  are  nursed  by  female  staff,  a  system  which 
commends  itself  to  us  and  which  indeed,  might,  we  think,  be  extended  with 
advantage  if  it  could  be  found  administratively  feasible. 
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All  tlie  patients  were  in  residence  and  were  seen  by  us.  We  can 
express  our  entire  satisfaction  with  the  condition  in  which  we  found  them, 
and  their  bedding  left  nothing  to  be  desired.  Only  a  small  proportion  of 
them  were  capable  of  entering  into  conversation  ;  from  none  of  them  did 
we  receive  any  complaint  ;  on  the  contrary,  they  appeared  happy  and 
contented,  and,  so  far  as  they  were  able,  the  more  intelligent  expressed 
themselves  as  pleased  with  what  is  being  done  for  them.  We  thought, 
however,  that  a  more  liberal  supply  of  toys  and  objects  of  interest  should 
be  provided  in  most  of  the  pavilions  ;  a  notable  exception  was  No.  10 
ward  ;  we  would  also  suggest  that  the  provision  of  more  gramophones, 
which  can  now  be  purchased  so  cheaply,  would  tend  to  materially  brighten 
the  children’s  lives.  Eleven  per  cent.  (39  males  and  24  females)  of  tin 
patients  were  in  bed  ;  about  one-third  of  these  were  undergoing  treat 
inent  for  various  skin  affections,  a  similar  proportion  for  other  physical 
conditions,  and  about  a  quarter  owing  to  frequency  of  epileptic  fits,  while 
a  few  others  were  being  treated  in  bed  for  either  tuberculosis,  trachoma, 
or  transient  mental  excitement. 

The  deaths  were  all  from  natural  causes,  which  were  in  68  per  cent, 
of  the  cases  verified  by  post-mortem  examination.  Tuberculosis,  in  one 
form  or  another,  was  the  cause  in  the  high  proportion  of  25  per  cent,  of 
the  deaths,  while  23  per  cent,  were  accounted  for  by  pneumonia  and 
bronchitis,  and  20  per  cent,  by  organic  brain  disease. 

With  respect  to  infective  diseases,  besides  the  incidence  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  already  mentioned,  there  have  been  44  cases  of  chicken-pox, 
2  of  scarlet  fever,  36  of  german  measles,  and  19  of  dysentery  ;  with  the 
exception  of  2  all  the  instances  of  the  last-mentioned  affection  were 
males.  One  patient  sustained  a  fractured  arm  (the  only  serious  casualty) 
the  result  of  being  pulled  out  of  bed  by  a  fellow  patient. 

Divine  service,  attended  by  26  per  cent,  of  the  patients,  is  held 
weekly  in  one  of  the  wards,  alternately  on  the  male  and  female  sides. 

The  staff  is  of  necessity  numerically  strong,  there  being  1  to  7 *6 
patients  for  day  duty  and  1  to  28  *8  for  night  duty.  We  take  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  paying  a  tribute  to  the  manifest  interest  they  appeared  to  take 
in  their  work,  which  is  the  more  to  be  commended  when  one  bears  in 
mind  the  trying  and  constaut  nature  of  the  duties  they  have  to  perform. 

We  examined  the  various  medical  records  and  found  them  in  good 
order  and  carefully  kept. 

Until  the  arrival  of  Dr.  Sherlock,  who  had  for  the  moment  been 
called  away,  we  were  accompanied  by  Dr.  .Park  Inglis,  who  rendered  us 
all  possible  assistance.  W e  have  since  learnt  that  Dr.  Sherlock  has  been 
appointed  to  fill  the  post  of  medical  superintendent  of  Darenth  Industrial 
Colony,  and  we  take  this  opportunity  of  congratulating  him  upon  this 
recognition  of  the  valuable  work  he  has  done  in  the  elucidation  and  study 
of  mental  deficiency. 


Metropolitan  District  Asylum,  Leavesden. 

27  February  1913. 

On  the  22nd  inst.  we  made  a  complete  inspection  of  the  Wards  and 
administrative  departments  of  the  Metropolitan  Asylum  Board’s  Asylum 
at  Leavesden. 

The  wards  were  all  in  good  order,  comfortable  and  well  warmed  by 
open  fires.  Although  the  habits  of  very  many  of  the  patients  are  faulty, 
the  air  everywhere  was  fresh  and  sweet  showing  that  due  care  is  paid 
to  ventilation  and  general  cleanliness.  The  beds  and  bedding  were  good 
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and  well  kept.  We  observed  with  satisfaction  that  preparation  was  in 
Pr  ogress  for  the  erection  of  the  bridges  which  are  to  couple  up  the  blocks 
and  which  will  facilitate  supervision,  afford  ready  means  of  egress  in  the 
event  of  an  outbreak  of  fire,  and  provide  other  advantages. 

In  one  of  the  female  wards  we  gave  an  alarm  of  fire.  The  brigade 
turned  out  promptly,  and  in  less  than  three  minutes  they  had  water  playing 
upon  the  building. 

At  previous  visits  the  paths  in  the  airing  courts  have  been  found  in  a 
loose  and  rough  state.  On  this  occasion,  owing  to  the  long  continuance 
of  wet  weather,  these  defects  were  less  noticeable,  but  we  fear  that  after 
another  spell  of  dry  weather  the  surfaces  again  will  become  trying  and 
dangerous  for  the  patients  to  walk  upon  and  very  destructive  to  the  boots, 
and  we  would  repeat  the  recommendation  that  the  paths  should  be 
properly  made  up  and  treated  with  tar. 

Since  the  visit  of  members  of  our  Board  about  three  months  ago, 
30  patients  have  been  admitted,  13  discharged,  and  40  have  died. 

These  changes  left  on  the  books  the  names  of  2,056  patients,  of  whom 
968  were  of  the  male  and  1,088  of  the  female  sex.  We  saw  them  all,  and 
were  fully  satisfied  with  their  condition.  A  very  large  proportion  were 
almost  mindless,  and  many  were  physically  helpless  or  crippled,  but  they 
all  presented  a  clean  and  neat  appearance  that  was  creditable  to  the  staff. 
The  39  males  and  74  females  that  were  in  bed  were  well  attended  to,  and 
all  who  were  able  to  reply  to  our  inquiries  appeared  happy  and  contented 
with  their  treatment,  though,  as  was  natural,  we  had  a  few  appeals  for 
discharge.  There  was  no  one,  however,  fit  to  be  at  large.  The  conduct 
of  the  patients  was  orderly. 

No  inquest  has  been  held,  and  the  deaths,  except  in  one  instance, 
where  the  patient  died  from  ulceration  and  perforation  of  the  rectum 
caused  by  swallowing  rubbish,  were  due  to  ordinary  causes,  which  we 
notice  with  approval  were  in  every  case  verified  by  post-mortem 
examination.  Two  deaths  resulted  from  dysentery,  of  which  there  have 
been  7  cases,  all  on  the  female  side.  Four  patients  have  suffered  from 
erysipelas,  the  last  one  attacked  being  now  convalescent.  A  number  of 
others  have  suffered  from  trachoma  and  other  forms  of  ophthalmia,  and 
these,  in  addition  to  the  attention  they  have  received  from  the  Asylum 
Medical  Staff,  have  had  the  special  advice  of  an  ophthalmic  surgeon. 

The  casualties  of  at  all  a  serious  character  have  been  5  fractures. 
They  have  all  been  fully  reported  to  our  Board,  and  in  four  instances 
were  due  either  to  a  fall  in  a  fit  or  to  accidental  falls.  In  the  fifth 
instance,  concerning  which  there  has  been  some  correspondence  with  our 
Board,  and  where  fracture  of  the  clavicle  was  complicated  with  dislocation 
of  the  shoulder,  an  allegation  of  rough  treatment  on  the  part  of  a  night 
attendant  was  preferred  by  auother  patient.  The  matter  has  formed  the 
subject  of  a  careful  inquiry  by  the  Sub-Committee  of  the  Asylum,  who 
arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  there  was  not  sufficient  evidence  to  prove 
that  the  attendant  did  treat  the  patient  roughly.  After  discussing  the 
case  with  Dr.  Elkins,  we  felt  we  could  not  carry  the  matter  further. 

We  saw  a  substantial  and  well-cooked  dinner,  consisting  of  soup  and 
currant  pudding,  served  to  many  of  the  patients. 

There  are  reputed  vacancies  for  108  patients  (12  males  and 
96  females),  but  33  of  these  are  not  generally  available,  as  they  are  in 
the  eye  wards. 

The  maintenance  charge  per  head  per  week  is  10s.  0 \d. 

The  returns  made  to  our  Board  for  the  year  1912  of  the  number  of 
patients  who  are  usefully  employed,  of  those  who  attend  divine  service, 
and  of  those  who  are  usually  present  at  the  associated  entertainments, 
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are  quite  as  good  as  could  he  expected  having  regard  to  their  mental 
condition. 

Four  hundred  and  twenty-two  of  the  patients,  or  20*4  per  cent.,  are 
epileptics  ;  21,  or  1*0  per  cent.,  are  general  paralytics  ;  and  89,  or  4  per 
cent,  on  an  average,  it  is  impossible  to  prevent  nightly  wetting  their 
bedding,  notwithstanding  the  careful  attention  of  the  night  staff  which 
number  19  attendants  and  23  nurses.  The  day  staff  comprises 
87  attendants  and  98  nurses,  which  is  equivalent  to  one  attendant  or 
nurse  to  every  1 1  patients. 

The  record  of  service  of  the  attendants  and  nurses  is  good,  that  of  the 
men  especially  so,  74  per  cent,  of  the  former  and  26  per  cent,  of  the 
latter,  or  48  per  cent;  of  the  total  number,  having  at  least  five  years  to 
their  credit. 


Metropolitan  District  Asylum,  Tooting  Bec. 

24  January  1913. 

On  the  24tli  of  January  1913  I  paid  the  annual  visit  of  inspection  to 
the  Metropolitan  District  Asylum  at  Tooting  Bec,  seeing  all  parts  of  the 
building  and  all  the  patients  in  residence.  These  last  were  1,071  in 
number,  of  whom  489  were  males  and  582  females,  many  of  them  being 
children. 

Since  the  previous  visit  by  Commissioners  in  May  1912,  412  patients 
had  been  admitted,  305  discharged,  of  whom  5  had  recovered,  and  213  had 
died.  The  vacancies  remaining  were  for  25  males  and  18  females  only. 

Of  those  under  care  about  8  per  cent,  were  epileptics  and  a  very 
large  proportion  aged  and  infirm  persons,  in  whose  treatment  careful 
nursing  was  the  first  requisite.  Confined  to  bed  were  146,  or  13*7  per 
cent,  of  the  whole,  and  it  was  a  creditable  fact  that  only  2  had  bedsores, 
one  of  which  was  present  on  the  patient’s  admission.  One  woman  was 
in  bed  Avith  a  fractured  femur,  the  result  of  an  accidental  fall. 

Endeavour  is  made  as  far  as  possible  to  keep  the  children  separate 
from  the  adults,  and  in  a  detached  building  I  saw  19  boys  and  15  girls  so 
segregated  under  suitable  conditions. 

The  dress  and  personal  neatness  of  the  patients  generally  left  little 
to  be  desired,  but  I  thought  that  the  clothing  of  some  of  the  men  was 
much  worn  and  in  need  of  reneAval. 

The  patients  tliemseDes  Avere  very  quiet  and  free  from  excitement. 
They  seemed  happy  and  contented,  and  I  had  no  complaints  of  anything 
but  detention,  and  those  were  very  feAV  indeed.  Many  spoke  gratefully 
of  their  comforts  and  of  the  kindness  of  those  in  charge  of  them. 

I  saw  a  good  dinner  neatly  served  to  them.  It  consisted  of  soup  and 
bread,  followed  by  currant  pudding,  and  evidently  gave  satisfaction. 

The  maintenance  charge  is  13^.  0 \d.  a  Aveek. 

There  has  been  no  use  of  either  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion. 

Weekly  baths  are  given,  always  in  the  presence  either  of  the  head 
attendants  or  of  specially  appointed  bath  attendants. 

All  the  211  deaths  were  the  result  of  natural  causes,  4  per  cent, 
being  due  to  general  paralysis,  only  1  per  cent,  to  phthisis,  and  the  very 
large  proportion  of  80  per  cent,  to  senile  decay. 

In  90  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths  the  causes  Avere  ascertained  or 
verified  by  post-mortem  examination,  and  in  6  per  cent,  bedsores  were 
present. 

There  has  been  no  inquest. 
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The  only  cases  of  zymotic  disease  since  the  last  visit  have  been  three 
of  scarlet  fever. 

Severe  accidents  involving  fractures  of  bones  have  occurred  to  six 
patients,  and  in  each  case  a  fall  was  the  cause  of  the  accident. 

There  is  an  adequate  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses,  who  appeared  to 
be  of  a  respectable  class.  Six  were  discharged  for  disciplinary  offences, 
not  affecting  the  patients. 

The  Asylum  throughout  continues  to  be  maintained  in  excellent 
order.  All  the  rooms  were  very  clean,  bright,  and  comfortable,  well 
supplied  with  books  and  other  objects  of  interest,  and  warm  and,  at  the 
same  time,  well  ventilated. 

The  beds  and  bedding  were  very  clean  and  well  cared  for. 

The  airing  courts  are  kept  in  trim  order. 

The  Committee  have  recently  acquired  Bushey  Down  House  and 
6|  acres  of  land  adjoining  that  already  owned  by  the  Asylum,  and  they 
propose  to  build  on  it  accommodation  for  1,000  additional  patients. 
With  these  new  buildings  it  is  hoped  to  associate  verandahs  for  open-air 
treatment  which  is  now  so  usually  and  beneficially  provided. 

Dr.  Beresford  continues  to  administer  this  Asylum  with  energy  and 
ability.  He  is  assisted  by  three  medical  colleagues,  by  whom  the 
medical  records  are  carefully  kept.
